The Digest of Public General Bills and Selected Resolutions was 
prepared originally for the Second Session of the Seventy-fourth 
Congress and has been published for all subsequent Congresses, 


The purpose of the Digest, as indicated by the committee report 
on the appropriation for 1936, is to furnish, in the form of a 
brief synopsis, the essential features of the introduced public 
bills and joint resolutions and a little fuller digest of report- 
ed measures in order that Members may have a file from which they 
may follow the legislation when introduced and from which they 
may readily answer correspondents concerning these measures, 
Beginning with the 84th Congress selected simple and concurrent 
resolutions are included, 


In order to furnish Congress with more frequent coverage of 

bills introduced beginning with the 84th Congress, Second Session, 
the Digest is being issued on an accelerated schedule, This 
change resulted from suggestions of a representative number of 
Members of Congress. The new schedule calls for 5 cumulative 
issues, including a Final Issue upon adjournment, Supplements 
will appear approximately every two weeks between such cumula- 
tions,

STATUS OF BILLS AND RESOLUTIONS ACTED UPON DURING FIRST SESSION 
[New digest when action necessitates change ] 


Senate 


S. 1. Approved June 29, 1959 (Public Law 86-72). 


Extends the time for making grants under the 
Federal Airport Act for projects in the several 
States authorizing $40,000,000 for the fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1956; $60,000,000 for each of the 
years 1957 through 1961. 

Makes the following authorization with respect 
to projects in Alaska, Hawaii, Puerto Rico and the 
Virgin Islands; $2,500,000 for fiscal 1956, $3,000, - 
000 for each of the years 1957 through 1961. 

Limits the use of Federal funds in the construc- 
tion of airport buildings to that portion of the 
approved project which provides space for use by 
Federal agencies. Provides that no Federal funds 
may be used for passenger autOMobile parking facili- 
ties. 

Provides that apportionments made to a State, 
if not obligated after 2 years, shall revert to the 
discretionary fund and be available for use without 
regard to State boundaries. 


S$. 8. Reported in Senate September 12, 1959. 

School Construction Assistance Act of 1959 - 
Declares it to be the purpose hereof to provide a 
2-year program of Federal grants to the States to 
assist them in constructing urgently needed public 
elementary and secondary school facilities in local 
communities, Authorizes up to $500 million a year 
for making payments to State education agencies for 
fiscal years 1960 and 1961. Allots funds in any 
year among the States on the basis of relative 
school-age population as weighed by relative income 
per school-age child. Provides that the Commissioner 
of Education would allot to each State an amount which 
bears the same ratio to the funds appropriated for 
the year as the product of (1) the States school-age 
population multiplied by (2) the State's allotment 
Tatio, bears to the sum of the corresponding products 
for all the States. 

Provides that for the second year of the program, 
the allotment of any State would be reduced by the 
percentage (if any) that the State's school-effort 
index is less than the national school-effort index. 
Reapportions the total of such reductions among the 
States not subject to such reductions by increasing 
proportionately the sum of the amounts originally 
apportioned to them for the year. 

Requires a State education agency which desires 
to receive an allotment and payment hereunder to sub- 
mit to the Commissioner of Education an application 
Which provides: (a) assurance that the State education 
agency will be the sole administering agency for the 
funds received; (b) sets forth procedures to insure 
that funds will be allocated among projects within 
/the States so that priority is given to local educa- 
tion agencies, which, in the judgment of the State 
education agency, have the greatest need for addi- 
tional school facilities and which are least able to 
finance the cost of needed school facilities; (c) 
provides assurance that every applicant whose appli- 
Cation for funds is denied will be given an oppor- 
tunity for a hearing before the State education 
agency; (d) sets forth procedures for such fiscal 
control as may be necessary to assure proper dis- 
tribution of funds hereunder. 

Provides that a State education agency may 
allocate funds received hereunder to a project only 
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if this amount plus any other amounts previously 
allocated hereunder does not exceed the Federal share 
for such State of the sum of (1) the cost of con- 
structing the project in question and (2) the total 
cost of constructing the projects for which such other 
allocations have been made, Requires the State educa- 
tion agency to determine that the cost of construct- 
ing the project in question will be paid out of funds 
Other than those they received under Federal grants 
for school construction, 

Directs that funds received hereunder be dis- 
tributed and expended not later than the end of the 
following fiscal year. Provides that any funds paid 
back to the Commissioner shall be realloted during 
the next fiscal year, 

Makes applicable the provisions of the Davis- 
Bacon Act, 

S. 12. Passed by Senate April 13, 1959, 

Provides grants to certain agencies in a State 
(up to $1 million in any one State) for the acquisi- 
tion or installation of television facilities for 
educational purposes in public schools, etc., where 
necessary funds to operate and maintain such facili- 
ties will be available. 

Provides that no application for grants may be 
accepted after 5 years.

Antitrust Civil Process Act - Permits the At- 
torney General, when he has reason to believe any 
person possesses documents pertinent to an anti- 
trust investigation, to serve such person with a 
civil investigative demand in writing to produce 
such information, Excludes natural persons from 
application hereof, Requires such demand to be par- 
ticular, limits it to the scope of a subpoena duces 
tectum, and provides for the method of service and 
return, 

Provides for antitrust document custodians to 
whom demanded material shall be delivered, and sets 
forth their authority, limitations thereon, succes- 
sion and duties, Requires return to the person 
materials produced by him, not under control of a 
court, grand jury, or antitrust agency. Provides 
procedures for court enforcement, or setting aside, 
or modification of a demand, and for requiring per- 
formance by any custodian of duties imposed herein. 

Provides that nothing contained in the bill 
shall prevent the Attorney General from making avail- 
able the material so produced for examination by 
the Committee on the Judiciary of each House of 
Congress. 

Penalizes falsification of subject matter of a 
demand after service of such demand by $5,000 fine 
and/or 5 years imprisonment, 

Provides that 20 days after any person receives 
notice to produce such material the person who is 
required to so produce may file a petition in the 
United States district court to prevent secret proc- 
esses, developments, research, or any privileged 
material from being made available only under such 
terms and conditions as the court would so state in 
order to protect such person,

Area Redevelopment Act - Creates an Area Rede- 
velopment Administration as in independent agency 
within the executive branch of the Government. Pro- 
vides for the agency to be headed by an Administrator 
appointed by the President subject to Senate confirma- 
tion, Provides for the creation of an Area Redevelop- 
ment Advisory Board consisting of certain Federal 
officials as ex officio members, Authorizes the 
Administrator to appoint a 25 member National Public 
Advisory Committee on Area Redevelopment composed 
of representatives of labor, management, agriculture 
and the public in general to make recommendations 
relating to his duties under the Act, Authorizes the 
Administrator to call together and confer with repre- 
sentatives of various industries. 

Requires the Administrator to designate as 
industrial redevelopment areas those suffering 12 
percent unemployment during the preceding year, or 
9 percent during 15 of the preceding 18 months, or 
6 percent during 18 of the preceding 24 months. 
Authorizes the Administrator to so designate any 
area which in his judgement suffers from serious 
unemployment of a permanent nature 

Requires the Administrator to designate as 
rural redevelopment areas those counties which are 
ranked among the 500 having the lowest level of liv- 
ing of farm-operator families and those ranked among 
the 500 counties having the highest percentage of 
commercial farms producing less than $2,500 worth of 
products for sale annually. 

Provides for two $75 million revolving funds, 
one for industrial projects in industrial redevelop- 
ment areas, the other for industrial projects in 
rural redevelopment areas. Limits Federal loans to 
65 percent of the project cost. Requires 10 percent 
of such costs to be supplied by the State or local 
government and not less than 5 percent to be supplied 
by nongovernmental sources. Prohibits loans to 
assist establishments relocating from one area to 
another where such relocation will result in sub- 
stantial detriment to the area of original location, 
Prohibits aid unless an overall program for the 
economic development of the area has been submitted 
to and approved by the Administrator. 

Establishes a revolving fund of $50 million to 
make low interest, long-term loans for the construc- 
tion or expansion of public facilities. 

Authorizes $35 million to be used to make grants 
to assist in the financing of public facilities in 
redevelopment areas. Requires applicants for such 
grants to contribute to the cost of the project in 
proportion to their ability. 

Authorizes the Administrator to provide tech- 
nical assistance in redevelopment areas and author- 
izes $4.5 million annually for such assistance. 

Makes Federal aid under certain programs ad- 
ministered by the Housing and Home Finance Adminis- 
tration available in redevelopment areas. 

Authorizes $1.5 million annually to provide 
aid for the vocational training and retraining of 
people in redevelopment areas.

Provides that an operator employing not more 
than 14 individuals underground may appeal either 
to the Director of the Bureau of Mines or to the 
Federal Coal Mine Safety Board from a finding before 
a closed order is issued, 

Provides an additional appellate procedure for 
operators of mines regularly employing less than 
eight men underground even though there may be no 
State plan for concurrent inspections by Federal 
and State inspectors in effect in the State where the 
mine is located, 

Permits a mine operator, in mines employing less 
than eight individuals underground, to request a 
State mine inspection after the mine has been closed 
by a Federal inspector on a finding of eminent 
danger. 

Empowers mine operators employing less than 14 
men underground to request the Federal Coal Mine 
Safety Board to hold its hearing in the county seat 
of the county in which the mine is located or at any 
other place reasonably convenient to the operator.

Permits the Commissioners of the District of 
Columbia to delegate their authority to execute 
agreements with any person, firm, corporation, 
association, or public agency authorized by a State 
or county for the care and placement of minors to 
allow the person, agency, etc., to place non-resi- 
dent children in foster or adoption homes in the 
District of Columbia, 

S. 747. Passed by Senate August 12, 1959, 

Directs the Administrator of General Services 
to convey to the State of Illinois approximately 
946 acres of surplus land in Will County, Illinois 
at a consideration of $303 per acre, or a total of 
$286,638, for wildlife, conservation, and recrea- 
tional purposes. Directs the Secretary of the Army, 
contingent upon the State's purchase of the 946- 
acre tract at the price provided for, to convey to 
the State of Illinois approximately 1,500 acres of 
land in Will County, Illinois, directly contiguous 
to the 946-acre tract, without consideration, for 
wildlife, conservation and recreational purposes. 
Provides that if the property ceased to be used for 
wildlife, conservation, and recreational purposes, 
it would revert immediately to the United States, 

Reserves Oil, gas, and mineral rights in the 
property conveyed to the United States.

Passed by Senate August 13, 1959, 
Youth Conservation Act of 1959 - Declares the 
purposes hereof as follows: (1) to provide the 
opportunity for healthful training and employment of

young men in carrying out such programs of conserva- 
tion planned and designed by various government 
agencies charged with such responsibilities here- 
under; and (2) to enable the governmental agencies 
charged with the responsibility of conserving and 
developing natural resources to accelerate programs 
planned by such agencies to fulfill such responsi- 
bilities. 

Establishes in the Department of Labor a Youth- 
Conservation Corps to be administered by a Director 
who shall be appointed by the President with the con- 
sent of the Senate at an annual salary of $20,000. 
Establishes a Youth-Conservation Commission to be com- 
posed of the Secretary of Labor (chairman), and a 
representative of the Departments of Health, Educa- 
tion and Welfare, Interior, and Agriculture. Pro- 
vides that the Commission shall consult with and ad- 
vise the Secretary with respect to all phases of the 
operation of the corps and act as liaison officers 
between the Corps and their respective Departments, 
Creates a 9-member Advisory Committee to meet semi- 
annually to review the operations of the Corps. 

Requires that enrollees be male citizens of 
the United States between ages 16 and 21. Sets the 
maximum strength of the corps at 50,000 for fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1960 to be increased to a maxi- 
mum 150,000 in the case of fiscal year ending June 30, 
1962 or any year thereafter, Sets the enrollment 
period at 6 months with reenrollment provisions at 
the discretion of the Secretary of Labor for a maxi- 
mum 2 year period, 

Fixes the following formula for accepting en-

Programs. Property improvement loans: Extends for 
l year, until October 1, 1960, FHA's home improve- 
ment and modernization insurance program, 

Sale housing mortgage insurance: Increases 
the maximum amount of an insured mortgage covering a 
one-family residence from $20,000 to $22,500 and to 
$25,000 for a two-family residence. Provides a new 
downpayment schedule as follows: Valuation up to 
$13,500, 3 percent downpayment; $13,500 to $18,000, 
10 percent downpayment; over $18,000, 30 percent 
downpayment. 

Permits FHA to accept VA construction inspec- 
tions as basis for application of full loan-to- 
value ratio. Makes a nonoccupant mortgagor (builder 
or realtor) eligible for same amount of mortgage in- 
Surance as that available to an owner-occupant, if 
he places 15 percent of the mortgage amount in escrow 
to be applied to reduce the mortgage should no pur- 
chaser be found within 18 months.

Repeals all laws of the United States reserv- 
ing to the United States the free use or enjoyment 
of property herein vested in the State of Hawaii. 

Provides that the President of the United 
States shall certify to the Governor of Hawaii 
enactment of the Act and the Governor shall, within 
30 days of receipt of official notification of such 
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approval, issue a proclamation for election, the 
primary election to be held between 60 and 90 days 
after said proclamation, and the general election 
to be held within 40 days after such primary. 

At the general election propositions relating 
to the following shall be submitted to the qualified 
electors for adoption or rejection: (1) accepting 
boundaries of Hawaii to be those prescribed by 
Act of Congress and relinquishment of claim to 
areas of land or sea outside the prescribed bound- 
aries of the State of Hawaii; (2) all provisions 
of the Act of Congress granting admission are con- 
sented to by the State and its people. 

If the foregoing propositions are adopted by 
a majority of legal votes cast, the constitution of 
the State of Hawaii shall be deemed amended there- 
by. If the foregoing propositions are not adopted, 
the provisions of this Act shall thereupon cease 
to be effective. 

The Governor of Hawaii shall certify the results 
of submission of said proposition to the President 
of the United States, who shall in turn and upon 
proper certification issue a proclamation announcing 
the results of said election, Upon issuance of 
the proclamation by the President, the State of 
Hawaii shall be deemed admitted into the Union, 

Until admission of the State into the Union, 
the persons holding office under authority of the 
government of the Territory shall continue to dis- 
charge their respective duties. The State of 
Hawaii upon admission shall be entitled to two 
representatives until the effective date of next 
reapportionment, 

Upon admission of Hawaii into the Union, the 
United States District Court for the District of 
Hawaii shall thenceforth be a court of the United 
States, Provision is made for non-abatement of 
legal actions, cases and proceedings pending in any 
Court of the Territory of Hawaii and the transfer 
of same to the appropriate State or Federal court, 
and provides for the conforming of the judicial 
system of the new State with that existing in the 
other States of the Union, 

The United States shall continue to have sole 
and exclusive jurisdiction over Hawaii National 
Park, with exception, Authority is reserved in the 
United States for exercise by Congress of the power 
of exclusive legislation in all cases whatsoever 
in those tracts and parcels of land owned by the 
United States and held for military purposes regard- 
less of how the lands were acquired, except that 
Hawaii shall always have the right to serve process 
within said tracts or parcels of land. The afore- 
mentioned lands shall be a part of the State of 
Hawaii and the State permitted the concurrent juris- 
diction which it would normally have and the power 
of exclusive legislation shall vest and remain in 
the United States only so long as the particular 
tract or parcel of land involved is owned by the 
United States and used for military purposes.

Housing Act of 1959 - Extends the property im- 
provement program of the Federal Housing Administra- 
tion for one year, until September 30, 1960. 

Increases the maximum mortgage amount which may 
be insured by FHA on sales housing as follows: from 
$20,000 to $22,500 on 1-family homes; from $20,000 
to $25,000 on 2-family homes; and from $27,500 to 
$30,000 on 3-family homes. Continues the existing 
ceiling of $35,000 on 4-family homes, Increases, 
with respect to the regular sales housing program, 
the nonoccupant owner's maximum loan to the maximum 
permitted the homeowner--the nonoccupant owner would 
put into escrow 15 percent of the mortgage amount 
for 18 months or until he sells the property (now, 

a nonoccupant owner is permitted 85 percent of the 
mortgage amount available to a homeowner). Increases, 
with respect to sales housing in rural and outlying 
areas, the maximum insurable loan from $8,000 to 
$9,000. 

Increases the present dollar limitations on the 
amount of a regular rental housing program mortgage 
as follows: Garden type, from $2,250 to $2,500 per 
room, and from $8,100 to $9,000 per unit if under four 
rooms; Elevator type, from $2,700 to $3,000 per 
room and from $8,400 to $9,400 per unit if under 
four rooms. Allows an increase from $1,000 to $1,250 
per room for high cost areas. Increases the mortgage 
limits for trailer courts or parks from $1,000 to 
$1,500 per space, and from $300,000 to $500,000 per 
mortgage. 

Makes the following changes with respect to co- 
operative housing: (1) increases the maximum loan 
ratio from 90 percent of replacement cost (95 per- 
cent of replacement cost if 50 percent of the co- 
operators are veterans) to 97 percent of replacement 
cost; and (2) increases the present dollar limitations 
on the maximum loan amount to the same amounts allow- 
able in the paragraph supra for the regular rental 
housing program, Permits the inclusion of com- 
munity (but not commercial) facilities in mortgages 
on property held on sales-type and investor-sponsored 
cooperatives. 

Provides that the 50 percent higher mortgage 
amount which the FHA Commissioner, at his discretion, 
may allow in Alaska, Guam, and Hawaii, may be applied 
to high-cost-area mortgage amounts in the programs 
where such high-cost area provisions pertain, 

Increases FHA's general mortgage insurance 
authorization by $4 billion for each of the fiscal 
years 1959 and 1960, 

Provides, with respect to housing in urban 
renewal areas, the maximum amount which may be in- 
sured by FHA on sales housing is increased as 
follows: From $20,000 to $22,500 on 1-family homes; 
from $20,000 to $25,000 on 2-family homes; and from 
$27,500 to $30,000 on 3-family homes, Continues 
the existing $35,000 ceiling on 4-family homes. 
Changes the maximum permissible loan ratio from 90 





percent of replacement cost (which may include a 

10 percent allowance for builder's and sponsor's 
profit and risk) to 100 percent of replacement cost 
(excluding any allowance for builder's and sponsor's 
profit and risk), 

Permits exterior land improvements (as defined 
by the FHA Commissioner) to be included in the mort- 
gage without being computed as part of the per room 
or per unit cost limitations, 

Extends, with respect to relocation housing, the 
benefits of the program to any family displaced with- 
in the environs of a community that has a workable 
program, Increases the maximum insurable loan for 
the construction or rehabilitation of sales housing 
from $9,000 to $10,000 in normal cost areas, and from 
$10,000 to $12,000 in high-cost areas, Makes eligible 
for mortgage insurance two, three, and four-family 
dwellings which meet FHA minimum property standards 
and appropriate State and local housing ordinances 
or regulations, 

Establishes a new program for housing for 
elderly persons, Sets the dollar limitations on the 
maximum amount of the mortgage at the same figure 
as is set for regular rental housing. Requires that 
not less than 50 percent of the living units in the 
project be designed specially for use and occupancy 
by elderly persons, Authorizes the FHA Commissioner 
to establish regulations and restrictions as to 
rents, charges, capital structure, rate of return, 
and methods of operation, Entitles proprietary 
nursing homes eligible for FHA mortgage insurance, 
up to 75 percent of the value of the new or re- 
habilitated property. 

Provides a 6-year, $2.1 billion slum clearance 
and urban renewal program, with an annual capital 
authorization of $350 million, which could be 
increased by $150 million in any one year. Authorizes 
planning grants for the preparation of community 
renewal programs, which would enable a community 
to survey its urban renewal project needs and re- 
sources, and schedule projects. Authorizes reloca- 
tion payments when the displacement is a result of 
governmental activity in an urban renewal area, and 
of programs of voluntary repair and rehabilitation. 
Increases from $100 to $200 the maximum amount of 
relocation payments to individuals and families. 
Gives business concerns which are displaced from 
urban renewal areas a priority of opportunity to 
purchase or lease commercial or industrial facilities 
provided in connection with area redevelopment, Per- 
mits up to 15 percent (now 10 percent) of the total 
capital grant authorization to be used for areas 
which are not predominantly residential and which 
are not to be redeveloped for predominantly resi- 
dential uses, even if areas do not include a sub- 
Stantial number of slum dwellings as presently re- 
quired, Extends the scope of the urban planning 
grant program to include any group of adjacent com- 
munities, having a total population of less than 
25,000, and having common or related urban planning 
problems resulting from rapid urbanization, In- 
creases by $10 million the authorization for grants 
to assist urban planning (present ceiling is $10 
million), 

Permits local public agencies to set rents and 
income limits for their low-rent projects, subject to 
the statutory ceilings on income limits. Authorizes 
the locai agency to fix maximum income limits for 
admission and continued occupancy. Eliminates the 
present $100 exemption for each minor adult dependent, 
and waives the 20 percent gap requirement for dis- 
Placed families, Makes available for 2 additional 
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years, until July 31, 1960, any units not contracted 
for under the first authorization of 35,000 units 
which expired July 31, 1958, and would extend the 
second authorization of 35,000 units to July 1, 
1961, and makes the new authorization of 17,500 
units available until July 1,1962. 

Increases the revolving fund for college 
housing loans by $400 million (the present 
ceiling is $925 million), $50 million of which is 
reserved for other educational facilities and $50 
million for student-nurse and intern housing facili- 
ties. Authorizes the Administrator to make and 
guarantee loans to educational institutions for the 
construction of new, or rehabilitation of existing 
classrooms, laboratories, and related facilities, 
including equipment and utilities. Authorizes a 
revolving fund of $125 million to finance the new loan 
program, and $250 million to finance the new guaranty 
program, 

Extends the military housing program for 1 
year, until June 30, 1960. Increases from 25 to 30 
years the maximum maturity of mortgages insured 
hereunder, Authorizes the Commissioner to insure 
mortgages on single-family and multi-family projects, 
the need for which is c2rtified by the Secretary of 
Defense. 

Increases from $15,000 to $20,000 the dollar 
limit for mortgages purchased under the Federal 
National Mortgage Association's secondary market 
operations, Extends for 2 years, until August 7, 
1960, the requirement that the Federal National 
Mortgage Association purchase mortgages under its 
special assistance functions at par. 

Extends the farm housing research program for 
a period of 3 years, beginning July 1, 1959, and 
authorizes an annual appropriation of $100,000, 
Authorizes the use of $50,000 in any one year of 
the FNMA revolving fund for surveys of public works 
planning. 

Provides an additional $300,000 for the Veterans 
Administration direct home loan program, 

Authorizes the Public Housing Association Com- 
missioner to modify the terms of any contract relat- 
ing to any housing projects disposed of by him to 
cooperatives. 

Extends for a period of 2 years the time in 
which military personne] may continue to occupy war 
housing projects (Passyunk) which are vresently 
owned by the Housing Authority of Philadelphia, Pa.

Messrs. Sparkman and Hill; January 9, 1959 
(Agriculture). 


Provides that the owner and operator of any 
farm for which a commodity acreage allotment is 
established may lease any part of such commodity 
allotment to any other owner or operator of a farm 
in the same county for use in such county for a 
period not in excess of one crop year. Provides that 
if the lease and transfer results in an acreage 
allotment for the commodity being placed on a farm 
which is substantially more productive the county 
committee shall make a downward adjustment in the 
anount of acreage allotment transferred so that the 
production from the transferred acreage will be ap- 
proximately equal to that which would have been 
obtained on the farm from which the acreage was leased. 
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Declares that the lease and transfer shall not 
affect future allotments from the farms concerned 
except with respect to the crop year specified in 
the lease. Prohibits the lease and transfer from 
operating to increase the acreage of the commodity 
on a farm to more than 75 percent of the cropland 
on such farm. 

S. 59. Mr. Sparkman and others; January 9, 1959 
(Finance). 


Allows as an additional deduction for income 
tax purposes any individual engaged in a trade or 
business an amount equal to the additional invest- 
ment for the taxable year not to exceed $30,000 or 
20 percent of the net income of the trade or 
business. Defines additional investment as the 


amount by which the aggregate at the end of the 
year of (1) all property used in the trade or 
business of a character which is subject to de- 
preciation allowances, (2) stock in trade, and (3) 
open accounts receivable exceeds such aggregate 

at the end of the previous year. 


S. 61, “WF. 


Authorizes conveyance of a portion Of the former 
Camp McCain Military Reservation, Mississippi, to 
the State of Mississippi. 
S. 62. Mr. Stennis; January 9, 1959 (Agriculture 
and Forestry). 


Makes permanent the provision to preserve 
automatically farm acreage allotments for cotton 
and other basic crops in order to preserve acreage 
history credits for the full allotment regardless 
of whether it was planted [amending U. S. C. 7: 
1344, 1377]. 


Mr. Bush; January 9, 1959 (Banking and 
Currency). 


Declares it to be the purpose of this Act to 
provide authority for the control of installment 
credit in connection with the purchase of consumers' 
durable goods, in order to prevent excessive use of 
consumer credit as may threaten the stability of 
the general level of prices and the effective 
attainment of the goals of maximum employment, 
production and purchasing power, 

Authorizes the Board of Governors of the 
Federal Reserve System to exercise installment 
credit controls and make such rules, regulations, 
and orders as the Board deems necessary and appropri- 
ate. 

Prohibits persons from extending credit in 
contravention of the Board's regulations. Requires 
persons extending credit to keep and preserve for 
certain periods, records of the transaction and to 
make certain sworn reports to the Board relative 
to such. 

Makes applicable to the Board of Governors' 
function under the Act, sections of the Securities 
Exchange Act of 1934, relating to investigations, 
injunctions, jurisdiction, subpoenas, etc. 


Stennis; January 9, 1959 (Armed Services). 


S. 64, Mr. Bush and others; January 9, 1959 
(Banking and Currency) 


Amends the Employment Act of 1946 to make 
relative stability of prices an explicit aim of 
Federal economic policy. 


S. 65. Mr. Capehart and others; January 9, 1959 
(Banking and Currency). 


Increases FHA mortgage insurance authorization 
by $6 billion in order to provide for operations 
until June 30, 1959. 

Makes available to the Housing Administration 
additional capital-grant obligational authority 
in the amount of $100 million. Reestablishes the 
authority of the President to make available not more 
than an additional $100 million, 

Increases the college housing loan authorization 
by $200 million, and increases by $25 million the 
$100 million limit on the part of this authorization 
which can be used for other educational facilities. 


S. 66, Mr, Anderson; January 9, 1959 (Finance). 


Exempts from inclusion in gross income for tax 
purposes the amount received from a Corporation 
which (1) was formed exclusively for the purpose of, 
and was engaged exclusively in, operating without 
profit a scientific laboratory for the Atomic Energy 
Commission, and (2) was operated solely on funds 
appropriated to the Atomic Energy Commission, by an 
individual as reimbursement for moving expenses in 
connection with his employment. 


S. 67, Mr. Anderson; January 9, 1959 (Labor and 


Public Welfare). 


Authorizes the conveyance of certain property 
in New Mexico to the pueblo of Santo Domingo. 


S. 68. Mr. Anderson; January 9, 1959 (Interior and 


Insular Affairs). 


Authorizes the Secretary of the Interior to 
continue to deliver water under the Federal reclama- 
tion laws to lands remaining in the ownership of the 
surviving spouse without requiring the execution of 
a contract. 


S. 69, Mr. Anderson; January 9, 1959 (Interior and 


Insular Affairs). 


Changes the formula for the interest rate with 
respect to each unit of the Colorado River storage 
project and participating projects so that such 
rate shall not exceed the average rate of interest, 
computed as of the end of the calendar month next 
preceding the date on which advance is made, borne 
by all outstanding interest-bearing marketable 
public debt obligations of the United States which 
mature fifteen or more years from the date of their 
issuance, and by adjusting such average rate of in- 
terest to the nearest one-eighth of 1 percent. 


S. 70. Mr. Anderson; January 9, 1959 (Post Office 


and Civil Service). 


Directs the Postmaster General to provide for 
the issuance of a special series of postage stamps 
in commemoration of the sesquicentennial of the 
birth of Christopher (Kit) Carson. 





§. 71. Messrs, Anderson and Chavez; January 9, 1959 


(Interior and Insular Affairs). 


Provides for the construction by the United 
States of a sanitary sewer system for the Zuni Indian 
Tribe, Zuni, New Mexico, 

S. 72. Messrs. Anderson and Chavez; January 9, 1959 
(Interior and Insular Affairs). 


Authorizes the Secretary of the Interior to 
construct, operate, and maintain the Navajo Indian 
irrigation project and the initial stage of the San 
Juan-Chama project as participating projects of the 
Colorado River storage project. 


S. 73. Mr. Keating and others; January 9, 1959 
(Judiciary). 


Penalizes by imprisonment for not more than one 
year, or a fine of not more than $1,000 or both 
whoever imports into the United States or introduces, 
delivers or receives for introduction, attempts to 
transport, transports, or causes to, be transported 
by financing such transportation in commerce or 
otherwise, in commerce, any explosive, or possesses 
the same, with knowledge that it will be used to 
damage or destroy any building or other real or per- 
sonal property for the purpose of interfering with 
its use for educational, religious, charitable,. 
residential, business, or civic objectives, or of 
intimidating any person pursuing such objectives. 
Increases the penalty to 10 years imprisonment if 
personal injury is the result of such activity or 
life imprisonment if death results. 

Penalizes by a maximum $1,000 fine and/or up 
to one year's imprisonment the making of threats 
or the conveyance of false information, knowing the 
same to be false, concerning an attempt or alleged 
attempt being made to perform any act herein pro- 
hibited. 
S. 74, Mr. Curtis; January 9, 1959 (Agriculture 

and Forestry) 


Establishes an Agricultural Research and In- 
dustrial Administration under the general direction 
and supervision of the Secretary of Agriculture to 
coordinate and expedite activities toward research, 
pilot plant, development, trial commercialization 
and industrial uses, with Federal and State govern- 
ments, educational institutions, etc., to develop 
new and increased uses of agricultural products. 

Authorizes the agency to make grants, execute 
contracts, extend incentives, issue licenses, 
test production procedures, etc. 

Permits such agency to provide graduate scholar- 
Ships and fellowships and to make grants to individ- 
uals to pursue courses of study leading to a degree 
having application in agricultural research, 

Appropriates 5 percent, 10 percent, and 15 per- 
cent of an amount equal to the gross receipts from 
duties collected under the customs laws during the 
calendar years ending June 30, 1959, 1960, and 1961 
respectively for the purpose of carrying out the 
provisions hereof. Provides that in addition to 
amounts appropriated hereby there shall be available 
for obligation in such year the unobligated balance, 
not to exceed $150,000,000 of the amounts made avail- 
able hereby for preceding fiscal years. 


S. 80 


S. 75, Messrs, Curtis and Russell; January 9, 


1959 (Agriculture and Forestry). 


Establishes the Rural Electrification Adminis- 
tration as an independent agency, under the direction 
of an Administrator to be appointed by the President, 
with the advice and consent of the Senate, for a 10 
year term, at the salary of $20,000 per annum. 

S. 76. Mr. Curtis; January 9, 1959 (Labor and 
Public Welfare). 


Simplifies the present statutory wording of 
the Labor Management Relations Act of 1947 (Taft- 
Hartley) applying to secondary boycotts. Prohibits 
the use of economic coercion for the purpose of 
causing an employer to interfere with the right 
of his employees to join or refrain from joining 
a union, Prohibits the use of economic coercion 


against an employer where an object is the forcing 
of employees to join or refuse to join a labor or- 
ganization [amending U. S. C. 29:158(b)(4)]. 


S. 77. Mr. Beal; January 9, 1959 (Interior and 
Insular Affairs). 


Establishes the Chesapeake and Ohio Canal 
National Historical Park for the purpose of pre- 
serving and interpreting certain property in the 
State of Maryland for the benefit and the inspira- 
tion of the people. 


S. 79. Mr. Holland; January 9, 1959 (Labor and 
Public Welfare). 


Provides that the Secretary of Health, Educa- 
tion, and Welfare shall promptly establish regulations 
under which the coal-tar color known as Citrus Red No. 
2 may be safely used in coloring the skins of oranges 
which are not intended or used for processing , or 
if so used, are designated in the trade as packing 
house elimination [amending U. S. C. 21:342(c)]. 


S. 80. Mr. Holland; January 9, 1959 (Labor and 
Public Welfare). 


Provides for the compulsory arbitration of a 
dispute between a common carrier by air and its em- 
ployees, in lieu of the present provision for the 
appointment of an emergency board contained in the 
Railway Labor Act, if in the judgment of the Presi- 
dent of the United States any lockout, strike, or 
other concerted work stoppage resulting, or which 
threatens to result from such dispute, would 
substantially interrupt commerce to such a degree 
as to deprive persons of transportation by air to 
or from any point in the United States, to and 
from which such transportation is normally pro- 
vided by such carrier, and severe hardship would 
result therefrom. 

Constitutes a 3-member board of arbitration to 
consist of one member to be appointed by the Presi- 
dent and one member by each of the contesting parties 
each of the latter members to be compensated by the 
party naming him and the Presidential appointee to be 
paid reasonable compensation in an amount to be 
fixed by the President. 

Directs that the board shall hold hearings at 
which parties to the dispute will have an opportunity 
to be heard, and its findings and award shall be 
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handed down within 60 days after its appointment, 
except that the President may for good cause extend 
such period up to 30 additional days. Provides that 
the award of the board shall become binding upon and 
shall control the relationship between the parties 
from the date of filing until expiration of 1 year 
from such date, subject to change in the award by 
mutual agreement of the parties. 

Provides for appeal within 15 days from the date 
of the award by either party to the dispute, to the 
United States district court for a review of such 
award on the ground that (a) the parties were not 
given reasonable opportunity to be heard; (b) the 
board of arbitration exceeded its powers; (c) the 
award is unreasonable in that it is not supported 
by the evidence, or (d) that the award was procured 
by fraud, collusion, or other unlawful means or 
methods. Provides that the court, without a jury, 
shall hear the evidence and its decision shall be 
final unless within 10 days either party shall 
apply to the appropriate United States court of 
appeals for a review of such decision, Directs 
that if through this court procedure the decision of 
the arbitration board is reversed, the mediation 
board shall promptly notify the President, and he 
shall reconvene the board or appoint a new board of 
arbitration and the board shall proceed to take 
such action as may be required by the court's 
decision. 

Makes it unlawful during any period beginning 
with the date of an order by the President to the 
parties concerned to submit their dispute to an 
arbitration board and ending on the date on which 
an award of a board of arbitration ceases to be in 
effect (1) for any carrier to engage in a lockout; 
(2) for employees of such carrier to engage in a 
strike or any other concerted stoppage of work; (3) 
for any labor organization representing employees 
of such carrier to engage or encourage such employees 
to engage in any strike or concerted work stoppage; 
(4) for any carrier, labor organization, or individ- 
ual to willfully fail or refuse to carry out any 
duty imposed by an award, or the board of arbitra- 
tion; or (5) for either party to the dispute to make 
any change in the conditions out of which the dispute 
arose except as provided in the award or agreed 
upon by both parties. 


S. 82. Mr. Anderson and others; January 9, 1959 
(Interior and Insular Affairs). 


Provides that the Executive Secretary and per- 
sonnel of the National Outdoor Recreation Resources 
Review Commission shall be appointed without regard 
to the Classification Act of 1949 [amending Public 
Law 85-470}. 


S. 83. Mr. Carlson; January 9, 1959 (Judiciary). 


Provides that any person who, while participat- 
ing in a civilian pilot training program as a naval 
aviation cadet in an inactive duty status, was in- 
jured while performing duties incident to such pro- 
gram and who subsequently died as a result of such 
injuries, shall be deemed to have incurred such in- 
juries in line of duty while in the active military, 
naval, or air service. 


S. 84, Mr. Carlson; January 9, 1959 (Judiciary). 


Provides for the appointment of an additional 
judge for the Federal district of Kansas [amending 
U. S.C. 26:133). 


S. 87, Mr. Carlson; January 9, 1959 (Post Office 
and Civil Service). 


Extends the second-class mailing privilege to 
bulletins of State industrial development agencies 
{amending U. S. C. 39:229]. 


S. 88. Mr. Carlson; January 9, 1959 (Post Office 
and Civil Service). 


Provides for the recomputation of Civil Service 
Retirement annuity in the case where a married em- 
ployee or Members of Congress has elected a reduced 
annuity in order to assure an annuity to his spouse 
where the wife or husband so designated dies or the 
marriage is otherwise terminated prior to the death 
of the employee or Member of Congress [amending 
U. $. C. Siaaeel. 


S. 89. Mr. Johnston cf South Carolina; January 9, 
1959 (Post Office and Civil Service). 


Increases the equipment maintenance allowance 
for rural carriers in the Postal Service to 12 
(now 9) cents for each mile or fraction thereof or 
$5 per day, whichever is,greater. Provides an 
additional allowance of $1.50 per day for carriers 
serving heavily patronized routes [amending U,. S. C. 
39:1009]. 


S. 90. Mr. Johnston of South Carolina; January 9, 
1959 (Post Office and Civil Service). 


Repeals 6-year term limitation for civil service 
commissioners [amending U. S. C. 5:632]. 


S. 91. Mr. Johnston of South Carolina; January 9, 
1959 (Post Office and Civil Service). 


Amends the law which prohibits the payment of 
retired pay or annuities to officers or employees 
of the United States convicted of certain offenses 
(Hiss Law) to those offenses involving the national 
security [amending U, S. C. 5:740 b - 740 i]. 


S. 92, Mr. Johnston of South Carolina; January 9, 
1959 (Post Office and Civil Service). 


Permits civil service employees to retire on 
full annuity after 30 years service regardless of 
age. 


S. 93, Mr. Johnston of South Carolina; January 9, 
1959 (Post Office and Civil Service). 


Provides for the appointment of the heads of 
regional and district offices of the Post Office 
Department by the President of the United States 
by and with the advice anc consent of the Senate,

S. 94, Mr. Johnston of South Carolina; January 9, 


1959 (Post Office and Civil Service). 


Federal Employees Health Insurance Act - Pro- 
vides for Government contribution toward personal 
health service benefits for civilian officers and 
employees in the United States service and their 
dependents who voluntarily elect coverage. 

Except for the members of the armed forces and 
corporations under the Farm Credit Administration 
provides that the officers and employees of the 
executive, judicial and legislative branch of the 
Government and the municipal government of the 
District of Columbia come within the purview of 
the Act. 

Permits an individual electing participation 
to enroll in one of the following plans: (a) plans 
for health benefits provided on a service basis, 

i.e. a basis whereby premium payments shall con- 
stitute full payment to the providers of the services 
stipulated in the contract, without additional 
charges by the providers, pursuant to a contract en- 
tered into by the Commission; (b) plans for basic 
health benefits on a cash indemnity basis, i.e. a 
basis whereby the carrier agrees to pay certain 
stipulated sums of money, not to exceed the actual 
costs incurred, to the employee or dependent who 
incurs costs or charges under the conditions of 

the policy, pursuant to a policy purchased by the 
Civil Service Commission in accordance with the 
authorization hereunder of the Commission's ability 
to enter into one year renewable contracts with 
carriers which provide health benefits primarily 
through contracts or agreements with physicians or 
hospitals for the provision of prepaid basic health 
benefits to be furnished to the maximum extent 
practicable on a service basis; (c) plans of hospital, 
surgical, medical or other personal health services 
duly sponsored or underwritten by a national associa- 
tion of Federal employees of which the employee is a 
member; (d) group practice prepayment plans. 

Provides that each applicable employee will be 
enrolled for the nonoccupational group major medical 
expenses insurance for following benefits: 75 percent 
per annum of the amount by which the covered medical, 
surgical and hospital expenses exceed the sum of any 
cash or service benefits provided to such covered 
individual for covered medical, surgical, and hos- 
pital expenses under any other policy or contract 
of insurance and the applicable medical expense 
deductible - $100, annual salary under $6,000; $200, 
annval salary $6,000 through $10,999 and $300, for 
annual salary $11,000 and over. 

Under the authorization permitting the Civil 
Service Commission to purchase insurance policies to 
provide nonoccupational group major medical expense 
insurance benefits, sets forth following require- 
ments to be met by such private companies: (1) be 
licensed under the laws of 36 out of the 49 States 
of the United States (such 36 States having at least 
60 percent of population of United States) and the 
District of Columbia to issue group health insurance; 
(2) the companys total group health insurance benefit 
payments incurred in the United States, excluding loss 
of income payments, during the most recent calendar 
year for which such information is available to the 
Commission to equal at least 1 percent of all such 
payments incurred in the United States by all domestic 
companies during such year. 
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Permits payroll deductions from an employee's 
salary upon the filing by the employee of proper 
authorization with the head of the employing estab- 
lishment. 

Permits an employee on each anniversary of en- 
rollment to transfer from one plan to another offered 
under this Act, 

Provides for Government contribution for each 
employee enrolled in a plan hereunder an amount 
equal to (1) % of the premium or subscription charges 
for the basic coverage and the full cost of the 
extended or major medical insurance benefits (2) an 
amount equal to $2.50 biweekly for an employee or 
$7.00 biweekly for an employee and his dependents 
whichever is lesser. 

Creates a "Federal Employees" Health Benefits 
Fund" from which all premium or subscription charge 
payments shall be made to such central agencies as 
may be established by the participating carriers. 

Places certain limitations on approval of con- 
tracts made between Civil Service Commission and the 
insurance carrier, such as prohibiting making of 
contracts excluding employees because of race or sex 
or age. 

Creates a Federal Employees Health Benefits 
Council, to consist of 15 persons appointed by the 
President, whose duty shall be to review the operation 
and administration of this Act; receive reports and 
information with respect thereto from employees and 
their representatives; to consult with and advise 
the Commission, when necessary, in regard to the 
administration of this Act; and to make recommenda- 
tions to the Commission relative to amending the Act. 

Requires the Civil Service Commission to make a 
continuing study of the operation and administration 
of this Act and from time to time report to Congress 
and the Advisory Council on its findings 

Grants original jurisdiction to the District 
Court of claims arising under the Act, 


S. 95. Mr. Johnston of South Carolina; January 9, 
1959 (Post Office and Civil Service). 


Recognizes the right of officers of representa- 
tives of employee organizations representing employees 
of a department or agency to present grievances in 
behalf of their members without restraint, coercion, 


interference, intimidation, or reprisal. Provides 
for an impartial board to settle disputes between 
employee organizations and the department, Pro- 
vides that these provisions shall not apply to cer- 
tain agencies [amending U. S. C. 5:652]. 


S. 96. Mr. Johnston of South Carolina; January 9, 
1959 (Post Office and Civil Service). 


Defense Department Overseas Teachers Pay and 
Personnel Practices Act - Directs the Secretary of 
Defense to prescribe regulations relating to pay and 
personnel practices of teachers overseas, Requires 
each Secretary in his department to conduct employ- 
ment and salary practices applicable to such teachers 
and directs him to fix the basic compensation of 
such position in relation to the rates for similar 
positions in the United States. Provides annual and 
sick leave for such positions and cost-of-living 
allowances equal to those under the Foreign Service 
Act. 





S. 97 


S. 97. Mr. Johnston; January 9, 1959 (Post Office 
and Civil Service). 


Establishes a promotional system for civil 
service positions in the executive branch of the 
Federal Government and of the government of the 
District of Columbia. Provides for the creation 
of a Promotional Board in each Department and 
agency of the Federal Government whose duty shall 
be to direct the operation of the promotional 
system. Directs each Board to see that its employees 
are informed of promotional opportunities. 

Requires that the examinations given be objec- 
tive and give maximum weight to experience, length 
of service, and demonstrated ability. Sets forth 
in detail the method to be used in grading exami- 
nations, and for appraising the education, experi- 
ence, and other qualifications of persons who 
desire to be placed on promotional lists, and 
Stipulates that the lists shall be established by 
grade or level of responsibility. Describes the 
method of certification of eligibles from the 
promotional lists and of their selection for appoint- 
ment. Provides for an appeal from the rating given 
in a promotional examination. Permits an employee 
to appeal if he feels that he has been prevented by 
a supervisor or a fellow employee from taking an 
examination or otherwise availing himself of the 
promotional procedure. 

Establishes a promotional system for positions 
in the Postal Field Service, which is designed to 
meet the needs of the Service. Sets forth in detail 
the procedures to be followed and provides that 
examinations shall be held in even numbered years 
and oftener when required. Permits employees who 
have attained places on the register as a result of 
a previous examination to compete in subsequent 
examinations and requires their names to be entered 
on the register in accordance with their most 
recent grade. 


S. 98. Mr. Johnston of South Carolina; January 9, 
1959 (Post Office and Civil Service). 


Provides that Postal Service employees shall be 
granted a holiday on Monday where the holiday falls 
on Sunday; that where a holiday falls on Saturday the 
employees shall, in addition to the compensatory time 
allowance, be granted one day's leave in addition 
within the thirty days next succeeding the holiday. 

Specifies that compensatory time shall be repaid 


at the rate of ninety minutes for each hour of service. 


S. 99, Mr. Johnston of South Carolina; January 9, 
1959 (Post Office and Civil Service). 


Preserves the rates of compensation of wage 
board employees of the Federal Government and the 
District of Columbia whose positions are reduced 
in grade if (1) such person has held such position 
for a period of two years; and (2) whose performance 
therein is at least satisfactory. Provides that 
when such position becomes vacant the salary shall 
then be reduced to fit the grade. 


S. 100. Mr. Johnston of South Carolina; January 9, 
1959 (District of Columbia). 


Provides that the Municipal Government of the 
District of Columbia shall procure automobile liabil- 
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ity and property damage insurance covering its employ- 
ees while operating motor vehicles in the performance 
of their official duties. 


Mr. Johnston of South Carolina; January 9, 
1959 (Judiciary). 


Ss. 101. 


Provides that in suits against Federal employees 
arising out of their operation of motor vehicles 
in the scope of their employment such employees shall 
be represented by the Attorney General [amending 
U. S. C. 28:2679]. 


S. 104, Mr. Smathers; January 9, 1959 (Judiciary). 


Requires that all future appointees to the 
United States Supreme Court have at least five years 
judicial experience in a lower Federal Court, a 
State appellate court, or a State court of general 
jurisdiction [amending U. S. C. 28:1]. 


S. 105. Mr. Smathers; January 9, 1959 (Judiciary). 


Veterans' Children Scholarship Act - Sets up 
a fund to be known as the American War Damage Claims 
Fund into which $100,000,000 shall be made available 
by the Secretary of the Treasury to be paid out of 
funds resulting from property confiscated in 1941, 
under the terms of the Trading With the Enemy Act. 

Such money is to be invested in interest-bearing 
securities of the United States, and the interests 
from these investments is to be used to establish 
scholarships and fellowships through the National 
Science Foundation, 

Provides that the Administrator of Veterans' 
Affairs is authorized to assist the National Science 
Foundation in carrying out the purposes of this Act. 

Amends the War Claims Act by authorizing the 
Foreign Claims Settlement Commission to receive and 
determine the validity and amount of claims of 
United States citizens for physical loss and property 
damage occurring as a result of Japanese or German 
aggression, 

Provides which persons will be eligible to 
receive compensation and enumerates certain condi- 
tions upon which awards will be made, 

S. 106. Mr. Smathers; January 9, 1959 (Foreign 
Relations). 


Authorizes an Under Secretary of State for 
Western Hemisphere Affairs [amending U. S. C. 5: 
15la-15lc]. 


S. 107. Mr. Smathers; January 9, 1959 (Interstate 
and Foreign Commerce).

Provides that land 
within the area may be made available to low-rent 
housing agencies at a price equal to that which 
would be charged if disposed of to private enter- 
prise for rental housing of similar character. 
Permits the omission or simplification of certain 
planning requirements now specifically required. 
Increases to 25 percent (now 10 percent) the aggregate 
amount of urban renewal grants authorized for non- 
residential purposes and eliminates the require- 
ment that non-residential development include a sub- 
Stantial number of slum or blighted dwellings. 

Permits the acceptance of public improvements 
commenced within five years of the approval of the 
renewal plan as noncash local grants-in-aid, Elimi- 
nates the provision which precludes acceptance of 
public improvements as local grants-in-aid when such 
improvements are financed by local bonds, Retains 
the restriction on the acceptance of projects fi- 
nanced by special assessment as local grants-in-aid. 

Permits interest on funds obtained from local 
sources aS a proper project cost, Sets a uniform 
date (date of approval) for the determination of the 
rate of interest, Permits assistance to be pro- 
vided to States having no “State planning agency" 
where an agency is designated by the governor of 
the State and such agency is acceptable by the 
Administrator. Permits planning grants to be made 
directly to cities (or groups of adjacent communi- 
ties) having a population of less than 50,000 (now 
25,000). Increases to $25 million (now $10 million) 
the amount authorized for urban planning grants. 

Permits the Administrator to use up to $50,000 
in any one fiscal year to conduct surveys of the 
Status and current volume of the State and local 
public works planning and surveys of estimated re- 
quirements for public works. 

Permits local housing authorities to set rents 
and income limitations for low-rent projects subject 
to the statutory ceilings provided, Eliminates the 
$100 exemption for each dependent and the 20 percent 
gap requirement for displaced families. 

Directs the Public Housing Commissioner and the 
Housing and Home Finance Administrator to assist 
local housing authorities in the acquisition, repair, 
and remodeling of existing buildings for use as low- 
rent projects. Requires residual receipts be used 
to advance the amortization of the capital debt and 
sets forth certain requirements regarding auditing of 
funds. Restores certain provisions of the Housing 
Act of 1949 pertaining to the number of low-rent 
housing units which may be assisted, Sets forth a 
permissive plan whereby low-rent dwellings may be 
sold to tenants. Permits local agencies to allow 
Overincome tenants to remain in occupancy under 
certain conditions, Permits payment for local 
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governmental services and facilities on the same 
basis as would be charged private persons without 
requiring amendments to contracts. Permits existing 
annual contribution contracts to be revised on re- 
quest of the local agency provided holders of out- 
standing bonds are not jeopardized. Provides for the 
payment of rents for the use of administrative 
buildings of the local low-rent authority for other 
than local low-rent authority business, 

Permits the modification of contracts for the 
disposal of low-rent housing when deemed desirable 
in the public interest. Extends for two years the 
time during which military personnel may continue to 
occupy certain war housing owned by the Housing 
Authority of Philadelphia, Pennsylvania. 

Authorizes low interest, long term loans to 
private nonprofit corporations to provide rental 
housing for displaced families and persons of low 
and moderate income where such funds are not avail- 
able on equally advantageous terms. Authorizes the 
Administrator to issue notes and obligations not to 
exceed $250 million outstanding to provide funds 
to carry out this loan program, Vests powers in the 
Administrator as needed to carry out the provisions 
of the loan program, Prohibits the use of funds 
made available hereunder for hotels, 

S. 194, Mr. Clark and others; January 12, 1959 
(Banking and Currency). 


Extends financial assistance under the Housing 
Act of 1950 to educational institutions (college 
level) for the construction and/or conversion of 
existing structures for use as classrooms and related 
facilities. Authorizes an additional $250 million 
in notes and other obligations for providing such 
assistance, 
S. 195. 


Mr. Clark and others; January 12, 1959 


(Banking and Currency). 


Authorizes the Federal Housing Commissioner to 
extend the time for curing default on mortgages cover- 


ing a one-, two-, three-, or four-family residence 

insured under the National Housing Act under certain 

conditions, Permits the Commissioner to enter into 

agreements with a mortgagee which provides, if the 

mortgage is subsequently foreclosed, for the inclu- 

sion of any unpaid interest accruing after the date 

of the agreement in the debentures, Permits the Com- 

missioner to purchase insured mortgages to avoid 

foreclosure, 

S. 200, Mr, Frear; January 12, 1959 (Finance), 
Provides that stock received through involuntary 

distributions required by antitrust proceedings be 

known as divested stock and no gain or loss shall be 

recognized to such shareholder on the receipt of 

such divested stock [amending U. S. C. 26:ch.1, 

subch, 0], 

S. 209. Messrs. Bible and Cannon; January 12, 1959 

(Finance), 


Permits the free importation of articles for ex- 
hibition at the World Congress of Flight to be held 
in April 1959 at Las Vegas, Nevada, 





Mr. Magnuson; January 12, 1959 (Interstate 
and Foreign Commerce). 


Provides for the regulation of the interstate 
transportation of steelhead trout. 
S. 214, Mr. Magnuson (by request); January 12, 
1959 (Agriculture and Forestry). 


Permits the importation screening of rapeseed 
and mustard seed under the provisions of the Federal 
Seed Act [amending U. S. C. 7:1581(a)(2)]. 


. 215. Mr. O'Mahoney; January 12, 1959 (Judiciary). 


Recognizes inflation as undermining the purchas- 
ing power of the Nation and that a few corporations 
control certain basic commodities. Provides that no 
corporation having assets in excess of $10 million 
in any group of 8 or less corporations which account 
for 50 percent or more of the total annual sales in 
the United States of its product shall increase the 
price of such product until the expiration of 30 days 
after the Federal Trade Commission, the Attorney 
General, and both Houses of the Congress have been 
advised of the proposed increase, 

Directs the Federal Trade Commission to conduct 
a public hearing on the proposed increase and speci- 
fies that the Commission and the Attorney General 
shall examine such corporation with respect to the 
reasons for and justifiability of the proposed 
increase, Permits waiting requirements and public 
hearings to be waived under certain conditions. 

S. 216. Mr. Carlson; January 12, 1959 (Finance). 

Permits as an itemized deduction for Income Tax 
purposes the amount paid for flood insurance premiums 
{amending U. S. C. 26:162], 


S. 217. Messrs. Holland and Smathers; January 12, 
1959 (Public Works). 


Provides that the highway between Tampa and 
Miami, Florida shall be a part of the National System 
of Interstate and Defense Highways and increases the 
authorized mileage of such highways by that amount, 
S. 219, Mr. Hayden; January 12, 1959 (Public Works). 

Provides for the construction of a fireproof 
annex building for the use of the Government Print- 
ing Office. 

S. 223. Messrs. Beall and Butler; January 12, 1959 
(Public Works). 


Authorizes the Potomac Electric Power Company 
to construct, maintain, and operate a dam on the 
Potomac River at a point suitable to the interests 
of navigation approximately three-fourths of a mile 
downstream fromthe confluence of the Potomac and 
Monocacy Rivers. Requires the plans and the acces- 
sory works of the dam to be approved by the Secretary 
of the Army and the Chief of Engineers. 


S. 226 


S. 224. Mr. Symington; January 12, 1959 (Foreign 


Relations). 


Requires that 25 percent of funds provided by 
section 402 of the Mutual Security Act of 1954 be 
used to finance the export and sale, for foreign 
currencies, of surplus agricultural commodities or 
products thereof produced in the United States. 

S. 225. Messrs. Allott and Carroll; January 12, 1959 
(Banking and Currency). 


Authorizes the coinage of silver dollar pieces 
in commemoration of the one hundredth anniversary 
of the settlement of the State of Colorado and in 
commemoration of the establishment in Colorado of 
the United States Air Force Academy. 

S. 226. Mr. Morse and others; January 12, 1959 
(Labor and Public Welfare). 


Amends the Railroad Retirement Act of 1937 to 
provide that women who do not have 30 years of service 
required for a full annuity at age 60, or over, may 
upon election, receive a reduced annuity at age 62. 

Provides that any annuity withheld because of 
earnings received by an individual in excess of 
$100 per month shall be restored if the total of 
such outside earnings are not in excess of $1,200. 

Increases the maximum amount payable as a 
spouse's annuity for a month to 110 percent of the 
amount anyone could receive under the Social Security 
Act as a wife's benefit for such month. 

Provides that a spouse may, upon election, 
receive a spouse's annuity on a reduced basis upon 
attaining age 62. 

Increases the percentage factors to be applied 
to an individuals “average monthly compensation" in 
computing the amount of his annuity, thereby pro- 
ducing an increase of approximately 10 percent in 
the annuity. 

Provides that as much as $400 of an employee's 
compensation for any month after December 31, 1956, 
shall be recognized in computing the monthly com- 
pensation. 

Increases by approximately 10 percent the 
factors determining the regular minimum annuity. 

Provides that an employee's annuity together 
with his spouse's annuity, or the total of survivor 
annuities deriving from the same employee, for a 
month, shall in no case be less than 110 percent 
of the amount or the additional amount which would 
have been payable to all such persons under the 
Soeial Security Act for such month if such individual's 
railroad service after December 31, 1936, were em- 
ployment subject to the Social Security Act. 

Provides that a spouse who elected to receive 
a reduced spouse's annuity under the new provision 
would for social security purposes be deemed to be 
entitled to a wife’ insurance benefit under the 
Social Security Act. 

Provides that an insurance lump sum benefit 
is payable upon the death of an insured employee 
even though he is survived by persons entitled to 
an annuity on the basis of his employment, but 
limits the payment to $750. 





S. 227 


Increases the percentage of the employees 
average monthly compensation used in computing the 
residual lump-sum benefit to 8 percent of his com- 
pensation after December 31, 1959, and increases 
the amount of monthly compensation paid after 
December 31, 1959, to which such percent may apply

Increases from $350 to $400 the amount of an 
employee's monthly compensation which can be used 
for the months after December 31, 1958, in deter- 
mining the “average monthly remuneration", 

Provides that if the employee's creditable 
railroad compensation for any calendar year after 
1958 is less than $4,800, and his “average monthly 
remuneration" computed on compensation alone is 
less than $400, his wages under the Social Security 
Act in such years may be included with the total of 
his creidtable railroad compensation, in computing 
his “average monthly remuneration", 

Changes the formula for determining the em- 
ployee's “basic amount" so as to produce a “basic 
amount" higher by approximately 10 percent. 

Increases by 10 percent railroad pensions, 
joint and survivor annuities, and annuities. 

Sets forth the effective dates of the preceding 
changes. 

Increased the rate of tax payable, under the 
Railroad Retirement Tax Act, on the income of an 
employee not in excess of $400 per month as follows: 
(1) from 6% percent to 6 3/4 percent on compensation 
paid after December 31, 1958 and before January l, 
1962, and (2) to 7% percent on compensation paid for 
services rendered after December 31, 1961. 

Provides that the tax rate shall be increased on 
compensation paid after December 31, 1964, by a 
number of percentage points (including fractional 
points) equal at any given time to the number of 
percentage points (including fractional points) 
by which the rate of tax imposed with respect to 
wages by the rate of tax imposed on employees under 
the Federal Insurance Contribution Act at such time 
exceeds the rate provided with respect to wages 
received between the calendar years of 1960-1964, as 
amended by the Social Security amendments of 1956. 

Provides that if an employee is paid compensa- 
tion after December 31, 1958 (now December 31, 

1954) by more than one employer for services rendered 
during any calendar month after 1958 (now 1954) 

and the aggregate of such compensation is in excess 
of $400 (now $350) the tax to be deducted shall be 
that proportion of the tax with respect to such com- 
pensation paid by all such employers which the com- 
pensation paid by him after December 31, 1958 (now 
1954), to the employee for services rendered during 
such month bears to the total compensation paid by 
all such employers after December 31, 1958 (now 1954) 
to such employee for services rendered during such 
month; and in the event that the compensation so 
paid by such employer to the employee for services 
rendered during such month is less than $400 (now 
$350), each subordinate unit of a national railway- 
labor-organization employer shall deduct such pro- 
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portion of any additional tax as the compensation 

paid by such employer after December 31, 1958 

(now 1954), to such employee for services rendered 
during such month bears to the total compensation 

paid by all such employers after December 31, 1958 
(now 1954), to such employee for services rendered 
during such month. 

Raises the rate of tax imposed on the income of 
each employee representative from 12% percent to 13% 
percent of so much of the compensation paid to such 
employee representative for services rendered by 
him after December 31, 1958 (now 1954) and before 
January 1, 1962, and to 14% percent of so much of 
the compensation paid to such employee representative 
for services rendered by him after December 31, 
1961, which, for both of the aforementioned periods 
of time, is not in excess of $400 for any calendar 
month, 

Makes equivalent changes in existing law rela- 
tive to rate of tax, dates, and amount of excess 
income in the provisions of the Railroad Retirement 
Tax Act relative to the excise tax on employers as 
are made herewith in the case of employees, 

Amends the Railroad Unemployment Insurance Act 
to (1) provide that as much as $400 of compensation 
paid to an employee in a claendar month after 
June 30, 1958, shall be recognized and taken into 
account in computing benefits under the Act; (2) 
increase the number of days fa which benefits 
may be paid in the first registration period; (3) 
provides a new schedule of daily benefit rates in 
connection with various ranges of compensation in the 
base year, thereby increasing the amount of benefits; 
(4) extends the benefit year for employees who 
have 10 or more years of service creditable as such 
for purposes of the Railroad Retirement Act and 
who did not voluntarily leave work without good 
cause or voluntarily retire and who have exhausted 
benefit rights they had in the benefit year. 

Provides that in the case of an employee who 
has 10 or more years of creditable railroad service 
who did not voluntarily leave work without good cause 
or voluntarily retire, who has 14 or more consec- 
utive days of unemployment, and who is not other- 
wise qualified for benefits in the general benefit 
year in which such unemployment commences but 
becomes qualified for benefits in the next succeed- 
ing general benefit year, that the next succeeding 
benefit year in his case begins on the first day 
of the month in which such unemployment commences, 

Changes the “base year" compensation of quali- 
fication for benefits from $400 to $500. 

Eliminates the restriction on Sundays and 
holidays as days of unemployment. 

Increases to $400 the maximum amount of an 
employees compensation in any calendar month after 
June 30, 1958, respecting which the employer must 
pay contributions. 

Increases from 3 percent to 4 percent the 
contribution required of employee representatives 
and to $400 the amount of compensation for calendar 
month after December 31, 1958 to which the rate 
applies. 


S. 227. Mr. Sparkman; January 12, 1959 (Armed 
Services). 


Provides that all classified field service 
rendered as headquarters clerks, and clerks of the 
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Quartermaster Department, and of the Quartermaster 
Corps, under laws in effect prior to August 29, 
1916, shall in the case of warrant officers be 
deemed to have been active Federal service in the

S, 233. Mr. Langer; January 12, 1959 (Finance). 


Provides full benefits under the old age and 
survivor's insurance provisions of the Social Se- 
curity Act, when based upon the attainment of 
retirement age, to individuals at age sixty (now 
65 for men, 62 for women) [amending U. S. C. 42:

S, 234, Mr. Langer; January 12, 1959 (Labor and 
Public Welfare). 


Directs the Commissioner of Education to make 
loans to individuals desiring to obtain vocational, 
technical, academic, or professional education 
beyond the high-school level. Limits such loans to 
$1,000 and to citizens of the United States who 
have completed a high-school course. Permits such 
loans to be made without security except that the 
borrower shall execute a promissory note payable to 
the United States which shall mature in fifteen 
years and bear interest at the rate of one percent 
per year. Authorizes necessary appropriations. 
Requires this Act to be administered without dis- 
crimination against any person on account of his 
race, color, or creed, 


S. 235. Mr. Langer and Mr. Young of North Dakota;

Relieves veterans from liability for repayment 
of amounts erroneously paid them while members 
of the Armed Services if accepted in good faith not 
knowing that such amounts represented overpayments, 


S. 236. Mr. Case of South Dakota; January 12, 1959

Permits a market agency under the Packers and 
Stockyards Act, upon the request of a livestock 
producer sponsored association or organization, to 
make deductions from the porceeds of sales of live- 
stock or any species thereof to finance research or 
sales-promotion programs to increase the volume of 
sales and returns to producers with respect to such 
livestock or meat or meat food products derived there- 
from, Provides that no deduction shall be made if 
the shipper so instructs the market agency prior 
to time of sale or accounting therefor [amending 
U.S. Co 718k). 


S. 239, Mr. Case of South Dakota (by request). 
January 12, 1959 (Armed Services). 


Modifies provisions with respect to courts- 
martial for the National Guard not in Federal service. 


S, 248. Mr. Cotton; January 14, 1959 (Finance), 
Increases the amount of yearly earnings to 
$1,800 (now $1,200) under the Social Security Act, 


individuals may earn without suffering deductions 
from their benefits [amending U. S. C. 42:403]. 
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S. 256 


S. 249. Mr. Cotton; January 14, 1959 (Finance). 


Reduces from seventy-two to sixty-eight the 
age beyond which deductions will not be made from 
Federal old-age and survivors' insurance benefits 
under the Social Security Act on account of outside 
earnings [amending U. S. C. 42:403]. 


S. 253. Messrs. Cotton and Bridges; January 14, 
1959 (Finance). 


Permits retail dealers of gasoline to obtain 
a refund on excise taxes paid pursuant to the Internal 
Revenue Code of 1954, on gasoline which is lost due 
to spillage, evaporation, etc [amending U. S. C. 26: 
ch. 65, subch. B], 


S. 255. Mr. Manguson; January 14, 1959 (Interstate 
and Foreign Commerce). 


Entitles seamen employed or engaged on vessels 
of the United States registered, enrolled or licensed 
under the maritime laws thereof to medical, surgical, 
and dental treatment and hospitalization without 
charge at hospitals and other stations of the Public 


Health Service [amending U. S. C. 42:201(h), 249(a) 
(1)). 


S. 256. Mr. Magnuson; January 14, 1959 (Labor and 
Public Welfare). 


Services to Older Persons Act - Authorizes the 
sum of $2,000,000 for the purpose of assisting the 
States to develop new plans for new programs relat- 
ing to the welfare of older persons. Requires the 
States in applying for such grants to (1) designate 
the State officer or agency with the responsibility 
of developing such plans; (2) show the participa- 
tion of concerned agencies in such plans; (3) pro- 
vide for consultation with voluntary organizations 
providing services to older persons; (4) provide for 
a survey of existing facilities and services; and 
(5) provide reports to the Secretary of Health, 
Education and Welfare, Entitles each State toan 
allotment of any appropriation of a sum equal to 
an amount which bears the same ratio as the older 
population of such State bears to the older popula- 
tion of all the States. Provides that no State 
receive an allotment less than $10,000, 

Authorizes the following appropriation as 
grants to assist States in initiating and operating 
projects for older persons (1) $2,000,000 for the 
fiscal year 1959; (2) $3,000,000 for the fiscal 
year 1960; (3) $4,000,000 for the fiscal year 1961; 
and (4) $5,000,000 for the fiscal year 1962; Re- 
quires the Secretary of Health, Education, and 
Welfare to approve a State plan for such assistance 
when he finds that such a plan (1) makes provision 
for the initiation and operation of projects for 
older persons; (2) provides for the administration 
of the plan by a single State officer or agency; 

(3) provides for coordination of State and local 
programs for services to older persons; (4) pro- 
vides for the consultations with voluntary organiza- 
tions (5) provides for financial participation by 
the State in each major category of service contem- 
plated by the plan; (6) provides for administration; 
and (7) provides for reports of progress to the Sec- 
retary of Health, Education, and Welfare. 
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S. 257. 


Directs the Secretary oi Health, Education, and 
Welfare to allot to each State for the above pur- 
poses the sum of $25,000 each year and an amount 
which bears the same ratio to the remainder of 
the sums so appropriated as the older population 
of such State bears to the older population of all 
the States. 

Authorizes the sum of $500,000 to be used in 
assisting public and other non-profit institutions 
and organizations in carrying out research, etc., 
relating to problems of older people. Limits such 
assistance to $30,000 to any one institution. Author- 
izes the Establishment of Advisory Committees on 
Aging and Geriatrics to advise and assist the 
Secretary of Health, Education, and Welfare, in the 
administration of this Act. Provides for judicial 
review by the United States Circuit Court of 
Appeals. 

Directs the Secretary of Health, Education, 
and Welfare to call a national conference on prob- 
lems of older persons to be held not later than 
1961. Requires a cumulative report by the Secretary 
of Health, Education, and Welfare sent to the 
President for transmission to the Congress. Estab- 
lishes in the Department of Health, Education, and 
Welfare a bureau to be known as the Bureau of 
Older Persons. 

S. 257. Messrs. Magnuson and Jackson; January 14, 
1959 (Interior and Insular Affairs). 


Directs the Secretary of the Interior to 
apportion the cost of constructing the water supply 
works of the Yakima Federal reclamation project 
which is properly assignable to furnish water to 
the Wapato Indian irrigation project. 

S. 258. Messrs. Magnuson and Jackson; January 14, 
1959 (Interior and Insular Affairs). 


Provides for certain reductions in the reimburs- 
able construction cost of the Kittitas division of 
the Yakima reclamation project, Washington, 

S. 260. Mr. Saltonstall; January 14, 1959 (Public 
Works). 


Directs the Secretary of the Army to make a 
preliminary examination and survey of Green Harbor, 
Marshfield, Massachusetts, for navigation and other 
purposes. 


S. 265. 


Mr. Wiley and others; January 14, 1959 
(Agriculture). 


Establishes a 25-member Commission on Country 
Life. The Commission shall (1) assemble the facts 
necessary to give a comprehensive picture with 
respect to the major trends affecting country com- 
munity living; (2) identify major gaps between the 
problems of country residents and the organized 
means to handle their problems; (3) demonstrate the 
interrelatedness of the functions of, and the need 
for cooperation between, the various institutions, 
agencies, and organizations serving country people; 
(4) evaluate the impact of technological developments 
on living and ways of making a living in the country 
community; (5) assess the impact of the changing 
composition of the country community population on 
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social and economic goals and values; and (6) develop 
a set of principles and guides to serve as a basis 
for approaches to improved country living in the 
years ahead. The Commission shall report to the 
President and the Congress on its findings, 


S. 266.. Mr. Bush; January 14, 1959 (Banking and 
Currency). 


Proposes a six year urban renewal and redevelop-- 
ment program under which from $3.3 billion to more 
than $4 billion in public funds could be made avail- 
able. Provides a minimum of $1.5 billion in Federal 
capital grants over the six year period, and permits 
this amount to be increased to as much as $2.1 billion 
in the discretion of the President. 

Provides priorities in Federal grants to proj- 
ects in States which assist local communities in 
meeting the expense of required local cost; and 
would gradually reduce the Federal share of urban 
renewal cost, now 66% percent or more, to an eventual 
50 percent, with States and their municipalities 
paying the remainder.

S. 268. Mr. Scott; January 14, 1959 (Banking and 
Currency). 


Area Redevelopment Act - Authorizes appropria- 
tion of a total of $200 million for a revolving loan 
fund; $100 million for industrial areas; $50 million 
for rural areas; and $50 million for public facili- 
ties. 

Provides for maximum Federal loan participation 
of 50 percent; minimum State or local government 
participation of 10 percent; and minimum participa- 
tion from nongovernmental sources of 5 percent. 

Provides for loans for a period of 30 years. 

Places program under Department of Commerce 
which has primary responsibility for business and 
industrial development. Administrator will have 
Assistant Secretary status, 

Authorizes the Secretary of Commerce to deter- 
mine realistic rates of interest on all loans. 

Authorizes loans to industrial areas with the 
following unemployment levels; 15 percent unemploy- 
ment for 6 months; or 12 percent for 1 year; or 9 
percent for 15 out of 18 months; 6 percent for 18 
out of 24 months- preceding date of application. 
Makes different criteria for rural areas and public 
facilities loans, 

Contains a special urban renewal section to 
permit Housing and Home Finance Agency to give fi- 
nancial assistance to urban renewal projects in 
municipalities, without regard to the predominantly 
residential requirement. 

Contains Davis-Bacon Act provision to assure 
prevailing rate of wage and 40-hour week on contracts 
under area redevelopment, 

Authorizes technical assistance of $3.5 million 
for surveys and other evaluation studies. 





Requires the State or its instrumentality to 
establish local redevelopment plans. 
Establishes a Cabinet-level Advisory Board and 
25-member Public Advisory Committee. 
5, 269. Mr. Goldwater and others; January 14, 1959 
(Armed Services). 


Provides that the retired pay of members or

Makes the provision under the Housing Act of 1949 
that assistance given by a State, municipality, or 
other public body be in connection with a project 
for which a capital grant has been made under the 
Act be inapplicable during the period from January 1, 
1957 through June 30, 1958 in connection with urban 
renewal activities where at the time assistance was 
given recognition of the activity as a project had 
not been extended due to limitations of Housing and 
Home Finance Administrator to make grants. 

S. 272. Mr. Bible and others; January 14, 1959 
(Banking and Currency). 


Authorizes urban planning grants to communities 
adjacent to cities or other municipalities having a 
population of less than 25,000 according to the lat- 
est decennial census where the population is less 
than 25,000 and where it has common or related urban 
planning problems resulting from rapid urbanization. 
S. 276. Mr. Holland; January 14, 1959 (Labor and 

Public Welfare). 


Defines the term “chemical preservative" for 
purposes of misbranding of artificial flavoring under 
the Federal Food, Drug, and Cosmetic Act [amending 
U.S. C. 21:343k]. 


S. 277. Mr. Hill; January 14, 1959 (Finance). 


Allows an additional tax exemption of $600 for 
the taxpayer, his spouse, anddependents where such 
person is a full-time student during each of four 
calendar months at an educational institution of 
higher education, 


S. 278. Mr. Hill; January 14, 1959 (Finance). 
Provides that benefits paid under Title II 

of the Social Security Act shall not be considered 

as income in deviermining the eligibility of veterans 

for non-service-connected disability pensions. 


S. 288 


S. 279. Mr. Hill; January 14, 1959 (Post Office 


and Civil Service). 


Provides that benefits paid under the Civil 
Service Retirement Act shall not be considered 
as income in determining the eligibility of veterans 
for non-service-connected disability pensions. 
S. 280. Mr. Hill; January 14, 1959 (Labor and 
Public Welfare). 


Provides that benefits paid under the Railroad 
Retirement Act shall not be considered as income 
in determining the eligibility of veterans for non- 
service-connected disability pensions. 
S. 281. Messrs, Dworshak;and Church; January 14, 
1959 (Interior and Insular Affairs), 


Authorizes the Secretary of the Interior to 
construct, operate, and maintain a reregulating 
reservoir and other works at the Burns Creek site 
in the Upper Snake River Valley, Idaho, in order to 
assist in irrigation of lands of such area. 

S. 262. Messrs. Fulbright and Humphrey; January 14, 
1959 (Agriculture and Forestry). 


Authorizes the Administrator of General Services 
to carry out a program for the construction of county 
agricultural buildings in counties where agriculture 
is the predominant industry, and where Federal, 
State, and local offices administer programs in- 
volving the welfare of our farm population. 

Authorizes the Federal Government to contribute 
up to 30 percent of the construction costs of such 
buildings, and in unusual cases, when it is estab- 
lished that counties are unable to supply a full 
share of the construction costs, the Government 
would be authorized to contribute up to 50 percent. 
S. 286. Mr. Robertson; January 14, 1959 (Judiciary). 

Provides that (1) a civil action on a tort 
claim may be brought in the judicial district 
wherein the act or omission complained of occured 
and (2) a person or corporation may be sued 
in the judicial district that is the residence of 
a named official who, by operation of law, is deemed 
equivalent to the appointee of that person or 
corporation to receive process notices [amending 
U. S. C. 18:139(1) J. 

S. 287. Mr. Church; January 14, 1959 (Interior and 
Insular Affairs). 


Adds certain lands located in Idaho to the 
Boise and Payette National Forests. 
S. 288. Mr. Thurmond; January 14, 1959 (Armed 
Services). 


Provides that any warrant of attachment or 
arrest by the military for a civilian, which is 
issued in the United States or its Territories, etc., 
would be served by the United States marshal for 
the judicial district in which the person sought 
resides [amending U. S. C. 10:846 art. 46]. 





S. 290 


S, 290. Messrs, Hennings and Symington; January 14, 
1959 (Interior and Insular Affairs). 


Directs the Secretary of the Interior to 
acquire the lands comprising the Wilson's Creek 
Battlefield site near Springfield, Missouri, and 
establish the Wilson's Creek Battlefield National 
Park, in the State of Missouri. 

S. 291. Mr. Humphrey; January 14, 1959 (Interstate 
and Foreign Commerce). 


Provides that the Secretary of Commerce shall 
prescribe and cause to be published in the Federal 
Register standards for seat belts for use in motor 
vehicles. Makes unlawful the sale of seat belts 
not meeting the prescribed standards and imposes a 
$1,000 fine or a one-year imprisonment or both in 
the event of violation of this Act. 

S. 292. Mr. Humphrey; January 14, 1959 (Agriculture 
and Forestry). 


Marketing Facilities Improvement Act - Provides 
a system of mortgage insurance to municipal and 
other political subdivisions of the States, to be 
administered by the Secretary of Agriculture, for 
the expansion of public wholesale market facilities 
for perishable agricultural commodities. Insurance 
of up to $100,000,000 is authorized for forty-year, 
4-percent mortgages of principal amounts up to 85 
percent of cost upon a charge to the mortgagee of 
4% percent per year, Requires the borrower to make 
certain showings as to need for the facility and 
economy of construction and operation, Maximum 
charges for the use of the market facilities are made 
subject to approval of the Secretary until the 
maturity of the mortgage. The Secretary may acquire, 
operate and dispose of such facilities in the event 
of default. 


S. 294, Messrs, Bridges, Cotton, and Keating; 
January 14, 1959 (Judiciary). 


Provides that the Federal laws relating to 
criminal subversion and sedition shall not prevent 
the enforcement in the courts of any State of the 
United States of any statute of such State prescrib- 
ing criminal penalties for such acts. 

S. 295, Messrs. McNamara and Hart; January 14, 1959 
(Interior and Insular Affairs). 


Authorizes the Secretary of the Interior to 
purchase copper ore at a reasonable profit to the 
producer, if the mine's continued operation is nec- 
essary to national defense, and the mine is unable 
to operate economically at a profit at current 
market prices, 


S. 296, Messrs. McNamara and Hart; January 14, 1959 
(Interior and Insular Affairs) .' 


Authorizes the Secretary of the Interior to pay 
the operator of an iron mine an amount for each ton 
of ore produced, which when taken with the amount he 
would receive from the sale of the ore, would assure 
him a reasonable profit. 


S. 297. Mr. Johnson of Texas; January 14, 1959 


(Armed Services). 


Directs the Secretary of the Army to convey 
certain land out of the Fort Crockett Military 
Reservation, situated within the city of Galveston, 
county of Galveston, Texas, to the State of Texas, 


S. 300. Mr. Johnson of Texas; January 14, 1959 
(Public Works). 


Provides for the appointment of a study com- 
mission of separate representatives for the Guadalupe 
and San Antonio River Basins, and of a representative 
of the Texas Board of Water Engineers. 

S. 302. Mr. Dirksen; January 14, 1959 (Agriculture 
and Forestry). 


Authorizes $2,000,000 for use of the Secretary 
of Agriculture in developing a recreational area in 
the Shawnee National Forest, Pope County, Illinois 
with a dam designed to create a pool area, 

S. 303. Mr. Dirksen; January 14, 1959 (Judiciary). 

Removes the $5,000 limitation on the wages an 
individual may earn in order to qualify as a "wage 
earner" under the provisions of the Bankruptcy Act, 
Makes other minor amendments in the section dealing 
with fees for the referees' salary fund and commis- 
sions to the trustee [amending U. S, C. 11:1006(8), 
1059 (3) J. 


S. 304, Mr. Dirksen and others; January 14, 1959 
(District of Columbia). 


Provides that all assets of the District of 
Columbia Transit System, Inc., and all personnel 
employed in providing the service of mass transporta- 
tion of passengers for hire be used and employed 
exclusively therein and shall not be employed in 
any other service in competition therewith, 

S. 306, Messrs, Talmadge and Johnston of South 
Carolina; January 14, 1959 (Agriculture 
and Forestry). 


Agricultural Income Equalization Act of 1959 - 
Declares it to be the policy of Congress to afford 
to the farmers of the United States legislative 
protection and assistance equivalent to that received 
by other segments of the national economy. 

Sets forth as the purpose of Congress in enact- 
ing the program provided for in this Act to free the 
Nation's economy of the burdens of abortive farm laws 
and to restore American agriculture to a free enter- 
prise basis bolstered by a system of compensatory 
payments, 

Declares the objectives of Congress in enacting 
this Act to (1) let the farmer farm, (2) guarantee 
him a proportionate share of the national income 
(3) place American agricultural commodities back on 
the world market at competitive prices. 

Requires the Secretary of Agriculture to pro- 
claim each year a domestic consumption quota for each 
basic agricultural commodity. 





Requires the Secretary, after determining the 
domestic consumption quota, to assign to every 
eligible farm producing a basic commodity a domestic 
production quota for such commodity, 

In order to receive a domestic production quota, 
requires a farm to have previously received an 
acreage allotment under the Agricultural Adjustment 
Act of 1938, 

Sets forth the formula to be used in computing 
the domestic production quota to be assigned a farm, 
Permits the Secretary to withhold from the 
domestic consumption quota in any year for any basic 
commodity an amount of such quota not to exceed 
2 percent for use in making domestic consumption 

quotas available to new farms, 

Permits producers whose farms have been assigned 
a domestic production quota to receive compensatory 
payments for such quota. Limits to $25,000 the 
amount a producer may receive as a compensatory 
payment for any one year. 

Requires publication of domestic production 
quotas assigned to farms, and permits review of an 
assignment by a local review board in the event any 
farmer is dissatisfied with the farm production 
quota established for his farm, 

Permits judicial review of the findings of the 
local review board, 

Repeals the Agricultural Adjustment Act of 1938, 
as amended, and title I, relating to Basic agricultur- 
al commodities, of the Agricultural Act of 1949, as 
amended, Prohibits the Secretary from entering into 
any contract under the provisions of subtitle A of 
the Soil Bank Act after the date of enactment of 
this Act. 


§, 307, Mr. Thurmond; January 14, 1959 (Judiciary) 

Prescribes the oath of office of justices and 
judges of the United States to include a direct oath 
to support and defend the Constitution [amending 
U.S. C. 26:453], 


§, 308, Messrs, Douglas and Dirksen; January 14, 1959 
(Public Works), 


Authorizes an additional withdrawal for a one 
year period of 2,500 cubic feet of water per second 
from Lake Michigan for flow into the Illinois Water- 
Way as the basis of a study of the effect of such an 
increase in flow, Such study is to be under the 
direction of the Secretary of the Army, Requires a 
report on the study to be sent to the Congress by the 
Secretary of the Army and the Secretary of Health, 
fducation, and Welfare by June 1, 1962, 


5, 309, Messrs, Engel and Kuchel; January 14, 1959 
(Public Works). 


Authorizes the appropriation of a monetary con- 
tribution toward the construction cost of the multi- 
purpose Merced River development including the Bagby, 
New Exchequer, and Snelling Dams and Reservoirs pro- 
posed to be constructed on the Merced River by the 
lerced Irrigation District of California. Provides 
that the amount of such contribution shall be deter- 
tined by the Secretary of the Army in cooperation 
"ith the Merced Irrigation District, subject to a 
finding by the Secretary of the Army, approved by the 
resident, of economic justification for allocation 
of the amount of flood control. Requires that devel- 
opment be undertaken within four years or the author- 
ity for monetary contributions shall expire. 
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S. 310, Mr. Long; January 14, 1959 (Judiciary). 

Requires the filing of evidentiary trial briefs 
by the United States before a decree, judgment, or 
order may be issued by the court rendering a final 
determination in civil anti-trust actions [amending 
U. S. C, 15:4, 25]. 


S. 311. Mr. Long; January 14, 1959 (Judiciary). 
Authorizes the recovery of actual costs reason- 
ably incurred by plaintiffs in private actions for 
injunctive relief from anti-trust violations 
[amending U. S, C, 15:26], 
S. 314, Mrs. Smith; January 14, 1959 (Agriculture 
and Forestry). 


Makes our surplus cotton available to our 
textile mills at prices with which they can compete 
in world markets with cheap foreign labor and limits 
the use of our surplus cotton exclusively for sale 
in world export markets at competitive prices, Pro- 
poses that the Secretary of Agriculture make avail- 
able to textile mills 750,000 bales of surplus cotton 
at such prices as may be necessary to enable our 
American mills to regain their just and fair share of 
export markets, 

S. 315, Messrs, O'Mahoney and Kennedy; January 14, 
1959 (Judiciary). 


Provides that the terms "discriminate in price" 
and "discrimination" as used in the Robinson-Patman 
Act with regard to differentials in pricing shall 
be deemed to include the failure to impose such 
differentials as between purchasers in different 
functional classes with such classes to be deter- 
mined by the nature of the selling of the merchandise 
purchased and not the character of the buying, Pro- 
vides that on sales to purchasers who sell wholesale 
and retail the failure to impose differentials in 
price on the merchandise sold for sale at each level 
shall be deemed "discrimination" for purposes of the 
Act [amending U. S. C, 15:13]. 


S. 336, 


Mr, Langer; January 14, 1959 (Banking and 
Currency). 


Prohibits the guarantee of loans under Title V 
of the Servicemen's Readjustment Act of 1944 or the 
insurance of mortgages under section 203 of the Na+ 
tional Housing Act if: (1) the cash payment required 
with the respect to the purchase or construction of 
such home is in excess of the amount required, or 
(2) the period in which the loan is payable in full 
is less than the maximum period permitted by the

Establishes a presumption of service-connection 
in multiple sclerosis cases which develop within 7 
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years (now 2 years) from the date of separation 
from service. 
S. 339. Mr. Langer; January 14, 1959 (Finance). 
Directs the Administrator of Veterans’ Affairs 
to continue to apply as schedules of ratings and 
reductions in earning capacity from specific injuries 
or combination of injuries the Veterans* Administra- 
tion Schedule for Rating Disabilities, 1925 edition, 
including all extensions thereto, and the Veterans’ 
Administration Schedule for Rating Disabilities, 
1945 edition, including all extensions thereto, which 
were in effect on January 1, 1960, 
S. 340, Mr. Langer; January 14, 1959 (Finance). 
Permits payments to the estate of a deceased 
serviceman of those monthly installments of the 
servicemans’ indemnity which, based upon a claim

S. 341. Mr. Langer; January 14, 1959 (Finance). 


Permits the importation free of duty of 
religivus vestments and regalia presented without 
charge to a church or to religious, educational, or 
charitable organizations [amending U. S. C. 19:1201, 
par. 1773]. 


S. 342, Mr, Langer; January 14, 1959 (Finance). 
Allows a credit of $25 against the Federal 
income tax of any individual who during a taxable 
year votes in an election for Federal officers. 
S. 343. Messrs, Langer and Javits; January 14, 1959 
(Finance) , 


Removes the limitation on the amount an individ- 
ual may earn while receiving benefits under the Old- 
Age and Survivors' Insurance provisions of the 
Social Security Act, 

S. 344, Mr. Langer; January 14, 1959 (Finance). 

Permits certain veterans to waive entitlement 
to insurance benefits under the old-age and survivors’ 
insurance provisions of the Social Security Act so 
as to preserve their rights to receive disability 
pensions under laws administered by the Veterans' 
Administration, 

S. 345. Mr. Langer; January 14, 1959 (Finance). 

Increases by 10 percent the minimum rate of 
compensation payable under the World War Veterans' 
Act, for an arrested tuberculous disease, 

S, 346, Mr. Langer; January 14, 1959 (Finance). 

General Assistance Act of 1959 - Amends the 
Social Security Act by providing Federal funds to 
the States for general assistance, 

Makes necessary appropriations to States to 
assist needy individuals and families who are not 
otherwise qualified for assistance under certain 
titles of the Act. Provides for the payment of funds 
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to States which have submitted State plans for gener- 
al assistance to the Secretary of Health, Education, 
and Welfare who, in turn, has approved the plans, 

Sets forth the requisites of the State General 
Assistance Plans, which shall include among other 
things provisions that the plan shall be in effect 
in all the political subdivisions of the States, the 
States shall provide for financial participation, a 
State agency shall be designated as the single agency 
to administer payments within the State, provide for 
hearings for individuals whose claims have been 
denied, etc. 

Provides for the manner in which payments of 
Federal funds shall be made to the States, and sets 
forth the manner in which the State plans shall be 
operated, 
S, 347. Mr. Langer; January 14, 1959 (Finance). 

Provides pension for widows and children of 
veterans of World War II and the Korean Conflict who 
suffered service-connected disabilities on the same 
basis as such pension is provided for the same 
category of World War I veterans, 

S. 348, Mr. Langer; January 14, 1959 (Finance), 

Repeals the law prohibiting the payment of 
pensions under laws administered by the Veterans' 
Administration to persons confined in penal institu- 
tions [repealing Public Law 85-24], 

S. 349, Mr. Langer, January 14, 1959 (Finance). 

Excludes any portion of any retirement plan, 
pension, or annuity from private or State Government 
sources from consideration as income for veterans 
receiving pension for non-service-connected disability 
[amending Public Law 85-56],

Permits persons inducted into the Armed Forces 
pursuant to the Universal Military Training and Serv- 
ice Act, who are teaching school at the time of their 
induction, to elect to serve their required period of 
active duty and training during the part of each year 
when the school at which they are teaching is not in 
session, 
S. 352. Mr. Langer; January 14, 1959 (Foreign 
Relations), 


Provides aid to persons in the United States 
desirous of migrating to the Republic of Liberia. 
Creates a Liberian Migration Commission to formulate 
and issue necessary regulations, 

S. 353, Mr. Langer; January 14, 1959 (Judiciary). 

Federal Family Support Act - Confers a concur- 
rent original jurisdiction on Federal district courts 
to make support orders in certain cases and requires 
Federal district courts and State courts to enforce 
certain support orders of other States, Jurisdiction 
is not affected by the amount in controversy and 
orders may be enforced against either the person or 
property of the obligor fethedian oS, C, 2B, pot. vile 





Makes it a crime to move or travel in inter- 
state and foreign commerce to avoid compliance with 
such support orders [amending U, S, C, 18: pt. I]. 


S, 354. Mr. Langer; January 14, 1959 (Judiciary). 


Imposes a penalty of $5,000 and/or 5 years 
imprisonment on persons who use the mails (now 
deposits for mailing) for the purpose of transport- 
ing obscene or crime inciting matter as defined 
therein [amending U. S, C, 18:1461], 


S, 355, Mr. Langer; January 14, 1959 (Judiciary). 
Makes it unlawful for the misuse by collecting 

agencies of names, emblems, and insignia as to 

indicate Federal Agency. 

S, 398, Mr. Langer; January 14, 1959 (Labor and 

Public Welfare), 


Makes eligible for Federal aid under hospital 
construction program a nonprofit corporation or 
association having contractual affiliation with a 
nonprofit hospital approved for intern or resident 
training [amending U. S, C, 42:29lv (e)]. 

S. 399, Mr. Langer; January 14, 1959 (Labor and 
Public Welfare), 


Establishes a 10-member commission known as 
the United States Commission on the Aging and Aged, 
6 members to be appointed by the President, 3 from 
the Executive Branch and 3 from private life, 2 by 
the President of the Senate from the Senate, and 2 
by the Speaker of the House of Representatives from 
such body, all to serve without compensation except 
that the members from private life shall receive $50 
per diem when performing official duties, Directs 
the Commission to study, investigate, analyze, and 
assess existing knowledge and programs relating to 
the problems of the aged to the end of better inte- 
grating this group in the social and economic life 
of the Nation, and submit an interim and final report 
on the results of its undertakings.

of Services for the Handicapped who shall be appoint- 
ed by the President, with the advice and consent of 
the Senate, and compensated at the rate of $20,000 
per annum, 

Transfers all the functions of the Secretary of 
Health, Education, and Welfare under provisions of 
the Vocational Rehabilitation Act to the Administra- 
tor, Transfers the functions of and abolishes the 
National Advisory Council on Vocational Rehabilita- 
tion established under the provisions of the Voca- 
tional Rehabilitation Act to the 18-member Advisory 
Council on Affairs of the Handicapped created herein, 

Establishes a Federal Interagency Committee on 
Rehabilitation and Employment of the Handicapped to 
be composed of qualified representatives to be chosen 
by the heads of the Federal departments or agencies 
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which have a substantial or significant participa- 
tion in activities dealing with problems of the 
handicapped, 

Transfers the functions of the Division for 
Physically Handicapped in the Secretary's Office of 
the Department of Labor to the Agency. 

Authorizes $10,000,000 for the fiscal year 1956- 
1957 and $5,000,000 annually for each of the 5 fis- 
cal years thereafter for establishing and maintain- 
ing work project cooperative enterprises for physi- 
cally or mentally handicapped persons, Provides 
that out of this authorization loans may be made to 
individuals, corporations, States, Territories, or 
subdivisions, etc., for the purpose of financing 
work projects cooperative enterprises for those 
handicapped persons engaged as unfeasible for reha- 
bilitation, who require special conditions of 
employment and training, Limits any single loan to 
$50,000 nd provides that not less than 25 percent 
of the loams made in any fiscal year shall be for 
projects established or to be established in rural 
areas, Directs that all loans shall be self-liqui- 
dating within a period of 20 years and shall bear 
interest at a maximum 2 percent rate, 

Creates the Office of Services for the Blind 
in the Agency and transfers the functions of the 
Secretary of Health, Education, and Welfare, and the 
Library of Congress with respect to services for the 
blind to the Agency. 

Permits citizens handicapped to the extent of 
not less than 75 percent disability by cerebral 
palsy, cardiac conditions, arthritis, epilepsy, 
poliomyelitis, multiple sclerosis, muscular dystrophy, 
rheumatism, amputations, paraplegia, hemiplegia, 
quadruplegia, or results of other diseases, injuries, 
or congenital defects or deformities to receive 
training in the same manner as the blind and be 
given equal opportunities with the blind to avail 
themselves of privileges of operating stands in 
Federal buildings. 

Provides for payment to States who have an 
approved plan for rehabilitation centers a sum equal 
to (1) one-half the necessary cost to such State, 
under such plan, of the establishment of public or 
nonprofit centers in accordance with the provisions 
of this title, and (2) one-half the expenditures in 
such period necessary for the proper and efficient 
administration of the State plan, including necessary 
administrative costs in connection with the establish- 
ment of rehabilitation centers and justifying the 
need therefor, 

Provides for payment to the States with respect 
to those who have plans for special programs for the 
handicapped in the nature of (1) services to shel- 
tered workshops employing severely handicapped 
persons, (2) assistance to homebound severely handi- 
capped persons in establishing themselves and con- 
tinuing in remunerative employment, and (3) estab- 
lishment and supervision of individual business 
enterprise programs for severely handicapped persons, 

Authorizes $10,000,000 to establish in the 
Agency the Federal Services to Handicapped Revolving 
Loan Fund, 

Creates in the United States Civil Ssrvice Com 
mission a Division for the Handicapped whose duty 
it shall be to deal with problems attendant upon the 
recruitment, examination, and appointment of handi- 
capped applicants for employment in the Federal civil 
service, Declares that no citizen who is otherwise 
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qualified shall be denied the right to examination 
and appointment by reason of physical disability. 

Directs the Administrator to cooperate with 
all Federal agencies in devising and arranging 
proper safeguards to life and limb on Federal prop- 
erty. 

Provides that every employer shall pay for the 
calendar year 1956 and for each calendar year there- 
after, an excise tax, with respect to individuals 
in his employ, equal to one-tenth of 1 percent of 
the total wages after December 31, 1955, Requires 
the Administrator to approve any workmen's compensa- 
tion law submitted to him within 30 days of such 
submission if he finds that the law adequately pro- 
vides a means for relieving the employers subject 
to such law from the burden of paying those work- 
men's compensation costs in the case of a second or 
subsequent injury which are not fairly attributable 
to the disability caused by such injury or disease.

Creates a commission to be known as the Commis- 
sion to Survey and Determine Proper Placement of 
the Handicapped to be composed of 5-members, the 
Director of which shall be appointed by the President 
and be compensated at the rate of $20,000 per year. 
Designates certain Government officials as members, 
Directs the Commission to make a full and complete 
investigation and study in order to determine which 
of the jobs listed in the Occupational Directory of 
the Bureau of Employment Security in the Department 
of Labor may be filled by the various handicapped 
both before treatment or training and after proper 
treatment and training. Authorizes $10,000,000 to 
carry out the purposes hereof, 

Provides interpreters for the deaf, and other 
physically handicapped persons who may be called 
as litigants or witnesses before Federal courts, 
departments or agencies, or congressional committees, 

Authorizes $10,000,000 for the fiscal year end- 
ing June 30, 1959 and $5,000,000 annually thereafter 
in grants to nonprofit public or private educational 
groups providing special services to "shut-ins", 

Authorizes $10,000,000 for fiscal year 1959 to 
carry out the program of the Committee for Training 
and Development of Placement Personnel to be estab- 
lished in the Department of Labor. Provides for 
grants to States for aid to the totally disabled, 
declared by Federal-State agencies, to be unfeasible 
for rehabilitation, 


S. 401. Mr. Langer; January 14, 1959 (Labor and 
Public Welfare), 


Provides that payments will not be made to any 
State on account of veterans in such State's 
soldiers', sailors', or airmen's home unless at 
least 50 percent of the beds in such homes are 
available for domiciliary care at the same institu- 
tion [amending U, S. C. 24:134]. 


S. 402, Mr. Langer; January 14, 1959 (Labor and 
Public Welfare). 


Establishes a temporary National Advisory Com- 
mittee for the Blind consisting of 9 members, The 
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Committee shall conduct a study of the entire field 
of existing Federal, State, and local activities 
relating to granting of service to the blind, and 
report the results, with recommendations, to the 
President and Congress within 24 months after the 
passage of this Act, 


S, 403. Mr. Langer; January 14, 1959 (Labor and 
Public Welfare). 


Authorizes Federal contributions to State 
workmen's compensation plans if such plan (1) pro- 
vides for compulsory workmen's compensation coverage 
of all workers exposed to substantial dust-disease 
hazards; (2) provides for the payment of compensa- 
tion benefits to disabled workers or their dependents 
on account of disability or death resulting from 
dust diseases or other diseases when accompanied by 
or aggravated by dust diseases; (3) prohibits the 
waiver of disability or death benefits; (4) provides 
for procedural safeguards and administrative facil- 
ities to insure prompt payment of benefits; (5) pro- 
vides for compulsory reporting by employers to the

methods, (b) to determine dust concentrations, and 
(c) upon request of the agency administering the 
State compensation plan, to assist the adjudication 
of claims for compensation pursuant to the State 
compensation plan; (9) requires employers to estab- 
lish and maintain such equipment, and to conform to 
such other requirements, as will be adequate, to 
maintain dust concentration in or about places of 
employment within limits not dangerous to health; 
and (10) provides for regular inspection of places 
of employment in or about which workers are exposed 
to substantial dust-disease hazards. 

Authorizes payments to States for each quarter

Increases the annuity of each individual 
who prior to October 1, 1956 was receiving an 
annuity from the Civil Service retirement and dis- 
ability fund by an amount in accordance with a 
scale ranging from 25 percent of the present annuity 
for those who retired prior to October 1, 1955 to 
30 percent for those retired prior to October 1, 1951 
for annuities which are $1,500 and under, Increases 
all such annuities in excess of $1,500 by 10 per- 
cent. Limits such increases to $750 per year and 
excludes for computation purposes amounts purchased 
by voluntary contributions, Provides that all such 
increases operate to increase the annuities of 
survivors.

the candidate resides, All withdrawals of such 
authorizations must also be in writing. Permits 
candidates for President and Vice-President to file 
joint authorizations and also to authorize national 
political committees to support their candidacy. 

Prohibits any political committee from support- 
ing in any way any specific candidate without author- 
ization, or from making expenditures in excess of 
$1,000 to defeat any candidate, unless such committee 
has been authorized to support the candidacy of a 
candidate for the same office. Limits the amount of 
expenditures to $50,000 for a Senator or Representa- 
tive at Large and $12,500 for a Representative, etc. 
Limits the expenditure from the personal fund of the 
candidate to 10 percent of amount allowed, 

Limits expenditures by candidates for President 
and Vice President to an amount equal to the amount 
obtained by multiplying 10 cents by the largest num- 
ber of voters casting votes for Presidential electors 
in any one of the last three preceding Presidential 
elections, Limits State committees to the amount 
allowed for the election of Senators, Extends 
limitations on the amounts which may be expended to 
cover primaries relating to the nomination for 
President and Vice President, 

Requires political committees to file detailed 
reports of expenditures and receipts with the Comp- 
troller General and United States District Courts 
giving the amount of cash on hand, names and address- 
es of contributions of $500 or more, total sum of 
contributors, names of candidates, etc. 

Requires each candidate to file a detailed 
report to the Comptroller General, Clerk of the House 
or Secretary of the Senate, and to the district court 
in which the candidate resides, Requires such reports 
to be complete as of the thirtieth and tenth days 
next preceding thedate on which an election for the 
office for which he is a candidate is to be held, 
and as of the twentieth day following such election, 
Requires such reports of the President and Vice

Subjects a corporation not complying with the 
notice provision to a penalty of not less than 
$5,000 or more than $50,000 which may be recovered 
only in a civil action brought by the Attorney 
General, Provides that any officer or employee of 
the Commission or Board or of the Department of 
Justice, who makes any unauthorized disclosure of 
any information furnished to the Commission, Board, 
or Department of Justice pursuant to the present 
matter shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and 
upon conviction shall be punished by a fine not to 
exceed $5,000 or imprisonment not exceeding one year 
or both, Authorizes the Commission or Board, in 
conjunction with the Attorney General, to establish 
procedures for the waiver of waiting requirements 
which may be granted by the Attorney General or the 
Commission or Board. 

Provides for certain exemptions such as (1) 
acquisition of stock when the stock acquired does

Foreign Service Act Amendments of 1959 - Sets 
forth a 10-class salary schedule for Foreign Service 
staff officers and employees and authorizes the Sec- 
retary of State to fix salary rates at lesser amounts 
for employees employed locally abroad. 

Provides authority for appointment of Foreign 
Service staff personnel at in-class salary step rates 
and authorizes the fixing of appointment salary rates 
for short-supply categories of personnel, 

Authorizes the retention of chiefs of mission 
for up to 50 days beyond the date of appointment of 
a successor. 

Provides greater flexibility in the classifica- 
tion of Foreign Service positions, 

Authorizes payment of incentive differentials 
to diplomatic couriers. 

Improves provisions relating to reinstatement 
and recall of Foreign Service officers and removes 
existing restrictions on the reemployment by any 
Government agency of retired participants in the 
Foreign Service retirement and disability system. 

Provides authority to extend under unusual 
circumstances appointments or assignments of Foreign 
Service officers. 

Clarifies and simplifies provisions governing 
appointment, assignment, transfer and promotion of 
Foreign Service staff personnel. 

Clarifies and simplifies provisions governing 
the assignment of Foreign Service personnel to 
government agencies. 

Permits the retention, within certain limits, 
of Foreign Service officers beyond mandatory retire- 
ment age. 

Provides a uniform basis for effecting separa- 
tion for cause, 

Clarifies and improves provisions relating to 
the promotion of Foreign Service Staff officers and 
employees. 

Generally improves the Foreign Service retire 
ment and disability system, including such specific 
improvements as (1) liberalized survivorship benefits 
and coverage of surviving children; (2) participation 
of certain Foreign Service staff personnel in the 
system; (3) clarification of provisions for rein- 
statement of recovered disability annuitants; (4) 
clarification of provisions relating to death in 
service; (5) clarification of provisions governing 
prior service credit and a new provision for auto- 
matic transfer of contributions from one retirement 
fund to another; and (6) improves benefits for rein-

exclusively to qualified small business concerns. 

Permits agency heads to delegate powers grant- 
ed hereunder to other officers in the agency. 

Makes new provisions relative to the procure-

cost of agency hearings records, (4) keeping the 
Code of Federal Regulations current and making it 
available on a nationwide subscription basis, 

(5) correlating and annotating agency regulations, 
(6) establishing a uniform statute for judicial 
review of agency proceedings, and (7) promulgating 
a Single code of rules on those subjecis which might 
be found acceptable for uniform application among 
the several agencies, 

Transfers to the Office of Federal Administra- 
tive Practice all functions of the Administrator of 
General Services under the Federal Register Act, 
including the Federal Register Division. 

Upon the effective date of Title II of this 
Act, all positions classified by the Civil Service 
Commission under Section 11 of the Administrative 
Procedure Act as trial examiner positions or hearing 
examiner positions shall be designated hearing 
commissioner positions, and these positions, by 
virtue of this Act, shall be transferred to the 
Office of Federal Administrative Practice and shall 
come under the purview of the Director of this office. 
The Director might designate a selection committee 
to recruit, examine, and recommend appointment of 
persons found eligible and qualified for appoint- 
ment to hearing commissjoner positions. 

Legal Career Service Act - Establishes a legal 
career service which shall include all civilian 
attorney positions in the Government (with certain

Housing Act of 1959 - Extends indefinately the 
Federal Housing Agency home repai: and improvement 
program (now expires September 30, 1959), Removes 
the ceiling on insurance authorization for the FHA

Increases the maximum mortgage amount on 
single-family and two-family homes from $20,000 to 
$25,000 retaining the present maximum for three and 
four-family homes. 

Permits non-occupany owners to obtain the same 
maximum mortgage amounts as an occupant owner (now 
limited to 85 percent) by assuming responsibility 
for the reduction of the mortgage by at least 15 
percent in the event the mortgaged property is not 
sold to purchaser who assumes the mortgage within

Increases the maximum interest rate on cooper- 
ative housing projects from 4% to 5% percent for 
management-type cooperatives and from 5 to 6 percent 
for sales type projects, 

Permits the Commissioner to make mortgage 
ceilings 50 percent higher for Alaska, Guam, and 
Hawaii, 

Increases to $25,000 the maximum mortgage 
amounts for one and two-family residents in urban

renewal areas thereby placing the provisions of the 
Housing Act of 1954 on a par with the National 
Housing Act, 

Leaves to the Commissioners' discretion the 
maximum mortgage amounts for projects of between

Eliminates certain discrimination now found in 
the law against investor-redevelgpers sponsoring 
new rental housing and those sponsoring rehabilita- 
tion projects. Simplifies and clarifies the re- 
quirements pertaining to the inclusion within

Increases the dollar limit on mortgages pur- 
chased under the secondary market operations of the 
Federal National Mortgage Association from $15,000 
to $20,000, Removes the statutory controls on fees 
and charges of the FNMA so that the functions of the 
agency may be more nearly self supporting.

Explicitly recognizes the desirability of more 
State responsibility and participation in urban 
renewal, Permits the President to authorize the 
Housing Administrator to exceed the $1 billion 
limitation on the outstanding obligations issued for 
purchase by the Secretary of the Treasury. 

Provides for the gradual reduction of the 
Federal share of net project costs from two-thirds 
under present law to 50 percent on and after 
July 1, 1962. 

Permits the pooling of local contributions 
between different projects undertaken by a local 
public agency regardless of the Federal sharing 
formula that is applicable in each case (now 
permits pooling for projects that are executed on

Authorizes the use of up to $50,000 per fiscal 
year from monies in the revolving fund for the 
systematic and continuing collection of information 
on the current status of State and local public 
works planning and requirements for public works. 

Permits the disposal of PWA low-rent housing 
projects still remaining in Federal ownership to 
other than a local public agency. 

Removes the restriction in the Lanham Act 
(War-housing projects converted to low-rent use) 
which requires the residual receipts to be returned 
to the Government to allow such funds to be 
comingled with other low-rent funds and used to 
reduce any Federal contribution. 

Extends for 3 years authority for military 
personnel to occupy Passyunk war housing project, 
Philadelphia, Pa, 

Provides for the continuation of the Voluntary 
Home Mortgage Credit Program for 2 more years 
(now expires July 31, 1959).

Agricultural Relations Act of 1959 - Creates 
an Agricultural Election Committee of five members, 
two appointed by the Speaker of the House, two by 
the President of the Senate, and one appointed by 
the President, to establish regulations and prac- 
tices for the election of community, county, and 
State agricultural committees and a National Agri- 
cultural Board to conduct an educational program 
explaining the purposes of this Act. 

Creates an independent agency in the executive 
branch called the National Agricultural Board con- 
sisting of 13 members, two from each of the five 
Agricultural Districts established herein, one from 
nominations submitted to the President by the Sec- 
retary of Commerce to represent industry, and two 
from nominations submitted to the President by the 
Secretary of Labor to represent consumers, all mem- 
bers to be subject to the advice and consent of 
Congress. 

Provides for the selection of a chairman by 
majority vote of the members and for quarterly 
meetings of the Board, Directs the Board to estab- 
lish national production and marketing goals so as 
to stabilize prices and protect returns on all agri- 
cultural commodities and to establish national 
administered prices to be paid to producers for 


commodities shipped in interstate commerce. Provides 


for the allocation of such goals through the Agri- 
cultural committees to the producers. 
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Provides for referendums to be held on programs 
proposed by the Board, the first to be for the pro- 
ducers of feed grains. If more than 50 percent of 
the producers oppose the program for production and 
marketing goals and the administered prices such 
goals and prices shall be ineffective for that 
commodity. 

Sets forth the procedure for the administra- 
tive and judicial review of marketing goals, 

Sets forth the procedures for marketing commo- 
dities within the production goals; prohibits the 
marketing of production in excess thereof, except 
in compliance with regulations of the Board; and 
provides penalties for noncompliance therewith. 

Authorizes the Board to support prices through 
loans, purchases, production payments, and for the 
payment to the producers, within certain limits, 
the difference between the market price and 90 per- 
cent of the administered price, Limits such pay- 
ments to $4,000 to any producer during any market- 
ing year, 

Directs the Board to establish through the 
Farm Stabilization Corporation (created herein) a 
program of loans to producers on agricultural com- 
modities for which programs have been established 
hereunder and to establish export goals and admin- 
istered prices for commodities to be exported for 
dollar sales, 

Directs the Secretary of State to inform the 
Board of the commodities needed for foreign dispo- 
sition over and above exports sold for dollars. 
Payment for such commodities to be based on the 
administered price established for commodities fur- 
nished to the Secretary of State, 

Provides for the suspension of the program for 
any commodity when violations become excessive. 

Redesignates the Commodity Credit Corporation 
as the Farm Stabilization Corporation and transfers 
the duties and responsibilities of the Secretary of 
Agriculture therefor to the Board. Provides for the 
transfer of commodities now owned by the CCC to the 
Board, 

Directs the transfer of the duties of the 
County FHS Committees to the county agricultural 
committees created hereby, 

Requires producers engaged in the production of 
agricultural commodities for which a program has 
been established to make reports as are required, 

Vests jurisdiction in Federal district courts 
to enforce provisions hereof, Requires the Board 
to report to the Congress all operations hereunder.

Permits any Federal employee who completes 
30 years of service to retire with full retirement 
benefits regardless of age. Eliminates the require- 
ment that the average salary for the computation of 
annuity benefits be over a five consecutive year 
period, Provides for the computation of annuities 
on the basis of 2 percent of the average salary.

(2) the employment, selection, or eligibility of 
players, or the reservation, selection, or assign- 
ment of player contracts; (3) the right to operate 
within specified geographic areas; (4) the regula- 
tion of rights to broadcast and telecast reports and 
pictures of sports contests; or (5) the preservation 
of public confidence in the honesty in sports 
contests,

Authorizes payment of fair compensation for net 
loss to persons who, between September 16, 1940 and 
August 14, 1945, made good faith expenditures for 
the production of strategic or critical minerals or 
metals on the Army and Navy Munitions Board list 
relating to formal or informal contracts from any 
contracting agency. No compensation shall be paid 
for expenditures attributable to the fault, negli- 
gence, mismanagement, or speculation of the claim- 
ant. Claims must be filed within 6 months, The 
President shall prescribe regulations for the com- 
putation of reimbursement, If total of claims 
exceed money available for payments such money shall 
be prorated for payment, Limits attorneys‘ fees to

Surplus -Food-Fiber Certificate Act of 1959 - 
Directs the Secretary of Agriculture to determine 
and announce for each month the agricultural commod- 
ities with respect to which supplies exceed domestic 
demand to such an extent as to depress the market 
price below the parity price thereof, 

Declares that the following shall be eligible 
to receive surplus food-fiber certificates for any 
month: (1) recipients of old-age assistance, aid to 
dependent children, aid to the blind, or aid to the 
permanently and totally disabled as provided for 
under the Social Security Act; (2) recipients of 
financial assistance for each month provided for the 
needy by any State or political subdivision thereof; 
(3) needy individuals with respect to whom the Sec- 
retary has received a certification for such month 
from the welfare or public assistance agency of a 
State or political subdivision thereof under an 
agreement provided for herein. 

Directs the Secretary to provide for the prepar- 
ation of surplus food-fiber certificates for issuance 
to individuals eligible therefor, such certificates 
to be $10 in face amount and to be issued monthly, 
Requires that the Secretary provide for redemption 
of surplus food-fiber certificates through the Coop- 
eration of banking institutions, Provides criminal 
penalties for unauthorized use of such certificates.

Permits as a deduction under the Internal 
Revenue Code transportation expenses to and from 
work (not to exceed $800) of physically handicapped

Provides that the transfer or assignment of any 
property which is the subject of a claim shall not 
operate to extinguish the claim,

Transfers of personnel shall be made without 
change in classification or compensation, 

Provides for the non-abatement of suits, actions 
etc., pending before the agencies transferred, 

Authorizes the Secretary to make such expendi- 
tures as may be necessary to carry out the provisions 
of this Act, 

Requires the Secretary to make an annual report 
to Congress on Departmental expenditures and to 
offer recommendations for the effective performance 
of the duties and purposes of the Department. 

Fixes as the effective date hereof the date of 
enactment, except that the transfer of the agencies 
to the Department shall be made within 90 days after 
the enactment.

Directs the construction of power reactor dem- 
onstration facilities at sites of major production 
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facilities operated by or on behalf of the Commis- 
sion and the use by the Commissioner of the electric 
energy generated in connection with the operation of 
such production facility. 

Directs the Commission to proceed with the 
development of reactor designs and to proceed with 
the construction of prototype power reactors, such 
reactors to be capable of a maximum production of 
not more than 50,000 kilowatts of electricity. 

Empowers the Commission to initiate a program 
for the development of civilian power reactors for 
commercial use in atomic power plants of 10,000 to 
50,000 kilowatts capacity and directs the Commis- 
sioner to construct prototype reactors designed with 
this objective in mind, 

Provides that the Commission, in order effec- 
tively to carry out the Atoms for Peace Plan of the 
United States, shall have responsibility for the 
conduct of a vigorous program of international coop- 
eration and assistance in the design, construction 
and operation of power reactors and related matters, 

Authorizes the construction and operation of 
supporting facilities, Requires the Commission to 
submit quarterly reports on the programic progress, 

Directs the Atomic Energy Commission to accel- 
erate existing programs for the development of 
nuclear rocket propulsion, and to proceed with the 
development of a manned vehicle powered by nuclear 
propulsion and capable of sustained travel outside 
the earth's atmosphere, Provides, also, that the 
Commission shall pursue with all practicable speed

Area Redevelopment Act - Creates as a constit- 
uent agency of the Housing and Home Finance Agency 
an agency to be known as the “Area Redevelopment 
Administration" under the directorship of a Commis- 
sioner who shall be appointed by the President with 
the advice and consent of the Senate, and who shall 
be compensated at a rate equal to that received by 
the heads of other constituent agencies of the 
Housing and Home Finance Agency. 

Authorizes the creation of an Area Redevelop- 
ment Advisory Board consisting of Government offici- 
als to advise the Administrator in the performance 
of his functions hereunder, 

Directs that the Administrator shall appoint a

area in which there has existed unemployment of not 
less than 15 percent of the labor force during the 
6-month period immediately preceding the date on 
which application for assistance is made hereunder 
may be designated as an industrial redevelopment 
area if the Commissioner determines that the prin- 
cipal causes of such unemployment are not temporary 
in nature, 

Provides that the Administrator shall designate 
as "rural redevelopment areas" those rural areas 
within the United States in which he determines that 
there exist the largest number and percentage of low-

Extends the provisions of the Federal Coal 
Mine Safety Act to all mines irrespective of the 
number of persons employed therein (now applies 
only to mines in which more than 14 persons are 
employed) [amending U. S. C. 30:471(b)]. 


S. 744, Mr. Young of North Dakota; January 28, 1959 
(Judiciary). 


Provides for the return, as a matter of grace 
vested assets other than patent interests, now held 
by the Alien Property Custodian to natural persons 
or their legal heirs who have not as of January l, 
1955 or any time thereafter maintained their princi- 
pal dwelling behind the Iron Curtain. Permits the 
return to persons who escaped or will hereafter 
escape from the Communist dominated country and can 
prove to the satisfaction of the Attorney General 
that he is a bona fide opponent of and a refugee 
from communism, Permits business enterprises, as 
well as natural persons, to secure the return of 
trademarks and copyright interests. Directs that 
trademarks owned prior to vesting in the Alien Prop- 
erty Custodian by a person in East Germany shall be 
returned to a person in the Federal Republic of 
Germany if an equivalent trademark has been register- 
ed by it for such person, Allows the return of prop- 
erty to charitable, educational, and religious organ- 
izations, Excludes stock interests of natural persons, 
certain other property subject to United States' 
Commitments to Foreign Governments, money collected 
from American licensees under prewar contracts with 
enemy nationals deemed violative of the antitrust 
laws, and royalties from vested patents and patent 
contract interests derived from their use in war 
production. 

Requires that claims be filed with the Attorney 
General within 1 year from enactment hereof, except 
with respect to claims already filed with the Attorney 
General or the Alien Property Custodian, and denies 
recovery to the following persons: (1) those who have 
settled their claims; (2) those having principal 
dwelling behind the Iron Curtain as of January 1, 1955 
or thereafter; and (3) war criminals, 

Provides for recovery by the Attorney General 
of certain costs and taxes relating to such interests, 

Creates in the Treasury of the United States a 
fund to be known as the German Claims Fund. Directs 
the Foreign Claims Settlement Commission to determine 
the validity and principal amount of all claims by 
citizens and/or nationals of the United States for 
(1) certain losses to property located or situated 
within the geographical boundaries of Albania, 
Austria, Czechoslovakia, Germany, Greece, Poland or 
Yugoslavia, as such boundaries existed on December 1, 
1937; (2) damage to or loss of certain ships or ship 
cargoes which was a direct consequence of military 
action by Germany during the period beginning Septem- 
ber 1, 1939, and ending May 8, 1945; (3) net losses 
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by insurance companies under war risk insurance or 
reinsurance policies or contracts incurred in the 
settlement of claims for insured losses of ships or 
ship cargoes; (4) loss or damage on account of death 
or injury to passengers on vessels, or loss or damage 
to the property of passengers, engaged in commerce on 
the high seas where such damage resulted by military 
action of Germany during the period beginning Septem- 
ber 1, 1939 and ending December 11, 1941; and (5) 
losses resulting from the removal of industrial or 
other capital equipment in Germany owned directly 

or indirectly by the claimant on May 8, 1945 and 
removed for the purpose of reparations, 

Prescribes the procedural and equitable princi- 
ples and rules which shall guide and control the 
Commission in adjudicating such claims. Confers 
jurisdiction on the United States Court of Appeals 
for the District of Columbia to grant judicial re- 
view from decisions of the Commission, 

Enumerates the sources from which funds shall 
be paid into the German Claims Fund and the amounts 
earmarked for such Fund, 

S. 745, Mr. Bible (by request); January 28, 1959 
(District of Columbia). 


Provides that taxes levied and assessed as the 
result of the demolition or removal of a condemned 
building may be paid without interest within sixty 
days. Provides for interest of % of 1 percent per 
month to be charged on all unpaid amounts after the

S. 748, Mr. Goldwater and others; January 28, 1959 
(Labor and Public Welfare), 


Labor-Management Practices Act of 1959 - Pro- 
vides that persons who are required to file reports 
under the provisions of this Act shall (1) file such 
reports in the manner prescribed by the Secretary of 
labor, (2) maintain records necessary to explain and 
verify them, and (3) keep such record available for 
not less than 5 years, 

Requires labor organizations to file with the 
Secretary copies of its constitution, by-laws, and

other basic documents and a detailed report of its 
major internal structure and procedures, including 
procedures for the discipline and removal of officers 
and the procedure for disciplinary action against 
members, Provides that changes of such documents

Requires officers or representatives of labor 
organizations to file reports with respect to all 
direct and indirect payments to or from employers 


having employees who are or might be represented by 


the union, Also requires information on investments 
and business transactions so related to such employer 


as to possibly involve a conflict of interest, 
Excludes from such requirement payments allowable 


under the Labor Management Relations Act, regular 
remuneration as an employee, sales and purchases in 
the regular course of business at regular prices, 
and bona fide investments in traded securities, 
Requires employers who participated in any transac 
tion required to be reported or who paid employees 
or others for the performance of any act whereby 
employees may be interfered with in the exercise of 
rights secured by the National Labor Relations Act 
or the Railroad Labor Act to file a report identify- 
ing the persons involved; explaining the circum- 
stances; and specifying the property, sum or benefit 
involved, 

Sets forth the time in which reports must be 
filed and requires them to be filed annually there- 
after, Authorizes the Secretary to prescribe stan- 
dards, etc., for such reports and the disclosure of 
information as may be necessary to prevent evasion 
of the provisions of the Act, 

Provides that reports and documents filed are 
made public information and authorizes the publica- 
tion and use of same, Authorizes the Secretary to 
prescribe regulations whereby such information will 
be made available to the public. 

Amends certain provisions of the National Labor 
Relations Act of substitute compliance with the 
filing requirements of this act for the present 
requirements of that Act, Makes compliance herewith 
a prequisite to the use of the National Labor Relations 
Board facilities by either unions or employers. 
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Places personal responsibility for the filing, 
accuracy, and completeness of statements in any 
report on the individuals required to sign them, 

Imposes a duty upon union officers or agents 
having possession of union funds or property to 
hold such funds or property for the benefit of the 
members and for furthering the purpose of the union, 
Requires such individuals to handle such funds and 
property only as authorized by the union's governing 
rules, Confers upon union members or principle 
officers a right of action in any court to obtain 
relief for the disregard of such duty. 

Requires union constitutions and by-laws to 
state the qualifications and procedures for the 
nomination, election, and removal of officers, Sets 
‘orth certain minimum standards for such require- 
ments including (1) the limitation on the term of 
office to 5 years for national or international 
unions and 3 years for locals, (2) the assurance of 
the right of any member to seek and hold office, 

(3) reasonable opportunity to nominate candidates, 
(4) secret ballots, (5) preservation of election 
records for at least one year, and (6) a method for 
the recall of any elected officer by majority vote 
of the members. 

Confers upon members the right to bring suit 
in any court for the enforcement of the election 
provisions or to restrain the use of union or 
employer funds for the promotion of any candidate 
for election to a union office, Prohibits the use 
of such funds for the promotion of any candidate 
and makes it unlawful for a person convicted thereof 
to hold office within a period of 5 years after 
conviction. 

Provides that supervisory control over a sub- 


ordinate union shall be exercised only in accordance 
with the governing rules of the organization involved 
and for the purpose of insuring democratic, respon- 
sible, and honest administration of the subordinate 


body. Limits such control to the period reasonably 
necessary to correct the evil. Creates a presump- 
tion that such evils can be corrected within a period 
of 18 months, Permits such period to be extended 

for an additional year under certain conditions. 
Places certain limitations on the supervisory union 
as to the counting of votes of the subordinate union

Prohibits disciplinary action against members 
for the initiation of actions hereunder and pre- 
serves existing rights and remedies under union 
constitutions and by-laws and under State or local 
law, 

Provides for the appointment of a° Commissioner 
of Labor Reports by the President, confirmed by the 
Senate, to perform such duties as may be delegated 
by the Secretary, 

Authorizes the Secretary to investigate alleged 
violations, to publish information with respect to 
violations, to make investigations with respect to 
the accuracy and completeness of required reports, 
and to receive and take action upon complaints of 
violations, Provides that complaints are not to be 
made public without the consent of the complainant. 

Authorizes the establishment of Union Procedure 
Examining Boards to inquire into certain cases; to 
conduct hearings; and to make findings, conclusions 
and recommendations, Subpena powers provided by the 
Federal Power Act are made applicable to the Secre- 
tary or his authorized representative, 
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Authorizes the Secretary to bring actions to 
restrain or prevent violations and confers juris- 
diction on federal courts over such actions, 

Directs the Secretary, upon reasonable cause to 
believe that there has been a willful violation, to 
initiate proceedings conforming to the Administra- 
tive Procedure Act to effect compliance, Provides 
that final orders of the Secretary may direct the 
necessary corrective action and impose sanctions 
for a period not in excess of 5 years, Sets forth 
such sanctions as the loss of certain rights under 
any Federal-management relations statute or the loss 
of income tax exemption status under the Internal 
Revenue Code, 

Provides that decisions of the Secretary shall 
be conclusive with respect to the withdrawal of 
rights but are subject to judicial review and 
enforcement, 

Permits parties aggrieved by any decision of 
the Secretary to petition for judicial review of 
such decision, 

Sets forth penalties for violations, false 
statements, etc.; prohibits the offer or acceptance 
of payments in the nature of bribes; requires indi- 
viduals to tec.ify irrespective of self-incrimination 
and provides immunity from prosecution of such 
individuals. 

Extends coverage of the Labor Management Rela- 
tions Act to include payments (1) by any person 
acting in the interest of an employer to unions 
having members employed in the same trade and (2) 
to any employee or group for the purpose of coercing 
other employees with respect to their self-organiza- 
tion rights. 

Provides that not more than 3 members of the 
National Labor Relations Board shall be members of 
the same political party. Makes clear the authority 
of the President to designate the individual to 
serve as acting general counsel of the Board when 
such office is vacant, 

Permits the Board to decline jurisdiction over 
a labor dispute when the effect of such dispute on 
interstate commerce is not substantial, Permits 
State agencies to assume jurisdiction over disputes 
where the Board declines to assert jurisdiction.

Rehabilitation Act of 1959 - Provides under 
the Vocational Rehabilitation Act that, in order to 
eliminate the need for certain expensive institu- 
tional care, appropriations of Federal funds are 
to be made to the States for (1) independent living 
rehabilitation services for the purpose of assisting 
the States in rehabilitating handicapped individuals; 
(2) workshops and rehabilitation facilities whereby 
these handicapped individuals may be encouraged and 
prepared for engagement in remunerative employment 
to the extent of their capabilities; and (3) for the 
evaluation of the nature and extent of the disability 
and the rehabilitation potential of the individual.

Defense Facilities Protection Act - Authorizes 
the President whenever he finds and proclaims that 
the security of the country is threatened, to pro- 
tect defense facilities from sabotage and espionage 
within a framework satisfying requirements of due 
process, etc, Permits him to prescribe rules and 
regulations to prevent access to such facilities by 
those likely to commit sabotage, espionage, or other 
subversive acts, Sets up procedures to be followed 
in barring such individuals providing them with 
notification of charges and a chance to defend 
themselves, except in certain cases summary suspen- 
sion may be granted, but in such cases if the indi- 
vidual is thereafter cleared the United States must 
provide compensation for such loss of earnings. 

Provides that the term "defense facility" have 
the same broad meaning it has in title I of the 
Internal Security Act of 1950, Directs the Secretary 
of Defense to designate and proclaim a list of 
defense facilities with respect to which he finds

Unemployment Compensation Act of 1959 - 
Declares it to be the purpose of the Congress in 
order to achieve the goals of employment stabiliza- 
tion and security against unemployment, and in order 
to strengthen the economy and provide for the gener- 
al welfare of the Nation, to extend to certain new 
categories of workers the benefits of unemployment 
compensation, to prescribe certain minimum standards 
with respect to the terms and conditions under which 
unemployment compensation will be paid, as well as 
to the amounts and the length of time for which such 
compensation will be payable, and to otherwise extend, 
revise, and improve the unemployment compensation 
program, 

Establishes the following additional standards 
a State law must adopt, under the Federal Unemploy- 
ment Tax Act, in order to be certified by the Secre- 
tary of Labor for the purpose of permitting credit 
against the Federal Unemployment tax: (1) benefits 
must be equal to not less than 50 percent of weekly 
wages so long as that amount is not more than 2/3 
of the average weekly wage in the State; and (2) a 
uniform benefit period of 39 weeks, 

Extends the coverage of the Federal Unemploy- 
ment Tax Act to employers of one or more individuals, 
except for domestic and agricultural employees, 

Permits States to provide for uniform rate

Amends provision of the Social Security Act 
relating to grants to States for Administration of 
State unemployment compensation laws by providing 
that all collections under the Federal Unemployment 
Tax Act be earmarked in the Federal unemployment 
account in the unemployment trust fund. 

Provides that all funds for administration of 
State laws, including contingency amounts which are 
to be expended only in the event of unforeseen 
changes in economic conditions, be charged against 
the Federal unemployment account, Further, provides 
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that unemployment compensation administrative 
expenditures of the Department of Labor be charged 
to the Federal unemployment account. 

Repeals provisions of the law inconsistent with 
the changes. 

Provides that a State whose accumulated funds 
for unemployment compensation have reached a pre- 
cariously low condition will be entitled to a 
reinsurance grant from the Federal unemployment 
account, such grant to be limited to 3/4 of the 
excess by which compensation payable under the State 
law exceeds 2 percent of the State taxable payroll. 

Makes certain technical changes in the existing 
unemployment tax law, 

Sets July 1, 1960, as the effective date of 
this Act.

Increases from $10,000,000 to $15,000,000 the 
amount authorized in the Federal Aid to Highways 
Act of 1958, for bridges over Federal Dams, 


S. 794, Mr. Fulbright; January 29, 1959 (Finance). 


Allows a taxpayer under the Internal Revenue 
Code to deduct all expenses incurred at an educa- 
tional institution above the secondary level for 
tuition fees, and amounts spent for books and sup- 
plies [amending U. S. C. 26:217]. 
S. 795, Mr. Fulbright; January 29, 1959 (Finance). 
Allows an additional tax exemption of $600 for 
the taxpayer, his spouse, and dependent child under 
23, where such person is a full-time student during 
each of four calendar months at an educational 
institution above the secondary level. 
S. 797, Mr. Langer; January 29, 1959 (Finance).

Makes the Commissioner responsible for all 
functions and responsibilities concerning water 
pollution control presently handled by the Depart- 
ment of Health, Education and Welfare.

Provides that following a determination by the 
President that, temporarily, the United States may 
not be able to give its usual protection to persons 
under this Act traveling in certain designated areas 
of the world, the Secretary of State shall (1) pub-

Civil Rights Act - Title I. Based on certain 
specific findings relative to the Civil Rights 
question, it is declared to be the intention of 
Congress that the right to the equal protection of 
the laws guaranteed by the Constitution against 
deprivation by reason of race, color, religion, or 
national origin shall be protected by all due and 
reasonable means and the following provisions are 
enacted to that end. 


Title II. Authorizes the Secretary of Health, 
Education and Welfare to assist States, municipali- 
ties, school districts and other local governmental 
units in eliminating denials of constitutional rights 
in public education by circulating information aimed 
at obtaining a public understanding of the problem; 
making surveys whereby segregation shall be eliminat- 
ed in public schools; meeting and discussing with 
State and local representatives ways and means of 
eliminating segregation in public schools; making 
reports to Congress on the progress being made, etc, 

Provides that the Secretary shall maintain 
specialists to assist in the plans for eliminating 
segregation in public education, Permits reimburse- 
ment to local officials and representatives carrying 
out authorized functions of the Secretary for 
travel expenses and subsistence, 

Authorizes appropriations for fiscal 1959 
beginning July lst, and for each of the four succeed- 
ing fiscal years amounts not to exceed $2,500,000 
for carrying out purposes of Title II. 

Title III, Authorizes grants to States, munici- 
palities and school districts to assist in meeting 
the cost of additional educational measures under- 
taken in an effort to eliminate segregation in 
public schools. 

Title IV, Provides that the Secretary shall 
prepare tentative plans for the elimination of 
segregation in public education and forward such 
plans to the Governor, mayor or other appropriate 
officials for their concurrence, 

Provides that where State and local officials 
do not agree to the plans submitted to them by the 
Secretary hearings are to be held at the conclusions 
of which the Secretary shall prepare and issue an 
approved plan for the elimination of segregation, 

Authorizes appropriations for the fiscal year 
beginning July 1, 1959, and for each of the 4 
succeeding fiscal years, such amounts as may be 
Seat for carrying out the purposes of this 
title, 
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Title V. Authorizes the Attorney General to 
institute for or in the name of the United States 
a civil action or other proceeding for preventive 
relief, including an application for an injunction 
or other order, against State officials to enforce 
compliance with the approved plans for integration. 

Title VI, Authorizes the Attorney General to 
institute for or in the name of the United States a 
civil action or other proceeding for relief against 
any individual who deproves or threatens to deprive 
a person or group of persons of the right to equal 
protection of the laws by reason of race, color, 
religion, or national origin. 

Title VII. Provides that the District Courts 
shall have jurisdiction of proceedings instituted 
under this Act, Provides that nothing in the Act 
shall be construed to impair existing legal rights 
of actions or remedies already available to private 
individuals or organizations. Makes the provision 
that if any part of the Act is held invalid, the 
remainder of the Act shall not be affected by such 
ruling. 


S. 811. Mr. Murray and others; January 29, 1959 
(Labor and Public Welfare). 


Empowers the Secretary of Interior, acting 
through the United States Bureau of Mines, to in- 
spect and investigate metallic and nonmetallic mines 
and quarries, the products of which regularly enter 
or substantially affect commerce, for the purpose of 
obtaining information relating to health and safety 
conditions therein, causes of accidents involving 
bodily injury or loss of life therein, or causes of 
occupational diseases originating therein (1) 
wherever such conditions burden or obstruct, or 
threaten to burden or obstruct, commerce, (2) as a 
basis for determining (a) most effective use of 
public funds for the protection or advancement of 
public health and safety therein, (b) preparation 
and dissemination of educational materials in the 
interest of public health and safety therein, (3) 
for transmittal to (a) the Bureau of Census for 
census reports, (b) Congress for consideration in 
legislative matters relating thereto. Charges the 
Secretary of Interior, acting through the Bureau of 
Mines, with the execution of the above when once 
determined, together with making such information 
public. 

Sets penalities of a $500 fine and/or 60 days 
imprisonment for refusal to permit duly authorized 
persons to inspect a mine or quarry. 

Requires persons supervising a mine or quarry 
to furnish the Secretary of Interior, upon request, 
complete and correct information concerning mine 
accidents. 

Provides for the execution hereof by the United 
States Bureau of Mines or other bureaus designated 
by the Secretary of the Interior; authorizes Federal 
and State cooperation to promote the effectiveness 
hereof, Authorizes the establishment of a six-mem- 
ber advisory committee composed of metallic and non- 
metallic mine and quarry owners and workers repre- 
sentatives, to be appointed by the Secretary of the 
Interior without regard to civil service laws, to 
promulgate a code of reasonable standards and rules 
pertaining to safety and health conditions in such 
mines and quarries, 
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S. 812, Mr. Humphrey and others; January 29, 1959 
(Labor and Public Welfare). 


Youth Conservation Act of 1959 - Establishes 
(1) a Youth Conservation Commission, consisting of 
representatives of the Department of Health, Educa- 
tion and Welfare; the National Park Service; United 
States Forest Service; Bureau of Land Management; 
Fish and Wildlife Service; the Bureau of Indian 
Affairs; and the Soil Conservation Service; (2) a 
Youth Conservation Corp within the Department of 
Health, Education and Welfare, to be headed by a 
Director appointed by the Secretary of Health, Edu- 
cation and Welfare, 

Directs the Commission to advise the Director of 
the Youth Conservation Corps with respect to (1) the 
conservation and educational programs carried on by 
the Corps; (2) the general operation of the Corps; 
and (3) the criteria for the selection of enrollees 
in the Corps. 

Requires each member of the Commission who 
represents a Federal agency to act as a liaison 
between the agency represented and the Directof of 
the Youth Conservation Corps in working out agree- 
ments for the utilization, within the respective 
agencies, of the enrollees of the Corps in programs 
of conservation, development and management of 
natural resources and of recreationai areas planned 
and designed by such agency. 

Authorizes the Director of the Corps to organize 
and regulate the Corps; to enter into agreements 
with Federal agencies for the conservation etc, of 
the natural resources of the Nation; and to provide 
a system of educational services to enrollees of the 
corps under which not less than 10 hours per week 
will be devoted to general education and vocational 
and conservation education, 

Composition of the Corps is set at not more than 
150,000 unmarried male citizens of the United States, 
between the ages of 16 and 22, 

Compensation of enrollees is fixed at a rate 
equal to that provided by law for the lowest rank of 
enlisted personnel in the Army. 

Makes other provisions relative to the quarters, 
subsistence, allotments etc. of enrollees, 

Authorizes to be appropriated for the fiscal 
year beginning July 1, 1960, and for each of the two 
succeeding fiscal years funds not to exceed 
$375, 000,000,

Requires all future appointees to the United 
States Supreme Court to have at least five years 
judicial experience in a lower Federal Court or in 
the highest court of a State [amending U. S, C. 28:1).

Eliminates claims of immunity from State and 
local taxes based on contracts with the United States 
or its agencies or instrumentalities.

(Labor and Public Welfare), 


Educational Assistance Act of 1959 - Directs 
the Commissioner of Education to pay to each State 
on or before December 1, 1959 and on such date of 
each succeeding year such amounts as may be author- 
ized hereby for use exclusively for educational 
purposes, Such payment due on or about December 1, 
1959 to be an amount equal to 1% percent of the

Provides for the promotion of certain members 
of the armed services who participated in the 
defense of the Philippine Islands while in active 
military service at any time after December 6, 1941, 
and before May 8, 1942, 


S. 838, Mr. O'Mahoney; February 2, 1959 (Judiciary). 


Makes it unlawful for any corporation, its 
subsidiaries, officers, or employees, engaged in the 
manufacture and sale in interstate or foreign 
commerce of motor vehicles, to own or maintain any 
facilities for financing the sale at wholesale or 
retail of motor vehicles manufactured by such 
corporation. 

Provides, however, that nothing in the Act shall 
prevent such corporation, when making sales of its 
motor vehicles at wholesale, from permitting the 
purchaser to pay for such motor vehicles within a 
reasonable time after purchase at no additional 
charge.

Self-Employed Individuals' Retirement Act of 
1959 - Permits self-employed individuals and certain 
employed persons to exclude a percentage of annual 
earnings from their gross taxable income in order 
that this amount may be set aside in a restricted 
retirement policy or retirement fund for use by the 
individual upon reaching age 70, 

Allows self-employed persons to deduct from 
their gross taxaile income an amount equal to 10 
percent of the individual's annual earnings or up 
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to $2,500 a year, whichever is the lesser, Sets as 
a cut-off period for the allowance of such deduc- 
tions taxpayer's attainment of age 70, 

Where the taxpayer is 50 years of age on the 
effective date of the Act, increases the annual de- 
duction by 1/10th for each year that his age exceeds 
50, 

Limits an individual's lifetime deduction for 
all taxable years to an amount not in excess of 20 
times the maximum annual deduction of $2,500 or 
$50, 000. 

Establishes a lower deduction limitation for 
employed persons who previously received a distri- 
bution of an employer contribution under a qualified 
plan or who previously obtained certain non-forfeit- 
able rights under such plan, 

Sets up the following 3 methods whereby the 
self-employed individual may utilize the annual or 
lifetime deduction; (1) a non-assignable annuity 
or endowment policy with a domestic life insurance 
company, using the deduction for payment of pre- 
miums; (2) face-amount certificate, i.e., any 
certificate, investment, contract, or other security 
which represents an obligation on the part of its 
issuer to pay a certain sum of money at a certain 
date more than 24 months after the date of issue, in 
consideration for the payment of periodic install- 
ments of a certain amount; or any security which 
represents a similar obligation on the part of a 
face-amount certificate company, the consideration 
for which is the payment of a single lump sum; (3) 

a non-assignable trust fund providing payout to the 
individual to begin by age 70 and to be completed by 
age 80, 

Provides that any amounts received by benefici- 
aries under a restricted retirement policy must be 
immediately included in the gross income of the 
individual for the reporting year with the sole 
exception of a life annuity for the surviving spouse, 

Provides that where a member of a restricted 
retirement trust fund engages in prohibited trans- 
actions, or knowingly contributes excessive amounts 
to the trust, his entire interest in the funds be- 
comes immediately taxable, 

Sets forth other provisions relative to the 
taxation of income from the restricted retirement 
policies or retirement funds once it is realized. 

Requires insurance companies issuing restricted 
retirement policies and bank-trustees of restricted 
retirement funds to file certain returns and give 
certain information to the Secretary of the Treasury. 

Makes similar requirements of self-employed 
persons in furnishing information to the trustee of 
his restricted retirement fund or the insurer of his 
restricted retirement policy. 

Makes certain technical amendments in Internal 
Revenue Code of 1954 in compliance herewith 
[amending U. S. C. 26:62], 


S. 842. Messrs, Proxmire and Neuberger; 
February 2, 1959 (Agriculture and Forestry). 


Authorizes the Secretary of Agriculture, under 
the Agricultural Trade Development and Assistance 
Act of 1954, to make long-term supply contracts for 
the disposal of surplus agricultural commodities to 
friendly nations. 
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5, 646, Mr. Capehart; February 2, 1959 
(Public Works), 


Provides that the lock and dam referred to as 
the Cannelton lock and dam, near Cannelton, Indiana, 
on the Ohio River, be known and designated as the 
George Ewing lock and dam, 


S, 850. Mr. Kefauver and others; February 2, 1959 
(Labor and Public Welfare). 


Provides Federal assistance to States for the 
establishment of institutions of a minimum security 
type for treating and rehabilitating juvenile 
delinquents, 

Authorizes funds to be appropriated over an 
8-year period to the Secretary of Health, Education 
and Welfare whose duty it shall be to make grants 
to the States in order to carry out the purpose of 
the Act.

Authorizes the State commissioner of agriculture 
to destroy noxious plants on State lands under Fed- 
eral control if the agency having jurisdiction of 
the lands consents thereto and has not already com- 
plied with the requirements of the State program for 
the control of noxious plants.

School Construction Assistance Act of 19586 - 
Declares it to be the policy of the Congress to 
support State school construction programs in an 
effort to relieve the serious national shortage of 
classrooms by grants, bond purchases and credit 
assistance, 

Title I: Payments to States - authorizes 
appropriations not to exceed $400,000,000 for each 
of the five fiscal years beginning July 1, 1959. 
Such grants to be allotted as follows: One-half 
of the funds available to be allotted to each State 
on the basis of the ratio the allotment bears to the 
total amount appropriated for such purposes as the 
school-age population bears to the total school-age 
population of all the States and one-half allotted 
to each State on the basis of the ratio such allot- 
ment bears to the product of the school-ace popula- 
tion of the State and the State's allotment ratio 
(as determined by provisions of the Act) bears to 
the total of such product for all the States, 

Provides that the allotment ratio shall be 
1,00 less the product of (a) .55 and (b) the quotient 
obtained by dividing the income per child of school 
age for the State by the income per child of school 
age for the entire United States, Thus one-half of 
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the funds so allotted shall be granted on the basis 
of actual population and one-half on the basis of 
the respective needs of each State, 

Directs that funds so allotted shall be reduced 
to any State which in any year makes less effort in 
support of its school program (as defined by the Act) 
than the average for all the States, Conditions 
grants on the approval of State plans by the Commis- 
sioner of Education and sets forth standards pre- 
requisite to such approval. 

Prohibits the payment of any funds under this 
Title to any local educational agency operating 
school facilities in violation of the Supreme Court 
decision on segregation, Permits the Commissioner 
to modify for the first two years of the program 
certain conditions required to receive funds. Pro- 
vides for judicial review in Federal Courts of the 
Commissioner's rulings. 

Title II: Provides for the purchase of school 
district obligations by the Federal Government, with 
the aggregate maximum appropriations for the next 
four fiscal years not to exceed $750,000,000 for 
such purchases. Such purchases shall be made on the 
basis of school-age population in each State. Sets 
forth the terms and conditions which must be met for 
the Federal Government to purchase such obligations. 
Sets up standards of priority for such purchases 
based on actual needs and requirements, 

Title III: Provides credit assistance to State 
schocl-financing districts, Authorizes the Commis- 
sioner of Education to enter into agreements on be- 
half of the United States with State school- 
financing agencies for making advances to reserve 
funds established by such agencies to help assure 
payment of obligations issued by them to finance 
the construction of school facilities for use and 
ultimate ownership by local educational agencies. 
Sets forth conditions to agreements and provides 
for the establishment of a reserve fund in which 
Federal and State matching funds shall be deposited, 
Authorizes appropriations for the fiscal year begin- 
ning July 1, 1959 and the 4 succeeding years not to 
exceed in the aggregate $150,000,000 to provide the 
initial Federal advances authorized to be made to 
basic reserve funds, 

Authorizes the Commissioner of Education to 
issue obligations, the total amount of which shall 
not exceed $10,000,000 at any one time, for purchase 
by the Secretary of the Treasury. . 

Authorizes and directs the Secretary of the 
Treasury to purchase these obligations and to use as 
a public debt transaction the proceeds from the sale 
of any securities issued under the Second Liberty 
Bond Act. 

Authorizes the appropriation of $10,000,000 for 
payments on the principal amount plus an amount 
necessary to cover the interest due, together with 
repayment made by State school-financing agencies 
for payments on obligations issued by the Commissioner, 

Grants the Commissioner certain administrative 
powers, 

Permits State school-financing agencies which 
have entered into agreements with the Commissioner 
to bring a suit against the United States to enforce 
any duty of the Commissioner hereunder. Grants 
jurisdiction in such cases to the Federal district 
courts without regard to the amount involved, 

Exempts obligations of any State school- 
financing agency in connection with the school facil- 
ities financed thereby from all Federal taxes. 
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Title IV - Authorizes the following amounts 
to be appropriated for payment to State educational 
agencies for teachers' salaries: $100,000,000 - 
1959; $150,000,000 - 1960; $200,000,000 - 1961 and 
for each of the years 1962 and 1963 - $250,000,000, 

Title V - Sets forth certain general provisions 
relating to definition of terms; utilization of 
other agencies to assist the Commissioner in Effect- 
ing the Act; appropriations for administration; 
delegation of functions and assurance against Feder- 
al interference in the schools, 


S, 664, Mr. Humphrey; February 2, 1959 (Agriculture 
and Forestry). 


Provides that the Secretary of Agriculture, 
whenever he deems it necessary to guard against the 
dissemination of any communicable disease of live- 
stock or poultry, may seize, quarantine, and dispose 
of livestock or poultry where such animals are being 
handled contrary to any law or regulation adminis- 
tered by the Department of Agriculture, and are 
moving or have moved in interstate commerce or into 
the United States. Directs that the owners of such 
shall receive compensation for the same, 

Permits the Secretary to seize, quarantine, and 
dispose of any animals in the United States which 
have been infected with or exposed to extremely 
dangerous, commumicable diseases such as foot-and- 
mouth disease, rinderpest, or European fowl pest 
and constitute a threat to livestock and poultry 
and seriously burden interstate commerce, 

Directs that the Secretary may promulgate 
regulations requiring that facilities used in 
connection with the movement of animals into or from 
the United States or in interstate commerce be main- 
tained in clean and sanitary condition, including 
requirements of inspection, cleaning, and disinfec- 
tion, Empowers the Secretary to prohibit movement 
into the United States of animals which are or have 
been affected with or exposed to any disease commn- 
icable to livestock or poultry. Grants authority to 
certain employees of the Department of Agriculture 
to stop and inspect, without warrant, any persons, 
animals, means of conveyance, and containers moving 
into the United States to prevent the dissemination 
of any communicable disease to livestock and poultry. 
Imposes a maximum $1,000 fine and/or imprisonment 
of one year for violation of regulations promulgated 
hereunder, 


S. 866, Mr. Bible (by request); February 2, 1959 
(District of Columbia). 


Prohibits any department, board, office, or 
agency of the District of Columbia to include any 
illustration in any annual report unless such 
illustration be authorized under order or regulation 
approved by the Commissioners of the District of 
Columbia. 
S. 867, Mr. Bible (by request); February 2, 1959 

(District of Columbia). 


Provides certain changes relative to the re- 
quirements for the issuance of group life insurance 
policies in the District of Columbia [amending 
D. C. C. 35:710).

Establishes in the Treasury of the United 
States a revolving fund known as the Farmers' Home 
Administration Revolving Fund, 

Transfers to this fund certain unexpended 
appropriations, etc,, now held by the Secretary of 
Agriculture under various agricultural aid programs 
in order to improve the budget and accounting pro- 
cedures of the Department of Agriculture.

S. 877. Mr. Case of New Jersey; February 2, 1959 
(Labor and Public Welfare). 


School Construction Act of 1959 - Authorizes 
the Commissioner of Education to purchase obligations 
of local educational agencies during the four fiscal 
years beginning July 1, 1959 to assist such agencies 
in financing the construction of school facilities 
where other financing on reasonable terms is unavail- 
able. Provides conditions to purchase and terms for 
repayment of such obligations but requires the same 
to be repaid within thirty years, Authorizes an 
aggregate of $750,000,000 for the four fiscal years 
for the purchase of such obligations, 

Authorizes the Commissioner of Education to 
enter into agreements on behalf of the United States 
with State school-financing agencies for making 
advances to reserve funds established by such agencies 
to help assure payment of obligations issued to 
finance the construction of school facilities for 
use by local educational agencies. Directs that an 
agreement pursuant thereto shall provide that the 
State school-financing agency shall establish and 
thereafter maintain a basic reserve fund and a sup- 
plemental reserve fund with respect to each issue 
of obligations, Requires the State to deposit in 
such reserve fund before delivery of any obligations 
to the purchasers thereof an amount equal to one- 
half of the maximum annual debt service on such 
obligations, and requires the Federal Government to 
make an advance of an equal amount, Authorizes for 
the fiscal year beginning July 1, 1959 and the next 
three fiscal years, $150,000,000 to provide initial 
payments for basic reserve fund, 

Authorizes $325,000,000 for the fiscal year 
beginning July 1, 1959 and the three succeeding 
fiscal years for making payments to State educational 
agencies, Provides that the funds appropriated pur- 
suant hereto shall be allotted among the State on the 
basis of the income per child of school age, the 
school-age population, and effort for school purposes 
of the respective States, 

Authorizes $20,000,000 for the period-beginning 
July 1, 1959 through July 1, 1962 for grants to the 
States to assist them in meeting their administrative 
expenses in the development and initiation of State 
programs designed to increase public-school construc- 
tion and promote efficiency in such construction, 
Sets the minimum allotment to any State at $25,000. 
Directs that the Commissioner shall pay to each State 
SO percent of the State's administrative expenses in 
the development of any State program for increasing 
construction of school facilities or promoting great- 
er efficiency in planning or financing the construc- 
tion of such facilities or in the initiation of such 
facilities, 

Defines terms used in the Act, provides for 
judicial review, and establishes various general 
administrative requirements. Prohibits Federal 
interference with regard to personnel, curriculum, 
and programs of instruction of our public schools, 
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S, 878, Mr. Case of New Jersey; February 2, 1959 


(Labor and Public Welfare). 


Authorizes the appropriation of $2,500,000 to 
assist the States to inventory existing college 
facilities and to develop State plans for college 
expansion programs. 

S. 879, Mr. Case of New Jersey; February 2, 1959 
(Labor and Public Welfare), 


Emergency Public Commumity College Construction 
Act of 1959 - Provides for a 5-year emergency pro- 
gram of financial assistance to the States in con- 
structing public community college facilities in 
such locations as will make such facilities accessi- 
ble to the homes of as many individuals as possible. 

Authorizes $50,000,000 for each of the 5 succes- 
sive fiscal years for the purpose of the act. 

Sets forth the method whereby sums will be 
appropriated to the states and lists the eligibility 
requirements for the State plans. 

Permits a State, dissatisfied with action taken 
on a submitted plan, to appeal to the United States 
court of appeals. Establishes the procedure to be 
followed in the event such an appeal is made, 


S. 880, Mr. Talmadge; February 2, 1959 (Judiciary). 


Requires all future appointees to the United 
States Supreme Court to have at least five years 
judicial experience in a lower Federal Court or in 
the highest court of a State [amending U. S. C. 28:1). 
S. 881, Mr. Morse; February 2, 1959 (Finance). 

Amends the Social Security Act and the Internal 
Revenue Code of 1954, to extend the insurance program 
established under the Old Age and Survivors Insurance 
Program so as to include insurance against the costs 
of hospital, nursing home, and surgical service. 

Provides that the cost of hospitalization or 
nursing home services furnished an individual shall 
be paid from the Federal Old-Age and Survivors In- 
surance Trust Fund, Limits payments to only those 
services obtained in the United States. 

Makes persons, eligible to receive benefits 
under the Old-Age and Survivors Insurance Program 
eligible to receive hospital, nursing and surgical 
benefits. Permits applications for benefits to be 
filed by any relative or other person, including the 
hospital, physician, or nursing home furnishing the 
individual services and after such individual's death, 
his estate, 

Payments may be made for (1) hospital services 
furnished an individual during his first 60 days of 
hospitalization in a 12-month period and during his 
first 60 days of hospitalization in each succeeding 
12 month period; and (2) nursing home services not 
to exceed 120 days in a 12-month period, less the 
number of days of hospital services - provided the 
individual is transferred to a nursing home from the 
hospital last attended, and if the services are for 
an illness or condition associated with that for which 
he received hospital services, 

Permits individuals to make their own selection 
of hospitals and nursing homes from among those 
which enter into agreements hereunder and also to 
select a surgeon of their own choice, provided the 
surgeon is certified by the American Board of Surgery 
or is a member of the American College of Surgeons, 
with certain exceptions, 
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Provides that any institution shall be eligible 
to enter into an agreement for payment from the 
Federal Old-Age and Survivors Insurance Trust Fund 
if it is licensed as a hospital or nursing home 
pursuant to the law of the State in which it is 
located, Sets forth the terms of the agreements, 

Provides that information concerning an indi- 
vidual, obtained from him or from any physician, 
dentist, nurse, hospital, nursing home, or other 
person pursuant to or as a result of the administra- 
tion of this section, shall be held confidential and 
shall not be disclosed or be open to public inspec- 
tion in any manner, Sets penalties for violation of 
this provision at a fine of $1,000 and/or 1 year 
imprisonment, 

Makes inapplicable the provisions of this Act 
where services have been obtained as a result of 
injury, disease, or disability covered by the medi- 
cal and hospital services provisions of a workmen's 
compensation law, 

Permits the Secretary to utilize the services 
of private non-profit organizations exempt from 
Federal income taxation which represent qualified 
providers of hospital, nursing home, or surgical 
services, or operate voluntary insurance plans under 
which agreements, similar to those provided for 
hereunder are made with hospitals, nursing homes, 
and physicians for defraying the cost of services. 

Makes certain provisions relative to certifying 
and disbursing officers, 

Changes the Internal Revenue Code of 1954, 
relating to the rate of tax on self-employment income 
by increasing the rate of tax as follows: (1) 
December 21, 1959 and before January 1, 1963 - 

4 7/8 percent; (2) December 31, 1962 and before 
January 1, 1966 - 5 5/8 percent; (3) December 31, 1965 
and before January 1, 1969 - 6 3/8 percent; (4) 
taxable years beginning after December 31, 1968 - 

7 1/8 percent. 

Increases the rate of contribution under the 
Federal Insurance Contributions Act for both employees 
and employers as follows: (1) 1960 - 1962 - 3 1/4 
percent; (2) 1963 - 1965 - 3 3/4 percent; (3) 1966 - 
1968 - 4 1/4 percent; (4) after 1968 - 4 3/4 percent. 


S, 883, Mr. Langer; February 2, 1959 (Judiciary). 


Confers jurisdiction upon the Court of Claims 
to render judgment upon the claims of present or 
former Customs officers and employees for extra com- 
pensation for Sunday, holiday, and overtime services 
performed since August 31, 1931, notwithstanding any 
statute of limitations, 


S. 884, Mr. Bridges; February 2, 1959 (Armed 
Services). 


Authorizes the Secretary of Defense to loan 
certain military equipment and furnish transportation 
in connection with the Boy Scouts of America partici- 
pation at the World Jamboree of Boy Scouts to be held 
in the Philippines in 1959, 


S. 885, Mr. Bridges; February 2, 1959 (Armed 
Services). 


Authorizes the Secretary of Defense to loan cer- 
tain military equipment and provide certain services 
to the Boy Scouts of America for use at the Sth 
National Jamboree. 
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Ss, 866, Mr. Kefauver; February 3, 1959 (Judiciary). 


Makes the antitrust laws applicable to organized 
professional baseball. 

Exempts such aspects of the organized sports of 
baseball, football, basketball and hockey as (1) 
control of employment; (2) selection and eligibility 
of players; and (3) the reservation, selection and 
assignment of player contracts. 

Limits these exemptions to the control of not 
more than 80 players by any one club at any given 
time, thereby affording certain relief to minor 
leagues. 

Requires a player to give his written consent 
before being subjected to the terms of the system of 
player control adopted by the sport organizations. 

Permits the organized professional sports of 
baseball and football to regulate the right to oper- 
ate within specific geographic areas, provided any 
area designated is not to exceed a radius of more 
than 35 miles from the location of the ball park or 
field, Makes this provision inapplicable to cities 
of more than 2 million people. 

Exempts regulation of the broadcast and telecast 
of sports contest from the antitrust laws, provided 
that any agreements, rules or conduct with respect to 
such broadcasts and telecasts must be found by the 
Federal Communications Commission to be reasonably 
necessary. 

Exempts agreements made and actions taken for 
the preservation of public confidence in the honesty 
of sports contests, 

Provides that the Act shall remain in full force 
and effect for the limited period of 4 years follow- 
ing the date of its final approval. 


S, 889, Mr. Eastland; February 3, 1959 (Agriculture 
and Forestry). 


Amends the Agricultural Adjustment Act of 1938, 
to permit the exchange between farms in the same 
county of cotton acreage allotments for rice acreage 
allotments. 


S. 890. Mr. Eastland; February 3, 1959 (Judiciary). 


Provides for the appointment of additional 
circuit and district court judges. 


S. 891, Mr. Young of North Dakota; February 3, 1959 
(Agriculture and Forestry). 


Provides for wheat marketing quotas without 
acreage allotments under the Agricultural Adjustment 
Act of 1938, Provides that the national marketing 
quota for any crop of wheat shall be that quantity 
which the Secretary of Agriculture determines will, 
together with the estimated carry over at the begin- 
ning of the marketing year for such crop and imports, 
make available a supply for such marketing year equal 
to a normal year's domestic consumption and exports 
plus 30 percent thereof, Provides a minimum national 
marketing quota for wheat for any year at 825,000,000 
bushels, 

Provides for the apportionment of the national 
marketing quota among the several States on the basis 
of the total production of wheat during the ten cal- 
endar years immediately preceding the calendar year 
in which such quota is determined, with adjustments 
for abnormal weather conditions and for trends in

production during such year, Makes a producer sub- 
ject to a penalty on the excess of wheat harvested 
on the farm in the calendar year in which such 
marketing year begins over the farm marketing quota, 
at the rate of 45 percent of the parity price per 
bushel of wheat as of May 1 of such year, 

Requires the Secretary of Agriculture, between 
the date of the issuance of his proclamation of any 
national marketing quota of wheat and July 25, to 
conduct a referendum of farmers who will be subject 
to the quota. If more than one-third of the farmers 
oppose such national marketing quota, the Secretary 
shall suspend the operation of the national market- 
ing quota with respect to wheat, Provides for the 
adjustment and suspension of quotas by the Secretary 
under certain conditions, Prohibits the transfer of 
farm marketing quotas, but, in accordance with 
regulations prescribed by the Secretary of Agricul- 
ture it does provide for the transfer of quota in 
excess of the supply of wheat for such farm for any 
marketing year by allocation to other farms, Makes 
this Act effective beginning with 1958 crop of wheat. 
Repeals Public Law 74, 77th Congress relating to corn 
and wheat marketing quotas. 


S. 892. Mr. Young of North Dakota; February 3, 1959 
(Agriculture and Forestry). 


Proposes to provide an improved farm program 
under the Agricultural Adjustment Act of 1938, by 
regulating all commerce in wheat as follows: 

Requires the Secretary of Agriculture to deter- 
mine and proclaim the deomestic food quota for wheat 
for the marketing year beginning with Huly 1 of each 
calendar year. 

Calls for an apportionment by the Secretary 
among the several States of the domestic food quota 
for wheat, less a reserve of not to exceed 1 percent 
thereof; such apportionment to be based on the total 
production of wheat in each State during the 5 calen- 
dar years immediately preceding the calendar year in 
which the quota is proclaimed, 

Provides that the reserve quota shall be used by 
the Secretary to establish quotas for counties, on 
the basis of the relative needs of counties for 
additional quota because of reclamation, 

Provides that the State domestic food quota for 
wheat, less a reserve of not to exceed 3 percent, 
shall be apportioned by the Secretary among the 
counties in the State on the basis of the total pro- 
duction of wheat in each county during the 5 calendar 
years immediately preceding the calendar year in which 
the quota is proclaimed, 

Further, provides that the county domestic food 
quota for wheat shall be apportioned by the Secretary, 
through the local committees, among the farms within 
the county on which wheat has been seeded for the 
production of wheat during any one or more of 3 calen- 
dar years immediately preceding the calendar year in 
which the marketing year for which the quota is pro- 
claimed begins, on the basis of the normal yield of 
the acreage planted to wheat during such 3-year period, 

Requires the Secretary to prepare marketing 
certificates for issuance in each county; such certif- 
icates to be issued to county cooperators in an amount 
equal to the domestic food quota established for the 
farm, Makes the certificates transferable. 

Requires the Secretary to determine and proclaim 
for each marketing year (1) the @stimated parity price 
and the estimated farm price for wheat, and (2) the 
value of the marketing certificate, 
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Authorizes the Secretary, through the Commod- 
ity Credit Corporation, to buy and sell marketing 
certificates, Permits the Secretary to establish 
and operate a pool or pools for the purpose of 
facilitating the purchase and sale of certificates. 

Places certain marketing restrictions on per- 
sons engaged in the processing of wheat into food 
products such as (1) prohibiting the marketing of 
any wheat product for domestic food consumption or 
export in excess of the marketing certificates 
quantity; and (2) importing into the United States 
food products containing wheat in excess of the 
quantity for which marketing certificates have been 
issued, 

Requires the Secretary, upon the exportation 
from the United States of wheat food products, to 
pay to the exporter an amount equal to the value of 
the certificates for the quantity of wheat exported. 

Permits persons who have given a satisfactory 
bond to the Secretary to secure the purchase of and 
payment for the required marketing certificates to 
market or import wheat without having first acquired 
a marketing certificate. 

Requires the Secretary to ascertain and estab- 
lish conversion factors showing the amount of wheat 
contained in food products processed wholly or partly 
from wheat. 

Sets Civil penalties for violations under this 
Act by requiring a forfeiture to the United States 
of a sum equal to 3 times the market value, at the 
time of the violation, of the product involved, 

Permits the Secretary to make adjustments in 
domestic food quotas upon an investigation and 
determination that an emergency exists which would 
warrant same, 

Requires the maintenance of certain reports and 
records and sets a $2,000 fine as penalty for each 
failure to keep records as required or for making 
any false record. 

In nctional marketing quota referendums, 
requires the Secretary to submit the question whether 
farmers favor a marketing certificate program under 
the provisions of this Act or under the marketing 
quotas set under Subtitle B of the Agricultural 
Adjustment Act, 

Provides for the establishment of price support 
for the wheat marketing certificate program set 
forth in this Act. 


S. 893. Mr. Proxmire; February 3, 1959 (Finance), 


Limits the percentage depletion of ores and 
minerals permitted under the Internal Revenue Code 
of 1954, to the income received from the extraction 
of such ores and minerals, [amending U. S. C. 26: 
613(a)]. 


S. 694, Mr. Wiley; February 3, 1959 (Interior and 
Insular Affairs), 


Authorizes the establishment of the Ice Age 
National Park in the State of Wisconsin, 


S. 895, Mr. Wiley (by request); February 3, 1959 
(Judiciary). 


Provides for the representation of indigent 
defendants in criminal cases in Federal district 
courts by a public defender, Provides that each 
district court may appoint a public defender, and 
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in any district where the terms of court are held in 
two or more places, the court may appoint a public 
defender at each such place, 

Authorizes the appointment of clerks. Provides 
that the public defenders may be full-time or part- 
time officers, Each public defender and assistant 
public defender shall be paid a salary based upon 
the service to be performed but not to exceed 
$10,000 annually. In districts without a public 
defender, the counsel appointed shall receive compen- 
sation not in excess of $35 per day. Provides that 
the public defender or counsel appointed in the 
district court shall represent the indigent defendant 
on appeal [amending U. S. C. 18:3006]. 


S, 898, Messrs, Saltonstall and Capehart; 
February 3, 1959 (Armed Services). 


Inventive Contributions Act of 1958 - Authorizes 
the Secretary of Defense to make monetary awards to 
persons who, after May 1, 1958, have communicated, 
directly or indirectly in confidence or otherwise, 
new inventive contributions which have been used 
by any defense agency. 


S. 899, Mr. McClellen; February 3, 1959 
(Government Operations). 


Provides for the discontinuance of certain 
reports presently required by law to be submitted to 
Congress by the Executive Department and various 
independent establishments. 


S. 900. Mr. McClellan (by request); February 3, 1959 
(Government Operations). 


Extends the authority of the Administrator of 
General Services, under the Federal Property and 
Administrative Services Act of 1949, to pay direct 
expenses in connection with the utilization of excess 
property. 


S. 901. Mr. McClellan (by request); February 3, 1959 
(Government Operations), 


Authorizes the Administrator of General Services 
to make contracts for cleaning and custodial services 
for periods not exceeding five years [amending U,. S. 
C. 40:490(a) ]. 


S. 902. Mr. McClellan (by request); February 3, 1959 
(Government Operations), 


Provides for the receipt and disbursement of 
funds, and for continuation of accounts when there 
is a vacancy in the office of the disbursing officer 
for the Government Printing Office. 


S. 903. Mr. Anderson; February 3, 1959 (Interior 
and Insular Affairs). 


Describes the area of land in Carson National 
Forest segregated for the benefit of the tribe of 
Indians known as the Pueblo de Taos of New Mexico, 


S. 904, Mr. Engle; February 3, 1959 (Judiciary). 
Provides for the assessment of costs against the 


United States in the case entitled "United States 
against Fallbrook Public Utility District". 
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s, 905. Messrs, Engle and Kuchel; February 3, 1959 
(Agriculture and Forestry). 


Directs the Secretary of Agriculture to estab- 
lish, equip, and maintain four regional research 
laboratories for conducting research into problems 
relating to soil and water management and conserva- 
tion, 

Authorizes the Secretary to accept in the name 
of the United States donations of any property to 
any laboratory established pursuant to this Act. 

Directs the Secretary to cooperate with other 
departments and agencies of the Federal Government 
or any State or private agency or individual on 
such terms as he may prescribe, 

Limits the initial appropriation for any one 
laboratory to $4,000,000. 


S. 906, Mr. Yarborough; February 3, 1959 
(Labor and Public Welfare). 


Clarifies the meaning of "change of program of 
education or training" as used in Chapter 33 of the 
Veterans' Benefit laws pertaining to educational 
benefits for Korean veterans amending U, S. C. 

38: 1622]. 


S, 907, Mr. Langer; February 3, 1959 (Finance). 


Provides for pensions of $125 per month to 
veterans of World War I who are 60 years of age. 


S, 908, Mr. Langer; February 3, 1959 (Finance). 
Prohibits the denial of a deduction as a 

business expense under the Internal Revenue Code 

for compensation which is reasonable and is paid 

to a dependent of the taxpayer for personal services 

actually rendered in the taxpayer's trade or business 

[amending U. S. C, 26:162], 


S. 909, Mr. Johnston of South Carolina; February 3, 
1959 (Post Office and Civil Service). 


Provides that whenever a holiday falls on a 
Saturday, Federal offices and establishments shall 
be closed to public business on the preceding 
Friday, and for pay purposes such Friday shall be 
considered to be a holiday in lieu of the correspond- 
ing calendar holiday. 
S. 910. Mr. Humphrey and others; February 3, 1959 
(Government Operations). 


Payments to Local Governments Act of 1959 - 
Establishes the Federal Board for Payments to local 
Governments, which shall be composed of five members 
appointed by the President, by and with the advice 
and consent of the Senate. Gives the Board the 
duties of prescribing uniform rules, regulations and 
forms for the (1) filing by tax authorities of 
applications for payments to local divisions in 
which Federal lands are situated by the Federal 
Government; (2) examination of such applications 
and the conduct of hearings thereon; and (3) deter- 
mination of action to be taken upon such applications, 
Requires the Board to examine the applications and 
to prepare and publish its report setting forth its 
findings of fact and its conclusions as to the 
merits of such applications, Requires reports to

(Armed Services). 


Authorizes an individual, 65 years of age, who 
served not less than 20 years on active duty in the 
armed services and who was placed on an armed 
service retired list prior to January 1, 1957, to 
be paid reduced pension or compensation under laws 
administered by the Veterans‘ Administration, 

S. 912. Mr, Mundt and Mr. Young of North Dakota; 
February 4, 1959 (Agriculture and Forestry). 


Makes it unlawful for any person to sell motor 
fuel in interstate commerce unless at least two 
percent thereof, by volume, is alcohol manufactured 
from agricultural products, Requires that after 
two years after the enactment date the alcohol 
percentage be 5 percent, Provides for penslties 
for the violation of this Act, Gives the President 
authority to exempt the provisions of this Act when

institution under the Housing Act of 1950, to make 
any educational institution which offers at least a 
2-year program acceptable for full credit toward a 
baccalaureate degree or is supervised by and under 
the jurisdiction of a State board of higher educa- 
tion, including any public educational institution, 
or any private educational institution no part of 
the net earnings of which inures to the benefit of 
any private shareholder or individual, 

S. 915, Mr, Langer; February 4, 1959 (Finance). 

Changes the provisions of the Old Age and 
Survivors' Insurance Program, of the Social Security 
Act, to permit the payment of benefits to illegiti- 
mate children of male individuals, who are covered 
by the insurance system, provided (1) satisfactory 
evidence can be presented that the insured male is 
the father of the child; and (2) the child is living 
with or receiving at least one-half of his support 
from his natural father, 
S. 916, Mr. Langer; February 4, 1959 (Finance). 

Permits a child to receive benefits under the 
Social Security Act on the basis of wages and self- 
employment income of an individual who stood in loco 
parentis with respect to such child for at least 5 
= preceding the death of the insured individual 
amending U. S. C. 42:416], 
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S. 918, Messrs, Jackson and Magnuson; February 4, 


1959 (Public Works). 


Provides that agencies leasing lands in reser- 
voir areas for conservation or other park or recre- 
ational uses may remove natural resources thereon 
as may be necessary to further such beneficial uses 
[amending U, S. C. 16:460d]. 


S. 921. Mr. Green; February 4, 1959 (Post Office 
and Civil Service). 


Increases to 2% per centum (now 2 per centum) the 
multiplication factor to be used in computing an- 
nuities for certain Federal employees engaged in 
hazardous duties [amending U. S. C. 5:2259(e)]. 


S. 922, Mr. Yarborough; February 4, 1959 (Foreign 
Relations), 


Authorizes El Paso County, Texas, to construct, 
maintain, and operate a toll bridge across the Rio 
Grande River at or near the city of El Paso, Texas. 


S. 924, Messrs, Scott, Clark, and Case of New Jersey; 
February 4, 1959 (Interstate and Foreign 
Commerce) . 


Establishes for education purposes a certain 
priority in the award of very high frequency tele- 
vision channels [amending U. S, C, 47:307]. 


S, 925. Mr. Keating; February 4, 1959 (Judiciary). 


Provides that any alien who is the brother, 
sister, son or daughter of a citizen of the United 
States who is eligible for a quota immigrant status 
under the provisions of the Immigration and Nation- 
ality Act on the basis of a petition approved by the 
Attorney General prior to July 1, 1958, shall be

Humanitarian and Old-Age Rights Act - Under 
the requirements to be met by the States in receiv- 
ing federal aid for Social Security to be used for 
old-age assistance, aid to dependent children, aid 
to the blind, and aid to the permanently and totally 
disabled makes the following changes: (1) provides 
that the programs shall be in effect in all politi- 
cal subdivisions of the State but eliminates the 
mandatory provision if administered by the subdi- 
visions; (2) eliminates the alternative provisions 
regarding the establishment or designation of a 
single State agency to supervise the administration 
of the plans; (3) in considering other income and

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S. 985. Messrs, Javits and Dirksen; February 6, 1999 
(District of Columbia). 


Makes Abraham Lincoln's birthday a holiday in

S. 986, Messrs. Javits and Dirksen; February 6, 1959 
Provides that the 12th day of February in each 
year be a legal holiday to be known as Lincoln's Day, 


S. 987. Mr. Morse (by request); February 6, 1959 
(Labor and Public Welfare). 


Increases pensions under the Railroad Retire- 
ment Act of 1937. 

Increases tax payments on the income of rail- 
road employees and employee representatives. 

Railroad Sickness Benefit Act - Mends the 
Internal Revenue Code of 1954, by adding provisions 
imposing a tax on the income of railroad employees, 
equal to % percent of so much of the compensation 
paid to such employee after June 30, 1959, for 
services rendered by him after such date as is not 
in excess of $350, for any calendar month. Requires 
the employer to deduct and collect the amount of 
this tax from the employee's compensation, 

Makes certain technical amendments in the 
Internal Revenue Code of 1954, corresponding with 
the Railroad Sickness Benefit Tax Act. 

Clarifies the meaning of the terms (1) benefit 
year; (2) base year; (3) qualified employee as used 
in the Railroad Unemployment Insurance Act.

National Milk Sanitation Act - Provides that

Sanitation Code which shall set forth milk and milk 
product sanitation standards and sanitary practices. 

Provides methods of administration through 
State plans, development of standard methods of 
inspection and the like by the Surgeon General of 
the United States, and permits local and State 
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health authorities to exercise the same authority 
over sanitation of United States Code milk after 
it arrives in the market as it exercises over intra- 
state milk, 

Provides administrative and enforcement pro- 
visions; permits research in health problems by 
the Surgeon General; sets forth the manner of list- 
ing plants which meet the requirements of the United 
States Code; provides the manner in which plants may 
be removed from the approved shipping list published 
by the Surgeon General. 


S. 989, Mr. Butler; February 6, 1959 
(Armed Services). 


Requires the expenditure of 75 percent of 
funds expended for the conversion, alteration and 
repair of naval vessels to be expended with private 
ship yards, 

Establishes a temporary National Commission on 
Shipping to be composed of 9 members, appointed by 
the President, whose duty it shall be to study and 
investigate the effect on the private shipbuilding 
and repair industry of the construction and repair 
of naval vessels in Government shipyards.

Requires under the Interstate Commerce Act that 
track motorcars be operated subject to adequate 
rules and regulations for directing and controlling 
their movement in order to avoid accidents, Requires 
railroads operating track motorcars and other self- 
propelled equipment to file rules and regulations 
with the Interstate Commerce Commission within 
ninety days after approval of the Act. Subjects 
such rules filed by the carriers to Interstate 
Commerce Commission approval and to such modifica- 
tions as the Commission may require in the interests 
of safety, 

Provides that any officer, carrier, or agent 
violating the provisions of this Act be made liable 
to a penalty of $500 for each violation,

Promotes the safety of employees and travelers 
upon common rail carriers engaged in interstate 
commerce by amending the Interstate Commerce Act 
require such carriers to maintain trackage in safe 
and suitable condition, 

Requires railroads to file rules, standards, 
and instructions for inspection, maintenance and 
repair of trackage with the Commission and after 
approval or modification by the Commission, provides 
such rules, standards, and instructions are to 
become obligatory upon the carrier. 

Authorizes the Commission to make inspections 
and tests to determine the safe condition of track- 
age, and upon finding alterations or repairs neces- 
sary to order the railroad to make the needed re- 
pairs, etc.

Franchised Dealer Act - Declares it to be the

Where manufacturers and dealers are engaged in 
interstate commerce, makes lawful terms or conditions 
of franchise agreements providing that in the event 
the dealer sells any complex mechanical product to 
a customer residing outside his particular franchise 
area, this infringing dealer shall pay to the dealers 
whose area of responsibility has been invaded or to 
the manufacturer, amounts as stipulated in the con- 
tract or condition of sale, 

Permits a manufacturer to exempt, under the 
terms of the franchise agreement, certain categories 
of purchases or types of retail sales which shall 
be exempt from the territory security provision of 
this Act, 

Permits a manufacturer to establish or provide 
methods or procedures sufficient in its opinion for 
insuring that infringement payments are made prompt- 
ly and for the determination of any dispute between 
dealers as to where a sale is made, where a purchaser 
resides or is located, or any other issue arising 
between or among them relating to territory security 
under this Act. 

Makes it lawful for a manufacturer to terminate 
the franchise of any dealer who does not fulfill the 
obligation to make payment for infringing the area 
of responsibility of other dealers.

former convicts ineligible to vote in their State 
of residence; (4) filing with the union secretary 
of such petition during a certain period; (5) 
certification of names of nominees to all members;

pute. Sets forth membership of election committee 
for a strike ballot, and its duties in such election.

documentary material demanded; (3) prescribe a 
return date; and identify the antitrust investigator 
to whom such material is to be made available, 
Gives the United States district courts jurisdiction 
to hear petitions filed under this Act.

School Construction Assistance Act of 1959 - 
Authorizes a five-year program of assistance to 
needy school districts in meeting debt service on 
bonds or other obligations issued to finance con- 
struction of urgently needed elementary or secondary 
public school facilities. Provides this assistance 
in the form of .Federal advances to pay one-half the 
annual debt service on such bonds, with the State's 
advancing the other half, 

Prohibits Federal interference in the adminis- 
tration of the Act, with the personnel, curriculum, 
or program of any school, 

Limits the total allocation among the States to 
$600,000,000 a year. Allocates the assistance to 
the States on the basis of the following factors: 

(1) relative State income per child of school age; 
(2) relative number of public school children; and 
(3) relative State effort for school purposes. 
Requires the allocations to be promulgated as soon 
as possible after this enactment and again in the 
third calendar quarter of 1961, Provides special 
provisions for Alaska prior to the time satisfactory 
per capita income data are available for it. 

For participation, requires a State to submit 
a plan which provides for administration of the 
program by the State educational agency. Requires 
the plan to provide for limiting the Federal advances 
to local agencies which undertake to exert a reason- 
able tax effort in financing their school construc- 
tion needs, and which would then be unable to finance 
the buildings they need, Federal advances must also 
be limited to bonds issued to finance the construc- 
tion of urgently needed schools. 

Requires the plan to set forth standards and 
procedures for determining a reasonable tax effort 
for each applicant local educational agency, Such 
plans would provide for the establishment of State 
Standards for planning and construction of school 
facilities, for affording an opportunity for a 
hearing to unsuccessful project applicants, and for 
the making of the reports to the Commissioner of 
Education which he needs to administer the Act. 

Requires the Federal obligations in such pro- 
gram to mature in 20 to 30 years with the first 
payment due before the end of the third year after 
issuance,

The loans in respect to Federal commitments 
must be repayable in not less than 20 or more than 
SO years, Sets a ceiling of $500 million on the 
aggregate Federal payments which may be made with a 
ceiling of $5 million to any one institution, 

Limits federal assistance to construction which 
will substantially increase the student enrollment 
capacity of the institution and limits Federal pay- 
ments to institutions which certify that they do not 
have cash or other resources which they could use to 
finance all or any portion of the construction in 
lieu of borrowing on a long-term, level debt service, 

Requires labor standards on such projects to 
payment of prevailing wages and overtime pay for work 
in excess of 40 hours per week or 8 hours per day, 
Authorizes necessary appropriations,

Extends the coverage of the Fair Labor 
Standards Act to: (1) any enterprise where the em- 
ployer has one or more retail establishments if the 
annual gross sales are not less than $500,000; 

(2) any enterprise where the employer has one or 
more establishments engaged in laundering, etc.,if 
the annual gross sales are not less than $250,000; 
(3) any enterprise where the employer is engaged in 
operating a transit system; (4) any enterprise where 
employer is in the taxi business if annual gross 
business is not less than $500,000; (5) any enter-

within the United States as rapidly and completely 
as possible having regard for the availability of 
the professional and technical personnel and the 
hospitals and other facilities needed to provide 
such services, 

Permits eligible individuals to freely select 
the physician, dentist, nurse, medical group, 
hospital, or other person of his choice to render 
such services, and at any time to change such selec- 
tion. Makes eligible for such benefits, every indi- 
vidual throughout any benefit year if (1) he has 
received (a) not less than $150 in wages during the 
first four months of the last six calendar quarters 
or (b) not less than $50 in wages in each of the 
last fourteen calendar quarters preceding the begin- 
ning of the benefit year; (2) he is entitled, for the 
first month in the benefit year, to a benefit under 
the old-age and survivors' insurance provisions of 
the Social Security Act; (3) he is on the first day 
of the benefit year a dependent of an individual who 
is eligible for such benefits. 

Also provides benefits for noninsured needy and 
other individuals, not otherwise eligible therefor, 
for any period for which equitable reimbursements to 
the account on behalf of such needy or other individ- 
uals, are made by public agencies of the United 
States, the several States, etc. Makes Federal 
grants to the States under Titles I, IV, X, and XIV 
of the Social Security Act available to the States 
for the provisions of personal-health services for 
noninsured needy individuals, Permits any individual 
who is a physician or a dentist legally authorized in 
a State to render services provided for under the Act. 
Requires participating nurses and hospitals under the 
program to meet State standards and to be qualified 
under the State laws, Permits such qualified indi- 
viduals, etc., to perform such services to enter into 
agreements with State agencies for participation in 
such program, 
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Makes it the policy of the program to utilize 
individuals or organizations qualified to render 
such services including (1) any organized group of 
individuals; (2) any partnership, association or 
consumer cooperative; (3) any hospital or any hos- 
pital and its staff; or (4) any organization operat- 
ing a voluntary health-service insurance plan or 
other voluntary health-insurance plan. Authorizes 
the State agency to enter into agreement with such 
organizations, Requires each agreement to specify 
the class or classes of services to be provided, 
Provides that methods of payments for services be 
(1) on the basis of fees for services rendered as 
benefits, according to a fee schedule; (2) on a per 
capita basis, the amount being according to the num- 
ber of individuals eligible for benefits who are on 
the practitioner's list; (3) on a salary basis, 
whole time, or part time; (4) or on such combinations 
or modifications of these bases, as may be approved 
by the State agency, Provides that rates or amounts 
of payment for particular services or classes of 
services furnished as benefits shall be adopted to 
take into account relevant regional, State, or local 
conditions and practices, 

Permits any person who enters into an agreement 
to terminate such agreement after reasonable notice 
and suitable arrangements are made to fulfill profes- 
sional obligations to eligible individuals. Requires 
local administrations to be decentralized as fully as 
possible to local administrative committees or local 
officers acting with the advice and assistance of 
local area committees. Provides for the publishing 
of all professional persons who have agreed to par- 
ticipate in the program, Requires a local area 
committee to be established in each health-service 
area, to consist of not less than eight and not more 
than sixteen members. Also requires the establish- 
ment of local committees representative of the per- 
sons furnishing personal health service so as to 
assist the local administrative committees. 

Requires each health-service area to (1) insure 
the prompt and efficient care of individuals entitled 
to personal health service as benefits; (2) promote 
personal relationships between physician and patients; 
(3) promote coordination among and between the par- 
ticipating professional staff; (4) aid in the pre- 
vention of disease. disability, and premature death; 
(5) encourage improvement in the number and distri- 
bution of professional personnel facilities; and 
(6) insure the provision of adequate service with the 
greatest economy consistent with high standards of 
quality. Makes it the intent of the Congress that 
benefits provided under this Act be administered 
wherever possible by the several States, in accord- 
ance with plans of operations submitted and approved 
as provided in this Act and in each State insofar as 
feasible by the same State agency which administers, 
or supervises the administration of, the State's 
general public health and maternal and child health 
programs. 

Permits the State to assume the responsibility 
of health-service benefits for the period beginning 
July 1, 1961, or for the period beginning July l, 
of any succeeding year, Establishes in the Depart- 
ment of Health, Education, and Welfare a National 
Health Board to perform necessary functions to carry 
out the provisions of this Act. Also establishes a 
National Advisory Council to advise the Board with 
reference to matters of general policy and adminis- 
tration of the provisions of this Act. Prohibits 
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the disclosure of infcrmation concerning an individ- 
ual under the Act. Provides for eligibility deter- 
minations, complaints, and hearings by the Secretary 
of the Department and for judicial reviews by the 
Courts.

Directs the Administrator of General Services

Authorizes the Secretary of the Interior to 
provide for an adequate basis for the administration 
of the Lake Mead National Recreation Area in Arizona 
and Nevada, 


S, 1061. Mr. Clark; February 16, 1959 (Rules and 
Administration). 


Eliminates the requirement that the Civil 
Service Commission impose a minimum penalty of 90 
days suspension and loss of one quarter of a years 
salary for any violation of the Hatch Political 
Activities Act, regardless of whether it is of a 
minor or inadvertent nature [amending U. S, C. 5: 
118i (b) J. 


S. 1062, Messrs. Robertson, Fulbright, and Capehart; 
February 16, 1959 (Banking and Currency). 


Requires insured banks acquiring assets in the 
form of consolidations, mergers, or the absorption 
of banks by the purchase of assets and the concurrent 
assumption of deposit liabilities to receive the 
prior written consent of: (1) the Comptroller of 
the Currency, if the continuing or absorbing bank 
is a national bank; (2) the Board of Governors of 
the Federal Reserve System, if the continuing or 
absorbing bank is a State bank member of the Federal 
Reserve System (such approval to be necessary even 
though the transaction does not involve a reduction 
in the aggregate capital or surplus of the affected 
banks); and (3) the Federal Deposit Insurance Corpo- 
ration, if the continuing or absorbing bank is a 
State bank that is not a member of the Federal Re- 
serve System but is insured by the Federal Deposit 
Insurance Corporation (such approval to be necessary 
even though the transaction does not involve a re- 
duction in the aggregate capital and surplus of the 
affected banks), 


S. 1063, Mr. Dirksen; February 16, 1959 (Judiciary). 


Amends the Act providing for the registration 
and protection of trademarks used in commerce, to 
carry out the provisions of international conventions, 
etc., by providing that any person paying the pre- 
scribed fee may file with the Commissioner a declara- 
tion expressing his intent to use in commerce a par- 
ticular mark, 
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Requires declaration to contain a drawing of 
the mark and a specification of the goods in connec- 
tion with which it is intended that such mark be used, 

Directs the Commissioner, unless there is a 
registration or pending application for registration 
of the same mark, to publish in the official Gazette 
(1) the mark; (2) the specified goods or services; 
(3) the name and address of the declarant, 

Provides that during the 6 months period imme- 
diately following the date the Commissioner has 
published a mark pursuant to the foregoing, no appli- 
cation for the registration of such mark under the 
preceding provisions of this section on the part of 
any person, other than the person whose mark was 
published shall be acted upon by the Commissioner. 

Permits more than one person to file a declara- 
tion with respect to a certain mark but prohibits 
the second and each succeeding publication of such 
mark from taking place until 6 months after the date 
of the last preceding publication of such mark, 

Sets the filing fee at $15 [amending 60 Stat. 
427). 


S. 1064, Mr. Dirksen; February 16, 1959 
(Banking and Currency). 


Area Assistance Act of 1959 - Authorizes a loan 
program on a second mortgage basis to help finance 
development of lands and facilities for industrial 
usage, the construction of new factory buildings, or 
the alteration, conversion, or enlargement of exist- 
ing buildings for industrial use, Provides for the 
loan program to have up to $50,000,000 outstanding 
at any one time, 

Authorizes grants in the amount of $1,500,000 
annually for technical assistance including studies 
to evaluate the needs and to develop potentialities 
of areas of substantial and persistent unemployment, 
Makes an equal amount available to assist efforts to 
decrease the economic vulnerability of towns predom- 
inatly dependent on one industry, small towns which 
could serve as centers for economic diversification 
of rural areas of underemployment, and rural low- 
income areas, 

The technical assistance on the use of the 
labor force in areas designated under the bill would 
be provided by the Secretary of Labor, and provides 
that the Secretary of Health, Education and Welfare 
assist in the vocational training or retraining of 
such labor force, 

Provides areas of chronic labor surplus certain 
benefits under existing housing programs including 
priorities for loans for public facilities and other 
special considerations for industrial developments. 

Focuses under the guidance of the Secretary of 
Commerce the total coordinated capabilities of all 
Federal agencies which can make contributions to full 
use of resources of these areas. Limits the Federal 
participation to 35 percent of project cost. 


S. 1065, Mr. Dirksen (by request); February 16, 1959 
(Judiciary). 


Incorporates the Merchant Marine and Maritime 
Service Veterans Association. 


S. 1066, Messrs, Gore and Kefauver; February 16, 
1959 (Interior and Insular Affairs). 


Revises the boundaries of Fort Donelson National 
Military Park and changes its name to Fort Donelson 
National Battlefield. 


S. 1079 


S. 1067. Mr. Langer and others; February 16, 1959 
(Interior and Insular Affairs). 


Directs the Director of the Office of Defense 
Mobilization to conduct a particular survey of 
national significance in the defense and economy of 
our country to determine ways and means of affirma- 
tivety encouraging the production of concentrated 
iron ore for steel and its related products from 
the sources of ore and fuel contiguous to the Great 
Lakes areas, 


S. 1070. Messrs, Ervin and Butler; February 16, 1959 
(Judiciary). 


Recodifies and modifies chapter 19 of Title 5 
of the United States Code and designates Sections 
1001 to 1011 as the "Code of Federal Administrative 
Procedure", Eliminates all exemptions (in effect 
108 days after enactment) to the Administrative 
Procedure Act of 1946 [amending U. S, C. 5:ch, 19]. 


S. 1074, Mr. Morse; February 16, 1959 
(District of Columbia). 


Establishes a new formula for computing unem- 
ployment compensation in the District of Columbia as 
follows: 1/23 of the amount of earnings for the 
quarter in the employee's base period in which his 
earnings were the highest or 67 percent of the 
average weekly earnings of all individuals performing 
service which constitutes employment and of all indi- 
viduals performing service which, if such services 
were not performed in the employ of the United 
States or of any wholly owned instrumentality thereof, 
would constitute employment for the latest year for 
which such average weekly earnings have been computed, 

Conditions qualification for such benefits on 
the following that an individual must have been paid 
wages for employment (1) of not less than $130 in 
one quarter in his base period, (2) in not less’ than 
2 quarters in such period, and his total wages earned 
in such period must equal at least 1% times the amount 
of his wages for the quarter in such period in which 
his wages were the highest, ‘ 

Entitles eligible individuals during any benefit 
year to a total amount of benefits equal to 39 times 
his weekly benefit amount. 

Disqualifies individuals who (1) leave work 
without good cause, (2) are discharged for misconduct, 
and (3) fail to apply for or accept new work, for the 
week in which such incident occurred and with respect 
to 6 (now between 4 and 9) weeks immediately there- 
after, Deletes the provision for reduction in such 
person's total benefit amount. 


S. 1075, Messrs, Langer and Young of North Dakota; 
February 17, 1959 (Judiciary). 


Provides for the reimbursement of $5,197.56 in 
full satisfaction of the Meadow School District 
Numbered 29, Upham, North Dakota, for loss of revenue 
resulting from the acquisition of certain lands within 
the School District by the Department of the Interior. 


S. 1079, Messrs, Javits and Kefauver; February 17, 
1959 (Judiciary). 


Provides for the representation of indigent 
defendants in criminal cases in the district courts 
of the United States by a public defender. Provides 
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that each district court may appoint a public defend- 
er and in any district where the terms of court are 
held in two or more places, the court may appoint a 
public defender at each such place, Authorizes the 
appointment of clerks. Provides that the public 
defenders may be full-time or part-time officers. 
Each public defender and assistant public defender 
shall be paid a salary based upon the service to be 
performed but not to exceed $16,000 annually. In 
districts without a public defender, the counsel 
appointed shall receive compensation not in excess 
of $100 per day. Provides that the public defender 
or counsel appointed in the district court shall 
represent the indigent defendant on appeal [amending 
U. S. C. 18:3006]. 


S. 1083, Messrs, Humphrey and Proxmire; February 17, 
1959 (Interstate and Foreign Commerce). 


Declares it to be the purpose of this Act to 
promote the distribution in commerce of merchandise 
which is identified by a trademark, brand, or trade 
name and which is in free and open competition with 
articles of the same general class. 

Changes the provisions of the Federal Trade 
Commission Act dealing with unfair methods of compe- 
tition to permit "proprietors" (i.e. manufacturers 
or distributors of trademark merchandise or persons 
who have been granted specific authority by the man- 
ufacturer to establish minimum resale prices for 
such merchandise) to establish and control, by notice 
to their distributors, stipulated or minimum resale 
prices for trademark merchandise, if such merchandise 
is in commerce or is held for sale after shipment in 
commerce and is in free and open competition with 
merchandise of the same general class produced by 
others, 

Permits these "proprietors" to (1) establish 
schedules of resale prices differentiated with ref- 
erence to any criteria not otherwise unlawful; (2) 
change the schedules periodically by notice to dis- 
tributors having acquired such merchandise with 
notice of any established resale price; (3) establish 
resale prices for wholesale distributors notwith- 
standing existing statutory prohibitions relative to 
price-fixing agreements, even though the merchandise 
is sold to retailers in competition with such whole- 
sale distributors, provided that such sales to re- 
tailers be made at the same prices established for 
wholesale distributors for comparable sales and that 
the proprietor is not a wholesale distributor of 
products other than products which he manufactures. 

Makes it unlawful for distributors having 
notice of applicable stipulated resale prices to sell, 
offer to sell, or advertise merchandise in commerce, 
or for shipment therein, at a different or lower 
price. Permits persons suffering damage by reason 
of violation of this provision to bring suit in any 
State or Federal court without respect to the amount 
in controversy, except that where no injunction lies, 
the Federal court shall not entertain a suit for 
damages hereunder unless the amount in controversy, 
exclusive of interest and costs, exceeds $10,000. 
Further, permits persons reasonably anticipating 
damage to seek injunctive relief in any State or 
Federal court, without respect to the amount in 
controversy. 

Provides that it shall be a defense to an 
alleged violation of the provision prohibiting price 
changing for a defendant to prove that merchandise 
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advertised, offered for sale or sold by him was 
offered at a price different from the stipulated 
resale price schedule because of (1) closing out 
merchandise for the bona fide purpose of discontin- 
uing dealing in same (2) selling damaged merchandise 
(3) court sale of merchandise (4) selling merchandise 
acquired prior to notice of any established resale 
price (5) resale to charitable or religious institu- 
tions or Federal or State governmental instumental- 
ities. 

Declares that nothing contained in the Act 
makes lawful horizontal price-fixing agreements 
between proprietors, manufacturers, producers, whole- 
salers, brokers, factors, retailers, etc, Further, 
prohibits two or more proprietors or two or more 
distributors from jointly establishing resale prices 
for competing merchandise sold under different trade- 
marks or trade names. 


S. 1084, Mr. McNamara; February 17, 1959 (Judiciary), 


Congressional Representation Act of 1959 - Es- 
tablishes a nine-member joint committee on congres- 
sional representation whose duty it shall be, follow- 
ing each biennial election for representatives in 
the Congress, to determine whether any State has 
violated the 14th amendment in denying the right to 
vote to any inhabitant, and to determine, if there 
has been such a denial, the number by which the 
offending State's representatives shall be reduced 
as a result thereof, 

The Committee shall submit to Congress a state- 
ment containing a full and complete report of any 
State's action in abrogating the voting privilege 
and the number, if any, by which such State's repre- 
sentatives shall be reduced, 

Sets up certain procedural rules to be followed 
by both houses of Congress in reviewing the Committee's 
statements and in determining final action in the 
matters, 

Empowers the Committee to hold hearings, investi- 
gations, etc., in carrying out its functions under 
this Act. 


H. R. 1085. Messrs. McNamara and Clark; February 17, 
1959 (Labor and Public Welfare), 


Fair Farm Labor Standards Act of 1959 - Extends 
the protection of the Fair Labor Standards Act to 
agricultural employees on farm enterprises using 
more than 2,244 man days of hired farm labor during 
a calendar year. Provides that the full minimum 
wage level be reached in a series of annual stages of 
7S cents an hour the first year; 85 cents the second 
year, $1 the third and the statutory minimum the 
fourth, 


S. 10866, Messrs. Russell and Saltonstall (by request); 
February 17, 1959 (Armed Services). 


Military Construction Act - Reserve Forces 
Facilities Act of 1959, Authorizes the construction 
of additional military public works that are urgently 
needed by the military departments, including housing 
on military installations, Gives the Secretary cer- 
tain discretion relating to the amounts to be spent 
for projects outside and inside the United States. 





5, 1087. Mr. Humphrey; February 17, 1959 (Labor 


and Public Welfare). 


Student Aid Act of 1959 - Authorizes annual 
appropriations for Federal scholarships beginning 
in fiscal 1960 with $46,000,000 and increasing by 
$46,000,000 each year until in fiscal 1963 the 
guthorization shall be for $184,000,000, whereafter 
it shall remain the same unless the Congress change 
it, Provides that this money shall be used for 
certificates of scholarship awarded to high school 
students in the several States for pursuit of higher 
education, without any discriminations as to sex, 
creed, race, etc. The State quota of these scholar- 
ships shall be determined as follows: One-half of 
the total number of scholarships shall be allotted 
among the States in percentages equal to the percent- 
age the State's high school graduates bears to the 
national total of high school graduates for the 
year; and the remaining one-half shall be allotted 
in the proportion that the State's population between 
19-21 bears to the national total population of that 
age. 

The recipients must (1) (a) have a certificate 
of graduation from a high school of that State or 
(b) if graduated from an out-of-State high school, 
have the course of studies recognized as adequate 
by their own State, (2) not be eligible for veterans 
educational training, (3) apply in accordance with 
State rules and (4) not have had any Federal scholar- 
ship under this or any other act vacated except for 
good cause, 

The State commission shall, in accordance with 
objective tests with other measures prescribed by 
the Commissioner of Education, make its selection 
on basis of intellectual capacity and financial 
need, The scholarship stipend shall be uniform and 
not in excess of $1,500 a year, It shall have a 
duration not in excess of 4 years. The requirements 
for continuance during this time shall be (1) con- 
tinued financial need, (2) full-time attendance, and 
(3) no scholarship aid from other sources, The 
recipient may attend any higher institution within 
or without the United States, 

Each State desiring to participate shall estab- 
lish a commission on Federal scholarships and sub- 
nit it to the Commissioner of Education for approval. 
The payments of scholarships under this Act shall 
be by check payable to the individual recipient 
transmitted through the administration of the insti- 
tution he is attending, 

Administration of this Act shall be under the 
Commissioner of Education who in turn shall be re- 
sponsible to the Federal Security Administrator, 

He shall consult with all agencies of the Federal 
Government with a view to coordinate all Federal 
Scholarships; and shall be assisted by a National 
Council on Student Aid of 12 members with the Com- 
tissioner as Chairman to represent individual, 
organizational and professional interests. 

5, 1088. Mr. Humphrey; February 17, 1959 (Labor 
and Public Welfare). 


School Construction Act of 1959 - Authorizes 
for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1960 and for 
the five succeeding fiscal years, such amounts as 
May be necessary to make payments to State agencies 
for school construction. Allows allotments to 
States in an amount which bears the same ratio to 


the total funds so appropriated as the school-age 
population of each of the States bears to the total 
school-age population of all the States, 

Requires each State desiring such aid to (1) 
designate the State agency to administer such aid; 
(2) show that such agency has the authority to carry 
out the provisions of the Act; (3) set forth a pro- 
gram for expending such funds; (4) set forth prior- 
ity principles for such aid; (5) provide a fiscal 
control and accounting procedure; (6) provide an 
opportunity for a hearing before the agency for 
each local agency requesting such aid; (7) provide 
annual reports to the Commissioner; and (8) provide 
that all laborers employed on such projects be paid 
the same wages as the wages paid for similar construc- 
tion in the locality. 

Sets up procedures for such payments to the 
States and provides for the matching of such funds 
by States and local communities. Provides for judi- 
cial review of the Commissioner's action. Forbids 
any Federal interference over the State school system. 

Provides that all laborers employed on such 
projects authorized by this Act receive at least 
time and a half for all hours worked in any work- 
week above forty hours. 
S. 1089. Mr. Humphrey; February 17, 1959 
(Finance). 


Educational Tax Credit Act of 1959 - Provides 
a thirty percent credit against the Federal income 
tax for payments made by the taxpayer to educational 
institutions during the taxable year for the cost 
of tuition and fees for students above the twelfth 
grade. Limits such credit at $450 per year. 


S. 1090, 


Mr. Humphrey; February 17, 1959 (Labor 
and Public Welfare). 


Delinquent Children's Act of 1959 - Establishes 
a Federal Advisory Council on Juvenile Delinquency 
in the Department of Health, Education, and Welfare 
to provide the Secretary of the Department with 
advice concerning programs for the diminution, con- 
trol and treatment of juvenile delinquency. Provides 
that the Council shall submit an annual report to 
the Secretary, and such additional reports as the 
Council deems necessary dealing with the status of 
the problem of juvenile delinquency, the progress 
made with the problem, together with such recommenda- 
tions as the Council deems appropriate. 

Authorizes the Council to comment upon applica- 
tions for special projects and authorizes the Secre- 
tary to utilize the services of Council members. 

Authorizes the appropriation of the following 
sums to assist in strengthening State and local pro- 
grams for the diminution, control and treatment of 
juvenile delinquency: (1) for fiscal year 1960, $5 
million; (2) fiscal year 1961, $7,500,000; and (3) 
fiscal year 1962, $10 million; and for each of the 
following 4 fiscal years such sums as the Cong-ess 
may determine, 

Permits the sums appropriated to be used to 
make grants to States having approved State plans 
to assist them to establish, strengthen and improve 
programs for the diminution, control and treatment 
of juvenile delinquency by determining the most 
urgent needs of States and localities, developing a 
plan of priorities to meet those needs, for co- 
ordinating the execution of those plans, to provide 
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demonstrations of improved services for the loca- 
tion, treatment and aftercare of delinquent youth, 
and for conducting research and investigations for 
assessing the causes and extent of juvenily delin- 
quency, the effectiveness of existing juvenile 
delinquency programs, and for developing improved 
methods for the diminution, control and treatment 
of juvenile delinquency. 

Provides that allotments to each State are to 
be made on the basis of the ratio its child popula- 
tion bears to the total child population of all the 
States, Permits each State to receive a minimum 
allotment of $50,000. 

Gives the Secretary authority to reallocate, 
from time to time, such part of the initial allot- 
ment to a State as the Secretary determines will not 
be needed by that State. 

Authorizes the appropriation for the fiscal 
year 1960 of the sum of $5 million for the purpose 
of making grants for the training of personnel 
employed or preparing for employment in programs for 
the diminution, control and treatment of juvenile 
delinquency. Provides that such sums appropriated 
are to be available for grants to States and to 
approved non-profit institutions of higher learning 
for paying the cost of training personnel employed 
or preparing for employment in juvenile delinquency 
programs or for developing courses for such training. 

Permits such payments to be made by the Secre- 
tary either in advance or by way of reimbursement. 
Authorizes the Secretary to impose such conditions 
upon payments as the Secretary finds necessary. 

Authorizes the appropriation for the fiscal 
year 1960 of $1 million for grants for demonstrating 
or developing improved techniques and practices for 
the diminution, control and treatment of juvenile 
delinquency. Authorizes for each of the 6 fiscal 
years following, the appropriation of such sums 
as the Congress may determine. 

Provides that the sums appropriated under this 
title are to be available for grants to States and 
to public and private non-profit institutions of 
higher learning or research for special projects 
which hold promise of making a substantial contribu- 
tion to strengthening or improving programs for the 
diminution, control, or treatment of juvenile 
delinquency. 

Permits payments under this title to be made 
by the Secretary either in advance or by way of 
reimbursement. 

Authorizes the Secretary to make and dis- 
seminate the results of studies, investigations, 
demonstrations, and reports promoting the strengthen- 
ing of programs for the diminution, control and 
treatment of juvenile delinquency. Permits the 
Secretary to cooperate with and render technical 
assistance to States with respect to such programs. 

Authorizes the inclusion each fiscal year in 
the appropriation for the Department of Health, 
Education, and Welfare for such sums as are neces- 
sary to administer the act. 

Provides that whenever the Secretary, after 
reasonable notice and opportunity for hearing to 
the State agency, determines that the State plan, 
or a portion of it, has been so changed that it no 
longer complies with requirements or that in the 
administration of the plan, or a portion of it, 
there is a failure to comply substantially with 
such a provision, the Secretary is to notify the 
State agency that no further payments will be made 
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with respect to the entire plan or a portion of it 
until he is satisfied that there will no longer be 
such a failure. 

Provides for an appeal by the State to the 
United States Court of Appeals for the circuit in 
which the State is located from the Secretary's 
decision, 

Requires the Secretary, not later than January l, 
1965, to transmit to the President a report of the 
experience of Federal, State, and local agencies in 
the administration of the act, to be accompanied 
by the Secretary's recommendations, and the recom- 
mendations of the Council, as to the expiration, 
continuance or revision of the act.

Youth Opportunity Act - Sets forth an overall 
program to provide opportunities for the youth of 
the Nation to include: Titles I through III - 
Student Aid Act of 1959 see digest of S. 1087.

S. 1092. Messrs. schoeppel and Carlson; February 17, 
1959 (Interior and Insular Affairs). 


Provides for the construction of the Cheney 
division, Wichita Federal reclamation project, 
Kansas. 


S. 1093. Mr. Kennedy and others; February 17, 1959 
(Labor and Public Welfare). 


Directs to the fullest extent practicable, the 
Secretary of Health, Education, and Welfare to 
consult and advise with representatives of organi- 
zations of the blind in his formation and adminis- 
tration of programs for the blind and to take such 
steps necessary to encourage State agencies to do 
likewise in their formation and administration 
of the programs for the blind to which Federal 
funds are contributed. Prohibits any Federal 
officer or employee concerned with the administra- 
tion of programs for the blind to exert the in- 
fluence of his office against the right of blind 
persons to join organizations of the blind. Re- 
quires the Secretary of the Department of Health, 
Education, and Welfare to adopt regulations, and 
condition grants to State and other programs for 
the blind on terms so that officers and employees 
in those programs to which Federal funds are con- 
tributed will refrain from exerting the influence of 
their office against organizations of the blind. 


S. 1094. Mr. Fullbright (by request); February 17, 
1959 (Foreign Relations). 


Authorizes the United States Governor of the 
International Monetary Fund to request and consent to 
a 50 percent increase ($1,375,000,000) in the United 
States quota of such fund. Authorizes the United

Collegiate Nursing Education Act of 1959 - Author- 
izes a five-year program of grants and scholarships 
for collegiate education in the field of nursing. Pro- 
vides $40,000,000 annually for such grants-in-aid.

Broadens the coverage of the Davis-Bacon Act

Requires the Secretary of Labor 
to predetermine and Government contractors to pay 
the prevailing overtime rate for each construction 
craft on a daily and weekly basis, including prevail- 
ing overtime practice on Saturdays, Sundays and 
holidays. 

Sets a minimum requirement on contractors to 
pay no less than time and one-half for hours worked 
over 8 per day, over 40 hours per week, over 5 
consecutive days and on Saturdays, Sundays and 
holidays. 

Centralizes enforcement of the Act. Creates 
the Construction Appeals Board; thereby granting 
authority to the Secretary of Labor (a) to make 
uniform enforcement procedures for all Federal 
Government contracting agencies (b) investigate 
violations, including issuance of subpoenas; and 
(c) apply violation penalties as well as blacklist. 

Empowers the President to appoint the members 
of the Board, one representative to be from the 
public, one from contractor and one from labor. 

Requires the Board to speedily review and issue 
final decisions on appeal from the (a) Secretary's 
Wage Predeterminations and (b) the Secretary's find- 
ings of violations. 

S. 1120. Messrs. Robertson, Fulbright and Capehart; 
February 19, 1959 (Banking and Currency). 


Permits Federal reserve banks to count all or 
part of their currency and coin as reserves as 
required under that section of the Federal Reserve 
Act dealing with the balance required of member banks

Grants certain additional corporate powers to 
the Sisters of the Visitation, of Georgetown in the 
District of Columbia.

Places certain land on the Wind River Indian 
Reservation in Wyoming in trust for the benefit of 
the Shoshone and Arapahoe Tribes, 

S. 1123. Mr. Humphrey and others; February 19, 1959 
(Interior and Insular Affairs). 


National Wilderness Preservation Act - 
Establishes a National Wilderness Preservation 
System consisting of federally owned or controlled 
areas of land and water which shall serve the 
public purposes of recreational, scientific, scenic, 
educational, conservation, and historical use and 
enjoyment by the people in such manner as will 
leave them unimpaired for future use and enjoyment 
as Wilderness. Includes areas within the national 
forests, parks and monuments in the National Park 
System, wildlife refuges and game ranges, all of 
which are classified as such on June 1, 1958, 
tribal lands, and other appropriate federally owned 
or controlled lands or waters, 

Creates the National Wilderness Preservation 
Council to consist of the Secretary of the Interior, 
the Secretary of Agriculture, the Secretary of the 
Smithsonian Institution and also 3 citizen members 
to be appointed by the President with the advice 
and consent of the Senate, Sets a six-year term 
for citizen council members, compensates them on a 
$50 per diem basis, and requires an annual council 
meeting. 
S. 1124, Mr. Capehart and others; February 19, 1959 
(Agriculture and Forestry), 


Creates in the executive branch of the Govern- 
ment an Industrial Agricultural Products Administra- 
tion to be headed by an Administrator appointed by 
the President by and with the advice and consent of 
the Senate, Vests in the Administration the duties, 
powers, and responsibilities of conducting research 
both scientific and chemical, making field studies, 
etc., to promote the finding, development, and 
commercial use of new, increased, extended, and 
perfected processes, techniques, and programs for 
industrial uses of greater quantities of agricultur- 
al products, 

Authorizes the Administration to (1) utilize 
existing facilities of the United States including 
trained personnel; (2) build, purchase, or lease 
plants; (3) employ such personnel as may be neces- 
sary; and (4) retain on a contract basis individu- 
als, firms, institutions, and organizations, 
Authorizes the Administration to pay incentive 
awards to private citizens for suitable and accept- 
able suggestion to implement the program established 
by this Act, 

Authorizes the appointment of Industry Advisory 
Committees and permits the Administration to make 
grants to accredited schools, colleges, and univer- 
sities for fellowships in research for the purpose 
of this Act. Creates in the Department of Agricul- 
ture an Industrial Agricultural Products Agency 
which is given the duty of making research contracts, 
employment of personnel, construction contracts, 
maintenance of records, etc. Requires the Adminis- 
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trator to make semiannual reports to the Congress on 
such research programs, Authorizes an appropriation 
for the industrial Agricultural Products Agency of 
$100,000,000 for the fiscal year beginning July 1, 
1959 and the same amount annually thereafter to 

carry out the provisions of this Act. Authorizes 
the President of the United States to transfer to 
the Agency $1,000,000 out of unexpended Agricultural 
Department funds to initiate promptly this program 
following the enactment of this Act and during the 
year ending June 30, 1959, 


§, 1125. Mr. Neuberger and others; February 19, 
1959 (Public Works). 


Authorizes the appropriation of $11,000,000 for 
fiscal 1961, and a like sum for each year up to and 
including fiscal 1966, for the construction, recon- 
struction and improvement of the Alaska Highway, 

S. 1126, Mr. Case of South Dakota; 
February 19, 1959 (Public Works). 


Authorizes the Secretary of the Army, with 
respect to bridges over navigable waters of the 
United States, to designate reaches of such waters 
upon which bridges are planned within which the 
approval of location and plans of bridges will not 
be required, Provides that where such approval is 
required the Secretary shall determine general 
standards of navigable clearances in conformity with 
the public interest as herein described [amending 
U.S. C. 33:525].

Prohibits the importation into the United 
States of polluted shellfish, 
5S. 1129. Mr. Keating; February 19, 1959 (Interstate 
and Foreign Commerce). 


Prohibits the use of or the leasing, furnishing, 
or maintaining of any communication facility for the 
transmission of gambling information in interstate 


or foreign commerce. Requires any common carrier 
subject to FCC jurisdiction to discontinue a service 
if written notification by a Federal, State, or local 
law enforcement agency is given that the facility is 
being used for such purpose, Prohibits radio or 
television stations to broadcast any gambling infor- 
mation relating to horse racing before the start on 
the day scheduled or a one hour period immediately 
following it.

subjecting of a person to great bodily harm as a

(Interior and Insular Affairs). 


Provides for transfer of title to irriga- 
tion distribution systems constructed under the 
Federal reclamation laws upon completion of repay- 
ment of the costs thereof. 

S. 1137. Mr. McClellan; February 19, 1959 
(Labor and Public Welfare). 


Labor-Management Basic Rights, Ethical Stand- 
ards, and Disclosure Act of 1959, 

Title I, Rights to be Guaranteed in Charters 
of Labor Organizations - (1) Establishes basic rights 
of individual members of labor organizations by 
requiring their constitution or bylaws to effectively 
guarantee: (a) equal rights of the members; (b) 
freedom of speech; (c) freedom of assembly; (d) 
uniform qualifications of membership; (e) freedom 
from arbitrary financial exactions; (f) protection 
of right of members to institute suits or to initiate 
administrative actions; (g) safeguards against arbi- 
trary disciplinary action; (h) right to inspect 
membership lists, (2) Establishes standards for all 
labor organizations (local and international), by 
requiring their constitutions or bylaws to provide 
for: (a) election of officers by secret ballot 
under supervision designed to insure an honest count 
of the ballots, etc.; (b) recording and disclosure 
of votes of delegates; (c) salaries and expenses of 
officers to be fixed by resolution adopted by gener- 
al vote of members or delegates; (d) preservation of 
ballots and election documents for period of 2 years; 
(e) no affiliated organization or fund to be created 
and financed by any labor organization unless it is 
authorized by general vote; (f) bonding of all 
officers handling funds of such organization; (g) 
records of meetings and financial records to be 
kept for five years; (h) investment of surplus funds 
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to conform to requirements of State laws relating 

to insurance companies; (i) collective bargaining 
agreements made by locals to be made available to 
members on request, and those made by internationals 
to be filed with affected constituent units. (3) 
Establishes standards applicable to local labor 
organizations by requiring their charters or bylaws 
to provide for: (a) general membership meetings 

not less than three times each year; (b) election 
of delegates to conventions by secret ballot; (c) 
merger of locals or transfer of membership from one 
local to another must be approved by majority vote 
by secret ballot of both locals, and transfers of 
funds from one local to another only upon such 
approval by majority vote of the local from which 
the transfer is made, (4) Establishes standards 
applicable to international labor organizations by 
requiring their charters or bylaws to provide for: 
(a) conventions at least once every four years; 

(b) fair and equitable representation of constituent 
units; (c) not less than thirty days' notice of time 
of such convention, and not less than fifteen days' 
notice in case of an emergency or extraordinary 
meeting; (d) only delegates elected or designated 

as provided by this Act shall be entitled to vote; 
(e) charters to be issued only to bona fide labor 
organizations; (f) trusteeships to be established 
only for purpose of correcting certain prescribed 
conditions, and to be continued only for limited 
time, 

Title II, Reporting and Disclosure - (1) Re- 
quires report to be made to the Secretary of Labor 
by each labor organization, accompanied by copies 
of constitution and bylaws containing provisions 
conforming to foregoing requirements, such reports 
to contain certain specified information concerning 


the officers, organization, and financial activities 
of the organization, and to be kept up to date 
through the filing of reports of changes in such 
information and by the filing of annual financial 


reports. (2) Requires the making of special periodic 
reports concerning any trusteeship assumed by an 
international organization over its locals, such 
reports to contain certain specified information 
concerning the purpose, activities, and status of 
the trusteeship. (3) Requires the making of reports 
by officers and employees of labor organizations of 
any interests or income which they or their spouses 
or minor children hold or acquire in or receive from 
the business of the employer, or any business a 
substantial part of which consists of dealing with 
the employer or the labor organization, and of cer- 
tain payments received from labor relations consul- 
tants, (4) Requires employers to report loans and 
payments made to labor organizations and their 
officers, payments to employees or labor relations 
consultants pursuant to agreements to coerce employ- 
ees in the exercise of their rights, and payments to 
persons who procure the services of such consultants, 
(5) Requires reports by labor relations consultants 
who receive or agree to receive certain payments 
from employers setting forth amounts of such payments 
and certain other information concerning their 
activities. (6) Provides for making information in 
foregoing reports available for public inspection. 
Title III. Responsibilities to Members - (1) 
Establishes fiduciary status for officers and agents 
of labor organizations having custody of organization 
funds and property; (2) provides democratic proce- 
dures for nomination and election of labor organiza- 
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tion officers, sets maximum terms of office for such 
members of 2 years for officers of local and 4 years 
for officers of international organizations, provides 
for supervision of elections by the Secretary of 
Labor upon petition of 10 percent of members eligible 
to vote, prohibits use of labor organization funds 
for influencing outcome of union elections, and pro- 
vides procedures for removal of officers guilty of 
misconduct. (3) Sets forth purposes for which 
trusteeships may be established, and provides that 
trusteeships shall end after 1 year unless extension 
is authorized by vote of the members of the local 
union over which the trusteeship is exercised, 

Title IV. Administration, Enforcement, and 
Penalties - (1) Provides procedures for enforcement 
of provisions of the act, under which - (a) Labor 
organizations which fail to file and keep up-to-date 
reports required by the act, or file false reports, 
or fail to conform to requirements set up by the bill 
will not be recognized as representatives of employ- 
ees under the National Labor Relations Act or other 
Federal laws, and will be denied benefits now 
accorded such organizations under Federal income tax 
laws; (b) the Secretary of Labor may make investiga- 
tions to determine whether provisions of the bill 
are being violated; (c) the Secretary of Labor or 
members of labor organizations affected by violations, 
may institute civil proceedings to enjoin violations, 
and to recover on behalf of the labor organization 
funds wrongfully expended; (d) the Secretary may 
institute proceedings in a United States district 
court to void elections, upon complaint of members 
alleging that elections were conducted in violation 
of the standards set forth in the bill, The court 
in any such proceeding would be empowered to set 
aside the election if it finds that the outcome 
thereof was affected by the violation, and to direct 
the holding of a new election under supervision of 
the Secretary, (2) Criminal penalties are provided 
in the bill for - (a) the making of false or mislead- 
ing statements in reports or other documents filed 
under the bill; (b) false entry in or destruction or 
concealment of books or records of labor organiza- 
tions; (c) embezzlement or other unlawful conversion 
of funds of labor organizations; (d) making of cer- 
tain loans by labor organizations or employers to 
officers or employees of labor organizations; (e) 
counting of votes of delegates of labor organizations 
under trusteeship who have not been elected by the 
membership of such organizations; and the transfer 
of funds of such organizations to the labor organi- 
zations exercising the trusteeship, in excess of 
amounts which would be so transferred in the absence 
of the trusteeship; (f) acting as an officer of a 
labor organization during period for which civil 
rights have been suspended for conviction of certain 
major crimes; or acting as such officer during 5-year 
period following conviction, or determination by the 
Secretary, of violations of certain provisions of 
the bill; (g) bribery, collusion, and extortion in 
labor management relations; (h) using funds of labor 
organizations for political purposes, or coercing 
union members to make political contributions (i) 
coercing labor union members for the purpose of in- 
terfering with the exercise of the rights guaranteed 
under the bill; (j) failure to file reports required 
to be filed by individuals (as distinguished from 
those required to be filed by labor organizations) 
under the bills. (3) Provisions are also included 
conferring jurisdiction on the U. S, courts of ac- 
tions brought under the bill, and relating to venue, 





service of process, and responsibility of labor 
organizations for acts of their agents for the pur- 
poses of such actions, (4) The Secretary is em- 
pwered to prescribe the forms of reports and to 
issue regulations for the administration of the 
provisions of the bill, 

Title V. Miscellaneous - This title contains 
provisions - (a) Making clear that it is not the 
intent of the bill to reduce or limit the responsi- 
bilities of officers of labor organizations under 
any other Federal law or under State law, or to 
deprive members of a labor organization of rights or 
remedies to which they are entitled under such laws; 
(b) repealing provisions of the National Labor Rela- 
tions Act which would be superseded by provisions of 
this bill; (c) effective date provisions under which 
(A) certain criminal provisions would take effect 
immediately; (B) the bill generally would take effect 
90 days after the date of its enactment; (C) pro- 
visions prohibiting holding of office by persons 
convicted of crimes would take effect 30 days after 
the date of enactment, and (D) provisions requiring 
inclusion of and compliance with provisions required 
to be in union constitutions or bylaws would be post- 
poned for periods up to 1 year in the case of locals, 
or 2 years in the case of internationals, to enable 
them to hold any necessary conventions for the pur- 
pose of effecting necessary changes in their consti- 
tution or other governing charter. 

S, 1138, Mr, Yarborough and others; February 19, 
1959 (Labor and Public Welfare). 


Veterans Readjustment Assistance Act of 1959 - 
Proposes to establish a balanced program of read- 
justment assistance for the benefit of post-Korean 


veterans, i,e,, persons who entered active military 
duty in the Armed Forces between January 31, 1955 
and July 1, 1963, 

Makes the following types of readjustment 


assistance available: (1) education or vocational 
training assistance; (2) vocational rehabilitation 
training for veterans with service-connected disabil- 
ities, (3) guarantee and direct loan assistance for 
the purchase of (a) homes, including homes on farms, 
and (b) farmlands, livestock, machinery, etc., to be 
used in farming operations conducted by the veteran; 
(4) mustering-out payments, 

Education and Vocational Training - Eligibil- 
ity: To be eligible for educational or vocational 
training assistance, the veteran must have served on 
active duty between January 31, 1955, and July l, 
1963, for 90 days or more, and must have been dis- 
charged under conditions other than dishonorable, 

In the case of a veteran discharged from service 
for a disability incurred on active duty, the 90-day 
service requirement would not apply. 

Length of education or training: The education 
or vocational training period would be calculated by 
multiplying one and one-half times each day of the 
veteran's active military service between 
January 31, 1955, and July 1, 1963, and with respect 
to a veteran on active duty on June 30, 1963, active 
military service after such date until his first 
discharge or release from active service succeeding 
such date, The maximum education or training period 
to which a veteran could become entitled is 36 months, 
In computing a veteran's period of active military 
Service, for purposes of determining his period of 
education or training, there would be an exclusion 
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of time spent in certain courses of education 
sponsored by the Armed Forces, 

Kind of training: Eligible veterans may use 
their educational entitlements to pursue the follow- 
ing kinds of training: (1) school courses, both at 
college and below college level, These courses may 
be pursued full time, three-fourths time, one-half 
time, or less than one-half time; (2) cooperative 
courses, combining school and on-the-job training 
in alternating cycles. All cooperative courses 
must be pursued on full-time basis; (3) correspon- 
dence courses and flight training; (4) on-the-job 
training: all job training must be pursued on full- 
time basis; (5) institutional on-farm training: all 
farm training courses must be on full-time basis, 

Educational allowances: A monthly allowance, 
paid directly to the veteran by the Veterans Admin- 
istration, is the means by which the veteran is 
assisted in the pursuit of a program of education, 
For a veteran pursuing a full-time program in an 
educational institution, the education or training 
allowance would be as follows: for a veteran with- 
out dependents, $110 a month; for a veteran with one 
dependent, $135 a month; and for a veteran with more 
than one dependent, $160 a month, Proportionate 
rates are fixed for allowances concerning less than 
full-time courses, as well as on-the-job and on-the- 
farm training, From the education and training 
allowance, the veteran must meet all of the costs 
incident to his education - tuition, subsistence, 
books, supplies, fees, etc. 

Expiration dates: Veterans must commence 
education or training under the bill within 3 years 
after their separation from service and complete 
their training within 8 years after separation; 
however, with respect to persons separated from 
service prior to the date of enactment of the bill, 
the 3-year delimiting period respecting commencement 
of training shall begin with the date of enactment 
of the bill, All education or training under the 
bill would end on June 30, 1963, 

Vocational Rehabilitation for Disabled Veteran - 
Eligibility: To be eligible for vocational rehabil- 
itation training, a veteran must have need of such 
training, as determined by the Administrator of 
Veterans Affairs, to overcome the handicap of a 
physical or mental disability, which is rated at 
10 percent or more of total disability, and which is 
incurred in or aggravated by active military service 
subsequent to January 31, 1955. The general require- 
ment for a discharge under conditions other than 
dishonorable would apply. 

Length of training: The length of training is 
dependent upon the needs of the veteran, In general, 
the period is limited to 4 years; however, upon 
appropriate findings by the Administrator of Veter- 
ans Affairs, additional time may be granted, 

Kind of training: The veteran may enroll in an 
institution offering college training, in an insti- 
tution below the college level, or in any other type 
of training which, in the view of the Administrator 
of Veterans Affairs, is designed to lead to the 
veteran's vocational rehabilitation, 

Expiration dates: While there is no overall 
termination date with respect to the vocational 
rehabilitation program, there are dates beyond which 
individual veterans may not receive training. 
Generally veterans may not receive training more than 
9 years after discharge or release from active 
military service. However, with respect to veterans 
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who become eligible for vocational rehabilitation by 
virtue of the enactment of this bill, training may 
be afforded such persons until 9 years after the 
enactment of the bill or 9 years after discharge 

or release from service, whichever is latter. In 
addition, in certain hardship situations, the gener- 
ally applicable expiration dates would be extended 
for 4 years. The additional 4-year period would be 
accorded in cases where (1) severe disability pre- 
vents training; (2) subsequent changes in discharges 
provide eligibility for training; and (3) service- 
connected disabilities are not established in time 
to begin and complete training before the general 
expiration dates, 

Subsistence: A vocation rehabilitation trainee 
would receive a minimum subsistence allowance of 
$65 a month if he has no dependents, or $90 a month 
if he has one or more dependents; a full-time 
institutional trainee would receive $75 a month if 
he has no dependents, $105 a month if he has one 
dependent, and $120 a month if he has more than one 
dependent. Operative along with these rates is the 
following "floor" on combined compensation under the 
veterans disability laws and the subsistence allow- 
ance under this bill: where the service-connected 
disability is less than 30 percent, the rate, if 
the veteran has no dependents, is $105 a month; if 
he has one dependent, $115 a month, plus $10 for one 
child and $7 for each additional child, and $15 for 
a dependent parent. Where the disability is rated 
at 30 percent or more, the rates for the above 
classifications would be $115, $135, $20 for one 
child and $15 for each additional child, and $15 for 
a dependent parent. 

Loans - General statement: This section would 
make post-Korean veterans eligible for Veterans' 
Administration guaranteed loans and direct loans 
similar in type to those available to Korean veterans 
under existing law, There are, however, several 
notable distinctions between the proposed loans for 
post-Korean veterans and those already available to 
Korean veterans: first, the loan rights of post- 
Korean veterans would not extend to the business 
loans and insured loans which are available to 
Korean veterans under sections 1813 and 1815, 
respectively, of title 38 of the United States Code; 
second, there would not be a special direct loan 
program for post-Korean veterans, Direct loans 
authorized by this bill for post-Korean veterans 
would be subject to the present direct loan laws 
under which no direct loan may be made after 
July 25, 1960; finally, unlike the loans available 
to Korean veterans, the proposed loans for post- 
Korean veterans would be subject to a guarantee fee 
in a sum not to exceed one-half of 1 percent of the 
amount of the loan. The guarantee fee is intended 
to be used in the accumulation of a reserve fund 
sufficient to cover any losses that might arise under 
the program, the goal being to make the post-Korean 
loan program altogether self-sustaining. The amount 
of the fee may be included in the loan to the veter- 
an and paid from the proceeds thereof, The fee 
would be deposited in a mortgage guarantee fund 
which would be used by the Administrator of Veterans 
Affairs to carry out the purposes indicated above. 

Eligibility: To be eligible under the loan 
provisions of the bill, a veteran must have served 
on active duty between January 31, 1955, and July l, 
1963, for 90 days or more, and must have been dis- 
charged under conditions other than dishonorable. 
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In the case of a veteran disoharged from service for 
a disability incurred on active duty, the 90 day 
service requirement would not apply. The widow of 
a deceased veteran whose death resulted from active 
service would also be eligible. 

Purpose and conditions of loans: The loans are 
for the purpose of assisting eligible veterans to 
purchase (a) homes, including homes on farms, and 
(b) farm lands, livestock, machinery, etc., to be 
used in farming operations conducted by veterans, 
Banks or other lending institutions would make the 
loans, with the Government guaranteeing 60 percent 
of a loan for residential real estate, or 50 percent 
of other real estate loans, The Government's 
guaranty with respect to a real estate home loan 
could not exceed $7,500, and with respect to other 
real estate loans could not exceed $4,000, or a 
pro-rated portion thereof, Loans of both types, or 
combinations thereof, would be guaranteed with 
interest at the rate generally applicable under the 
loan program for Korean veterans, (Presently, the 
interest rate may not exceed 4 3/4 percent per 
annum, If the proposed Housing Act of 1959 is 
enacted by the Congress, there would be a new inter- 
est rate not to exceed 5 1/4 percent per annum). 

The loans would have maturities of not more than 

30 years, except in the case of farm realty, the 
maturities could be for 40 years, Under certain 
conditions, and in certain rural areas, the Veterans 
Administration is authorized to lend up to $13,500 
directly to the veteran when private capital is not 
available for a guaranty loan, 

Expiration dates: Loans may be guaranteed if 
made before July 1, 1973. If a loan report or 
application for loan guaranty is received by the 
Administrator of: Veterans Affairs before such date, 
an additional period not to exceed one year will be 
allowed for disbursement of the loan and issuance of 
evidence of guaranty. 

Mustering-out Payments - Eligibility: To be 
eligible for mustering-out payments a person must 
have served on active duty between January 31, 1955 
and July 1, 1963, for 60 days or more, and must have 
been discharged under conditions other than dishonor- 
able after the date of enactment of this bill. (In 
accordance with established precedents, only persons 
having the rank of captain or less in the Army or 
Air Force, or lieutenant in the Navy, would be 
eligible for these payments.) 

Amounts and conditions: The amount of the 
mustering-out pay would be $100 for each eligible 
person, without regard to whether this active duty 
was performed domestically or overseas, Persons who 
qualify for mustering-out payments both by reason of 
active service during the period prescribed by this 
bill and service during the Korean conflict, may 
elect to receive mustering-out payment under either 
period of service, but not both, 

Provides that the aforenamed provisions shall 
become effective immediately upon enactment,

Wheat Stabilization Act of 1959 - Amends the 
Agricultural Adjustment Act of 1936 by setting up a 
marketing quota and income stabilization plan for 
wheat. 

Requires the Secretary of Agriculture, no later 
than May 15 of each year, to proclaim a national 
mrketing quota for wheat, such quota to be a number 
of bushels equal to the sum of the number of bushels 
which is determined will be consumed as human food 
in the United States, or outside the continental 
United States by members of the Armed Forces, during 
such marketing year and the number of bushels which 
is determined will be exported during such marketing 
year, less 75 million bushels, 

Requires the marketing quota to be apportioned 
among the States in such manner that the quota of 
any State will bear the same ratio to the national 
quota as a figure determined by multiplying the base 
acreage of such State by its average yield bears to 
the corresponding figure of all of the States. 

Makes other provisions relative to the wheat market- 
ing quotas, 

Requires the Secretary to prepare yearly stabil- 
ization certificates to be issued for each farm to 
which a farm marketing quota has been assigned 
hereunder, 

Authorizes the Secretary, through the Commodity 
Credit Corporation, to buy and sell stabilization 
certificates issued for any marketing year at a 
value equal to 35 percent of the estimated parity 
price of the wheat with respect to which issued, 
computed to the nearest cent. Provides that unused 
certificates be redeemed by the Secretary at the 
price established for such certificates, 

Prohibits the following in excess of the quan- 
tity for which stabilization certificates have been 
issued: (1) processing of wheat into food products; 
and (2) importation of wheat food products. 

In the case of exportation of wheat food prod- 
ucts, requires the Secretary to pay the exporter an 
amount equal to the value of the certificates for 
the quantity of wheat so exported in the food 
product, 

Requires the Secretary to ascertain and estab- 
lish conversion factors showing the amount of wheat 
contained in food products processed wholly or 
partly from wheat, 

Sets civil penalties for violations of this Act 
at a forfeiture of a sum 3 times the market value, 
at the time of commission of the violation, of the 
product involved, 

Permits adjustments in the quota provisions in 
the event of a National Emergency. 

Requires the maintenance of certain records 
and places a fine of $2,000 for failure to keep 
certain records or to falsify same. 

Requires a referendum to be taken by wheat 
farmers as to their favor of this marketing quota 
and stabilization certificate program, 

Establishes price supports to producers of 
Wheat, terms to be determined by the Secretary, 
except that the level of such support shall be not 
less than 65 percent of the parity price. 

Authorizes and directs the Secretary to estab- 
lish a security reserve for wheat and to transfer 
to such reserve 500,000,000 bushels of wheat owned 
by the Commodity Credit Corporation.

Social Security Amendments of 1959 -

Excludes these medical and hospital benefits 
from persons covered by workmen's compensation laws, 
unless equitable reimbursement to the Federal Old- 
Age and Survivors' Insurance Fund for the payments 
hereunder with respect to such services have been 
made or assured pursuant to agreements or working 
arrangements negotiated between the Secretary and 
the appropriate public agency. 

In administering the provisions of this Act the 
Secretary shall consult with a National Advisory 
Health Council, created by this Act. 

Permits the Secretary to utilize the services 
of private non-profit organizations which provide 
hospital, nursing home, or surgical services, 

Changes the tax schedules, under the Internal 
Revenue Code of 1954, on Self-Employment income as 
follows: 1958 - December 1959, 3 3/4 percent;

Properties seized shall be returned as soon as 
a settlement is made or when continued possession 
is no longer necessary, Possession is limited to 
60 days unless extended by Congress. During the 
period of possession all income shall be retained 
by the United States, except that just compensation, 
as determined by a compensation board for the owners 
of the business, shall be paid in the light of the 
labor dispute which brought about the seizure. 

Places a duty on labor organizations and 
employers, etc., to continue collective bargaining 
for the purpose of settling the issues in the dis- 
pute, Provides that the records of a dissolved 
board under this Act be transferred to the Director 
of the Federal Mediation and Conciliation Service.

the Act) were voluntary, such presumption shall be 
"rebuttable"; thereby favorably affecting the

(S) flammable, or which (6) generates pressure 
through decomposition, heat, or other means, if 
such substance or mixture of substances may cause 
substantial personal injury or illness during any 
customary or reasonably anticipated handling or use, 

Prohibits the following acts: (1) introduction 
or delivery for introduction in commerce of a mis- 
branded package of hazardous substance; (2) altera- 
tion, mutilation, destruction etc. of the label of 
a hazardous substance which has entered commerce; 
(3) receipt in commerce of any misbranded package 
of a hazardous substance and the delivery or prof- 
fered delivery thereof for pay or otherwise; (4) 
falsely guaranteeing that the package of hazardous 
substance was not misbranded; (5) refusal to permit 
entry or inspection by proper officials of factories, 
warehouses, etc, where hazardous substances are held 
for introduction into commerce; (6) re-use of food, 
drug or cosmetic containers still bearing original 
labels etc. for hazardous substances. 

Sets penalties for violation of the aforenamed 
acts as follows: (1) $500 fine for lst offense; 

(2) $3,000 fine and/or 1 year imprisonment for 2nd 
and subsequent offenses, 

Permits Government officials to seize misbrand- 
ed hazardous substances, Sets forth the method of 
seizure, 

Authorizes the Secretary of the Treasury and 
the Secretary of Health, Education, and Welfare to 
jointly prescribe regulations for the efficient 
enforcement of the section of this Act dealing with 
the importation of hazardous substances; otherwise 
authorizes the Secretary of Health, Education and 
Welfare to enforce the Act. 

Requires persons engaged in interstate commerce 
dealing with hazardous substances to maintain certain 
records of shipment, such records to be made avail- 
able to proper officials at reasonable times for 
inspection, 

Directs the Secretary of the Treasury to deliver 
to the Secretary of Health, Education, and Welfare, 
samples of hazardous substances being imported into 
the United States - notice to be given to the owner 
or consignee thereof, who may appear before the 
Secretary of Health, Education, and Welfare and 
introduce testimony. 

If it appears that the hazardous substance is 
misbranded, requires the admission of same into the 
United States to be refused. 

Makes other provisions relative to possible 
relabeling of the substance and to expenses permitted 
Government officers etc. in connection with the de- 
struction and supervision provisions of the Act, 


S. 1285. Mr. Allott and others; March 5, 1959 
(Interior and Insular Affairs). 


Domestic Fluorspar Production Act of 1959 - 
Directs the Secretary of the Interior to determine 
for each calendar year the amount of fluorspar need- 
ed to meet domestic requirements. Provides for the 
establishment or revision of quotas for the United 
States and for foreign countries and for the pro- 
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rating of such quotas among countries on the basis 
of 80 percent for countries exporting fluorspar to 
the United States during 1956, 1957, and 1958 and 
20 percent for other countries on such basis as the 
Secretary may determine, Permits the Secretary to 
increase the quota of imports as deemed advisable 
to prevent unwarranted price increases. Provides 
for fluorine or fluorine compounds to be deducted 
from permissible imports of acid grade fluorspar. 

Permits the Commodity Credit Corporation to 
enter into barter contracts under the Agricultural 
Trade Development and Assistance Act of 1954 to bring 
imports from a particular country up to the average 
rate for such country for the years 1956, 1957, and 
1958, 

Sets forth certain penalties for violation of 
regulations, etc, promulgated with respect to the 
program, etc. 

Permits the suspension of the program whenever 
the President finds and proclaims that a national 
emergency exists with respect to fluorspar.

Day Care Assistance Act of 1958 - Authorizes 
an annual appropriation of $25,000,000 to be used by 
the Secretary of Health, Education, and Welfare for 
the making of grants to the States to assist such 
States in providing facilities and services for 
children who are in need of day care outside of 
their homes, Sets forth the standards which must 
be met in order for a State to qualify for such a 
grant,

is a failure to comply with the Act. Permits the 
appeal of the Secretary's decision to the United 
States Circuit Court of Appeals.

Provides for the issuance of a postage stamp 
commemorating the 125th anniversary of the granting 
of the first degrees in science and engineering ever 
granted in any English speaking country (at Rensselaer 
Polytechnic Institute, Troy, New York). 


S. 1288. Mr, Humphrey; March 5, 1959 (Finance). 

Increases from $1200 to $1800 a year the amount 
of outside earnings permissible without deductions 
from benefits under the Social Security Act 
[amending U, S. C, 42:203], 


S. 1269, 


Mr, Humphrey and others; March 5, 1959 
(Agriculture and Forestry). 


Increases authorization of Commodity Credit 
Corporation funds for use in connection with the 
special school milk program as follows: 1959 - 
$80,000,000; 1960 - $85,000,000; 1961 - $90,000,000 
(at present funds for fiscal year 1958 through 1961 
are not to exceed $75,000,000 a year) [amending 
Public Law 85-478], 
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§. 1292, Mr. Keating; March 5, 1959 (Judiciary). 

Prohibits eavesdropping under certain circum- 
stances, Defines eavesdropping as referring to a 
situation in which a person; (a) not a sender or 
receiver of a telephone or telegraph communication 
wilfully and by means of instrument overhears or 
records a telephone or telegraph communication, or 
aids, authorizes, employs, procures or permits 
another to do so, without the consent of either a 
sender or receiver thereof; or (b) not present during 
a conversation or discussion willfully and by means 
of instruMent overhears or records such conversation 
or discussion, or aids, etc., another to do so, 
without the consent of the party to such conversa- 
tion or discussion; or (c) who, not a member of a 
jury, records or listens to by means of instrument 
the deliberations of a jury or who aids, etc., 
another to do so, 

Provides penalties for a person who engages in 
eavesdropping: (1) in the District of Columbia or 
any territory or possession of the United States; 
or (2) for the purpose of aiding or abetting or 
perpetrating any Federal offense; or (3) where the 
conversation, discussion, or communication over- 
heard or recorded is by wire or radio; or (4) for 
the purpose of obtaining information concerning any 
activities under Federal regulation; or (5) where 
the information overheard or recorded is to be 
transmitted in interstate commerce or outside the 
United States; or (6) where the instrument employed 
to overhear or record the conversation or communica- 
tion utilizes or involves facilities in interstate 
or foreign commerce, Provides penalties for posess- 
ing eavesdropping instruments intended for unlawful 
eavesdropping. 

Permits an ex parte order for eavesdropping to 
be issued upon oath or affirmation of an authorized 
agent of any Federal law enforcement agency that 
there is reasonable ground to believe that evidence 
of Federal crime may be thus obtained and particular- 
ly describing the person or persons whose communica- 
tions or conversations are to be overheard or re- 
corded and the purpose thereof, Requires orders for 
eavesdropping before the eavesdropping commences, 
except a law enforcement officer in certain situa- 
tions, 

Provides that evidence obtained in violation 
of the provisions relating to unlawful eavesdropping 
and evidence obtained through or resulting from 
information obtained by any such act shall be inad- 
missible for any purpose in any civil action except 
in disciplinary trials or administrative actions 
conducted by or on behalf of government agencies, 

Provides that nothing contained in this chapter 
shall prohibit eavesdropping by any law enforcement 
officer or agency of any State or its political sub- 
division, or the introduction in any court of evi- 
dence obtained by such eavesdropping, where the 
eavesdropping is authorized by the laws of such 
State and is carried out in conformity with such 
laws, Permits the interception, receiving, divulg- 
ing, publishing, or utilizing the contents of (a) 
any radio commumication broadcast or transmitted by 
amateurs or others for the use of the general public 
or relating to ships in distress, or (b) any eaves- 
dropping by any person in accordance with this 
chapter [adding chapter 28 to United States Code, 
title 18],

Provides a temporary (5 year) 1% cent increase 
in the tax on gasoline, diesel fuel, and special

Permits the Attorney General to detain until 

deportation any alien in the interest of national 

security and otherwise broadens the authority of 


the Attorney General to supervise and/or restrict 
activities of aliens. 


S. 1303. Mr. Eastland; March 5, 1959 (Judiciary). 


Makes it unlawful and punishable by a fine of 
$2,000 and/or imprisonment for up to 5 years for 
any citizen during a national emergency to (1) 
depart from or enter the United States unless he 
has a valid passport (2) travel in any country in 
which his passport is declared to be invalid, or 
(3) refuse to surrender any passport which has been 
lawfully revoked. 

Provides for the withholding or revoking of, 
passports whenever there is reasonable ground to 
believe the applicant or holder is going or travel- 
ing abroad for the purpose of engaging in subversive 
activities, 

Permits the withholding of passports in the 
national interest on the basis of confidential 
information where the Secretary of State certifies 
that it is contrary to the interests of this Nation 
that a passport be issued to the applicant. 

Directs that passports shall not be issued, 
renewed, or extended if the Secretary is not satis- 
fied that the applicants activities would not be 
prejudicial to the interests of the United States, 

Sets forth passport review procedures as the 
sole and exclusive procedure for the review of the 
refusal to issue, renew, extend or cancellation of 
a passport. Requires such procedure to provide for 
a hearing before a special review officer in accord- 
ance with regulations which include (1) reasonable 
notice; (2) the privilege of representation by 
counsel; (3) opportunity to present evidence; (4) 
opportunity to testify in his own behalf; (5) 
verbatim stenographic transcript of proceedings, and 
(6) restrictions on attendance to State Department 
officials concerned, the applicant and his counsel, 
witnesses, and the official stenographer.

to eligible individuals in Puerto Rico or the Virgin

Title II - Provides temporary unemployment

Limits payments under this title to those made 
under an agreement entered into with a State or a 
State agency administering unemployment compensation, 
such compensation to be payable only for weeks of 
unemployment beginning after the date on which the 
aforementioned agreement is entered into, 

Sets as a maximum aggregate amount payable to 
any individual under this title an amount equal to 
16 times the first weekly benefit amount (including 
allowances for dependents) for a week of total 
unemployment which is payable to him on his first 
claim under this title. 

Sets the weekly benefit amount payable to an 
individual under this title at the amount which 
would be payable to him pursuant to the unemployment 
compensation law of the State in which he files his 
first claim for temporary unemployment compensation, 
if his wages and employment during the base period

mits sales below such prices under conditions set 
forth above, 

Declares every contract or conspiracy in re- 
straint of trade to be illegal. Sets forth the 
penalties for conviction thereof,

Makes it unlawful for any person engaged in 
commerce, in the course of such commerce, to sell 
goods at unreasonably low prices if th effect of 
such sale may be to destroy competition [amending

(Banking and Currency). 


Provides disaster loans to small business 
concerns which suffer economic injury due to feder- 
ally aided highway construction programs, 

S. 1341, Mr. Javits; March 9, 1959 
(Labor and Public Welfare). 


Juvenile Delinquency Control Act - Authorizes 
the sum of $2,000,000 for 1960 and $5,000,000 for 
each of the following 4 years for assisting States 
in planning, coordinating, etc., programs for the 
control of juvenile delinquency, Gives the Depart- 
ment of Health, Education, and Welfare the responsi- 
bility of administering the Act. To be eligible 
each State must comply with specified conditions and 
provide an acceptable program. Provides that each 
State is to receive a sum to be allotted in the 
ratio of the child population of each State with 
the child population of the United States. Guar- 
antees each State a minimum of at least $30,000. 
Requires matching appropriations by the States to 
be computed on the basis of an inverse ratio to 
their per capita income, 

Authorizes the sum of $500,000 for fiscal year 
1960 and $2,000,000 annually for the next four fis- 
cal years for grants for demonstrations and studies, 
Makes these funds available to public and other non- 
profit institutions of higher learning @ research 
for paying part of the costs, Authorizes similar 
funds for grants for the purpose of training per- 
sonnel in programs for the control and treatment of 
juvenile delinquency. 

Directs the Secretary to make studies, invest- 
igations, and reports with respect to matters relat- 
ing to the control of juvenile delinquency and to 
cooperate with and render technical assistance to 
States in such matters and provide short-term train- 
ing and instruction in technical matters relating to 
delinquency control, 

Establishes a Federal Advisory Council on 
Juvenile Delinquency to advise the Secretary on the 
administration of this Act. Grants the Secretary 
necessary powers to administer the Act and permits 
him to withhold payments when conditions are not met, 
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Gives States dissatisfied with decisions of the 
Secretary right of judicial review, Requires the 
Secretary of Health, Education, and Welfare to trans- 
mit a report to the President for transmission to 

the Congress of the experience by the Federal, State, 
and local agencies in administration of the Act with 
recommendations,

(Banking and Currency). 


Federal Limited Profit Mortgage Corporation 
Act - Proposes to provide satisfactory housing in 
well-planned, integrated residential neighborhoods 
for families of moderate income and elderly persons 
whose needs are not now being served through exist- 
ing programs of assistance to private and public 
enterprise, 

Creates a "Federal Limited Profit Mortgage 
Corporation" to make and service loans and issue 
obligations, Sets forth the corporate powers, 

Provides for a five-member Board of Directors, 
one of whom shall be the Housing and Home Finance 
Administrator who shall act as chairman of the 
Board, 

Sets forth the duties and powers of the Board 
among which are the following: (1) estimate the 
need for moderate-income family and elderly persons 
housing in each housing market area and allocate 
funds to the area based on the need; (2) take steps 
to assure that the benefits of the program are not 
dissipated through speculative devices; (3) discre- 
tionary delegation of powers, functions and duties; 
(4) prepare and submit an annual budget program; 

(S) maintain an integral set of accounts for annual 
auditing by the General Accounting Office; (6) make 
an annual report to the President and Congress. 

Provides for the appointment of a 7-member 
advisory committee to be appointed by the Board, 

Permits the corporation to issue capital stock 
to be subscribed by the Secretary of the Treasury. 

Limits to $100,000,000 the amount of stock 
which may be subscribed and held by the Secretary 
at any time, 

Provides for the payment of annual cumulative 
dividends equal to a return on the average amount, 
at par, of such stock outstanding during such fiscal 
year at a rate determined by the Secretary. Author- 
izes funds necessary for payments on this stock when 
called, Permits the corporation to retire stock at 
any time. 

Authorizes the corporation to make mortgage 
loans to private rental or cooperative mortgagors, 
who meet the following requirements: that (1) the 
proposed project will meet a need for housing of 
families of moderate income or elderly persons; 

(2) it will be economically sound and of economical 
design; (3) the borrower has agreed to bar excessive 
fees and salaries; and (4) to establish rents at a 
level which can meet the intended needs and reflect 
the savings which the provisions of the act create; 
and (5) in the case of borrowers other than non- 
profit corporations, that it agrees to limit divi- 
dends to 6 percent, 

Prohibits the mortgage loan from (1) exceeding 
90 percent of the project's development cost and (2) 
being for more than 50 years, 

Provides that loans be made at the rate at 
which the corporation secured its funds, plus % of 
1 percent. 
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Authorizes the corporation to issue bonds in 
the amount of $500 million, and, after its first 
year, additional amounts up to $1,500 million with 
approval of the President, 

Establishes a reserve fund to be built up from 
half of the premium charged the borrowers. 

Makes certain technical amendments. 

Exempts the debentures and bonds of the corpor- 
ation from taxation in the same manner as bonds and 
obligations of public authorities under the low-rent 
program, 

Makes the Davis-Bacon Act applicable to con- 
struction work performed under this program, 

Imposes penalties on false application, false 
advertising, forgery etc.

(Agriculture and Forestry). 


Provides that, under the Agricultural Act of 
1949, price supports shall be made available annually 
for oats, rye, barley and grain sorghum at a price 
determined by the Secretary of Agriculture to bear 
the same ratio to the support price of corn as the 
feed value of such commodity bears to the feed 
value of corn.

Work Hours Act of 1959 - Title I - Contract 
Work Hours Standards Act - Eliminates the confusion 
and inequities of the present laws relating to 
laborers and mechanics employed on work done under 
contract for, or with the financial aid of, the 
United States, for any Territory or the District of 
Columbia, Clears the liability of contractors to 
pay laborers time and one-half for all overtime work, 
Assures time and one-half for all overtime worked in 
excess of a 40 hour work week, Provides penalties 
for violations thereof, Excludes from the Act all 
contracts for transportation by land, air, or water, 
or for the transmission of intelligence, or for the 
purchase of supplies or materials or articles ordi- 
narily available in the open market, or contracts 
for work to be performed entirely in a foreign 
country. Extends coverage of the 8-hours laws to 
any contract with few exceptions, for work financed 
in whole or in part, by loans or grants from, or 
loans insured or guaranteed by, the United States or 
any agency or instrumentality thereof, Gives the 
Court of Claims jurisdiction to hear claims for 
liquidated damages withheld from contractors under 
the Contract Work Hours Standards Act. 


S. 1345, Mr. Cooper and others; March 9, 1959 
(Labor and Public Welfare). 


Federal Equal Pay Act - Prohibits employers 
engaged in commerce or in the production of goods 
for commerce from discriminating on the basis of 
sex in the payment of wages in any place of employ- 
ment. Makes available under this Act the precedents 
established under the Fair Labor Standards Act, in 
the determination of coverage under this Act, 

Authorizes the Secretary of Labor to issue 
rules and regulations for the administration of this 
Act, make investigations regarding compliance with 
this Act, issue subpoenas, and restrain violations. 














Makes employers who violate the provisions of this 
Act liable for wages for which an employee is de- 
prived and up to an additional equal amount as 
liquidated damages, Authorizes employee suits to 
recover the amount of the employer's liability. 
Authorizes the Secretary of Labor to supervise pay- 
ment of wages withheld in violation of this Act and 
to bring suits for such wages on behalf of employees 
upon their request. Establishes a two year period 
of limitation for commencing recovery 

Requires the employers to post copies of this 
Act or official posters explaining its provisions 
in each place of employment where this Act applies, 
Makes it unlawful to willfully discharge or dis- 
criminate against any employee assisting in the 
enforcement of this Act. Gives the Federal District 
Courts jurisdiction of criminal proceedings result- 
ing from violations of this Act and for the restraint 
of violations or regulations issued under it. De- 
fines terms used in the Act and authorizes necessary

and to promote research and market development pro- 
grams, thereby assisting, improving and promoting 
the marketing and distribution in commerce of turkeys 
and turkey products. 

Provides that the Secretary of Agriculture shall 
issue orders applicable to persons engaged in the 
marketing in commerce of breeder hens, hatching eggs, 
poults or market turkeys, and to buyers of turkeys 
for slaughter, 

Requires the Secretary to give due notice and 
an opportunity for a hearing upon proposed orders. 
Provides that terms formulated under such orders 
shall not be deemed to be unlawful under the anti- 
trust laws, 

Permits the Secretary, after notice and oppor- 
tunity for hearing, to issue an order if he finds 
from the evidence introduced at the hearing that the 
issuance of such order and all of the terms and con- 
ditions thereof will tend to effectuate the declared 
policy of this Act, 

Requires that orders issued shall contain one 
or more of the following terms and conditions and 
(except as further provided in the Act) no other: 

(1) registration of name and address of persons 
maintaining breeder hens for production for commerce 
of hatching eggs, poults, or market turkeys and 
registration of each breeder hen and issuance of an 
official band therefor; (2) payment of fees for the 
registration of breeder hens; (3) prohibiting the 
marketing in commerce of breeder hens not registered 
and issued an official band; (4) prohibiting the 
marketing of unregistered breeding hens; (5) provid- 
ing for payments from funds collected pursuant to 
the marketing order for marketing breeder hens for 
Slaughter in accordance with the terms of the market- 
ing order; (6) providing for payment of a stabiliza- 
tion fee for each hatching egg hatched or marketed 
under terms of the order; (7) providing for payment 
of stabilization fee for each poult marketed in com- 
merce or retained for the production of turkeys for 
market in commerce; (8) providing for payments from 
funds collected pursuant to the marketing order for 
diverting hatching eggs or poults from the channels 
of commerce; (9) providing for the purchase from 
funds collected pursuant to the marketing order of 
breeder hens, hatching eggs, or poults not needed 
for the production of market turkeys; (10) providing 
for the payment by the person marketing market tur- 
keys of a market development and stabilization fee 
for each market turkev marketed in commerce: (11) 
providing for the withholding from the proceeds of 





sale of breeder hens, hatching eggs, etc., and 
stabilization fees becoming due and owing by reason 
of marketing of same, and for the disposition of 

such fees in accordance with the terms of the mar- 
keting order; (12) providing for payments from funds 
collected pursuant to the marketing order to encour- 
age marketing, sale, export, diversion, etc,, of 
market turkeys and turkey products under the terms 
of the marketing order; (13) providing for the pur- 
chase from funds collected to facilitate marketing, 
promote consumption, or effectuate a better balance 
between supply and demand of turkeys in accordance 
with the terms of the order; (14) establishing or 
providing for the establishment of research, in- 
cluding disease control, etc., programs; and (15) 
any term or condition incidental to, not inconsis- 
tent with, and necessary to effectuate any other 
terms and conditions of such order, 

Enumerates certain terms to be common to all 
orders such as requiring each order to provide a 
mthod fer the selection of a marketing board to 
administer the order, adequate representation on 
the board of each class of producer, approval] or 
any order by majority of board members before pro- 
mulgation, etc. 

Requires each order to define the powers and 
duties of the marketing board, Sets out the powers 
to be included therein, 

Sets up certain consumer safeguards by permit- 
ting the Secretary to suspend the operation of cer- 
tain orders when the average price of the turkeys 
to growers equals or exceeds the parity price. 

Requires the Secretary to conduct a referendum 
among the producers to ascertain whether the issu- 
ance of an order is favorable to the producers; 
prohibits orders becoming effective unless the 
Secretary determines such is favored or approved in 
the proper manner, 

Permits the Secretary to amend, suspend or 
terminate an order when such obstructs or does not 
tend to effectuate the declared policy of this Act. 
Makes other provisions relative to the suspension 
or termination of the orders, 

Sets up eligibility requirements for voting in 
referendum, Permits persons subject to any order 
to file a written petition with the Secretary pray- 
ing therein for a modification based on illegality 
of the order, Vests the District Courts with juris- 
diction to review the Secretary's rulings, 

Limits the liability of persons administering 
orders solely to their own acts of dishonesty or 
crime, 

Permits the Secretary, upon request of the 
marketing board, to institute suit against persons 
failing to pay fees required under marketing orders. 

Sets penalties for willful violation of any 
marketing order to be civilly liable in an action 
brought in the name of the United States for an 
amount not exceeding $1,000 for each separate vio- 
lation, Makes other provisions relating to enforce- 
ment of orders. 

Requires persons subject to a marketing order 
to maintain books and records of their operations 
and to furnish the Secretary from time to time with 
reports covering such operations, 

Requires the Secretary to keep information 
obtained through the reports as confidential.

Declares it the recognition of Congress that 
international efforts are needed to assist peoples

Requires the Secretary of Agriculture, no later 
than May 15 of each year, to proclaim a national 
marketing quota for wheat, such quota to be a number 
of bushels equal to the sum of the number of bushels 
which is determined will be consumed as human food 
in the United States, or outside the continental 
United States by members of the Armed Forces, during 
such marketing year and the number of bushels which 
is determined will be exported during such marketing 
year, less 75 million bushels, 

Requires the marketing quota to be apportioned 
among the States in such manner that the quota of 
any State will bear the same ratio to the national 
quota as a figure determined by multiplying the base 
acreage of such State by its average yield bears to 
the corresponding figure for all of the States, 

Provides that the base acreage of a State shall 
be the average number of acres planted to wheat in 
such State for the 1952 and 1953 crops, and the 
average yield of a State shall be the average, 
weighted by the county base acres, of the average 
yields of the counties in the State as determined 
hereunder, Provides that the reserve set aside 
herein for apportionment by the Secretary shall be 
used to make increases in quotas apportioned to 
counties on the basis of the relative needs of 
counties for additional quota because of reclamation 
and other new areas coming into the production of 
wheat after 1953, Makes other provisions relative 
to the wheat marketing quotas, 

Requires the Secretary to prepare yearly stabil- 
ization certificates to be issued for each farm to 
which a farm marketing quota has been assigned 
hereunder. 

Authorizes the Secretary, through the Commodity 
Credit Corporation, to buy and sell stabilization 
certificates issued for any marketing year at a 
value equal to 35 percent of the estimated parity 
price of the wheat with respect to which issued, 
computed to the nearest cent. Provides that unused 
certificates be redeemed by the Secretary at the 
price established for such certificates, 

Prohibits the following in excess of the quan- 
tity for which stabilization certificates have been 
issued: (1) processing of wheat into food products; 
and (2) importation of wheat food products, 

In the case of exportation of wheat food pro- 
ducts, requires the Secretary to pay the exporter an 
amount equal to the value of the certificates for 
the quantity of wheat so exported in the food product. 

Requires the Secretary to ascertain and estab- 
lish conversion factors showing the amount of wheat 
contained in food products processed wholly or partly 
from wheat. 

Sets civil penalties for violations of this Act 
at a forfeiture of a sum 3 times the market value, 
at the time of commission of the violation, of the 
product involved, 

Permits adjustments in the quota provisions in 
the event of a National Emergency. 
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Requires the maintenance of certain records 
and places a fine of $2,000 for failure to keep 
certain records or to falsify same. 

Requires a referendum to be taken by wheat 
farmers as to their favor of this marketing quota 
and stabilization certificate program, 

Directs the Commodity Credit Corporation to 
make available, through loans, purchases, or other 
operations, price support to producers of wheat at 
a level not less than 65 percent of the parity 
price for wheat as determined by the Secretary of 
Agriculture as of May 1 prior to the beginning of 
the marketing year on the amounts of the farm mar- 
keting quotas of such producers for such year. 

Authorizes and directs the Secretary to estab- 
lish a security reserve for wheat and to transfer 
to such reserve 500,000,000 bushels of wheat owned 
by the Commodity Credit Corporation. 

Directs the Commodity Credit Corporation to 
enter into contracts for the storage of wheat placed 
in the reserve established by this Act for such 
periods of time and on such terms as will result in 
the most economical cost.

(Labor and Public Welfare), 


Declares it to be the policy of the United 
States to encourage employers and employees to 
organize and conduct apprenticeship training pro-

Labor-Management Reporting and Disclosure Act 
of 1959 - Declares it to be the policy of the 
United States to (1) advance the objectives and 
protect the national interest with respect to 
employees' rights to organize, choose their own 
representatives, bargain collectively, and otherwise 
engage in concerted activities for their mutual aid 
or protection and (2) to correct certain existing 
evils in labor organizations, such as breach of trust, 
corruption, disregard of the rights of individual 
employees, and other failure to observe high stan- 
dards of responsibility and ethical conduct, by: 
(1) requiring labor organizations, employees, labor 
relations consultants, and their officers and repre- 
sentatives engaged in industries affecting interstate 
commerce to file with the Secretary of Labor certain 
reports and information relative to their administra- 
tive practices and financial transactions; (2) en- 
couraging observance of fiduciary responsibilities 
by officers and representatives of labor organiza- 
tions through a requirement that they file reports, 
to be public information, on transactions involving 





aconflict of interest; (3) regulating the appoint- 
gent of trustees or receivers by labor organizations 
engaged in industries affecting interstate commerce 
to administer the affairs of subordinate labor or- 
ganizations; (4) providing that labor organizations 
engaged in industries affecting commerce elect their 
officers periodically either directly by secret 
ballot or through delegates chosen by secret ballot; 
(5) encouraging voluntary action by labor organiza- 
tions and employers engaged in industries affecting 
commerce, through the adoption of codes of ethical 
practices and suitable implementation and publication 
thereof; and (6) providing procedures for preventing 
acts and omissions of labor organizations, employers, 
labor relations consultants, and their officers and 
representatives, which are detrimental to the rights 
and interests of individual employees and the public, 
and imposing criminal penalties for willful viola- 
tions of this Act. 

Title I - Reporting and Disclosure. Requires 
every interstate labor organization to file with the 
Secretary of Labor a copy of its constitution and 
bylaws and a report signed by its president and 
treasurer containing the following information: 

(1) name of organization; principal place of business; 
where books and records are kept; (2) names and titles 
of officers; (3) fees and dues required for member- 
ship; (4) statement as to procedure followed with 
respect to among other things (a) qualifications or 
restrictions for membership, (b) elections, (c) re- 
moval of officers, (d) calling of meetings, (e) 

levying of assessments, (f) imposition of fines, (g) 
authorization for bargaining demands, (h) audit of 
union funds, etc. 

Requires all interstate labor organizations to 
file annually with the Secretary of Labor a report 
containing the following information relative to the 
union's financial condition and operation: (1) 
assets and liabilities for the year; (2) receipts of 
any kind and sources thereof; (3) salaries and dis- 
bursements to officials and to employees receiving 
more than $10,000; (4) loans in excess of $250 to 
officers and employees with a statement as to the 
security arrangements; (5) business loans; (6) other 
disbursements and the purposes thereof, 

Requires the aforementioned information to be 
made available in report form to union members, 
Permits the Secretary to exempt unions having a 
gross annual receipt of less than $20,000 from filing 
the required financial statements, 

Repeals and amends certain sections of the 
National Labor Relations Act thereby eliminating the 
requirement that unions file certain material with 
the Secretary of Labor under such Act, in order to 
bring about conformity with the filing requirements 
of this Act. 

Requires every labor official and every employee 
of a labor organization who received wages, expenses 
or other allowances in excess of $5,000 during the 
preceding fiscal year from labor organizations to 
file a report with the Secretary listing all finan- 
cial transactions in which he, his spouse,or minor 
child was engaged during that time; however, makes 
this requirement inapplicable in the case of secur- 
ities traded on a securities exchange registered 
under the Securities Exchange Act of 1934 or to 
Shares in an investment company registered under the 
Investment Company Act of 1940 or to securities of a 
public utility holding company registered under the 
Public Utility Holding Company Act of 1935, 
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Requires employers to file a report with the 
Secretary listing and describing for the preceding 
fiscal year any expenditure to a labor relation's 
consultant or independent contract, an employee, or 
a labor organization, in connection with an agreement 
aimed at interfering with the employees‘ right to 
collective bargaining through a representative of 
their own choosing, 

Further, requires persons acting pursuant to 
any agreement or arrangement with an employer, which 
would interfere with the employees' right to collec- 
tive bargaining through representatives of their own 
choosing, to file an annual report with the Secretary 
setting forth the following information: (1) the 
name under which such person is doing business and 
the principal place of business; (2) receipts of any 
kind from employers on account of labor relations 
advice or services, designating the sources thereof; 
(3) disbursements of any kind, in connection with 
such services and the purposes thereof; and (4) a 
detailed statement of the terms of such agreement or 
arrangement, 

Exempts the following from filing an expenditure 
report with the Secretary: (1) persons who represent 
employers before any court, administrative agency, 
tribunal or arbitration or who engage in collective 
bargaining agreements on behalf of the employer; 

(2) employers - unless they have made expenditures, 
payments, or loans of the kind described in this 
section; (3) regular officers, supervisors, employees 
who receive moneys etc, for services rendered as a 
regular officer, supervisor, or employee, 

Provides that the information and data contained 
in the aforementioned reports and documents filed 
with the Secretary be made public knowledge, Permits 
the Secretary to use this information for statistical 


and research purposes to compile and publish such 
studies, analyses, reports, and surveys based thereon 
as he may deem appropriate, 

Directs the Secretary to provide, by regulation, 
for the furnishing of copies of the reports and docu- 
ments filed with him upon payment of a charge based 
on the service; provided, that no charge be made to 


State agencies for such service, However, where the 
State agency has received a copy of the report, pro- 
vides that no person shall be required by reason of a 
State law to furnish information included in a report 
filed with the Secretary, 

Requires the preservation of records and accounts 
of financial transactions as are necessary in order 
to verify the aforementioned financial reports, 

Provides that the initial reports required here- 
under be filed not later than January 1, 1960, 

Grants authority to the Secretary to issue, 
amend, and rescind rules and regulations prescribing 
the form, time of filing, and publication of the 
reports required to be filed under this Act, Permits 
the Secretary to exempt from the reporting and dis- 
closure requirements of this Act, for a definite or 
indefinite period, any labor organization or class 
thereof temporarily convened either for the sole 
purpose of negotiating a labor agreement or for 
carrying out educational activity. 

Empowers the Secretary, upon his determination 
that there has been, or is about to be, a violation 
under this Act, to make an investigation and enter 
such places and inspect such records and accounts and 
question such persons as he may deem necessary to 
enable him to determine the facts thereto, 
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Prohibits labor organizations from making loans 
to any officer or employee thereof which results in 
an indebtedness on the part of such officer or 
employee in excess of $1,500. 

Prohibits a labor organization or an employer 
from paying fines, or the cost of defense, or any 
officer, agent, employee, or representative indicted 
for or convicted of any violation under this Act. 

Imposes a fine of $10,000 and/or 1 year's im- 
prisonment for willfull violation of the provisions 
of this title, 

Imposes a fine of $10,000 and/or 1 year's im- 
prisonment where a person knowingly makes a false 
Statement or representation of a material fact, in 
any document, report, etc. required hereunder; or 
where there has been a willfull false entry in, or 
a willful concealment, withholding or destruction of 
any books, records, reports, or statement required 
to be kept under this title. 

Provides for personal liability against persons 
Signing reports and statements, Further, imposes a 
$10,000 fine and/or 5 year's imprisonment against 
any person who embezzles, steals, or unlawfully and 
willfully abstracts or converts to his own use or 
the use of another any of the moneys, funds, secur- 
ities, property, or other assets of a labor organi- 
zation of which he is an officer or an employee, 

Permits any member of a labor organization to 
bring suit against a union official or employee 
convicted of any offense under this title involving 
the money or property of the union, where the labor 
organization or its officers refuse or fail to do 
so, Within 6 months after a request for same has 
been initiated by any member of the labor organiza- 
tion. 

Creates within the Department of Labor a Com- 
missioner of Labor Reports, to be appointed by the 
President, to receive compensation at the highest 
rate established for a grade 18 under the General 
Schedule of the Classification Act of 1949, 

Authorizes the Secretary to make certain expen- 
ditures and to appoint and fix the compensation of 
such personnel, including attorneys, as may be nec- 
essary to perform the functions imposed on him by 
this Act, 

Empowers the Secretary to bring an action, 
including injunctive relief, in a Federal district 
court upon the appearance that a violation of this 
Act has occurred or is about to occur. 

Changes the provisions of the Labor-Management 
Relations Act, 1947 (Taft-Hartley) relating to re- 
strictions on payments to employee representatives by 
making it unlawful for any employer, labor relations 
expert, adviser, etc,, to pay, lend, deliver, or 
agree to pay, lend, or deliver, anything of value 
(and conversely makes the demand, receipt, request, 
acceptance or agreement thereto unlawful) to: (1) 
an employee representative; (2) a labor organization, 
officer, or employee representing employees of such 
employer; (3) to any employee or group or committee 
of employees for the purpose of influencing other 
employees in their right to collective bargaining; 
or (4) to a union officer or employee for the pur- 
poses of attempting to influence him in respect to 
any of his actions, decisions, etc., in his relation- 
ship with union members. 

Makes it unlawful for unions and union officials 
and employees to demand or accept from the operator 
or owner of any interstate motor vehicle, anything 
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of value payable as a fee or charge for the unload- 
ing, of the cargo of such vehicle, compensation for 
services as employees excepted, 

Makes instigating picketing for personal profit 
unlawful, 

Makes certain exceptions to this unlawful pay- 
ment or receipt of moneys provision as, for example, 
in the case of money, etc., paid by an employer (1) 
to an employee whose duties include acting openly 
for the employer in labor relations matters; (2) in 
satisfaction of court judgments; (3) for sales or 
purchases of articles or commodities at the prevail- 
ing market price in the regular course of business; 
(4) for money deducted from the wages of employees 
in payment of membership dues in or other periodic 
payments to a labor organization; and (5) with 
respect to money, etc,, paid to a trust fund estab- 
lished by the representative, for the sole and 
exclusive benefit of the employees, their families 
and dependents, with certain provisos. 

Requires labor union officials and employers to 
file with tie Secretary, at the beginning of each 
fiscal year, affidavits to the effect that they are 
not a member of the Communist Party or otherwise 
affiliated with this party or any party or organiza- 
tion which advocates the overthrow of the United 
States Government by force or by any illegal or 
unconstitutional method, Makes the provisions of 
the Federal Criminal Code, relating to falsifications, 
concealments, etc,, in statements applicable to these 
affidavits; hence, imposing a fine of up to $10,000 
and/or 5 year's imprisonment for such falsification, 
etc. 

Title II - Trusteeships., Requires every nation- 
al or international labor organization which has, or 
assumes trusteeship, over any subordinate organiza- 
tion to file with the Secretary, within 30 days after 
enactment of this Act or the imposition of any such 
trusteeship, and, semiannually thereafter, a report, 
signed by the president and treasurer containing 
information as to: (1) the name and address of the 
subordinate organization; (2) the date the trustee- 
ship was established; (3) a detailed statement as to 
way the trusteeship was established or is being 
continued; (4) the nature and extent of participation 
by the membership of the subordinate organization in 
the selection of delegates to represent them in the 
regular or special conventions or other policy-deter- 
mining bodies and in the election of union officers. 

Under requlation of the union trusteeships makes 
legal provisions similar to those provided in 
Title I hereof relating to the public disclosure of 
accounts, records, etc,; the maintenance of accounts 
and records; penalties for violation of the filing 
requirement and false statements; individual respon- 
sibility of persons signing reports. Further, re- 
quires that the labor unions submit the information 
proffered the Secretary to all of its members in any 
subordinate organization involved in such manner as 
the Secretary shall prescribe. 

Directs that trusteeships be established and 
administered by a national or international labor 
organization over a subordinate body only in accord- 
ance with the constitution of such organization and 
for the purpose of correcting corruption or financial 
malpractice, assuring the performance of collective 
bargaining agreements, etc., restoring democratic 
procedures, or otherwise carrying out the legitimate 
objects of such labor organization, 





During the period when a subordinate body of a 
labor organization is in trusteeship makes the follow- 
ing unlawful: (1) to count votes of delegates in 
any labor convention or election of officers unless 
the delegates have been chosen by secret ballot; and 
(2) to transfer any current receipts, etc., of the 
subordinate body except the normal per capita tax 
and assessments payable by subordinate bodies not 
in trusteeship, with proviso. Penalties for viola- 
tion of this provision shall be a fine of not more 
than $10,000 and/or imprisonment for 1 year. 

Requires the Secretary to investigate written 
complaints of any member or subordinate member of a 
labor organization claiming violation of the afore- 
mntioned trusteeship provisions, and, if the Secretary 
finds probable cause to believe a violation has 
occurred, a civil action may be instigated by him 
in the appropriate Federal district court to prevent 
and restrain such violation, 

Declares that for jurisdictional purposes of the 
Federal district courts, a court shall be deemed 
to have jurisdiction of a labor organization (1) in 
the district in which the organization maintains its 
principal office, or (2) in any district in which 
its duly authorized officers or agents are engaged in 
conducting the affairs of the trusteeship. Provides 
that the labor unions be sued as an entity and that 
service upon the organization's officer or agent in 
his official capacity shall constitute service upon 
the labor union, 

Establishes a presumption of validity, for 18 
months, where a trusteeship meets the requirements 
of this Act; thereafter, if the trusteeship is 
attacked, the trusteeship shall be presumed invalid 
and its discontinuance decreed unless the labor 
union shows by clear and convincing proof that the 
continuation of the trusteeship is necessary and 
falls within a category for which such may be es- 
tablished, 

Requires the Secretary to submit, within 3 
years after the date of enactment of this Act, a 
report to Congress upon the operation of this title. 

Provides that nothing contained in this title 
shall be deemed to authorize any suit in any court 
of the United States except upon complaint by the 
Secretary. 

Title III - Elections. Requires elections to 
be held as follows: (1) national and international 
labor organizations - except federations - not less 
than once every 5 years; (2) local unions - not less 
than once every 3 years; (3) officers of intermediate 
bodies (general committees, system boards, joint 
boards, etc.) - not less than once every 4 years; 
and restricts these elections to those conducted by 
secret ballot among members in good standing in 
accordance with the organization's constitution and 
bylaws, 

Requires that a reasonable opportunity be given 
members for the nomination of candidates and that 
every member in good standing be eligible to be a 
candidate and to hold office. 

Not less than 15 days prior to the election, 
fequires the mailing of an election notice to each 
mmber at his last known home address. Entitles 
each member in good standing to one vote. 

Specifically prohibits the denial of a right 
to vote or hold office to a union member solely on 
the basis that the employer has withheld dues for 
payment pursuant to a voluntary authorization pro- 
vided for in collective bargaining agreement. 


Makes other provisions relative to elections in 
local unions. 

Prohibits the use of dues, contributions from 
an employer, etc,, to promote the candidacy of any 
person in an election. 

Provides that where the Secretary finds, upon 
application of a union member, that the constitution 
and bylaws of the labor organization fail to provide 
adequate removal procedure of an elected officer 
guilty of serious misconduct, such officer may be 
removed for cause shown by secret ballot of the vote 
of members in good standing. 

Requires the Secretary to promulgate rules and 
regulations prescribing minimum standards and pro- 
cedures for determining the adequacy of removal 
procedure, 

Permits union members who have exhausted reme- 
dies available to them under the union constitution 
and bylaws or who have failed to receive a final de- 
cision of a remedy invoked within a 3 month period 
thereafter, to file a complaint with the Secretary 
of Labor within 1 month thereafter alleging improper 
election, 

Requires the Secretary to investigate the com- 
plaint and bring an appropriate action in the Federal 
district court against the labor union if he finds 
probable cause to believe a violation has occurred, 

Provides that this title become effective 
within 90 days after the enactment of this Act but 
where the union's constitution and bylaws cannot 
be modified except by a constitutional convention, 
no later than 2 years after enactment hereof. 

Prohibits persons who have served prison terms 
within 5 years preceding appointment or election to 
serve as an officer, director, trustee, member of 
any executive board or similar governing body, 
business agent, management, organizer, or other em- 
ployee of a labor union, Imposes a $10,000 fine 
and/or imprisonment for 1 year upon any person who 
violates this provision, 

Title IV - Codes of Ethical Practices. Estab- 
lishes an Advisory Committee on Ethical Practices 
to advise the Secretary of Labor in the administra- 
tion of this Act; composition of the committee to be 
15 members appointed by the Secretary, 5 members 
to be chosen by national and international labor or- 
ganizations, 5 to be chosen by employer associations 
industrywide or national in scope, and 5 to represent 
the public. Makes other provisions relative to the 
members' terms of office, meetings, compensation, 
and travel expenses. 

Requires the Secretary to report to Congress 
no later than 3 years after enactment of this Act 
on the progress achieved by labor organizations and 
employers in the elimination, through the voluntary 
adoption of self-policing codes of ethical practices, 
of improper activities in the administration of their 
affairs and the use and expenditure of their funds; 
such report to include appropriate recommendations. 

Title V - Definitions and Miscellaneous, 

Title VI - Amendments to the Labor Management 
Relations Act of 1947, as amended. Grants juris- 
diction to the National Labor Relations Board to 
assert jurisdiction over all cases arising under 
this Act. Permits the Board to utilize State agencies 
in its exercise of jurisdiction within a State over 
classes of cases which are within the jurisdiction of 
the Board but with respect to which the Board finds 
that, because such classes of cases are essentially 
local in character, the impact thereof on commerce 
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is not significant. Makes other provisions relative 
to the Board's utilization of State agencies in 
matters arising under this Act. 

Amends section 8 of the National Labor Relations 
Act, 1947, by providing that it shall not be an un- 
fair labor practice for an employer engaged primarily 
in the building and construction industry to make 
an agreement with a labor organization composed of 
building and construction industry workers because: 
(1) of failure to establish the majority state of 
the labor organization; (2) the agreement requires, 
as a condition to employment, subsequent membership 
in the labor union; (3) the agreement requires the 
employer to notify the union of opportunities for 
employment with the employer, or permits the union 
to refer qualified applications to the employer; 

(4) the agreement specifies certain minimum 
training or experience qualifications. However, 
provides that nothing contained in the aforemen- 
tioned agreements shall be construed as authorizing 
the execution or application of agreements requiring 
membership in a labor organization as a condition of 
employment in any State or Territory in which such 
execution or application is prohibited by State or 
Territorial law. 

Amends Section 3(d) of the National Labor Rela- 
tions Act, which section deals with the appointment, 
etc., of a General Counsel of the National Labor 
Realtions Board, by providing that in case of a 
vacancy in the office of the General Counsel, the 
President is authorized to appoint the person to act 
as General Counsel during such vacancy; however, 
prohibits the filling of the vacancy for more than 
40 days during the time Congress is in session unless 
a nomination to fill such vacancy shall have been 


submitted to the Senate, or after the adjournment 
sine die of the session of the Senate in which such 
nomination was submitted. 


S. 1559. Messrs. Bible and Cannon; March 25, 1959 


(Banking and Currency). 


Provides for the striking of medals in com- 
memoration of the one hundredth anniversary of the 
first significant discovery of silver in the United 
States in 1859, 

S. 1560. Mr. Humphrey; March 25, 1959 
(Government Operations). 


Capital Budget Act of 1959 - Provides for the 
adoption of a capital budget by the Federal govern- 
ment. 

S. 1561. Mr. Cooper and others; March 25, 1959 
(Agriculture and Forestry). 


Establishes a home gardening program, under 
the supervision of the Secretary of Agriculture, to 
assist needy persons in supplementing their food 
supplies. 
S. 1562. Mr. Cooper and others; March 25, 1959 
(Labor and Public Welfare). 


Amends the Federal Coal Mine Safety Act in 
order to remove the exemption with respect to certain 
mines employing no more than 14 persons; thereby 
making the provisions of the Act applicable to all 
coal mines, i.e. authorizing a Federal mine inspector 
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to order the withdrawal of all miners from a mine 
when he finds danger that a mine explosion, mine 
fire, mine inundation, or man-trip or man-hoist 
accident will occur in such mine immediately or 
before the imminence of such danger can be eliminated, 
and to prohibit reentry into the mine until the 
danger has been eliminated. 

Provides speedy and fair procedure for deter- 
mining whether conditions of imminent danger in a 
closed mine have been corrected. 

Directs the Bureau of Mines to make a study of 
safety conditions for all mines. 

Directs that hearings be held in the major 
coal-producing States, so that State mine-safety 
officials, miners, unions representing miners, and 
mine operators in each of said States would have 
the opportunity to testify about conditions in the 
mines of their State, and to make recommendations 
to improve mine safety. 

Requires the Bureau to make a study of educa- 
tional and training programs for mine employees on 
safety measures. 


S. 1564. Mr. Murray; March 26, 1959 (Labor 
and Public Welfare). 


Amends title II of the National Defense Educa- 
tion Act of 1958, dealing with student loans, to 
provide a new method of distributing Federal capital 
contributions to institutions of higher education 
in a State if a State's allotment is insufficient 
to permit each such institution to receive the 
total amount requested by it [amending Public Law 
85-864]. 
S. 1565. Messrs. Murray, Neuberger and Mansfield; 
March 26, 1959 (Interior and Insular 
Affairs). 


Changes the provisions of “an Act relative to 
employment for certain adult Indians on or near 
Indian reservations", approved August 3, 1956, so 
as to enable certain Indians who do not reside on 
trust property to participate in the program author- 
ized by the Act. 

S. 1566. Mr. Murray and others; March 26, 1959 
(Finance). 


Lead and Zinc Stabilization Act of 1959 - Pro- 
poses to stabilize the domestic prices of lead and 
zinc so that the minimum domestic price of common 
lead shall be 15% cents per pound and the minimum 
domestic price of slab zinc shall be 13% cents per 
pound during the base period, Provides thereafter 
that the minimum domestic prices of lead and zinc 
per pound, for each quarter shall bear the same 
ratio to the minimum domestic prices prescribed 
with respect to each such metal as the average price 
index for the 3 months immediately preceding such 
quarter bears to the average price index for the 
base period, 

Establishes a system of import quotas for lead 
and zinc. 

Prohibits a country from bartering with respect 
to lead or zinc when the price of common lead or slab 
zinc, sold to domestic consumers under its quota 
exceeds the minimum price heretofore set forth. 

Provides that the Secretary of Commerce make 
allotments to importers as to the amount of lead and 





zinc which may be imported after notice and oppor- 
tunity for hearing. Permits importers to appeal the 
Secretary's determination to the United States Court 
of Appeals for the District of Columbia. Sets forth 
the manner in which appeal is to be made, 

Imposes a $1,000 fine (for each offense) upon 
persons refusing to furnish information necessary 
for the purposes of this Act. Prohibits officials 
administering this Act from investing, etc., in lead 
or zinc, and imposes a fine of $10,000 and/or im- 
prisonment for 2 years where this prohibition has 
been violated,

Mr. Keating; March 26, 1959 (Judiciary). 


Provides that any person who is a member in 
good standing of the bar of the highest court of a 
State or possession of the United States, or of the 
District of Columbia, shall be eligible to practice 
before any department, board, bureau, or administra- 
tive agency of the United States, other than the 
Patent Office,without the necessity of making appli- 
cation therefor or of showing any other qualifica- 
tions, 
§. 1568. Mr. Schoeppel; March 26, 1959 (Interior 
and Insular Affairs). 


Provides for the establishment of the Fort 
Scott National Historic Site, in the State of Kansas. 


§. 1570. Mr. Mansfield and others; March 26, 1959 
(Agriculture and Forestry and Labor and 
Public Welfare). 


Wool Shearing Labor Standards Act of 1959 - 
Establishes fair labor standards for employees who 
shear price-supported wool or mohair. 

Amends the statement of policy of the National 
Wool Act. Declares that a skilled labor force is 
required to achieve the objectives of the National 
Wool Act, i.e. the production of wool as a strategic 
commodity needed for national security. 

Provides that the Secretary of Labor, after 
holding appropriate hearings, shall determine the 
prevailing wage to be paid in a particular area for 
work performed in sheep shearing operations. Re- 
quires wool producers to certify that the area pre- 
vailing wage was paid to workers engaged in the 
Shearing of their price-supported wool; such certifi- 
cation to be made prior to receipt of any price- 
Supported benefits. 


$5. 1571. Mr. Kefauver and others; March 26, 1959 
(Government Operations). 


Consumers Act of 1959 - Establishes the Depart- 
ment of Consumers within the executive branch of the 
Government to be headed by a Secretary of Consumers, 
who shall be appointed by the President, 

Provides for the Presidential appointment of 
(1) an Under Secretary of Consumers, (2) an Assistant 
Secretary of Consumers, and (3) a General Counsel, 

Declares it to be the duty of the Department, to 
protect and promote the interests of the people of 
the United States as consumers of goods and services 
made available to them through the trade and com- 
merce of the United States. 

Sets forth the following functions of the De- 
partment: (1) presenting the consumer viewpoint in 
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the formulation of policies of the Government; (2) 
representing the economic interests of consumers 

of the United States in proceedings before courts and 
regulatory agencies of the United States; (3) con- 
ducting annually a National Consumers' Conference 

in order to obtain information, recommendations, and 
suggestions necessary for the Department's function; 
and (4) receiving, assembling, evaluating, acting 
upon, and disseminating information helpful to con- 
sumers of the United States in performing their 
economic function more efficiently. 

Permits the Department to intervene in proceed- 
ings before regulatory agencies (other than where an 
alleged violation is involved) as a party to represent 
the public interests of consumers, 

Authorizes the Department, upon its own motion, 
and upon written request made by an officer or em- 
ployee of the United States who is charged with the 
duty of presenting the case for the Government in 
that matter, to certify evidence and information 
relevant to (1) the adjudications of alleged viola- 
tions relating to the trade or commerce of the United 
States or (2) the proceedings in a Federal district 
court involving trade or commerce of the United 
States to which the United States or any regulatory 
agent thereof is a party. 

Authorizes the Department to file an amicus 
curiae brief in Federal appellate courts, upon the 
determination by the Secretary that the appellate 
court's action may affect substantially the economic 
interests of the American consumer; however, in the 
case of (1) proceeding to which the United States or 
one of its regulatory agencies is a party or (2) a 
proceeding in which the Attorney General has been 
granted leave to intervene on behalf of the United 
States or any regulatory agency, prohibits the De- 
partment from filing an amicus curiae without the 
consent of the Attorney General. 

Empowers the General Counsel of the Department, 
or any other Departmental attorney so designated by 
the Secretary, to appear on behalf of the Department 
in judicial or regulatory proceedings (the United 
States Supreme Court excepted) without otherwise 
complying with the requirements to practice before 
such court or agency. 

Imposes a duty upon the Department to receive 
complaints from consumers concerning commercial and 
trade practices employed in the production, distri- 
bution, and furnishing of goods and services which 
may be detrimental to their economic interests. 

Upon receipt of a complaint requires the Depart- 
ment to transmit to the producer, distributor, or 
supplier concerned written notice as to the nature 
of the complaint. 

Where relief cannot be effected by the Depart- 
ment, permits transfer of the complaint to the de- 
partment or agency which provides the most effective 
available means to secure relief for the complainant, 

Requires the Department to promptly transmit 
to the appropriate law enforcement officer or agency 
information relative to violations of Federal law, 
regulations, or court judgments or orders. 

Directs the Department to periodically make 
public information relative to its functicns and 
the problems encountered by consumers generally. 

Transfers all functions, powers, duties, and 
obligations, etc., of the following agencies to the 
Department: (1) Food and Drug Administration; (2) 
Division of Prices and Cost of Living of the Bureau 
of Labor Statistics; (3) Home Economics Research 
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Branch and the Human Nutrition Research Branch of 
the Agricultural Research Service; (4) those 
elements of the National Bureau of Standards which 
the Director of the Bureau of the Budget shall 
determine to be engaged primarily in research with 
respect to, or the testing of, articles intended 
for use by consumers, 

Requires the Department to make certain eco- 
nomic surveys and investigations with respect to: 
(1) production of goods and consumer capacity 
therefor; (2) distribution of goods; (3) prices for 
goods and services; (4) quality and suitability of 
goods; (S) degree to which the trade and commerce 
of the United States succeeds in satisfying con- 
sumer needs, 

Empowers the Department to (1) investigate 
interstate corporations with assets in excess of 
$5,000,000 in order to conduct the aforementioned 
surveys; (2) require these corporations to furnish 
certain information annually; (3) investigate trade 
conditions in foreign countries; (4) make public 
such information obtained hereunder as may be deemed 
in the public interest. 

Grants to the Department, for the purpose of 
conducting its surveys and investigations, all 
powers conferred upon the Federal Trade Commission 
in this respect. 

Makes other provisions relative to the admin- 
istration of the Department, 


S. 1572. Mr. Johnston of South Carolina; March 25, 
1959 (Post Office and Civil Service). 


Changes the Federal Executive Pay Act of 1956, 
to include, as an official receiving $20,000 annual 
compensation thereunder, the legal adviser, solici- 
tor or general counsel of an executive department 
(excluding the Department of Justice) and to 
include in the $19,000 compensation category the 
general counsel of a military department. 

Excludes from the $19,000 category the Chief 
Forester of the Forest Service, Department of 
Agriculture. 


S. 1573. Mr. Johnston of South Carolina; March 26, 
1959 (Post Office and Civil Service). 


Excludes maritime pilots from the provisions 
of the Classification Act of 1949, 


S. 1574. Mr. Johnston of South Carolina 
(by request); March 26, 1959 
(Post Office and Civil Service). 


Requires information concerning the average of 
the number of copies of each issue of a newspaper 
or periodical sold or distributed to paid subscrib- 
ers to be included in sworn statements, filed with 
the Postmaster General [amending U. S. C. 39:233]. 


S. 1575. Mr. Magnuson; March 26, 1959 
(Interstate and Foreign Commerce). 


Authorizes funds in the amount of $2,565,000 
per annum for the purpose of providing continuing 
studies of the effects of insecticides, herbicides, 
fungicides, etc.,upon fish and wildlife in order to 
prevent their loss [amending 72 Stat. 479]. 


S. 1576, Messrs, Magnuson and Jackson; March 26, 
1959 (Interstate and Foreign Commerce). 


Provides for the construction of a salt-water 
research laboratory at Seattle, Washington. 


S, 1580, Mr. Schoeppel; March 26, 1959 
(Agriculture and Forestry). 


Changes provisions of the Agricultural Adjust- 
ment Act of 1938, relating to the apportionment of 
the national acreage allotment for wheat, to provide 
that for certain purposes, farms on which the farm 
marketing excess of wheat is adjusted to zero be- 
cause of under production, shall be regarded as 
farms on which the entire amount of the farm market- 
ing excess of wheat has been delivered to the 
Secretary or stored to avoid or postpone the payment 
of the penalty. 


S. 1581. Mr. Allott; March 26, 1959 
(Interior and Insular Affairs). 


Establishes an expenditure account for the 
operation and maintenance activities of the Bureau 
of Reclamation. 


S, 1582, Mr. Johnson of Texas and Mr. Bridges; 
April 7, 1959 (Aeronautical and Space 
Sciences). 


Authorizes to be appropriated to the National 
Aeronautics and Space Administration for the fiscal 
year 1960 the sum of $485,300, 000. 


S. 1585. Mr. Thurmond; April 7, 1959 
(Interstate and Foreign Commerce). 


Changes the provisions of Section 315(a) of the 
Communications Act of 1934, requiring the granting 
of equal time by radio and television stations to 
opposing political candidates, by providing that 
such requirement shall not apply to news and other 
similar programs, 


S. 1589, Mr. Thurmond; April 7, 1959 
(Armed Services). 


Provides for the retention, in certain cases, 
of an officer in an active status in the Dental 
Corps of the Naval Reserve in a grade above chief 
warrant officer until age 65, in order that he may 
be permitted to complete 20 years service for re- 
tirement purposes. 


S. 1590. Mr. Fulbright (by request); April 7, 1959 
(Foreign Relations). 


Directs the Secretary of the Treasury to pay 
to the Icelandic government $5,378.98 in settlement 
of its claims against the United States arising out 
of accidents involving United States Armed Forces 
during their presence in Iceland from July 7, 1941 
to April 5, 1947, 
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$s, 1591. Mr. Kerr and others; April 7, 1959 


(Public Works). 


Water Conservation Act of 1959 - Provides 
policies and procedures for the development of 
water resources, Stipulates that river basins be 
developed as a single resource and on a multi-pur- 
pose basis. All purposes contributing benefits to 
the well-being of society, including flood control, 
conservation, storage, navigation, electric power, 
reclamation, domestic, municipal, and industrial 
water supply, recreation, fish and wildlife devel- 
opment, pollution control or abatement, watershed 
management-salinity control, down-stream benefits, 
agriculture and any others shall be included in 
reports to the Congress regarding any unit or 
project, Provides a formula for determination and 
allocation of costs for such projects and for deter- 
mining estimated value of benefits to be derived 
therefrom. Fixes a formula for the termination of 
electric power rates where basin development results 
in the production of such power and extends applica- 
tion of all formulas in the bill as to costs, value 
of benefits and rate determination to projects con- 
structed prior to this enactment, Exempts all 
wits or projects developed pursuant to the 
Tennessee Valley Authority Act of 1933 or for which 
allocation of costs have previously been determined 
by Congressional enactment, 
S, 1592, Messrs, Curtis and Hruska; April 7, 1959 
(Interior and Insular Affairs). 


Western Water Rights Settlement Act of 1959 - 
Provides that in States lying wholly or in part 
west of the 98th meridian in the use of ground and 
surface water for any purpose in connection with 
Federal programs, projects, or activities, no 
Federal Agency or employee of the Federal Government 
Shall interfere with the exercise of any right to 
the use of water for beneficial purposes theretofore 
acquired under and recognized by State custom or 
law except when authorized by Federal law and upon 
payment of just compensation therefor. Reserves all 
wiappropriated navigable and non-navigable ground 
and surface waters for appropriation and use of the 
public, pursuant to State law, and rights to the use 
of such waters for beneficial purposes shall be 
acquired under State laws relating to the appropri- 
ation, control, use, and distribution of such waters. 
Wakes certain exceptions from the Act where certain 
rights at present are in existence,

Limits the jurisdiction of the Federal courts, 
including the Supreme Court, by prohibiting judicial 
action of any kind with respect to any case, con- 
troversy or matter relating to the administration, 
by any State or any political subdivision thereof,

5. 1597, Mr. Dodd; April 7, 1959 (Armed Services). 

Establishes in the Department of the Navy a 
Sureau of Submarines [amending U. S. C. 10:5131]. 
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S. 1607 


S. 1598, Messrs. Javits and Clark; April 7, 1959 
(Labor and Public Welfare). 


Establishes a United States Art Foundation in 
order to assist and encourage the productions of plays, 
concerts, ballet, and other performances by marshali- 
ing professional advice, compiling registers of 
theatres and personnel, and providing subventions to 
help with the difference between box office receipts 
and cost, both from its own appropriations and from 
contributions made by private sources, 


S. 1603. Messrs, Morse and Humphrey; April 7, 1959 
(Rules and Administration). 


Requires each Member of Congress, certain other 
officers and employees of the United States, and 
certain officials of political parties, to file with

S. 1606. Mr. Bible; April 7, 1959 (Judiciary). 


Interstate Compact Consent Procedure Act of 
1959 - Provides an optional procedure by which a 
copy of any compact requiring consent may be trans- 
mitted to the President of the United States and to 
the Congress. Deems the consent of Congress to have 
been granted upon the expiration of the first 
90-day period of continuous session following trans- 
mittal, unless within that 90-day period Congress or 
either House has not passed a resolution denying 
consent, 
S. 1607. Messrs. Carroll and Allott; April 7, 1959 
(Banking and Currency). 


Establishes an additional Federal Reserve 
district in Denver, Colorado,

S. 1609, Mr. Javits; April 8, 1959 
(Banking and Currency). 


Provides that where a finding is made by the 
Tariff Commission of a substantial injury to an 
industry under the so-called escape clause of the 
Trade Agreements Act and a recommendation has been 
made to the President which the President fails to 
approve, small business concerns within that indus- 
try may become eligible for loans from the Small 
Business Administration, 

Permits small businesses, which have been 
adversely affected by the foreign trade policies of 
the United States, to pool their productive capaci- 
ties with the consent of the Federal Trade Commis- 
Sion and Attorney General without violating the 
antitrust laws, 

Charges the Secretary of Commerce, acting 
through the Office of Area Development, with the 
general coordination of governmental assistance to 
these affected businesses. 

Authorizes the Secretary of Labor to provide 
assistance for retraining individuals whose last 
employment was in a business eligible for assistance 
under this program and to cooperate with existing

S. 1614, Mr. McCarthy; April 8, 1959 (Finance). 
Reduces the import duty on cigars. 


S. 1615, Mr. Youny of North Dakota and Mr. Langer; 
April 8, 1959 (Public Works). 


Authorizes the Chief of Army Engineers to enter 
into a contract with the Standing Rock Indian Tribe 
to provide for clearing of such portion or portions 
of the Oahe Reservoir area as he may determine,

(Government Operations). 


Directs the Secretary of the Army to convey

April 8, 1959 (Government Operations), 


Declares it to be the policy of the Congress

S. 1623. Mr. Ellender (by request); April 8, 1959 
(Agriculture and Forestry). 


Repeals the provisions of the Agricultural 
Adjustment Act of 1933 relating to the surrender of 
warehoused goods without receipt [repealing U. S. C. 
7: 608f). 


S. 1626, Mr. Bennett; April 8, 1959 
(Armed Services). 


Retrocedes to the State of Utah concurrent 
jurisdiction over certain lands within such State 
which are under the jurisdiction of the United 
States. 


S. 1628. Mr. Hill; April 8, 1959 
(Labor and Public Welfare). 


Radiation Hazards Act of 1959 - Provides for 
the vesting of primary responsibility for the pro- 
tection of the public health and safety from radia- 
tion hazards in the Public Health Service of the 
Department of Health, Education,and Welfare. 

Requires the Surgeon General, through research 
and studies, to develop improved and uniform stan- 
dards of radiation protection, Directs the Surgeon 
General, after study and investigation and consulta- 
tion with Federal, State, and local radiation control 
agencies, to develop a program vesting in the Surgeon 
General the primary responsibility for the control 
and regulation of such hazards. 





Directs the Surgeon General to conduct, in the 
Public Health Service, research, studies, and 
investigations relating to the control of radiation 
hazards, Authorizes the Surgeon General, in con- 
nection with this research, etc,, to (1) make public 
the results of the findings and recommendations in 
connection therewith; (2) make grants-in-aid to 
public or private agencies and institutions for 
research and training projects; (3) secure, period- 
ically, the assistance and advice of experts and 
consultants; (4) provide for training in technical 
matters relating to the nature and control of 
radiation hazards to personnel of public agencies. 

Empowers the Surgeon General to conduct inves- 
tigation in connection with control of the radiation 
hazard, 

Directs the Surgeon General to cooperate in 
international radiation research control activities. 
Establishes a National Advisory Council on 
Radiation Hazard Control to assist and advise the 

Surgeon General, 

Makes other provisions relative to the adminis- 
tration of this Act. 

S, 1629. Mr. Humphrey; April 8, 1959 
(Labor and Public Welfare). 


Eliminates the provision of the National Labor 
Relations Act, prohibiting a guards' union, which 
might have an affiliation with a union admitting 
employees other than guards to membership from being 
recognized as a certified unit of bargaining 
[amending U. S. C. 29:158(b)(3)]. 

S, 1630, Mr. Hruska and others; April 8, 1959 
(Government Operations). 


Changes the Federal Property and Administrative 
Services Act of 1949, to require the disposal of 
certain surplus land for use in the production of 
crops through the operation of family-type farms. 

Provides that any tract of land exceeding 
2,000 acres in area determined to be surplus which 
has been devoted to the production of crops, and is 
immediately suitable for agricultural uses, shall 
not be disposed of in parcels of more than 320 acres 
to each individual or family group. 

Makes the acre limitation inapplicable to sur- 
plus land upon which buildings are located, if they 
are still in usable condition for industrial, com-

Missouri Basin Commission and Compact Board 
Act - Establishes a Missouri Basin Commission and 
Compact Board to provide a coherent and unified 
direction for the development of the Missouri Basin's 
natural resources, to give responsible direction to 
the resource development activities of the Federal 
Government in the Missouri Basin and for coordinating 
those activities with resource development activities 
of the States. 
S. 1637. Mr, Keating; April 10, 1959 (Judiciary). 
Deems one guilty of perjury in instances in 
which contradictory statements are made before Con- 
gressional committees or judicial tribunals within 
5 years of each other regardless of whether one

S. 1638, Mr. Clark; April 10, 1959

Career Service Act of 1959 - Establishes a 
career service which shall include all appointive 
civil officers and positions in (1) the executive 
branch of the Government; (2) the General Accounting 
Office and the Printing Office; (3) in the Adminis- 
trative office of the United States Courts; (4) in 
the following agencies of the District of Columbia: 
(a) juvenile court; (b) Department of Public Welfare; 
(c) Unemployment Compensation Board; (d) Office of 
the Recorder of Deeds and; (e) Department of Correc- 
tions, 

Specifically exempts from the Act certain 
offices and positions such as those filled by 
Presidential appointment (other than the office of 
the postmaster); those designated by the Director 
as of a confidential or policy-determining character;

Foreign Service, the Central Intelligence Agency, 
and the Board of Governors of the Federal Reserve 
System, Directs the President to promulgate rules 
for the administration of the Career Service which 
shall include provision for (a) recruitment, 
appointment, promotion, transfer, reassignment, and 
separation of employees, (b) ascertainment of the 
qualifications, loyalty, and suitability of

employees, (c) the classification of positions, 

(d) the training and career development of employees,

system of appeals by employees from adverse personnel 
actions, (g) the prohibition of discrimination be- 
cause of political, religious, and racial affilia- 
tions, marital status, or physical handicap, (h) 
prohibition against the appointment or retention in

Provides for the appointment of a 
Deputy Director of Personnel under the same circum- 
stances as the Director but whose compensation shall 
be $20,500 per year, Sets forth the duties of the 
Director to the end that he shall assist the Presi- 
dent in carrying out his responsibility for planning, 
implementing, and reviewing the personnel program 
for the executive branch of the Government. 

Establishes a committee to be known as the 
President's Advisory Committee, three members of 
which shall be appointed from outside the Federal 
Government and compensated on a $50 per diem basis, 
and two others from among Government officials.

S, 1650. Mr. Eastland; April 10, 1959 (Judiciary). 


Extends the period for filing claims under the 
War Claims Act of 1948, 


S. 1652. Mr. Gore; April 10, 1959 (Atomic Energy). 


Extends until September 1, 1964, (now Septem- 
ber 1, 1959) the time for filing certain patent 
applications under the Atomic Energy Act of 1954, 


S. 1653, Mr. McCarthy; April 10, 1959 (Finance). 


Continues until June 30, 1960, the suspension 
of duties on metal scrap under the Act of 
September 30, 1950. 


S. 1654, Messrs. McCarthy and Humphrey; 
April 10, 1959 (Public Works). 


Public Buildings Act of 1959 - Authorizes the 
construction of public buildings by the Administra- 
tor of General Services only. Vests powers neces- 
Sary for such construction in the Administrator. 
Provides for joint approval by the Administrator 
and Postmaster General where post office buildings 
are to be constructed. Provides for reports of 
Construction projects to be furnished to the 
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Committee on Public Works in each House of the 
Congress, Requires approval of such projects by 
said Committee.

Provides more liberal income tax deductions, 
under the District of Columbia income tax laws, 
for medical expenses of individuals who have 
attained the age of 65. 


S. 1660. Messrs, Hart and McNamara; April 13, 1959 
(Foreign Relations). 


Authorizes the Honorable Thomas F. McAllister, 
judge of the United States court of appeals, to 
accept and wear the decoration tendered him by the 
Government of France, 


S. 1661, Mr. Keating; April 13, 1959 (Judiciary). 


Extends the protection of the criminal code 
against killing of certain officers and employees 
of the United States to (a) probation officers of 
the United States district courts, (b) officers or 
employees of the Department of Labor authorized to 
perform duties in connection with investigatory or 
enforcement functions under provisions relating to 
labor in any law of the United States, (c) officers, 
guards, or special policemen designated to protect 
the property of the United States under the adminis-

Provides for the establishment of the Arkansas 
Post National Park, in the State of Arkansas. 


S. 1663. Mr. Langer; April 13, 1959 
(Interior and Insular Affairs). 


Directs the Secretary of the Interior to convey 
certain property in the State of North Dakota to 
the city of Bismarck, North Dakota. 
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S. 1664, Mr. Langer; April 13, 1959 
(Public Works). 


Directs the Secretary of the Army, in accord- 
ance with a recommendation from the Chief of 
Engineers, to construct a dam and reservoir on the 
Little Missouri River in Theodore Roosevelt Nation- 
al Park in the State of North Dakota. Authorizes 
mecessary appropriations. 


S. 1665, Mr. Langer; April 13, 1959 
(Public Works). 


Provides for the construction of a dam and 
reservoir on the Green River in the State of 
North Dakota. 


S. 1666. Mr. Langer and Mr. Young of North Dakota; 
(April 13, 1959 (Banking and Currency). 


Includes within the definition of a small 
business concern under the Small Business Act of 
1953 certain agricultural business enterprises. 


S. 1670. Mr. Gruening; April 13, 1959 
(Interior and Insular Affairs). 


Provides for the granting of mineral rights in 
certain homestead lands in the State of Alaska. 


S, 1671. Mr. Magnuson (by request); April 13, 1959 
(Interstate and Foreign Commerce). 


Makes the rate of interest for Government 
financing under the Merchant Marine Act, 1936, 
more flexible. 

Provides that when vessels are sold under the 
Act, on credit, the interest chargeable on the un- 
paid balance of the purchase price shall be a 
composite rate consisting of two components: (1) 

a rate equal to the current average market yield, 
during the month preceding the execution of the 
contract to sell the vessel, as determined by the 
Secretary of the Treasury, on outstanding marketable 
obligations of the United States of maturities com- 
parable to the vessel mortgage maturity; and (2) a 
rate, determined by the Secretary of Commerce to be 
sufficient to cover administrative expenses and 
probable losses, which shall be not less than % of 
1 percent per annum and not more than 1 percent per 
annum except that during the period during which 
the vessel to be sold is under construction the 
charge to cover administrative expenses and probable 
losses shall be not less than 1/4 of 1 percent and 
not more than % of 1 percent.

Grants the Administrator of General Services, 
with respect to proceedings involving carriers and 
other public utilities before Federal regulatory 
bodies, the rights of a party to invoke and pursue 
original and appellate judicial proceedings involv- 
ing the determinations of such bodies, the liability 
of the Administrator in any such case extending only 
to liability for court costs [amending U. S. C. 40: 
481 (a)(4)]. 


S. 1677. Mr. Pastore; April 15, 1959 (Judiciary). 


Provides for the incorporation of the National 
Woman's Relief Corps, auxiliary to the Grand Army 
of the Republic. 


S. 1678. Mr. Williams of Delaware; April 15, 1959 
(Interior and Insular Affairs). 


Provides for competitive bidding on all oil 
and gas leases issued on acquired public lands 
[amending U. S. C. 30:358]. 


S. 1680. Mr. Javits; April 15, 1959 
(Banking and Currency). 


Amends the Housing Act of 1949, to provide for 
the construction of civil defense shelters in con- 
junction with urban renewal areas anywhere in the 
United States. 

Makes additional Federal grants to communities, 
which currently contribute 4 of the funds, needed 
for slum clearance and redevelopment compared to 
the %4rd's contribution in capital grants made by 
the Federal government, in order that these shelters 
be built on the urban renewal sites. 


S. 1681. Mr. Morse; April 15, 1959 
(District of Columbia). 


District of Columbia Charter Act - Declares it 
to be the intent of Congress to restore to the 
inhabitants of the District of Columbia the powers 
of local self-government by the elective process and 
to relieve the National Legislature of the burden of 
legislating upon purely local District Matters. 

Title I - Definitions. 

Title II - Changes the status of the District 
of Columbia. Declares the District to be a body 
politic and corporate in perpetuity for governmental 
purposes and as such grants to it the powers to sue 
and be sued, contract, and possess a corporate 
seal, Transfers all existing powers, rights, priv- 
ileges, immunities, duties, obligations, assets, 
and liabilities of the District of Columbia to the 
body politic and corporate herein created. 

Title III - Creates a 9 member elected Council 
for the District of Columbia, Sets forth the qual- 
ifications of holding office as a member of the 
District Council; fixes compensation for Council 
members at $8,000 per annum ($10,000 per annum for 
the Chairman). 





Grants power to the Council to make changes in 
its membership and compensation; provided there has 
been assent to a change by a majority of the quali- 
fied electors of the District voting at an election 
on the proposition set forth in any such act, 

Transfers to the Council all functions hereto- 
fore exercised by the Board of Commissioners of the 
District of Columbia. Vests complete legislative 
power over the District in the District Council with 
respect to all rightful subjects of legislation not 
inconsistent with the Constitution or with the laws 
of the United States. 

However, prohibits the Council from legislating 
in the following instances: (1) imposing any tax 
on United States' property; (2) granting any 
exclusive privilege, immunity, or franchise; (3) 
authorizing any lottery or other form of gambling; 
(4) authorizing the use of public money in support 
of sectarian, denominational, or private schools; 

(5) lending the public credit for support of any 
private undertaking; (6) issuing bonds except as 
provided for in this Act; (7) enacting any act 
inconsistent with certain specified acts, 

Provides, generally, that laws enacted by the 
Council become effective within 30 days of passage. 

Reserves unto the Congress of the United States 
power to enact legislation for the District, whether 
within or without the scope of legislative power 
granted herein to the District Council, including 
the power to amend or repeal laws in force in the 
District prior to or after the enactment of this Act. 

Vests jurisdiction over the Municipal Courts of 
the District of Columbia in the District Council in 
all matters pertaining to their organization, com- 
position, and to the appointment or selection, 
qualification, tenure and compensation of the judges 
thereof. Prohibits any change in the tenure of any 
judge serving at the time of enactment of this Act 
but permits a compensation increase, 

Sets forth the organization and procedure for 
the District Council. Requires the Council to hold 
public meetings each odd-numbered year commencing 
with 1961; such meetings to be weekly except that 
during July and August meetings are to be held twice 
amonth, Grants to citizens of the District of 
Columbia the right to petition and be heard by the 
Council at any of its meetings. 

Grants investigatory power to the Council, 
including power to subpoena witnesses and documents 
and refer contumacious persons to the Federal 
District Court. 

Title IV - Provides for the election of a Mayor 
who shall receive an annual salary of $15,000 and 
up to $2,500 a year for office expenses. Sets 
forth the powers and duties of the Mayor among which 
are: (1) the designation of District officials to 
act in his absence; (2) being the official head of 
the District for ceremonial purposes; (3) adminis- 
tering laws relating to personnel matters in his 
office, the executive department of the District, 
and the boards, commissions and agencies of the 
District; (4) preparation of annual fiscal reports; 
and (S) keeping the Council advised of the financial 
condition and future needs of the District and make 
recommendations to the Council. 

Title V - Provides that the fiscal year for 
the District run from July through June 30th of the 
Succeeding calendar year. 

Directs the Council to fix budgetary details 
after receipt of the annual budget prepared by the 
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Mayor. Permits the District to borrow, through the 
issuance of bonds, for capital improvements. Makes 
provisions relative to the issuance of these bonds, 
their interest rate, redemption, sale, debt limita- 
tion, tax exemption, etc. 

Title VII - Sets forth the financial duties of 
the Mayor, i.e. his preparation and submission of 
the budget; responsibility for all financial trans- 
actions to insure adequate control of revenues and 
resources and to insure that appropriations are not 
exceeded; maintenance of accounting systems; etc. 

Title VIII - Creates a 9 member Board of Educa- 
tion to determine policies with respect to the 
maintenance and operation of public schools, Makes 
provisions relative to membership qualifications; 
compensation of members; officers; records; meetings; 
etc. 

Title IX - Sets forth the manner in which elec- 
tions shall be held in the District. Directs the 
Board of Elections to maintain a permanent registry; 
conduct registrations and elections; operate polling 
places; and generally be responsible for matters 
pertaining to and connected with District elections. 

Requires the Board to conduct a general elec- 
tion in any even-numbered calendar year commencing 
with 1960; and (2) in any odd-numbered calendar year 
Commencing with 1961, if an act authorizing the 
issuance of bonds required hereunder be submitted 
for a referendum at an election is enacted at least 
40 days prior to the date for conducting the elec- 
tion in such year, Fixes as the general election 
day the 4th Tuesday before the first Tuesday after 
the first Monday in November. 

Provides that the following be elective 
officers: (1) Members of the District Council - 

2 year term; (2) Members of the Board of Education - 
2 year term; (3) Mayor - 4 year term; (4) District 
Delegate - 2 year term. 

Makes provisions relative to vacancies; what 
candidates are elected; qualified electors; regis- 
tration; qualification of candidates; nominations; 
and nonpartisan elections, 

Requires the use of secret ballot - either by 
paper ballot or voting machine, Makes other provi- 
sions relative to recounting and contesting votes; 
interference with registration or voting; violations 
of the voting provisions. 

Title X - Makes miscellaneous provisions rela- 
tive to agreements with the United States; District 
officials conflict of interest in contracts or other 
governmental transactions; etc. 

Title XI - Makes provisions relative to the 
succession of the government in connections with the 
transfer of personnel, property, and funds in 
accordance with the requirements under this Act. 

Title XII - Provides that if any provision of 
this Act is rendered invalid, the remainder of the 
Act shall not be affected thereby. 

Title XIII - Grants temporary power to the 
President with respect to the administration of the 
functions of the District of Columbia government in 
order that the Board of Elections may properly per- 
form these functions under this Act. Authorizes the 
appropriation of $500,000 to the District for use in 
paying the expenses of the Board of Elections and in 
otherwise effecting this Act. 

Title XIV - Fixes the effective dates under 
this Act. 

Title XV - Provides for a referendum within 9 
months after the enactment of this Act to determine 
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whether the registered qualified electors of the 
District of Columbia accept the charter herein 
provided (i.e. Titles I - XII). 

Title XVI - Provides for the representation of 
the District of Columbia in the House of Represent- 
atives by a Delegate to be known as the "Delegate 
from the District of Columbia"; such delegate to 
be elected as heretofore provided. 

Title XVII - Empowers the qualified electors 
to approve or reject in a referendum any act of the 
District Council, or part or parts thereof, which 
has become law, whether or not such act is yet 
operative. Exempts from this power acts authorizing 
the issuance of bonds. 


S. 1683. Mr. McCarthy; April 15, 1959 
(Rules and Administration). 


Amends the Hatch Act to permit officers and 
employees of the Government to take active part in 
political activities. 


S. 1686, Mr. Symington and others; April 15, 1959 
(Labor and Public Welfare). 


Directs the Secretary to establish and admin- 
ister a national food certificate program under 
which he shall issue to eligible persons certifi- 
cates which shall be redeemable by the recipient 
thereof at any designated food store for certain 
specific goods, Requires that food commodities 
shall be designated by the Secretary which contain 
nutrient ingredients found by him to be commonly 
deficient in the diets of persons receiving assist- 
ance hereunder, Entitles the following categories 
of persons to be eligible for food certificates: 
(a) recipients of public assistance under the 
Social Security Act; (b) recipients of unemployment 
compensation benefits; (c) recipients of public 
assistance under State or local programs; (d) per- 
sons who would be eligible for State and local 
public assistance except for lack of residence; and 
(e) needy persons not in categories (a), (b), and 
(c) supra. Limits certificates for any individual 
to a face value of $5 per month. Directs that food 
certificates shall be used only as part payment for 
purchase of designated foods and may not cover more 
than 50 percent of cost. Provides for redemption 
of surplus food certificates through banking 
institutions. 


S. 1688, Mr. Beall; April 15, 1959 
(District of Columbia). 


Authorizes the American Society of International 
Law to use certain real estate in the District of 
Columbia as the National headquarters of such 
society. 


S. 1689, Messrs. Mundt and Douglas; April 15, 1959 
(Judiciary). 


Freedom Commission Act - Establishes an inde- 
pendent agency in the executive branch known as the 
Freedom Commission composed of a chairman and six 
members appointed by the President with the concur- 
rence of the Senate. Provides for members to serve 
for six years (except initial appointees) and for 
the chairman to serve during the pleasure of the 
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President. 

Authorizes the Commission to establish a 
Freedom Academy to develop a systematic knowledge 
of the international communist conspiracy to develop 
counteraction to such conspiracy, to educate and 
train private citizens concerning all aspects of 
such conspiracy, and to train persons in Government 
concerning international Communism, Permits the 
Commission to make grants to students and to provide 
additional training for students as determined to 
be in the public interest, 

Authorizes the Commission to establish infor- 
mation centers to disseminate information and 
materials which will assist individuals and organi- 
zations to increase their understanding of the 
Communist conspiracy and ways and means of defeating 
it. 

Establishes a Joint Congressional Freedom 
Committee consisting of seven members from each 
House to make continued studies of the activities 
of the Commission and of problems relating to the 
development of counteraction to the Communist 
conspiracy, 


S. 1690, Messrs. Mundt and Case of South Dakota; 
April 15, 1959 (Interior and Insular 
Affairs). 


Provides that no part of the compensation for 
the property taken by condemnation proceedings shall 
be subject to any lien, debt, or claim of any nature 
whatsoever against the Lower Brule Sioux Tribe or 
individual Indians entitled to the compensation 
except, under certain conditions, delinquent debts 
owed by the Tribe to the United States, 


S. 1691, Messrs. Mundt and Case of South Dakota; 
April 15, 1959 (Interior and Insular 
Affairs). 


Provides that no part of the compensation for 
the property taken by the condemnation proceedings 
shall be subject to any lien, debt, or claim of any 
nature whatsoever against the Crow Creek Sioux 
Tribe or individual Indians entitled to the compen- 
sation except, under certain circumstances, delin- 
quent debts owed by the tribe to the United States. 


S. 1692, Messrs, Mundt and Case of South Dakota; 
April 15, 1959 (Interior and Insular 
Affairs). 


Provides that no part of the compensation for 
property taken shall be subject to any lien, debt, 
or claim of any nature whatsoever against the 
Standing Rock Sioux Tribe or individual Indians 
entitled to the compensation except, under certain 
circumstances, delinquent debts owed by the tribe 
to the United States, 


S. 1694, Messrs. Hill and Yarborough; April 15, 
1959 (Labor and Public Welfare). 


Extends veterans entitlement for hospital and 
medical care to veterans temporarily sojourning 
abroad for any service-connected disability regard- 
less of whether incurred in wartime [amending 
U. S. C. 38:624(b)].

(Foreign Relations). 


Provides that the Mutual Defense Assistance 
Control Act shall not be deemed to prohibit the 
furnishing of economic and financial assistance to 
any nation or area except the Union of Soviet 
Socialist Republics and Communist-held areas of the 
Far East, whenever the President determines that 
such assistance is important to the security of the 
United States. Directs the President to report any 
determination made pursuant hereto to the Committees 
on Foreign Relations, Appropriations, and Armed 
Services of the Senate and the Speaker of the House 
of Representatives. 

S, 1699, Mr. Murray (by request); April 16, 1959 
(Interior and Insular Affairs). 


Public Land Townsite Act - Consolidates, 
revises, and reenacts the public land townsite laws. 


S$, 1700. Mr. Carlson; April 16, 1959 (Finance). 


Permits income derived as an administrator or 
executor of an estate to be considered as "self- 
employment income" for the purposes of the Old-Age 
and Survivors' Insurance Program of the Social 
Security Act. 

S. 1708, Mr. Magnuson; April 16, 1959 
(Armed Services). 


Permits the President to give uniforms, arms, 
ammunition, and equipment that are surplus to the 
needs of the United States to National Guard units. 


S. 1709. Mr. Magnuson (by request); April 16, 1959 
(Interstate and Foreign Commerce). 


Prohibits the Interstate Commerce Commission 
from granting temporary operating authority to 
render common or contract service by motor vehicle 
where absence to service results from a strike. 


S. 1710. 


Mr. Magnuson (by request); April 16, 1959 
(Interstate and Foreign Commerce). 


Provides employee protection, under the 
Interstate Commerce Act, in cases involving consoli- 
dations, mergers, etc., of passenger motor carriers, 
S, 1711. Mr. Humphrey and others; April 16, 1959 
(Foreign Relations), 


International Food for Peace Act of 1959 - 
Establishes a 5-year program of local currency sales 
of United States surplus agricultural commodities at 
arate of $2 billion a year. 

Continues to provide emergency assistance, 
under Title II of the Agricultural Trade Development 
and Assistance Act of 1954, through grants of sur- 
plus agricultural commodities, over a period of 5 
years at a rate not exceeding $250 million a year, 
to friendly peoples in meeting famine or other 
emergency relief requirements; and grants of such 
commodities to assist friendly nations in establish- 
ing, expanding, or carrying out programs for the 
relief of chronic hunger and malnutrition. 


S. 1712 


Provides for the continuation of Title III of 
the aforementioned Act, with minor changes, which 
provide for, first, use by Federal agencies in 
making payment for commodities not produced in the 
United States; second, barter of surplus agricultur- 
al commodities for strategic or other materials; 
third, grants to public and private agencies for 
use in the United States in nonprofit school lunch 
programs, nonprofit summer camps for children, 
charitable institutions (including hospitals), and 
assistance to needy persons; and, fourth, grants to 
nonprofit voluntary agencies for use in the assist- 
ance of needy persons outside of the United States. 

Adds Title IV to the Agricultural Trade Devel- 
opment and Assistance Act of 1954, Establishes 
under this new title a 10-year program of long-term 
supply contracts, for United States surplus agri- 
cultural commodities with interest not to exceed 
2% percent per year, payment - in dollars, services, 
strategic or other materials to be made over a 
period of 40 years from the date of the last delivery 
of commodities under the contracts and interest com- 
puted from the date of such last delivery. 

Authorizes the President to implement the 1957 
resolution calling for international cooperation in 
the establishment of national food reserves by 
making transfers of surplus agricultural commodities 
for such purposes. Provides for grants of surplus 
agricultural commodities over a period of 5 years, 

Authorizes the President to negotiate and carry 
out agreements with friendly nations to provide for 
the establishment in such countries of nonprofit 
foundations to foster and promote research, educa- 
tion, health, and public welfare, Grants to such 
foundations unexpended local currencies which accrue 
to the United States as repayments of principal or 
payment of interest on local currency loans hereto- 
fore made under the Agricultural Trade Development 
and Assistance Act of 1954, and under the Food for 
Peace Act. 

Authorizes uses, in addition to those provided 
for under the Agricultural Trade Development and 
Assistance Act of 1954, for local currencies accru- 
ing from sales of surplus agricultural commodities. 
Certain of these uses would permit currencies expend- 
ed to buttress and extend social and economic devel- 
opment projects and activities of the United Nations 
Special Fund, the United Nations Food and Agriculture 
Organization, the World Health Organization, the 
International Finance Corporation, and an Interna- 
tional Development Loan Association should such be 
established, Other uses would permit the more effec- 
tive expenditure of currencies in promoting inter- 
national educational exchanges, research, educational 
development, and health and education, and technical 
assistance, 

Specifies a maximum interest rate of 2% percent 
on loans of local currencies for economic development.

Reinstates the applicability of the Motor Boat 
Act of 1940, to certain possessions of the United 
States viz., Guam, Virgin Islands, and the Common-

S. 1713. Messrs, Magnuson and Jackson; 
April 16, 1959 (Public Works). 


Authorizes the Secretary of the Interior to 
modify the works of the Grand Coulee Dam, Columbia 
Basin project, Washington, in order to provide 
additional flood control benefits. 


S. 1714, Mr, Bush and others; April 17, 1959 
(Public Works). 


Interstate Highway Repayment Act - Provides 
that each State in which a toll or free highway has 
been completed or contracted for since August 7, 
1947 and before June 30, 1957 is a part of the 
National System of Interstate and Defense Highways, 
shall be entitled to reimbursement for such 
highway or portion thereof, 

Authorizes $225,000,000 for fiscal 196] 
through fiscal 1965; $275,000,000 for fiscal 1966 
through fiscal 1970; $359,120,000 for fiscal 1971 
through fiscal 1975, 

Apportionment of these reimbursements shall be 
according to a formula prescribed in this Act. 


S. 1715, Mr. Murray; April 17, 1959 
(Interior and Insular Affairs). 


Grants mineral rights (including oil and gas) 
on certain lands in the Crow Indian Reservation, 
Montana, to certain Indians. 


S. 1716, Messrs. Murray and Mansfield; 
April 17, 1959 (Finance). 


Permits a taxpayer to deduct from the Federal 
income tax amounts expended for the institutional 
care of a disabled person, 


S. 1717. Messrs. Murray and Mansfield; April 17, 
1959 (Interior and Insular Affairs). 


Requires the consent of the Indian tribes to 
the assumption of jurisdiction by any State over 
civil and criminal actions arising on Indian 
reservations [amending 67 Stat. 588]. 


S. 1718. Messrs, Murray, Mansfield, and Kerr; 
April 17, 1959 (Finance). 


Provides farmers with a more equitable method 
for computing their self-employment income for tax- 
able years ending during the period commencing 
January 1, 1955, and ending December 31, 1959, than 
is presently afforded them under the Social Security 
Act [amending U. S. C. 26:1402]. 


S. 1721. Mr. Keating; April 17, 1959 (Judiciary). 
Grants the Federal government the right to 

appeal to the court of appeals, in a criminal 

prosecution, from a decision sustaining a motion to 


suppress evidence [amending U. S, C. 18:3731]. 


S. 1722. Mr. Capehart; April 17, 1959 
(Agriculture and Forestry). 


Title I - Adds an Acreage Storage Program to 
the Agricultural Act of 1956, 
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Authorizes the Secretary of Agriculture, 
following enactment hereof and up to June 30, 1960, 
to enter into 5-year contracts with producers for 
the storage of surplus farm acreage. 

Provides that acreage covered by the contract 
must have been devoted during at least 3 of the 
past 5 years to the production of wheat, corn, oats, 
barley, rye, grain sorghum, clover, rice, cotton, 
tobacco, peanuts, or soybeans, 

Allows contracting producers a coverage of 
40 acres plus a number of acres equal to % of the 
acreage eligible under the contracts entered into 
previously for the production of one of the crops 
specified in the preceding paragraph. 

Sets compensation to producers at the rate of 
$25 per acre per year, payable semiannually, 

Prohibits the producer from grazing acreage 
covered by contract. 

Limits to $1 billion annually total Government 
contract payments. Places applications for con- 
tracts on a first come first served basis. 

Permits a producer to cancel existing contracts 
under the acreage reserve program in order to 
participate in this program, 

Establishes the formula under which the pro- 
ducer can qualify for a transfer to the new program 
from the acreage reserve program in the event his 
land has been out of production for more than 
2 years. 

Establishes the crop taken out of production 
as the crop to which the land was devoted in the 
year immediately preceding the first year of parti- 
cipation, 

Specifies that this new storage provision shall 
not affect the existing Conservation Reserve 
Program. 

Title II - Restricts disposal by the Commodity 
Credit Corporation of government-owned commodities 
except that such commodities may be disposed in 
accordance with directions of the President for the 
following purposes: (1) disaster relief; (2) sale 
or barter to develop new or expanded markets for 
American agricultural commodities under the Agri- 
cultural Trade Development and Assistance Act of 
1954; (3) school lunch programs; (4) national 
stockpile; (5) donation or sale for research; (6) 
sale for new or byproduct uses; (7) national emer- 
gency (8) sales at not less than current parity 
price plus reasonable carrying charges whenever the 
President determines it necessary to prevent hard- 
ship; (9) penal institutions; (10) sales for export; 
(11) needy persons, Bureau of Indian Affairs, and 
nonprofit organizations; (12) sales for the purpose 
of rotating stock, 

Requires the Commodity Credit Corporation to 
to transfer acquired strategic materials to the 
national stockpile or to the supplemental stockpile 
established under the Agricultural Trade Development 
and Assistance Act. Authorizes appropriations 
necessary to cover these transferals, 

Title III - Makes the following Congressional 
declarations and findings: (a) farms have a capacity 
to produce more than can profitably be marketed; 

(b) a prosperous agricultural economy is necessary 

to the national welfare; (c) high productive capacity 
maintenance is necessary for national defense and 
security; (d) basic agricultural research is essen- 
tial in any long range program; (e) research programs 
will increase the potential for providing markets for 





larger production and stability of prices; (f) 
public and private research agencies, including the 
Departments of Agriculture and Commerce, the 
universities, etc., should be utilized for an all- 
out attack on development of new and improved uses, 
and new and extended markets and outlets for farm 
products and byproducts; (g) development of new and 
improved industrial, etc., uses of farm products 
will enlarge income opportunities for farmers; 

(h) disposition of a portion of surplus stocks of 
the Commodity Credit Corporation through industrial 
channels for new or byproduct uses will have a sta- 
bilizing affect on farm market prices. 

Establishes within the Department of Agricul- 
ture the Agricultural Research and Industrial 
Administration to be headed by an Administrator, 
appointed by the President, for a 6-year term at a 
$20,000 annual rate of compensation, 

Sets forth as the duties of the agency the 
coordination of efforts to develop, through research, 
new industrial uses of agricultural products; to 
develop new replacement crops; and to reduce the 
stocks of commodities owned by the Commodity Credit 
Corporation, 

Creates the positions of 3 Deputy Administrators 
at a grade of GS-18 and provides for other necessary 
personnel, 

Authorizes and empowers the agency to coordinate 
and expedite activities toward research, pilot plant, 
development, trial commercialization and industrial 
uses with Federal and State governmental units as 
well as other public and private research and pro- 
duction organizations by: (a) making use of the 
facilities of Government Agencies; (b) making grants 
up to a S-year period to State agricultural and 
educational institutions; (c) contracting with for- 
eign individuals, organizations, institutions of 
learning, or private corporations where payment can 
be made in foreign currency accumulated under Public 
law 480, 83rd Congress; (d) contracting under 
sections 10(a) and 205 of the Act of August 14, 1946 
(U.S. C. 7:427 i, 1624); (e) extending suitable 
incentives to farmers, etc.; (f) directing the 
Commodity Credit Corporation to permit use of its 
stocks for such purposes; (g) making contracts and 
leases for the private operation of property trans- 
ferred from another Government agency; (h) making 
loans and grants for the acquisition of necessary 
facilities; (i) providing in all contracts for the 
disposition of inventions produced thereunder in a 
manner calculated to protect the public interest and 
the equities of the individual or organization with 
which the contract or other arrangement is executed, 
with proviso; (j) granting exclusive licenses with 
or without the payment of royalties for the use of 
patents; (k) paying incentive awards; (2 testing 
production procedures on a commercial basis. 

Authorizes the agency to provide graduate 
scholarships and fellowships, 

Authorizes the transfer of any useful Govern- 
ment-owned facility to the agency, subject to the 
approval of the Bureau of the Budget. 

Devines "agricultural products" and "farm and 
forest products", 

Requires the Administrator to submit an annual 
report to Congress. 

Provides that the authorities hereunder are in 
addition to and not in substitution for authorities 
Otherwise available under existing law, 

Authorizes the appropriation of funds necessary 
to carry out purposes of this title.

S. 1723. Messrs, Bartlett and Gruening; April 17, 
1959 (Interior and Insular Affairs). 


Provides for the leasing of coal lands in 
Alaska in order to increase the acreage limitation 
under the Alaskan Coal Leasing Act of October 20, 
1914 [amending 38 Stat. 741]. 


S. 1727. Mr. Carroll (by request); April 17, 1959 


(Interior and Insular Affairs), 


Suspends the requirement for the performance 
of $100 annual labor on mining claims heretofore 
located for the development and production of 
fissionable source material.

47: 219(a)(b)]. 


S. 1737. Mr. Magnuson (by request); April 20, 1959 
(Interstate and Foreign Commerce). 


Adds a new section to Title V of the Communica- 
tions Act of 1934, such section providing as 
follows. 

Grants to the Federal Communications Commission 
authority to impose monetary forfeitures for viola- 
tions of certain of its rules and regulations 
relating to radio stations in the common carrier 
and safety and special fields.

World Development Corporation Act - Declares 

it to be the policy of the Government of the United 
tates to encourage economic progress in other 
areas of the world, toward reduction in poverty, 
hunger, disease and illiteracy. 

Establishes a World Development Corporation 
with the following basic functions: (1) as an in- 
vestment trust, to purchase minor stock interests 
in certain large domestic and foreign corporations 
engaged in overseas development activities; (2) as 
a worldwide equity investment, to purchase the 
securities and obligations of, or make loans to 
foreign countries, etc., for the purpose of financ- 
ing or assisting in financing only construction, 
industrial, mining or agricultural understanding

Authorizes the Corporation to increase its capital 
stock by offering for public sale three billion 
shares of par value of $5.50 per share of class B 
stock, which shall net $5 per share to the Corpora- 
tion, 

Authorizes the Corporation to issue for pur- 
chase or guaranty by the Secretary of the Treasury, 
its notes, debentures, bonds, or other obligations 
under certain circumstances and limitations. 

Makes other provisions relative to the basic 
financing of the World Development Corporation. 
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Provides that the Corporation shall be an 
independent agency of the United States for a cer- 
tain period up to six years and during such time 
neither the Corporation nor any of its functions, 
powers, or duties shall become a part of any other 
branch of the Government unless specifically 
authorized by law, 

Vests the management of the Corporation in a 
Board of Directors composed of (1) nine members to 
be appointed from private life by the President; 
(2) the Secretary of State and the Secretary of 
labor as ex officio Board members; (3) 6 members 
to be appointed by the President from various 
tnited States agencies concerned with international 
economic development; and (4) a President and 
Executive Vice President, to be appointed from 
either private life or public service. 

Makes other provisions relative to the manage- 
mnt of the Corporation, 

Sets forth the general corporate powers and 
duties of the World Development Corporation,

(Agriculture and Forestry). 


Authorizes the Secretary of Agriculture, under 
the Agricultural Act of 1949, to contract for the 
sale of surplus agricultural commodities owned or 
controlled by the Commodity Credit Corporation in 
order to encourage the use of same for research and 
development of new industrial uses, 


S, 1750, Mr. Curtis; April 21, 1959 (Finance), 


Amends the Internal Revenue Code of 1954, to 
permit amortization over a 60-month period of 
facilities to produce new industrial products de- 
rived from certain agricultural commodities 
(amending U. S, C, 26: pt. VI of subch, B of ch. 1). 
5S. 1751, Messrs, O'Mahoney and McGee; April 21, 
1959 (Interior and Insular Affairs). 


Places in trust status certain lands on the 
Wind River Indian Reservation in Wyoming. 


5. 1756, Mr. Langer; April 21, 1959 (Post Office 
and Civil Service). 


Authorizes the Postmaster General to allow

Sets forth the manner, terms and conditions of

(Labor and Public Welfare). 


Amends the Public Health Service Act in order 
to make certain clinics in rural areas eligible for 
Federal aid to diagnostic or treatment centers.

Crew Leader Registration Act of 1959 - Provides 
for the registration of any person who, for a fee, 
recruits, hires, furnishes, or transports 3 or more 
migrant workers for interstate agricultural employ- 
ment (crew leaders) except licensed, State, or 
Federal employment services. 

Prohibits any person from engaging in crew 
leader activities without first obtaining a certif- 
icate of registration from the Secretary of Labor. 

Directs the Secretary to issue certificates to 
individuals meeting the criteria set forth in the 
Act. Authorizes the Secretary to enter into agree- 
ments with Federal and State agencies as deemed 
necessary to carry out the provisions hereof, Re- 
quires notice and hearings for actions by the 
Secretary and subjects administrative proceedings 
hereunder to the provisions of the Administrative 
Procedure Act. 

Provides criminal penalties, $500 fine and/or 
6 months imprisonment, for violations of this Act.

Community Enterprise Act of 1959 - Proposes to 
provide assistance to communities, individually or 
in affiliated groups, in areas needing economic 
redevelopment to enable them to expand and adjust 
their productive activities to alleviate chronic 
unemployment within such areas by providing new 
employment opportunities and developing and expand- 
ing existing facilities and resources without reduc- 
ing employment in other areas of the United States. 

Provides for the administration of this Act by 
the Secretary of Commerce through the Office of Area 
Development in the Department of Commerce. 

Requires the Secretary to designate "Communities 
of chronic unemployment" and sets forth the applica- 
ble criteria in making such designations, 

Authorizes the Secretary to provide financial 
assistance on a matching basis to communities of 
chronic unemployment, such assistance not to exceed 
$25,000 for any community in any one fiscal year. 

Enumerates the qualification requisites to be 
met by a community desiring assistance under the Act. 

Authorizes $25 million to be appropriated for 
fiscal 1959, and each succeeding fiscal year, for 
carrying out the provisions of the Act.

Authorizes the acquisition of land for the 
expansion of the Grafton National Cemetery, West 
Virginia.

and to act as a liaison between governmental and 
private agencies relating to fish and wildlife 
resources of mutual interest and benefit to more 
than one State or Territory. 

Authorizes the appropriation of such sums as 
may be necessary to carry out the purposes of this 
Act. 


S, 1782, Mr. Murray; April 23, 1959 (Interstate 
and Foreign Commerce), 


Authorizes voluntary agreements between 
various owners of water control facilities and 
hydroelectric facilities where such coordination 
may prove beneficial, Subjects such agreements to 
Federal Power Commission approval, 

Establishes certain procedure to be followed 
only in the event that the aforementioned voluntary 
agreements cannot be negotiated, 

Permits an owner or operator of a water control 
facility (typically, a reservoir) to declare his 
intention to operate his reservoir in such a manner 
as to provide the optimum amount of firm energy for 
himself and all downstream hydroelectric facilities, 
Sets forth the procedure to be followed by a reser- 
voir owner in declaring such intention, 

Upon determination that a plan for coordinated 
operation is found to be reasonable, requires the 
commission to set a reasonable and equitable annual 
charge to be paid the reservoir owner and to appor- 
tion such charge among all beneficiaries in propor- 
tion to the additional amount of firm energy that 
each beneficiary can produce as a result of the 
coordinated operation, 

Limits the amount of such annual charge to the 
value of the benefits realized by such facility; 
thereby limiting the total amount to be paid a 
reservoir owner to an equitable portion of the fixed 
costs and operating costs of the reservoir, and 
limits the amount paid by a particular beneficiary 
by the value of the benefits he receives. 

Requires the Commission to give notice and 
opportunity for hearing prior to making these 
determinations, 

Sets forth, without limitation, some of the 
costs, an equitable portion of which will be in- 
cluded in computing the annual charge to be paid to 
reservoir owners. 

Establishes rules for the payment of headwater 
benefits in the event that hydroelectric facilities 
in a particular river basin are used primarily for 
peaking service or secondary energy rather than for 
the production of firm energy. 
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Requires a reservoir owner or operator to file 
with the Federal Power Commission a commitment to 
operate his storage facility on a coordinated basis 
with all facilities downstream from him; such 
commitment to be filed prior to the commencement of 
the storage control period of the water control 
facility involved and commitment to be made on a 
period not less than 5 years. Affected parties may 
appeal to the Commission for hearing. 

Provides that where a water control facility 
operator operates under the coordination operation 
in a manner detrimental to the owner of a hydro- 
electric facility, requires the Commission, after 
notice and hearing, to allow the injured owner cer- 
tain equitable offset charges, and requires the 
Commission to include such offset in computing the 
annual charge to be paid to the reservoir owner and 
apportioned among downstream parties, 

Where an operator, not operating under a 
coordination agreement, operates a water control 
facility so as to unlawfully interfere with the 
natural flow of the river or to interfere with the 
storage releases of a water control facility up- 
stream in accordance with a coordination agreement 
or plan and if such interference results in a 
detriment to a downstream facility, requires the 
Commission, after notice and opportunity for hearing, 
to fix a reasonable and equitable charge to be paid 
to the injured party by the owner creating the 
injury. 

Permits the Commission to readjust established 
charges on its own motion or the motion of any 
interested party at any time that changed conditions 
so warrant, after proper notice and opportunity for 
hearing. 

Provides that monies collected by the United 
States under this Act be revenues of the facility 
providing the benefit and such revenues be disposed 
of in accordance with any provisions of law 
applicable thereto, 

Requires affected parties to pay their reason- 
able share of the Commission's costs in making its 
determinations and that a reasonable portion of 
such costs be allocated to the United States if it 
be an affected party although no cash need be paid 
by agencies of the United States, 

Provides that appropriations or other funds 
which are available for the operation of any affect- 
ed Federal facility be available to pay such costs 
or charges as may be assessed against the United 
States. 

Provides that no party be required to pay 
annual charges for benefits received prior to the 
effective date hereof or be required to pay annual 
charges under this section for benefits received 
more than 5 years prior to the date on which the 
Commission gives notice to such party as provided 
in this Act. 

Provides that a party is excused from paying 
annual charges to any non-Federal interest if such 
are already required to pay similar charges under 
State law. 

Repeals all acts and parts thereof (mainly 
U. S. C. 16:803(f)) inconsistant with the provisions 
of this Act.

S. 1784, Mr. Green; April 23, 1959 (Finance). 


Clarifies the classification of certain 
articles as braids under the duty list of the 
Tariff Act of 1930 [amending U. S. C. 19:1001l, 
par 1529(a)]. 


S. 1785, Mr. Robertson; April 23, 1959 
(Public Works). 


Designates the dam and reservoir to be con- 
structed on the Pound River near Bartlick, Dicken- 
son County, Virginia, as the "John W, Flannagan 
Dam and Reservoir". 


S. 178, Mr. Sparkman; April 23, 1959 
(Banking and Currency). 


Amends the Federal Credit Union Act as follows: 

Provides for the chartering of Federal central 
credit unions with a field of membership of Federal 
and State chartered credit unions, and directors 
and committee members of such credit unions with- 
in a well-defined geographical area. 


Increases loan maturity limit from 3 to 5 
years, 

Increases signature loan limit from $400 to 
$1,000. 

Permits appointment by the credit committee of 
1 or more loan officers to approve loans up to the 
unsecured limit, or in excess of such limit if the 
excess is fully secured by unpledged shares, 

Permits loans to directors and committee mem- 
bers up to the amount of their share-holdings in 
the credit union plus the total unencumbered and 
unpledged shareholdings in the credit union of any 
member pledged as security for the obligation of 
such director or committee member. 

Permits investment by Federal credit unions in 
the shares of central credit unions. 

Permits the charging of a reasonable fee for 
the cashing or selling of checks. 

Provides for appointment of a supervisory 
committee by the president, one of whom may be a 
director other than the treasurer; such appointment 
subject to ratification by the board, 

Provides for one or more vice presidents. 
Changes the position called "clerk" to that of 
"secretary". 

Prohibits compensation to any director, commit- 
tee member or officer other than the treasurer for 
services rendered as such, 

Permits appointment by the board of a member- 
ship chairman to act upon applications for member- 
ship within limitations prescribed by the board. 

Authorizes the board to compensate necessary 
clerical and auditing assistance (requested by the 
supervisory committee) and loan officers (appointed 
by the credit committee). 
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Provides for declaration of dividends by the 
board of directors, 

Permits annual or semiannual dividends as the 
bylaws of each credit union may provide, 

Provides for review of an expulsion of a 
credit union member (if requested by such member) 
by the Director of the Bureau of Federal Credit 
Unions, 

Permits dividend credit for a month on shares 
which are or become fully paid up during the first

Decorative Hardwood and/or Imitation Hardwood 
Products Labeling Act - Declares that the introduc- 
tion, sale, advertising, or transportation into 
commerce of any decorative hardwood and/or imitation 
hardwood product which is misbranded, falsely or 
deceptively advertised or invoiced is unlawful and 
shall be an unfair method of competition under the 
Federal Trade Commission Act. 

Sets forth the criteria for considering such 
products as being misbranded, falsely or deceptively 
advertised or invoiced. Directs the Federal Trade 
Commission to issue a register setting forth the 
names of commercial timber trees to be known as the 
Hardwood Firoducts Name Guide to be used for the 
identification and/or labeling of wood products. 

Vests in the Federal Trade Commission the 
enforcement of the provisions hereof and sets forth 
criminal penalties for the violations.

Provides that the Secretary of a military 
department may convene one or more boards, each 
consisting of at least 5 officers in grades above 
colonel or captain, as the case may be, to review 
the records of, and recommend for continuation on 
the active list, those officers on active duty 
serving in the permanent regular grade of colonel 
or captain, lieutenant colonel or commander, or, in 
the case of certain female officers, major or lieu- 
tenant commander, as the case may be, who have 
completed at least 20 years' total commissioned 
service and who are considered as having failed of 
selection at least twice for promotion to the next 
higher grade, 

Requires the board to recommend officers for 
continuation in the number specified by the Secre- 
tary. Provides that the number of colonels or cap- 
tains who have twice failed selection for promotion 
be not less than 80 percent of those officers, 

Provides that officers not selected be retired 
by the Secretary, upon his approval of the board's 
recommendations. Limits the convening of boards to 


not more often than once a fiscal year. 


Sets out a retired pay formula for officers to 
be retired, not having been selected for retention 
by the board, 

Requires that recommendations for promotion in 
the Regular Army be based upon ability and effi- 
ciency and that selection boards, in recommending 
officers for promotion whom it considers best 
qualified, may recommend only those officers whom 
it also considers to be fully qualified, 

Amends section 3300, dealing with the promotion 
of commissioned officers to captain, major, lieu- 
tenant colonel, by limiting the application of that 
section to Regular Army first lieutenants and 
Regular Army Medical Specialist Corps, and Women's 
Army Corps, Provides that when, in the case of 
those Regular Army captains, the Secretary of the 
Army directs a selection board to recommend officers 
for promotion whom it considers to be best qualified, 
the board may recommend not more than 5 percent of 
that number from captains, whom it considers best 
qualified, not in the promotion zone furnished by 
the Secretary to the board. 

Specifies, however, that captains not in the 
promotion zone who are on a promotion list above an 
officer so recommended are not to be considered as 
having failed of selection for promotion. 

Provides that (1) when Regular Army captains or 
mjors are considered by a selection board for pro- 
motion, the board shall recommend officers, whom it 
considers best qualified, in the number specified by 
the Secretary of the Army for promotion; (2) the 
oard may recommend not more than 5 percent of that 
number from captains or majors, whom it considers 
best qualified, not in the promotion zone furnished 
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by the Secretary to the board; and (3) captains or 
majors not in the promotion zone who are on a pro- 
motion list above an officer recommended for promo- 
tion may not be considered as having failed of 
selection for promotion. 

Amends the provisions of Title 10 relating to 
separation of "deferred" officers, to provide for 
their separation at (1) in the case of officers of 
the Army or the Air Force, any mutually agreeable 
time after the Secretary concerned approves the 
board report that places them in a "deferred" status, 
but not later than the first day of the 7th month 
after such approval; or (2) in the case of the 
officers of the Navy or the Marine Corps, any time 
during the fiscal year in which the board report is 
made.

Provides that a selection board may recommend 
for promotion to colonel, from Regular Army lieuten- 
ant colonels whom it considers best qualified who 
are not in the promotion zone furnished by the Secre- 
tary of the Army to the board, not more than 5 per- 
cent of the number specified by the Secretary under 
section 3305(a) for promotion from officers in the 
zone, 

Provides that selections for temporary promo- 
tions to commissioned officer grades in the Army 
shall be based upon ability and efficiency. 

Provides that recommendations for promotion or 
continuation on the active list of the Navy shall be 
based upon ability and efficiency. 

Provides that recommendations for promotion in 
the Regular Air Force shall be based upon ability 
and efficiency and that selection boards to recom- 
mend officers for promotion whom it considers to be 
the best qualified may recommend only those officers 
whom it also considers to be fully qualified. 

Provides that a selection board may recommend 
for promotion to lieutenant colonel, from Regular 
Air Force nurses or medical specialists whom it 
considers best qualified who are not in the promo- 
tion zone furnished by the Secretary of the Air 
Force to the board, not more than 5 percent of the 
number specified by the Secretary under section 
8299(g) for promotion from officers in the zone, 

Limits the application of Section 8297 to 
Regular Air Force first lieutenants and Regular Air 
Force female captains (other than those designated 
under section 8067(a}(d) or (g)-(i) of title 10) 

Provides that when, in the case of those 
Regular Air Force female captains, the Secretary of 
the Air Force directs a selection board to recommend 
officers for promotion whom it considers to be best 
qualified, the board may recommend not more than 
5 percent of that number from captains, whom it con- 
siders best qualified, not in the promotion zone 
furnished by the Secretary to the board, However, 
captains not in the promotion zone who are on a 
promotion list above an officer so recommended may 
not be considered as havihg failed of selection for 
promotion,

(Interstate and Foreign Commerce). 


Imposes certain requirements, under the 
Communications Act of 1934, on community antenna 
television systems [amending U. S. C. 47:153].

Dairy Marketing Act - Amends the Agricultural Act 
of 1949 by adding thereto a new title, 

Provides a new program of price supports for 
manufacturing milk and butterfat for the marketing 
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years ending in 1962, 1963, and 1964, 

Provides that the Secretary of Agriculture 
shall support the price of manufacturing milk and 
butterfat to qualifying producers at 90 percent of 
the parity price if the Dairy Board has established 
marketing quotas at the minimum level established 
by later provisions of the Act. For each 1 percent 
of the marketing base by which the Board does not 
reduce marketing quotas to the extent provided, the 
Secretary may lower the level of price support by 
2 percent of the parity price. In no event may the 
Secretary establish the support level for milk and 
butterfat at less than 75 percent of the parity 
price. 

Provides that the price supports for manufac- 
turing milk and butterfat shall be carried out 
through a combination of deficiency payments to 
qualifying producers and purchasers; or in certain 
circumstances by purchases alone, 

During each marketing year to which the new 
program applies, the Secretary is directed to make, 
from Commodity Credit Corporation funds, price 
supports available to each qualifying producer who 
during the marketing year sold 10,000 pounds or 
more of milk or milk equivalent, by means of a 
deficiency payment with respect to all manufacturing 
milk and butterfat sold by him during the year. 
Deficiency payments for any marketing year is calcu- 
lated as the amount equal to the difference between 
the price support level and the domestic market 
price per unit of such commodity for that year 
multiplied by the number of units of the commodity 
marketed by the producer during that marketing year. 

Deficiency payments must be made to producers 
entitled thereto before July 1, of the year immedi- 
ately following the marketing year in question, 

The domestic market price per unit used in calculat- 
ing the amount of the deficiency payment shall be 
the average national average net price received by 
producers on sales of such commodity. A qualifying 
producer who sells milk under terms of a Federal 
milk order shall be eligible for a deficiency pay- 
ment on so much of his milk as is used for manufac- 
turing milk or butter, 

The forfeited compliance deposits of producers 
and such other funds as may be required by the 
Secretary to reimburse the Commodity Credit Corpora- 
tion for such of its funds as may be expended in the 
new program are authorized to be appropriated to the 
Secretary of Agriculture. 

Requires the Secretary to make price support 
available through purchase of products of milk to 
the extent necessary to: (1) fulfill Government 
dairy product distribution program requirements; 
and (2) correlate the relative prices of the various 
products of manufacturing milk and butterfat in such 
a manner that prices to producers for manufacturing 
milk and butterfat used in the different manufactured 
dairy products will be maintained in the average 
relationship they bore to each other during the 
immediately preceding 5 years. Such purchases, in 
so far as practicable, must be made in the States or 
areas where prices received by producers are most 
depressed, 

Price supports may be made available through 
purchases alone, unaccompanied by deficiency pay- 
ments, where the Dairy Board and the Secretary deter- 
mine that a price support level of 90 percent of the 
parity price can be obtained by the purchase of 
dairy products representing the milk equivalent of 
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not more than 2 pervent of the total expected farm 
marketings of manufacturing milk and butterfat 
during the marketing year. 

Provides for establishment and operation of a 
system of marketing quotas for milk and butterfat 
sold in cream, 

Provides that not later than March 1, of each 
calendar year, the Dairy Board shall make a deter- 
mination of the average price per unit it estimates 
would be received by producers throughout the United 
States for manufacturing milk and butterfat, in the 
absence of Federal price support operations, during 
the next marketing year, based on the assumption 
that the number of unemployed will not exceed 3 per- 
cent of the civilian labor force. 

If the estimated price so determined is less 
than 90 percent of the parity price, the Board shall 
impose marketing quotas for the next marketing year, 
unless it and the Secretary determine to provide the 
support operations solely through product purchases, 
The Board may suspend marketing quotas at any time 
within a marketing year when in its judgment the 
market price will be above 90 percent of the parity 
price if no quotas are in effect. 

Provides for determination of the national and 
farm marketing bases for milk and butterfat sold in 
cream, The national marketing base for milk and 
m. ‘k equivalent for a marketing year shall be the 
average annual marketings of milk and milk equiva- 
lent in the United States during the first 3 of the 
immediately preceding 4 marketing years, 

The national marketing base shall be distribu- 
ted by the Secretary, in accordance with regulations 
established by the Board, to States, counties, and 
producers, Marketing bases must be established for 


each marketing year for all producers who desire to 


market milk or butterfat. Marketing bases shall be 
assigned to single producers (including partner- 
ships, corporations, and other business entities) 
rather than to herds or farms, In establishing and 
adjusting marketing bases of producers, the Secretary 
is required to take into consideration historical 
production, trends in production, abnormal production 
during historical period, and such other factors as 
may be appropriate to establish such bases in an 
equitable and practical manner, In establishing and 
adjusting marketing bases, the Secretary would be 
required to use the services of the State, county, 
and local farmer committees, 

Requires the Secretary to provide, by regula- 
tions approved by the Board, for (A) the transfer 
of marketing bases, in whole or in part, from one 
producer to another during the course of the market- 
ing year; (B) assignment of bases to new producers, 
(C) adjustment of bases to avoid hardship; (D) such 
other adjustments including adjustments for deficit 
areas, as he deems appropriate; and (E) such other 
matters as may be necessary or appropriate to set up 
and operate the new program effectively, fairly, and 
efficiently. 

When a producer releases his marketing base, it 
may not be reassigned outside the county during a 
period of 3 months after release by the original 
holder, and during such period marketing bases so 
released shall be utilized to fill applications for 
additional bases within the county. After expiration 
of such 3-month period, any released bases not as- 
signed to producers within the same county of the 
original holder may be reassigned to other counties 
within the State, For a period of 3 additional 
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months, bases may not be reassigned outside the 
State, and during such period released bases may be 
utilized to fulfill applications for additional 

bases within the State, After expiration of such 
6-month period, any released bases not reassigned 

to producers within the State may be reassigned 
anywhere in the United States, 

An adjustment from year to year in an area by 
reason of deficit production shall be made only 
upon a finding by the Secretary-that the area does 
not produce sufficient milk to meet the market 
requirements for fluid milk for consumers in the 
area and has no reasonably satisfactory alternative 
source of supply available to it, except that an 
area Which limits or restricts the entry of milk of 
suitable quality, as determined by the Surgeon 
General of the Public Health Service, from other 
areas shall not be eligible for adjustment of bases 
by reason of deficit production. 

Provides that each year when marketing quotas 
are required, the marketing quota for each producer 
shall be his marketing base, reduced by not more 
than 1 percent thereof for each 5 percent of the 
estimated average price per unit received by pro- 
ducers that such price is expected to be below 90 
percent of the parity price, The original marketing 
quota for each year would be established by the 
Board, However, in the event the Board has not done 
so, the Secretary is empowered to reduce the market- 
ing quota of each producer by not to exceed 1 per- 
cent of his marketing base for each 5 percent of the 
estimated market price that such price is expected 
to be less than 75 percent of the parity price. 

Provides for the publication and review of the 
marketing quotas in accordance with applicable pro- 
visions of the Agricultural Adjustment Act of 1938, 
as amended, 

Establishes a system of dairy marketing com- 
pliance deposits to encourage the maximum compliance 
with marketing quotas. 

Provides that during each marketing year in 
which marketing quotas are in effect, compliance 
deposits shall be withheld and collected from each 
producer who sells milk, butterfat, or dairy pro- 
ducts, The amount of the compliance deposits shall 
be the amount determined by the Board at not less 
than 25 cents nor more than 50 cents per hundred- 
weight of milk or milk equivalent which the Board 
determines is required to encourage maximum com- 
pliance with marketing quotas. 

Provides for the collection of compliance 
deposits by the Secretary of Treasury from every 
person who buys milk, butterfat or dairy products 
from a producer (except consumers for other than 
commercial use) who shall in turn withhold the 
amount of the compliance deposit from the purchase 
price, In the case of milk, butterfat, or dairy 
products delivered to a cooperative association of 
producers, the compliance deposit shall be withheld 
at the time of delivery and remitted to the Secretary 
of Treasury. 

The compliance deposits shall be credited to a 
special account in the Treasury, from which refunds 
may be made on drafts issued by the Secretary of 
Agriculture, 

Provides for the refund of the entire compliance 
deposit to each producer who during the marketing 
year complied with his marketing quota, and to each 
producer who sold less than 10,000 pounds of milk or 
milk equivalent during the marketing year, This 
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section provides for safeguard against the division 
of herds in order to qualify for the 10,000 pound 
exemption, The 10,000-pound exemption of a pro- 
ducer who joins in a milking pool is protected. 

The forfeited refunds will be deposited in the 
general fund of the Treasury. 

Sets up a Federal Dairy Board to carry out 
certain functions prescribed in the new dairy 
program, 

Provides for the establishment of the Board in 
the Department of Agriculture as an independent 
agency, Members of the Board shall be elected by 
producers. Only milk producers who obtain the major 
share of their income from farming are eligible to 
be elected as members of the Board. Appropriation 
is authorized to the Board of such sums as it may 
require to carry out its functions and duties. 

To assure appropriate regional representation 
on the Board, the United States is divided into 15 
Federal dairy districts to be designated by the 
Secretary. Requires the Secretary to designate 
districts in such a manner that districts will be 
areas having equal annual sales of milk, butterfat, 
or dairy products, as nearly as possible without 
dividing any county into two or more districts. 

Each Federal Dairy district is assigned one 
place on the Board, The milk producers in each 
district shall elect one Board member and one alter- 
nate Board member by ballot. Such election shall be 
conducted in accordance with rules and regulations 
prescribed by the Secretary not later than Febru- 
ary 15, 1961, The Secretary, or an official of the 
Department designated by him, shall be an ex officio 
member of the Board without compensation or vote. 

Provides that the terms of the members of the 
Board shall expire on the termination date of the 
program: March 31, 1964, If a vacancy on the Board 
occurs, the alternate member elected for such place 
shall serve the unexpired term, 

Provision is made for traveling expenses, sub- 
sistence, and per diem compensation of the Board 
members for each day's attendance at meetings of the 
Board, Meetings of the Board shall begin as soon as 
practicable following the election of the members, 
and thereafter annually on the second Monday in 
December, and at least once in each calendar quarter, 
and at any other time upon call of the Chairman, a 
majority of the members, or by the Secretary. 

Requires the Chairman of the Board to be elected 
by the Board from among its own members. 

The Board is empowered to employ such personnel 
as it deems necessary to carry out its functions, 
subject to the civil service laws and the 1949 
Classification Act. 

Provides that, in addition to its other func- 
tions, the Federal Dairy Board shall cause to be made 
a comprehensive study of the production and marketing 
of manufacturing milk, butterfat, and dairy products, 
including producers' costs of production, prices 
received by producers, areas of production, the 
relationship between changes in national income and 
changes in volume of consumption of manufacturing 
milk and butterfat and their products, marketing and 
processing spreads, relationships between prices 
received by farmers for milk used for fluid purposes 
and that used for manufacturing, returns to milk 
producers on capital investment and labor relative 
to those of other farmers and of other segments of 
the national economy, and trends in these factors. 
The costs of production shall be determined through 
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an audited cost accounting survey of typical dairy 
farms in each region covering all costs of produc- 
tion on the farm attributable to milk production, 
with hired and family labor assigned a cost com- 
puted on the basis of wage rates for comparable work 
in milk manufacturing and processing plants in the 
area and return on invested capital equal to the 
average return on net worth earned by milk handlers 
snd manufacturers during the preceding 5-year 
period. The Board is directed to submit to Congress 
a detailed report not later than January 3, 1963 
covering the results of the study and making recom- 
mendations for improving the dairy marketing 
program, 

Provides for a review and amendment of Federal 
milk orders for the purpose of computing fluid class 
prices to take into account the payments made under 
the new program in accordance with the criteria 
established in the Agricultural Marketing Agreements 
Act of 1937. The purpose of this section is to 
protect the pricing structure of Federal milk orders 
where fluid prices are based upon the market Prices 
of manufacturing milk. 

Provides that the new program shall not go into 
effect until approved by majority vote of milk pro- 
ducers in a referendum called for that purpose. 

The section also specifies the form of ballot to be 
used,

Provides for the payment of interest on the 
amount paid in settlement for the inequitable losses 
in pay suffered by commissioned officers as a result 
of the economy legislation enacted as a part of the 
Legislative Appropriation Act for fiscal 1933 


[amending Public Law 85-255, 71 Stat. 575]. 


S. 1825. Mr. Randolph and Mr. Byrd of West Virginia; 
April 28, 1959 (Interior and Insular 
Affairs). 


Provides for the establishment of a national 
cemetery at or near Oak Hill, West Virginia. 
S. 1826, Mr. Randolph and others; April 29, 1959 
(Public Works). 


Extends authorization of appropriations for the 
Federal Interstate Highway System for an additional 
year and increases by $300,000,000 (from 
$2, 200, 000,000 to $2,500,000,000) the additional sum 
appropriated for fiscal year ending June 30, 1962 
[amending 72 Stat 94]. 

S. 1827. Mr. Humphrey; April 20, 1959 
(Foreign Relations). 


Authorizes the President of the United States 
to provide for participation by foreign governments 
and by citizens of other countries in activities in 
the United States under the International Cultural 
Exchange and trade Fair Participation Act [amending 
U. S. C. 22:1992]. 


S. 1630. Mr. Goldwater; April 29, 1959 (Finance). 
Prohibits deduction for Federal income tax 

purposes of income taxes imposed by a State or 

political subdivision thereof if such State or 
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political subdivision does not allow an equivalent 
deduction for income taxes imposed by the United 
States [amending U. S. C. 26:164(b)]. 


S. 1633. Mr. Allott; April 29, 1959 
(Interior and Insular Affairs). 


Authorizes the establishment of a national 
historic site at Bent's Old Fort near La Junta, 
Colorado. 


S. 1834, Mr. Allott; April 29, 1959 
(Labor and Public Welfare). 


Provides assistance under the National Defense 
Education Act of 1958, for strengthening the teach- 
ing of English in Puerto Rico [amending Public Law 
85-864). 
S. 1838, Mr. Magnuson; April 30, 1959 (Judiciary). 

Fiscal Act of 1959 - Title I - Requires an 
annual special session of Congress for the purpose 
of considering Federal appropriation matters, 

Title II - Changes the Federal fiscal year as 
follows: the fiscal year commencing on July 1, 1960, 
shall end on December 31, 1960, and thereafter the 
fiscal year shall run from January 1 to December 3lst 
of each year. 

Title III - Makes technical amendments to the 
Budget and Accounting Act, 1921. 

S. 1839, Messrs. Magnuson and Jackson; April 30, 
1959 (Interior and Insular Affairs). 


Authorizes the establishment of the Pig War 
National Monument,

postal transportation service substitute whose

Provides compensation for extra duties assigned 
to postal field service employees, 
S. 1843, Mr. Johnston of South Carolina; April 30, 
1959 (Post Office and Civil Service), 


Scientific and Professional Classification Act - 
Sets up a new and separate pay scale for scientific 
and professional employees in Government and provides 
pay raises for many of them, The new scale would 
have 14 arades with 6 steps to the arade in the first 
13 grades and a salary range of $5,070 to $19,000 





Provides that no employee would have to take a pay 
cut if transferred to the new schedule and some 
employees would receive pay increases, 

Provides that if an employee's present pay 
rate was identical with a step rate of the new 
schedule, he would be assigned to that step, If it 
fell between steps, he would be assigned to the 
higher of the two, If it was above the highest 
step of the new schedule, he would be frozen at his 
present rate until the highest step was raised by 
law, Transfers several thousand positions to the 
new SPS schedule, Grants the Civil Service Commis- 
sion the power to recommend other jobs for inclusion 
within the schedule on condition that such recommen- 
dations are approved by Congress. 

Permits Federal agencies to pay travel and 
moving expenses for newly-hired employees and their 
families - provided the employees were in shortage- 
category jobs. Authorizes travel expenses for 
preemployment interviews for shortage-category jobs. 
Sets out jobs which would be automatically included 
in the SPS schedule such as (1) the several hundred 
so-called scientific jobs in the Defense Department; 
(2) physicians, dentists, and registered nurses in 
Veterans Administration's Department of Medicine 
and Surgery; (3) certain jobs in Civil Service 
classification series, such as (a) GS-133-0, 
military intelligence research series, (b) GS-893-0, 
chemical engineering series, (c) GS-910-0, trial 
attorney series, etc, Authorizes the Commission to 
issue such regulations as may be necessary for the 
administration of this Act, 

S, 1844, Mr. Johnston of South Carolina 
(by request); April 30, 1959 
(Post Office and Civil Service). 


Provides certain survivor annuities payable 
from the civil service retirement and disability 
fund [amending Public Law 85-265], 

S. 1845, Mr. Johnston of South Carolina 
(by request); April 30, 1959 
(Post Office and Civil Service). 


Authorizes the Secretary of Commerce, without 
regard to the Classification Act of 1949, to fix 
the annual rates of basic compensation of the exam- 
iners-in-chief, at rates not exceeding the maximum 
rate prescribed by law for employees of the classes 
described in the first section of the Act entitled 
"An Act to authorize the creation of additional 
positions in the professional and scientific service 
in the War and Navy Departments," approved August 1, 
1947, 
S. 1846, Mr. Humphrey and others; April 30, 1959 
(Government Operations), 


Unclaimed Personal Property Act - Declares that 
Congress recognizes the right of a State to escheat 
or obtain custody of unclaimed property in possession 
of the Government whenever owners of vested rights 
have not asserted claims for delivery. 

Defines unclaimed property as tangible or in- 
tangible personal property, including those in 
action in amounts certain, except bonuses and gratu- 
ities which have remained unclaimed for prescribed 
periods: (a) transactions under the public debt 
Must be unclaimed 20 years after maturity or call 
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for payment; (b) accounts in the postal savings 
system must remain unclaimed 20 years after the last 
transaction concerning principal or interest; and 
(c) all other property must remain unclaimed 5 years 
after the time it first became payable, demandable 
or returnable, 

Defines "gratuity" to mean a payment authorized 
by any statute of the United States to be made to 
any person, other than under a Federal contract, a 
satisfaction of a claim, or Federal fund established 
by statute, 

Directs the Comptroller General to examine all 
records, whether in his possession or possessed by 
other officers or agencies, to determine relevant 
information concerning property which has remained 
unclaimed, 

Sets forth the requirements to be met by the 
States in order to be eligible to recover unclaimed 
property covered by the Act. 

Directs the Comptroller General, as of June 30, 
1960, to furnish relevant information to the States 
from time to time, but not more frequently than 
annually, upon request of the State officers in the 
event that the Governor certifies and the Comptroller 
General is satisfied that the State law provides 
means whereby the Government shall be (a) reimbursed 
for the actual costs of the record research and 
(b) held harmless against the claim of any owner 
following delivery to a State, 

Declares that unclaimed property is subject to 
escheat or custodial taking by the State or an 
authorized representative, or to collection by a 
court appointed fiduciary where the property will be 
escheated or taken into custody by a State if the 
owner or his successors do not claim the property. 
Sets forth presumptions concerning residence, 

Provides that where a State has paid its pro- 
portionate share of record costs, the appropriate 
officer is directed to deliver possession of un- 
claimed property to the representative of a State 
or to a fiduciary upon request therefor accompanied 
by certified copy of court order declaring the right 
to escheat, acquire custody, or obtain possession, 


S. IG, 


Mr. Douglas and others; April 30, 1959 
(Public Works). 


Directs the President pro tempore of the Senate 
and the Speaker of the House of Representatives, 
together, to appoint the Architect of the Capitol 
on or after the first day of each odd-numbered 
Congress for a term expiring on the first day of the 
succeeding odd-numbered Congress, 

S. 1848, Mr. Hart; April 30, 1959 (Judiciary). 

Federal Antilynching Act - The assemblage of 
two or more persons which shall, without authority 
(1) commit violence upon the person of any citizen 
because of his race, creed, color, national origin, 
ancestry, language, or religion, or (2) exercise by 
physical violence, any power of correction over any 
person in the custody of a peace officer or suspected 
of, charged with, or convicted of the commission of 
any criminal offense, with the purpose or consequence 
of preventing the apprehension or trial or punishment 
not authorized by law, shall constitute lynching. 

Any person who is a member of a lynch mob or who 
shall instigate, aid, or commit a lynching, shall be 
subject to $1,000 fine and/or imprisonment for one 
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year. If the lynching results in death or serious 
physical or mental injury, the maximum penalty 
shall be $10,000 fine and/or 20 years imprisonment. 
A State or local officer knowingly or through 
neglect, etc., failing to prevent a lynching, or to 
apprehend or prosecute any member of a lynch mob, 
shall be punished by a $5,000 fine and/or 5 years 
imprisonment. 

Requires the attorney General to cause an 
investigation to be made to determine a violation 
of this Act upon oath that a lynching has occurred 
and government officers have failed to prevent the 
lynching; been negligent in custodial duties of the 
person lynched; or failed to apprehend or prosecute 
any person who is a member of a lynch mob.

Establishes a Commission on a Department of

science programs and operations within the Federal 
government. 

Fixes Commission membership at 16 members, 8 to 
be appointed by the President from the executive 
branch who are participating in Federal scientific 
activities, 4 to be appointed by the President of 
the Senate, 4 to be appointed by the Speaker of the 
House of Representatives. 

Requires the Commission to establish an advisory 
panel of no less than 100 competent and experienced 
members of the scientific community of the United 
States to serve as scientific consultants to the 
Commission. 

Sets May 31, 1960 as the date for the Commission 
to submit its final report on its findings to the 
Congress.

Permits unmarried Civil Service annuitants to 
elect survivorship annuities upon subsequent 
marriage [amending U. S. C. 5: 736c(b)(1)]. 


S. 1854, Mr. Beall; May 5, 1959 
(Rules and Administration). 


Provides that the police of the National Zoo- 
logical Park receive salaries commensurate with 
those of the members of the Metropolitan Police 
force, District of Columbia [amending U. S. C. 40: 
193n]. 


S. 1855, Messrs, Gruening and Bartlett; May 5, 
1959 (Interior and Insular Affairs), 


Increases acreage limitation in Alaska under 
the provisions of the Mineral Leasing Act of 1920, 
relating to the mining of coal, phosphate, oil, oil 
shale, gas and sodium [amending U. S. C. 30:18]. 


S. 1857. Messrs. Engle and Kuchel; May 5, 1959 
(Interstate and Foreign Commerce). 


Prohibits the shipment of domestic grapes and 
plums to foreign destinations except in conformance 
with the provisions set out in the Act. Directs 
the Secretary of Agriculture to establish minimum 
shipment standards for these fruits and to prescribe, 
by regulations, the requirements, which the fruit 
must meet before shipping certificates are issued. 
Violators of the Act shall be subjected to a fine

Proposes to clarify and make part of the law 
the opinions of many courts that the broadcaster is 
not to be held responsible in any courts for using 
remarks made by political candidates using the 
facilities. 

Attempts to preserve to citizens rights to 
know and be fully informed by eliminating news 
broadcasts, panel discussions, etc., from the equal 
time provisions of Section 315, 

Clarifies who is a legally qualified candidate 
for the Presidential and Vice Presidential offices 
and thus eligible for equal public service time; 
minority candidates are not to be excluded. 


S. 1859, Mr. Fulbright (by request); May 5, 1959 
(Foreign Relations). 


Proposes to promote the foreign policy of the 
United States by making the following changes in the 
United States Information and Educational Exchange 
Act of 1948. Makes clear that appropriate materials, 
as well as services, may be furnished for those 
receiving grants as participants in the program. 

Permits orientation of grantees both in the 
United States and abroad, 

Permits the Secretary to arrange for the 
attendance of nationals of cooperating countries at 
institutions of learning or places of study in any 
cooperating country for the purpose of studying 
subjects pertaining to the United States. 

Provides the basis for such projects as the 
supporting of chairs in American studies in educa- 
tional institutions abroad utilizing American and 
American-trained professors, and the arranging for 
special seminars abroad, Authorizes the bringing 
together of groups of American professors, lecturers 
and researchers, already abroad under this program 
or the Fulbright program, for the purpose of 
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presenting an intensive course in various phases of 
American subjects. Provides that these activities 
be financed with foreign currencies derived from 
the sale of surplus agricultural commodities under 
section 104(0) of the Agricultural Trade Development 
and Assistance Act of 1954, as amended; thereby 
permitting the use of appropriated dollars for the 
same type of activities in countries where foreign 
currencies are not available to the United States 
for this purpose, Permits officers of State 
universities and land-grant colleges to be consid- 
ered for appointment to the United States Advisory 
Commissions, 

Permits the Advisory Commission to report to 
the Congress annually rather than semi-annually as 
now required, 

Authorizes the Secretary of State to utilize 
Binational Commissions, created under the Fulbright 
Act, in administering the programs authorized in 
the Smith-Mundt Act, 

Authorizes the calling of meetings to obtain 
advice and assistance of private and public educa- 
tional institutions and other similar educational 
institutions and other similar organizations. This 
would permit better cooperation between governmental 
and nongovernmental programs so that the effective- 
ness of both would be increased, especially in the 
exchange of persons area. 

Authorizes an increase from $10 to $15 in the 
per diem rates payable to members of advisory 
commissions and committees. 

Provides authority for payment of emergency 
medical expenses for participants in the program, 

Permits the acceptance of funds from interna- 
tional organizations of which the United States is 
a member for operation of programs authorized by 
the Act, 

Permits the Secretary of State to report to 
the Congress on the educational exchange program 
annually, instead of semi-annually as presently 
requiredeby law, 

Adds a new section to the Act changing the 
name of the United States Information Agency to 
the United States Information Service, 


S, 1860, Messrs. Bridges and Cotton; May 5, 1959 
(Judiciary). 


Provides for the settlement of certain claims 
resulting from jet flight activities at Pease Air 
Force Base, New Hampshire, 

S. 1661, Mr. Keauver; May 5, 1959 (Finance). 

Permits the filing of short estate tax returns 
where the value of the gross estate does not exceed 
$120,000 [amending U. S. C. 26:6018). 

S. 1867. Mr. Bible; May 5, 1959 (District of 
Columbia). 


The District of Columbia Legal Aid Act of 1959 - 
Creates a Legal Aid Agency for the District of 
Columbia to provide legal representation of indigents 
in criminal and certain other judicial proceedings in 
the district. Provides for a Board of Trustees for 
the Agency and a Dtrector and authorizes appointment 
of staff as may be necessary to properly conduct the 
business of the Agency,

S. 1668, Mr. Bible (by request); May 5, 1959 


(District of Columbia). 


The Act for the Regulation of Credit Life 
Insurance and Credit Accident and Health Insurance - 
Provides for the regulation of credit life insurance 
and credit accident and health insurance in the 
District of Columbia. 

S. 1869, Mr. Bible (by request); May 5, 1959 
(District of Columbia). 


Authorizes the Board of Education of the 
District of Columbia to pay additional compensation 
in specified amounts to teachers who are assigned 
to perform certain extra duties on a continuing 
basis during hours beyond the regular school day.

(District of Columbia). 


District of Columbia Nursing Act - Provides for 
the examination, licensing, registration, and 
regulation of professional and practical nurses and 
for nursing education in the District of Columbia.

Insular Affairs). 


Authorizes the establishment of the Hubbell 
Trading Post National Historic Site in the State 
of Arizona, 

S. 1872. Mr. Humphrey; May 7, 1959 (Interior and 
Insular Affairs). 


Sets forth as a national policy the preservation 
of historic sites, etc. Provides a method whereby 
the Secretary of the Interior, on petition of a 
State or local political subdivision, shall determine 
whether a particular site, etc., is of historical 
significance, and if a proposed project financed by 
Federal assistance threatens to seriously damage the 
site, to require the plans to be modified so as to 
protect such site. 

Requires the Secretary in consultation with 
organizations concerned with historic preservation 
to make a continuing study of incentives which could 
be provided to promote and encourage the restoration 
and preservation of historical sites. 

S. 1874, Mr, Stennis; May 7, 1959 
(Labor and Public Welfare). 


Includes within the definition of "agriculture" 
for purposes of the Fair Labor Standards Act the 
handling, packing, storing, cleaning, dressing, 
eviscerating, extracting, grading, ginning, compres- 
sing, pasteurizing, curing, fermenting, drying, 
canning, cooling, or freezing of any agricultural or 
horticultural commodity, including livestock, poultry, 
bees, and fur-bearing animals, or the making of 
cheese, butter, dairy or similar products, whether 
or not such practices are ordinarily performed by 
farmers or on farms, Defines the "area of production" 
so as to include all of each county in which such 
commodity is produced in commercial quantities, 
except that it shall not include the corporate

limits of a city or municipality having a population 
in excess of 250,000 as reported in the 1950 census 
[amending U. S. C. 29:204], 

S. 1875. Messrs. Javits and Keating and Mr. Case 
of New Jersey; May 7, 1959 (Armed 
Services). 


Armed Services Competitive Procurement Act of 
1959 - Expresses as the sense of Congress that the 
utilization of open, competitive bidding methods, 
as consistent with our national security needs, is 
the Government's and the public's best guarantee of 
economical, efficient purchasing of goods and 
services by defense agencies. 

Provides that where our national security 
requires that open bidding be replaced by negotia- 
tion, such negotiation be of a competitive nature 
to the maximum degree possible, and should involve 
two or more concerns, 

Includes among those factors already given 
prime consideration by the armed services, in 
awarding business under the set-aside program, that 
a fair proportion of purchases be placed with (a) 
small business concerns, (b) concerns located in 
areas of substantial labor surplus, and (c) 
eligible suppliers who have received the smallest 
share of business as well as with those in different 
geographical areas of the Nation [amending U, S. C. 
10: 2301, 2302, 2304(a), 2305, 2306(b), 2307(a), 
2313 ), 2356(b)]. 

S. 1876. Messrs. Hart and McNamara; May 5, 1959 
(Rules and Administration). 


Provides for a memorial in the city of Detroit, 
Michigan, to certain American soldiers who died in 
the War of 1812.

Proposes to strengthen and improve the organi- 
zation of the Department of State by granting to the 
Secretary greater flexibility in assigning duties to 
the second and third ranking officers in the Depart- 
ment. 

Replaces the present third-ranking position of 
Under Secretary of State for Economic Affairs with 
a position to be designated by the President as 
either Under Secretary of State for Political 
Affairs or Under Secretary of State for Economic 
Affairs; compensation to the incumbent being at the 
rate of $22,000 per year. 

Provides that any provision of law vesting 
authority in the "Under Secretary of State for 
Economic Affairs" be amended to vest such authority 
in the Secretary of State, 


S. 1879, Messrs. Saltonstall and Sparkman; 
May 7, 1959 (Banking and Currency). 


Small Business Act Amendments of 1959 - 
Increases from $900 million to $1,100 million the 
amount in which funds are authorized to be appropri- 
ated to a revolving fund in the Treasury for use by 
the Administration in the performance of the duties 
imposed upon it by the Act. Increases from $500 
million to $700 million the amount of the revolving 
fund which may be outstanding at any one time for the 
purpose of making business loans pursuant to subsec- 
tion 7(a) of the Act.

Adds a new paragraph to subsection 5(b) of the 
Act, the effect of which is to authorize the Admin- 
istration to make prepayments of rentals on safety 
deposit boxes used by it for the safeguarding of 
instruments and other documents held as security 
for loans made to small business concerns and others, 

Provides that section 3648 of the Revised 
Statutes shall not apply to prepayments of rentals 
made by SBA on safety deposit boxes. 

Places the reports which the Administration is 
required to file under the Act, on an annual basis 
instead of a semi-annual basis, Eliminates the 
surveys and reports which the Attorney General is 
now required to make. 

Provides that the Administration shall make a 
report every 6 months of operations under the Act 
to the President, the President of the Senate, and 
the Speaker of the House of Representatives, con- 
taining the names of the business concerns to whom 
contracts are let and for whom financing is arranged 
by the Administration, together with the amounts 
involved, and containing such other information, 
comments, and recommendations as the Administration 
may deem appropriate, 

Provides that, on June 30 and December 31 of 
each year, the Administration shall make a report to 
the President, the President of the Senate, and the 
Speaker of the House of Representatives, to the 
Senate Select Committee on Small Business, and the 
House Select Committee to Conduct a Study and Inves- 
tigation of the Problems of Small Business, showing 
as accurately as possible for each such period the 
amount of the funds appropriated to the Administra- 
tion that it has expended in the conduct of each of 
its principal activities such as lending, procure- 
ment, contracting, and providing technical and 
managerial aids. 

Directs the Attorney General to make, or request 
the Federal Trade Commission to make for him, surveys 
for the purpose of determining any factors which may 
tend to eliminate competition, create, or strengthen 
monopolies, injure small business, or otherwise pro- 
mote undue concentration of economic power in the 
course of the administration of the Act. He is 
required to submit to the Congress and the President, 
at such times as he deems desirable, reports setting 
forth the results of such surveys and including such 
recommendations as he may deem desirable.

(Interstate and Foreign Commerce), 


Makes technical changes in Section 4 of the 
Interstate Commerce Act, as amended, dealing with 
long and short haul charges [amending U. S. C. 49: 
4(1)]}. 


S. 1683. Mr. Church; May 7, 1959 (Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce). 


Proposes to facilitate the transmission of 
electric power by the United States. 

Provides that the head of a department or 
agency having jurisdiction over public lands shall 
require permittees, as a condition precedent to 
granting right to use lands for electric transmission 
lines, to allow the United States to utilize for the 
transmission of electrical power any surplus capacity 
of the line in excess of the capacity needed by the 
permittee for the transmission of electrical power 
in connection with his operations and to allow the 





United States to increase the capacity of the line 
or facility at the expense of the United States and 
to utilize the increased capacity for the transmis- 
sion of electrical power. 

Subjects utilization by the United States of 
surplus capacity to certain terms. 

Authorizes the department or agencies having 
jurisdiction over Federal lands to issue rules and 
regulations necessary. to carry out provisions of 
the Act. 

Directs and authorizes the Federal Power Com- 
mission to provide technical advice and suggestions 
to encourage uniformity to the heads of the depart- 
ments and agencies in connection with rules and 
regulations issued or proposed pursuant to this Act, 


S, 1864, Mr, Kennedy and others; May 7, 1959 
(Agriculture and Forestry). 


Food Administration Act of 1959 - Declares 
that the Congress finds that malnutrition and want 
exist in the midst of huge surpluses of various 
farm products, that the distribution of food to 
needy persons is more properly a function of the 
Department of Health, Education, and Welfare than 
the Department of Agriculture, 

(1) Transfers the distribution of surplus food 
to needy persons from the Department of Agriculture 
to the Department of Health, Education, and Welfare, 

(2) Authorizes limited assistance by the Sec- 
retary of Health, Education, and Welfare to State 
and local governments for the storage and handling 
of surplus foods, 

(3) Empowers the Secretary of Health, Educa- 
tion, and Welfare to establish standards of eligi- 
bility and to purchase additional foods for the 
purpose of improving the health among lower income 
groups, 

Transfers the distribution of the domestic 
food programs for use by the Bureau of Indian 
Affairs, family units, charitable institutions and 
hospitals, and lower income groups from the Secre- 
tary of Agriculture to the Secretary of Health, 
Education, and Welfare; continues the distribution 
of surplus foods for use in nonprofit school-lunch 
programs and nonprofit summer camps in the Office 
of the Secretary of Agriculture. Further, provides 
that the Director of the Bureau of the Budget is 
authorized to transfer the administrative personnel, 
the housekeeping records and assets, and the moneys 
allocated for this purpose from the Secretary of 
Agriculture to the Secretary of Health, Education, 
and Welfare, 

Authorizes and directs the Commodity Credit 
Corporation, upon the request of the Secretary of 
Health, Education, and Welfare, to make available 
a maximum quantity of surplus agricultural food 
products for needy persons, Further directs the 
Commodity Credit Corporation to handle the process- 
ing, packaging, and delivering to designated points. 

Provides that, with the exception of those 
surplus products which can be sold for the total 
amount of cost, the Secretary of Health, Education, 
and Welfare shall have first priority of surplus 
foods held by the Commodity Credit Corporation for 
distribution to the needy. 

Grants the Secretary of Health, Education, and 
Welfare $150 million for supplementary foods to 
provide a more adequate and nutritious diet for 
needy persons, 


S. 1889 


Grants authority to the Secretary of Health, 
Education, and Welfare to extend limited financial 
assistance to State and local subdivisions to defray 
the costs of food distribution to needy persons. 
Prescribes standards upon which the Secretary shall 
base his formula for extending the limited assist- 
ance. 

Provides that the standards of eligibility 
shall relate only to income currently available to 
needy persons on a per capita basis, Provides 
transition procedures until the new program becomes 
operative, 

Prohibits the benefits under this Act to be 
considered as income or resources under the provi- 
sions of the Social Security Act or other Federal 
legislation pertaining to the security of the aged, 
the blind, the disabled, the dependent children, 
the unemployed, or other similar groups. 

Requires payment to the Commodity Credit Cor- 
poration for the market price of such products and 
their processing, handling, and transportation from 
the funds appropriated to the Department of Health, 
Education, and Welfare, 


S. 1885. Mr. Wiley and others; May 7, 1959 
(Finance), 


Creates a 12-member commission on Federal 
Taxation, Directs the Commission to study and 
investigate the present tax policy and tax structure 
of the Federal Government, the kinds of taxes im- 
posed thereunder, etc., in order to promote effi- 
ciency, stability, economy, simplicity, equity and 
justice in the tax policy and tax structure of the 
Federal Government, Requires the Commission to 
submit a final report to Congress on or before 
January 1, 1961, Grants the Commission the power 
to hold hearings, issue subpenas, etc, 


S. 1886, Messrs. Moss and Murray; May 7, 1959 
(Interstate and Foreign Commerce). 


Prohibits community antenna television systems 
from redistributing the program of a broadcasting 
station without the express authority of the orig- 
inating station. Exempts systems serving fewer than 
50 subscribers, systems limited to residents of 
apartment projects, and systems used for the distri- 
bution of programs by wire for which a charge is 
imposed, 

Permits the licensees of a regular television 
station to redistribute programs by community 
antenna systems under rules or orders of the Federal 
Communications Commission, 


S. 1866, Messrs, Murray and Mansfield; 
May 11, 1959 (Finance). 


Repeals Federal excise tax on the transportation 
of persons [repealing U. S. C. 26: subch, C of ch. 
33]. 


S. 1889, Messrs, Murray and Mansfield; May 11, 1959 
(Interior and Insular Affairs), 


Authorizes the transfer of 3 units of the Fort 
Belknap Indian irrigation project to the landowners 
within the project. 





S. 1892 


S. 1892. Messrs. Kerr and Monroney; May 11, 1959 
(Interior and Insular Affairs). 


Authorizes the Secretary of the Interior to 
construct, operate and maintain the Norman Federal 
reclamation project, Oklahoma, 


S. 1893, Messrs, O'Mahoney and Eastland; 
May 11, 1959 (Wudiciary). 


Provides that evidence, including statements 
and confessions, otherwise admissible, shall not be 
inadmissible solely because of delay in arraignment 
unless the effect of the delay is to render the 
confession involuntary. 

Prohibits the introduction into evidence of 
confessions, etc., made to law-enforcement officers 
unless the arrested person has been advised that he 
is not required to make a statement and that any 
statement so made may be used against him [amending 
U. SiC. 18: ch. 223). 


S. 1894, Mr. Clark; May 11, 1959 (Finance). 


Provides for increased benefits to individuals 
delaying retirement beyond age 65 under the Old Age 
and Survivors' Insurance Program of the Social 
Security Act. 

S. 1895. Messrs. Johnston of South Carolina, Hill 
and Talmadge; May 11, 1959 (Post Office 
and Civil Service). 


Authorizes the payment of annuities under the 
Civil Service Retirement Act to the survivors of 
certain employees separated from service prior to 


October 1, 1956, with title to deferred annuity. 


S. 1896, Mr. Johnston of South Carolina 
(by request); May 11, 1959 
(Post Office and Civil Service). 


Repeals the Act of June 23, 1959 (U. S. C. 39: 
473, 484), relating to the transportation of mail 
between post offices and airports. 
S. 1897. Messrs. Johnston of South Carolina and 
Carlson (by request); May 11, 1959 
(Post Office and Civil Service). 


Federal Civilian Employees Compensation Policy 
Act of 1959 - Establishes a 15 member Commission on 
Federal Civilian Compensation Policy to develop, 
formulate and recommend a general policy for the 
compensation of Federal employees. Authorizes the 
Commission to appoint a chief executive officer and 
other personnel. Requires the Commission to submit 
a report to the President and the Congress not later 
than February 15, 1961, 
S. 1898, Mr. Magnuson (by request); May 11, 1959 
(Interstate and Foreign Commerce). 


Amends the Communications Act of 1934 with 
respect to the procedure in obtaining a license and 
for rehearings under such Act as follows: A new 
section 309(a) sets forth the terms of the pregrant 
procedure. Existing section 309(a) becomes section 
309(b), and is modified in minor, but not in sub- 
stantive, detail for purposes of consistency.

Existing section 309(b) becomes section 309(c). 

The existing procedure for notifying applicants of 
the necessity for hearing and for designation of 
applications for hearing is left unchanged where no 
petition to deny an application has been filed or 
where the Commission questions an application on 
grounds not set forth in any such petition. If a 
meritorious petition has been filed, the case is 

set for hearing. Language changes are made in the 
new section 309(c) to integrate the pregrant pro- 
cedure with the existing procedures and to avoid 
inconsistencies and procedural duplications, Exist- 
ing section 309(c) (the post-grant protest procedure) 
is eliminated entirely. A new section 309(d) lists 
the safety and special services applications subject 
to the pregrant procedure. A new section 309(e) 
gives the Commission the power by rule to make 
reasonable classifications in order to effectuate 
section 309, 

Assures that interested parties receive ade- 
quate notice of applications subject to the procedure 
by requiring the Commission to withhold action for 
30 days after public notice of acceptance of appli- 
cations for filing. If an interested party files a 
petition to deny the application prior to grant, 
requires the Commission to dispose of the petition 
before making a grant, The pregrant procedure does 
not compel the Commission to hold automatic eviden- 
tiary hearings or oral arguments in cases where such 
proceedings may be futile. Moreover, the petition 
must contain specific allegations of fact supported 
by affidavit. Grants applicant an opportunity to 
reply. 

If no substantial and material question of fact 
is raised, empowers the Commission to deny the 
petition with a concise statement of its reasons. 
The holding of oral argument in such a situation is 
left to the Commission's discretion. If questions 
requiring a hearing are presented, authorizes the 
Commission to specify the issues and assign the 
burden of proof to be borne by the parties to the 
hearing. 

Provides that the right of any party in 
interest to petition for rehearing under section 
405, regardless of what proceedings may have been 
had before the Commission prior to grant would con- 
tinue to be available under section 405. 

Two amendments are proposed to section 405, 

(1) corrects a typographical error in the most 
recent reenactment of that section; (2) which 
involves a change of substance, provides a cutoff 
date for action on petitions for rehearing of 
Commission grants made without hearing. Under 
section 405 the filing of a petition for rehearing 
does not require a stay of the Commission action of 
which complaint is made. Under these circumstances 
it is important for the Commission to dispose with 
reasonable promptness of the petition, especially in 
those cases in which no hearing has been held. 

Finally, the amendment to section 405 eliminates 
a defect which has existed in that section since the 
original enactment of the Communications Act in 1934. 
For procedural reasons a petition for rehearing 
under section 405 is frequently required as a condi- 
tion precedent to obtaining judicial review [amending 
U. S. C. 47:309, 319(e); 405].

Public Land Administration Act - Title I - 
Authorizes the Secretary of the Interior to conduct 
investigations, studies, and experiments relative to

Authorizes the Secretary to enter into cooper- 
ative contracts relative to the improvement, etc., 
of public lands, and permits him to accept contri- 
butions or donations of money, services and property 
in connection with such improvement. 

Title II - Permits the Secretary to establish 
reasonable fees and charges with respect to applica- 
tions, etc., relating to public lands, Requires the 
Secretary to cause to be published in the Federal 
Register notice of his intention to take any action 
with respect to this Act, Permits refund of fees in

Title III - Provides that moneys received by 
the United States from timber purchaser forfeitures 
are to be appropriated until expended to cover the 
cost of forest improvement, protection or rehabili- 
tation work, rendered necessary by the action lead- 
ing to the forfeiture.

Amends the Federal Credit Union Act so as to 
decrease the maximum interest rate on loans made by 
credit unions and increase the maximum amount of any 
unsecured loan which may be made by credit unions 
[amending U. S. C. 12:1757(5); 1761(d)]. 

S. 1908. Mr, Clark; May ll, 1959 (Interior and 
Insular Affairs). 


Authorizes the Secretary of the Interior to 
acquire certain additional property to be included 
within the Independence National Historical Park 
[amending U. S. C. 16:407m]. 

S. 1914, Mr. Eastland; May 11, 1959 Gudiciary). 

Authorizes the Attorney General to fix the 
annual salaries of attorneys in the Department of 
Justice within the following limitations: (1) 

United States Attorneys, not less than $12,000 or 
more than $20,000; and (2) assistant United States 
attorneys, attorneys appointed to assist United 
States attorneys when the public interest so requires, 
and all other attorneys employed in the Department

S. 1916. Messrs. Cotton and Stennis; May 12, 1959 
(Post Office and Civil Service). 


Federal Security Act - Establishes in the 
executive branch of the Government a Central Secur- 
ity Office, which shall not be a part of or super- 
vised by any other department or agency of the 
executive branch. Provides that the principal 
office of the Central Security Office be in the 
District of Columbia. Sets up a Director to admin- 
ister the Office and provides for an Assistant 
Director for Hearings and an Assistant Director for 
Administration, Establishes within the Office a 
Central Review Board to be composed of three members, 
Requires an investigation of all personnel in the 
Office. 

Directs the Director to establish and maintain 
suitable initial and in-service training programs 
for the instruction of officers and employees of 
the Office. Requires the Director to conduct per- 
iodic conferences of security officers of executive 
agencies to (1) furnish to such officers such infor- 
mation as may be required for the effective dis- 
charge of their duties and responsibilities, and 
(2) provide for the establishment to the greatest 
practicable extent of uniformity in the practices 
and procedures of executive agencies in carrying 
into effect loyalty and security programs, Requires 
the Director to make and conduct continuing surveys 
and inspections of the regulations promulgated and 
the practices and procedures employed by the various 
executive agencies to carry into effect loyalty and 
security programs. He shall receive, investigate 
and evaluate complaints made by Government contract- 
ors with respect to the requirements imposed upon 
them under security programs of executive agencies, 
Requires annual reports to the President and the 
Congress concerning the operations of the Office. 

Sets up a procedure for hearing and review of 
loyalty and security programs, Sets up a civilian 
employees' loyalty program providing for (1) inves- 
tigations; (2) evaluation; (3) hearings; (4) deter- 
minations; (5) transfer and suspension of employees; 
and (6) readjudication, Provides for industrial 
personnel security programs, Sets up standards and 
criteria for loyalty and security determinations, 
Provides the procedure for review and final determi- 
nations. 

Amends the Veterans' Preferance Act to provide 
that it not apply to any veteran eligible who 
has been furloughed or separated under the Federal 
Security Act because of the existence of reasonable 
doubt as to his loyalty to the Government of the 
United States. Provides that no employee in the 
District of Columbia, who has completed a probation- 
ary or trial period employed in the civil service, 
etc., or department referred to in the Veterans' 
Preference Act, shall be discharged, suspended for 
more than thirty days, furloughed without pay, 
reduced in rank or compensation, or debarred for 
future appointment except for such cause as will 
promote the efficiency of the service and for 
reasons given in writing, and the person discharged, 
shall have at least thirty days' advance written 
notice, and shall have the right to appeal to the 
Civil Service Commission from an adverse decision 
of the administrative officer.

Corrects some inequities now existing under 
the International Claims Settlement Act of 1949 
between large and small claimants in matters relat- 
ing to tax benefits. 


S. 1919, Mr, Javits and others; May 12, 1959 
(Judiciary). 


Immigration and Nationality Act Amendments of 
1959 - Effects changes in Public Law 414 of the 82d 
Congress (66 Stat. 163), among which are the follow- 
ing: 

Section 101 amends sections 212(a) (15) and 24 
(a) (8) with respect to standards for determining 
whether aliens are or are likely to become public 
charges. The provision which gives controlling 
effect to the opinion of the consul or of immigra- 
tion officials is eliminated. 

Section 102 amends subsections (27) and (29) of 
section 212(a) with respect to standards for deter- 
mining whether immigrants would engage in subversive 
activities. 

Section 103 amends section 287(a) (1) with 
respect to power of officers and employees of the 
Immigration and Naturalization Service to interro- 
gate without warrant persons believed to be aliens 
as to their right to be or remain in this country, 
by requiring "with probable cause." 

Section 104 repeals sections 352, 353, 354, 
which provide for loss of nationality by naturalized 
citizens because of residence abroad; also repeals 
sections 350 and 355 which provide for loss of 
citizenship by native-born citizens because of 
residence abroad, 

Section 105 amends sections 10](a) (37), 212(a) 
(28)(D), and 313 (a) (3) by broadening restrictions 
with respect to persons who have advocated a totali- 
tarian dictatorship or have belonged to totalitarian 
organizations, 

Section 106 amends section 244 (a) (1) , (2), (3) , (4), 
and (5) by eliminating the standards of “exceptional 
and extremely unusual hardship" in granting suspen- 
sion of deportation, and substituting therefor 
“serious hardship." 

Section 107 repeals section 3(c) of the Dis- 
placed Persons Act of 1948 which relates largely to 
the future mortgaging of quotas. 

Section 108 amends section 20l(e) by eliminating 
requirement for certain deductions from annual quotas 
of quota areas proclaimed under the Displaced Persons 
Act of 1948, 

Section 109 repeals section 202(b), (c),and (d) 
providing quotas for the Asia-Pacific triangle; 
amends sections 202(a) (5), and 202(e). As amended, 
an alien born in a colony or other component or 
dependent area of a governing country for which no 
separate or specific quota has been established shall 
be chargeable to the quota of the governing country. 

Section 202 amends section 212(9) and (10) to 
permit entry of an alien who has received a pardon 
for a crime, 

Section 203 amends section 212(c), As amended 
the Attorney General would have discretionary power 
to admit an alien who is returning to an unrelin- 
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quished American residence of at least 7 years, with 
no requirement that the alien was originally 
admitted to this country for permanent residence, 

Section 204 repeals section 235(c) which per- 
mits exclusion without hearing, 

Section 205 repeals section 241(d), the 
retroactive provision concerning deportation, 

Section 206 amends section 245 which permits 
the Attorney General to adjust the status of an 
alien temporarily here to that of an alien admitted 
for permanent residence, by modifying the require- 
ments which an alien must meet, 

Section 207 permits judicial review in exclu- 
sion and deportation cases; establishes a statute 
of limitations whereby no alien may be deported by 
reason of conduct occurring more than 10 years prior 
to the institution of deportation proceedings. 

Section 208 amends section 360(a) relating to 
proceedings for declaration of United States nation- 
ality in event of denial of rights and privileges

free institutions are at work,

District of Columbia Uniform Act for Simplifica- 
tion of Fiduciary Security Transfer - Provides a 
uniform law for the transfer of securities by and to 
fiduciaries in the District of Columbia. 


S. 1923, Mr. Dirksen; May 13, 1959 (Post Office 
and Civil Service). 


Provides for the adjustment of postal rates of 
certain first-class mail and airmail [amending 
U. S. C. 39: 280). 
S. 1925, Mr. Jackson; May 13, 1959 
(Armed Services). 


Provides that the military officer assigned to 
serye as Director of the Armed Forces Institute of 
Pathology be of a rank not less than brigadier gen- 
eral or rear admiral [amending U. S. C. 10: ch, 43]. 


S. 1926. Messrs. Jackson and Magnuson; May 13, 1959 


(Government Operations). 


Provides for the disposal of certain land now 
comprising a portion of George Wright Air Force Base, 
to the City of Spokane, Washington. 

S. 1927, Mr. Neuberger; May 13, 1959 
(Public Works). 


Bonneville Reorganization Act of 1959 - Estab- 
lishes the Bonneville Power Corporation to administer 
the Bonneville navigation and hydroelectric power 
project located in the Columbia River Basin, 

S. 1928, Mr. Fulbright (by request); May 13, 1959 
(Foreign Relations). 


Inter-American Development Bank Act ~ Authorizes 
the President to accept membership for the United 
States in the Inter-American Development Bank. 

Directs the President to make the following 
appointments to the Bank: Governor - S-year term; 
Alternate governor - 5-year term; Executive Director 
3-year term, 

Makes applicable the provisions of section 4 of 
the Bretton Woods Agreement Act (22 U. S. C. 286(b), 
relating to the National Advisory Council on Inter- 
national Monetary and Financial Problems. 

Prohibits any one in the Executive branch, the 
President included, from (a) subscribing to addition 
al shares of stock in the bank; (b) requesting or 
consenting to a quota change, or (c) accepting any 
amendment under article XII of the agreement, without 
the approval of Congress. 

Permits the use of a Federal Reserve Bank as a 
depository and directs the Board of Governors of the 
Federal Reserve System to supervise and direct the 
carrying out of the depository function of the 
Federal Reserve banks.

gross national product [amending U, S, C. 31: 757(b) ]. 


S. 1933. Mr. Johnston of South Carolina 
(by request); May 14, 1959 
(Post Office and Civil Service). 


Adds a new title to the Federal Employees Pay 
Act of 1945, providing a uniform premium pay system 
for Federal employees engaged in inspectional 
services with the following: Agricultural Research 
Service, Department of Agriculture; Federal Communi- 
cations Commission; Public Health Service, Department 
of Health, Education and Welfare; Immigration and 
Naturalization Service, Department of Justice; 
United States Coast Guard, Department of the Treas- 
ury; Bureau of Customs, Department of the Treasury, 

Further authorizes a uniform system of fees and 
charges for such services, 


S. 1934. Mr. Johnston of South Carolina

Provides that contractors under a highway

the United States, the Panama Canal Zone, or the 
Commonwealth of Puerto Rico. 

Creates a Bureau of Federal Credit Unions in 
the Department of Health, Education, and Welfare, 
under the supervision of a Director with extensive 
supervisory powers over the Federal credit unions. 
Requires the Federal credit unions to make financial 
reports, submit to examiniations, and make adequate 
internal audit of its affairs at least once a year. 
Provides for annual supervision fees in accordance 
with a graduated scale on the basis of assets as of 
December 31, of the preceding calendar year. 

Sets forth the requirements for organizing a 
Federal credit union, Grants to a Federal credit 
union powers necessary to enable it to carry on 
effectively, the business for which it is incorpo- 
rated, including the power to: make contracts; sue 
and be sued; purchase, hold, and dispose of property; 
make loans, borrow, when approved by the Director 
from any source, in an aggregate amount not exceeding 
50 per centum of its paid-in and unimpaired capital 
and surplus; levy late charges on its members for 
failure to meet promptly their obligations to the 
Federal credit union, not to exceed such sums as may 
be approved by the Director. Provides that the 
business affairs of a Federal credit union shall be 
managed by a board of not less than five directors 
and a credit committee of not less than three members. 

Provides that all determinations made, regula- 
tions issued, and other actions taken by the Director 
under this Act shall be subject to the administrative 
review provisions of the Administrative Procedure Act.

present a hazard of accidental criticality; (3) 
ownership, possession, use, transfer, delivery 
receipt, and disposal of source material, 

Authorizes the Commission to enter into an 
agreement providing for discontinuance of its regula- 
tory authority with respect to any one or more of 
categories. 

Defines the areas in which the Commission may 
not agree to discontinue its regulatory and licensing 
authority as follows: (1) any activity under a 
license issued by the Commission for the construction 
or operation of a production or utilization facility; 
(2) the export from or import into the United States 
of source, special nuclear or byproduct material or 
of any production or utilization facility; (3) the 
disposal of byproduct, source or special nuclear 
waste material into the ocean or sea as defined in 
regulations or orders of the Commission, Authorizes 
the Commission to define by regulation or order what 
constitutes disposal of material into the ocean or 
sea; (4) such other disposal of byproduct, source or 
special nuclear waste material as the Commission 
determines by regulation or order should, because of 
the hazards or potential hazards thereof, not be dis- 
posed of without a license from the Commission. 
Provides that notwithstanding any agreement between 
the Commission and any State pursuant to this sub- 
section b, the Commission is authorized by rule, 
regulation or order, to require that the manufacturer, 
processor or producer of any equipment, device, com- 
modity or other product containing source, byproduct 
of special nuclear material shall not transfer poses- 
sion or control of such product except pursuant to a 
license issued by the Commission, 

Makes it clear that the bill does not affect the 
Commission's jurisdiction under the Atomic Energy Act 
of 1954, as amended, to issue appropriate rules, 
regulations or orders to protect the common defense 
and security, to protect restricted data, or to guard 
against the loss or diversion of special nuclear 
material, Grants to the Commission continued authority 
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to issue rules and regulations for these purposes 
applicable to any user of source, byproduct, or 
special nuclear material, even though the user might 
be exempt (pursuant to subsection f) from Commission 
licensing requirements and from Commission regulations 
designed to protect health and safety. 

Specifies the findings which the Governor of the 
State and the Commission must make before the Commis- 
sion can enter into an agreement with the State under 
the bill. Declares that the Governor must certify, 
and the Commission must find, that the State has a 
program for the control or radiation hazards which 
is adequate to protect the public health and safety 
with respect to activities within the State covered 
by the proposed agreement, Declares that the Commis- 
sion must find that the State program is compatible 
with the Commission's program for the control of 
radiation hazards, 

Specifies the public procedures which must be 
observed by the Commission before any agreement under 
subsection (b) may become effective. 

Authorizes and directs the Commission, by

Makes it clear that nothing in this section is 
intended to affect the authority or regulations of any 
State or local agency to protect the health, safety 
and welfare of the public against hazards other than 
radiation hazards,

Provides appropriate statutory recognition of 
the interest of the States in activities (defined in 
paragraph (2) of subsection (b) which are retained 
under Commission control. Assures that the States 
will be given appropriate notice of the filing of 
applications for licenses to conduct such activities;

Island, Columbia River, Oregon, for the use of the

Federal Industrial Security Act - Authorizes 
each executive agency engaged in procuring goods or 
services from “government contractors", i. e. any 
individual or legal entity obligated to furnish 
goods or services under any contract or sub-contract 
containing any requirement for the safeguarding of 
classified information, to establish and administer 
a security program, 

Prohibits execution of Government contracts 
involving access to classified information unless 
an agreement is entered into with the contractor 
whereby it is agreed that (1) classified information 
shall be withheld from persons not holding a security 
clearance and (2) certain prescribed security provi- 
sions shall be incorporated within the terms of the 
contract.

Requires the agency head to determine, on the 
basis of the evidence contained in the hearing, if 
the clearance should be granted, Where clearance is 
denied, permits individuals to request review of

Sets forth the standard and criteria for security 
determination such as subversive activity; inten- 
tional disclosure of classified information; member- 
Ship in Communist Party; and invoking the 5th Amend- 
ment in congressional or Federal judicial investiga- 
tions,

Energy Commission charges for nuclear materials in 
the development and operation of the ship; (4) 
assistance in training the crew; (5) making available 
certain classified information; (6) conduct studies 
and aid in appropriate shore facilities; (7) provide 
research and development in Government laboratories; 
(8) provide, without charge, design review services, 
ship construction inspection services, and ship 
operational advisory services; and (9) will: AEC 
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approval, consent to insuring the interest on and 
the unpaid balance of the principal amount of the 
loan and mortgage on the ship. Sets forth criteria 
to be followed in determining loan eligibility,

(Armed Services), 


Provides that leases of property by military 
departments for public school purposes shall not re- 
quire any monetary payment [amending U. S. C. 10: 
2667].

Federal Fishing Vessel Construction Differential 
Compensatory Payments Act of 1959 - Authorizes the 
Secretary of Interior to pay a construction cost 
differential to aid in the construction of new 
American fishing vessels.

Requires the Attorney General to publish in the 
Federal Register a list of vested trademarks pre- 
viously owned by persons in parts of Germany under 
Russian or Polish rule. Directs the Attorney General

Provides that expenditures which constitues a 
Federal or State crime shall not be allowed as a 
deduction for income tax purposes. 

S. 2358. Mr. Humphrey and others; July 9, 1959 
(Judiciary). 


Immigration and Citizenship Act of 1959 - Gen- 
erally revises the immigration, naturalization, 
nationality, and citizenship laws. 

Title I - General, Establishes an Immigration 
and Naturalization Commission, composed of 3 members 
to be appointed by the President with Senate approval, 
to administer and enforce the immigration and citizen- 
ship laws tenure of the Commission to be at the 
pleasure of the President. Fixes the annual compen- 
Sation of the Chairman of the Commission at $21,000 
and the other members at $20,500. 

Provides that the Commission be responsible for 
the issuance of visas, admission of aliens, preven- 
tion of illegal entries, deportations, adjustments 
of status of aliens, investigation of petitions for 
citizenship, and institution of proceedings with 
respect to various aspects of citizenship, including 
hearing and subpoena power, 

With regard to immigration and nationality prob- 
lems requires the Commission to act in accordance 
with the Administrative Procedure Act, thereby elimi- 
nating certain arbitrary immigration procedures. 

Creates a 9-member Board of Immigration and 
Visa Appeals, appointed for 9-year terms by the 
President with Senate approval, to review all petitions 
for determination relating to visas, rules and regula- 
tions of the Commission, and provisions and regula- 
tions of this Act. Fixes the annual compensation 
for the Board Chairman at $20,000 and the other mem- 
bers at $19,500, 

Provides for judicial review by the Federal 
district courts of final orders issued by the Board. 

Authorizes the Commission to establish offices 
in foreign countries. 

Permits the Commission to apply to the Federal 
district courts for enforcement proceedings of the 
Commission's rules, regulations, orders, etc, 

Title II - Quota System. Special Provisions for 
Emergency Immigration Quota. 

Modernizes the quota system and establishes a 
numerical limitation upon the basis of 1/6 of 1 per- 
cent of the most recent population census. Provides 
for the allocation of the quota without regard to 
race, national origin, color, or creed. Directs 
that the quota be allocated so as to reunite families, 
to bring needed skills to the United States, and to 
accord asylum to refugees. 

Eliminates a limitation on orphans quota. Pro- 
vides that on December 31 of any calendar year, any 
number of quota immigrant visas allocated to any 
group or assigned to any nation which remains unused 
shall be allocated to the Newcomer Group, i.e. the 
group including immigrants which do not come within 
any preference groups. 
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Title III - Immigration and Deportation, Broadens 
the list of excludible aliens to include en alien who 
is seeking entry to engage in activities prejudicial 
to the United States, who has been convicted of 
violating narcotic laws; who would actually dis- 
place an American worker; who has been convicted of 

a crime involving moral turpitude, or against whom 
there remains open and undisposed of a charge of 
such a crime; who has advocated or taught, or been 
affiliated with any organization which advocates 

or teaches subversive doctrine, unless such activi- 
ties were terminated at least 5 years prior to the 
application for admission and the admission would 

not be against the public interest; and who has aided 
illegal entries, 

Prohibits the exclusion of an alien without an 
opportunity for a hearing. Permits the Commission 
to exempt certain aliens for deportation notwith- 
standing their ineligibility for admission, Permits 
the Commission to admit nonimmigrant aliens into the 
United States for a temporary period, unless other- 
wise becoming eligible for admission, 

Prohibits the deportation of an alien (1) law- 
fully admitted for residence prior to his 14th birth- 
day, (2) who has lived in the United States for 15 
years or more, other than as a nonimmigrant or as 
a fugitive from a criminal charge, the conviction 
on which would be a ground for deportation; or (3) 
for an act or omission to act or a criminal convic- 
tion which occurred more than 7 years prior to the 
issuance of the warrant for his arrest in a de- 
portation proceeding. 

Permits aliens who are to be deported to select 
the country to which they wish to go, if the country 
in question will receive them, unless the choice be 
prejudicial to the interests of the United States, 
Where the alien cannot produce his acceptance by 
a country of his own choosing, requires the Commis- 
sion to arrange the deportation, 

Title IV - Citizenship and Naturalization, 
Broadens the category of citizens at birth and abol- 
ishes the distinction between citizens and nationals, 

Provides general requirements for naturaliza- 
tion and requires that the petitioner have an under- 
standing of the English language, including the 
ability to read and speak it; have a knowledge and 
understanding of the fundamental history, principles, 
and form of government of the United States; have 
been a resident of the United States for 5 years 
prior to filing petition; and to be a person of good 
moral character, attached to the principles of the 
Constitution, and well disposed to the good order 
and happiness of the United States. 

Permits, among other categories, the following 
groups of persons to be naturalized: (1) spouses 
of American citizens; (2) alien child under 186 years 
of age, where one or both parents are citizens; (3) 
alien child of naturalized parents; (4) alien child- 
ren adopted by United States citizens; (5) certain 
former citizens of the United States who lost citi- 
zenship by marriage to an alien may regain citizen- 
ship by naturalization under certain conditions; (6) 
former citizens of the United States who lost their 
citizenship because of military service in a foreign 
country. 

Establishes statutory review procedure in all 
cases involving loss of citizenship, deportation, 
exclusion, and denial of visas, Provides reasonable 
standards for exclusion and deportation of aliens 
and for loss of citizenship, 
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Eliminates the statutory discriminations between 
native-born and naturalized citizens. Provides that 
a naturalized person acquiring citizenship in good 
faith shall have the same right to travel and stay 
abroad aS a native-born citizen. 

Provides reasonable standards for exclusion and 
deportation of aliens and for loss of citizenship. 

Title V - Miscellaneous, Establishes a joint 
congressional committee to be known as the Joint 
Committee on Immigration and Citizenship Policy, com- 
posed of 14 members, whose duty it shall be to make 
acontinuous study of (1) the administration of this 
Act, and its effect on the foreign policy, national 
security, the economy and the social welfare of, and 
labor condition in, the United States, and (2) such 
conditions within or without the United States which 
in the opinion of the committee might have any 
bearing on the immigration and citizenship policy of 
the United States, Requires the Committee to make 
periodic reports to the Congress concerning the re- 
sults of its studies, 

Authorizes the Secretary of State to provide for 
interchanges On a reciprocal basis between the United 
States and other countries of students, trainees, 
teachers, guest instructors, etc.; such persons to be 
admitted as nonimmigrants for such time and under 
such conditions as may be prescribed by regulations 
promulgated by the Secretary and the Immigration and 
Naturalization Commission,

(Rules and Administration), 


Prohibits States from imposing any poll tax, 
property tax, or any property ownership qualifica- 
tion or property tax, or any literacy or intelligence 
test as a condition of a right of any citizen to 
vote in a Federal election, 

5. 2360, Mr, McClellan; July 13, 1959 
(Public Works), 


Modifies the Red River, Arkansas flood control 
project authorized under the Act of July 24, 1946, 
to include necessary bank stabilization and other 
protective measures at an estimated cost of 
$1,500,000, 

5, 2362, Messrs, Neuberger and Morse; July 13, 
1959 (Public Works), 


Authorizes the Secretary of the Army to convey 
to the city of Arlington, Oregon, certain lands at 
the John Day lock and dam project. 

§, 2363, Mr. Bible (by request); July 13, 1959 
(District of Columbia). 


District of Columbia Public Assistance Act of 
1999 - Establishes a public assistance program for 
the residents of the District of Columbia to be ad- 
tinistered by the Commissioners of the District of 
Columbia. Sets forth the functions of the Commis- 
Sioners under the Act, as well as the eligibility 
tequirements to be met by those seeking assistance, 

Provides that the amount of public assistance 
to be awarded shall be determined by the Commissioners 
but such amount shall not be less than the full 
amount determined as necessary on the basis of the 
tinimum needs of a person seeking assistance, as

established in accordance with the Commissioners 
regulations, 

Requires the Commissioners to (1) investigate 
applicants to determine their need for assistance 
and (2) determine the type and amount of public 
assistance for which the applicant is eligible. 

Makes other provisions relative to the adminis- 
tration of the Act. Provides that at the death of 
any person who has received public assistance under 
the Act, the District shall have a preferred lien 
for the actual amount of assistance awarded against 
the deceased recipient's property.

(Government Operations). 


S. 2367. 


Provides, under the Surplus Property Act of 
1944, as amended, for the free conveyance of sur- 
plus property for park or recreational purposes, and 
for historic-monument purposes [amending U. S. C. 
50:1622(h)(2)]. 


S. 2368, Messrs. McCarthy and Humphrey; 
July 13, 1959 (Agriculture and Forestry). 
Amends the Soil Bank Act to provide that the 
Secretary, in order to provide fair and equitable 
treatment, may pay a producer compensation under 
the acreage reserve or conservation reserve program 
which he otherwise would not be entitled to receive 
because the contract, action, or conduct of the pro- 
ducer is not in conformity with the provisions of 
the program if it is established to the satisfaction 
of the Secretary that such was the result of relying 
in good faith on erroneous approval or erroneous 
advice of an authorized representative of the 
Secretary.

(Government Operations). 


Authorizes the President to reduce or eliminate 
by Executive order any appropriation or appropriations 
made by any Act or joint resolution of the Congress.

Agency Hearing Standards of Conduct Act - In 
agency hearing proceedings subject to notice and hear- 
ing, requires the agency to make its determination 
based solely and exclusively upon the record of the 
proceedings which shall include (1) adjudications; 

(2) hearings of record which by law are made subject 
to the procedure governing adjudications; and (3) 
those hearing proceedings made subject to the stand- 
ards of conduct of this Act,

notice to all parties of record. In the event of 
an ex parte proceeding, requires that such be made 
a matter of record in the public file of the agency 
with notice thereof to all parties.

imprisonment for willful violation of this provision.

Housing Act of 1959 -— Proposes to stimulate 
the home building industry by liberalizing down-pay- 
ments for building homes for the elderly and for the 
continuation of the urban renewal and college housing 
programs. 

Authorizes a 2-year urban renewal and slum elimi- 
nation program, making $350 million available in 
fiscal 1960 and $250 million in fiscal 1961 for this 
purpose, 

Provides $200 million for college housing loans 
and $10 million for urban planning assistance, Makes 
immediately available $5 billion for FHA mortgage 
insurance and provides for an additional $5 billion 
for this purpose later. 
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Increases the mortgage ceiling on single-family 
homes to $25,000, Raises the interest rate on rental 
and cooperative management housing to 5% percent and 
on cooperative sales housing to 6 percent.

(Banking and Currency). 


Requires the President to include in his economic 
report and annual economic program a discussion of

Defense Contractors Security Act - Provides 
authority for an industrial security program. Sets 
out certain safeguards against unfairness or arbitrary 
action against individuals (such as right to hearing, 
counsel, reasonable notice, witnesses, transcript of 
record, disclosure of evidence and confrontation of 
adverse witnesses, etc.) in denying security clear- 
ances,

(Judiciary). 


Amends the Trademark Act of 1946, in order to 
clear up certain ambiguities relating to the ad- 
ministration of the Act. 

Permits the Commissioner to require the appli- 
cant to disclaim an unregistrable component of a 
mark otherwise registrable, such disclaimer not to 
prejudice or otherwise affect the applicant's rights. 
Further, permits registration renewals for 20 years 
periods; requires the Commissioner, where a renewal

Provides that certain funds in the Treasury 
of the United States to the credit of the Confederated 
Bands of Ute Indians be transferred to the credit 
of the Ute Mountain Tribe of the Ute Mountain Reser- 
vation, Colorado, 
S. 2436, Mr. Hennings; July 23, 1959 
(Rules and Administration), 


Federal Elections Act of 1959 - Proposes to 
remedy the inadequacies of present Federal election 
laws, 

Repeals the Corrupt Practices Act, 1925. Re- 
enacts definitions under that Act making changes, 
however, in the definition of "candidate", “contri- 
butions and expenditures", and "State". Omits the 
definition of "clerk" and “secretary”, 

Reenacts the existing law on the subject of 
organization of political committees and accounting 
but provides additional requirements, 

Provides that the right of a political com- 
mittee to begin its activity is dependent on the 
election of a chairman and treasurer and adds the 
additional requirement that no expenditure be made 
without the authorization of the chairman or treasurer. 

Requires persons receiving contributions for a 
political committee to render a detailed account of 
such receipts to the treasurer at his demand or 
within 5 days of receipt, adding the requirement that 
committee funds be kept separate from any personal 
funds and be deposited in a special account. 

Directs the treasurer to (1) demand reports 
from persons receiving contributions for the com- 
mittee; (2) keep a detailed account of (A) all con- 
tributions made to or for the committee, and (B) all 
expenditures made by or for the committee, every 
entry to include name and address of the contributor 
and date contribution was made; (3) obtain and keep 
receipted, itemized bills of every expenditure exceed- 
ing $100; (4) preserve the financial records of the 
committee; and (5) file the committee's reports, 

Makes changes in the order of provisions by 
clarifying the requirement that all records be pre- 
served, 

Makes provision for a more complete reporting 
of campaign cgntributions and expenditures - Presi- 
dential and, yjice-Presidential candidates are exempt 
from the reporting requirements - by requiring politi- 
cal committees and congressional candidates to file 
reports as follows: Originals filed with the Clerk 
of the House of Representatives; copies filed with 
clerk of Federal district court (in the case of can- 
didates the appropriate court is that of the dist- 
rict of residence, in the case of political committees 
that of the district where the principal office of 
the committee is located), Further, requires politi- 
cal committees supporting candidates for President,

Requires the report to contain (1) the amount 
of cash at beginning of the reporting periods; (2) 
name and address of each contributor to or for such 
committee in the aggregate amount or value, within 
the calendar year of $100 or more, except transfers 
of funds to or from political committees or candidates; 
(3) the total sum of individual contributions made 
to or for such committee during the calendar year 
and not already stated, (4) name and address of each 
political committee or candidate from which the com- 
mittee received any transfer of funds; (5) total sum 
of all contributions made to or for such committee 
during the calendar year; (6) name and address of 
each person to whom an expenditure has been made by 
Such committee of the aggregate amount or value, 
within the calendar year, of $100 or more, and the 
purpose of each expenditure; (7) total sum of all 
expenditures made by such committee during the cal- 
endar year and not stated elsewhere; (8) name and 
address of each political committee or candidate to 
which the committee made any transfer of funds; and 
(9) total sum of expenditures made by such committee 
during the calendar year, 

Requires that the candidate's report contain the 
same information prescribed for reports of political 
committees, including amount expended from his own 
funds, Reenacts existing provisions that the can- 
didate's reports be cumulative and that the first 
report contain a statement based on the record of 
the proper State official “stating the total number 
of votes cast for all candidates for the office the 
candidate seeks, at the general election next pre- 
ceding the election at which he is a candidate", 
Further, makes it the duty of every congressional 
cancidate “to make every reasonable effort to ascer- 
tain what political committees“ and other organiza- 
tions support his candidacy by means of (1) publica- 
tion of advertisements in newspapers or other period- 
icals; (2) publication of pamphlets or circulars; (3) 
providing printed material; (4) radio or television 
broadcasting, or (5) providing billboards or posters.

an alternative limitation. 

Sets penalties for violation of the Act at 
$1,000 fine and/or 1 year imprisonment; willful viola- 
tions are punishable by a fine up to $10,000 and/or 
2 year's imprisonment, 

Provides that contributions or expenditures for 
proper legal expenses in contesting an election are 
not within the scope of the Act.

District of Columbia Civil Defense Act - Clari- 
fies and enlarges the duties of the Office of Civil 
Defense created in an act to authorize the District 
of Columbia Government to establish an Office of 
Civil Defense. In addition to providing for common 
defense and protection, proposes to stabilize the 
economy. 

Clarifies the right of the District to establish 
and maintain one or more civil defense control and 
reporting centers and other civil defense operational 
headquarters and facilities outside the District of 
Columbia. 

Proposes that power of members of the Metropoli- 
tan Police force vested in members of the auxiliary 





police force by the Board of Commissioners be exer- 
cised only during a state of civil defense emergency. 

Makes it clear that necessary survival materials 
may be procured and stored either within or outside 
the District of Columbia when and if appropriations 
are obtained for that purpose. 

Authorizes the Commissioners to request the 
President to direct any Federal agency, without 
reimbursement, to provide the District with expert 
personnel for purposes of planning for civil defense 
and natural disasters and of training District gov- 
ernment employees and others in civil defense and 
natural disaster methods. 

Provides that emergency power provisions be- 
come operative under either of two alternatives; (1) 
in the declaration of a state of civil defense em- 
ergency by the President or Congress in accordance 
with the Civil Defense Act of 1950; or (2) whenever 
the Commissioners invoke the provisions of this title 
in the absence of a declaration of civil defense 
emergency (a) upon receipt of strategic intelligence 
from the Director of the Office of Civil and Defense 
Mobilization indicating an attack is probable, (b) 
upon warning of attack by the Office of Civil and 
Defense Mobilization, or (c) upon the occurrence of 
an attack, 

Grants to the Commissioners, for purposes of 
civil defense emergencies only, full authority over 
the semi-autonomous agencies, officers,and individuals 
exercising governmental authority in and performing 
governmental functions for the District of Columbia, 

Gives the Commissioners authority to expend for 
the purposes of carrying out the provisions of the 
Act the unexpended balances of any appropriations 
in any District of Columbia Appropriation Act, and 
any funds to the credit of the District of Columbia 
in the Treasury and not otherwise appropriated. 

Makes it clear that the District of Columbia 
may provide materials and services outside the Dist- 
rict; further, makes it possible for the District to 
aid surrounding areas, under mutual aid compacts, 
in presenting the spread of disease, etc. 

Enumerates the powers vested in the Commissioners 
and includes therein firefighting, rescue, medical, 
health and sanitation services, radiological, moni- 
toring, unexploded bomb reconnaissance, debris re- 
moval, and essential emergency repair or restoration 
of vital facilities. 

Provides that in the absence of a quorum of 
the Board of Commissioners, one Commissioner, or the 
Assistant to the Engineer Commissioner authorized to 
perform the functions of the Engineer Commissioner 
in his absence or disability, shall exercise all 
the powers and perform all the functions of the Board 
of Commissioners including (a) making and adopting 
regulations, (b) approving contracts in excess of 
$25,000, (c) appointing or removing the head of any 
agency responsible directly to the Board of Commis- 
sioners, (d) approving the budget for the District 
of Columbia, and (e) delegating the Board's functions 
other than those enumerated in (a) through (d). 

Frees from tort liability those persons per- 
mitting use of real property for shelters during 
"periods when the Act is operative (Title III), or 
at any time for purposes of drilling persons in or 
familiarizing persons with emergency procedures." 

Provides that the Act should not be construed 
to amend or modify the Federal Civil Defense Act of 
1950.

Permits the owners of restricted Indian lands 
owned by the Navajo or Hopi Tribes to be leased for 
a term of 25 years with authorization for an additional 
25 year term, Permits land owned in fee simple by 
the Navajo Tribe to be disposed of by the tribal 
council, 

Authorizes the Secretary of the Interior to 
transfer upon request of the Navajo Tribal Council 
to any corporation owned or organized by the tribe 
and provides that the United States shall have no 
responsibility or liability for such land thereafter.

(Interior and Insular Affairs). 


Proposes to save and preserve, for the public 
use and benefit, certain portions of shoreline areas 


of the United States, Sets forth the general loca- 
tion of the national shoreline areas to be estab- 
lished and also provides for the establishment of 
certain State areas, 

Authorizes up to $50,000,000 for the procure- 
ment of land, waters, interests in land, etc., for 
the national shoreline areas and up to $10,000,000 
to make payments to the States in connection with 
State projects.

Permits the President, acting under the Atomic 
Energy Act of 1954, to authorize the Defense Depart- 
ment to establish and prescribe standards or instruc- 
tions applicable to special nuclear material or atomic 
weapons delivered or atomic weapons or utilization 
facilities manufactured, produced, or acquired, in 
order to protect health and to minimize danger to 
life or property [amending 68 Stat, 936], 

S. 2471. Messrs, Case of South Dakota and Kerr;

Deems a tobacco product to be mislabeled if (1) 
it is falsely or deceptively labeled; and (2) a label 
is not affixed to each package and does not state 
whether or not the tobacco products contained in 
said package results in a deviation from the normal 
in the skin temperature, blood pressure, and sub- 
cutaneous temperature of a human being when tested 
in compliance with the methods, procedures, and regu- 
lations promulgated by the Federal Trade Commission, 

Requires proper labels to be affixed to tobacco 
products, Makes the Act enforceable under the rules 
and regulations of the Federal Trade Commission Act. 

Sets penalties for willful mislabeling of to- 
bacco products at a $1,000 fine and provides that 
each mislabeled package constitute a separate offense,

Amends the provisions of the Internal Revenue 
Code of 1954, relating to election of certain small 
business corporations as to taxable status for Federal 
income tax purposes as follows. 

Provides that, in determining the number of 
shareholders of a corporation, the husband and wife 
owning stock jointly or as community property be 
counted as only one shareholder.

(2) has filed proof of the existence of an automobile

of. any judgments which might be entered against him 
as a result of his operations as a migrant agricul- 
tural labor contractor; and (4) has paid the re- 
quired application fee. 

Authorizes the Secretary to refuse to issue, 
suspend, revoke or refuse to renew a certificate of 
registration if the migrant contractor (1) makes 
misrepresentations; (2) fails to perform within the 
past two years agreements and arrangements with farm 
operators; (3) has knowingly given false or mislead- 
ing information to migrant workers regarding the 
terms, conditions, or existence of agricultural em- 
ployment; (4) has permitted his insurance coverage to 
lapse; (5) has failed to satisfy the Secretary of his 
financial responsibility; (6) has used workers whom 
he knows have violated the provisions of the immigra- 
tion and nationality laws, etc.; and (7) has knowingly 
violated the obligations imposed upon him by section 
6 of this Act. 

Imposes the following obligations and prohibi- 
tions; the contractor shall (1) carry his registra- 
tion certificate at all times and exhibit same to all 
persons with whom he intends to deal; (2) make cer- 
tain disclosures to workers, including the name and 
location of the farm employer, estimated rate of pay, 
length of employment, etc.; (3) post terms and con- 
ditions of employment upon arrival at a given place 
of employment; (4) in the event he manages, super- 
vises, or otherwise controls the housing facilities, 
post in a conspicuous place the terms and conditions 
of occupancy; (5) inform workers of their social 
security rights and keep proper payroll records for 
each worker; (6) pay workers promptly; (7) comply 
with terms of contracts with farm operators; and (8) 
inform workers, prior to sending or transporting 
them, of the existence of a strike or lockout. 

Authorizes the Secretary to enter into agree- 
ments with Federal and State agencies in carrying 
out the provisions of this Act. 

Imposes a fine of $500 and/or 6 months imprison- 
ment where there is a willful violation of any provi-

Sets as the goal of our fiscal policy a bal- 
anced budget as well as an annual surplus of $2.5 
billion, and if in any fiscal year this goal is not 
met, provides for a special l-year increase in per- 
sonal and corporate income taxes in an amount nec- 
essary to make up the difference. 

Provides for the determination of a deficit or 
surplus soon after the close of the national fiscal 
year, i.e. July lst, so that the amount of the special 
tax can be calculated and collected with other taxes 
due the following April for the taxable year which 
began with the preceding January. 

In the case of corporations, provides that the 
makeup tax be payable when the regular income taxes 
are payable, 

So as to permit each taxpayer to figure his own 
l-year tax, applies the official percentage to the 
net tax due, as figured under present law. Adds 
two extra lines to the present tax forms; one, to 
show the percentage to be used for that year, with 
space for the resulting dollar figure of new tax, 
and the other, to show the final total of the normal 
tax, plus the l-year special make-up tax. 

Limits the makeup tax to 10 percent in any 1 year 
{amending U. S. C. 26:pt. 1, subch, A ch. 1; 6015c],

Authorizes the District of Columbia to place

able supply of poultry for consumers at reasonable 
prices. 

Authorizes and directs the Secretary of Agri- 
culture to establish the following: (1) a Chicken 
Marketing Program Formulation Committee; (2) an Egg 
Marketing Program Formulation Committee, and (3) a 
Turkey Marketing Program Formulation Committee com- 
posed of the producers of such commodities. Sets 
forth the manner of selecting committee members, the 
State minimum production figure in each instance for 
committee representation, and the internal organiza- 
tion, etc., of each committee. 

Requires each program formulation committee to 
submit to the Secretary a marketing program relative 
to the type of program concerned, i.e. chicken, egg, 
or turkey, providing for (1) the number, qualifica- 
tions, manner of selection, and terms of office of 
members of the advisory board; (2) that at least 65 
percent of the members of the advisory board be pro- 
ducers of the commodity to which such program re- 
lates; (3) that members of the advisory board be 
appointed by the Secretary from nominations made by 
producers; (4) for the payment of expenses of admin- 
istration of such program; (5) for the assessment of 
producers to pay the expenses of carrying out such 
program; (6) specifying the maximum assessment rates 
which may be levied upon producers; (7) directing the 
advisory board to receive assessments, penalties, 
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and any other lawful income, to pay expenses incurred 
by it, and to account for all receipts and expendi- 
tures; (8) applying equally to all producers coming 
within its terms; (9) setting forth, with respect to 
any program for restriction of production or market- 
ing, provisions governing the allocation, increase, 
reduction and transfer of quotas of individual pro- 
ducers; (10) provides, with respect to any program 
for restriction of production or marketing, for the 
creation of local committees of producers to aid in 
the administration of the provisions set forth in 
such program; and (11) provides that the advisory 
board administer such marketing program in accordance 
with its terms and in accordance with such rules and 
regulations as may be promulgated by the Secretary. 

Prohibits marketing programs from containing 
certain provisions as, for example, providing for 
assessments in any one marketing year reasonably 
calculated to produce revenues aggregating more than 
4 percent of the average annual farm value of the 
products to which the program applies during the 
three preceding marketing years, as determined by 
the Secretary. 

However, permits marketing programs to, among 
other things, require, or permit the advisory board 
to withhold certain assessments from the payments 
due producers; provides for the dissemination of in- 
formation and educational matter relating to nutri- 
tional values and methods of preparation; provides 
for the carryimy on of research and survey studies 
related to production, processing, distribution and 
promotion of poultry, etc. 

Sets forth the procedure to be followed in the 
adoption of marketing programs and their amendment. 

Outlines the powers and duties of the Secretary 
of Agriculture with regard to the programs, 

Provides for judicial review of the Secretary's 
ruling on a hearing petition brought in connection 
with a marketing program. 

Provides for civil remedies for (1) the enforce- 
ment of assessments and penalties imposed by the 
programs or producers, and (2) the enforcement of 
contract and tort liabilities with respect to an 
advisory board. 

Imposes a criminal penalty of $1,000 fine for 
disclosure of information deemed under the Act to 
be of a confidential nature - in the case of a gov- 
ernment employee or a member of the advisory board 
imposes the additional penalty of removal from office. 
Other violations of the Act are deemed punishable by 
a $500 fine for each separate violation.

Food Act of 1959 - Title I. Requires cornmeal, 
grits, white rice, and white flour distributed under 
the direct commodity distribution program pursuant 
to section 416(3) of the Agricultural Act of 1949, 
or to schools to be enriched so as to meet the 
standards for enrichment prescribed by the Food and 
Drug Administration and to be packaged in sanitary

Property improvement loans, Increases insurance 
amounts; provides a new downpayment schedule; permits 
FHA to accept VA construction inspections; makes 
non-occupant mortgagor (builders or realtors) eligible 
for insurance in the same amount as is afforded 
occupant-owners, 

Low-cost housing in outlying areas. Increases 
maximum mortgage limits; removes $100 million in- 
surance authorization limitation for “farm" homes. 

Rental housing insurance. Increases from $12.5 
million to $20 million the maximum amount of an in-

of a Resources and Conservation Report - required by 
the Act to be submitted to Congress annually - deal- 
ing with the conservation, development and utilization 
of natural resources, 

Other duties of the Council include the gather- 
ing of timely and authoritative information concern- 
ing natural resource conservation and development 
trends, analyzing and interpreting such information 
to determine the extent of ‘same in relation to the 
nation's needs; the appraising of various programs 
and activities of the Federal Government so as to 
determine the extent to which such programs and acti- 
vities are contributing, to the achievement of such 
policy; developing and recommending to the President 
national policies to foster and promote conserva- 
tion, development and utilization of the natural 
resources of the Nation to meet human and economic 
requirements, including recreational, wildlife and 
scenic values; making and furnishing studies, reports, 
and recommendations with respect to matters of Fed- 
eral resource policy and legislation as the Presi- 
dent may request, 

Requires the Council to make an annual report to 
the President in December of each year. 

Establishes a Joint Congressional Committee on 
Resources and Conservation, to be composed of 8 mem- 
bers of the Senate and 8 members of the House of 
Representatives, whose function it shall be to make 
a continuing study of matters relating to the Re- 
sources and Conservation Report; study means of co- 
ordinating programs to further the policy of this 
Act; and to file a report with the Senate and the 
House containing its findings and recommendations 
made by the President in the Resources and Conserva- 
tion Report.

Extends indefinitely the previsions of the 
Federal: air pollution control law, 

Grants additional authority to the Surgeon 
General and the Secretary of Health, Education and 
Welfare under the air pollution control act. 

Authorizes the Attorney General to seek injunc- 
tive relief in the Federal courts where an activity 
has caused air pollution endangering the public 
health or welfare [amending U, S. C. 42:1857 (b), 
1857(d)}. 

S. 2557. Mr. Clark; August 18, 1959 (Public Works), 
Designates the Dyberry Dam and Reservoir, 
Lackawaxen River Basin, Pennsylvania, as the General 

Edgar Jadwin Dam and Reservoir. 
S. 2559. Messrs. Green and Pastore; 
August 18, 1959 (Judiciary). 


Establishes the United States Supreme Court of 
Military Appeals replacing the present Court of 
Military Appeals. Provides for such court to con- 
sist of 3 judges appointed by the President from 
civilian life for 15 year terms (staggered). Pro- 
vides that such judges shall be entitled to benefits 
as now provided for judges of the United States 
Courts of Appeals; that the Chief Judge shall be a

Establishes the Advisory Board of the National 
Capital Airports Corporation to be composed of five 
members appointed by the administrator without re- 
gard to the civil service laws.

Directs the corporation to pay into the Treasury 
as miscellaneous receipts interest on the capital 
fund as follows: (1) amounts determined to be 
equivalent to the local share supplied by the project 
sponsor had the airports been built subsequent to 
the enactment of the Federal Airport Act by a public 
agency with maximum Federal grants-in-aid; (2) in- 
terest rate to be determined by the Secretary of the 
Treasury at the time the fund is established; and 
(3) interest rate on the subsequent portion of 
capital advances to the fund on which interest is to 
be paid to be determined by the Secretary at the 
time the advance is made. 

Makes other provisions relative to administra- 
tion of the fund. 

Authorizes the corporation to use the funds 
from whatever sources derived, in the exercise of 
its corporate powers and functions. 

Transfers all property operated by the adminis- 
trator as the Washington National airport to the 
corporation. n 

Authorizes the corporation to make payments to 
State and local governments in lieu of property 
taxes upon real property which was subject to State 
and local taxation before acquisition by the corpora- 
tion, 

Makes other provisions relative to the rules 
and regulations necessary for carrying out the pro- 
visions of the Act, violations of these rules, 
arrests, police patrol of the airports, etc. 


S. 2561. Messrs. Javits, Dirksen and Keating; 
August 18, 1959 (Rules and Administration). 


Provides for the construction in the Nation's 


Capital of a monument in memory of Theodore Roosevelt. 


S. 2562. Mr. Kefauver and others; August 19, 1959 
(Judiciary). 


Strengthens the criminal penalties for the 
mailing, importing or transporting of obscene matter 
by imposing jail sentences in the case of third 
offenses, 

Authorizes the Postmaster General to temporarily 
impound mail to effectuate the closing of the mails 
to obscene matter [amending U. S. C. 18:1461, 1462, 
1463, and 1465 and 39:259b]). 


S. 2563. Messrs. Ellender and Aiken (by request) ; 
August 19, 1959 (Agriculture and Forestry). 


Establishes the Rural Electrification Adminis- 
tration Revolving Fund in order to better administer 
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the rural electrification program [amending U. S, C. 
7:901-924]. 


S. 2565. Mr. Murray (by request); August 19, 1959 
(Interior and Insular Affairs). 


Provides that leases on Indian lands shall not 
exceed 25 years, except that leases on the Agua 
Caliente (Palm Springs) Reservation and on the Dania, 
Brighton, and Big Cypress Indian Reservations for 
the Seminole Indians in Florida may be for a term 
not to exceed 99 years [amending 69 Stat. 539]. 


S. 2567. Mr. Murray (by request); August 19, 1959 
(Interior and Insular Affairs). 


Grants to the Secretary of Interior the author- 
itv over the Government's helium operations (now 
Bureau of Mines directly responsible) for the acqui- 
sition and reservation of helium-gas lands. Expands 
existing program to include acquisition of land by 
gift, exchange or eminent domain, the latter method 
to be used when in the national interest (now, con- 
demnation proceeding to meet the needs of the Army, 
Navy, and Federal Agencies). Authorizes contracts 
for transportation of helium, helium-bearing natural 
gas or helium-gas mixtures, and limits contracts 
for the acquisition, processing, transportation, or 
conservation of the same to a maximum 25 years, Per- 
mits the Secretary to accept equipment, money, and 
other contributions from public or private sources 
and to prosecute projects in cooperation with other 
agencies, Federal, State, or private. Whenever 
the President determines such action is necessary, 
the Secretary shall set up regulations for the li- 
censing and sales of helium in interstate commerce. 
Makes unlawful any violation of such regulations. 

Directs the Department of Defense, the Atomic 
Energy Commission, and other Federal agencies to 
purchase all major requirements for helium from the 
Department of Interior. 

Credits all moneys received hereunder to a 
helium production fund which shall be available 
without fiscal year limitation, 

Provides that the Secretary of Defense and the 
Chairman of the Atomic Energy Commission (now Secre- 
taries of the Army and Navy) shall have access to 
plants, data, and accounts [amending U. S. C. 50: 
ch. 10], 
S. 2568. Mr. Anderson; August 19, 1959 
(Atomic Energy). 


Authorizes the Atomic Energy Commission to enter 
into agreements with States providing for the dis- 
continuance of the Commission's regulatory authority 
over ownership, possession, etc., of (1) by product 
material; (2) special nuclear material, not sufficient 
to form a critical mass; and (3) source material. 
However, directs the Commission to continue its ex- 
ercise of authority and responsibility with respect 
to regulation of the following: (1) construction 
and operation of any production or utilization 
facility; (2) exporting or importing of nuclear 
material or of any production of utilization facility; 
(3) disposal into the ocean or sea of nuclear waste 
materials; (4) disposal of other nuclear material 
which the Commission determines should not. be dis- 
posed of without a license issued by it.

Prequisites to the State cooperation agree-

With regard to the President's authority under 
the provisions of the Atomic Energy Act of 1954, 
dealing with the military application of atomic 
energy, permits the President to authorize the De- 
fense Department to establish and prescribe stand- 
ards or instructions applicable’ to special nuclear 
material or atomic weapons in order to protect 
health and minimize danger to life or property.

Federal Annuitants Health Benefits Act of 1959 
Authorizes and directs the Civil Service Commission 
to establish a health benefits program for certain 
employees and members of their families who are not 
eligible for coverage under the Federal Employees 
Health Benefits Act of 1959, 

Provides coverage for a single annuitant for 
$3.80 per month and $9,20 per month for family 
coverage, such amounts to be matched by the Govern- 
ment,

Mortgage ceilings for Alaska, Guam, and 
Hawaii - Provides that the 50 percent higher mortgage 
amount which the FHA Commissioner, at his discretion, 
may allow in Alaska, Guam, and Hawaii, may be applied 
to high-cost-area mortgage amounts in the programs 
where such high-cost area provisions pertain. 

General mortgage insurance authorization - 
Increases FHA's general mortgage insurance authori- 
zation by $8 billion upon enactment. Prohibits 
obligation of the insurance fund by any means other 
than contracts of insurance or bona fide commitments 
to insure, 

Housing in urban renewal areas - Increases the 
maximum mortgage amount which may be insured by FHA 
on sales housing, as follows: From $20,000 to

Increases from $12.5 million to $20 million 
the maximum amount of a mortgage which may be in- 
sured under rental housing. 

Increases mortgage limits (per room and per 
unit) in multifamily projects. 

Permits exterior land improvements to be in- 
cluded in the mortgage without being computed as a 
part of the per room or per unit cost limitation. 

Permits the inclusion of such nondwelling 
facilities as the FHA Commissioner deems adequate 
to serve the needs of the occupants of the project 
and of other housing in the neighborhood. 

Relocation housing - Extends the benefits of 
the program to any family displaced within the 
environs of a community that has a workable’ program; 
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also authorizes the construction of relocation hous- 
ing in the environs of such community provided the 
civil jurisdiction in the environs requests such 
mortgage insurance, 

Increases the maximum mortgage amount for a 
Single-family residence from $10,000 to $12,000 in 
high-cost areas, Makes eligible for mortgage in- 
surance 2-, 3-, and 4-family dwellings which meet 
FHA minimum property standards and appropriate State 
and local housing ordinances or regulations. 

Increases the dollar amount limitations per 
family unit in multifamily projects from $10,000 to 
$12,000 in high-cost areas. 

Provides that the maximum loan ratio (which is 
100 percent under existing law and would not. be 
changed by the bill) shall be based on replacement 
cost in the case of new construction and on value 
in the case of rehabilitation projects, instead of 
on value in both cases as provided by existing law, 

Establishes a new rental housing program for 
profit organizations similar to the rental housing 
program, 

Servicemen's housing mortgage insurance - 
Permits the benefits of section 222 in the insurance 
of mortgages meeting the requirements of section 
203(i) and increases the maximum insurable mortgage 
from $17,100 to $20,000, and in the case of the 
insurance of mortgages meeting the requirements of 
section 203(i) establish a maximum of $9,000. 

Mortgage insurance for nursing homes - Author- 
izes the Federal Housing Commissioner to insure mort- 
gages on new or rehabilitated nursing homes and to 
make commitments for such insurance prior to the 
execution of such mortgages or disbursement thereon, 

Title II. Housing for the Elderly. FHA in- 
surance program - Provides a new mortgage insurance 
program for the elderly. Maximum insurable mortgage 
would be $12.5 million, or $50 million for sponsors 
which are public or quasi-public instrumentalities, 

Authorizes the Housing and Home Finance Adminis- 
trator to make loans to private nonprofit corporations 
to construct, rehabilitate, or convert structures 
providing rental housing and related facilities for 
elderly families and elderly persons (including land 
acquisition and site improvement). 

Limits any such loan to 98 percent of the total 
development cost of the construction as determined 
by the Administrator, with a maximum maturity of 50

Authorizes the appropriation of $50 million as 
a revolving fund from which the Administrator would 
make loans under this section, limiting to $5 million 
the amount which may be outstanding from the revolv- 
ing fund at any one time for related facilities. 

Title III. Federal National Mortgage Associa- 
tion. Increase in mortgage ceilings - Increases the 
maximum mortgage which FNMA may purchase from $15,000 
to $20,000 in the case of mortgages purchased under 
the secondary market operation and from $15,000 to 
$17,500 in the case of mortgages purchased under the 
special assistance function. 

Title IV. Urban Renewal. Statewide planning - 
Directs the Housing and Home Finance Administrator 
to give particular encouragement to the utilization 
of local public agencies which are established by 
States to operate on a statewide basis in behalf of

smaller communities undertaking or proposing to 
undertake urban renewal programs, subject to local 
governmental approval, whenever the utilization of 
such agencies would promote the slum clearance and 
urban renewal program, 

Urban renewal loan authorization - Provides for 
a more realistic method of determining the extent of 
use of borrowing authority, thereby providing suf- 
ficient authority for the administrator to enter 
into the loan contracts that are anticipated in the 
foreseeable future, without the necessity of increas- 
ing the statutory limitation on borrowing authority, 

Grant authorization - Provides additional grant 
authorization of $350 million upon enactment and an 
additional $300 million on July 1, 1960, 

Authorizes the use of urban renewal grant funds 
to repay Treasury loans made to finance urban plan- 
ning advances which are now uncollectible because 
of cancellation of the project. 

Provides that where urban renewal assistance 
may be granted to a locality or local public agency 
within the applicable dollar amount and percentage 
limitations prescribed by title I of the 1949 act, 
the amount of such assistance shall not otherwise be 
restricted, except on the basis of (1) urgency of 
need and (2) feasibility, as determined by the 
Administrator. 

Authorizes the Administrator to make grants for 
plans for community renewal programs. Such a grant 
could not exceed two-thirds of the cost of the plan- 
ning. 

Hotels and other transient housing - Prohibits 
hotels and other transient housing from being con- 
structed in an urban renewal area unless the com- 
munity obtains a competent independent analysis of 
local supply of such housing and determines that 
there is a need for such housing. 

Low-rent housing in urban renewal areas - 
Facilitates the development of federally, State, or 
locally assisted low-rent housing in urban renewal 
areas by providing that where land to be acquired 
as part of an urban renewal project is to be used 
in whole or in part for low-rent public housing, 
it shall be made available to the public housing 
agency at a price equal to the fair value to a 
private redeveloper of rental housing in the com- 
munity with similar physical characteristics and the 
amount of such price shall be included as part of 
the development cost of the low-rent housing project, 
The local contribution in the form of tax exemption 
or tax remission required under the public housing 
law with respect to any such project shall be 
accepted as a local grant-in-aid under the urban 
renewal program, 

Urban renewal areas involving colleges - 
Removes "predominantly residential" requirement in 
areas involving an educational institution. 

Permits credit toward the locality's one-third 
share of expenditures made by the educational insti- 
tution in purchasing property and in clearing the 
property. 

Permits the expenditure to be counted toward 
a community's local share provided the expenditure 
is made no more than 5 years prior to the signing 
of the loan and grant contract for the urban renewal 
project. 

Title V. Low-Rent Public Housing, Central 
administrative office facilities - Permits a local 
public housing agency to furnish administrative 
facilities to the local urban renewal agency, at 
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economic rent, in localities where the public hous- 
ing agency and the local public agency operate as 
separate legal entities but with a common adminis- 
trative staff, 

Rents and income limits - Removes the existing 
requirement that rents be at least 20 percent of 
family income less certain deductions, providing 
instead that rents and income limits shall be fixed 
by the local public agency, subject to PHA approval, 
taking into consideration the rent-paying ability 
of the family and the financial stability and 
solvency of the project, 

Minimum age for admission of single persons and 
elderly families to low-rent projects - Makes the 
age requirements for admission to and occupancy of 
low-rent housing for elderly single persons and 
families conform to the age requirements generally 
applicable for benefits under title II of the Social 
Security Act (65 for men, 62 for women, and 50 for 
disabled persons), 

Title VI. College Housing. Housing loans - 
Increases the revolving fund for college housing loans 
by $250 million (the present ceiling is $925 million). 
Of the $250 million increase, $25 million is reserved 
for "other educational facilities", increasing the 
reservation for this purpose from $100 million to 
$125 million, and $25 million is reserved for student- 
nurse and intern housing facilities, increasing the 
reservation for this purpose from $25 million to 
$50 million, 

Title VII. Armed Services Housing, Extension 
of program; increase in maturity; reduction in certain 
insurance premiums; labor standards - Extends the 
armed services housing mortgage insurance program 
witil October 1, 1961. 

Increases from 25 to 30 years the maximum 
mturity of mortgages insured under this program, 

Permits the inclusion of nondwelling facilities 
to serve the occupants, 

Permits the insurance premium on a Wherry Act 
project acquired by the Defense Department to be 
reduced below the present minimum of one-half of 1 
percent, 

Requires, as a condition of mortgage insurance 
wmder the present program, that the principal contrac- 
tor or contractors engaged in the construction of the 
project involved certify that the laborers and mechan- 
ics employed on the project are being paid time and 
one-half for overtime employment, 

Military housing (Wherry Act) and regular rental 
housing at military bases - Authorizes the Secretary 
of Defense to acquire section 207 rental housing 
completed before July 1, 1952, which is situated ad- 
jacent to a military installation and was certified 
as necessary military housing, in the same way that 
he is authorized under present law to acquire 
Wherry housing. 

Provides that the Secretary of Defense must 
acquire all of the section 207 rental housing of the 
type described above which is located at a military 
installation where section 803 housing is being 
constructed. This same requirement already applies 
wider existing law to Wherry housing. 

Defense housing for impacted areas - Authorizes 
the FHA Commissioner to insure mortgages on single- 
family and multifamily projects (not to exceed 
5,000 units), the need for which is certified by the 
Secretary of Defense. Insurance would be on an 
“acceptable risk" rather than an “economic soundness" 
basis, The projects would be held for rental for a 
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period of not less than 5 years unless released by 
the military for sale, Priority in rental or sale 
is given to military personnel and essential civilian 
personnel of the armed services as evidenced by 
certification issued by the Secretary of Defense, 

Title VIII. Miscellaneous, Surveys of public 
works planning - Authorizes the Administrator to 
use during any fiscal year up to $50,000 from the 
section 702 revolving fund to conduct surveys of 
the status and current volume of State and local 
public works planning and surveys of estimated State 
and local public works requirements, 

Disposal of Passyunk and Newport war housing 
projects - Extends by 2 years the period during 
which military personnel (and civilians employed in 
defense activities) may continue to occupy the 
Passyunk war housing projects, which are presently 
owned by the Housing Authority of Philadelphia. 

Provides a similar 2-year extension in the 
case of the housing project which was conveyed to 
the Housing Authority of Newport, Rhode Island. 

Farm housing research - Extends the farm 
housing research program for 2 additional years 
(until June 30, 1961), and to authorize appropria- 
tions of $100,000 during such additional period, 

Hospital construction - Extends through June 30, 
1960, the authority granted for loans and grants to 
public and nonprofit agencies for hospital construc- 
tion under the Defense Housing and Commnity Facili- 
ties and Services Act of 1951, where applications 
for such assistance were filed before June 30, 1953, 
and denied solely because of lack of funds, An 
appropriation of $7,500,000 would be authorized for 
each of the fiscal years ending June 30, 1960, and 
June 30, 1961. 

Purchase of participating interests by savings 
and loan associations - Permits a savings and loan 
association to use 20 percent of its assets to 
purchase participating interests in first mortgages 
on one- to four-family homes without regard to the 
existing area restriction, subject to the limitation 
that the aggregate of such participations plus all 
outstanding loans made and participations purchased 
by the association under the existing exception 
from such restriction may not at any time exceed 30 
percent of its assets. 

Provides that participating interests in FHA 
or GI mortgages shall not be taken into account in 
determining the amount of loans which a savings and 
loan association may make within any of the percent- 
age limitations contained in that section (the 
existing 20 percent limit on loans made without 
regard to the $35,000 and 50-mile restrictions, the 
new 20 percent limit on the purchase of participa- 
tions, and the 30 percent combined limit). 

Permits an insured savings and loan association 
to invest an amount not exceeding at any one time 
5 percent of its withdrawable accounts in loans to 
finance the acquisition and development of land for 
primarily residential usage. 

Voluntary Home Mortgage Credit Program - Extends 
the Voluntary Home Mortgage Credit Program until 
October 1, 1961, 

Defense housing projects - Permits the com- 
mingling of Lanham Act and low-rent project funds 
and the use of all residual receipts for reduction 
of any Federal annual contributions contracts under 
the consolidated contract. 

Disposal of project - Authorizes the PHA Com- 
missioner to modify terms and conditions of a 
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contract, if he deems it in the public interest, 
relating to the Southmore Mutual Housing Corp. of 
South Bend, Ind., with respect to the sale to that 
corporation of a Lanham Act war housing project. 

Real estate loans by national banks - Provides 
that mortgage loans shall not be taken into account 
in applying the existing limitations (contained in 
sec. 24 of the Federal Reserve Act) on the total 
amount of real estate loans which a national bank 
may make in relation to its capital and surplus or 
its time and savings deposits. 


S. 2655, Messrs. Johnson of Texas and Hartke; 
September 8, 1959 (Armed Services). 


Authorizes the Secretary of the Army to lease 
a portion of the Kingsbury Ordnance Plant at Kings- 
ford Heights, Indiana, to Union Township of La 
Porte County, Indiana, 


S. 2656, Mr. Murray; September 8, 1959 (Interior 
and Insular Affairs). 


Broadens the definition of "inhabitant" under 
the tax provisions of the Revised Organic Act of 
the Virgin Islands to include (a) an individual who 
is a bona fide resident for the entire taxable year 
and (b) any domestic corporation if 80 percent or 
more of the gross income was derived from sources 
within the Virgin Islands and 50 percent or more of 
the gross income was derived from the active conduct 
of a trade or business within the Virgin Islands; 
and any foreign corporation or any corporation in- 
corporated under the laws of the Virgin Islands. 

Requires an “inhabitant" of the Virgin Islands 
to report and pay income tax in the Virgin Islands 
on income derived from all sources both within and 
without the Virgin Islands and if Federal tax 
liability also exists, to satisfy the requirements 
under the Federal income tax statutes. 


S. 2658, Mr, Ellender (by request); September 8, 
1959 (Agriculture and Forestry). 


Proposes to dispose of Government owned surplus 
cotton and to prevent the reaccumulation of new 
cotton surplus stocks, 


S. 2659. Mr. Case of New Jersey and others; 
September 8, 1959 (Interstate and Foreign 
Commerce). 


Amends the Interstate Commerce Act by extending 
the time available to parties protesting discontin- 
uances of interstate rail or ferry service, from 
,20 days to 50 days, Increases from 4 to 8 months, 
the time granted the Commission to investigate and 

- decide whether to delay a proposed service discon- 
tinuance, and where the Commission decides to inter- 
vene, permits the Commission to require service 
continuance of up to 18 months (presently 12 months). 

Proposes to offer greater protection of the 
public in those instances where discontinuance of 
service falls in the exempt area presently existing 
in the law, i.e,, where trains and ferries are not 
under either Commission jurisdiction or State 
jurisdiction [amending U. S, C, 49:12a(1)]. 


S. 2661. Mr, Bartlett and others; September 8, 1959 
(Interstate and Foreign Commerce), 


Authorizes use of Federal-aid highway funds in 
the construction of approach roads to ferry facilities 
on the Federal-aid systems [amending U. S. C. 23: 
129]. 


S, 2663, Mr. Keating and others; September 8, 1959 
(Finance). 


Proposes to provide for equalizing the condi- 
tions of competition between domestic industries 
and foreign industries with respect to the level of 
wages and the working conditions in the production 
of articles imported into the United States by amend- 
ing the Tariff Act of 1930 with regard to unfair 
practices in the import trade by requiring the 
Secretary of Labor, when requested by the President, 
the Congress, or a representative of an industry 
adversely affected or by an employee thereof, to 
investigate the situation. If the Secretary finds 
that the labor cost differential should be equalized 
so as to provide relief for the domestic industry, 
requires him to set new import duties to offset the 
disadvantage in competition.

Establishes the Great Basin National Park in 
Nevada, 


S. 2665. Mr. Humphrey; September 9, 1959 (Foreign 
Relations). 


United Nations Investments in Peace Act of 1959 - 
Directs the Secretary of State to propose and 
support the establishment in the United Nations of 
a fund for United Nations Investments in Peace which 
shall be used for the support of projects which would 
increase the food supply, health, educational and 
technical skills and general social and economic 
welfare of foreign nations needing such assistance, 
Permits an income tax credit where a taxpayer 
has made payments into the Investment in Peace Fund, 


S. 2667. Mr. Fong and Mr. Long of Hawaii; 
September 9, 1959 (Agriculture and 
Forestry). 


Provides a price support program for Hawaiian 
coffee, 


S. 2668, Mr. Fong and Mr. Long of Hawaii; 
September 9, 1959 (Agriculture and 
Forestry). 


Provides a price support program for Hawaiian 
coffee based upon a moving 5-year average of prices 
received by such coffee producers, 


S. 2669, Messrs, Bartlett and Gruening; September 9, 
1959 (Interstate and Foreign Commerce). 


Extends the period of exemption from inspection 
with regard to small freight carrying vessels operat- 
ing on the inland waters of southeastern Alaska 
[amending Rev, Stats. Sec. 4426], 
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s, 2071. Mr. Cooper; September 9, 1959 (District 


of Columbia). 


Exempts from taxation in the District of Colum- 
bia property of the American War Mothers, Inc, 


$, 2072. Mr. Cooper; September 9, 1959 (Finance). 


Amends the definiton of "child" as defined 
under the Veterans pension laws so as to include a 
child who, after attaining age 18 and while a member 
of the veteran's household, became permanently 
incapable of self-support [amending U, S. C. 38:101). 


S$, 2673. Messrs. Eastland and Johnston of South 
Carolina; September 10, 1959 (Judiciary). 


Provides for the appointment of 1 additional 
circuit judge for the 2nd and 5th circuits and 1 
additional district judge for the following districts: 
Connecticut, Florida (southern), Illinois (northern), 
Iowa (northern and southern), Kansas, Louisiana 
(eastern), Maryland, Mississippi (southern), New York 
(southern), North Carolina (eastern, middle and 
western), Ohio (northern), Pennsylvania (eastern and 
western). South Carolina (eastern), Tennessee

ber 10, 1959 (Public Works). 


Designates a Hawaii Defense Highway System and 
authorizes $8 million each for fiscal years 1961 
and 1962, and $10 million for each of the fiscal 
years from 1963 through and including 1969, 


S, 2677, Mr. Fong and Mr. Long of Hawaii; Septem- 
ber 10, 1959 (Public Works). 


Provides for the designation of defense high- 
ways in Hawaii as a part of the National Interstate 
System [amending U. S. C. 23:103]. 

S, 2678, Mr. Humphrey; September 10, 1959 
(Government Operations). 


Creates within the Department of Labor a 
Federal Safety Division to be headed by a Director 
of Federal Safety, Transfers to this division the 
functions of the Federal Safety Council. 

Sets forth the duties of the Director among which 
are (1) collecting and analyzing data regarding 
safety standards; (2) safety educational program 
development; (3) developing and establishing minimum 
Standards for the conducting of safety educational 
programs, etc.

Revises the boundaries and changes the name of 
Stones River National Military Park, Tennessee, to 
Stones River National Battlefield, 

S, 2682, Mr. Yarborough; September 11, 1959 
(Finance). 


Changes the definition of the term "widow" as 
it appears in the Veterans Benefits Code for the 
purpose of compensation and pension benefits so as to 
make it uniform as applied in the various States 
[amending U. S. C, 38:101(3)]. 


S, 2684, Mr. Humphrey; September 11, 1959 (Rules 
and Administration). 


Federal Elections Registration Act - Permits 
an individual, qualified to vote in a Federal elec- 
tion, claiming denial of his right to vote solely 
on the basis of race, religion, color, or national 
origin to petition the President to appoint a 
temporary Federal registrar for his registration 
district. When 9 such petitions have been filed 
within the same district in 1 year and the Civil 
Rights Commission has determined the veracity of 
the allegations, requires the President to appoint 
the temporary Federal registrar who shall serve 
until it becomes apparent that the citizens voting 
rights are no longer being interfered with, 


S, 2685. Mr. Long of Louisiana; September 11, 1959

Increases the Federal financial participation 
in the State public assistance programs under the 
Social Security Act for old-age assistance, aid to 
dependent children, aid to the blind, and aid to 
the permanently and totally disabled, 


S. 2686, Messrs. Goldwater and Dirksen; September 
11, 1959 (Labor and Public Welfare), 


Permits the National Labor Relations Board to 
delegate certain of its powers to Regional Directors 
who are to be appointed by the President with Senate 
approval, 
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S. 2687. Mr. Langer; September 11, 1959 (Public 
Works). 


Provides for a highway bridge across the Missouri 
River in Emmons County, North Dakota. 


S, 2690. Mr. Mundt; September 11, 1959 (Agriculture 
and Forestry). 


Acreage Diversion Act of 1959 - Provides price 
support for oilseeds, Authorizes the Secretary of 
Agriculture to purchase soybean, linseed, cottonseed, 
and tung oils in order to assure maximum supplies of 
protein meals for livestock and poultry and to assure 
full price support for farmers in the marketplace. 

Authorizes sale of vegetable oils acquired by 
the Secretary for domestic use at not less than 
the cost plus 20 percent carrying charges and permits 
donation of surplus oils acquired under the Act to 
the (1) National school lunch program and (2) to 
nonprofit voluntary agencies registered with the 
State Department, etc., for needy persons outside 
the United States,

Marine Sciences and Research Act of 1959 - 
Proposes a 10-year program of oceanographic research 
and surveys to promote commerce and navigation; to 
secure the national defense; to expand ocean resources; 
to authorize the construction of research and survey 
ships and facilities; and to assure systematic 
studies of effects of radioactive materials in 
marine environments. 

Establishes a Division of Marine Sciences in 
the National Science Foundation. Authorizes the 
following appropriations to the National Science 
Foundation over a 10-year period: $9.95 million 
for construction of oceanographic research ships; 
$12.44 million for the operation of these ships; 
$8.25 million for construction of oceanographic 
shore facilities; $37.2 million for basic oceanographic 
research operations; and $3 million for student 
fellowships in oceanography. 

Authorizes other appropriations to Bureau of 
Commercial Fisheries of the Department of the 
Interior. 

Establishes within the Department of Commerce 
a National Oceanographic Records Center which shall 
contain all oceanographic data compiled by agencies 
acting under this Act, 

Makes other authorizations to other Federal 
agencies and departments for oceanographic study 
and research, 


S. 2693, Mr. Sparkman; September 11, 1959 (Judiciary). 


Authorizes the Federal Trade Commission to add 
a proposed temporary cease and desist order, ef- 
fective during proceedings, to any complaint it is 
empowered to issue, Gives the respondent a right to 
a show cause hearing before the Commission on such 
order, Gives jurisdiction to the appropriate United 
States court of appeals to direct compliance with 
such temporary order, and to punish disobedience as 
contempt of court.

Authorizes the Secretary of the Interior to con- 
struct, operate, and maintain the Mann Creek Federal

S, 2705, Mr. Gruening; September 12, 1959 (Judiciary). 


Provides for the appointment of a district 
judge for the district of Alaska [amending U. S. C. 
28: 133], 
S, 2707. Mr. Humphrey; September 14, 1959 (Finance), 

Allows an employer a credit against income 
taxes (in addition to existing deductions) equal to 
the increase in his cost of doing business resulting 
from the employment of older persons. 


S, 2708, Mr. Murray; September 14, 1959 (Interior 
and Insular Affairs). 


Revises the compact between the people of Puerto 
Rico and the United States as follows: 

Article I - Defines the composition of the 
Commonwealth of Puerto Rico. 

Article II - Grants the same privileges and 
immunities to the citizens of Puerto Rico as are 
guaranteed United States citizens under the Federal 
Constitution, Requires that full faith and credit 
be given the public acts, records and judicial de- 
crees of the Commonwealth of Puerto Rico. Requires 
extradition in criminal cases. 

Article III - Exempts United States obligations 
from taxation by Puerto Rico and vice versa. Pro- 
hibits Puerto Rico from levying taxes on imports 
from the United States or foreign countries which 
would discriminate between imported articles and 
Similar articles produced or manufactured in Puerto 
Rico, 

Provides that manufactured exports to the United 
States which are withdrawn for consumption or sale 
be subject to tax by Puerto Rico at a rate not 
higher than the rate on like articles produced for 
use or consumption in Puerto Rico, and, in addition, 
such articles shall be subject to a United States 
compensatory tax in an amount equal to the difference 
between the Puerto Rican tax and the United States 
tax imposed on like articles of domestic manufacture 
at the point of manufacture or production, 

Subjects income derived by Puerto Rican residents 
from sources outside of Puerto Rico to United States 
income taxes. 
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Specifies that the social security laws of 
the United States shall apply in Puerto Rico, 

Prohibits export duties on Puerto Rican exports. 

Article IV - Provides that Puerto Rican exports 
to the United States and United States imports in 
Puerto Rico be duty free and free from quantitative 
restrictions, with exception, 

Prohibits Puerto Rico, with regard to imports 
from countries other than the United States, from 
placing thereon quantitative restrictions higher than 
that which could be placed on them if Puerto Rico 
were a State of the Union - makes an exception in 
the case of "coffee", 

Makes other provisions relative to the collec- 
tion, etc., of tariffs, customs and duties, 

Article V - Grants United States citizenship 
to persons born in Puerto Rico and provides that 
residence in Puerto Rico be equivalent to residence 
in a State of the Union for naturalization purposes. 
Makes other provisions relative to citizenship, 

Article VI - Pertains to expenses incurred by 
the United States in Puerto Rico in the conduct of 
Federal functions and services. 

Article VII - Pertains to the property, real 
and otherwise, comprising and belonging to the 
Commonwealth of Puerto Rico. 

Article VIII - Transfers the harbors, navigable 
waters and the submerged lands in and around Puerto 
Rico to the Commonwealth. 

Article IX - Provides that the Federal Govern- 
ment have the same powers with respect to Puerto 
Rico that it has with respect to the States of the 
Union, 

Article X ~ Requires public officials of Puerto 
Rico to swear to support the Federal Constitution as 
well as the Constitution of Puerto Rico, 

Articles XI-XVI - Pertains to the Commissioner 
of Puerto Rico, the self-government of Puerto Rico, 
judicial jurisdiction and proceedings in the United 
States District Court for the District of Puerto 
Rico, and there is a provision that at such time as 
the percapita income of Puerto Rico equals that of 
any member State of the Union proposals for the re- 
vision of the fiscal relationships of the Common- 
wealth of Puerto Rico and the United States may be 
entertained by the Congress.

Provides for the conveyance to the city of

Student Loan Insurance Act of 1959 - Provides 
for loan insurance on loans to students in higher 
education, 

Limits to $100,000,000 the total principal 
amount of new loans to students covered by insurance 
under the Act in any fiscal year, Limits to $1,000 
the amount of a loan to any single student in any 
fiscal year and the aggregate unpaid principal 
amount of any single student to $4,000. 

Sets forth eligibility requirements to be met 
by student borrowers as well as the terms of the 
loans, 
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Establishes a revolving fund in the United States 


Treasury into which the premiums and all other 
moneys derived under the Act shall be deposited. 
Authorizes the appropriation of $500,000 for the 
initial establishment of the revolving fund.

Quiets title to certain lands within the Nez

S. 2712. Mr. Bridges; September 14, 1959 (Govern- 
ment Operations). 


Provides for the conveyance of all lands com- 
prising Fort Dearborn, Rye, New Hampshire, and Rye 
Air Force Base, Rye, New Hampshire to the former 
owners, 


S. 2715. Mr. Langer; September 14, 1959 (Interstate 
and Foreign Commerce). 


Requires railroads to take certain action at 
unprotected grade crossings adjacent to schools. 


S. 2719, Mr. Morse; September 14, 1959 (Rules and 
Administration). 


Federal Elections Voting Rights Act - Permits 
an individual, qualified to vote in a Federal elec- 
tion, claiming denial of his right to vote solely 
on the basis of race, religion, color, or national 
origin to petition the President to appoint a 
temporary Federal registrar for his registration 
district. When 9 such petitions have been filed 
within the same district in 1 year and the Civil 
Rights Commission has determined the veracity of the 
allegations, requires the President to appoint the 
temporary Federal registrar who shall serve until 
it becomes apparent that the citizens voting rights 
are no longer being interfered with.

Authorizes the Civil Rights Commission to 
collect information concerning programs and pro- 
cedures used to effectuate desegregation of public 
schools and to make such information available to 
the States and to render advisory and conciliation 
services to assist the States and political sub- 
divisions thereof.

Amends the Civil Rights Act of 1957 to protect 
the rights of individuals to register and vote in 
national elections [amending U. S. C. 42:1971(b)].

Administration). 


Provides for the preservation of all registra- 
tion and voting records of Federal elections for a 
period of 5 years. Sets penalties for non-compliance 
at a $1,000 fine and/or 1 year's imprisonment, and 
where there has been a wilful destruction or alter- 
ation of such records, fixes penalties at a fine 
of $5,000 and/or 5 years imprisonment. 
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S. 2723. Messrs. Clark, Javits and Kennedy; 
September 14, 1959 (Finance). 


Provides for the participation of the Secretary 
of Labor in peril point and escape clause proceed- 
ings before the Tariff Commission in cases in which 
foreign products have a competitive advantage over 
domestic products because the imports are produced 
under unfair labor conditions. 


S. 2725, Mr. Humphrey; September 14, 1959 
(Government Operations). 


Permits the donation of foreign excess property 
for educational and health purposes. 
S. 2726. Mr. Cooper; September 15, 1959 (District 
of Columbia). 


Exempts from taxation in the District of 
Columbia property of the American War Mothers, Inc. 
S. 2727. Mr. Cooper and others; September 15, 1959 
(Labor and Public Welfare). 


Advisory Council on Education Act - Establishes 
within the Department of Health, Education and 
Welfare an Advisory Council on Education, to be 
composed of 12 members appointed by the President 
with Senate approval, whose duty it shall be to 
provide an advisory body to be available for con- 
sultation on means of improving the quality of 
education in the United States, 

Authorizes necessary funds for the purpose of 
the Act, 
S. 2728. Mr. Cooper; September 15, 1959 (Armed 
Services). 


Department of Defense Reorganization Act of 
1959 - Makes the existing secretaries of Army, Navy, 
and Air Force Under Secretaries of the Department 
of Defense, 

Establishes within the Department of Defense 
a Director of Procurement immediately responsible 
to the Secretary of Defense, with authority over 
the procurement of the other Departments. 

Gives greater authority to the existing Director 
of Research and Engineering, so as to assure greater 
coordination of the separate research programs now 
being carried on in the 3 military departments of the 
Army, Navy, and the Air Force, 


S. 2729, Mr. Long of Louisiana; September 15, 1959 
(Interior and Insular Affairs). 


Authorizes and directs the President upon the 
request of the Governor or legislature of an 
interested State to (1) establish a joint 5-member 
Federal-State Land Study Commission, and (2) to 
create a National Land Study Board of Review to be 
composed of not less than 5 and not more than 7 
members, 

Provides that the duty of each Commission 
established hereunder shall undertake a study and 
investigation of land ownership and management in 
the State for which it was appointed, and the duty 
of the Review Board shall be to review the report 
and recommendations of the Commissions and make its 
own report and recommendations to the President with- 
in a year of the date the Commission's report is 
received,

Establishes an Interagency Committee on Under- 
developed Regions to be composed of 7 members whose 
duty it shall be to undertake a cooperative investi- 
gation and study of the ways and means for develop- 
ing the potentialities for economic growth of under- 
developed regions in the United States.

Permits the donation of foreign excess property 
to medical institutions, hospitals, clinics, health 
centers, schools, colleges and universities. 

S. 2733. Mr. Hart; September 15, 1959 (Finance). 

Increases old-age, survivors, and disability 
insurance benefits. 

S. 2734. Mr. Hart; September 15, 1959 (Finance), 

Eliminates the requirement under the provisions 
of the Old Age and Survivors' Insurance Program of 
the Social Security Act that an individual must have 


attained the age of 50 in order to be entitled to 
disability benefits.

SENATE JOINT RESOLUTIONS 


S. J. Res. 1. Mr. Johnston of South Carolina; 
January 9, 1959 (Labor and Public Welfare). 


Creates a Commission for the Study of Alcoholism, 
its Resulting Problems and Methods of Prevention and 
Cure to undertake a special study to devise ways an 
means of promoting and effectuating permanent cure 
and treatment of our unfortunate citizens who have be- 
come alcoholics. Provides for the appointment of 
15 members, five to be appointed by the President, 
five others to be appointed by the President of 
the Senate, and the remaining five to be appointed 
by the Speaker of the House of Representatives. 
Compensates members from private life on a $50 per 
diem basis. Authorizes $100,000 to carry out the 
purposes hereof, Requires a report within ninety 


days after the second regular session of the 86th 
Congress is convened and terminates the Commission 
ninety days after the submission of the report. 


S. J. Res. 2. Mr. Carlson; January 9, 1959 (In- 
terior and Insular Affairs). 


Directs the Secretary of the Interior to in- 
vestigate certain areas in the State of Kansas and 
report to the Congress as to the advisability of es- 
tablishing each such area as a national monument. 


S. J. Res. 3. Mr. Smathers; January 9, 1959 
(Judiciary). 


Constitutional Amendment - Provides that a new 
State may be admitted only with the consent of two- 
thirds of both Houses of Congress. 


S. J. Res. 4. Mr. Smathers; January 9, 1959 
(Judiciary). 


Constitutional Amendment - Provides that the 
nominees for President for each political party be 
nominated in primary elections held in the several 
States, Congress shall by law prescribe the time 
(which shall be the same throughout the United 
States) place, and manner of holding such primary 
elections. Each qualified political party in a 
State shall be credited with such proportions of 
his party's nominating votes in such State as he 
receives of the total popular vote of his party 
therein for President. Requires that in case of 
death or resignation, prior to the election of the 
nominee of any political party for president, the 
national committee of such party shall designate 
a successor, but in choosing such successor the 
vote shall be taken by the States, the delegation 
from each State having one vote. 

Abolishes the electoral college system of 
electing the President and Vice President and pro- 
vides that they be elected by the people of the 
Several States and their choice for such offices 
Shall be determined at a general election held in 
each State, Entitles each State to a number of 
electoral votes equal to the number of members it 
is entitled in the House and the Senate. Each 
person for whom votes are cast for President in 
each State shall be credited with such proportion 
of the electoral votes thereof as he received of 
the total vote of the electors therein for Presi- 
dent, The person having the greatest number of 
electoral votes for President and Vice President 
Shall be the President and Vice President, if 


such numbers be at least 40 percent of the whole 
number of electoral votes. Sets up the procedure 
for the determination of the President and Vice 
President if no person has received at least 40 
percent of electoral votes. Such determination 
shall be by a majority vote of the combined member- 
ship of the House and the Senate. 

Provides that whenever the powers and duties 
of the office of President shall devolve upon the 
Vice President or upon one of the persons designated 
by the Congress to act as President in the absence 
of a Vice President, and the date of the next general 
election for Senators and Representatives in Congress 
to be held more than 90 days after such powers and 
duties shall have so devolved is at least two years 
prior to the date on which the next regular quad- 
rennial election for President is to be held,a 
special election shall be held in the several 
States for the purpose of choosing a President 
and Vice President. Provides that this article 
shall take effect two years following ratification. 


S. J. Res. 5. Mr. Smathers; January 1959 (Rules 
and Administration). 


Establishes a Commission to be known as the 
Commission on Nomination and Election of the Presi- 
dent and Vice President to be composed of twelve 
members to be appointed by the President. Makes it 
the duty of the Commission to make a full and 
complete study and investigation to determine what 
changes, if any, should be made in the existing 
method of nominating and electing the President and 
Vice President. Requires the Commission to submit 
to the President and Vice President a complete 
report of the results of its study and recommen- 
dations within a year. Grants the Commission 
necessary powers and authorizes necessary appropri- 
ations, 


S. J, Res. 6. Messrs. Smathers and Holland; January 9, 
1959 (Judiciary). 


Creates the Quadricentennial Anniversary 
Commission of Florida, Incorporated, and sets forth 
the dates and places thereof. 


S. J. Res. 7. Mr. Johnston of South Carolina; 
January 9, 1959 (Judiciary). 


Constitutional Amendment - Provides that each 
Justice or Judge of the Supreme Court, or any in- 
ferior court established by the Congress, shall hold 
office during good behavior so long as he may be 
continued in office pursuant hereto. 

Fixes the term of each Justice or Judge appointed 
before or after ratification hereof at 6 years, or 
after 6 months have passed following ratification 
hereof, unless within 6 months before the date on 
which he would otherwise vacate his office he has 
been reappointed to such office by the President, 
with the advice and consent of the Senate, or has 
been reconfirmed in his office by resolution of the 
Senate. Provides that each such reappointment or 
reconfirmation shall be for a 6-year period and the 
number of such shall not be limited. 

Extends the date of vacation of office by any 
Justice or Judge to a date when Congress is in session 
if such vacation should occur while Congress is not 
in regular session.

Defines additional investment as the 
amount by which the aggregate at the end of the 
year of (1) all property used in the trade or 
business of a character which is subject to de- 
preciation allowances, (2) stock in trade, and (3) 
open accounts receivable exceeds such aggregate 
at the end of the previous year. 

H, R. 3. Mr, Smith of Virginia; January 7, 1959 
(Judiciary). 


Prohibits any Act of the Congress from being 
construed as indicating an intent on the part of 
Congress to occupy the field in which such Act 
operates, to the exclusion of all State laws on the 
same subject matter, unless such Act contains an 
express provision to that effect, or unless there 
is a direct and positive conflict between such Act 
and a State law so that the two cannot be reconciled 
or stand consistently together, 

Except to the extent specifically provided by 
Federal statute, the Subversive Activities Control 
Act of 1950, the Communist Control Act of 1954, 
or any other Federal law prescribing criminal 
penalties for acts of subversion or sedition against 
the Federal or a State government, shall not prevent 
the enforcement in the courts of any State, State 
statutes prescribing criminal penalties for such 
offenses [amending U. S, C. 1: ch. 1]. 

H, R. 4, Mr. Bonner; January 7, 1959 (Merchant 
Marine and Fisheries), 


Authorizes appropriations for the construction, 
outfitting, and preparation for operation of a 
nuclear-powered icebreaking vessel capable of opera- 
tion in icebound waters of the United States and in 
the Arctic and Antarctic regions as may be required. 
H, R. 5. Mr, Boggs; January 7, 1959 (Ways and 
Means). 


Foreign Investment Tax Act of 1959 - Provides 
a foreign tax credit for purposes of the Internal 
Revenue Code for “foreign business corporations” 
which are owned or controlled by American taxpayers 
and derive at least 90 percent or more of gross in- 
come from sources without the United States, if an 
election is made to be taxed under the provisions 
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of this section. If such election is made it shall 
continue for all subsequent taxable years until 
terminated either by filing notice of termination, 
or by failing for two successive taxable years to 
qualify as a “foreign business corporation", 

Provides that foreign business corporations be 
taxed upon gross income from sources within the 
United States, reduced by deductions allowed to the 
extent that they are connected with income from 
sources within the United States. 

Permits corporation which makes a distribution 
from reinvested foreign business income to be 
allowed credits against the tax for taxes of foreign 
countries, 

Excludes from the term “foreign business cor- 
poration™ (1) all exempt corporations; (2) cor- 
porations organized under the China Trade Act, 1922; 
and (3) regulated investment companies subject to 
tax under subchapter M. 

Permits a 100 percent deduction of dividends 
received out of reinvested foreign business income, 

Revises the definition of a Western Hemisphere 
trade corporation so as to (1) make the 90 percent 
earned income test applicable for the immediately 
preceding one-year period (now 3-year periods) and 
(2) treat as outside sources income derived from 
the sale, manufacture, and shipment of personal 
property to a Western Hemisphere country other than 
the United States. 

Changes the term “Western Hemisphere Trade 
Corporations" to “International Trade Corporations", 
Provides for an alternative limitation on the 
foreign tax credit so as to encourage private 
investment abroad. 


H, R. 6, 


Mr. Rhodes of pennsylvania; January 7, 1959 
(Post Office and Civil Service) 


Recognizes the right of officers of representa- 
tives of employee organizations representing employees 
of a department or agency to present grievances in 
behalf of their members without restraint, coercion, 
interference, intimidation, or reprisal, Provides 
for an impartial board to settle disputes between 
employee organizations and the department, Pro- 
vides that these provisions shall not apply to cer- 
tain agencies [amending U, S. C. 5:652]. 


H. R. 7. Mr. Vinson; January 7, 1959 (Armed 
Services). 


Authorizes the Secretary of Defense to lend 
certain Army, Navy, and Air Force equipment to the 
Boy Scouts of America for use at the Fifth National 
Jamboree of the Boy Scouts of America to be held 
beginning June 1960, and ending August 1960, at 
Colorado Springs, Colorado, 

H, R. 8 Mr, Trimble; January 7, 1959 (Public 
Works). 


Water Conservation Act of 1959 - Provides 
policies and procedures for the development of water 
resources, Stipulates that river basins be developed 
as a single resource and on a multi-purpose basis. 
Al] purposes contributing benefits to the well-being 
of society, including flood control, conservation, 
storage, navigation, electric power, reclamation, 
domestic, municipal, and industrial water supply, 
recreation, fish and wildlife development, pollution 
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control or abatement, watershed management-salinity 
control, down-stream benefits, agriculture and any 
others shall be included in reports to the Congress 
regarding any unit or project, Provides a formula 
for determination and allocation of costs for such 
projects and for determining estimated value of 
benefits to be derived therefrom, Fixes a formula 
for the termination of electric power rates where 
basin development results in the production of such 
power and extends application of all formulas in 
the bill as to costs, value of benefits and rate 
determination to projects constructed prior to this 
enactment, Exempts all units or projects developed 
pursuant to the Tennessee Valley Authority Act of 
1933 or for which allocation of costs have previously 
been determined by Congressional enactment. 
H. R. 9. Mr. Simpson of Pennsylvania; January 7, 
195° (Ways and Means). 


Self Employed Individuals' Retirement Act of 
1959 - Permits self-employed individuals and certain 
employed persons to exclude a percentage of annual 
earnings from their gross taxable income in order 
that this amount may be set aside in a restricted 
retirement policy or retirement fund for use by the 
individual upon reaching age 70. 

Allows self-employed persons to deduct from 
their gross taxable income an amount equal to 
10 percent of the individual's annual earnings or 
up to $2,500 a year, whichever is the lesser. Sets 
as the cut-off period for the allowance of such 
deductions taxpayer's attainment of age 70. 

Where the taxpayer is 50 years of age on the 
effective date of the Act, increases the annual de- 
duction by 1/10th for each year that his age ex- 
ceeds 50. 

Limits an individual's lifetime deduction for 
all taxable years to an amount not in excess of 20 
times the maximum annual deduction of $2,500 or 
$50,000. 

Establishes a lower deduction limitation for 
employed persons who previously received a distri- 
bution of an employer contribution under a qualified 
plan or who previously obtained certain non forfeit- 
able rights under such plan, 

Sets up the following 3 methods whereby the 
self-employed individual may utilize the annual or 
lieftime deduction: (1) a non-assignable annuity 
or endowment policy with a domestic life insurance 
company, using the deduction for payment of pre- 
miums; (2) face-amount certificate, i.e., any 
certificate, investment, contract, or other security 
which represents an obligation on the part of its 
issuer to pay a certain sum of money at a certain 
date more than 24 months after the date of issue, 
in consideration for the payment of periodic in- 
stallments of a certain amount; or any security 
which represents a similar obligation on the part 
of a face-amount certificate company, the considera- 
tion for which is the payment of a single lump sum; 
(3) a non-assignable trust fund providing payout 
to the individual to begin by age 70 and to be 
completed by age 80. 

Provides that any amounts received by benefici- 
aries under a restricted retirement policy must be 
immediately included in the gross income of the 
individual for the reporting year with the sole 
exception of a life annuity for the surviving spouse. 
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Provides that where a member of a restricted 
retirement trust fund engages in prohibited trans- 
actions, or knowingly contributes excessive amounts 
to the trust, his entire interest in the funds 
becomes immediately taxable. 

Sets forth other provisions relative to the 
taxation of income from the restricted retirement 
policies or retirement funds once it is realized, 

Requires insurance companies issuing restricted 
retirement policies and bank-trustees of restricted 
retirement funds to file certain returns and give 
certain information to the Secretary of the Treasury, 

Makes similar requirements of self-employed 
persons in furnishing information to the trustee 
of his restricted retirement fund or the insurer of 
his restricted retirement policy. 

Makes certain technical amendments in Internal 
Revenue Code of 1954 in compliance herewith [amend- 
ing U. S. C. 26:62).

Strengthens the Robinson-Patman Act provisions 
relating to the burden of rebutting prima facie cases 
of unlawful price discriminations by providing that 
unless the effect of the discrimination may be sub- 
stantially to lessen competition or tend to create a 
monopoly in any line of commerce in any section of 
the country it shall be a complete defense for a 
seller to show that his lower price of the furnishing 
of services or facilities to any purchaser or pur- 
chasers was made in good faith to meet an equally 
low price of a competitor or the services or facil- 
ities furnished by a competitor [amending U. S. C. 
15:13(b)].

Exceptional Children Educational Assistance Act - 
Provides on a seven year basis a program to provide 
assistance for the training of teachers, super- 
visors of teachers, and researchers in special edu- 
cation for exceptional children, and to encourage 
and assist public and non-profit institutions of 
higher education to expand training work in these 
fields. 

Authorizes appropriations of $500,000 for the 
first year and up to $3,500,000 for the seventh 
year. In addition authorizes $2,500,000 to be spent 
during this period for grants to institutions, 

Authorizes the Commissioner of Education to award 
scholarships to individuals for the purpose of taking 
advanced training in order to engage in employment 
as teachers of exceptional children. Gives the 
Commissioner discretionary authority to make such 
awards for study at the undergraduate level. Author- 
izes the Commissioner to make grants to institutions 
of higher education for programs of training for 
persons preparing to engage in employment as teachers 
of exceptional children, 

Creates an advisory committee of not more than 
eight persons to assist the Commissioner in develop- 
ing policies under the Act. 
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Directs the Commissioner to keep State educa- 
tional agencies informed as to persons receiving bene- 
fits under the Act from each State concerned,

of the programs for the blind to which Federal 
funds are contributed, Prohibits any Federal 
officer or employee concerned with the administra- 
tion of programs for the blind to exert the in- 
fluence of his office against the right of blind 
persons to join organizations of the blind. Re- 
quires the Secretary of the Department of Health, 
Education, and Welfare to adopt regulations, and 
condition grants to State and other programs for 
the blind on terms so that officers and employees 
in those programs to which Federal funds are 
contributed will refrain from exerting the influence 
of their office against organizations of the blind.

Immigration and Citizenship Act of 1959, 

Provides for a general revision of the immigration, 
naturalization, nationality, and citizenship laws, 
and repeals the Immigration and Nationality Act 

(66 Stat. 163). 

Title I (General) - Establishes in the Depart- 
ment of Justice the Bureau of Immigration and Citizen- 
ship to be headed by a Deputy Attorney General, with 
the title of the “Director of the Bureau of Immigra- 
tion and Citizenship", Provides that the Director 
shall, except as otherwise provided in this Act, ap- 
point and prescribe the duties of all other employees 
and officers that may be necessary for the efficient 
administration of this Act. Authorizes the Director 
to (1) perform such acts, conduct such investigations, 
make such orders, and to issue such rules and regula- 
tions as are appropriate to carry out the provisions 
of this Act; (2) make studies of all phases of 


immigration and naturalization and international 
migration and to make and publish reports with 
respect to any matters within the scope of this Act, 
etc. Further sets out the powers and duties of such 
Director, and of the Bureau officers and employees. 

Creates a 9-member Board of Immigration Appeals, 
appointed for 9-year terms by the President with 
Senate approval, to review all petitions for determi- 
nations relating to visas, rules and regulations of 
the Board, and provisions and regulations of this 
Act. 

Provides that the provisions of the Administra- 
tive Procedure Act shall apply to administrative 
procedure and judicial review under this Act unless 
otherwise provided. All final orders of the Board, 
except visa denials, shall be subject to limited 
review by a United States court of appeals. 

Title II (Quota System) - Limits the number of 
quota immigrant visas to be issued in any fiscal year 
to 250,000, Establishes the following class groups 
to whom quota visas shall be allocated in a fiscal 
year: (1) Family Unification (50 percent); (2) 
Occupational (20 percent); (3) Refugee Asylum (20 
percent); (4) National Interest (20 percent); (5) 
Resettlement (20 percent); Limits the number of 
quota immigrant visas allocated to each of such 
classes to be issued to inhabitants of any independent 
country or a dependent area in any fiscal year to 
15 percent. Provides that the allocation of the 
annual quota immigrant visas to the several classes of 
quota immigrants shall be made by the President upon 
the consideration by him of a joint report submitted 
annually by the Secretary of State, the Attorney 
General, the Secretary of Commerce, and the Secretary 
of Labor. Sets out the procedure for the annual allo- 
cation of quota immigrant visas. Defines the persons 
to be included in the above five classes. Provides 
that the President may reduce, or postpone from year 
to year the number of quota immigrant visas then 
allocated to any or all of the groups listed without 
regard to such percentage limitations during a nation- 
al emergency declared by the President or by the 
Congress. 

Title III (Immigration and Deportation) - 
Broadens the list of excludible aliens to include 
an alien who is seeking entry to engage in activities 
prejudicial to the United States, who has been con- 
victed of violating narcotics laws, who would actually 
displace an American worker, who has been convicted 
of a crime involving moral turpitude, or against 
whom there remains open and undisposed of a charge 
of such a crime, who has advocated or taught, or been 
affiliated with any organization which advocated or 
teaches subversive doctrine, unless such activities 
were terminated at least 5 years prior to the 
application for admission and the admission would 
not be against the public interest, and who has 
aided illegal entries, etc. 

Assures admission to an alien issued a vise 
or reentry permit, unless one of several contin- 
gencies occurs: the visa or reentry permit was pro- 
cured by fraud, new evidence indicates that the 
alien was not entitledito the document, the alien 
was a stowaway, etc, Requires the examination and 
inspection of all arriving aliens, other than those 
who are not excludible, and the prompt deportation 
of those not entitled to admission. Provides that 
aliens lawfully admitted shall be deported if they 
obtained admission through fraud, entered without 
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inspection, violated a condition of admission, be- 
come public charges within 5 years after admission 
for reasons not arising after admission, are con- 
victed of a crime involving moral turpitude within 

5 years after entry and sentenced and confined for 
one year, are sentenced more than once for such 
crimes within 10 years after entry, convicted at any 
time after entry of any crime involving commercial- 
ized vice or narcotic traffic, or, within 5 years 
prior to the issuance of a warrant of arrest in 
deportation proceedings, advocated or taught or were 
affiliated with organizations which advocated or 
taught subversive doctrines, However, such an exclu- 
sion or deportation may be effected only after a 
hearing and only on the basis of the record adduced 
at the hearing. 

Prohibits the deportation of an alien (1) law- 
fully admitted for residence prior to his 14th birth- 
day, (2) who has lived in the United States for 20 
years or more other than as a nonimmigrant or a 
fugitive from a criminal charge, the conviction of 
which would be a ground for deportation, or (3) for 
an act or omission to act or a criminal conviction 
which occurred more than ten years prior to the 
issuance of the warrant for arrest in a deportation 
proceeding. 

Permits aliens who are to be deported to select 
the country to which they wish to go, if the country 
in question will receive them, unless the choice will 
be prejudicial to the interests of the United States. 
If the alien connot produce his acceptance by a 
country of his own choosing, the Director will ar- 
range the deportation, Prohibits the deportation 
of an alien to any nation in which he would be 
subjected to persecution because of his race, reli- 


gion, or political beliefs. 

Subjecs alien crewmen to immigration laws 
governing issuance of visas, admission, exclusion 
and deportation of aliens generally. 

Requires the registration of every alien 16 
years or older, or if under 16, his registration 
by his parent or guardian, who remains in the United 


States for 30 days or more. Requires registered 
aliens within the United States on January 1 of any 
year to notify the Attorney General of his current 
address and any other additional information required. 
Registered aliens shall also notify the Director 

of any change of address within 30 days after the 
change is made. Any willful failure or refusal to 
comply with these registration requirements, or any 
fraudulent compliance shall be subject to criminal 
penalties, Establishes in the office of the Bureau 
a central index of aliens admitted into or ex- 
cluded from the United States, and makes available 
to the Bureau any records of any agency as to the 
identity and location of any aliens in the United 
States. 

Title IV (Citizenship and Naturalization) - 
Broadens the category of citizens at birth and 
abolishes the distinction between citizens and na- 
tionals. Provides general requirements for natural- 
ization and requires that the petitioner have an 
understanding of the English language, including 
the ability to read and speak it, with exceptions, 
have a Knowledge and understanding of the funda- 
mental history, principles, and form of government 
of the United States, have been a resident of the 
United States for 5 years prior to filing the peti- 
tion, with certain exceptions, and be a person of 
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good moral character, attached to the principles 
of the Constitution, and well disposed to the good 
order and happiness of the United States. 

Extends the list of persons ineligible for 
naturalization to include an alien who within 5 
years prior to filing petitions, or at any time sub- 
sequent thereto, advocated or taught or was affiliated 
with any organization which advocated or taught 
subversive doctrine, and, an alien who applied for 
and was granted an exemption or discharge from the 
armed services of the United States or the National 
Security Training Corps, on the ground that he was 
an alien, 

Provides that any alien who resides in the 
United States for one year following his lawful admis- 
sion shall be considered as permanently residing in 
the United States notwithstanding temporary absences 
to perform bona fide religious functions, or serv- 
ices for the United States Government, a public 
international organization of which the United 
States is a member, an American research institution 
or philanthropic agency, or certain American corpora- 
tions, 

Permits the spouse of a citizen to be natural- 
ized after one year of residence and permits children 
(including adopted children) under the age of 18 
to apply for derivative citizenship. 

Provides procedure for naturalization and the 
revocation of such naturalization, and authcrizes 
the cancellation of naturalization where it appears 
to the Commission that naturalization was obtained 
illegally or fraudulently, but prohibits the insti- 
tution of a revocation proceeding more than ten 
years after the naturalization order was issued. 

Limits the causes for loss of citizenship to 
(1) renunciation of United States citizenship, (2) 
obtaining naturalization in a foreign country, (3) 
desertion in time of war, (4) leaving the country 
to avoid military service, (5) conviction for trea- 
son, or (6) attempting to overthrow the United 
States Government by force of arms, etc. 

Permits a person with respect to whose citizen- 
ship the United States has raised a substantial 
doubt, to institute a suit for a declaratory judg- 
ment as to his citizenship. Requires the Director, 
if such person is outside the United States and the 
court finds that the suit was instituted in good 
faith and has a substantial basis, to issue a certifi- 
cate of identity to allow such person to enter the 
United States to prosecute his suit. 

Title V (Miscellaneous) - Establishes a 14- 
member Joint Committee on Immigration and Naturali- 
zation Policy composed of members of the Judiciary, 
Foreign Relations, and Labor and Public Welfare Com- 
mittees of the Senate, and members of the Judiciary, 
Foreign Affairs, and Education and Labor Committees 
of the House of Representatives. The Joint Committee 
shall make a continuous study of the administration 
of this Act, and its effect on the foreign policy, 
national security, the economy and social welfare 
of, and labor conditions in, the United States and 
such other conditions, within and without the United 
States, having a bearing on the immigration and the 
citizenship policy of the United States. Makes 
other technical amendments.

Awards shall 
be made by a joint committee established for that 
purpose and shall consist of a gold medal and a lump 
sum payment not to exceed $50,000,

School Support Act of 1959 - Declares that 
Congress finds there is a serious national shortage 
of classrooms and teachers which require immediate 
action on the part of the Federal Government.

$50 for fiscal year beginning July 1, 1960; $75 for 
fiscal year beginning July 1, 1961 and $100 for 
each fiscal year thereafter. 

Directs the Commissioner of Education to allot 
to each State complying with the provisions of this 
Act an amount based on the ratio between the school- 
age population of that State and the school-age 
population of all such States. 

Provides that the allotment to any State shall 
be reduced proportionately whenever the State school 
effort index falls below the national school effort 
index, Establishes the formulas for determining the 
indexes based on the relationship between the 
expenditures per public school child and the income 
per child of school age. 

Provides that grants for teachers' salaries 
be based on certificates to the Commissioner from 
the State educational agency that the allotment will 
be distributed among the public school districts 
and used solely for teachers' salaries. 

Authorizes judicial review of the Commissioner's 
action. Directs the Commissioner to get adequate 
assurance that all laborers employed on such projects 
will be paid wages at a rate not less than those 
prevailing on similar construction in the locality. 
Forbids any Federal interference over the State 
school systems,

Prohibits any Government contractor or supplier

Liberalizes the conditions under which a veteran 
satisfactorily pursuing a program of education or 
training under the Veterans' Readjustment Assistance 
Act of 1952 may change to a second program by per- 
mitting such change if the new program is more 
suitable to his aptitudes, interests, abilities or 
previous education or training [amending U, S, C. 
38:928)].

Corrupt Practices Act Amendment, 1959 - Ex- 
tends the Corrupt Practices Act to a primary or run- 
off election a nominating convention, or a caucus of 
a political party. Prohibits the acceptance of any 
contribution, or the expenditure of any moneys by a 
political committee supporting Congressional candi- 
dates until it has chosen a chairman and a treasurer. 
Requires the treasurer of each committee to keep a 
detailed and exact account of all contributions re- 
ceived and expenditures made. Requires such reports 
to be filed periodically with the Clerk of the House 
of Representatives or the Secretary of the Senate 
whichever is appropriate covering the candidates ine 
volved, Such reports shall contain the names, ad- 
dresses, etc., of all officers of the committees, con- 
tributors, candidates, and to whom such expenditures 
are made. Requires each person who makes a contribu- 
tion of $5,000 or more to file certain information 
with the Clerk and Secretary. Requires all condidates 
for the Congress to file certain reports with the 
Clerk of the House or the Secretary of the Senate. 
Sets a limit on expenditures at $50,000 for a candi- 
date for the office of Senator and $5,000 for member- 
Ship in the House of Representatives. Provides 
penalties of up to $5,000 and/or five years in prison 
for violations relating to this Act. Limits a po- 
litical committee to contributions and expenditures 
of $1,000,000 a year if active in one State and up to 
$10,000,000 if active in two or more States.

Provides grants to the States (limited to 
$1,000,000 to each State) to assist them to establish

only for educational purposes.

permit access to or copying of any record with re- 
spect to any unauthorized barbiturate or amphetamine. 
Defines the term “barbiturate” to mean any drug con- 
sisting in whole or in part of any of the salts of 
barbituric acid, or any derivative of barbituric 
acid, or any of the salts of such derivative, which 
has been designated by the Secretary as habit forming 
under the Federal Food, Drug, and Cosmetic Act. De- 
fines the term “amphetamine™ to mean any drug consist- 
ing in whole or in part of racemic amphetamine sulfate 
or dextro amphetamine sulfate under such Act. 

Provides that any such unauthorized barbiturate 
or amphetamine manufactured, compounded, etc., shall 
be liable to be proceeded against at any time on 
libel of information and condemned in any United 
States District Court within the jurisdiction of 
which the article is found. 
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Sets out authorized persons who may manufacture, 
compound, or possess any barbiturate or amphetamine 
such as (1) manufacturers, compounders, and proces- 
sors who have listed their names and places of busi- 
ness with the Secretary and who are regularly engaged 
in preparing pharmaceutical chemicals or prescrip- 
tion drugs for distribution through branch outlets, 
wholesale druggists, or direct shipment to retail 
pharmacies, etc., (2) practitioners licensed by 
law to prescribe or administer barbiturates or 
amphetamines who have such drugs in their possession 
for use in the course of their professional practice, 
etc. Prohibits the delivery, sale, or other disposal 
to any person not so authorized to possess such drugs, 
Effective 180 days after enactment,

Decreases the capital gains alternative tax 
for each taxable year in the case of every regulated 
investment company to 12-% percent (now 25 percent) 
of the excess, if any, of the net long-term capital 
gain over the sum of (i) the net short-term capital 
loss, and (ii) the deduction for dividends paid 
determined with reference to capital gains dividends 
only. Changes the formula for alternative capital 
gains taxes with respect to corporations as follows: 
(1) a partial tax computed on the taxable income 
reduced by the amount of such excess; and (2) an 
amount equal to 12-% percent (now 25 percent) of 
such excess, or in the case of a taxable year begin- 
ning before April 1, 1954, an amount equal to 26 
percent of such excess. Provides that with respect 
to non-corporate taxpayers the alternative capital 
gains tax shall be as follows: (1) a partial tax 
computed on the taxable income reduced by an amount 
equal to 25 percent (now 50 percent) of such excess, 
and (2) an amount equal to 12-% percent (now 25 per- 
cent) of the excess of the net long-term capital 
gain over the net short-term capital loss. 

Allows, with respect to a non-corporate taxpayer, 
losses from sales or exchanges of capital assets only 
to the extent of the gains from such sales or ex- 
changes, plus the taxable income of the taxpayer or 
$5,000 (now $1,000) whichever is smaller. 

Increases, beginning December 31, 1954, the 
credit allowed against tax, to 10 percent (now 4 per- 
cent) of dividends received.

Provides a personal tax exemption for a child 
who is a member of an individual's household, if 
placed with such individual by an authorized place- 
ment agency for legal adoption by such individual

H, R. 48. Mr. Boland; January 7, 1959 (Judiciary). 

Immigration and Nationality Act Amendments of 
1959 - Effects changes in Public Law 414 of the 82d 
Conyress (66 Stat. 163), among which are the follow- 
ing: 

Section 101 amends sections 212(a) (15) and, 24 
(a) (8) with respect to standards for determining 
whether aliens are or are likely to become public 
charges. The provision which gives controlling effect 
to the opinion of the consul or of immigration 
officials is eliminated. 

Section 102 amends subsections (27) and (29) 
of section 212(a) with respect to standards for 
determining whether immigrants would engage in sub- 
versive activities.

Section 103 amends section 267(a)(1) with respect 
to power of officers and employees of the Immigration 
and Naturalization Service to interrogate without 
warrant persons believed to be aliens as to their 
right to be or remain in this country, by requiring 
‘with probable cause.” 

Section 104 repeals sections 352, 353, 354 
which provide for loss of nationality by naturalized 
citizens because of residence abroad; also repeals 
sections 350 and 355 which provide for loss of 
citizenship by uative-born citizens because of 
residence abroad, 

Section 105 amends sections 10]1{a) (37), 212(a) 
(28)(D), and 313(a)(3) by broadening restrictions 
with respect to persons who have advocated a totali- 
tarian dictatorship or have belonged to totalitarian 
organizations. 

Section 106 amends section 244(a)(1) (2) (3) (4) 
and (5) by eliminating the standards of “exceptional 
and extremely unusual hardship" in granting suspen- 
sion of deportation, and substituting therefor 
“serious hardship." 

Section 107 repeals section 3(c) of the Dis- 
placed Persons Act of 1948 which relates largely 
to the future mortgaging of quotas. 

Section 108 amends section 201](e) by eliminat- 
ing requirement for certain deductions from annual 
quotas of quota areas proclaimed under the Displaced 
Persons Act of 1948. 

Section 109 repeals section 202(b), (c) and 
(d) providing quotas for the Asia-Pacific triangle; 
amends sections 202(a)(5), and 202(e). As amended, 
an alien born in a colony or other component or 
dependent area of a governing country for which no 
separate or specific quota has been established shall 
be chargeable to the quota of the governing country. 

Section 202 amends section 212(9) and (10) to 
permit entry of an alien who has received a pardon 
for a crime, 

Section 203 amends section 212(c). As amended 
the Attorney General would have discretionary power 
to admit an alien who is returning to an unrelin- 
quished American residence of at least 7 years, with 
no requirement that the alien was originally admitted 
to this country for permanent residence. 

Section 204 repeals section 235(c) which permits 
exclusion without hearing. 

Section 205 repeals section 241(d), the retro- 
active provision concerning deportation, 

Section 206 amends section 245 which permits 
the Attorney General to adjust the status of an alien 
temporarily here to that of an alien admitted for 
permanent residence, by modifying the requirements 
which an alien must meet. 

Section 207 permits judicial review in exclu- 
sion and deportation cases; establishes a statute 
of limitations whereby no alien may be deported by 
reason of conduct occurring more than 10 years prior 
to the institution of deportation proceedings, 

Section 208 amends section 360(a) relating to 
proceedings for declaration of United States nation- 
ality in event of denial of rights and privileges 
as national, by substituting therefor the provision 
that any person claiming American citizenship who 
has been denied such right may seek judicial review 
under section 10 of the Administrative Procedure 
Act or under the Declaratory Judgment Act, 

Section 209 amends section 360(c) by broadening 
provision for judicial review of final determination 
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by Attorney General in refusing entry to persons 
issued certificate of identity as claimants of Ameri- 
can citizenship under section 360(b). 

Section 210 establishes a Board of Visa Appeals 
in the Department of State to review questions in- 
volving the denying of visas and the application or 
meaning of State Department regulations applying to 
immigration, 

Section 301 amends section 201(a) to provide 
for the pooling of unused quotas and their alloca- 
tion the next succeeding fiscal year to those on 
waiting lists of quotas 7,000 and under. Quotas 
are to be determined on the basis of the 1950 census 
instead of the 1920 census as now provided for. 


H. R. 49. Mr. Boland; January 7, 1959 (Interior and 
Insular Affairs). 


Provides for the preservation of portions of the 
outer arm of Cape Cod, Massachusetts, as a national 
park, Directs the Secretary of the Interior to 
designate portions of the Great Outer Beach for 
inclusion within such park, Authorizes the Secretary 
to procure land within the designated area. Requires 
at least 50 percent of the non-Federal land within 
the area to be procured by donation or with donated 
funds, Establishes the Cape Cod National Park and 
provides for compensation to the local taxing author- 
ity for losses sustained as a result of the acquisi- 
tion by the United States of privately owned lands. 


H. R. 50, Mr. Burns of Hawaii; January 7, 1959 
(Interior and Insular Affairs). 


Provides for the admission of the Territory of 
Hawaii into the Union on an equal footing with 
other States. 

Confirms and ratifies the constitution adopted 
by the people of Hawaii in the election held November 
1950 and finds that it conforms with the Constitution 
of the United States and the principles of the 
Declaration of Independence. 

Requires that the proposed State constitution be 
found to be republican in form and not discriminatory 
in the right to vote against persons employed in 
the service of the United States or those engaged 
in navigation before the Act becomes effective. 

Defines the area which will compromise the 
State of Hawaii. 

Requires that the constitution of the State of 
Hawaii always be republican in form and not repugnant 
to the Constitution of the United States or the 
Declaration of Independence. 

Sets up a compact between the United States 
and the State of Hawaii. By the terms of the compact, 
the Hawaiian Homes Commission Act of 1920, is 
adopted as State law subject to change in its basic 
points only with consent of the United States. 
Provides that a State law passed in furtherance of 
the aims of the Act would be valid although, in 
fact, the operation of the law might result in a 
reduction of the money in one of the funds estab- 
lished by the Act. Provides that a State law which 
amended the Act as to the size of the funds would 
be invalid unless Congress gave its consent, 

Confirms in the new State title to all lands 
and other public property which is owned by the 
territory or its subdivisions. 





Provides, however, that the title to any land 
or other property which is set aside for the use 
of the United States by an Act of Congress or by 
order of the Governor of Hawaii or the President 
and which remains set aside immediately prior to 
admission of the State into the Union is vested in 
the United States. 

Grants generally to the State of Hawaii tithe 
to all lands and other property which was ceded to 
the United States when Hawaii was annexed and which 
is still owned by the United States at the time of 
admission, 

Provides, however, that title to land or 
property which is set aside for the use of the 
United States by Act of Congress or by order of 
the President or Governor of Hawaii within 5 years 
of the date when Hawaii becomes a State shall be 
retained by the United States, 

Also provides that the authority of the Presi- 
dent to restore lands set aside for the use of the 
United States to their previous status shall con- 
tinue for a period of 5 years after Hawaii is admitted 
to the Union, 

Grants these lands as a public trust for sup- 
port of educational institutions, welfare of native 
Hawaiians, development of farm and home ownership, 
public improvements, and the provision of lands 
for public use. 

Permits suit to be brought by the United States 
for breach of the trust. 

Provides that educational institutions sup- 
ported in whole or in part by such land grants must 
remain under exclusive control of the State and 
may not be sectarian or denominational, 

Repeals laws of the United States reserving its 
right to the free use of property granted to the 
State by the Act, except for property used for 
critical military installations. 

Extends the Submerged Lands Act to the new 
State. 

Provides for certification to the Governor of 
Hawaii of the President's approval of the bill 
for gubernatorial proclamation of a general election, 
and for representation of the new State in Congress 
by 2 Senators and 2 Representatives. 

At the general election propositions relating 
to the following shall be submitted to the qualified 
electors for adoption or rejection: (1) accepting 
boundaries of Hawaii to be those prescribed by Act 
of Congress and relinquishment of claim to areas of 
land or sea outside the prescribed boundaries of the 
State of Hawaii, (2) all provisions of Act of Con- 
gress granting admission are consented to by State 
and its people. 

If the foregoing propositions are adopted by 
amajority of legal votes cast, the constitution of 
the State of Hawaii shall be deemed amended thereby. 
If the foregoing propositions are not adopted, the 
provisions of this Act shall thereupon cease to be 
effective. 

The Governor of Hawaii shall certify the result 
of submission of said proposition to the President 
of the United States, who shall in turn and upon 
proper certification, issue a proclamation announc- 
ing the results of said election. Upon issuance of 
the proclamation by the President, the State of 
Hawaii shall be deemed admitted into the Union. 

Until admission of the State into the Union, 
the persons holding office under authority of the 


Government of the Territory shall continue to dis- 
charge their respective duties, The State of Hawaii 
upon admission shall be entitled to two representa- 
tives until the effective date of next reapportion- 
ment, 

Upon admission of Hawaii into the Union, the 
United States District Court for the District of 
Hawaii shall thenceforth be a court of the United 
States, Provisions made for non-abatement of legal 
actions, cases and proceedings pending in any Court 
of the Territory of Hawaii and the transfer of same 
to the appropriate State or Federal court, and pro- 
vides for the conforming of the judicial system of 
the new State with that existing in the other States 
of the Union, 

Directs that all Territorial laws and all 
United States laws continue in effect after the 
admission of the State of Hawaii to the Union ex- 
cept as they are changed by the Act or may properly 
be changed by State law, 

The United States shall continue to have sole 
and exclusive jurisdiction over Hawaii National Park, 
with exception, Authority is reserved in the United 
States for exercise by Congress of the power of 
exclusive legislation in all cases whatsoever in 
those tracts and parcels of land owned by the United 
States and held for military purposes regardless of 
how the lands were acquired, except that Hawaii shall 
always have the right to serve process within said 
tracts or parcels of land. The aforementioned lands 
shall be a part of the State of Hawaii and the State 
permitted the concurrent jurisdiction which it would 
normally have and the power of exclusive legislation 
shall vest and remain in the United States only so 
long as the particular tract or parcel of land in- 
volved is owned by the United States and used for 
military purposes. 

Amends the Federal Reserve Act to allow for 
readjustment of the Federal Reserve District upon 
admission of Hawaii into the Union, thereby including 
such State in the system. The Act shall not deprive 
the Federal Maritime Board of exclusive jurisdiction 
heretofore conferred on it over common carriers 
engaged in transportation by water between ports of 
Hawaii and ports of the United States, nor confer upon 
the Interstate Commerce Commission jurisdiction over 
transportation by water between such ports. 

Leaves all matters concerning nationality un- 
changed and unaffected by this Act. 

Excludes a specific reference to the Territory 
of Hawaii from the definition of the term “State” 
as used in the Immigration and Nationality Act. 

Removes Hawaii from the purview of a section 
of the Immigration and Nationality Act which 
presently includes Hawaii as one of its Territories 
to which are applied the standards for denying 
aliens the privilege of admission into the United 
States. 

‘ Excludes the District Court for the Territory 
of Hawaii from a section of the Immigration and 
Nationality Act conferring jurisdiction over 
naturalization proceedings, thereby placing the 
State of Hawaii in the same position as other States, 

Provides that the Act shall not affect a pro- 
vision of the Immigration and Nationality Act which 
states that persons born in Hawaii or who were 
citizens of the Republic of Hawaii are citizens of 
the United States.

Authorizes appropria- 
tions $5,500,000 for the fiscal year 1955 and each 
subsequent fiscal year for the development of such 
programs and projects. Such programs may cover 
music, dance, theatre, literature, architecture, 
painting, sculpture, and other fine arts, Requires 
States desiring to take advantage of this Act to 
submit plans which (1) designate the administrative 
agency; (2) give evidence of its authority; (3) provide 
for the appointment of a custodian; (4) set forth 
programs and policies; (5) contain assurances of 
the maintenance of high standards; (6) provide 
methods of efficient administration; (7) provide 
for the making of reports; (8) provide reasonable 
regulations, etc., for the expenditure of funds; 
and (9) provide means for the reporting of any 
modifications which may be made.

ways: (1) through loans to assist in financing indus- 
trial and commercial projects in rural and industrial 
redevelopment areas; (2) through loans to assist in 
financing public facilities projects in rural and 
industrial redevelopment areas; and (3) through grants 
to assist in financing public facilities projects in 
rural and industrial redevelopment areas. 

Urges Federal procurement agencies to award 
negotiated procurement contracts to firms located in 
redevelopment areas to the extent that the procure- 
ment objectives will permit, etc. Provides for the 
making of market research and other technical infor- 
mation needed by businessmen,

Estab- 
lishes an 18-member Advisory Council on Affairs of 
the Handicapped, the membership of which shall be 
appointed by the Administrator on a $50 per diem 
basis, Establishes a Federal Interagency Committee 
on Rehabilitation and Employment of the Handicapped 
which committee shall develop and encourage the 
effectuation of more economical and efficient methods 
of administration of activities relating to the 
handicapped, encourage the coordination of the func- 
tions of the various Federal agencies serving the 
handicapped, and develop advanced programs for the 
handicapped.

1956-1957 and $5,000,000 annually for each of the 
five fiscal years thereafter for establishing and 
maintaining work projects cooperative enterprises 
for physically or mentally handicapped persons.

Establishes the Federal Services to Handicapped 
Revolving Loan Fund from which loans to States to 
carry out plans for vocational rehabilitation may 
be made. 

Establishes in the United States Civil Service 
Commission a Division for the Handicapped to deal 
with problems attendant upon the recruitment, exami- 
nation, and appointment of handicapped applicants 
for employment in the Federal civil service, Declares 
it to be the policy of Congress that no citizen who 
is otherwise qualified shall be denied the right to 
examination and appointment by reason of physical 
disability. 
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Directs the Administrator to cooperate with 
all Federal agencies in devising and arranging proper 
safeguard to life and limb on Federal property, and 
to cooperate with interested groups with a view to 
having public and other buildings constructed or 
remodeled with ramps, etc., to facilitate the free 
and safe movement of lame and crippled persons. 

Creates on the books of the Treasury a fund 
to be known as the Federal Second Injury Fund. Im- 
poses on employers an excise tax on one-tenth of 
one percent of the total wages for the calendar year 
1956 and each calendar year thereafter. 

Creates a 5-member Commission To Survey and 
Determine Proper Placement of the Handicapped, the 
director to be appointed by the President at a 
salary of $20,000 per year. Authorizes the appoint-

tion stocks. 

Appropriates annually an amount equal to 15 
percent of the gross receipts from duties collected 
under the customs laws of the preceding year.

Unemployment Compensation Act - Specifies the 
conditions under which a State unemployment com- 
pensation law may deny benefits to an eligible indi- 
vidual and have the approval of the law by the Sec- 
retary of Labor. Compensation may be denied (1) for 
a period not in excess of 4 weeks immediately follow- 
ing the week in which such eligible individual (a) 
left suitable work without good cause, (b) refused 
to accept suitable work without good cause, or (c) 
was discharged for misconduct in connection with 
his work; (2) for any week in which he left or lost 
his employment due to a stoppage of work which exists 
because of a strike at the place of his employment 
if such individual participated in or was directly 
interested in such strike or was a member of a grade 
or class of workers who were participating in or 
directly interested in such strike unless such 
strike was occasioned by the employer's violation 
of Federal or State laws relating to labor; (3) for 
the first week of unemployment occurring within the 
benefit year; (4) for a period not in excess of 12 
weeks immediately following the week in which he has 
been found attempting to obtain compensation by 
fraud or willful misrepresentation of a material 
fact (5) for any week in which he is unable to work 
or is unavailable for suitable work, 

Fixes the maximum primary benefit payable under 
State law at not less than 66% percent of the State's 
average weekly wage. Fixes the minimum benefits at 
not less than 50 percent of such individual's 
weekly wages. Makes benefits payable to all un- 
employed insured individuals for a period of not 
less than 39 weeks, 

Provides that compensation shall not be denied 
in whole or in part to any otherwise eligible 
individual because of the receipt of any payment 
under any plan or system established for the purpose 
of supplementing the compensation payable under the 
State law. 

Provides that in order to be eligible to receive 
unemployment compensation benefits an individual 
shall not be required (a) if the State law provides 
for a qualifying requirement computed as a multiple 
of the amount of the individual's high quarter 
wages, to have been paid more than one and one-half 
times the amount of his high quarter wages; or (b) 
if the State law provides for a qualifying requirement 
based on weeks of employment, to have been employed 
by an employer for more than 20 weeks in his base 
period, 

Levies unemployment tax on employers of one 
or more employees (now 4 or more). 

Specifically includes employees who are covered 
by the unemployment compensation provisions (a) 
agent-drivers, or commission drivers engaged in 
distributing meat products, vegetable products, 
fruit products, bakery products, beverages (other 
than milk), or laundry or dry-cleaning-services, for 
his principal; (b) full-time life insurance sales- 
men; (c) certain homeworkers; and (d) certain travel- 
ing or city salesmen, 

Defines benefit year, base period, high quarter 
wages, and average weekly wage. 

Appropriates, for fiscal 1959 and each fiscal 
year thereafter, to the Federal Unemployment Account 
amounts equivalent to 100 percent of the taxes 
Teceived during the year under the Federal Unemploy- 
ment Tax Act and covered into the Treasury. 


Authorizes for the purpose of assisting the 
States in the administration of their unemployment 
compensation laws sums specified in the Department 
of Labor Appropriation Act and an additional $25,- 
000,000 annually, beginning with fiscal 1959, 

Entitles a State to a reinsurance grant for 
any calendar quarter beginning July 1, 1959, if the 
balance in the State's unemployment fund on the last 
day of the preceding quarter is less than the amount 
of the compensation paid from such fund under the 
State law during the 6 month's period ending on 
the last day. Provides that a State shall not, 
under certain conditions, be entitled to a reinsur- 
ance grant for any calendar quarter commencing after 
the computation date for the first taxable year 
beginning after December 31, 1960, and prior to 
the computation date for the first taxable year 
beginning after December 31, 1965. Prohibits rein- 
surance grants for any calendar quarter beginning 
after December 31, 1965, unless the State involved 
has met certain standards within the most recent 
5 taxable years.

If a general contractor fails to receive a 
definite or responsive bid from any contractor for 
such category and fails to submit a statement as 
required in lieu thereof, such contractor shall not 
be relieved thereby of any responsibility for his 
bid or proposal. 

Exempts the following proposed construction 
contracts from the provisions of this Act’(1) proposes 
contracts to be performed outside the continental 
limits of the United States which limits shall be 
deemed to include Alaska; (2) proposed contracts 
which are estimated by the contracting executive 
agency to involve less than $100,000; and (3) any 
proposed contract with specific reference to which 
a chief officer responsible for procurement of the 
executive agency which is to award the contract 
determines that the procedure prescribed herein 
would result in undue delay and that the public 
exigency or military necessity will not admit of 
such delay. Defines terms for the pruposes of this 
Act.

Makes eligible for basic 
life insurance all civilian employees and officers 
of the executive, legislative, and judicial branches 
of the Federal Government for voluntary participa- 
tion unless excluded by law or Civil Service Commis- 
sion regulations. Extends the coverage to officers 
and employees of Government-owned corporations ex- 
cept those under the Farm Credit Administration, 
Excludes noncitizen employees permanently stationed 
outside the continental limits of the United States. 
Requires every employee seeking coverage to enroll 
for both the basic life insurance and major medical 
insurance offered by the Act. Permits each employee 
to enroll for himself or himself and his family in 
any basic group health insurance plan that he selects. 
Each employee must submit a written notice authoriz- 
ing a deduction from his pay of the necessary amount 
to pay his share of the insurance. Sets the Govern- 
ment's contribution at 50 cents for each bi-weekly 
pay period if the insurance is for the employee alone 
and $1.50 for each pay period when the insurance 
covers the employee and at least one dependent, Sets 
forth the minimum requirements that a plan must offer 
before the carrier is eligible to receive the premium 
payments for the cost of basic health insurance. 

Title II (Major Medical Insurance) - Sets the 
maximum amount for the bi-weekly deduction for major 
medical insurance at 25 cents for an enrollment of 
one person and 75 cents for the enrollment of the 
employee and at least one dependent. Spells out the 
amount of medical and hospital expense insurance bene- 
fits under the bill. Provides that in the cases of 
medical expenses, a flat $100 deductible is estab- 
lished for all employees. Provides that in regard to 
hospital expenses there are exclusions for the first 
70 days of hospitalization in a calendar year and such 
additional hospital expenses in that year as may be 
covered by other policies or contracts. Makes the 
amount of major medical insurance benefits 75 per- 
cent of the medical and hospital expenses after the 
exclusions and the deductible have been satisfied. 
Provides for an aggregate sum of $10,000 in benefits 
for each insured person with a prohibition against 
payment of over $5,000 for expenses incurred in any 
Single calendar year. 

Provides for the reinstatement of the $10,000 
maximum at the end of the year in which the employee 
reaches the age of 65 upon the submission of evidence 
of insurability that is satisfactory to the carrier 
and approved by the Commission, Recognizes the fact 
that there are established local fee schedules for 
surgical procedures and provides that such schedules 
may be adopted for use by the Commission in connec- 
tion with the surgical exclusion, Provides for the 
creation of a fund composed of the amounts deducted 
from the salaries of employees and the Government's 
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contribution in the United States Treasury to be 
invested and reinvested and used for premium pay- 
ments, Authorizes the Civil Service Commission to 
purchase contracts of major medical insurance for 
participating carriers. 

Title III (General Provisions) - Recognizes 
that some employees are not paid on a bi-weekly basis 
and accordingly makes adjustments for the salary 
deductions and Government contribution. Grants the 
Civil Service Commission final responsibility for 
deciding questions of dependency and disability relat- 
ing to the question of dependency. Requires an annual 
report by the Commission to the Congress upon the 
progress and activities relating to the bill. Author- 
izes the Civil Service Commission to set the effective 
date of the insurance, the salary deductions, and 
the Government contributions, 
H, R. 179. Mr. Lane; January 7, 1959 (Post Office 
and Civil Service). 


Authorizes credit toward Civil Service retire- 
ment for certain service in the merchant marine 
served between January 1, 1940 and December 31, 1947 
(amending U. S. C. 5:2253], 


H. R. 180. Mr. Lane; January 7, 1959 (Merchant 
Marine and Fisheries). 


Bank for Fishermen's Cooperative Associations 
Act of 1959 - Directs the Secretary of the Interior 
to organize and charter a corporation to be known 
as the "Bank for Fishermen's Cooperative Associa- 
tions" to make loans (1) to finance fish or fish 
products stored in cold storage facilities; (2) to 
provide operating capital to supplement the capital 
funds of fishermen's cooperative associations; (3) 
to finance the acquisition of land, buildings, and 
equipment used in connection with activities related 
to processing fish; and (4) to finance the operation, 
maintenance, replacement, repair, and equipment of 
fishing gear and vessels under certain conditions 
and to borrow from and discount paper with other 


Federal and commercial banks, Provides for a board 
of 7 directors, the chairman being the Director of 


the Bureau of Commercial Fisheries and the others 
being appointed initially by the Secretary, with 
successors to be elected from among the officers 
of fishermen's cooperative associations by such 
associations eligible to borrow from the bank. 

Authorizes the bank to issue capital stock in 
shares of $100 each in an amount deemed needed by 
the Secretary. Authorizes $10,000,000 be made 
available for a revolving fund. 

Requires associations borrowing from the bank 
to own, at the time of the loan, stock in an amount 
equal to 5 percent of the loan (1 percent in certain 
cases), Requires such borrowers to invest in such 
stock an amount equal to 20 percent of the interest 
payable each quarter. Upon discharge of the loan 
such stock to be retired and cancelled and the asso- 
ciation paid therefor, Sets forth a system whereby 
associations prohibited from purchasing such stock 
by State law may obtain loans, 

Sets forth the voting rights of stockowners and 
conditions for such eligibility. Establishes prior- 
ities for the use of earnings in excess of operating 
expenses. 
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H, R. 161. Mr. Lane; January 7, 1959 (Merchant 


Marine and Fisheries). 


Federal Fisheries Assistance Act of 1959 - 
Authorizes the Secretary of the Interior to pay to 
any fishing vessel owner or processing plant owner, 
as the case may be, or make commitments for the 
payment on behalf of any such owner: (1) not to 
exceed 50 percent of the initial cost of the purchase 
and installation of safety and lifesaving equipment 
and devices; (2) not to exceed 90 percent of the 
cost of inspecting a vessel to ascertain the repairs, 
replacements, alternations, or modifications necessary 
to place such vessel in a class meeting standards 
equivalent to those of the American Bureau of 
Shipping as well as and not to exceed 90 percent of 
the cost of annual inspections required to maintain 
the vessel in such a class; (3) not to exceed 50 
percent of the initial cost of making such repairs, 
replacements, or modifications as may be found 
necessary to place any fishing vessel in class meet- 
ing standards equivalent to those of the American 
Bureau of Shipping where such cost is 50 percent or 
less of the market value of the vessel; (4) not to 
exceed $1,000 per fishing vessel to be applied toward 
the payment of the cost of reconditioning, modifying, 
and improving the hold of such vessels, in accord- 
ance with requirements prescribed by the Secretary, 
for the purpose of preserving the quality of fish; 
(5) not to exceed 30 percent of the cost of the 
purchase and installation of equipment and facilities 
for freezing fish at sea, of a design approved by 
the Secretary; and (6) not to exceed 50 percent of 
the initial cost of the purchase and installation of 
machinery, equipment, and facilities which the 
Secretary approved as being necessary to promote 
plant operating efficiency, to improve the methods 
of handling, processing, und packaging of fish, and 
to achieve and maintain uniformly high standards of 
quality of fishery products produced by fish pro- 
cessing plants, 

Authorizes the Secretary under certain condi- 
tions to pay to or cause to be paid on behalf of 
any fishing vessel owner a construction-differential 
subsidy to aid in the construction of a new fishing 
vessel as a replacement for a lost, inefficient, 
worn out, or obsolete fishing vessel. 

Authorizes $6,000,000 as initial capital for 
loans for improving and modernizing fish processing 
plants, 

Provides for incentive payments to fishermen 
and processors. 

Authorizes the Secretary to provide insurance 
claim reporting services, inspection and grading 
services, and unloading and handling equipment with- 
out charge. 

Authorizes necessary appropriations for the 
succeeding 5 fiscal years. 

H, R. 162. Mr. Lane; January 7, 1959 (Veterans' 
Affairs). 


Provides for the establishment of a Veterans’ 
Administration domiciliary facility in the vicinity 
of Boston, Massachusetts. 


H, R. 183. Mr. Lane; January 7, 1959 (Ways and 
Means). 


The General Import Quota Act - Provides that 
notwithstanding any international trade agreement 


relating to tariffs or trade heretofore entered 
into by the United States or to be entered into in 
the future, tariffs may be adjusted and quotas may 
be established to regulate the importation of any 
product entering the United States or its posses- 
sions under, but not limited to, the conditions 
and in the manner as set forth herein. Declares 
that industries producing articles or merchandise 
for shipment to the United States from other countries 
may be classified with respect to the average wage 
payments made to their workers into seven groups 
ranging from less than 15 percent of the domestic 
rate to 75 percent of the domestic rate. 

Directs that the magnitude of imports shall 
be measured by the share of domestic consumption 
that is supplied by such imports in competition 
with or displacement of the like or directly competi- 
tive product manufactured, processed, or produced 
by domestic producers. Provides that the successive 
magnitudes so computed are grouped into ten cate- 
gories at 5 percent intervals from 0 percent to 
50 percent, and into five categories at 10 percent 
intervals from 50 percent to 100 percent, 

Authorizes the adjustment of the existing 
rate of duty and the establishment and imposition 
of an import quota under this Act when imports of 
a product cause or threaten serious injury to the 
domestic producers of the like or directly competi- 
tive product. Makes it a presumption of such 
injury or threat if the imports displace domestic 
production to a degree herein prescribed, upon the 
happening of which the rate of duty shall be in- 
creased or an import quota established. 

Directs the United States Tariff Commission 
to institute investigations to determine whether 
any import creates a threat of serious injury to 
domestic producers. Prescribes rates of higher 
duties dependent upon the degree of displacement 
of domestic production. Provides, in the alter- 
native, a formula for tariff quotas. Empowers the 
Tariff Commission to increase duties or set quotas. 


H, R. 184, Mr. Lane; January 7, 1959 (Armed 
Services). 


Permits the Armed Forces to purchase textiles 
by negotiated contract [amending U.S, C. 10:2304], 


H. R. 185. Mr. Lane; January 7, 1959 (Ways and 
Means), 


Sets forth a new formula whereby States may 
receive Federal funds for medical care programs 
under the public assistance provisions of the 
Social Security Act. Permits a State to receive in 
Federal matching funds what it could get under the 
present act if it chose to hold its medical payments 
to $6 and increase its cash payments so as to maxi- 
mize the Federal contribution, 


H. R. 186. Mr. Lane; January 7, 1959 (Ways and 
Means). 


Humanitarian and Old-Age Rights Act - Under the 
requirements to be met by the States in receiving fed- 
eral aid for Social Security to be used for old-age 
assistance, aid to dependent children, aid to the blind, 
and aid to the permanently and totally disabled makes 
the following changes: (1) prevides that the progroms 
shall be in effect in ali political subdivisions of 
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H, R. 187 


the State but eliminates the mandatory provision if 
administered by the subdivisions; (2) eliminates 

the alternative provisions regarding the establish- 
ment or designation of a single State agency to 
supervise the administration of the plans;,and (3) in 
considering other income and resources of individuals 
claiming assistance disregards (a) the first $50 

per month of earned income (in aid to dependent 
children, disregards the first $15 per month of 
income earned by the child and the first $30 per 
month of income earned by the child's parent or 
guardian), (b) the ownership of the individual of 

a home having an assessed value, less all encumbrances 
of record, of less than $5,000, (c) the ability of 
such individual's family or relatives to provide for 
his support, (d) any donations of surplus food 
received, Prohibits discrimination based on the 

sex of the individual in determining his needs for 
assistance, Prohibits the imposition, as a condition 
of receiving assistance under these programs, of a 
lien on the home of the individual seeking assist-_ 
ance. Provides that direct payments may be made to 
individuals seeking assistance under these programs 
when such individuals have not satisfied the resi- 
dence requirement of the States [amending U. S. C. 
42:302, 602, 1202, 1352].

Directs to the fullest extent practicable, the 
Secretary of Health, Education, and Welfare to 
consult. and advise with representatives of organi- 
zations of the blind in his formation and adminis- 
tration of programs for the blind and to take such 
steps necessary to encourage State agencies to do 
likewise in their formation and administration 
of the programs for the blind to which Federal 
funds are contributed. Prohibits any Federal 
officer or employee concerned with the administra- 
tion of programs for the blind to exert the in- 
fluence of his office against the right of blind 
persons to join organizations of the blind.

Fair Labor Standards Amendments -— Increases 
the minimum hourly wage rate to $1.25 and provides 
such rate to employees in Puerto Rico or Virgin 
Islands be 80 cents for first year after effective 
date of Act, with an increase of 5 cents each year 
until $1.05 is reached in six years. Extends 
coverage to workers engaged in any activity affect- 
ing interstate or foreign commerce and to seamen 
on American vessels. Provides pay at time and a half 
based on the new wage rates, and on a 40-hour week. 
Directs the Secretary from time to time to con- 
vene the industry committee to recommend the mini- 
mum rates of wages of not less than $1.25 nor more

4 establishments doing an annual business of not 
over $500,000; (5) any employee employed on a vessel 
other than an American vessel; (6) any employee 
employed in agriculture by a farm enterprise which 
used less than 300 man-days of hired labor during 
each of the preceding quarters; and (7) any employee 
to the extent such employee is exempted by regula- 
tions or orders of the Secretary. Exempts employ- 
ees of an employer which is an express company, 
sleeping car company, etc., employees of air carriers 
subject to Railway Labor Act and employees employed 
as seamen on an American vessel from the maximum 
hours provisions, Exempts certain child actors, 
performers, and agricultural workers from the child 
labor provisions. 

Provides that the Statute of Limitations for 
provisions of the Fair Labor Standards Act be six 
years,

Repeals the Labor Management Relations Act, 
1947 (61 Stat. 136), and revives the National Labor

contributions by national banks, corporations or 
labor organizations) in effect prior to the enact-

Industrial Development Act of 1959 - Authorizes 
Federal loans to assist local communities in build- 
ing medium-sized modern industrial plants in order 
to attract new industries to labor-surplus areas 
so as to relieve unemployment and strengthen the 
national economy. Directs the Secretary of Labor 
to prepare and keep a current list of areas in which 
a substantial labor surplus exists. Sets up pro- 
cedures and conditions for the making of such loans. 
H, R. 191. Mr. Lane; January 7, 1959 (Post Office 
and Civil Service). 


Directs that premium compensation at a rate 
equal to the hourly rate of basic compensation be 
paid to Postal Field Service employees for holiday 
work,

Means). 


Disregards increase in Social Security old- 
age and survivors' insurance benefits for the pur- 
pose of determining need under the State plans 
for Social Security old age assistance [amending 
U. S. C. 42:302). 
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H, R. 193, Mr. Lane; January 7, 1959 (Ways and 


Means), 


Provides that, for the purpose of old-age and 
survivors' insurance benefits under the Social 
Security Act, retirement age shall be sixty years 
{amending U. S. C. 42:416(a)]. 

H, R. 194, Mr, Mack of Washington; January 7, 
1959 (Interior and Insular Affairs). 


Authorizes the Secretary of the Interior to re- 
vise the boundaries and to change the name of the 
Fort Vancouver National Monument, to‘Fort Vancouver 
National Historic Site", in the State of Washington. 
H, R. 195. Mr, Mack of Washington; January 7, 1959 
(Veterans' Affairs). 


Directs the Administrator of Veterans' Affairs 
to construct a 750 bed hospital at Vancouver, 
Washington, 
m8. 


196. Mr. Mack of Washington; January 7, 


1959 (Ways and Means). 


Permits expenses paid for the repair and mainten- 
ance of a personal residence to be deducted for in- 
come tax purposes to the extent that the aggregate 
spent exceeds three percent. Limits such deduction 


to $2,000 [amending U. S. C. 26:217]. 


H, R. 197, Mr. Mason; January 7, 1959 (Ways and 
Means), 


Under the Tariff Act of 1930, requires re- 
packaged articles, i.e., imported articles which 
have been removed from their original containers 
and repackaged for sale, to be marked in such a 
manner as to indicate to the ultimate purchaser in 
the United States the English name of the country 
of origin of such article. 

Provides for the seizure and forfeiture under 
the customs laws of any article offered for sale 
in violation of this provision, 

H. R. 198. Mr, Mason; January 7, 1959 (Ways and 
Means). 


Second Tax Equalization Act of 1959 - Commenc- 
ing with the taxable year beginning after December 
31, 1956, subjects to tax, credit unions and mutual 
or cooperative telephone companies or like organi- 
zations, mutual savings banks, cooperative banks, 
and domestic building and loan associations, national 
farm loan associations and production credit asso- 
ciations, and cooperative corporations. Subjects 
mutual insurance companies to the tax now imposed 
on insurance companies other than life. Foreign 
insurance companies other than life not carrying 
on an insurance business within the United States 
shall be taxable as other foreign corporations, and 
the taxable income thereof shall be the taxable 
income from sources within the United States. Re- 
peals the special privileges respecting tax treat- 
ment of bad debt reserves granted to mutual savings 
banks, domestic building and loan associations and 
cooperative banks without capital stock [amending 
Internal Revenue Code, Section 501(12), (14), 521, 
522, 591, 593, 821, 822, 823, 831, 832; U. S.C. 
12:931, 1768]. 


H, R. 199, Mr, Mason; January 7, 1989 (Ways 
and Means). 


Tax Equalization Act of 1959 - Provides that 
no deduction or any other allowance which has the 
effect of reducing gross income shall be permitted 
to cooperative corporations for amounts paid or 
accrued as “patronage dividends” by such corpora- 
tions. Defines “cooperative corporation™ and 
‘patronage dividend.“ Removes tax exemption for 
patronage dividends with respect to farmers’

Provides that in determining eligibility of 
Federal employees, under the Social Security Act, 
for unemployment compensation their accrued annual 
leave shall be treated in accordance with State 
laws. 

H, R. 202, Mr. Mason; January 7, 1959 (Ways and 
Means). 


Excise Tax Act - Levies a uniform tax of 5 
percent of the sales price by the manufacturer upon 
the sale of articles manufactured by him. Lists 
certain tax free sales. Repeals other contraven- 
ing excise taxes. 

H. R. 203, Mr. Mason; January 7, 1959 (Post 
Office and Civil Service). 


Directs the Postmaster General to issue a 
postage stamp in commemoration of the one-hundredth 
anniversary of Illinois State Normal University. 

H. R, 204, Mr. Mason; January 7, 1959 (Ways and 
Means), 


Provides that as of July 1, 1959, the individual 
income tax shall be reduced 10 percent. 
H, R. 205. Mr. Mason; January 7, 1959 (Ways and 
Means). 


Provides that whenever any imported articles 
in containers, which are required to be marked, are 
removed and offered for sale in new packages, such 
packages shall be marked in such manner as to indi- 
cate to the ultimate consumer in the United States 
the English name of the country of origin of such 
article. 
H., R. 206. Mr. Michel; January 7, 1959 (Public 
Works). 


Authorizes the State of Illinois and the 


Metropolitan Sanitary District of Greater Chicago, 
under the supervision and direction of the Secretary 
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H, R. 207 


of the Army, to withdraw water from Lake Michigan, 
in addition to all domestic pumpage, at a rate pro- 
viding a total annual average of not more than 2,500 
cubic feet of water per second, to flow into the 
Illinois Waterway during the three-year period which 
begins on the date of enactment.

Except for the members of the armed forces and 
corporations under the Farm Credit Administration 
provides that the officers and employees of the 
executive, judicial and legislative branches of the 
Government and the municipal government of the 
District of Columbia come within the purview of 
the Act. 

Permits an individual electing participation 
to enroll in one of the following plans: (a) plans 
for health benefits provided on a service basis, 

i.e. a basis whereby premium payments shall con- 
stitute full payment to the providers of the services 
stipulated in the contract, without additional 
charges by the providers, pursuant to a contract en- 
tered into by the Commission; (b) plans for basic 
health benefits on a cash indemnity basis, i.e. a 
basis whereby the carrier agrees to pay certain 
Stipulated sums of money, not to exceed the actual 
costs incurred, to the employee or dependent who 
incurs costs or charges under the conditions of 

the policy, pursuant to a policy purchased by the 
Civil Service Commission in accordance with the 
authorization hereunder of the Commission's ability 
to enter into one year renewable contracts with 
carriers which provide health benefits primarily 
through contracts or agreements with physicians or 
hospitals for the provision of prepaid basic health 
benefits to be furnished to the maximum extent 
practicable on a service basis; (c) plans of hospital, 
surgical, medical or other personal health services 
duly sponsored or underwritten by a national associa- 
tion of Federal employees of which the employee is a 
member; (d) group practice prepayment plans. 

Provides that each applicable employee will be 
enrolled for the nonoccupational group major medical 
expenses insurance for following benefits: 75 percent 


per annum of the amount by which the covered medical 
surgical and hospital expenses exceed the sum of any 





cash or service benefits provided to such covered 
individual for covered medical, surgical, and hos- 
pital expenses under any other policy or contract 
of insurance and the applicable medical expense 
deductible - $100 annual salary under $6,000; $200 
annual salary $6,000 through $10,999 and $300 for 
annual salary $11,000 and over. 

Under the authorization permitting the Civil 
Service Commission to purchase insurance policies to 
provide nonoccupational group major medical expense 
insurance benefits sets forth following require- 
ments to be met by such private companies: (1) be 
licensed under the laws of 36 out of the 49 States 
of the United States (such 36 States having at least 
60 percent of population of United States) and the 
District of Columbia to issue group health insurance; 
(2) the companys total group health insurance benefit 
payments incurred in the United States, excluding loss 
of income payments, during the most recent calendar 
year for which such information is available to the 
Commission to equal at least 1 percent of all such 
payments incurred in the United States by all domestic 
companies during such year. 

Permits payroll deductions from an employee's 
salary upon the filing by the employee of proper 
authorization with the head of the employing estab- 
lishment. 

Permits an employee on each anniversary of en- 
rollment to transfer from one plan to another offered 
under this Act. 

Provides for Government contribution for each 
employee enrolled in a plan hereunder an amount 
equal to (1) % of the premium on subscription charges 
for the basic coverage and the full cost of the 
extended on major medical insurance benefits (2) an 
amount equal to $2.50 biweekly for an employee or 
$7.00 biweekly for an employee and his dependents 
whichever is lesser. 

Creates a "Federal Employees' Health Benefits 
Fund" from which all premium or subscription charge 
payments shall be made to such central agencies as 
may be established by the participating carriers, 

Places certain limitations on approval of con- 
tracts made between Civil Service Commission and the 
insurance carrier, such as prohibiting making of 
contracts excluding employees because of race or sex 
or age. P 

Creates a Federal Employees Health Benefits 
Council, to consist of 15 persons appointed by the 
President whose duty shall be to review the operation 
and administration of this Act; receive reports and 
information with respect thereto from employees and 
their representatives; to consult with and advise 
the Commission, when necessary, in regard to the 
administration of this Act; and to make recommenda- 
tions to the Commission relative to amending the Act. 

Requires the Civil Service Commission to make a 
continuing study of the operation and administration 
of this Act and from time to time report to Congress 
and the Advisory Council on its findings. 

Grants original jurisdiction to the District 
Court of Claims arising under the Act.

Housing Conservation and Rehabilitation Finance 


Act - Establishes the Housing Conservation and Rehabili- 


tation Finance Agency to be composed of 7 presidential

total amount of the indebtedness. Declares that loans 
on rural housing may be secured by a first lien 
on the dwelling plus adequate land, with access to 
a public highway, for a home site, Empowers the 
Housing Conservation and Rehabilitation Finance 
Agency to limit loans to assure their availability. 

Directs that the Agency shall prescribe general 
standards for conservation and rehabilitation of 
residential structures, Sets forth terms under which 
any mortgage loan may be insured. Limits to $250,- 
000,000 the total amount of capital stock which the 
Agency may issue and for which the Secretary of the 
Treasury may subscribe at any one time, 
H, R. 210, Mr. O'Hara of Illinois; January 7, 1959 
(Ways and Means). 


Permits a taxpayer to take as an income tax 
deduction the expense for the conservation or re- 
habitation of a residential structure incurred or 
paid during a taxable year or to elect to treat such 
expenditures as expenses not chargeable to his 
capital account or as deferred expenses. 

Defines the term “conservation or rehabilitation 
of a residential structure” as used in this section, 

Prescribes the time for and the scope of the 
election if made. 

Makes certain technical amendments in the 
Internal Revenue Code of 1954 corresponding to the 
changes made herein. 

H. R. 211. Mr. Patman; January 7, 1959 (Merchant 
Marine and Fisheries). 


Federal Boating Act of 1959 - Requires that 
every undocumented machine propelled vessel using 
the navigable waters of the United States or the 
high seas be numbered (certain exceptions). Pre- 
scribes regulations with respect to the ownership, 
numbering, etc., of such undocumented vessels. 

H. R. 212. Mr. Patman; January 7, 1959 (Judiciary). 

Clearly defines Section 3 of the Robinson- 
Patman Act (re: prohibitions against predatory price 
fixing) as an integral part of the antitrust laws 
and thus makes the statute available in civil actions 
to provate parties for treble damage redress or for 
an injunction,

Provides that no confession or other statement 
shall be inadmissible in evidence in any criminal 
proceeding in any court of the United States solely 
because of delay in taking the person making such 
confession or statement before the appropriat= 
committing officer [amending U. S. C. 18:ch. 223]. 


H.R. 216, 


Mr. Poff; January 7, 1959 (Judiciary). 


Provides that it shall be unlawful for any 
party, or any other person, to consult with or 
advise or to make any oral or written presentation 
concerning any question of law or fact involved in 
any agency adjudication to any member, officer, or 
employee of the agency, unless upon notice and 
opportunity for all parties to participate. Ex- 
cepts certain situations [amending U. S. C. 5:1004]. 


H. R. 217. Mr. Poff; January 7, 1959 (Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce). 


Permits spouse entitled to railroad retirement 
at age sixty-five to take reduced annuity at age 
sixty-two. 
H. R. 218. Mr. Poff; January 7, 1959 (Interstate 
and Foreign Commerce). 


Railroad Retirement Act Amendment of 1959 - 
Permits persons to retire, under provisions of the 
Railroad Retirement Act at age 60 with 30 years 
service (now reduced retirement until 65) and at 
any age at 35 years service. Computes “monthly 
compensation” for years before 1937 or the average 
of the 5 highest calendar years during his service 
up to $350 per month [amending U. S. C. 45:228b, 
6, fa 
H. R. 219. Mr. Poff; January 7, 1959 (Interstate 
and Foreign Commerce). 


Removes restriction on compensated employment 
by carrier as to annuitants under the Railroad 
Retirement Act [amending U. S. C. 45:228b]. 





H. R. 220 


H. R. 220. Mr. Poff; January 7, 1959 (Interstate 
and Foreign Commerce). 


Repeals the provisions of the Railroad Retire- 
ment Act which reduces the annuities of the spouses 
of retired employees, and the survivors of deceased 
employees, by the amount of monthly benefits payable 
under the Social Security Act. Permits widows to 
draw both railroad retirement and social security 
benefits on the same basis as the railroad retire- 
ment worker.

H. R. 224. Mr. Powell; January 7, 1959 (Post 
Office and Civil Service). 


Directs the fulfillment of those provisions 
of the Treaty of Mutual Understanding and Coopera- 
tion between the United States of America and the 
Republic of Panama signed on January 25, 1955. 


H. R. 225. Mr. Powell; January 7, 1959 (Interstate 
and Foreign Commerce). 


Provides full annuities under the Railroad 
Retirement Act for employees who have attained the 
age of sixty or who have completed 30 years of 
service with the minimum annuity at 50 percent of 
the monthly compensation for the five consecutive 

ears of service of the highest years of earnings 
Sanadien U. S. C. 45:228).

H. R. 226. Mr. Powell; January 7, 1959 (Judiciary), 


Makes it a crime to import, transport, etc., in 
interstate commerce, or to possess any explosive 
which has been imported or transported in violation 
hereof with the knowledge or intent that such 
expiosive will be used in violation of a law of the 
air States or a State [amending U. S. C. 18:ch. 
39]. 


H. R. 227. Mr. Price; January 7, 1959 (Post

Authorizes the Interstate Commerce Commission 
to require railroads to install and maintain com-

Authorizes the establishment of the Indiana

H, R, 232. Mr. Price; January 7, 1959 (Science 
and Astronautics) 


Permits persons authorized by regulations 
prescribed under this Act to enter upon any land or 
premises within the United States, Territory, or 
possession to inspect, secure custody over, remove, 
or dispose of any missile or object believed to be 
a missile. Makes it unlawful for any person to 
acquire, possess, or receive any missile except as 
may be prescribed by such regulations. Makes it the 
duty of any person who has information as to the 
existence or whereabouts of any missile to give such 
information to United States military activities.

Extends the Old-Age and Survivors' Insurance 
program of the Social Security Act to certain State 
employees in the State of Illinois. 


H, R. 234, Mr. Price; January 7, 1959 (Judiciary). 


Provides for the holding of district court at 
Alton, Illinois, for the Southern Division of the 
Southern District of Illinois [amending U. S. C. 
28:93(b) (2) 7]. 


H, R. 235, Mr. Price; January 7, 1959 (Science 
and Astronautics). 


Directs the National Science Foundation to 
establish a program of $500 scholarships to be 
awarded to individuals completing secondary school 
on the basis of examinations in mathematics. 

Directs the Foundation to provide a program at 
acost not to exceed $25,000,000 in fiscal year end- 
ing June 30, 1959, of summer institutes to train 
secondary school teachers in science and mathematics.

Reduces taxes on transportation and communications, 


H. R. 239, Mr. Price; January 7, 1959 (Ways and

and to provide adequate safety, sanitation, and 
health in connection with uses of national forests.

H. R. 254, Mr. Teague of Texas; January 7, 1959 
(Veterans' Affairs). 


Prohibits abuses in the solicitation of funds 
from the general public in the name of veterans, 
[amending U, S. C. 38: ch. 61). 


H. R. 255. Mr. Teague of Texas; January 7, 1959 
(Veterans' Affairs). 


Provides for apportionment of compensation 
of veterans who disappear [amending U. S. C. 
38: 358]. 


H. R, 256. Mr. Teague of Texas; January 7, 1959 
(Veterans' Affairs). 


Provides that in computing the eligibility of 
a widow or child of a deceased veteran for a pension 
the annual income limitations applicable to such 
widow or child shall be increased by $600 for the 
year in which the veteran's death occurs [amending 
U. S. C. 38:545]. 


H. R. 257, Mr. Teague of Texas; January 7, 1959 
(Veterans' Affairs). 


Provides pensions for widows of veterans of 
World War II and of the Korean Conflict on the same 
basis as pension is provided for widows and children 
of World War I veterans.

Provides for the payment of dependency and 
indemnity compensation to the survivors of deceased 
veterans having certain serious service-connected 
disabilities [amending U. S. C. 36:410(a)].

H. R. 276. Mr. Teague of Texas (by request)

Adds a proviso to the effective date provisions

cane, etc. Prohibits employment of oppressive child 
labor by an employer engaged in an activity affecting 
interstate commerce.

(1) employees employed in a bona fide executive, ad- 
ministrative, or professional capacity; (2) employees 
in retail or service establishments or laundry and 
cleaning establishments where the employer has no 


more than 4 such establishments nor more than a $500,- 


000 total annual dollar volume of sales of goods or 
services; (3) employees employed in the catching, 
taking, harvesting, cultivating or farming of all 


aquatic forms of animal or vegetable life; (4) employ- 
ees employed in agriculture by a farm enterprise which 


used less than 400 man-days of hired labor during any 
quarter of the calendar year; (5) any employee to the 
extent such employee is exempted by regulations or 
orders of the Secretary of Labor; and (6) employees 
employed as seamen on other than American vessels. 
Exempts employees of an employer which is an 


express company, sleeping car company, etc., employees 


of air carriers subject to the Railway Labor Act, and 
employees employed as seamen on American vessels from 
the maximum hours provision, Exempts certain child 
actors, performers,and agricultural workers from the 
child labor provision,

Delinquent Children's Act of 1959 - Establishes 
a Federal Advisory Council on Juvenile Delinquency 
in the Department of Health, Education, and Welfare 
to provide the Secretary of that Department with 
advice concerning programs for the diminution, con- 
trol and treatment of juvenile delinquency. Pro- 
vides that the Council shall submit anannual report 
to the Secretary, and such additional reports as 
the Council deems necessary dealing with the status 
of the problem of juvenile delinquency, the progress 
made with the problem, together with such recom- 
mendations as the Council deems appropriate. 

Authorizes the Council to comment upon appli- 
cations for special projects and authorizes the 
Secretary to utilize the services of Council members, 

Authorizes the appropriation of the following 
sums to assist in strengthening State and local 
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programs for the diminution, control and treatment 
of juvenile delinquency; (1) for fiscal year 1958, 
$5 million; (2) fiscal year 1959, $7,500,000; and 
(3) fiscal year 1960, $10 million, and for each of 
the following 4 fiscal years such sums as the Con- 
gress may determine, 

Permits the sums appropriated to be used to 
make grants to States having approved State plans 
to assist them to establish, strengthen and improve 
programs for the diminution, control and treatment 
of juvenile delinquency by determining the most 
urgent needs of States and localities, developing 
a plan of priorities to meet those needs, for co- 
ordinating the execution of those plans, to provide 
demonstrations of improved services for the loca- 
tion, treatment and aftercare of delinquent youth, 
and for conducting research and investigations for 
assessing the causes and extent of juvenile delin- 
quency and the effectiveness of existing juvenile 
delinquency programs, and for developing improved 
methods for the diminution, control and treatment 
of juvenile delinquency. 

Provides that allotments to each State are 
to be made on the basis of the ratio its child 
population bears to the total child population of 
all the States. Permits each State to receive a 
minimum allotment of $50,000. 

Gives the Secretary authority to reallot, 
from time to time, such part of the initial allot- 
ment to a State as the Secretary determines will 
not be needed by that State. 

Authorizes the appropriation for the fiscal 
year 1958 of the sum of $5 million for the purpose 
of making grants for the training of personnel 
employed or preparing for employment in programs 
for the diminution, control and treatment of 
juvenile delinquency. Provides that such sums 
appropriated are to be available for grants to 
States and to approved non-profit institutions of 
higher learning for paying the cost of training 
personnel employed or preparing for employment in 
juvenile delinquency programs or for developing 
courses for such training. 

Permits such payments to be made by the Secre- 
tary either in advance or by way of reimbursement. 
Authorizes the Secretary to impose such conditions 
upon payments as the Secretary finds necessary. 

Authorizes the appropriation for the fiscal 
year 1958 of $1 million for grants for demonstrat- 
ing or developing improved techniques and practices 
for the diminution, control and treatment of juvenile 
delinquency, Authorizes for each of the 6 fiscal 
years following the appropriation of such sums as 
the Congress may determine. 

Provides that the sums appropriated under this 
title are to be available for grants to States and 
to public and private non-profit institutions of 
higher learning or research for special projects 
which hold promise of making a substantial contribu- 
tion to strengthening or improving programs for the 
diminution, control, or treatment of juvenile 
delinquency. 

Permits payments under this title to be made 
by the Secretary either in advance or by way of 
reimbursement, 

Authorizes the Secretary to make and dissemi- 
nate the results of studies, investigations, demon- 
strations, and reports promoting the strengthening 
of programs for the diminution, control and treat- 





mnt of juvenile delinquency, Permits the Secretary 
to cooperate with and render technical assistance 
to States with respect to such programs, 

Authorizes the inclusion each fiscal year in 
the appropriation for the Department of Health, 
Education, and Welfare of such sums as are neces- 
sary to administer the act. 

Provides that whenever the Secretary, after 
reasonable notice and opportunity for hearing to 
the State agency, determines that the State plan, 
or a portion of it, has been so changed that it no 
longer complies with requirements or that in the 
administration of the plan, or a portion of it, 
there is a failure to comply substantially with such 
a provision, the Secretary is to notify the State 
agency that no further payments will be made with 
respect to the entire plan or a portion of it until 
he is satisfied that there will no longer be such 
a failure. 


Provides for an appeal by the State to the 
United States Court of Appeals for the circuit in 
which the State is located from the Secretary's 
decision, 

Requires the Secretary, not later than January 
1, 1963, to transmit to the President a report of 
the experience of Federal, State and local agencies 
in the administration of the act, to be accompanied 
by the Secretary's recommendations, and the recom- 
mendations of the Council, as to the expiration. 
continuance or revision of the act.

H. R. 323. Mr. Avery; January 7, 1959 (Judiciary). 
Provides for the appointment of a district 

judge for Kansas. 

H, R. 324, Mr. Barrett; January 7, 1959 (Interior 

and Insular Affairs).

Mr. Bennett of Florida; January 7, 
1959 (Merchant Marine and Fisheries). 


Includes floating drydocks in the definition of 
"vessel" for purposes of Federal ship mortgage 
insurance under the Merchant Marine Act [amending 
U. S.C. 46:1271(c)). 


H. R. 326. Mr. Boggs: January 7, 1959 (Armed 
Services). 


Directs the Secretary of Defense to initiate 
group medical insurance for retired members of the 
Armed Forces and their dependents. Provides that 
such insurance shall be similar to that provided in 
the Dependents Medical Care Act of 1956 and to be 
applicable only to retired personnel making applica- 
tion therefor and authorizing deductions from their 
retired pay of the required premiums.

Individual Retirement Act of 1959 - Provides a 
method for individuals to establish a voluntary

Repeals the admissions taxes under the Internal 
Revenue Code on admissions to roof gardens, cabarets, 
or other similar places [amending U. S. C. 26:4231]. 
H. R. 332. Mr. Byrnes of Wisconson; January 7, 1959 
(Ways and Means). 


Encourages the prevention of air and water 
pollution by allowing the cost of treatment works 
for the abatement of air and stream pollution to 
be amortized at an accelerated rate for income 
tax purposes. Specifically permits such amortiza- 
tion at an accelerated rate of 60 months. Provides 
for controls which would permit only those facil- 
ities which are installed on the basis of demand 
from a local governmental body to qualify for certi- 
fication.

Mr. Byrnes of Wisconsin; January 7, 1959 


(Interstate and Foreign Commerce). 


Prohibits the (1) unauthorized manufacture, 
compounding, processing, or possession of any 
barbiturate or amphetamine, (2) sale, delivery, or 
oth2r disposition of any unauthorized barbiturate 
or amphetamine, or (3) failure to prepare or keep 
or the refusal to permit access to or copying of 
any record with respect to any unauthorized barbi- 
turate or amphetamine. Defines the term “barbiturate 
to mean any drug consisting in whole or in part of 
any of the salts of barbituric acid, or any deriva- 
tive of barbituric acid, or any of the salts of such 
derivative, which has been designated by the Secre- 
tary as habit forming under the Federal Food, Drug, 
and Cosmetic Act. Defines the term “amphetamine” 
to mean any drug consisting in whole or in part of 
racemic amphetamine sulfate or dextro amphetamine 
sulfate under such Act.

Sets out authorized persons who may manufacture, 
compound, or possess any barbiturate or amphetamine 
such as (1) manufacturers, compounders, and proces- 
sors who have listed their names and places 
of business with the Secretary and who are regularly 
engaged in preparing pharmaceutical chemicals or 
prescription drugs for distribution through branch 
outlets, wholesale druggists, or direct shipment 
to retail pharmacies, etc., (2) practitioners 
licensed by law to prescribe or administer barbi- 
turates or amphetamines who have such drugs in their 
possession for use in the course of their profes- 
sional practice, etc. Prohibits the delivery, sale, 
or. other disposal to any person not so authorized 
to possess such drugs. Effective 160 days after 
enactment,

Requires the Secretary of Agriculture to pre- 
scribe standards for identification, packaging, 
quality, and sanitation of imported food for human 
consumption similar to those applicable in the United 
States, on his own motion or request of domestic 
producers, etc. Forbids entry of such products 
unless they comply with the standards and are so 
certified.

Directs the Secretary of Agriculture to make 
available at the storage centers such edibles as 
are necessary to carry out this program.

Affairs). 


Provides a $100 per month pension for veterans 
of World War I [amending U. S. C. 38:ch. 15]. 
H.R. 347. Mr. Coad; January 7, 1959 (Education 
and Labor). 


Increases the protein requirement for the 
School lunch program by one ounce. 


H. R. 348. Mr. Coad; January 7, 1959 (Education 


and Labor). 
See Digest of H. R. 14, 
H. R. 349, 


Mr. Coad; January 7, 1959 (Banking and 
Currency). 


Provides a reduced rate of interest for business 
loans made, under the Small Business Act, to small 
business concerns to establish or expand facilities 
utilizing surplus agricultural commodities for new 
industrial products or uses, 

H, R. 350. Mr. Cramer; January 7, 1959 (Merchant 
Marine and Fisheries). 


Authorizes the Secretary of the Interior to 
provide for the construction of a fish and wildlife 
marine laboratory and experiment station in the 
central gulf coast area of Florida. 

H. R. 351. Mr. Dingell; January 7, 1959 (Judiciary). 

Protects the right of individuals to be free 
from discrimination or segregation by reason of 
race, color, religion, or national origin. 

Title I: Federal Antilynching Act - The 
assemblage of two or more persons which shall, with- 
out authority of law, (1) commit violence upon the 
person of any citizen because of his race, creed, 
color, national origin, ancestry, language, or 
religion, or (2) exercise by physical violence, any 
power of correction overy any person in the custody 
of a peace officer or suspected of, charged with, 
or convicted of the commission of any criminal 
offense, with the purpose or consequence of prevent- 
ing the apprehension or trial or punishment by law 
of such person, or of imposing a punishment not 
authorized by law, shall constitute lynching. The 
maximum penalty for aiding or committing a lynching 
is $10,000 fine and/or 20 years' imprisonment. A 
State or local officer failing through neglect, etc., 
to prevent a lynching, or to apprehend or prosecute 
any member of a lynching mob, shall be punished by 
a $5,000 fine and/or 5 years' imprisonment. Any 
governmental subdivision failing through neglect, 
etc., to prevent a lynching or a seizure and abduc- 
tion followed elsewhere by a lynching, shall be 
liable for $2,000 to $10,000 in damages, recoverable 
in a civil action by the claimant or by the United 
States in his behalf. The interstate transporta- 
tion of persons with a view to lynching is made 
subject to the penalties provided in the Lindbergh 
kidnapping law (i.e., death or imprisonment). 

Title II: Strengthens the individual's rights 
to liberty, security, citizenship and its privileges. 
Provides for criminal punishment to any person who 
injures, oppresses, threatens, or intimidates any 
inhabitant of any State, Territory, or District in 
the free exercise or enjoyment of any right or 
privilege secured to him by the Constitution or laws 
of the United States, or because of his having so 
exercised the same, or if any person goes in dis- 
guise on the highway, or on the premises of another, 
with intent to prevent or hinder his free exercise 
or enjoyment of any right or privilege so secured. 
Increases the criminal penalties from $1,000 fine 
to $10,000 and imprisonment from 1 year to 20 years,

or both, to any person who under color of law 
deprives any inhabitant of any State, Territory, or 
District of any rights or privileges, or subjects 
such inhabitant to different punishments or other 
wrongful conduct which shall cause the death or 
maiming of the person so injured or wronged. Pro- 
vides for protection of right to political participa- 
tion, Prohibits discrimination or segregation in 
interstate transportation [amending U. S. C. 8:31;

Title III: National Act Against Discrimination 
in Employment - Makes it an unlawful employment 
practice: (1) for an employer of more than 50 per- 
sons to refuse to hire, to discharge, or otherwise 
discriminate in employment, because of race, religion, 
color, national origin, or ancestry, or to obtain 
assistance in hiring from sources discriminating 
for such reasons; (2) for a labor union of 50 or 
more members, on the same grounds, to discriminate 
or to limit, segregate, or classify membership so 
as to adversely affect employees or applicants for 
employment; and (3) for an employer or a labor 
union to discharge, expel or otherwise discriminate 
against any person because he has opposed an unlaw- 
ful practice or has filed a charge, testified, 
participated or assisted in any proceeding under 
this title. 

Establishes a National Commission Against Dis- 
crimination in Employment, of 7 members, appointed 
by the President with the consent of the Senate, at 
$10,000 annual salary each, to investigate, con- 
ciliate and adjudicate complaints of such unfair 
employment practices, to order their cessation and 
appropriate affirmative action, including hiring 


or reinstatement of employees with or without back 


pay. The Commission may petition circuit courts of 
appeals to enforce certain orders, etc., and parties 
aggrieved by orders of the Commission may obtain 
review by those courts. 

In the case of orders directed against the 
Federal Government, the Commission may request the 
President to act. The President amy establish 
regulations to prevent any unlawful practice by any 
person who makes a contract with the United States 
which requires the employment of 50 persons, 

Veterans' preferences are not affected. 

Title IV: Provides that there shall be no 
discrimination against or segregation of any person 
in the armed services of the United States, or the 
units thereof, or the reserve components thereof, 
by reason of race, religion, color, or national 
origin of such person, 

Title V: Educational Opportunities Act of 
1959 - Declares Federal policy of providing equal 
educational opportunity to all citizens without 
regard to race, color, religion (except sectarian 
schools), or national origin, Makes it an unfair 
educational practice for any post-secondary school 
to discriminate against admission of any student 
because of race, color, religion (except sectarian 
schools), or national origin or for participating 
in proceedings under this title. Sectarian schools 
shall certify themselves as such to the Commissioner 
of Education, Any person claiming discrimination 
may complain to the Commissioner, who shall investi- 
gate the matter. If there is probable cause for 
the complaint the Commissioner shall informally 
try to eliminate the discrimination, Failing this, 
he shall conduct a hearing and if discrimination is 
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found, he shall issue an order terminating all 
Federal aid to the discriminating school, Provides 
review in the Circuit Court of Appeals in conformity 
with Section 10 of the Administrative Procedure 

Act. This Act shall take effect at the beginning 

of the semester or academic year following its 
enactment for each educational institution to which 
it is applicable. In providing financial assist- 
ance for local educational agencies in areas affected 
by Federal activities, the Commissioner shall not 
make any payments or certify for any payments any 
local educational agency which discriminates among 
pupils or prospective pupils by reason of their 
race, religion, color, or national origin or segre- 
gates pupils or prospective pupils by virtue there- 
of [amending Public Law 815 and 874, 8lst Congress]. 

Title VI: Federal Anti-Poll-Tax Act - Makes 
it unlawful for any individual, State, municipality, 
or other governmental subdivision to require payment 
of a poll tax as a prerequisite for voting at a 
Federal election, 

Title VII: Prohibits segregation and dis- 
crimination in housing because of race, religion, 
color, or national origin, 

Title VIII: Extends the functions of the Com- 
mission on Civil Rights to include the gathering of 
timely information concerning social and legal de- 
velopment affecting the civil rights of individuals. 
Provides for an increase in the personnel of the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation to the extent necessary 
to carry out their duties with respect to civil 
rights investigations. Provides for the creation 
of a Joint Congressional Committee on Civil Rights 
to make a continuing study of matters relating to 
civil rights. 
H, R. 352. Mr. Dingell; January 7, 1959 (Judiciary). 

Permits the Attorney General to initiate in the 
name of the United States civil actions to prevent 
conspiracies which interfere with civil rights of 
any person, Confers jurisdiction of such actions 
on Federal district courts without regard to whether 
the party aggrieved has exhausted other remedies, 

H, R. 353. Mr, Dingell; January 7, 1959 (Judiciary). 

Federal Antilynching Act - The assemblage of 
two or more persons which shall, without authority 
of law (1) commit violence upon the person of any 
citizen because of his race, creed, color, national 
origin,ancestry, language, or religion, or (2) exer- 
cise by physical violence, any power of correction 
over any person in the custody of a peace officer 
or suspected of, charged with, or convicted of the 
commission of any criminal offense, with the purpose 
or consequence of preventing the apprehension or 
trial or punishment not authorized by law, shall 
constitute lynching. Any person who is a member of 
a lynch mob or who shall instigate, aid, or commit 
a lynching, shall be subject to $1,000 fine and/or 
imprisonment for one year. If the lynching results 
in death or serious physical or mental injury, the 
maximum penalty shall be $10,000 fine and/or 20 years 
imprisonment, A State or local officer knowingly 
or through neglect, etc., failing to prevent a lynch- 
ing, or to apprehend or prosecute any member of a 
lynch mob, shall be punished by a $5,000 fine and/or 
5 years imprisonment. The United States or any 





Governmental subdivision failing to prevent a lynch- 
ing, or a Seizure and abduction followed elsewhere 
by a lynching, or persons instigating or participat- 
ing in a lynching, shall be liable for damages. In 
cases of death or violent physical or mental injury, 
the judgment shall be not less than $2,000, The 
interstate transportation of persons with a view to 
lynching is made subject to the penalties provided 
in the Lindbergh kidnapping law (i.e., death or 
imprisonment) [amending U, S, C. 18:201, 1202]. 

H, R. 354, Mr. Dingell; January 7, 1959 (Education 
and Labor). 


Federal Equality of Opportunity in Employment 
Act - Makes the right to employment without dis- 
crimination a Federal right. Makes it an unlawful 
employment practice: (1) for an employer of more 
than 50 persons to discriminate in employment, be- 
cause of race, religion, color, national origin, or 
ancestry or to obtain assistance in hiring from 
sources discriminating for such reasons; (2) for a 
labor union of 50 or more members, on the same grounds 
to discriminate or to limit, segregate, or classify 
membership in any way which would adversely affect 
employees or applicants for employment or to cause 
or attempt to force an employer to discriminate 
against an individual; (3) for an employer or a labor 
union to discharge, expel, or otherwise discriminate 
against any person because he has opposed an unlaw- 
ful practice or has filed a charge, testified, 
participated, or assisted in any proceeding, under 
this Act; and (4) for an employment agency to fail 
or refuse to properly classify or refer for employ- 
ment because of race, religion, color, or national 
origin. 

Establishes a Commission known as the Equality 
of Opportunity in Employment Commission of 7 members, 
appointed by the President with the consent of the 
Senate, to investigate, conciliate and adjudicate 
complaints of such unfair employment practices, to 
order their cessation and appropriate affirmative 
action, including hiring or reinstatement of employees 
with or without back pay. Prohibits any member of 
the Commission who files a charge of unlawful employ- 
ment from participating in the hearing or trial. 
Gives the President power to provide for regulation 
on unlawful employment practices relating to a Govern- 
ment contract which requires the employment of at 
least 50 persons, The Commission may petition circuit 
courts of appeals to enforce certain orders, etc., 
and parties aggrieved by orders of the Commission 
may obtain review. Gives the Congress the right by 
concurrent resolution to disapprove a regulation, 
amendment, or rescission of the Commission, 
H. R. 355. Mr. Dorn of New York; January 7, 1959 
(Judiciary). 


Provides that newspapermen directly involved in 
the gathering or presenting of news shall not be 
required to disclose the source of any information 
in any court, House of Congress, or committee of 
the Congress unless such disclosure is deemed nec- 
essary in the interest of national security [amend- 
ing U. S, C. 2:192; 28:ch, 119], 


H. R. 356. Mr, Elliott; January 7, 1959 (Educa- 


tion and Labor). 


Establishes a Presidential Study Commission on 
Problems of the Blind to consist of 21 members 
appointed from among persons who are widely recog- 
nized for their knowledge of, or experience or 
interest in, problems relating to blindness and the 
needs of blind persons, Directs the Commission to 
make a broad and comprehensive study, analysis, and 
assessment of existing knowledge, programs, and 
activities relating to blindness and the needs of 
blind persons, including such matters as medical 
advances in the prevention of blindness, restora- 
tion of sight and utilization of residual sight; 
and current contributions to the economic, social 
educational, recreational, cultural, and vocational 
advancement of the blind made by public and volun- 
tary agencies. Requires the filing of reports, the 
final one required by January 31, 1960. Authorizes 
necessary appropriations, 

H, R. 357, Mr. Elliott; January 7, 1959 (Education 
and Labor). 


General Extension Act - Authorizes an appropria- 
tion of $1,020,000 annually for the extension of 
educational resources and facilities of the land- 
grant colleges and State universities through general 
extension programs, Authorizes an additional sum 
of $8,000,000 for the first fiscal year and such 
sums as may be deemed proper in succeeding years, 
Provides that administration of this Act at the Fed- 
eral level be accomplished through the establishment 
of a Division of General Extension in the Office 
of Education in the Department of Health, Education, 
and Welfare. 


H. R. 3586. Mr. Elliott; January 7, 1959 (Ways and 
Means), 


Changes the Internal Revenue Code of 1954 with 
respect to the tax treatment of amounts realized 
from the disposal of iron ore with a retained eco- 
nomic interest [amending U. S. C. 26:631(c)]. 

H. R. 359, Mr, Elliott; January 7, 1959 (Veterans' 
Affairs). 


Provides for the payment of pensions for non- 
service-connected permanent and total disability 
to veterans who have served less than 90 days but 
have a disability due to such service for which 
compensation would be payable if 10 percent or 
more in degree. 

H. R. 360, Mr. Elliott; January 7, 1959 (Education 
and Labor). 


Provides for the admission to Saint Elizabeths 
Hospital in the District of Columbia of citizens of 
the United States whose residence in a State, Terri- 
tory, or the District of Columbia is impossible to 
ascertain and who are adjudged insane in foreign 
countries.

and Labor). 


Rehabilitation Act of 1959 - Provides under 
the Vocational Rehabilitation Act that, in order 
to eliminate the need for certain expensive institu- 
tional care, appropriatioms of Federal funds are 
to be makde the States for (1) independent living 
rehabilitation services for the purpose of assist- 
ing the States in rehabilitating handicapped individ- 
uals; (2) workshops and rehabilitation facilities 
whereby these handicapped individuals may be 
encouraged and prepared for engagement in remunera- 
tive employment to the extent of their capabilities. 
Sets forth formulae for determining the amount 
of Federal funds to be granted the States for the 
aforementioned purposes and requires the States to 
meet certain conditions as a prerequisite to receiv- 
ing the grants [amending U. S. C. 29:ch. 4].

Natural Gas Act Amendments of 1959 - Exempts 
from regulation under the Natural Gas Act the trans- 
portation and the sale of natural gas in or within 
the vicinity of the field or fields where produced, 
and persons engaged therein,except the sale of 
natural gas under producer contracts. Defines new 
terms such as “producer contract" to mean a contract 
for the sale of natural gas to a natural-gas com- 
pany for transportation in interstate commerce for 
resale, or a renegotiation or other amendment there- 
of, where the sale occurs in or within the vicinity 
of the field or fields where produced at or prior 
to the commencement of such transportation in inter- 
state commerce. 

Specifically provides that nothing in this Act 
shall impair the taxing or conservation powers of 
any State or local authority. 
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Elliott; January 7, 1959 (Agriculture). 


Sets out new provisions pertaining only to new 
producer contracts. Provides that it shall be unlaw- 
ful to include one or more of certain types of 
indefinite pricing clauses in any new producer con- 
tract or to amend any producer contract by adding 
any such indefinite pricing clause to its provisions 
and any such indefinite pricing clause in a new 
producer contract shall be unenforceable for any 
purpose by or against any party to such contract or 
such amendment, such as “spiral escalation clause" 
under the terms of which the price of the natural 
gas is or may be increased in the event the resale 
rates of the purchaser under the contract are 
increased, 

Provides that the Commission shall not have 
authority to suspend the rate charge, classification 
or service for the sale of natural gas for resale 
for industrial use only, 

Requires any natural-gas company which executes 
a new producer contract after date of enactment to 
file copies of such contract with the Commission with- 
in 30 days after its execution or, if it was executed 
prior to such date, then within 30 days after such 
date. Sets out further procedures for such contracts. 

Provides that the Federal Power Commission shall 
have, with certain exceptions, no jurisdiction over 
the price paid by a natural-gas company under any 
producer contract which contains an indefinite pric- 
ing clause, unless such indefinite pricing clause 
operates to increase the price of natural gas under 
such producer contract after the date these pro- 
visions take effect. Makes further provisions per- 
taining to increases resuiting from indefinite pricing 
clauses. 

Sets out standards which shall control the 
determination of the reasonable market price of 
natural gas under any provision of this Act, e. g., 
the Commission shall recognize the fact that natural 
gas is a commodity, and shall not consider costs or 
use the public utility rate base cost-of-service 
concept or formula, etc. Declares invalid any pro- 
vision of a producer contract which permits the 
cancellation of the contract, or the cessation or 
reduction of deliveries thereunder, becasue of the 
assertion of Federal governmental jurisdiction over 
such contract, or either party thereto in relation 
to any matter concerning such contract. Prohibits 
the natural-gas company paying or the seller 
receiving any price for natural gas in excess of a 
price which the natural-gas company is so obligated 
to pay. Makes other technical amendments [amending 
U. S. C. 15:717a, 717b].

Gold Redemption Act - Makes the dollar the 
standard monetary unit of the United States con- 
sisting of 15-5/21 grains of gold 9/10 fine. Pro- 
vides that gold be freely coined and issued upon 
demand in any amount not less than $100 and that all 
money issued by the banks be maintained on a parity 
with the standard gold dollar by freedom of exchange 





at face value with standard gold bullion or coin at 
the United States Treasury. Provides that gold 

coins be in denominations not less than $10 as may 

be prescribed by the Secretary of the Treasury. Pro- 
vides that all legally issued currency issued by the 
Treasury (with certain named exceptions) have the 
quality of full legal tender and makes any legal 
currency of the United States redeemable in gold 

coins on demand at the Treasury Department. Makes 
standard gold bullion, gold coin, gold certificates, 
silver coin, silver certificates, minor coin and 
United States notes, lawful money for reserves against 
deposits in Federal Reserve banks and requires lawful 
reserves of not less than 25 percent be held against 
their deposit by Federal Reserve Banks and requires 
such lawful reserves and the 5 percent redemption 

fund held against Federal Reserve to consist of gold 
bullion, coin, or certificates. Provides that Federal 
Reserve notes be receivable for all debts, public 

and private. Makes all existing obligations payable 
in gold dollars, Repeals certain existing laws in 
conflict with this Act.

in which it is a member of or contributes to any 
organization or association which engages in any 
such activity [amending U. S, C. 26:501(c) (12)].

Provides that the gain from the sale of real 
property held for one year or more shall be considered 
as the gain from the sale of a capital asset held 
for more than six months for income tax purposes.

(not to exceed 15 percent) the taxpayer held the 
property [amending U. S. C. 26:1201, ch. 1, subch. 

P, pt. I; ch. 1, subch. P, pt. IV). 
H, R. 372, Mr. Hiestand; January 7, 1959 (Agri- 
culture). 


Rural Electrification Act Amendments - Pro- 
vides that the rate of interest to be paid on loans 
extended by the R. E. A. shall be equal to the 
average rate payable by the United States on its 
obligations, having a maturity of ten years or more 
(now 2 percent per annum).

H. R. 373. Mr. Hiestand; January 7, 1959 (Educa- 
tion and Labor). 


Provides for election of union officials within 
4-year periods by popular vote of the membership 
through secret ballot. Confers jurisdiction on the 
National Labor Relations Board to consider individual 
petitions that union officials have been illegally 
elected, 

Directs that, upon petition of at least 15 per- 
cent of the members of a labor organization, the 
Board shall conduct a secret-ballot vote of the mem- 
bers to determine the question of recalling any 
officer named in the petition. Limits recall elec- 
tions to one per year. 

Provides for the National Relations Board to 
conduct secret elections upon request of a petition 
signed by a minimum 15 percent of the labor union 
members with respect to the following: (a) amendment, 
modification, or repeal of provisions of the union 
constitution or union rules and regulations; (b) amend- 
ment, modification or vetoing decisions of union 
officials on question of dues, initiation fees, 
assessments, union salaries, fines, suspensions, 
expulsions, union benefits, support of nonunion activ- 
ities, etc. Prohibits National Labor Relations Board 
elections hereunder on matters involved in collective 
bargaining negotiations or on subjects permitted by 
union constitution, bylaws, or other governing rules. 
Limits referendums to one during any eighteen-month 
period, 

Provides for referendum by the National Labor 
Relations Board where petitioned by a minimum 15 
percent of employees in the labor unit involved on 
questions of calling or continuing strikes. Requires 
the labor organization to give 30-days' notice of a 
strike to the Board, the employer, and the union 
members. Removes the protection of the NLRB from 
any employee who particpates in a strike after 
majority vote against the same, 

Directs that only members of a labor organiza- 
tion or an individual organization acting on behalf 
of such members, may file a petition with the NLRB 
with respect to paragraphs 2 and 3 supra, and express- 
ly denies such right to employers. 

Specifies that trusteeships by national, inter- 
national or other labor organization of local or 
constituent units may be established if (a) such 
action is taken in accordance with the provisions 
of the constitution, etc., of such labor organiza- 
tion; and (b) if the funds, etc., are used exclusively 
in connection with the affairs of the local union 
and for the benefit thereof. Provides that no trustee- 
ship shall continue for more than one year, and no 
such trusteeship shall be established until at least 
six months have elapsed since the preceding trustee- 
ship. Authorizes trustees to conduct election, 
where applicable, for new union officials. Permits 
union members to institute legal action on behalf 
of local union to compel compliance with provisions 
hereof. 

Establishes NLRB protection for union members 
who have, in violation of the constitution or other 
governing rules of the union, been depreived of the 
right to vote in union elections through disciplinary 
action of union officials.

Prohibits the carrying out of labor union agree- 
ments for monopolistic allocation of territory 
among labor organziations. 

Prohibits collective bargaining agreements for 
a period in excess of two years unless approved by 
majority vote of union membership, and prohibits 
provisions in the same waiving union member's rights 
to strike unless provisions have been approved by 
secret ballot vote. 

Directs registration of employee welfare plans 
with the Securities and Exchange Commission. Pro- 
vides that the Commission shall make available for 
public inspection at its principal office the regis- 
tration and annual reports filed hereunder. 

Provides civil and criminal penalties for non- 
compliance herewith. 

Establishes additional unfair labor practice 
where provisions relating to notification of strikes 
or referendum on strike are violated. Directs that 
representation elections may be held during period 
covered by collective bargaining agreement but pro- 
vides that terms and conditions of collective bargain- 
ing agreement continue without regard to results of 
such elections, Permits representation elections 
where labor organization is determined to be 
no longer eligible to represent employees. Provides 
that Secretary of Labor shall make information 
required to be filed by labor organizations to obtain 
certification, available to the public. 

Makes it illegal for employer representatives 
to transmit any money or thing of value to repre- 
sentatives of his employees, and makes it illegal 
for representatives of employees to receive from 
employer representatives any money or thing of value.

Services). 


Provides a standard of loyalty to the United 
States Government for military personnel. Prescribes 
procedures for the determination of loyalty of such 
personnel, Sets up hearing, boards of inquiry, 
criteria for the determination of reasonable doubts 
as to loyalty, and provides for a board of review. 


H, R. 375. Mr. Hiestand; January 7, 1959 (Armed 
Services), 


Anti-Military Aircraft Workshop Competition 
Act - Declares it to be the policy of the Federal 
Government to encourage private competitive enter- 
prise and the policy of Congress that the military 
departments shall not engage, except where necessary, 
in aircraft maintenance, overhaul, or modification. 

Directs the President to issue rules, regulations 
and instructions to carry out the policy of the Act 
and directs the Secretary of Defense to receive and 
examine reports from the public of military competi- 
tion with the aircraft industry. 

Provides for the Secretary of Defense to submit 
to the Director of the Bureau of the Budget reports 
in detail of new major aircraft maintenance, overhaul 
or modification operations which can be accomplished 
by private enterprise. Provides that such reports 
shall be reviewed by the Director to determine 
whether such activity would be consistent with the 
policy declared herein and forwarded with his opinion 
to the President. 








Authorizes the President to exempt the Armed 
Forces from compliance therewith under such condi- 
tions as he may prescribe.

Immigration and Passport Security Act - Gives 
the Attorney General all the powers, duties, and 
functions now exercised by the Secretary of State 
under the Immigration and Nationality Act with respect 
to the issuance and revocation of visas except diplo- 
matic visas, Denies admission to nationals of for- 
eign States which refuse to accept deportees, 
Provides for the detention and supervision of 
deportees, Requires the Attorney General to make 
annual reports on waivers made each year. Requires 
a central index of aliens entering in the country. 
Sets up procedures for passport security.

Authorizes investigative officers of the United 
States,with the approval of the Attorney General, to 
intercept and disclose under stated conditions wire 
and radio communications in the detection and prose- 
cution of offenses against the security of the 
United States.

(Judiciary). 


Makes labor organizations subject to the anti- 
trust laws [repealing U. S. C. 15:17; 29:52; amend- 
ing U. S. C. 29:101, 113]. 


H, R. 379. Mr. Hiestand; January 7, 1959 (Interstate 
and Foreign Commerce). 


Authorizes the return to the grantor of 
property now held by the Alien Property Custodian 
which resulted from payments or the right to 
receive payments out of a trust fund established 
prior to December 7, 1941, by a United States 
citizen for the benefit of a national of Germany 
or Austria [amending U. S. C. 50:32]. 


H. R. 360. Mr. Hiestand; January 7, 1959 (Rules). 


Establishes a Joint Committee on Foreign 
Intelligence to be composed of five members of the 
Senate and nine members of the House, Requires the 
Joint Committee to make a continuing study of all 
aspects of the foreign intelligence activities of 
the Government. Provides that the Director of the 
Central Intelligence Agency shall keep the Joint 
Committee fully and currently informed with respect 
to the Agency's activities. Authorizes the committee 
to hold hearings, to subpena witnesses, etc. Further 
authorizes necessary appropriations, 


H. R. 361. Mr. Johnson of Wisconsin: January 7, 
1959 (Agriculture). 


National Food Allotment Act - Directs that the 
Secretary of Agriculture shall establish a national 
food-allotment program under which he may issue to 
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households applying therefor food-allotment coupons 
which shall be transferrable to mercantile establish- 
ments in exchange for food at the prices currently 
prevailing in the establishment of the transferee ami 
shall be redeemable at face value upon presentation 
to the Treasury by any authorized transferee thereof. 
Provides that the face value of the food-allot- 
ment coupons which may be sold to any household shall 
be not greater than the prevailing retail cost of 
the basic food allotment of such household less the 
prevailing retail cost of (a) the food produced and 
consumed by such household or which, in the opinion 
of the Secretary, should be produced by such house- 
hold consumption, and (b) to the extent that the 
Secretary determines that such deduction is consistent 
with the purposes hereof, the food consumed by members 
of such household in meals eaten outside of such house- 
hold, Provides that the price to be charged to various 
households for food-allotment coupons shall be not 
more than 30 percent of the household income. 
Prohibits discrimination in the issuance or 
utilization of food-allotment coupons. 
Provides for the registration of food dealers 
who desire to cooperate in the program, 
Directs that the Secretary shall provide for 
the appointment of a Council on Nutrition to advise 
on nutritional aspects of the food-allotment program. 
Directs that the Secretary shall provide an 
educational program for improving the buying habits, 
food-utilization techniques, and food-preservation 
methods of the participants in the food-allotment 
plan, 
M. R. 362. Mr. Lane; January 7, 1959 (Judiciary). 
Declares that Congress finds that the Italian- 
American World War Veterans of the United States to 
be a national nonprofit, nonpolitical, and patriotic 
war veterans' organization whose chief aims are to 
protect and defend the Constitution and Government 
of the United States, etc., and provides that the 
said organization shall be deemed to be a recog- 
nized national veterans' organization entitled to 
certain privileges and benefits for such organiza- 
tions, 
H, R. 363, Mr. Lesinski; January 7, 1959 (Interior 
and Insular Affairs). 


Authorizes the annexation of certain real 
property of the United States by the city of 
Wyandotte, Michigan, 

H. R. 364, Mr. Lesinski; January 7, 1959 
(Judiciary). 


Strengthens the Robinson-Patman Act provisions 
relating to the burden of rebutting prima facie cases 
of unlawful price discriminations by providing that 
unless the effect of the discrimination may be sub- 
stantially to lessen competition or tend to create 
a monopoly in any line of commerce it shall be a 
complete defense for a seller to show that his lower 
price of the furnishing of services or facilities 
to any purchaser or purchasers was made in good faith 
to meet an equally low price of a competitor or the 
services or facilities furnished by a competitor 
Lamending U. S. C. 15:13(b)]. 


H. R. 365. Mr. Lesinski; January 7, 1959 (Educa- 
tion and Labor). 


School Construction Loan Act - Provides a 
supplementary program of Federal loans to assist 
States and local communities in building schools. 
Authorizes the United States Commissioner of Educa- 
tion to administer the making of such loans to 
eligible State school construction authorities and 
local educational agencies. Sets the interest rate 
on such loans at one percent per year. 

Authorizes an appropriation of $3,000,000,000 
in the aggregate for carrying out the purposes of 
this Act, Requires the Commissioner to allot to 
each State an amount which bears the same ratio 
to the total funds appropriated as the school-age 
population of the State bears to the total of the 
school-age populations of all the States (ages 5- 
17 inclusive). 

Makes a school construction authority for a 
State eligible for a loan under this Act if (1) it 
is not in default of any loan already granted under 
this Act; (2) it provides satisfactory assurances 
that all labor, etc., employed on the projects will 
be paid at least the prevailing wages in the commun- 
ity for like or similar work; and (3) it files an 
application for the loan in accordance with the 
regulations prescribed by the Commissioner, Pro- 
vides that in States which do not have a school 
construction authority a loan may be granted under 
the Act to a local educational agency if (1) the 
local education agency meets the requirements of 
(1) and (2) above; (2) the outstanding indebtedness 
of the local educational agency equals or exceeds 
50 percent of its legal debt; and (3) files an 
application in accordance with regulations prescribed 
by the Commissioner through the officer or agency 
primarily responsible for the State supervision of 
public elementary and secondary schools, Permits 
the Commissioner to delegate his functions under 
the Act to any officer or employee of the Office 
of Education except the making of regulations, Pro- 
vides assurances against Federal interference with 
any school system or local educational agency. 

H. R. 386. Mr. Lesinski; January 7, 1959 (Education 
and Labor). 


Raises the minimum wage payable under the 
Fair Labor Standards Act to $1.25 (now $1.00) an 
hour. 
H, R, 387. Mr. Lesinski; January 7, 1959 (Ways 
and Means). 


Increases the benefits payable under the 
Social Security Act by 10 percent. Provides that 
the retirement age for both men and women under such 
Act shall be age 60 (now 62 for women; 65 for men). 
Increases the rate of Social Security taxes to 
compensate for such increases [amending U. S. C. 
42:415, 416 (a); 26:1401, 3101, 3111]. 
H. R. 368. Mr. Lesinski; January 7, 1959 (Ways and 
Means). 


Repeals the retailers and manufacturers excise 
taxes and the excise taxes on facilities and services. 
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H, R. 389 


H. R. 369, Mr. Lesinski; January’ 7, 1959 (Judiciary). 


Provides for the defense of suits against 
Federal employees arising out of their operation of 
motor vehicles in the scope of their employment 
[amending U. S. C. 28:2679]. 


H, R. 390. Mr. Macdonald; January 7, 1959 (Merchant 
Marine and Fisheries). 


Federal Fisheries Assistance Act of 1959 - 
Permits the Secretary (Secretary of the Interior) 
to pay construction-differential subsidies to aid in 
the construction of new fishing vessels when he 
determines (1) that the applicant will aid in the 
development and improvement of the fishing trade, (2) 
that the applicant possesses qualifications for 
operating the new vessel, and (3) that the applicant 
is engaged in a distressed segment of the fishing 
trade. Provides that such subsidies may not exceed 
the excess of the construction costs of the vessel 
over the costs of the vessel if constructed in a 
foreign shipbuilding center. Limits such subsidies 
to 33% percent (50 percent under certain conditions) 
of the construction costs. Authorizes $10 million 
to carry out the above provisions. 

Authorizes $5 million for construction differ- 
ential subsidies to aid in the reconstruction or 
reconditioning of fishing vessels for the purpose 
of modernization, safety, and efficiency under 
Similar conditions. 

Authorizes $5 million to be used by the Secretary 
in making loans for up to 20 years at not less than 
3 percent interest to processors of fishery products 
in distressed segments of the fishing trade.

Repeals effective March 1, 1958, the manu- 
facturers' excise tax on automobiles, parts, and 
accessories.

(now 10 percent until July 1, 1972 then reduced to 
5 percent). 

Provides that the excise tax on buses, trucks, 
etc., received after February 28, 1958, shall be 
transferred to the Highway Trust Fund, 5 percent 
attributable to liability incurred before March 1, 
1958 excepted.

Area Redevelopment Act - Establishes an Area 
Redevelopment Administration headed by an Adminis- 
trator, appointed by the President, with the advice 
and consent of the Senate. Provides for the estab- 
lishment of a Government Advisory Committee, a 
National Public Advisory Committee, and ad hoc 


committees of representatives of parties in interest 
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from any industries in which employment has dropped 
substantially over an extended period of years, 

Authorizes the /iministrator of the Area Re- 
development Administration to designate areas meet- 
ing the standards defined in the Act, Requires such 
area to be designated as an “industrial redevelop- 
ment area” or as a “rural redevelopment area", Re- 
quires an industrial redevelopment area to meet at 
least one of the following tests: (1) have at least 
12 percent of the labor force unemployed for the 
preceding year; (2) have at least 8 percent of the 
labor force unemployed for at least 15 month pre- 
ceding such date; or (3) have at least six percent 
of the labor force unemployed at least 8 months in 
each of the preceding two years. Directs the Admin- 
istrator to designate as rural redevelopment areas 
those rural areas in which he determines that there 
exists the largest number and percentages of low- 
income farm families and there exists a condition 
of substantial and persistent underemployment, 

Authorizes the Secretary of the Treasury to 
purchase from the Administrator notes and obliga- 
tions in the amount not to exceed $275,000,000 at 
any one time to be used for loans, Provides for 
Federal assistance to redevelopment areas in the 
following ways: (1) through loans to assist in 
financing industrial and commercial projects in rural 
and industrial redevelopment areas; (2) through loans 
to assist in financing public facilities projects 
in rural and industrial redevelopment areas; and (3) 
through grants to assist in financing public facil- 
ities projects in rural and industrial redevelopment 
areas. Provides that no loan be in excess of 75 
percent of aggregate cost, or for longer than 40 
years with interest rate at cost to Administrator 
plus one percent, 

Urges Federal procurement agencies to award 
negotiated procurement contracts to firms located in 
redevelopment areas to the extent that the procure- 
ment objectives will permit. Provides for the mak- 
ing of market research and other technical informa- 
tion needed by businessmen. 

Provides for urban planning grants. Requires 
local groups to contribute to cost of project in 
proportion to their ability to contribute, Provides 
penalties of a fine up to $5,000 and/or imprisonment 
for not more than two years for making false state- 
ments, Sets up other criminal penalties. Requires 
an annual report and authorizes necessary a propria- 
tions,

School Construction Assistance Act of 1959 - 
Provides a two-year program of $2,000,000,000 in 
Federal funds to provide for school construction 
in the several States. Provides for the alloca- 
tion of these funds on the basis of each State's 
population of school age children.

Constitution or laws of the United States. 

Requires tha Attorney General to use informal 
methods to dissuade a person disclosed by an investi- 
gation from continuing to deny or interfere with 
another's civil rights. 

Permits the Attorney General to institute a 
formal action for preventive relief against persons 
who persist in interfering or denying civil rights 
to individuals after the use of informal methods, 

Prohibits the Attorney General from making 
public any admission or other statement by the person 
complained of or disclosing the name of the complain- 
ant unless he deems such disclosure necessary for 
the performance of his duties. 




















Authorizes the Attorney General, upon written 
request of any State or Territory, or agency thereof, 
to institute the aforementioned legal proceedings 
whenever such authorities allege’ that any person or 
persons are preventing or hindering, or threatening 
to prevent or hinder, or conspiring to prevent or 
hinder, such authorities from giving or securing 
to any individual or group of individuals or asso- 
ciation his or its right to equal protection of the 
laws. 

Further authorizes the Attorney General to

Grants jurisdiction in civil rights proceedings 
under this Act to the Federal district courts. 

Assures a person cited for contempt under this 
Act of the right to competent cousel and witnesses, 
and if such person is financially unable to obtain 
counsel, requires the court to provide competent 
cousenl., 

Sets the penalties upon conviction of criminal 
contempt arising from prosecution under this Act at 
a fine of $1,000 or 6 months imprisonment, or both. 
Permits the trial of contempt proceedings without a 
jury; but in the event the trial before a judge 
without a jury results in a fine exceeding $300 or 
imprisonment in excess of 45 days, entitles the 
accused to a trial de novo before a jury, 

Makes the penalty section of this Act inapplicable 
in the case of contempts committed in the presence 
of the court, 

Provides that nothing in the Act shall deprive 
the courts of their power, by civil contempt proceed- 
ings, without a jury, to secure compliance with or to 
prevent obstruction of any lawful writ, order, rule, 
etc., of the court in accordance with the prevailing 
usages of law and equity, including the power of 
detention,

Authorizes the purchase of Obligations of local edu- 
cational agencies during the fiscal year beginning 
July 1, 1959 and each of the three succeeding fiscal 
years where such agencies are unable to obtain such 
financing on reasonable terms from other sources. 
Authorizes $300,000,000 as initial capital for the 
School Bond Purchase Fund (herein created) which 
shall serve as a revolving fund to be used by the 
Commissioner of Education for the purchase of obli- 
gations. Limits the aggregate amount of obligations 


which may be purchased to $750,000,000 and the share 
for each State shall not exceed 15 percent of the 
aggregate principal amount of purchased obligations, 
Sets forth conditions as prerequisite to Federal 
bond purchase. 

Federal credit assistance to State school- 
financing agencies: Authorizes the Commissioner of 
Education to enter into agreements on behalf of the 
United States with State school-financing agencies 
for making advances to reserve funds established by 
such agencies to help assure payment of obligations 
issued by them to finance the construction of school 
facilities for use and ultimate ownership by local 
educational agencies. Stipulates conditions to agree- 
ments and provides for the establishment of a reserve 
fund in which Federal and State matching funds shall 
be deposited. Authorizes appropriations for fiscal 
year beginning July 1, 1959 and the next three fiscal 
years. Limits Federal advance to an aggregate 
$6,000,000, 000. 

Grants assurance against Federal interference 
in State school systems,

Depressed Areas Act - Sets up a Depressed Areas 
Administration headed by a Depressed Ateas Admin- 
istrator.

De- 
fines a depressed area as one where not less than 
9 percent of the labor force has been unemployed 
for 18 months and where not less than 6 percent of 
the labor force has been unemployed for eight years. 

Authorizes the Administrator to establish local 
industrial development committees to prepare plans 
and cost estimates for industrial and commercial 
facilities to attract new industries. Makes $100,-

public facilities. Enables the Administrator to 
make grants for construction, repair, and rehabili- 
tation of secondary roads in critical distressed 
areas, Directs the Administration in making loans 
or grants to govern the amounts or conditions by 
the amounts and conditions of grants and loans pro- 
vided for by similar Federal-State programs. 

Requires that all financing be done under 
regular Government fiscal methods and be treated as 
public debt transactions, Requires the Administra- 
tor to make available lists of services and supplies 
available in distressed areas to each agency of 
the Federal Government engaged in procurement of 
supplies and services, and make available to de- 
pressed areas technical information, market research, 
and other forms of assistance, information, and 
advice. Extends the rapid amortization provisions 
of the Internal Revenue Code to new firms and facil- 
ities in such areas. Extends unemployment compen- 
sation for an additional 13 weeks to individuals 
in depressed areas who avail themselves of retraining 
opportunities. Provides for the processing of surplus 
food into a form suitable for home or institutional 
use in depressed areas. 
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Directs the Secretary of Labor to prescribe 
wd provide suitable reemployment training, voca- 
tional education, or vocational rehabilitation 
facilities to such areas.

Defines parity-income equivalent price as the 
price per unit which when multiplied by the market- 
ing quota plus amounts used on farms where produced 
will equal the parity gross income for such 
commodity. 

Directs the Secretary upon recommendation of 
the Board to proclaim before October 15 of each 
year a National farmwide all-commodity farm marketing 
quota for the succeeding crop year based on a formula 
set forth in the Act and to conduct a referendum of 
farmers to determine whether they favor said quota. 

Extends the provisions for marketing agreements 
to include other field crops, Irish potatoes, farm 
forestry products, cattle, hogs, lambs, milk for 
manufacturing, butterfat in cream, eggs and poultry. 
Directs the Secretary and the Board when no market- 
ing agreement or order is in effect for such com- 
modity to proclaim a national individual-commodity 
marketing quota for such commodity and a group 
quota for economically related groups of such com- 
modities. Sets forth the method whereby such quotas 
Shall be determined and proclaimed. 

Provides for issuance by the Board of market- 
ing quota certificates to be used by those to whom 
issued for securing certain benefits under the Act. 
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Sets forth the procedure for making parity 
income deficiency payments as defined by the Act. 

Extends price support program for wool to 
March 31, 1963 (now due to expire 1959). 

Changes the name of the Commodity Credit 
Corporation to the Federal Farm Income Improvement 
Corporation and the Board thereof to the Federal Farm 
Income Improvement Board, Creates a Federal Farm 
Income Stabilization Board composed of public 
officials and private citizens. 

Provides that no actions initiated under the 
Act will be effective after the beginning of any 
crop or marketing year beginning after December 31, 
1962 [amending U. S. C. 7:1301, 608(c)(2), 1303, 
1782].

the ages of 16 and 19 years, Provides that the 
enrollment be for a periof of one year and sets the 
compensation at $75 per month. Authorizes the 
appropriation of $1,000,000 for the fiscal year 
beginning July 1, 1959.

Authorizes the Secretary of Health, 
Education, and Welfare, to assist States, municipal- 
ities, school districts and other local governmental 
units in eliminating denials of constitutional 
rights in public education by circulating informa- 
tion aimed at obtaining a public understanding of 
the problem; making surveys whereby segregation 
shall be eliminated in public schools; meeting and 
discussing with State and local representatives 
ways and means of eliminating segregation in public 
schools; making reports to Congress on the progress 
being made, etc. 

Provides that the Secretary shall maintain 
specialists to assist in the plans for eliminating 
segregation in public education. Permits reimburse- 
mnt to local officials and representatives carry- 
ing Out authorized functions of the Secretary for 
travel expenses and subsistence. 

Authorizes appropriations beginning July 1, 
1959 and for each of the 4 succeeding fiscal years 
amounts not to exceed $2,500,000 for carrying out 
purposes of Title II. 

Title III. Authorizes grants to States, 
mnicipalities, and school districts to assist in 
meting the cost of additional educational measures 
udertaken in an effort to eliminate segregation in 
public schools. 

Title IV. Provides that the Secretary shall 
prepare tentative plans for the elimination of 
Segregation in public education and forward such 
plans to the Governor, mayor or other appropriate 
officials for their concurrence. 

Provides that where State and local officials 
do not agree to the plans submitted to them by the 
Secretary hearings are to be held at the conclusions 
of which the Secretary shall prepare and issue an 
approved plan for the elimination of segregation, 

Authorizes appropriations for the fiscal year

_ Title V Authorizes the Attorney General to 
institute for or in the name of the United States 
icivil action or other proceeding for preventive 
relief, including an application for an injunction 
other order, against State officials to enforce 
compliance with the approved plans for integration.

Title VI. Authorizes the Attorney General to 
institute for or in the name of the United States 
a civil action or other proceeding for relief against 
any individual who deprives or threatens to deprive 
a person or group of persons of the right to equal 
protection of the laws by reason of race, color, 
religion, or national origin.

Makes 
the United States liable for any damage (which is 
not the result of willful misconduct or gross 
negligence) to the property of any fire department, 
city, village, or fire department which occurs 
while a volunteer fire department is using such 
property in rendering assistance on real property 
under the exclusive jurisdiction of the United 
States.

Authorizes the sum of $500,000 to be used in 
assisting public and other non-profit institutions 
and organizations in carrying out research, etc., 
relating to problems of senior citizens. Limits 
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such assistance to $30,000 to any one institution, 
Authorizes the establishment of Advisory Committees 
on Aging and Geriatrics to advise and assist the 
Secretary of Health, Fducation, and Welfare, in 
the administration of this Act. 

Provides that the Secretary, after reasonable 
notice and opportunity for hearing, finds that a 
State officer or agency is not complying substan- 
tially with the provisions under which grants are 
made, may withhold payments to the State. Permits 
any State dissatisfied with the Secretary's action 
to appeal to the United States Circuit Court of 
Appeals. 

Directs the Secretary of Health, Education, 
and Welfare to call a national conference on problems 
of senior citizens to be held not later than 1960, 
Requires a cumulative report by the Secretary of 
Health, Education, and Welfare sent to the President 
for transmission to the Congress.

Pro- 
vides for the ranks, grades, and ratings of such 
personnel to be as prescribed for personnel of the 
Coast Guard. 

Authorizes the Secretary to determine the num- 
ber of persons to be enrolled for training, to fix 
the rates of pay, to establish schools and training 
stations, to prescribe courses and periods of train- 
ing and to employ temporary civilian instructors.

Depository Library Act of 1959 - Defines the 
term "Government publication" as informational 
matter published as an individual document at Govern- 
ment expense, or as required by law. 

Provides that certain Government publications 
shall be made available to depository libraries 
through the facilities of the Superintendent of 
Documents for public information. 

Requires components of the Government to furnish 
the Superintendent of Documents with a list of certain 
publications issued during the previous month which 
were obtained from sources other than the Government 
Printing Office. 

Provides that the designation of a library to 
replace any one of not more than two depository 
libraries, other than those specifically designated 
by law, may be made only when the library to be 
replaced shall cease to exist or when» the Superin- 
tendent of Documents determines that it no longer 
fulfills the conditions provided by law for depository 
libraries, 

Provides that the components of the Government 
printing publications shall, upon the request of the 
Superintendent of Documents, either increase or 
decrease the number of copies of publications furnished 
for distribution to depository libraries so that the 
number of copies sent to the Superintendent of Docu- 
ments shall be equal to the number of libraries on 
the list, with certain limitations. 

Provides that each new depository library be 
able to provide custody and service for depository 
materials and be located in an area where it can best 
serve the public need, and not in an area already 
adequately served by existing depository libraries, 

Requires the depository libraries to make reports 
to the Superintendent of Documents at least every two 
years concerning the condition.of each and make 
firsthand investigation of conditions for which need 
is indicated; the results of such investigations to 
be included in the annual report of vthe Superintendent 
of Documents. 

Enumerates the conditions upon which the deposi- 
tory libraries may be deleted from the Superintendent 
of Document's list. 
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Upon certification of the head of the Department, 
permits additional depository libraries within the 
executive departments to be designated to the extent 
that the number so designated shall not exceed the 
number of major bureaus or divisions of such depart- 
ments. 

Requires publications of a permanent nature 
furnished to the officers of the United States Govern- 
mnt for their official use be stamped “Property of 
the United States" and further requires that these 
publications be preserved by such officers and by 
them delivered to their successors in office as a 
part of the property appertaining to the office. 

Provides that Government publications furnished 
to depository libraries be made available to the 
public without cost, Permits the disposal, as pro- 
vided by law, of Government publications after 
retention for a minimum period of 5 years. 

Requires libraries not served by a regional 
depository library, or regionals depository libraries 
themselves, to microfacsimile or otherwise retain 
the printed form of the document unless superseded 
or otherwise made obsolete, 

Provides that up to two depository libraries in 
each State, Commonwealth, and Territory be designated 
as regional depositories. Such libraries shall receive 
from the Superintendent of Documents copies of all 
new and revised Government publications authorized 
for distribution to depository libraries; and in 
addition shall be entitled to receive a microfacsimile 
copy of those Government publications which have been 
determined suitable for such form of reproduction and 
which can be furnished by the Superintendent within 
the limit of available appropriations. 

Designation of regional depository libraries 
shall be made by the members of Congress, etc., who 
shall first ascertain from the head of the library 
to be so designated that the library will, among other 
things, retain at least one copy of all Government 
publications; and within the region served, provide 
interlibrary loan, reference service and other assist- 
ance to other depository libraries within the region. 
H, R. 520. Mr. Hiestand; January 7, 1959 (Public 
Works). 


Repeals sections of the Water Pollution Control 
Act relating to loans to States and municipalities 
for sewage treatment works and providing for the 
review of surveys, studies and loan applications by 
the Surgeon General [repealing U. S. C. 33:466d, e].

(Agriculture). 


Directs the Board of Directors of the Federal 
Crop Insurance Corporation to fix the premiums for 
insurance issued by such Corporation in an amount 
which in the opinion of such Board will be sufficeint 
(1) to pay the operating expenses of the Corporation 
arising out of its insurance activities, (2) to pay 
all claims for losses of crops covered by such insur- 
ance, and (3) to provide adequate reserves to cover 
future losses of such insured crops. 
H, R. 522. Mr. Hosmer; January 7, 1959 (Post 
Office and Civil Service). 


Repeals the dual compensation statute. Authorizes 
the Civil Service Commission to make exceptions,

under certain conditions, to the provisions of the 

law which limit to $10,000 the total annual compensa- 
tion and retired pay that a retired officer occupying 
a civilain office or position with the Government 

may receive. Directs the Commission to issue stand- 
ards and regulations governing such exceptions and

5:62; amending U. S. C. 5:59a(b)].

Provides that the Postmaster General shall not 
accept for mailing any article of merchandise weigh- 
ing less than 16 ounces when presented by the same 
sender at one time in quantities of more than 25 
such articles, unless the postage is prepared by means 
of pre-cancelled stamps or by means of meter stamps 
(amending U. S. C. 39:290a-1). 

H. R. 524, Mr. Hosmer; January 7, 1959 (Judiciary). 
Provides that whenever an application for a 
patent is pending and does not stand rejected in its 
entirety, the applicant or assignee of record may, by 
written communication t the Commissioner, request 

publication of such application. 

Authorizes the Commissioner to cause the patent 
application to be published when he deems such to 
be in the public interest. 

Provides that where an applicant states that 
an application will be abandoned upon publication, 
such application will be deemed to be abandoned as 
of the date of publication, unless the Commissioner 
of Patents extends the date of abandonment for 
such additional period or periods of time as may 
be required for the determination of any possible 
interference of such application with any other 
pending application or unexpired patent, 

Sets the publication fee at $30 [amending 
U. S.C. '35:eh, 17). 

H. R. 525. Mr. Hosmer; January 7, 1959 (Judiciary). 

Provides for the publication of pending patent 
applications upon the request of the applicant or 
owner thereof upon payment of $15, if the request 
for publication is made within 30 days after filing, 
and $30 if made 31 or more days after filing [amend- 
ing U. S. C. 39:ch. 11]. 

H. R. 526. Mr. Hosmer; January 7, 1959 (Judiciary), 

Makes unlawful the transportation of children 
in interstate commerce for permanent free care or 
for adoption unless there has been written prior 
approval of the public department responsible for 
child welfare activities in the State in which the 
prospective foster or adopting parents reside and 
such approval is certified as having been given after 
an investigation has been made of the suitability 
of the prospective adoptive home. 

Provides a penalty of up to $10,000 or imprison- 
ment for not more than five years or both for the 
placing of a child for permanent free care or for 
adoption for compensation or the coercion on entice- 
ment of a parent to place a child for permanent free 
care or adoption. Defines a child under this Act 
as an individual under the age of sixteen.

Provides that the price of whole milk and butter- 
fat shall be supported at not less than $3.25 per 
hundredweight and 58.6 cents per pound, respectively, 
during the 2 year period beginning April 1, 1959.

Amends the Soil Conservation and Domestic 
Allotment Act to provide that the Secretary of 
Agriculture shall designate local administrative 
areas as units for the administration of acreage 
allotment and marketing quota programs. 

Provides that farmers within these local areas 
shall elect annually by secret ballot from among 
their number in open meeting a local committee of 3 
members for the area, together with lst and 2nd 
alternate members who shall serve in the absence 
of the committee members. 

Requires public notice of the election to be 
given at least 2 weeks prior to the date of the 
election; nominations for candidates to be from 
the floor. 

Provides that failure of a local area to elect 
a local committee prior to the holding of a nominat- 
ing convention shall not affect the annual election 
for the county committee, but such area shall not 
be represented at the county nominating convention. 

Provides that the Chairman of the local com- 
mittee shall nominate annually 1 or more farmers 
within the county for each position on the county 
committee and for each position of alternate member 
on the county committee. 

Permits additional nominations to be made by 
petitions signed by not less than 10 farmers eligible 
to vote; county committee membership to consist of 
3 members. 

Requires the nominating convention to be called 
by the county committee then serving, giving the 
chairman of each local committee at least 2 weeks' 
notice of the date of such convention. Provides 
that the county committee then serving shall, im- 
mediately following such convention, give public 
notice of the names of the persons nominated at 
such convention and of the time and place fixed for 
the filing of additional nominating petitions and 
of the time and place fixed for the election, which 
shall be held not earlier than 15 days following 
such notice. 

Requires the election to be by secret ballot 
upon which the names of all the nominees shall appear. 

Entitles each farmer in the county to vote at 
the election; votes to be counted by the county 
committee conducting the election, 

Makes other provisions relative to the county 
committee elections, such as terms of office, 
special elections, etc. 

Provides that each State set up a State 
committee composed of 3 farmers or 5 farmers 
who are legal residents of the State. Permits 
the State committee to remove a local or county 
committee member from office, by a majority vote 
after furnishing the member with a statement of 
the charges against him. Makes other procedural 
provisions for the removal of the local and 
county committee members. 
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H. R. 529. Mr. Karsten; January 7, 1959 (Ways and 


Means). 


Narcotics Manufacturing Act - As the 1931 
international convention for limiting the manufacture 
and regulating the distribution of narcotic drugs, 
entered into at Geneva, and the 1948 protocol entered 
into in 1950 are not self-executing, this Act serves 
as appropriate legislation whereby the obligations 
of the United States incurred by these conventions 
may be met. 

Provides that the Secretary of the Treasury, 
through the proper procedure, must find that a drug 
falls within the definition of an “opiate™, as 
defined in the Act, before official notification can 
be made to the Secretary General of the United 
Nations that the drug is considered liable to the 
same kind of abuse and is as harmful as those drugs 
specified in the 1931 convention. 

Sets forth the procedure whereby the Secretary 
or his delegate may modify the list of basic narcotic 
drugs. Places certain restrictions on the manu- 
facture of narcotic drugs. 

Requires persons manufacturing narcotic drugs 
of the basic class to obtain a separate license for 
each basic class of narcotic drugs manufactured. 
Enumerates the conditions whereby licenses may be 
revoked or suspended, and provides for certain 
exceptions to the license requirement. 

Establishes manufacturing quotas for basic 
classes of narcotic drugs, and prescribes regula- 
tions with respect to persons who manufacture 
narcotic precursors. 

Permits judicial review of certain final 
decisions of the Secretary or his delegate. 

Places added restrictions on the exportation 
of narcotic drugs; permits the importation of narcotic 
drugs for specific scientific purposes. 

Deems violators of this Act to be guilty of a 
felony, and upon conviction, subject to a $10,000 
fine, imprisonment for 5 years, or both. 

H. R. 530. Mr. Knox; January 7, 1959 (Public Works). 

Designates as a part of the national system 
of interstate highways under the Federal-Aid High- 
way Act of 1944 a highway, approximately 2,300 
miles in length, beginning at a point on the exist- 
ing interstate highway system in the eastern portion 
of the northern peninsula of Michigan and extending 
across that peninsula running in a generally westerly 
direction through Michigan, Wisconsin, Minnesota, 
North Dakota, Montana, and Idaho. and ending in 
kverett, Washington. 

H. R. 531. Mr. Lane; January 7, 1959 (Veterans' 
Affairs). 


Special Recognition Act of 1959 - Recognizes 
the Italian-American War Veterans of the United 
States, Inc., relating to veterans; organizations. 
H. R. 532. Mr. Lesinski; January 7, 1959 (Ways 
and Means). 


Federal Lottery Act - Creates a Federal Lottery 
Commission consisting of 5 members, Such Commission 
shall conduct a lottery by selling tickets and by 
awarding prizes to winning participators, The pro- 
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ceeds gf the lottery shall be paid to Federal hos- 
ptials, the blind, recipients of old-age assistance, 
and disabled veterans. Provides criminal penalties. 
Certain privisions of the Criminal Code and the 
District of Columbia Criminal Code shall not apply 
to any lottery conducted under this Act [amending 
U.S. C. 18:ch. 61; and D. C, C. 22:ch. 15). 


H, R. 533. 


Confers jurisdiction on the Court of Claims 
to render judgment on claims of customs officers 
and employees to extra compensation for Sunday, 
holiday, and overtime services performed after 
August 31, 1931. 

H, R. 534. Mr, Lesinski; January 7, 1959 (Post 
Office and Civil Service). 


Provides for increases in the basic rate of 
salary of employees in the postal field service 
ranging from $3,305 in level 1 to $17,500 in level 
20, Increases the schedule for rural carriers 
ranging from $2,126 in step 1 to $2,926 in step 5. 

No rate of basic salary in the Rural Carrier 
Schedule shall be increased by more than $546 by 
reason of the revision of the Rural Carrier Schedule. 

Increases the Fourth Class Office Schedule 
ranging from $2,885 in step 1 to $3,426 in grade 5. 

Provides that persons employed subsequent to 
passage of the Act shall be placed in step 2 of the 
salary schedule upon completion of 26 weeks of 
satisfactory service and in addition accelerates 
under certain conditions step increases for civil 
service and postal employees.

Provides for certain changes in the Internal 
Revenue Code as follows: (1) increases personal 
exemption to $800 (now $600), (2) eliminates pro- 
visions permitting a corporation acquiring the 
assets of another corporation to be treated as the 
distributor or transferor corporation for purposes 
of computing depreciation on such property under 
Section 167(b) of the Code, (3) repeals provision 
relative to deduction for Western Hemishpere trade 
corporations, (4) restricts the deduction for 
dividends paid to corporation to public utilities and 
small business investment companies (now applies to 
all corporations), (5) eliminates provision whereby 
individuals may take up to 4 percent credit against 
taxes for dividends received, (6) decreases the 
percentage depletion allowance from 27% percent to 
15 percent, (7) reduces the normal tax on corpora- 
tions from 25 to 22 percent and provides that after 
July 1, 1958 the surtax shall be graduated as set 
forth in the act according to the taxable income 
of the corporation.

increases, promotions, pay periods and computation 
of rates, hours of work, compensatory time, over-

Clarifies the provisions of Section 507 of the 
Classification Act (70 Stat.

H. R. 619 


H. R. 617, Mr. Powell; January 7, 1959 (Juuiciary). 

Provides that any person who makes, aids, in- 
cites, or causes racial, religious, or national 
discrimination with respect to admission to, or 
accomodation or service in, any public conveyance, 
or certain places under Federal or State jurisdiction, 
or certain institutions, shall be liable in a civil 
action to the party aggrieved for not less than 
$500 nor more than $1,000; and shall be guilty of 
a felony punishable by fine of not more than $1,000 
or imprisonment for no more than one year, or both. 
H, R. 618. Mr. Powell; January 7, 1959 (Judiciary). 

Authorizes the Attorney General to institute 
in the name of the United States a proceeding for 
preventive relief, including an application for an 
injunction, (1) upon the written complaint or infor- 
mation on oath of any person threatened with loss 
of the right to equal protection of the laws by 
reason of race, color, creed, or national origin, 
who is unable to proceed in his own behalf, against 
any person or persons acting or conspiring to deprive 
him of the right to equal protection, and (2) upon 
the written request of State authorities, against 
two or more persons conspiring to hinder such State 
authorities from securing to any person equal pro- 
tection of the laws.

Omnibus Human Rights Act of 1959 - Makes the 
Civil Rights Commission permanent (now expires in 
1959). Directs the Attorney General to increase 
and provide for training of the personnel of the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation or Justice Department 
to provide for the effective discharge of the duties 
of such Bureau with respect to the investigation of 
civil rights cases under applicable Federal laws. 

Establishes a congressional Joint Committee on 
Civil Rights to make a continuing study of matters 
relating to civil rights. 

Imposes a $1,000 fine and one year's imprison- 
ment where any person injures, oppresses, threatens, 
or intimidates any citizen in the exercise or enjoy- 
ment of his civil rights, and increases the penalty 
to a maximum $10,000 and 20 years' imprisonment if 
death or maiming is the result of such wrongful 
conduct. Imposes this latter penalty where a death 
or maiming of a person occurs where such person was 
deprived of rights under color of law. 

Enumerates rights, privileges including right 
to vote, due process, etc. Penalizes an attempt 
to entice another into slavery by a maximum $5,000 
fine and 5 years' imprisonment. Applies the same 
penalties for an attempt to sell another into in- 
voluntary servitude, 

Prohibits discrimination in interstate trans- 
portation and punishes violators hereof by a $1,000 
fine,

Federal Equality of Opportunity in Employment 
Act - Declares the right to employment without dis- 
crimination because of rece, religion, color, national 
origin, or ancestry to be a civil right. Declares 
it to be an unlawful employment practice for an 
employer to refuse to hire, to discharge, or other- 
wise to discriminate against an individual because 
of such individual's race, religion, color, national 
origin, or ancestry. Declares it to be an unlawful 
employment practice for a labor organization to 
exclude or to expel from its membership or otherwise 
discriminate against any individual or any employer 
because of race, color, religion, national origin, 
or ancestry. 

Establishes a 7-member Equality of Opportunity 
in Employment Commission the membership of which shall 
serve a 7-year term, except as to initial appointees, 
and be compensated at the rate of $15,000 per year. 
Empowers the Commission to investigage, hold hear- 
ings, and issue orders for the prevention of unlawful 
employment practices. Provides that the Commission 
Shall have the power to petition any United States 
Court of Appeals or district court for the enforce- 
ment of any order and grants the court jurisdiction 
to proceed in a determination of the case. 

Federal Antilynching Act - Declares the 
right to be free from lynching to be a right of all 
citizens. Imposes a $10,000 fine or imprisonment 
for 20 years for any person who is a member of a 
lynch mob or who instigates or commits a lynching 
where death, maiming, or other serious physical or 
mental injury or damage to property results. Im- 
poses a maximum $5,000 fine and five years' imprison- 
ment on governmental officers or employees who neglect 
their duty in knowingly failing to prevent or punish 
lynching. Authorizes a civil action to an injured 
persor or his next of kin if he has suffered in- 
jury or death as a result of a lynching. 

Federal Anti-Poll-Tax-Act - Declares it to be 
unlawful for any person to levy, collect, or require 
the payment of any poll tax, or otherwise interfere 
with any person's voting in any national election 
by reason of failure or refusal to pay such tax.

Under the Internal Revenue Code of 1954 provides 
for personal and corporate income tax reductions. 
In the case of an individual's income sets forth 
schedules for tax reductions to run over a 5-year 
period from January 1, 1959 to January 1, 1963. 

Beginning with 1959 the progressive schedule 
would tax income over $2,000 at a rate of 19 per- 
cent (now 20 percent), while, at the top of the 
schedule, the tax on $200,000 would be $138,640 plus

rate is $156,820 plus 91 percent of excess over 
$200,000). At the end of the 5-year period, in 1962,

The present normal tax rate of 25 percent 
of taxable income to be paid by corporations shall 
be reduced as follows: for the taxable year begin- 
ning December 31, 1958, the rate shall be 28 percent 
of taxable ‘income; 1959, 26 percent of taxable in- 
come; 1960, 24 percent of taxable income; 1961, 23 
percent of taxable income; 1962, 22 percent of tax- 
able income, 

Permits the President or Congress to postpone 
these tax reductions for periods not to exceed one 
year, and if such postponements occur, the tax which 
rate reduction date has been so postponed, the rate 
reduction dates not affected by such further post- 
ponement shall be deferred for 1 year upon the 
occurrence of each such further postponement, Sub- 
stitutes new withholding tax tables to conform with 
the proposed tax reductions [amending U. S. C. 26:

Means). 


Provides that the excise tax on automotive items 
shall not apply to electrolyte and special containers 
therefor sold in connection with the sale of dry- 
charge batteries [amending U. S. C. 26:4062(a)].

Federal Anti-Poll-Tax Act - Declares it unlaw- 
ful to collect or require payment of any poll-tax as 
a direct or indirect prerequisite to or consequence 
of voting in a national election. Allows the United 
States or any person aggrieved to apply to the 
United States District Court for an order enjoining 
violations or threatened violations, or for an order 
compelling compliance herewith, 


H. R. 625. Mr. Roosevelt; January 7, 1959 
(Appropriations). 


Prohibits the withholding or impoundment of 
appropriations. 
H, R. 626. Mrs. St. George; January 7, 1959 (Ways 
and Means), 


Directs the Secretary of Health, Education, 
and Welfare, to delete any entry in his records 
with respect to wages of an individual for any year 
after 1936, if such wages are for service as an 
employee of the Communist Party. 
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H, R. 627, Mrs. St. George; January 7, 1959 


(Ways and Means). 
Repeals the Federal excise tax on handbags. 
H, R. 628, 


Mrs. St. George; January 7, 1959 
(Public Works). 


Provides that nothing in the provisions of the 
Flood Control Act of 1936 shall be construed to 
authorize appropriations for planning or construct- 
ing a reservoir on Charlotte Creek at or near Daven- 
port Center, New York, 

H. R. 629. Mrs. St. George; January 7, 1959 (House 
Administration). 


Directs the Secretary of the Army to procure, 
with the advice of the Fine Arts Commission, an 
equestrian statue of General of the Armies of the 
United States John J, Pershing, and to place such 
statue at a suitable location in Arlington National 
Cemetery.

Increases the compensation of employees in 
the Postal Field Service and officers and employees 
in positions subject to the Classification Act of 
1949, who are paid on an hourly or part-time basis 
at the rate of 20 cents per hour.

War I, (3) served continuously during any reenlist- 
ment entered into on or after November 12, 1918, and 
before July 2, 1921, where there was prior service 
during World War I, if the periods of ‘such service 
total at least ninety days; or (4) was discharged or 
released from a period of service which began or ended 
during World War I for a disability incurred or 
aggravated in line of duty. Qualifies individuals

Civil Rights Act of 1959 — Authorizes the 
Attorney General to cause an investigation to be 
made of signed complaints that persons are engaging 
in acts or practices which would deprive or deny 
any individual of his right to equal protection of 
the laws or other civil rights guaranteed by the 
Constitution or laws of the United States. 

Requires the Attorney General to use informal 
mthods to dissuade a person disclosed by an investi- 
gation from continuing to deny or interfere with 
another's civil rights. 

Permits the Attorney General to institute a 
formal action for preventive relief against persons 
who persist in interfering or denying civil rights 
to individuals after the use of informal methods. 

Prohibits the Attorney General from making 
public any admission or other statement by the person 
complained of or disclosing the name of the complain- 
ant unless he deems such disclosure necessary for 
the performance of his duties. 

Authorizes the Attorney General, upon written 
request of any State or Territory, or agency thereof, 
to institute the aforementioned legal proceedings 
whenever such authorities allege that any person or 
persons are preventing or hindering, or threatening 
to prevent or hinder, or conspiring to prevent or 
hinder, such authorities from giving or securing 
to any individual or group of individuals or asso- 
ciation his or its right to equal protection of the 
laws, 

Further authorizes the Attorney General to 
institute a legal proceeding for: preventive relief 
against persons preventing or hindering, or threaten- 
ing to prevent or hinder, or conspiring to prevent 
or hinder the execution of any court order protecting 
any right guaranteed by the Constitution or the laws 
of the United States. 

Permits the Attorney General to intervene as a 
real party in interest in civil rights suits brought 
in Federal district courts and to seek compliance 
with any lawful order issued by such court. 

Grants jurisdiction in civil rights proceedings 
under this Act to the Federal district courts. 

Assures a person cited for contempt under this 
Act of the right to competent counsel and witnesses, 
and if such person is financially unable to obtain 
counsel, requires the court to provide competent 
counsel, 

Sets the penalties upon conviction of criminal 
contempt arising from prosecution under this Act at 
a fine of $1,000 or 6 months imprisonment, or both. 
Permits the trial of contempt proceedings without a 
jury; but in the event the trial before a judge

Increases to 
$40 (now $30) the minimum amount of monthly insurance 
benefits payable under the Federal Old-Age and Sur- 
vivors' Insurance Benefit provisions of the Social 
Security law [amending U. S. C. 42:402, 415].

H, R. 629. Mr. Lesinski; January 7, 1959 (Inter- 


State and Foreign Commerce). 


Promotes the safety of employees and travelers 
upon common rail carriers engaged in interstate 
commerce by amedning the Interstate Commerce Act to 
require such carriers to maintain trackage in safe 
and suitable condition. 

Requires railroads to file rules, standards, 
and instructions for inspection, maintenance and 
repair of trackage with the Commission and after 
approval or modification by the Commission, provides 
such rules, standards, and instructions are to be- 
come obligatory upon the carrier. 

Authorizes the Commission to make inspections 
and tests to determine the safe condition of track- 
age, and upon finding alterations or repairs neces- 
sary to order the railroad to make the needed re- 
pairs, etc. 

Makes it unlawful for a carrier to use or permit 
to be used trackage which has not been inspected or 
maintained in accordance with the tests and stand- 
ards of the Commission. 

Imposes a penalty of $100 for each violation 
of safety orders, rules, etc., and $100 for each day 
any such violation or failure continues, penalties 
to be recoverable in suit brought by the United 
States attorney in the United States district court 
for the district in which such violations or failures 
Shall have occurred,

Area Redevelopment Act - Creates as a constitu- 
ent agency of the Housing and Home Finance Agency an 
agency to be known as the “Area Redevelopment Adminis- 
tration" under the directorship of a Commissioner who 
shall be appointed by the President with the advice 
and consent of the Senate, and who shall be compen- 
Sated at a rate equal to that received by the heads of 
other constitutent agencies of the Housing and Home 
Finance Agency. 

Authorizes the creation of an Area Redevelopment 
Advisory Board consisting of Government officials to 
advise the Commissioner in the performance of his 
functions hereunder. 

Directs that the Commissioner shall appoint a 
25-member National Public Advisory Committee on Area 
Redevelopment to be composed of representatives of 
labor, management, agriculture, and the public in 
general. 

Provides that the Commissioner shall designate 
as “industrial redevelopment areas" those industrial 
areas within the United States in which he determines 
that there has existed substantial and persistent 
unemployment for an extended period of time. Includes 
among areas so designated any_industrial area in 
which there has existed unemployment of not less than 
(1) 12 percent of the labor force during the 12- 
month period immediately preceding the date on which 
an application is made hereunder, (2) 9 percent of 
the labor force during at least 15 months of the 18- 
month period immediately preceding such date, or (3) 

6 percent of the labor force during at least 18 
months for the 24-month period immediately preceding 
such date, Provides that any industrial area 

in which there has existed unemployment of not less 
than 15 percent of the labor force during the 6- 
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month period immediately preceding the date on which 
application for assistance is made hereunder may be 
designated as an industrial redevelopment area if the 
Commissioner determines that the principal causes of 
such unemployment are not temporary in nature. 

Provides that the Commissioner shall designate 
as “rural redevelopment areas“ those rural areas 
within the United States in which he determines that 
there exist the largest number and percentage of low- 
income families, and a condition of substantial and 
persistent unemployment or underemployment, 

Authorizes the Commissioner to purchase evidences 
of indebtedness and to make loans to aid in financing 
any project within a redevelopment area for the pur- 
chase or development of land and facilities for in- 
dustrial usage, for the construction of new factory 
buildings, for rehabilitation of abandoned or un- 
occupied factory buildings, or for the alteration, 
conversion, or enlargement of any existing buildings 
for industrial use, Prohibits the extension of 
financial assistance for working capital, or to 
assist establishments relocating from one area to 
another when such assistance will result in sub- 
stantial detriment to the area of original location 
by increasing unemployment. Limits loans with respect 
to both industrial redevelopment areas and rural 
redevelopment areas to $100,000,000 each at any one 
time. Provides that such assistance shall be ex- 
tended only to applicants which have been approved 
for such assistance by an agency or instrumentality 
of the State or political subdivision in which the 
project to be financed is located, and which agency 
or instrumentality is directly concerned with prob- 
lems of economic development in such State or sub- 
division. 

Authorizes the Commissioner to make loans or 
grants to assist in financing the purchase or develop- 
ment of land for public facility usage and allots 
$75,000,000 annually for grants. 

Amends the Housing Act of 1949 to permit the 
use of slum clearance and urban redevelopment 
provisions to assist in the establishment or im- 
provement of industrial plants and facilities in 
redevelopment areas.

Youth Camp Recreation Act of 1959 - Declares it 
to be the purpose of this Act to provide the oppor- 
tunity for healthful training and recreational ad- 
vantages for indigent children through programs of 
spiritual, patriotic, physical, and educational de- 
velopment, and to stimulate and promote the public 
interest in establishing camps for such purpose. 

Establishes within the Department of Health, 
Education, and Welfare a Youth Camp Recreation Com- 
mission to be composed of 9 members representative 
of the Departments of Health, Education, and Welfare; 
Army; Navy; Air Force; Defense; the National Park 
Service; Bureaus of Land Management; Fish and Wild- 
life Service; Indian Affairs; and the Soil Con- 
servation Service. 

Sets forth the functions of the Commission. 
Requires the Secretary to provide the Commission 
with necessary technical, clerical, and other 
assistance, 

Provides for the appointment by the Secretary 
of a Director of the Youth Camp Recreation Commis- 
sion at an annual compensation of $18,000. 
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Authorizes the Director to, among other things, 
select camp operators; prescribe the criteria for 
the selection of indigent children who may partici- 
pate in the camp activities; prescribe rules and 
regulations for the administration of the camps; 
appoint principal subordinate officers; prescribe 
educational courses; purchase supplies and equip- 
mnt for the camps, etc. 
Sets forth the elegibility requirement of 
campers, Limits the period of attendance to any 
one camper to not more than 28 days during any l- 
year period, 
Provides that the Director pay each camp op- 
erator 50 cents per day on account of each camper 
in attendance at a camp operated by such camp 
operator under the provisions of this Act. 
Sets forth the duties of the camp operators, 
Permits the Director to establish and operate 
camps in certain areas where no camp has been es- 
tablished under this Act and where the Director 
determines there is a need for such a camp. Limits 
the Director to an expenditure of not more than 
$50 with respect to any camper for any two-week 
period of attendance by such camper at a camp 
established and operated by him under the provisions 
permitting the Director to establish camps. 
Authorizes $750,000 for the fiscal year com- 
mencing July 1, 1960, and each of the two succeeding 
fiscal years thereafter.

Provides for an additional district judge 
for the middle district of Tennessee [amending

Sets a penalty 
of $1,000 fine and one year imprisonment or both 
for violations and if death results the penalty may 
be death or imprisonment for any term of years

agricultural committees and a National Agricultural 
Board and to conduct an educational program explain- 
ing the purposes of this Act. 

Creates an independent agency in the executive 
branch called the National Agricultural Board con- 
sisting of 13 members, two from each of the five Ag- 
ricultural Districts established herein, one from 
nominations submitted to the President by the Sec- 
retary of Commerce to represent industry, and two 
from nominations submitted to the President by the 
Secretary of Labor to represent consumers, all mem- 
bers to be subject to the advice and consent of 
Congress. 

Provides for the selection of a chairman by 
majority vote of the members and for quarterly 
meetings of the Board. Directs the Board to ex- 
tablish national production and marketing goals 
so as to stabilize prices and protect returns on 
all agricultural commodities and to establish 
national administered prices to be paid to producers 
for commodities shipped in interstate commerce. 
Provides for the allocation of such goals through 
the agricultural committees to the producers, 

Provides for referendums to be held on pro- 
grams proposed by the Board, the first tobe for 
the producers of feed grains. If more than 50 per- 
cent of the producers oppose the program for pro- 
duction and marketing goals and the administered 
prices such goals and prices shall be ineffective 
for that commodity.

Sets forth the procedure for the administrative 
and judicial review of marketing goals. 

Sets forth the procedures for marketing commo- 
dities within the production goals; prohibits the 
marketing of production in excess thereof; except

Directs the Secretary of State to inform the 
Board of the commodities needed for foreign 
disposition over and above exports sold for dollars. 
Payment for such commodities to be based on the 
administered price established for commodities fur- 
nished to the Secretary of State. 

Provides for the suspension of the program 
for any commodity when violations become excessive. 

Redesignates the Commodity Credit Corporation 
as the Farm Stabilization Corporation and transfers 
the duties and responsibilities of the Secretary of 
Agriculture therefor to the Board. Provides for the 
transfer of commodities now owned by the CCC to the 
Board, 

Directs the transfer of the duties of the 
County FHS Committees to the county agricultural 
committees created hereby. 

Requires producers engaged in the production 
of agricultural commodities for which a program 
has been established to make reports as are required. 

Vests jurisdiction in Federal district courts 
to enforce provisions hereof. Requires the Board 
to report to the Congress all operations hereunder,

Approves an order of the Secretary of the In- 
terior adjusting, deferring, and canceling certain 
irrigation charges against non-Indian owned lands

Provides for the sale of certain real property

The Chief Justice shall convene the Senate in 
special session to determine if the President is 
unable to discharge the powers and duties of his 
office.

By a 2/3 vote the Senate members may determine 
that the President is unable to perform his duties 
and by a 2/3 vote may, by resolution, direct the 
Vice President to act as President during the period 
which the President is unable to serve. 

The Senate's determination as to the President's 
ability to serve may be determined in the same 
manner in which his inability to serve was determined, 
and by 2/3 vote the Senate shall then adopt a resolu- 
tion declaring that the President is restored to his 
former duty. 

The aforementioned provisions are applicable 
in determining the inability of any other person 
serving as President to perform the duties of the 
office, or once having been determined again capable 
to resume the duties, to be restored to the office,

District of Columbia Banking Act of 1959 -

banks, so that chartering and operation of local 
banks may be geared to local needs as determined 
by local officials, 

Provides that five or more individuals, twenty- 
one years of age or more, may act as incorporators 
of a bank in the District of Columbia by signing, 
verifying, and filing in duplicate in the office of 
the Commissioners of the District of Columbia, a 
certificate of incorporation, Requires that the 
minimum fully paid capital stock of each bank organ- 
ized hereunder shall amount to not less than 
$350,000, with a surplus equal to at least 20 per- 
cent of its paid-in capital stock, Directs that a 
hearing be held whenever a certificate of incorpora- 
tion is filed and within ninety days after the hearing 
the Commissioners shall approve or disapprove the 
application, Prescribes that upon approval of the 
application the Commissioners shall endorse upon 
or annex to the certificate of incorporation a 
certificate of approval which document shall be 
filed in the Commissioners' office, Requires 
a certificate of authority stating that the bank 
has complied with the provisions hereof as a condi- 
tion to doing business. 

Transfers the functions of the Comptroller of 
the Currency to the Commissioners of the District 
of Columbia.

Provides that possession by any person in the 
District of Columbia of a dangerous weapon (as 
defined in D, C. C,) shall be presumptive evidence 
of intent to use such weapon unlawfully against 
another, excluding certain duly authorized persons 
described in the Act [amending D. C. C. 22:3214].

performed in such month excluded in the computation 
of such annuity.

Requires a certificate of fitness by the manu- 
facturer of any motor vehicle which is shipped, 
sold, transported, etc., in commerce.

Prohibits the shipment, towing, etc., in com- 
merce of a motor vehicle with equipment, parts or 
accessories different from or in addition to those 
specified in the current literature and advertise- 
ments of motor vehicles of the same make and model 
for which an additional or extra price or charge is 
made or sought to be collected for such equipment, 
parts, or accessories. 

Provides that it shall be unalwful for anyone 
to replace, disconnect, or prevent the normal opera- 
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tion of the speedometer on any motor vehicle or 
change its reading in such a manner as to mislead 

or deceive a person as to the usage, mileage, con- 
dition, or other character of the automobile. Re 
quires with the sale of such motor vehicle an item- 
ized invoice of the cash sale price which shall 
separately set forth the amount attributable to each 
part, piece of equipment, and each accessory, Federal 
excise tax, etc. Sets out manufacturer-dealer re- 
lations, such as providing for the termination or 
cancellation of the contract by mutual consent.

Extends the rate of wages for laborers and 
mechanics prescribed by the Davis-Bacon Act to apply 
to Federal contracts for the demolition of existing 
buildings [amending U. S. C. 40:276a]. 

Mr. Pelly; January 7, 1959 (Post Office 
and Civil Service). 


Directs the Postmaster General of the United 
States and the Administrator of General Services to

Directs the Secretary of the Treasury to annually

Requires railroads to file rules, standards, 
and instructions for inspection, maintenance and 
repair of trackage with the Commission and after 
approval or modification by the Commission, provides 
such rules, standards, and instructions are to become 
obligatory upon the carrier.

Makes it an unlawful em- 
ployment practice: (1) for an employer of more 
than 50 persons to discriminate in employment, be- 
cause of race, religion, color, national origin, or 
ancestry or to obtain assistance in hiring from 
sources discriminating for such reasons; (2) for a 
labor union of 50 or more members, on the same 
grounds to discriminate or to limit, segregate, or 
classify membership in any way which would adversely 
affect employees or applicants for employment or to 
cause or attempt to force an employer to discriminate 
against an individual; (3) for an employer or a labor 
union to discharge, expel, or otherwise discriminate 
against any person because he has opposed an unlaw- 
ful practice or has filed a charge, testified, 
participated, or assisted in any proceeding, under 
this Act; and (4) for an employment agency to fail 
or refuse to properly classify or refer for employ- 
ment because of race, religion, color, or national 
origin. 

Establishes a Commission known as the Equality 
of Opportunity in Employment Commission of 7 members, 
appointed by the President with the consent of the 
Senate, to investigate, conciliate and adjudicate 
complaints of such unfair employment practices, to 
order their cessation and appropriate affirmative 
action, including hiring or reinstatement of employees 
with or without back pay. Prohibits any member of 
the Commission who files a charge of unlawful employ- 
ment from participating in the hearing or trial. 
Gives the President power to provide for regulation 
on unlawful employment practices relating to a Govern- 
ment contract which requires the employment of at 
least 50 persons, The Commission may petition circuit 
courts of appeals to enforce certain orders, etc., 
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and parties aggrieved by orders of the Commission 
may obtain review. Gives the Congress the right by 
concurrent resolution to disapprove a regulation, 
amendment, or rescission of the Commission,

and Labor). 


School Construction Assistance Act of 1959 - 
Declares it to be the policy of Congress to support 
State school construction programs in an effort to 
relieve the serious national shortage of classrooms 
by authorizing grants bond purchases, and credit 
assistance. 

Grants: Authorizes $1,000,000,000 per annum 
for fiscal year beginning July 1, 1957 and the five 
succeeding fiscal years to be allotted to each State 
in an amount which bears the same ratio to the total 
funds so appropriated as the school-age population 
of the State bears to the total school-age population 
of all the States. Conditions grants on the approval 
of State plans by the Commissioner of Education and 
sets forth standards prerequisite to approval. 

Provides that each local educational agency in 
the State will comply with orders of courts of the 
United States which are designed, in whole or in 
part, to insure that the school facilities of such 


agency are open to all children without regard to race. 


Purchase of obligations of school districts: 
Authorizes the purchase of obligations of local 


educational agencies during the fiscal year beginning 
July 1, 1957 and each of the three succeeding fiscal 
years where such agencies are unable to obtain such 
financing on reasonable terms from other sources. 
Authorizes $300,000,000 as initial capital for the 
School Bond Purchase Fund (herein created) which 
shall serve as a revolving fund to be used by the 
Commissioner of Education for the purchase of obli- 
gations. Limits the aggregate amount of obligations 
which may be purchased to $750,000,000 and the share 
for each State shall not exceed 15 percent of the 
aggregate principal amount of purchased obligations. 
Sets forth conditions as prerequisite to Federal 
bond purchase. 

Federal credit assistance to State school- 
financing agencies: Authorizes the Commissioner of 
Education to enter into agreements on behalf of the 
United States with State school-financing agencies 
for making advances to reserve funds established by 
such agencies to help assure payment of obligations 
issued by them to finance the construction of school 
facilities for use and ultimate ownership by local 
educational agencies. Stipulates conditions to agree- 
ments and provides for the establishment of a reserve 
fund in which Federal and State matching funds shall 
be deposited. Authorizes appropriations for fiscal 
year beginning July 1, 1957 and the next three fiscal 
years. Limits Federal advance to an aggregate 
$6,000, 000,000, 

Grants assurance against Federal interference 
in State school systems.

Prohibits a State National Guard from receiving 
Federal benefits if the State practices discrimina- 
tion and segregation based on race, creed or color 
in determining assignments or duties of members. 
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Prohibits units or members of the National 
Guard from being used to aid or abet the violation 
of any Federal law [amending U. S. C. 32:108].

Federal Anti-lynching Act - The assemblage of 
two or more persons which shall, without authority 
of law, (1) commit violence upon the person of any 
citizen because of his race, creed, color, national 
origin, ancestry, language, or religion, or (2) exer- 
cise by physical violence, any power of correction 
over any person in the custody of a peace officer 
or suspected of, charged with, or convicted of the 
commission of any criminal offense, with the purpose 
or consequence of preventing the apprehension or 
trial or punishment by law of such person, or of 
imposing a punishment not authorized by law, shall 
constitute lynching. The maximum penalty for aid- 
ing or committing a lynching is $10,000 fine and/or 
20 years imprisonment, A State or local officer 
failing through neglect, etc,, to prevent a lynch- 
ing, or to apprehend or prosecute any member of a 
lynching mob, shall be punished by a $5,000 fine 
and/or 5 years imprisonment. Any governmental sub- 
division failing through neglect, etc., to prevent 
a lynching, or a seizure and abduction followed 
elsewhere by a lynching, shall be liable for $2,000 
to $10,000 in damages recoverable in a civil action 
by the claimant or by the United States in his be- 
half. The interstate transportation of persons with 
a view to lynching is made subject to the penalties 
provided in the Lindbergh kidnapping law (i.e., 
death or imprisonment).

Provides that any State which desires 
to receive benefits under the Act shall submit, 
through its State educational agency a State plan 
which (1) provides that the State educational agency 
will be the sole agency responsible for administering 
the plan; (2) sets forth principles for determining 
the priority of projects in the State for assistance 
under this Act; (3) sets forth a program under which 
funds paid to the State will be expended solely for

the construction of public community junior college 
facilities; (4) provides an opportunity for a hear- 
ing to each local educational agency which applies 
for assistance; (5) provides for the establishment 
of standards on a State level for locating, planning 
and constructing public community junior college 
facilities; (6) provides for the making of reports 
by the State agencies to the Commissioners. 

Provides that Federal payments be made to those 
State educational agencies which administer approved 
plans and which furnish statements to the Commissioner 
in accordance with certain requirements. Requires 
the statements to (1) set forth one or more projects 
approved by the State educational agency under the 
plan; (2) set forth the estimated cost of each such 
project; (3) set forth the amount of the Federal grant 
proposed to be made by the State educational agency 
with respect thereto; and (4) include a certification 
that funds necessary to cover the remainder of the 
cost of such project, if any will be available. 

Makes other provisions relative to the State 
plans and payments to the States. 

Permits the Commissioner to issue or modify a 
commitment of funds allotted to a State with respect 
to any project only if the amount of such reserved 
funds, plus any amounts of such funds paid or to be 
paid to such State under other commitments, does not 
exceed % of the sum of the cost of constructing 
such project and the total cost of constructing the 
projects for which such other commitments have been 
issued, 

Permits States who are dissatisfied with the 
Commissioner's action in disapproving a State plan 
to appeal to the United States court of appeals for 
the circuit in which such State is located, Provides 
that the findings of the Commissioner shall be con- 
clusive unless substantially contrary to the weight 
of the evidence. 

Prohibits the Commissioner from making payments 
under this Act to assist in financing the construc- 
tion of any public community junior college facil- 
ities project unless the laborers and mechanics 
employed on the construction work be paid wages at 
rates not less than those prevailing under the Davis- 
Bacon Act for work being performed on similar con- 
struction jobs in the locality. 

Makes provision for the administration of the 
Act and authorizes the appropriation of funds neces- 
sary for same, 

Prohibits Federal interference, except as specif- 
ically herein provided, with any State educational 
agency or institution,

their own self-financing program for an adequate 
supply of milk at equitable, stabilized prices.

Authorizes the dairy producers, through their 
duly elected delegates, to impose marketing assess- 
ments or fees as may be necessary but only after the

Provides that the Commodity Credit Corporation 
shall not support the prices of or sell any of its 
dairy products within the United States during the 
period in which a program is in effect under the 
provisions of this Act. Authorizes the Corporation 
to lend such sums, not to exceed $200,000,000 in any 
one year, to the dairy producers for working capital. 

Establishes the Federal Milk Commission composed 
of five members appointed by the President with the 
advice and consent of the Senate to carry out the 
provisions hereof. Directs the elected officials of 
the dairy producers to file with the Commission and 
keep open to the public schedules showing the lawful 
price levels for dairy products, Sets forth the 
criteria to be used to determine lawful price levels 
and the requirements for making changes therein. 
Provides that prices above such levels are unlawful. 

Authorizes the Commission to make investiga- 
tions as are necessary to enable it to carry out 
its duties and to establish rules of practice for 
hearings, investigations, and proceedings. Permits 
judicial review of final actions of the Commission, 

Authorizes $5,000,000 to carry out the provisions 
of the Act.

protection and assistance equivalent to that received 
by other segments of the national economy. 

Sets forth as the purpose of Congress in en- 
acting the program provided for in this Act to free 
the Nation's economy of the burdens of abortive 
farm laws and to restore American agriculture to a 
free enterprise basis bolstered by a system of com- 
pensatory payments. 

Declares the objectives of Congress in enacting 
this Act to (1) let the farmer farm, (2) guarantee 
him a proportionate share of the national income, 

(3) place American agricultural commodities back 
on the world market at competitive prices. 

Requires the Secretary of Agriculture to pro- 
claim each year a domestic consumption quota for 
each basic agricultural commodity. 

Requires the Secretary, after determining the 
domestic consumption quota, to assign to every eligible 
farm producing a basic commodity a domestic produc- 
tion quota for such commodity. 

In order to receive a domestic production quota, 
requires a farm to have previously received an 
acreage allotment under the Agricultural Adjustment 
Act of 1938. 

Sets forth the formula to be used in computing 
the domestic production quota to be assigned a farm, 
Permits the Secretary to withhold from the 

domestic consumption quota in any year for any 
basic commodity an amount of such quota not to ex- 
ceed 2 percent for use in making domestic consump- 
tion quotas available to new farms. 

Permits producers whose farms have been assigned 
a domestic production quota to receive compensatory 
payments for such quota. Limits to $25,000 the amount 
a producer may receive as a compensatory payment for 
any one year. 

Requires publication of domestic production 
quotas assigned to farms, and permits review of an 
assignment by a local review board in the event 
any farmer is dissatisfied with the farm production 
quota established for his farm, 

Permits judicial review of the findings of the 
local review board, 

Repeals the Agricultural Adjustment Act of 1936, 
as amended, and title I, relating to Basic Agricultural 
commodities, of the Agricultural Act of 1949, as 
amended, Prohibits the Secretary from entering into 
any contract under the provisions of subtitle A of 
the Soil Bank Act after the date of enactment of 
this Act.

Area Redevelopment Act - Creates as a constituent

(1) 12 percent of the labor force during the 12- 
month period immediately preceding the date on 
which an application is made hereunder, (2) 8 per- 
cent of the labor force during at least 15 months of 
the 18-month period immediately preceding such date, 
or (3) 6 percent of the labor force during at least 
16 months for the 24-month period immediately pre- 
ceding such date. Provides that any industrial area 
in which there has existed unemployment of not less 
than 15 percent of the labor force during the 6- 
month period immediately preceding the date on which 
application for assistance is made hereunder may be 
designated as an industrial redevelopment area if the 
Commissioner determines that the principal causes of 
such unemployment are not temporary in nature, 

Provides that the Commissioner shall designate 
as "rural redevelopment areas" those rural areas 
within the United States in which he determines that 
there exist the largest number and percentage of low- 
income families, and a condition of substantial and 
persistent unemployment or underemployment, 

Authorizes the Commissioner to purchase evidences 
of indebtedness and to make loans to aid in financ- 
ing any project within a redevelopment area for the 
purchase or development of land and facilities for 
industrial usage, for the construction of new 
factory buildings, for rehabilitation of abandoned 
or unoccupied factory buildings, or for the altera- 
tion, conversion, or enlargement of any existing 
buildings for industrial use. Prohibits the exten- 
Sion of financial assistance for working capital, 
or to assist establishments relocating from one 
area to another when such assistance will result in 
substantial detriment to the area of original 
location by increasing unemployment, Limits loans 
with respect to both industrial redevelopment areas 
and rural redevelopment areas to $100,000,000 each 
at any one time, Provides that such assistance shall 
be extended only to applicants which have been 
approved for such assistance by an agency or instru- 
mentality of the State or political subdivision in 
which the project to be financed is located, and 
which agency or instrumentality is directly con- 
cerned with problems of economic development in 
such State or subdivision, 

Authorizes the Commissioner to make loans or 
grants to assist in financing the purchase or develop- 
ment of land for public facility usage and allots 
$75,000,000 annually for grants. 

Amends the Housing Act of 1949 to permit the 
use of slum clearance and urban redevelopment 
provisions to assist in the establishment or im- 
provement of industrial plants and facilities in 
redevelopment areas. 

Provides assistance for the vocational or re- 
training of unemployed individuals residing in re- 
development areas. 

Sets forth criminal penalties for making false 
Statements, etc., in connection with the redevelop- 
ment assistance provided.

the purchase of new equipment to improve commuter 
service,

Authorizes the Corporation to issue capital stock 
to be subscribed for by the Secretary of the Treasury 
in an amount not to exceed $500,000,000 at any one 
time. Provides that such stock shall be preferred 
as to dividends and assets and shall be entitled to 
cumulative dividends. 

Authorizes the Corporation, with the approval 
of the Secretary of the Treasury, to issue and have 
outstanding obligations in an aggregate amount not 
to exceed $500,000,000, having maturity and bearing 
interest as may be determined by the Corporation, 

Such obligations are not guaranteed by any agency of 
the United States other than the Corporation, Author- 
izes the Secretary of the Treasury, in his discretion, 
to purchase or sell such obligations. 

Provides that the Corporation shall be exempt 
from taxation, except that real property of the Cor- 
poration shall be subject to State and local taxation 
on the same basis as other real property.

Community Facilities and Public Works Act of 
1959 - In order to alleviate the present and recur- 
ring unemployment and to stimulate business activity, 
declares it to be the policy of the United States to 
assist the States and municipalities in providing 
community facilities and public works essential to 
the health and welfare of the people. 

Authorizes the Housing and Home Finance Admin- 
istrator, acting through the Community Facilities 
Administration to purchase securities and obligations 
of, or make loans to, States and municipalities to 
assist them in the construction of community facili- 
ties and public works. 

Places the following restrictions and limitations 
on the powers granted by this Act to the Housing and 
Home Finance Administrator: (1) securities and 
obligations purchased and loans made under the Act 
shall be so secured as to reasonably assure retire- 
ment or repayment; (2) securities, obligations, and 
loans, including renewals and extensions, cannot 
have maturity dates in excess of 50 years except 
under certain conditions, the maturity date may be 
up to 55 years; (3) securities, obligations and 
loans shall bear an interest rate not in excess of 
2 percent per annum and no other fees or charges 
shall be imposed or collected by the Administrator 
with respect thereto; (4) requires the Administrator, 
at the time a request is made for financial assist- 
ance under the Act, to establish an amortization 
schedule with respect to securities, obligations 
and loans, which, during an initial period not 
exceeding the first 5 years after the assistance is 
furnished either (A) requires only the interest pay- 
ment to be made or (B) provides that no payments of 
either princiapl or interest need be made, election 
to be made by the municipality concerned; (5) permits 
the Administrator, to avoid default, to postpone 
annual payments of interest and principal due on the 
obligations, securities or loans and extend same 
for a number of years equal to the number of such 
annual payments so postponed - such postponements 
shall not exceed 5 in any given instance; and (6) 
priority is to be given those projects which can be 
Started with the least delay. 

Authorizes the issuance of notes by the Admin- 
istrator for purchase by the Secretary of the 
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Treasury in an aggregate amount not to exceed 
$2,500,000,000, interest not to exceed 2 percent per 
annum, 

Directs and authorizes the Secretary of the 
Treasury to purchase notes and obligations issued by 
the Administrator for purpose of this Act to use as 
a public-debt transaction the proceeds from the sale 
of any security issued under the Second Liberty 
Bond Act, as amended,

Limits such reimbursement to an amount not in 
excess of 20 percent of the capital outlay in the 
base period, 

Provides that upon receipt of a statement pre- 
pared and signed by the cheif executive of the State 
or local public body the Commissioner shall approve 
the application for reimbursement, 

Requires that applications for reimbursement 
be filed with the Commissioner within 18 months 
after the effective date of this Act. 

Authorizes $2,500,000,000 to be appropriated 
to carry out the purposes of this Act.

teration of industrial plants or other industrial and 
commercial facilities in such area, with a view to 
attracting new industries thereto and otherwise to 
stimulating economic activity therein. 

Authorizes the Administrator to make loans to 
assist in financing the purchase or development of 
land for industrial usage within the redevelopment 
area, the construction, rehabilitation, or altera- 
tion of industrial plants, or other manufacturing, 
commercial, or processing facilities, and the pur- 
chase of machinery to assist in carrying out the 
purposes hereof, Limits loans to an amount not in 
excess of 66% percent of the aggregate cost of the 
project for which such loan is made and the maturity 
date of the same to not in excess of 40 years, 

Authorizes $50,000,000 annually for public 
facility grants, stipulating that not more than 15 
percent thereof shall be granted to any one State 
for use in this connection, 

Authorizes the Administrator to have outstand- 
ing at any one time an amount up to $250,000,000 in 
notes and obligations to finance loans hereunder, 

Sets up a revolving fund into which up to $100,000,- 
000 shall be deposited for the purpose of making 

loans for industrial redevelopment purposes, but 

the principal amount of loans from the fund to be 
outstanding within any one State shall not exceed 
$15,000,000; $50,000,000 for making loans for proj- 
ects within rural redevelopment areas, but the princi- 
pal amount of loans from the fund to be outstanding 
within any one State shall not exceed $7,500,000; and 
$100,000,000 for making loans for public facilities, 
but the principal amount of loans from the fund to 

be outstanding within any one State shall not exceed 
$15,000,000. Directs the Administrator to provide 
technical assistance to areas which he has designated 
as redevelopment areas, 

Permits the Housing and Home Finance Adminis- 
trator to provide financial assistance for any 
project involving a project area including primarily 
industrial or commercial structures suitable for 
rehabilitation under the urban renewal plan for the 
area, 

Provides that the Secretary of Labor shall 
prescribe and provide suitable training for unemploy- 
ed individuals residing in redevelopment areas who 
are in need of training, retraining, or reemployment 
or vocational education. Authorizes retraining sub- 
Sistence payments for a period not exceeding 13 weeks 
for individuals not entitled to unemployment compen- 
Sation equal to the amount of average weekly unem- 
ployment compensation payable in the State making 
Such payments,

The funds of the banks shall be in- 
vested prudently, not in regard to speculation, but 
in regard to the permanent disposition of the funds. 
Each bank shall at all times keep a reserve equal 
to not less than 4 nor more than 8 percent of the 
deposits, Banks shall, before transacting any 
business, have received undertakings to deposit 
sums therein aggregating not less than $100,000. 
Deposits in these banks shall be insured by the 
Federal Deposit Insurance Corporation in accordance 
with terms of the Federal Deposit Insurance Corpora- 
tion Act. Mutual savings banks organized under the 
laws of any State of the United States may, if the 
laws of the State permit, convert itself into a 
national mutual savings bank by a % vote of its 
directors and trustees, and any Federal savings and 
loan association established pursuant to Section 5 
of the Home Owners Loan Act of 1933, may convert it- 
self to a national mutual savings bank by a vote of 
51 percent of all votes cast in person or by proxy 
at a special meeting of its members. Allows other 
mutual savings organizations to convert into national 
mutual savings banks if State laws permit, 
Provides that all laws applicable to organiza- 
and operation of national banks shall apply 
equal force to the national mutual savings banks.

Prohibits mergers of nation- 
al savings banks unless merged within the same State 
and in compliance with State law, Prescribes regula- 
tions for banks which have merged. Gives the 
Board power to enforce rules and regulations made 
pursuant to this Act.

Provides that whenever a determination or find- 
ing is to be made or certificate issued by the Comp- 
troller of the Currency of the Board of Governors 
of the Federal Reserve System relative to participa- 
tion in the F. D. I. C. program, establishment of a 
new bank or branch, or admission of certain banks to 
the Federal Reserve System a public hearing is to be 
held upon the request of an interested party. 

Requires (1) reasonable notice to be given of 
such hearings at least 15 days in advance; (2) all 
objections to the application to be in writing; (3) 
every denial of an application be sustained by the 
facts precisely set forth in the findings on which 
the decision is based; and (4) verbatim transcript 
of evidence to be kept and be open to the public. 

Permits appeals from decisions of the Comptroller 
of the Board of Governors to the U. S. Court of 
Appeals [amending U. S. C. 12:1816].

Anti-Inflation Act of 1959 - Authorizes the 
President to freeze immediately the entire economy 
of the United States for a period of ninety days 
in the event of an emergency to give Congress time 
to consider adequately further necessity for such 
controls and the form they shall take. Permits an 
extension of such freeze by the passage of a con- 
current resolution by the Congress granting such 
extension. Allows the President to effect such 
freeze by issuing an order freezing all prices and 
wages at the level of a base period of not over one 
month prior to the order. 

Permits the President to go into any United 
States District Court to obtain injunctions to 
restrain any acts or practices which he thinks are 
in violation of his order, and provides penalties 
of up to a $10,000 fine and up to one year imprison- 
ment or both for persons convicted of violations. 
Grants a buyer civil action against a seller who is 
in willful violation of this Act for (1) reasonable 
attorney fees and court costs; (2) up to three times 
the amount of the over-charge; or (3) $25 to $50 
in the discretion of the court. Makes such recovery 
the amount of the overcharge if the seller proves 
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that the violation was not willful nor the result 

of negligence on his part, and also permits the 
President to bring such action for the buyer within 
a one year period if the buyer fails to bring such 
action within 30 days or for some reason is not 
entitled to bring it, if the Government is in no 

way connected with the case in which the violation 
is charged. Prohibits the challenge of the validity 
of the general freeze order of the President in such 
cases, 

Grants jurisdiction to any United States District 
Court for the civil or criminal actions arising under 
this Act and any violation thereof, with criminal 
actions to be brought in the Court in any such 
district in which violations occurred or any civil 
action in the district in which the defendent resides, 
Grants the President subpena powers and permits him 
to delegate authority to any officer or agency of 
the Government. Provides for the necessary person- 
nel and administration to carry out the provisions 
of this Act and makes necessary appropriations. 

Continues the Joint Committee on Defense Pro- 
duction created by the Defense Production Act of 
1950 to make a continuous study of the programs 
authorized by this Act and to review the progress 
achieved in the execution and administration there- 
of. Provides that this Act shall become effective 
immediately upon enactment and shall terminate 
immediately upon the expiration of the general 
freeze order and provides for liquidation of any 
agencies set up under the Act.

Authorizes the Securities and Exchange Commis-

Meat Standards Act - Authorizes the Secretary 
of Agriculture to fix and establish standards of 
quality and condition for meat moving in interstate 
commerce, Standards are to be known as the official 
meat standards of the United States. 

Persons are prohibited from shipping meat in 
interstate commerce unless the meat shall have been 
inspected and graded by a licensed inspector, Meat 
inspected and graded shall be labeled or otherwise 
identified. 

Prohibits persons from selling meat unless label- 
ed in accordance with the provisions of this Act. 

Authorizes the Secretary to cauSe an investiga- 
tion in cases where disputes arise as to whether the 
grade as determined by the inspection of meat in fact 
conforms to the standard of the specified grade, 
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Permits the Secretary to license meat inspectors, 
Requires inspectors to keep complete and correct 
records of all meat graded and inspected by him and 
to make reports to the Secretary containing data 
relevant to his job. 

Provides penalties in case of violation of the 
Act.

Grants annuities to former employees of the 
Isthmian Canal Commission or the Panama Canal Com- 
mission although such employees were unable to com- 
plete three years of service because of disability 
from disease or injury not resulting from his own 
misconduct,

and Insular Affairs). 


Directs the Secretary of the Interior to acquire 
such lands as he shall consider necessary or desirable 
for the purpose of establishing the lands in the 
vicinity of the Cape Cod Canal, Massachusetts, as a 
national park.

Reduces the down payment requirement for resi- 
dential housing loans under the National Housing 
Act (FHA).

Reduces the premium charge for mortgage in- 
surance and increases funds available to the Federal 
National Mortgage Association for the Special Assist- 
ance Program.

Provides that Federal funds shall not be used 
for loans, grants, or other financial assistance 
to provide housing with respect to which there is 
any discrimination against occupancy on account of 
race, religion, color, ancestry, or national origin.

izes the Secretary of Commerce to make grants for 
technical assistance and public facilities; assist 
rural areas and rural communities in the United 
States in their effort to develop manufacturing, 
processing, and service activities to supplement agri- 
cultural activities; assist areas in the establishment 
of new industries based on local resources; generally 
coordinate functions under this Act with other Fed- 
eral programs affecting local economic conditions, 

Authorizes the Secretary of Labor to undertake 
studies, or provide assistance to others in studies, 
of the size, characteristics, skills, adaptability, 
occupational potentialities, and related aspects of 
the labor force of certain areas. 

Authorizes the Housing and Home Finance Admin- 
istrator, when a given area has been designated by 
the Secretary of Labor in pursuance of this Act as 
an area of substantial and persistent unemployment, 
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to extend financial assistance to the municipality 
for the purpose of various projects to help alleviate 
the situation, 

In providing financial assistance for designated 
areas authorizes the Secretary of Commerce to purchase 
evidences of indebtedness and to make loans, Places 
certain restrictions and conditions on rendering 
of financial assistance such as limiting the total 
outstanding loans to $100,000,000, giving loan assist- 
ance only when such assistance is not available from 
another source, requiring reasonable assurance of 
repayment of the loans and submitting to the Secre- 
tary an overall program for the economic develop- 
ment of the area which has met State approval. 

The Secretary of Labor shall determine the 
vocational training or retraining needs of un- 
employed individuals residing in areas of substantial 
and persistent unemployment and shall cooperate with 
the Secretary of Health, Education, and Welfare 
and with existing State and local agencies and 
officials in charge of existing programs relating 
to vocational training and retraining for the 
purpose of assuring that the facilities and serv- 
ices of such agencies are made fully available to 
such individuals, 

Provides for the payment to unemployed individ- 
uals of weekly retraining payments, unless otherwise 
entitled to unemployment compensation, when such 
persons are undergoing training for a new job. 

Permits the Small Business Administration to make 
loans to local, private, non-profit organizations 
formed to assist, develop and expand the economy 

of areas seriously affected by unemployment, 

Establishes a revolving fund to be known as 
the area redevelopment fund which shall be avail- 
able to the Secretary of Commerce for the payment 
of all obligations and expenses in connection with 
functions authorized by this Act. 

Provides for the appointment by the President 
of an Area Redevelopment Administrator as an assistant 
to the Secretary of Commerce,

Extends the restrictions imposed on imported 
agricultural commodities by the Agricultural Market- 
ing Agreement Act of 1937 to all imported citrus 
fruits, sliced figs, dried figs, fig paste, and 
shelled walnuts.

Provides that the cotton moved from the 
farm through the channels of the trade in this 
country at world prices and by the means of a certifi- 
cate system the farmers would receive an additional 
amount on their share of the domestic consumption 
to offset the high cost of producing American

Establishes and distributes the domestic quota 
for cotton to States, counties, and farms, based on 
the five year average production for the years 1952- 
1957. Provides adjustments for abnormal weather 
conditions and for minimum farm quotas for farms hav- 
ing four acres or less, Provides for the issuing 
of certificates representing each farm's share of 
the domestic quota to persons sharing in the cotton 
produced on each farm. Requires manufacturers of 
synthetics similar to cotton to purchase certificates 
from the Commodity Credit Corporation, Such certifi- 
cates would be used to identify cotton coming within 
the domestic quota, as well as synthetic materials 
Similar to cotton, 

Requires domestic processors or manufacturers 
to purchase certificates for all cottons and synthet- 
ics similar to cotton equal to the quantity of the 
raw cotton or synthetic used. Provides for a system 
of rebates for textile exports, Requires imported 
textiles to be covered by certificates in the amount 
of raw cotton or synthetic equivalent in those 
products. 

Provides that the value of the certificate be 
equal to the difference between the world price and 
an amount to be determined by the Secretary of Agri- 
culture, which would offset the higher cost of Ameri- 
can production of cotton, resulting from other laws, 
contracts, or regulations, Makes price support on 
the domestic quota available through loans and pro- 
vides that the loan level be the world price as 
determined by the Secretary of Agriculture, plus the 
amount added for the higher cost for American produc- 
tion, Provides that cotton acquired by the Commodity 
Credit Corporation in price-support operations be of- 
fered for export sale at competitive world prices.

With certain exceptions, provides that service 
as a commissioned officer in the Regular Corps of 
the Public Health Service prior to January 1, 1959 
shall be considered as service under the Civil 
Service Retirement Act. 

Makes other provisions relating to the cover- 
age of officers in the Regular or Reserve Corps under 
the Civil Service Retirement Act and the election 
of benefits under the Social Security Act and the 
Civil Service Retirement Act. 

Sets as the effective date of the Act, January 1, 
1959.

diem (but not to exceed an annual $2,500) for each 
day's attendance at Board meetings. Divides the 
United States into 15 Federal dairy districts, each 
one being entitled to one place on the Board, 

Prescribes quarterly Board meetings, and pro- 
vides for the selection, from its membership, of 
a 5-member executive committee to be compensated, 
in addition to their compensation as Board members, 
in such amounts as the Board may stipulate. The 
chairman of the Board shall be a member of the 
executive committee and its chairman, Authorizes 
the Board to borrow up to $350,000,000, at any one 
time, from the Commodity Credit Corporation, Directs 
the Secretary to appoint a Federal Dairy Advisory 
Committee of twelve members which shall confer with 
and advise the Board and the executive committee 
of the Board concerning the dairy stabilization 
programs. 

Directs the Board to stabilize prices to pro- 
ducers for milk and butterfat at levels to be estab- 
lished and announced by the Board, taking into con- 
sideration the supply and demand, support levels

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to cause employees to engage in a secondary boycott 
or work stoppage to compel an employer to bargain 
with a particular labor organization as the repre- 
sentative of his employees under certain conditions 
or to further a jurisdictional dispute to compel an 
employer to assign a particular work task contrary 
to an award made pursuant to this Act. Prohibits 
State laws inconsistent with the provisions of this 
Act, and gives the Board (or an arbitrator named by 
the Board), jurisdiction to hear and decide juris- 
dictional disputes, 

Title II: Reestablishes the United States 
Conciliation Service in the Department of Labor and 
transfers to it the functions of the Federal Media- 
tion and Conciliation Service. Fixes the Director's 
salary at $15,000. Provides that the Service shall 
be administered under the general direction and 
supervision of the Secretary of Labor and provides 
that the Director and the Service shall be impartial. 
Declares it to be the duty of employers, employees, 
and their representatives to exert every effort to 
make collective bargaining agreements and to partici- 
pate in meetings held by the Service to settle 
disputes, The Secretary of Labor shall appoint such 
labor-management advisory committees as he deems 
necessary. 

Title III: Authorizes the President to declare 
a national emergency when a labor dispute threatens 
the public welfare, and to appoint an emergency 
board to investigate, mediate, and report to him its 
findings. Provides that work shall be resumed under 
the terms of employment in effect prior to the dis- 
pute within 30 days after the President's proclama- 
tion unless the parties consent to a change thereof. 

Exempts labor organizations from the provisions 
of law which make it unlawful for any corporation 
to make contributions in campaigns for Federal 
offices [amending U. S. C. 18:610; 29:151-154, 

158, 159].

Provides that the Commissioner shall designate 
as "rural redevelopment areas" those rural areas 
within the United States in which he determines that 
there existsthe largest number and percentage of low- 
income families, and a condition of substantial and 
persistent unemployment or underemployment. 

Authorizes the Commissioner to purchase evi- 
dences of indebtedness and to make loans to aid in 
financing any project within a redevelopment area 
for the purchase or development of land and facili- 
ties for industrial usage, for the construction of 
new factory buildings, for rehabilitation of aban- 
doned or unoccupied factory buildings, or for the 
alteration, conversion, or enlargement of any exist- 
ing buildings for industrial use. Prohibits the 
extension of financial assistance for working cap- 
ital, or to assist establishments relocating from 
one area to another when such assistance will re- 
sult in substantial detriment to the area of origi- 
nal location by increasing unemployment, Limits 
loans with respect to both industrial redevelopment 
areas and rural redevelopment areas to $100,000,000 
each at any one time, Provides that such assistance 
Shall be extended only to applicants which have been 
approved for such assistance by an agency or instru- 
mentality of the State or political subdivision in 
which the project to be financed is located, and 
which agency or instrumentality is directly con- 
cerned with problems of economic development in 
such State or subdivision, 

Authorizes the Commissioner to make loans or 
grants to assist in financing the purchase or devel- 
opment of land for public facility usage and allots 
$75,000,000 annually for grants, 

Amends the Housing Act of 1949 to permit the 
use of slum clearance and urban redevelopment pro- 
visions to assist in the establishment or improve- 
ment of industrial plants and facilities in rede- 
velopment areas,

Domestic Minerals Act - Provides that the 
Secretary of Interior shall make stabilization pay- 
ments to producers of ores or concentrates of lead, 
zinc, acid-grade fluorspar (fluorspar containing 
97 percent calcium fluoride on a dry weight basis) 
and tungsten trioxide produced from domestic mines 
in an amount which shall not exceed the difference

Provides 
that purchases shall be made at the market price 
prevailing at the time of purchase, Prohibits pur- 
chases to be made at such times as the domestic 
producers' price for electrolytic copper delivered, 
Connecticut Valley,is in excess of 27% cents per 
pound, Terminates such provisions on June 30, 1959, 

Directs a program of incentive payments to 
domestic producers of beryl, chromite, and columbium- 
tantalum which program shall terminate June 30, 1963,

(Interstate and Foreign Commerce). 


Collegiate Nursing Education Act of 1959 - 
Authorizes a five-year program of grants and scholar- 
ships for collegiate education in the field of nurs- 
ing under the Public Health Service. Directs the 
Surgeon General to appoint an expert advisory com- 
mittee to consult and advise him on such a nursing 
program, Authorizes (1) $20,000,000 annually for 
grants-in-aid for the construction of teaching 
facilities of collegiate schools of nursing, and 
(2) $10,000,000 annually for grants-in-aid for the 
costs of instruction of collegiate schools of nurs- 
ing. Requires the states to match some of the ap- 
propriations of the Federal Government in order 
to participate in the program, 

Authorizes $10,000,000 annually for scholar- 
ships in collegiate schools of nursing. Limits the 
scholarships to $1,000 per student per school year.

Declares it to be the purpose of this Act to 
promote the distribution in commerce of merchandise 
which is identified by a trademark, brand, or trade 
name and which is in free and open competition with 
articles of the same general class. 

Changes the provisions of the Federal Trade 
Commission Act dealing with unfair methods of com- 
petition to permit “proprietors" (i.e. manufacturers 
or distributors of trademark merchandise or persons 
who have been granted specific authority by the man- 
ufacturer to establish minimum resale prices for such 
merchandise) to establish and control, by notice to 
their distributors, stipulated or minimum resale 
prices for trademark merchandise, if such merchandise 
is in commerce or is held for sale after shipment in 
commerce and is in free and open competition with 


merchandise of the same general class produced by others. 


Permits these "proprietors" to (1) establish 
schedules of resale prices differentiated with ref- 
erence to any criteria not otherwise unlawful; 
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(2) change the schedules periodically by notice to 
distributors having acquired such merchandise with 
notice of any established resale price; (3) estab- 
lish resale prices for wholesale distributors not- 
withstanding existing statutory prohibitions rela- 
tive to price-fixing agreements, even though the 
merchandise is sold to retailers in competition 
with such wholesale distributors, provided that 
such sales to retailers be made at the same prices 
established for wholesale distributors for com- 
parable sales and that the proprietor is not a 
wholesale distributor of products other than prod- 
ucts which he manufactures. 

Makes it unlawful for distributors having no- 
tice of applicable stipulated resale prices to 
sell, offer to sell, or advertise merchandise in 
commerce, or for shipment therein, at a different 
or lower price. Permits persons suffering damage 
by reason of violation of this provision to bring 
suit in any State or Federal court without respect 
to the amount in controversy, except that where no 
injunction lies, the Federal court shall not en- 
tertain a suit for damages hereunder unless the amount 
in controversy, exclusive of interest and costs, 
exceeds $10,000. Further, permits persons reason- 
ably anticipating damage to seek injunctive relief 
in any State or Federal court, without respect to 
the amount in controversy. 

Provides that it shall be a defense to an 
alleged violation of the provision prohibiting 
price changing for a defendant to prove that merchan- 
dise advertised, offered for sale or sold by him 
was offered at a price different from the stipulated 
resale price schedule because of (1) closing out 
mrchandise for the bona fide purpose of discontinu- 
ing dealing in same (2) selling damaged merchandise 
(3) court sale of merchandise (4) selling merchandise 
acquired prior to notice of any established resale 
price (5) resale to charitable or religious institu- 
tions or Federal or State governmental instrumentali- 
ties, 

Declares that nothing contained in the Act 
makes lawful horizontal price-fixing agreements be- 
tween proprietors, manufacturers, producers, whole- 
Salers, brokers, factors, retailers, etc. Further, 
prohibits two or more proprietors or two or more 
distributors from jointly establishing resale prices 
for competing merchandise sold under different trade- 
marks or trade names,

Provides for a domestic parity plan for wheat.

for the balance of their production. Assures stabil- 
ity of market prices by a low level loan rate geared 
Primarily to the support level of feed grains and to 


world market conditions, Permits continuance of 
acreage allotments and conditions eligibility for 
domestic marketing certificates upon compliance 

with acreage allotments and upon the planting of an 
acreage of wheat sufficient to fill the producer's 
domestic quota at normal yields, The plan would 
automatically take care of producers who do not 
ordinarily grow wheat for sale but rather for use as 
feed, Permits any such producers to grow any 
quantity of wheat without penalty.

and commodities, the nutritional value of milk and 
dairy products and the importance of such essential 
foods to the health and general welfare of the 
Nation and to the national defense, and other econom- 
ic conditions which affect the market supply and 
demand, etc, Creates a surplus holding pool to 
remove milk and dairy products which cannot be 
absorbed in the channels of domestic consumption at 
the prevailing stabilization price levels and pro- 
vide for the distribution therefrom to charitable, 
governmental, educational, etc., agencies, The 
Board may also sell such products owned or controlled 
by it in the ordinary channels of commerce at not 
less than the current price except sales to prevent 
deterioration, for export, for feed, etc. 





Authorizes the Board to promote and develop 
new and expanded milk and dairy product outlets 
and to cooperate in advertising, research and other 
marketing activities. Subjects the operations of 
the Board to the review, supervision, and control 
of the Secretary. Provides that the Secretary may 
petition the United States Court of Appeals for the 
District of Columbia Circuit for a decree directing 
the members of the Board to take action or to cease 
and desist from taking certain actions as the case 
may be. 

Assesses stabilization fees against milk, 
butterfat, and dairy product producers and importers 
to cover the operation cost of the stabilization 
program so that the cost of developing a stabilized 
market will be charged directly to those using the 
improved market and sharing in its benefits.

Rede ve lopment Administration headed by an Adminis- 
trator, appointed by the President, with the advice 
and consent of the Senate. Provides for the estab- 
lishment of a Government Advisory Committee, a 
National Public Advisory Committee, and ad hoc 
committees of representatives of parties in interest 
from any industries in which employment has dropped 
substantially over an extended period of years. 

Authorizes the Administrator of the Area Re- 
development Administration to designate areas meet- 
ing the standards defined in the Act, Requires such 
area to be designated as an “industrial redevelop- 
tent area" or as a "rural redevelopment area", Re-

which shall contract for repayment of construction 
costs allocated to irrigation purposes. Veterans 
shall have preference in the sale of land by the 
Corporation. In disposing of electric energy and 
of the water that is stored, preference shall by 
given to States and political subdivisions, coopera- 
tives, and non-profit organizations, although sales 
may be made to private agencies and persons. Electric 
energy may be sold privately to farms and in rural 
communities which are inadequately serviced there- 
with at reasonable rates, after the Corporation has 
attempted to sell through Rural Electrification 
Administration cooperatives. Payments shall be 
made to States to compensate them for tax revenues 
lost through Corporation holdings, Any invention 
or discovery made by virtue of or incidental to 
service to the Corporation by an employee of the 
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Government of the United States or of the Corpora- 
tion, together with any patents granted thereon, 
shall be the exclusive property of the Corporation, 
which may grant licenses thereunder and may make 
payments to the inventor from the income from the 
sale of licenses,

Provides that any Federal officer or employee 
who is promoted or transferred to a position in a 
higher grade shall receive basic compensation at the 
lowest rate of such higher grade which exceeds his 
existing rate of basic compensation by not less 
then the amount of difference between the minimum 
rate of the grade from which he is promoted or trans- 
ferred and the minimum rate to which he is promoted

Modifies the provisions relating to the construc- 
tion of the Garrison diversion unit, Missouri River 
Basin so as to provide for the furnishing of water 
to additional lands. 

H. R. 1964. Mr. Slack (by request); January 9, 1959 

(kducation and Labor).

Authorizes an additional withdrawal for a one 
year period of 2,500 cubic feet of water per second 
from Lake Michigan for flow into the Illinois Water- 
way as the basis of a study of the effect of such 
an increase in flow.

Requires 
a report on the study to be sent to the Congress

Grants the Italian American World War Veterans 
of the United States, Incorporated, the status of a 
national veterans' organization entitled to certain 
privileges and benefits under certain Federal laws. 
Provides that no veterans' organization shall be 
deemed to have lost or have been deprived of any 
existing privilege, prerogative, right or benefit 
under certain Federal laws by the passage of this 
Act,

Adds new provision to the Federal Employees' 
Compensation Act establishing a wage basis for 
computing compensation in cases of recurrence of 
disability and in cases of death occurring sub- 
sequent to such recurrence [amending U. S. C. 5: 
762, 790]. 

H. R. 1968. Mr. Teague of California; January 9, 

1959 (Post Office and Civil Service). 


Defines the term “military service" in the 
Civil Service Retirement Act to mean honorable active 
Service in the Army, Navy, Air Force, Marine Corps, 
or Coast Guard of the United States, including time 
Spent in inpatient treatment in any hospital, nursing, 
convalescent home or similar institution on account 
of a service-connected disability incurred in, or ° 
aggravated by, such honorable active service in line 
of duty [amending U. S. C. 5:2251(r)]. 


H. R. 1969. Mr. Teague of California; January 9, 
1959 (Armed Services). 


Provides that the retired pay of members or 
former members of the uniformed services entitled 
to such pay on May 31, 1958, who are in receipt of 
pay under the Career Compensation Act of 1949, shall 
be based on the pay scales which became effective 
on June 1, 1958 under Public Law 85-422.

H. R. 1970. Mr. Teague of California; January 9, 


1959 (Armed Services). 


Provides that commissioned officers of the 
Army, Navy, Marine Corps, Coast Guard, or Air Force, 
who have been advanced on the retired list to a 
higher commissioned rank under the Act of June 21, 
1930 shall be entitled to retired pay based upon 
the rank in which retired unless entitled to higher 
retired pay under some other provision of law.

1947 in certain specified instances emunerated here- 
in.

Considers any interest and penalties upon con- 
struction and operation and maintenance charges 
against any lands on a Federal reclamation project 
which have been classified as temporarily unproductive 
as nonreimbursable.

Makes each provision of an appropriation bill 
which (1) appropriates money, etc., (2) authorizes 
the making of a contract, or (3) alters existing 
law or enacts law, a separate bill and permits the 
President to veto one or more of them without destroy- 
ing the effectiveness of the others.

Provides that a census of population, unemploy- 
ment, and housing shall be taken in 1960 and every 
fifth year thereafter and that the apportionment of 
Members of the House of Representatives each fifth 
Congress shall be based on the “last preceding" 
census [amending U. S. C. 2:2a; 13:141].

Federal Elections Act of 1959 - Extends the 
coverage of Federal law regulating corrupt practices 
in general elections to primaries and caucuses held 
for the purpose of selecting candidates for elec- 
tive Federal offices and extends the coverage of 
Federal law regulating financial activities of 
interstate political committees to all political 
committees expending more than $1,000 annually 
which are active in campaigns for elective Federal 
office. 

Places responsibility on the candidate for 
financial operations of political committees author- 
ized by him. Requires political committees to 
State whether or not it acts with authority of the 
candidate. Improves and makes more realistic, 
reporting requirements imposed on candidates for 
elective Federal office and political committees 
Supporting such candidates. Increases the amount 
candidates for elective Federal office may legally 
Spend to seek nomination or election and charges 
the Comptroller General with administration of the 
proposed Act. 

Repeals the Federal Corrupt Practices Act of 
1925. Requires broadcasting stations to afford 
equal opportunity in broadcasting to all candidates. 
Provides a tax credit or deduction for political 
contributions. Stiffens the criminal sanctions 
which could be imposed for willful or flagrant 
violations of the election laws. 

Mr. Udall; January 9, 1959 (Education 
and Labor). 


School Assistance Act of 1959 - Authorizes 
$500,000,000 for the fiscal year beginning July 1, 
1958 to be allotted to the several States on the 
basis of school-age population. Requires such funds 
to be added to the State funds for teachers' salaries, 
school facilities or equipment in public elementary 
or secondary schools. Requires each State to make 
a complete report to the Commissioner of Education 
on the use of the Federal funds. Directs the Com- 
missioner to submit the State reports together with 
his recommendations to the Congress.

Mr. Udall; January 9, 1959 (Interstate 
and Foreign Commerce). 


Provides grants to the States (limited to 
$1,000,000 to each State) to assist them to estab- 
lish or improve television broadcasting for educa- 


tional purposes. States must agree to defray expenses 
of operating and maintaining such facilities and 
furnish assurance that such facilities will be used 
only for educational purposes. 
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H. R. 1982. Mr. Utt; January 9, 1959 (Armed 


Services). 


Provides that the retired pay of members or 
former members of the uniformed services entitled 
to such pay on May 31, 1958, who are in receipt 
of pay under the Career Compensation Act of 1949, 
shall be based on the pay scales which become 
effective on June 1, 1958 under Public Law 85-422. 
H. R. 1983, Mr. Van Zandt; January 9, 1959 (Armed 

Services). 


Authorizes the Secretary of Defense to con- 
tribute to colleges and universities granting 
baccalaureate degrees which maintain a unit of a 
Reserve Officers' Training Corps such amounts as 
he determines necessary to construct permanent 
buildings, or to expand, rehabilitate, or alter 
existing buildings, for use as military science 
buildings. Such buildings may be used for (1) 
instruction in military science; (2) administra- 
tive space for members of the Armed Force concerned 
who are providing that instruction; or (3) housing 
equipment used in providing that instruction. 
Limits, with exception, total contributions to 
$175,000, and 50 percent of the cost of such con- 
struction, expansion, rehabilitation, or altera- 
tion. Sets out the conditions precedent to such 
contributions, 


H. R. 1984, Mr. Wainwright; January 9, 1959 
(Merchant Marine and Fisheries). 


Provides that the Secretary of the Interior 
shall develop and carry out an emergency program for 
the eradication of star-fish in Long Island Sound and 
adjacent waters. 

H. R. 1985. Mr. Wainwright; January 9, 1959 (Educa- 
tion and Labor). 


Establishes in the Department of Health, Educa- 
tion, and Welfare, a Federal Advisory Council on 
the Arts consisting of 21 members. Provides that 
the Council shall undertake studies of, and make 
recommendations pertaining to, appropriate methods 
for the encouragement of creative activity in the 
performance and practice of the arts and of partici- 
pation in and appreciation of the arts. Authorizes 
necessary appropriations. 
H, R. 1986. Mr. Wainwright; January 9, 1959 
(Agriculture). 


Redefines "fresh vegetables" to include fresh 
flowers under the provisions of the Perishable Ag- 
ricultural Commodities Act of 1930 [amending U. S. C. 
7:499a (4) (A)]. 

H. R. 1987. Mr. Wainwright; January 9, 1959 
(Foreign Affairs). 


Provides for the appointment within the Depart- 
ment of State of an assistant to be known as the 
Assistant for International Cultural Relations. 
Gives him the duty under the general direction of 
the Secretary of State to (1) coordinate the inter- 
national exchange programs of the Department; and 
(2) perform such other functions in the field of 
international cultural relations as may be assigned 
by the Secretary of State or prescribed by law.

Requires political propaganda imported by agents 
of foreign principals to be labeled as such [amend-

H, R. 1990. Mr. Walter; January 9, 1959 (Judiciary), 


Provides that evidence, including statements 
and confessions, otherwise admissible, shall not be 
inadmissible solely because of delay in arraignment 
provided that such delay is to be considered as an 
element in determining the voluntary or involuntary 
nature of such statements on confessions. 

Prohibits the introduction into evidence of 
confessions etc., made to law-enforcement officers 
unless the arrested person has been advised that he 
is not required to make a statement and that any 
statement so made may be used against him [amend- 
ing U. S. C. 18: c. 223]. 

H, R. 1991, Mr. Walter; January 9, 1959 (Judiciary). 

Defines the terms "advocate", "teach", "duty", 
"necessity", “force”, and "violence" as used in 
that section of the Federal Criminal Code dealing 
with advocating overthrow of the government [amend- 
ing U. S. C. 18:2385]. 

H, R. 1992, Mr. Walter; January 9, 1959 (Judiciary). 

Extends the application of chapter 37 of title 
18, United States Code, relating to espionage and 
censorship, to acts committed anywhere in the world 
(now the provisions apply only within the admiralty 
and maritime jurisdiction of the United States, on 
the high seas, and within the United States). 


H. R. 1993. Mrs. Weis; January 9, 1959 (Post Office 
and Civil Service). 


Eliminates the requirement of good health with 
respect to unmarried employees or members electing to 
provide survivor annuities under the Civil Service 
Retirement Act [amending U. S. C. 5:2259(h)]. 


H. R. 1994, Mr. Westland; January 9, 1959 (Armed 
Services). 


Requires Boards for the Correction of Military 
or Naval records to take into account satisfactory 
evidence relating to the good character and conduct 
of persons subsequent to their discharge from the 
Service in determining whether certain discharges 
and dismissals should be corrected [amending U. S. 
C. 5:191a]. 


H. R. 1995, Mr. Westland; January 9, 1959 (Interior 
and Insular Affairs). 


Provides that certain lands shall be held in 
trust by the United States for the Makah Tribe of 
Indians and that such lands shall become a part of 
the Makah Reservation, Washington. 


H. R. 1996. Mr. Westland; January 9, 1959 (Post 
Office and Civil Service). 


Provides that in the event a designated spouse 
under the Civil Service Retirement Act predeceases 
the person making the election of a reduced annuity 
shall have his annuity recomputed without regard to 
such election having been made [amending U,. S. C.

Prohibits subliminal advertising on television.

Services shall have exclusive authority with respect 
to the utilization and disposal of excess and sur- 
plus Government property, real and personal, which 
is under the control of any executive agency.

Creates an account in the War Claims Fund for 
the payment of damages to nationals of the United 
States who suffered losses as a result of military 
action of Germany and Japan. Provides for deposit- 
ing in such account amounts received by the Attorney 
General under certain provisions of the Trading 
With the Enemy Act, certain funds received by the 
Export-Import Bank, certain funds received from 
Germany and Japan in repayment of post-war economic 
aid or assistance. Provides for the use of 5 percent 
of such funds for the payment of expenses incurred 
by the Foreign Claims Settlement Commission. 

Directs the Commission to determine the validity 
and amount of claims of eligible claimants as follows: 
(1) physical damage or loss to property owned by a 
national of the United States located in certain 
areas of Europe during period September 1, 1939 - 

May 8, 1945 and property in territory occupied or 
attacked by Japan during the period July 1, 1937 - 
September 2, 1945 (except Guam) such damage or loss 
being a direct consequence of military operations 

or special measures directed at property owned by 
the enemy; (2) damages or loss of ships or cargoes 
owned by a national of the United States which was 
the direct consequence of military action during the 
period September 1, 1939 - September 2, 1945 (no 
awards to be made in favor of an insurer, etc.); (3) 
net losses of United States nationals incurred in the 
settlement of insured claims where such losses were 
a direct consequence of military action during 
period September 1, 1939 -September 2, 1945; (4) 
loss or damage on account of death (limited to cer- 
tain designated individuals), injury, or loss of 
property sustained by civilian nationals as a passen- 
ger on a vessel and as a result of military action 
during period September 1, 1939 - December 11, 1941; 
and (5) losses resulting from the removal of capital 
equipment in Germany for separation. 

Provides that no claim shall be allowed unless 
the claimant was on the date of loss and continuously 
thereafter (until date of filing) a national of the 
United States; that no claim based upon an interest 
in a corporation or other entity qualified to receive 
an award shall be allowed; and that no claim shall be 
allowed by a corporation or other entity unless 25 
percent of the outstanding stock or other proprietary 
interest has been owned at all times between the date 
of loss and the date of filing a claim by a person 
qualified to receive an award hereunder. 

Prohibits awards being made to persons convicted 
of crimes involving disloyalty to the United States 
or persons whose claim is within the scope of the 
International Claims Settlement Act of 1949, 

Provides for the Commission to give public 
notice of the time when and the period within which 
claims must be filed. Directs the Commission to com- 
plete its affairs in connection herewith not later 
than 5 years after enactment. 
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Sets forth priorities for the payment of ap- 
proved claims, limits to 10 percent the amount of 
remuneration which may be paid for services rendered 
on behalf of any claimant, and provides that certain 
other statutes shall apply to claims made hereunder,

Of the 
17 directors no more than 9 shall be of the same 
political party. 

Provides for an Advisory Committee consisting 
of 9 members, appointed by the Board of Directors, 
who shall be broadly representative of production, 
commerce, agriculture, and labor, to advise the 
Board on the program of the Corporation. 

Provides that the Corporation shall have a 
capital stock of $1,000,000,000 subscribed by the 
United States. Authorizes the Corporation to issue 
notes, debentures, bonds or other obligations which 
shall be purchased by the Secretary of the Treasury, 
not to exceed $4,000,000,000 outstanding. Such 
obligations shall bear interest at a rate determined 
by the Secretary of the Treasury.

(c) GS-910-0, trial attorney series, etc. Author- 
izes the Commission to issue such regulations as 
may be necessary for the administration of this Act.

Describes the method 
of certification of eligibles from the promotional 
lists and of their selection for appointment. Pro- 
vides for an appeal from the rating given in a 
promotional examination.

Establishes a promotional system for positions 
in the Postal Field Service, which is designed to 
meet the needs of the Service. Sets forth in detail 
the procedures to be followed and provides that 
examinations shall be held in even numbered years 
and oftener when required. Permits employees who 
have attained places on the register as a result of 
a previous examination to compete in subsequent 
examinations and requires their names to be entered 
on the register in accordance with their most 
recent grade.

Housing Act of 1959, 

Title I. FHA Insurance Programs - Extends until 
October 1, 1960 (now September 30, 1959) the home 
improvement program under the FHA insurance program, 
Increases the maximum insurable mortgage amounts 
under the National Housing Act to $25,000 for a two 
family residence and $30,000 for a three family resi- 
dence, Increases the life of loans under the Act to 
35 years (now 30). Makes primarily in single-family 
homes the nonowner-occupant eligible for loans in an 
amount equivalent to that which an owner-occupant 
may receive. Requires the non-owner occupant to put 
in escrow 15 percent of the original principal 
amount until he sells the property to an owner- 
occupant, 

Increases the maximum insurable mortgage amount 
for low cost housing in outlying areas from $8,000 
to $9,000. Provides mortgage loan ratios for co- 
operative housing. Authorizes the FHA to include 
such community and commercial facilities as the 
Commissioner deems adequate to serve the occupants 
as part of the mortgage security for a cooperative 
project. Makes existing construction eligible as 
security under section 213 of the National Housing 
Act (now available only for proposed construction). 
Creates a Cooperative Management Housing Insurance 
Fund which shall be used by the Commissioner as a 
revolving fund for carrying out the provisions of 
this title. Directs the Commission to establish in 
the Management Fund a General Surplus Account and a 
Participating Reserve Account. Creates a Cooperative 
Sales Housing Insurance Fund for the reissuance of 
commitments or mortgage insurance. 

Increases mortgage amounts provided for Alaska, 
Guam, and Hawaii under the National Housing Act. 
Provides an increase in the general mortgage insur- 
ance authorization which covers all FHA programs. 
Increases the benefits for facilities for families 
under section 220 of the Housing Act. Broadens the 
benefits for relocation housing to include families 
displaced through governmental action without regard 
to the fact that these families live in a community 
which does not have a workable program provided 
that the displacement takes place in the environs of 
& community which has such a program, 

Increases the maximum mortgage ceilings in re- 
location housing from $9,000 to $10,000 in normal 
cost areas, and from $10,000 to $12,000 in high cost 
areas, Increases the maximum loan amount for housing 
for servicemen from $17,100 to $20,000.

Provides a new system of FHA mortgage insurance 
which is designed to facilitate construction of 
nursing homes. Permits the inclusion of FNMA fees 
in the estimated replacement cost or value, 

Title II. Housing for Elderly Persons - Permits 
the Administrator to assist private non-profit cor- 
porations to provide housing and related facilities 
for elderly families and elderly persons. Insures 
such loans to 98 percent of the total development 
cost at an interest of 2 3/4 percent or the total of 
one quarter of 1 percent added to the rate of interest 
paid by the Administrator on funds obtained from the 
Secretary of the Treasury. 

Title III. Federal National Mortgage Association - 
Increases the limit on the amount of a loan which can 
be purchased by FNMA under its secondary mortgage op- 
erations to $20,000 (now $15,000) for each dwelling 
unit covered by the mortgage. Restores until Sep- 
tember 30, 1960 (now August 7, 1956) the requirement 
that the FNMA purchase mortgages at par under its 
special assistance functions. 

Title IV, Urban Renewal - Directs the HHFA Ad- 
ministrator to particularly encourage the utilization 
of local public agencies established by the States to 
operate on a statewide basis in behalf of smaller 
communities undertaking urban renewal programs. 
creases the present $1,250,000,000 capital grant 
authorization by $500,000,000 a year on the date of 
the enactment of the Act and on July 1, in each of 
the years 1959 and 1960. Provides that such limit 
and any such authorized increase therein, may be in- 
creased, at any time by additional amounts aggregating 
not more than $100,000,000 upon a determination by 
the President that such action is in the public 
interest. 

Adds a new purpose for the use of capital grants, 
namely, for the preparation or completion of “com- 
munity renewal programs." Such programs would include 
(1) the identification of slum areas or blighted, 
deteriorated, or deteriorating areas in the community, 
(2) the measurement of the nature and degree of 
blight and blighting factors within such area, (3) 
determination of the financial, relocation, and other 
resources needed and available to renew such areas, 
(4) the identification of potential project areas 
and, where feasible, types of urban renewal action 
contemplated within such areas, and (5) scheduling 
and programing such urban renewal activities. 

Limits federal assistance under this program to 
two-thirds of the cost of the preparation or com- 
pletion of the community renewal program. Requires 
the program to conform the general plan of the 
locality as a whole and the application must be ap- 
proved by the local governing body. Reasonable re- 
quirements governing the scope and nature of the 
program may be established by the Administrator to 
carry out the purposes of the program. 

The new “community renewal" planning would be 
financed through a "grant" rather than by an "ad- 
vance" as is the case with other planning funds. 
Makes the Federal share two-thirds of the total cost 
in keeping with the existing capital grant formula. 

Authorizes the Administrator of the HHFA to (1) 
expedite urban renewal projects by permitting him 
to omit or to simplify present detailed requirements 
for urban renewal plans, and (2) where State law per- 
mits, allow land acquisition prior to signing a loan 
and grant contract.

Permits relocation payments to families and 
businesses displaced as a result of any governmental 
activity in an urban renewal area, or as a result of 
@ program of voluntary repair and rehabilitation in 
connection with an urban renewal project. 

Increases the present $100 maximum relocation 
payment for families and individuals to $200. In- 
creases the present maximum relocation payment for 
displaced business concerns from $2,500 to $3,000. 

Changes the exception to the predominantly 
residential rule by increasing from 10 percent to 
20 percent the amount of urban renewal grant authori- 
zation that can be used for nonresidential purposes. 
Permits this exception in areas where the governing 
body of the locality determines that the redevelop- 
ment of such an area for predominantly nonresidential 
use is necessary for the proper development of the 
community. 

Authorizes the Housing and Home Finance Agency 
to include interest on advances by a city to the 
local urban renewal agency (local public funds) as 
an item of gross project cost for an urban renewal 
project. 

Provides a single uniform date for the determi- 
nation of the applicable going Federal interest rate. 

Title V. College Housing - Increases the college 
housing loan fund authorization from $925,000,000 to 
$1, 425,000,000. 

Title VI. Low-Rent Public Housing - Amends 
several sections of the United States Housing Act 
of 1937, in order to permit local authorities to 
set rents and income limits for projects in accord- 
ance with local needs, subject to a statutory ceiling. 

Proposes a maximum ceiling on income limits 
which is the same (except in the case of displaced 
families) as the present statutory ceiling which 
governs Federal approvals. For families needing a 
dwelling of a given size, the ceiling on income 
limits is determined by deducting 20 percent from 
the private rent determination and then multiplying 
by a ratio of 5 (based upon the assumption that 
housing expense should approximate one-fifth of in- 
come). Proposes that the 20 percent gap be waived 
for families displaced by urban renewal or other 
governmental action in order to prevent hardship 
to such families who cannot afford decent private 
housing. 

In determining eligibility for admission to 
public housing, would continue the present exemp- 
tion of up to $600 of the income of each member of 
the family other than the principal income recipient. 
Deletes the present $100 exemption for minors and 
dependent adults. 

Increases the authorization for new annual con- 
tributions contracts by 35,000 units to become avail- 
able on July 1, 1958 which limit shall be increased 
by 35,000 on the first day of each fiscal year be- 
ginning after such date (within limit provided by 
subsection (e) of section 10 of the Housing Act) and 
permits only such new contracts for preliminary loans 
in respect thereto. as are consistent with the number 
of dwelling units for which contracts for annual con- 
tributions may be entered into hereunder. 

Title VII. Armed Services Housing - Extends the 
armed services housing mortgage insurance program 
(Capehart housing) until September 30, 1960. 

Title VIII. Savings and Loan Associations - 
Amends section 5 (c) of the Home Owners' Loan Act of 
1933 by permitting loans on first liens of additional 
sums up to 20 percent of the assets without regard to 
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such area restriction for the making or purchase of 
participating interests in first liens on one to 
four-family homes. 

Title IX. Avoidance of Foreclosure - Amends 
title II of the National Housing Act by adding a 
new section 230 to authorize the FHA Commissioner to 
extend the time for curing a mortgage default cover- 
ing a one- to four-family residence, and, in order 
to avoid foreclosure, to acquire the mortgage. 

Title X. Miscellaneous - Permits priority of 
reacquisition by former owners, Provides new authori- 
zations for surveys of public works planning, the 
disposal of Passyunk war housing projects, farm 
housing research, hospital construction and broader 
loans which may be made on real estate by national 
banks.

damage or destroy any property for the purpose of 
interfering with the use of such property. 

Creates a rebuttable presumption that the ex- 
plosive was transported in commerce where the posses- 
sion of an explosive is in such a manner as to evince 
an intent to use such explosive to destroy any prop- 
erty for the purpose of interfering with the use of 
such property. 

Makes it a crime punishable by a fine of 
$1,000 and/or imprisonment for one year to willfully, 
knowing such information to be false, convey through 
any instrument of commerce false information con- 
cerning any attempt, etc., to damage or destroy 
any building or other property for the purpose of 
interfering with its use for business, educational, 
religious, charitable, or civic objectives. 

Specifically states that this Act does not 
preempt State statutes in this field or deprive any 
local authority any jurisdiction of any offense 
over which they would have jurisdiction in absence 
hereof.

Agency or employee of the Federal Government shall 
interfere with the exercise of any right to the use 
of water for beneficial purposes theretofore acquired 
under and recognized by State custom or law except 
when authorized by Federal law and upon payment of 
just compensation therefor. Reserves all unappro- 
priated navigable and non-navigable ground and sur- 
face waters for appropriation and use of the public, 
pursuant to State law, and rights to the use of such 
waters for beneficial purposes shall be acquired 
under State laws relating to the appropriation, con- 
trol, use, and distribution fo such waters. Makes 
certain exceptions from the Act where certain rights 
at present are in existence.

School Assistance Act of 1959 - Authorizes 
$500,000,000 for the fiscal year beginning July 1, 
1959 to be allotted to the several States on the 
basis of school-age population, Requires such funds 
to be added to the State funds for elementary or 
secondary schools. Provides for the reduction, 
after the allotment program has been in effect for 
3 years, of a State's allotment when the State 
school effort index falls below the national school 
effort index. Defines the school effort index as 
the quotient obtained by dividing the revenue for 
Schools per public-school child by the personal in- 
come per child of school age. Requires each State 
to make a complete report to the Commissioner of 
Education on the use of the Federal funds. Directs 
the Commissioner to submit the State reports to- 
gether with his recommendations to the Congress.

$1,500 per space and from $300,000 to $500,000 per 
mortgage.

Increases FHA's general mortgage insurance 
authorization by $4 billion. 


EXtends, with respect to relocation housing, the 
benefits of the program to any family displaced with- 
in the environs of a community that has a workable 
program. Increases the maximum insurable loan for 
the construction or rehabilitation of sales housing 
from $9,000 to $10,000 in normal cost areas, and from 
$10,000 to $12,000 in high-cost areas. Makes eligible 
for mortgage insurance two, three, and four-family 
dwellings which meet FHA minimum property standards 
and appropriate State and local housing ordinances 
or regulations, 

Extends the military housing program for 1 
year, until June 30, 1960. 

Increases from $15,000 to $16,000 the dollar

Provides an additional $150,000,000 for the 
Veterans Administration direct home loan program. 

Directs the Administrator of the House and 
Home Finance Agency to encourage the utilization of 
statewide urban renewal agencies on behalf of the 
smaller communities within the State. Increases 
the loan authorization under the Housing Act of 
1949 by $500 million (now $1 billion). Provides 
that half of such increase is to become effective on 
enactment hereof and the other half to become 
available on July 1, 1960. 

Permits the Administrator to make early, tem- 
porary loans for the acquisition of land in connec- 
tion with urban renewal projects under certain condi- 
tions. Increases the capital grant authorization 
(now $1,250 million) by $600 million effective 
upon enactment hereof and by an additional $600 
million on July 1 of each fiscal year 1959 through 
1967. Confers discretionary powers on the Presi- 
dent to increase such annual authorizations by up 
to $150 million. 

Provides for the “write off" of funds advanced 
for planning work when projects are not undertaken, 
Directs the Administrator to make reservations of 
capital grants, within certain limits, up to the 
full amount of the authorizations. Provides that 
the amount made available to any community shall 
not be restricted in any way except as provided in 
the Act and that there shall be no limitation as to 
the size of any urban renewal project which other- 
wise meets the requirements of the Act, Permits 
grants for community renewal programs within certain 
limits. Permits Federal agencies, when purchasing 
urban renewal land, to obligate themselves to the 
requirements applicable to other redevelopers. In- 
creases to $200 million (now $100 million) the 
limitation on the amount that may be expended in 
any one State. 

Permits relocation payments of up to $200 per 
family or $3,500 for a business to individuals and 
businesses displaced as a result of any governmental 
activity in the renewal area (now limited to activi- 
ties of the renewal agency). Provides that land 
within the area may be made available to low-rent 
housing agencies at a price equal to that which 
would be charged if disposed of to private enter- 
prise for rental housing of similar character. 
Permits the commission or simplification of certain 
planning requirements now specifically required. 
Increases to 25 percent (now 10 percent) the aggregate

amount of urban renewal grants authorized for non- 
residential purposes and eliminates the require- 
ment that non residential development include a sub- 
stantial number of slum or blighted dwellings. 

Permits the acceptance of public improvements 
commenced within five years of the approval of the 
renewal plan as noncash local grants-in-aid, Elimi- 
nates the provision which precludes acceptance of 
public improvements as local grants-in-aid when such 
improvements are financed by local bonds. Retains 
the restriction on the acceptance of projects fi- 
nanced by special assessment as local grants-in-aid. 

Permits interest on funds obtained from local 
sources as a proper project cost. Sets a uniform 
date (date of approval) for the determination of the 
rate of interest. Permits assistance to be pro- 
vided to States having no "State planning agency" 
where an agency is designated by the governor of 
the State and such agency is acceptable by the 
Administrator. Permits planning grants to be made 
directly to cities (or groups of adjacent communi- 
ties) having a population of less than 50,000 (now 
25,000). Increases to $25 million (now $10 million) 
the amount authorized for urban planning grants. 

Permits the Administrator to use up to $50,000 
in any one fiscal year to conduct surveys of the 
Status and current volume of the State and local 
public works planning and surveys of estimated 
requirements for public works. 

Permits local housing authorities to set rents 
and income limitations for low-rent projects subject 
to the statutory ceilings provided. Eliminates the 
$100 exemption for each dependent and the 20 percent 
gap requirement for displaced families. 

Directs the Public Housing Commissioner and the 
Housing and Home Finance Administrator to assist 


local housing authorities in the acquisition, repair, 
and remodeling of existing buildings for use as low- 


rent projects. Requires residual receipts be used 

to advance the amortization of the capital debt and 
sets forth certain requirements regarding auditing of 
funds. Restores certain provisions of the Housing 
Act of 1949 pertaining to the number of low-rent 
housing units which may be assisted. Sets forth a 
permissive plan whereby low-rent dwellings may be 
sold to tenants. Permits local agencies to allow 
overincome tenants to remain in occupancy under 
certain conditions. Permits payment for local 
governmental services and facilities on the same 
basis as would be charged private persons without 
requiring amendments to contracts. Permits existing 
annual contribution contracts to be revised on re- 
quest of the local agency provided holders of out- 
standing bonds are not jeopardized, Provides for the 
payment of rents for the use of administrative 
buildings of the local low-rent authority for other 
than local low-rent authority business. 

Permits the modification of contracts for the 
disposal of low-rent housing when deemed desirable 
in the public interest. Extends for two years the 
time during which military personnel may continue to 
occupy certain war housing owned by the Housing 
Authority of Philadelphia, Pennsylvania. 

Extends financial assistance under the Housing 
Act of 1950 to educational institutions (college 
level) for the construction and/or conversion of 
existing structures for use as classrooms and related 
facilities. Authorizes an additional $500 million 
in notes and other obligations for providing such 
assistance. 
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Increases the college housing loan authorization 
by $500 million, and increases by $75 million the 
$100 million limit on the part of this authorization 
which can be used for other educational facilities. 

Liberalizes the provisions of the Housing Act 
relating to housing for elderly persons, veterans' 
housing, and farm housing.

Permits any person whose right has been so 
revoked to tender his entire inventory to the brand, 
name, or trademark owner at cost, and if not accepted, 
to sell at any price ten days thereafter.

Provides reimbursement to owners and tenants 
of lands acquired for Chantilly Airport for ex- 
penses, losses and damages directly resulting from 
moving themselves, their families, and possessions 
from such lands, in an amount not exceeding 25 per- 
cent of the fair value of the land.

(Foreign Affairs). 


Authorizes the President to delegate to the 
Secretary of State the power and authority to pre- 
scribe rules and regulations relating to the issuance 
and cancellation of passports. Authorizes the 
Secretary of State to refuse to issue passports 
under certain conditions. 

Provides for the revocation and for denial 
of a passport to any person whenever there is 
reasonable ground to believe that the applicant 
is going abroad for the purpose of engaging in 
activities which will further the aims and objectives 
of the Communist Party or like organizations.

Allows acredit against tax to the extent of 
30 percent of the payments by the taxpayer to edu- 
cational institutions during the taxable year for 
the cost of tuition and fees above the twelfth 
grade of the taxpayer and of any other person or 
persons. Provides for an adjustment for scholar- 
ships and educational allowances. Effective 
January 1, 1955. 


H. R. 2474, Mr. Donohue; January 15, 1959 (Ways 
and Means). 


Unemployment Compensation Act - Specifies the 
conditions under which a State unemployment com- 
pensation law may deny benefits to an eligible indi- 
vidual and have the approval of the law by the Sec- 
retary of Labor. Compensation may be denied (1) for 
a period not in excess of 4 weeks immediately follow- 
ing the week in which such eligible individual (a) 
left suitable work without good cause, (b) refused 
to accept suitable work without good cause, or (c) 
was discharged for misconduct in connection with 
his work; (2) for any week in which he left or lost 
his employment due to a stoppage of work which exists 
because of a strike at the place of his employment 
if such individual participated in or was directly 
interested in such strike or was a member of a grade 
or class of workers who were participating in or 
directly interested in such strike unless such strike 
was occasioned by the employer's violation of Federal 
or State laws relating to labor or failure to main- 
tain for his employees wage rates, etc., less favor- 
able to similar work in the locality; (3) for the 
first week of unemployment occurring within the bene- 
fit year; (4) for a period not in excess of 12 weeks 
immediately following the week in which he has been 
found attempting to obtain compensation by fraud 
or willful misrepresentation of a material fact; (5) 
for any week in which he is unable to work or is 
unavailable for suitable work. 

Fixes the maximum primary benefit payable under 
State law at not less than 66% percent of the State's 
average weekly wage. Fixes the minimum benefits at 
not less than 50 percent of such individual's weekly 
wages. Makes benefits payable to all unemployed in- 
sured individuals for a period of not less than 39 
weeks. 
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Provides that compensation shall not be denied 
in whole or in part to any otherwise eligible in- 
dividual because of the receipt of any payment under 
any plan or system established for the purpose of 
supplementing the compensation payable under the 
State law. 

Provides that in order to be eligible to receive 
unemployment compensation benefits an individual 
shall not be required (a) if the State law provides 
for a qualifying requirement computed as a multiple 
of the amount of the individual's high quarter 
wages, to have been paid more than one and one-half 
times the amount of his high quarter wages; or (b) 
if the State law provides for a qualifying requirement 
based on weeks of employment, to have been employed 
by an employer for more than 20 weeks in his base 
period. 

Levies unemployment tax on employers of one 
or more employees (now 4 or more). 

Specifically includes employees who are covered 
by the unemployment compensation provisions (a) 
agent-drivers, or commission drivers engaged in 
distributing meat products, vegetable products, 
fruit products, bakery products, beverages (other 
than milk), or laundry or dry-cleaning-services, for 
his principal; (b) full-time life insurance sales- 
men; (c) certain homeworkers; and (d) certain travel- 
ing or city salesmen. 

Defines benefit year, base period, high quarter 
wages, and average weekly wage. 

Appropriates, for fiscal 1959 and each fiscal 
year thereafter, to the Federal Unemployment Account 
amounts equivalent to 100 percent of the taxes re- 
ceived during the year under the Federal Unemploy- 
ment Tax Act and covered into the Treasury. 

Authorizes for the purpose of assisting the 
States in the administration of their unemployment 
compensation laws sums specified in the Department 
of Labor Appropriation Act and an additional $25,- 
000,000 annually, beginning with fiscal 1959. 

Entitles a State to a reinsurance grant for 
any calendar quarter beginning July 1, 1959, if the 
balance in the State's unemployment fund on the last 
day of the preceding quarter is less than the amount 
of the compensation paid from such fund under the 
State law during the 6 month's period ending on 
the last day. Provides that a State shall not, un- 
der certain conditions, be entitled to a reinsur- 
ance grant for any calendar quarter commencing after 
the computation date for the first taxable year 
beginning after December 31, 1960, and prior to 
the computation date for the first taxable year 
beginning after December 31, 1965. Prohibits rein- 
surance grants for any calendar quarter beginning 
after December 31, 1965, unless the State involved 
has met certain standards within the most recent 
5 taxable years. 

Authorizes the Secretary of Labor to enter into 
agreements with any State for payments of compensa- 
tion on the basis of certain prescribed standards. 

Makes various technical amendments. 


H, R. 2475, Mr. Donohue; January 15, 1959 (Ways 
and Means). 


Trade Adjustment Act of 1959 - Authorizes the 
appointment of a special board to be known as the 
Trade Adjustment Board consisting of five officers 
and employees of the executive branch of the Govern- 
ment who will serve without additional compensation 
to their normal salaries as Government employees. 
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Permits the Board to conduct hearings, to secure 
information, subpena witnesses, and to establish 
appropriate rules and regulations in order to pro- 
vide assistance to communities, industries, business 
enterprises, and individuals in order to facilitate 
adjustments made necessary by the trade policy of 
the United States. Permits the President to refuse 
to accept the recommendations of the Tariff Commis- 
sion under the mechanisms of the escape clause, etc., 
and to invoke this Act after which the Board shall 
receive applications from communities, industrial 
development corporations, business enterprises, em- 
ployees, or organizations, representing employees 
for certificates of eligibility. The Board shall 
issue such certificates to parties engaged in the 
production of articles identical to or competitive 
with the articles found to need tariff adjustment 
by the Tariff Commission. Directs the Board in 
determining eligibility to consider the extent to 
which the employees and business enterprises or com- 
munities are affected by the injury suffered by the 
domestic industry and whether communities, business 
enterprises, and industrial development corporations 
have developed satisfactory programs for adjustment. 

Permits loans for economic adjustment purposes 
under the Small Business Act without the usual limita- 
tion on the amount to be loaned. Authorizes the 
Secretary of Labor to enter into agreements with 
States whereby supplementary unemployment compensa- 
tion benefits may be paid to individuals eligible 
for the benefits of this Act. Such payments would 
be equal to 66% percent of his average weekly earn- 
ings to extend for a period of 52 weeks. Directs 
the Secretary of Labor to provide suitable vocational 
rehabilitation training for unemployed individuals 
and authorizes him to certify older workers to be 
unemployed as a result of the international trade 
policy of the United States and amends the Social 
Security Act to permit individuals to retire at 
age 60. 

Permits eligible business enterprises to take 
advantage of the accelerated amortization provisions 
of the Internal Revenue Code.

H. R. 2477. Mr. Fino; January 15, 1959 (Armed 
Services). 


Provides that the hospital owned by the United 
States at San Patrico, Puerto Rico, be transferred 
to the Administrator of Veterans' Affairs for 
authorized care and treatment of beneficiaries of 
the Veterans' Administration in the commonwealth 
of Puerto Rico. 


H, R. 2478. Mrs. Granahan; January 15, 1959 
(Armed Services).

Makes numerous technical changes in the Secur- 
ities Exchange Act of 1934 which are designed to 
recognize changes that have taken place since the 
original adoption of the statute, such as the admis- 
sion of corporations to membership on stock exchanges 
and the elimination of the writ of mandamus as a 
separate legal remedy. 


H. R. 2481, Mr. Harris; January 15, 1959 (Inter- 
state and Foreign Commerce). 


Makes the following amendments in the Invest- 
ment Company Act: Redefines “advisory board" in 
such a way as to bring all investment advisory 
boards, committees and groups within the definition, 
and places the same limitations applicable to the 
board of directors of the investment company on 
these advisory boards. 

Defines the term "depositor", and clarifies 
the term "Share of stock", 

Deletes from the Act the reference to the Phil- 
ippine Islands, and Alaska as possessions of the 
United States, 

Eliminates inconsistencies within the Act 
providing for specific exceptions from the defini- 
tion of “investment company", and provides that pub- 
lic utilities exempted under the Public Utility 
Holding Company Act of 1935, are not excepted from 
the Investment Company Act. 

Clarifies the definition of “diversified invest- 
ment company" and provides that securities of other 
investment companies which can be included within 
the 75 percent of assets required to be diversified 
must be securities of diversified investment com- 
panies. 

Prohibits any change or deviation in the invest- 
ment policy of a company without the consent of 
stockholders holding a majority of the stock. 

Makes numerous other technical amendments. 


H. R. 2462. Mr. Harris; January 15, 1959 (Inter- 
state and Foreign Commerce). 


Amends the Investment Advisers Act by deleting 
the reference in the Act to the "Philippine Islands 
and Alaska" as United States possessions. 

Makes it possible for the Securities and Exchange 
Commission to keep out of the investment advisory 
business not only persons who would be barred under 
the standards of the aforementioned Act, but also 
any person who has been convicted of embezzlement, 
fraudulent conversion or misappropriation of funds 
or securities; or who has violated the Mail Fraud 
Statute; or who is subject to an injunction based 
upon such improper activities. 

Makes a willful violation of the Securities 
Act, the Securities Exchange Act, or the Investment 
Advisers Act a basis for denial or revocation of the 
registration of an investment adviser. 

Provides that the commencement of a proceeding 
to deny registration would postpone effectiveness 
of an application for registration for a period of 
90 days, or until final determination in the denial 
proceeding if that occurs sooner; and if the pro- 
ceeding extends beyond the 90 days, the Commission 
could postpone effectiveness beyond the 90 days period 
after a hearing on the question of further post- 
ponement. 
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Provides that a registered investment adviser 
may withdraw from registration only upon such terms 
and conditions as the Commission may impose in the 
public interest or for the\protection of investors. 

Permits inspection of the books and records of 
investment advisers by the Commission. Limits this 
power by providing that the Commission cannot require 
an investment adviser engaged in rendering investment 
supervisory services to disclose the identity, invest- 
ments or affairs of any client except in a particular 
proceeding or investigation. 

Makes the anti-fraud provisions presently con- 
tained in the Act applicable to all investment 
advisers, whether registered or not, 

Provides that it shall be unlawful under the 
Act for any person to do indirectly that which he 
cannot do directly. Makes it unlawful for any per- 
son to aid-abet or procure a violation by another 
person. 

tnlarges the rule-making power of the Commission 
and makes the penalty provisions of the Act applic- 
able to willful violations of any rule, regulation 
or order promulgated by the Commission under the 
authority of the Act. 

Makes other technical amendments. 


H. R. 2483. Mr. Harris; January 15, 1959 (Inter- 
state and Foreign Commerce). 


Increases to $500,000 (now $250,000) the exemp- 
tion from the qualification requirements under 
the Trust Indenture Act of 1939 for any security 
not issued under an indenture, Gives the Securities 
and Exchange Commission broader powers to grant 
exemptions, where appropriate, to securities issued 
under trust indentures created before the Act went 
into effect where such securities issued in 
series at the time the Act took effect have been 
retired. 


H. R. 2484, Mr. Harris; January 15, 1959 (Inter- 
state and Foreign Commerce). 


Authorizes the head of any Government department 
or independent agency to sell certain goods to the 
owner of any aircraft or his agency in the case of 
any emergency, or whenever such sale will benefit 
the United States [amending U. S. C. 49:175]. 


H. R. 2485. Mr. Harris; January 15, 1959 (Inter- 
state and Foreign Commerce). 


Amends the Trading with the Enemy Act and the 
War Claims Act of 1948, to provide compensation for 
certain World War II losses, 

Creates two accounts within the War Claims Fund 
to be known, respectively, as the German Claims 
Account and the Japanese Claims Account. 

Authorizes the sum of $10,000,000 to be appro- 
priated and deposited in the Japanese Claims Account. 

Authorizes the Foreign Claims Settlement Com- 
mission to determine the validity and amount of 
claims of nationals of the United States for physical 
loss, damage, or destruction to property in certain 
European countries such as Albania, Austria, Greece, 
Czechoslavakia, etc., as well as for damage done 
to property located in Japan. 

Makes other provisions relating to survivor- 
ship compensation in the case of deaths of civilian 
nationals of the United States when such deaths 
occurred while such persons were passengers on any 
vessels engaged in commerce on the high seas. 
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Provides that the transfer or assignment of 
property forming the subject matter of the claim 
shall not operate to extinguish the claim if other- 
vise allowable. 

Makes other provisions relating to the nation- 
ality of claimants, claims of stockholders; consoli- 
dation of awards; prohibition of certain awards, etc. 


f, R. 24866. Mr. Harris; January 15, 1959 (Inter- 
State and Foreign Commerce). 


Permits the War Claims Commission to rehear and 
redetermine claims under certain conditions for the 
reimbursement of religious organizations function- 
ing in the Philippine Islands and affiliated with a 
religious organization in the United States for 
services rendered to members of the armed services 
or certain American civilians [amending U. S. C. 

50 App. :2006(d) J. 


H, R. 24867. Mr. Harris; January 15, 1959 (Inter- 
state and Foreign Commerce). 


Requires under the Interstate Commerce Act 
that track motorcars be operated subject to adequate 
rules and regulations for directing and controlling 
their movement in order to avoid accidents. Requires 
railroads operating track motorcars and other self- 
propelled equipment to file rules and regulations 
with the Interstate Commerce Commission within ninety 
days after approval of the Act. Subjects such rules 
filed by the carriers to Interstate Commerce Com- 
aission approval and to such modifications as the 
Commission may require in the interests of safety. 

Provides that any officer, carrier, or agent 
violating the provisions of this Act be made liable 
to a penalty of $500 for each violation. 


H, R. 2468. Mr. Harris; January 15, 1959 (Inter- 
state and Foreign Commerce). 


Removes certain obsolete references in the 
Securities Act of 1933. Makes numerous technical 
amendments to the Securities Act of 1933 which are 
designed to materially assist the Securities and 
Xchange Commission in enforcing the statute, with- 
out altering the basic provisions of the Act or its 
purposes. 


H, R. 2489, Mr. McDonough; January 15, 1959 (Ways 
and Means). 


Permits individuals to include tips and gratui- 
ties received from customers as a part of their in- 
come for old-age, survivors, and disability insurance 
programs. Provides for payment of tax on such in- 
come for purposes of the benefits thereof. 


H. R. 2490, Mr. Metcalf; January 15, 1959 
(Agriculture). 


Farm Income Act of 1959 . 

Title I. Farm Program Goals - Sets forth the 
goals and aims this Act attempts to achieve, 

Title II. Farm Income Improvement and Protec- 
tion - Full Parity Family Farm Income Act - Directs 
the Secretary of Agriculture to maintain through 
price supporting loans, purchases, parity-income 
deficiency payments or other methods, farm income 
protection to’ cooperating producers for any agri- 
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cultural commodity if producers have not disapproved 
marketing quotas for marketing goals for such com- 
modity or the national conservation acreage reserve 
and farm all-commodity marketing goal at a level 

not in excess of the parity income-equivalent price 
of the commodity not less than 80 percent of the 
parity income-equivalent price of the commodity. 

Provides that the Board of Directors of the 
Federal Crop Insurance Corporation and the Secre- 
tary of Agriculture shall utilize the State and 
county farmer committees established pursuant to 
the Soil Conservation and Domestic Allotment Act 
to carry out the provisions of the Federal Crop 
Insurance Act. 

Provides for an alternative method of computing 
net earnings from self-employment available to farm- 
ers for Social Security taxes. 

Title III. National Security and Safety Reserve 
of Food, Fiber, and Biological Oils - Directs the 
Administrator of Defense Mobilization to establish a 
security reserve and stockpile of food, fiber and 
biological oil commodities to provide for the national 
safety and security against the hazards of natural 
disasters, insect pests, diseases and disruptions 
of the peace, as determined by the President of the 
United States upon the advice of the National Secur- 
ity Council and Defense Mobilization Administrator. 


Title IV. Farmer Processing and Marketing Loans - 


Provides for loans, through the Federal Farm Income 
Stabilization Corporation, to existing and newly 
organized farmer-owned cooperative and other farmer- 
owned cooperative business associations with one 
thousand or more farmer members to finance purchase 
or construction of facilities for the assembly, 
processing, marketing, and storage of farm commodities 
and the products thereof in amounts up to a maximum 
of 100 percent of cost. 

Title V. Domestic Consumption Expansion - Na- 
tional Food Allotment Act - Directs the Secretary of 
Agriculture to establish and administer the following 
national food allotment plan. 

Food allotment coupons of various monetary 
values shall be issued to householders. Prices for 
coupons shall be so fixed that the cost of coupons 
required to purchase the basic food allotment for a 
household shall not be more than 30 percent of the 
household income. Discrimination in the issuance 
and utilization of such coupons because of race, 
religion, creed, etc., is prohibited. 

An Advisory Council on Nutrition shall be set 
up. Food coupons shall be redeemed through coopera- 
tion of the Treasury Department, the General Account- 
ing Office and banking institutions. 

Requires the Secretary to render semi-annual 
reports to Congress describing the operations of 
the food-allotment plan, and the effectiveness of 
alternative arrangements, procedures, and methods 
of administration used in carrying out the program. 

Authorizes up to $450,000,000 in any year to 
provide at least two half-pints of milk per day to 
each child attending public schools and non-profit 
private schools. 

Title VI. Expansion of Farm Exports - Provides 
that the President is authorized to explore and 
encourage with friendly nations the establishment 
of an International Food and Fiber Reserve Band 
under the auspices of the United Nations. 

Title VII. Balancing Market Supply with Demand - 
Redesignates the "Soil Bank Act" as the "All-Commodity 
Farm Market Sharing and Conservation Acreage Reserve 
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Act", Provides that the Secretary of Agriculture, 
upon recommendation adopted by two-thirds vote of 
the Federal Farm Income Stabilization Board, shall 
determine and proclaim, prior to November 15 of each 
year, a nationwide, farmwide, all-commodity farm 
marketing quota and a national conservation acreage 
reserve for the succeeding crop year. 

Dairy Marketing Act of 1959 - Declares it to 
be the policy of the Congress to provide mandatory 
price support at not less than 80 percent of the 
parity equivalent price for milk used in manufactured 
dairy products and at not less than 80 percent of the 
parity price for butterfat for the years ending 
March 31, 1960, 1961, and 1963, in order to maintain 
the productive capacity of the dairy farming in- 
dustry, and to provide orderly marketing of an ade- 
quate national supply of milk and dairy products. 

Amends the Agricultural Act of 1949 by pro- 
viding that the Secretary, through the Farm Income 
Improvement Corporation, shall support the price to 
producers of milk used in manufactured dairy products 
and of butterfat at the aforementioned parity prices. 

Permits the Secretary to reduce the level of 
price support under certain conditions except that 
in no event shall the support price be fixed at less 
than 66% percent of the parity price. 

Makes other provisions relative to the accom- 
plishment of price support and product purchases. 

Makes provisions relating to circumstances 
where the price average drops below 80 percent 
parity; the suspension of marketing quotas; the 
national marketing base for milk and butterfat; 
establishment of bases for producers; regulations 
relative to the transfer, assignment, and adjust- 
ment of bases. 

Provides that where marketing quotas are re- 
quired, the quota for each farm shall be establisned 
as the volume of sales of milk or milk equivalent 
resulting from the subtraction from the farm market- 
ing base assigned to the producer, not to exceed 1 
percent of such farm marketing base of each 5 per- 
cent of the expected weighted national average of 
prices received by farmers for butterfat and milk 
used for manufacturing of dairy products by which 
such expected weighted national average is less 
than 80 percent of the weighted national average 
of the parity equivalent price of milk for manu- 
facturing and the parity price of butterfat. 

Makes other requirements relative to the with- 
holding of the deposit; filing of returns and 
remittances; compliance deposits. 

Requires the Secretary of Agriculture to make, 
from Farm Income Improvement Corporation funds, 
certain price support deficiency payments, 

Requires the Secretary to conduct a nationwide 
referendum of milk producers who have a marketing 
base of 10,000 pounds of milk or more per farm, to 
determine whether those voting approve the pro- 
vision of their support operations. 

Provides that if more than % of the producers 
voting in the referendum oppose these operations 
they shall not become effective. Provides that only 
milk producers may vote in the referendum. 

Creates a Federal Dairy Board consisting of 15 
members to be elected by the milk producers. 

Divides the United States into 15 Federal dairy 
districts and assigns each district one place on 
the Board. Requires the milk producers in each 
district to elect by ballot one Board member and 
one alternate Board member. 
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Makes other provisions relative to the composi- 
tion of the Board, its functions, duties, etc. 

Wheat - Permits wheat producers to vote on 
whether they want to continue the present program 
or adopt for 1959, 1960, and 1961 a domestic parity 
program in which farmers would be assured of reason- 
able prices on that part of their crop which is con- 
sumed as human food in the United States. 

Feed Grains and Livestock - Provides a program 
to adequately balance the orderly flow of feed grains 
and livestock in their products in interstate and 
foreign commerce and by fostering reasonable adjust- 
ment of the market supply. Makes disaster relief 
available to livestock producers who are victims of 
natural disaster. Sets up a program for upland 
cotton so as to increase farm income and expand mar- 
kets for cotton in both the domestic and foreign 
markets, 

Title V. Peanut Fund for Surplus Diversion, 
Publicity, Promotion, and other Purposes - Provides 
for a referendum on the establishment of a peanut 
fund to cover losses sustained in disposing of pea- 
nuts under price-supports programs, Makes changes 
in the programs on rice, broilers, and eggs. 

National Turkey Marketing Act - Declares it to 
be the policy of Congress to encourage the production 
of turkeys by establishing and contributing to turkey 
support programs which would tend to provide a reason- 
able and adequate return to efficient producers and 
to promote research and market development programs, 
thereby assisting, improving and promoting the 
marketing and distribution in commerce of turkeys 
and turkey products, 

Provides that the Secretary of Agriculture shall 
issue orders applicable to persons engaged in the 
marketing in commerce of breeder hens, hatching eggs, 
poults or market turkeys, and to buyers of turkeys 
for slaughter. 

Requires that orders issued shall contain one 
or more of the following terms and conditions and 
(except as further provided in the Act) no other: 

(1) registration of name and address of persons 
maintaining breeder hens for production for commerce 
of hatching eggs, poults, or market turkeys and 
registration of each breeder hen and issuance of an 
official band therefor; (2) payment of fees for the 
registration of each breeder hen; (3) prohibiting the 
marketing in commerce of breeder hens not registered 
and issued an official band; (4) prohibiting the 
marketing of unregistered breeding hens; (5) provid- 
ing for payments from funds collected pursuant to 
the marketing order for marketing breeder hens for 
slaughter in accordance with the terms of the market- 
ing order; (6) providing for payment of a stabiliza- 
tion fee for each hatching egg hatched or marketed 
under terms of the order; (7) providing for payment 
of stabilization fee for each poult marketed in 
commerce or retained for the production of turkeys 
for market in commerce; (8) providing for payments 
from funds collected pursuant to the marketing 

order for diverting hatching eggs or poults from the 
channels of commerce; (9) providing for the purchase 
from funds collected pursuant to the marketing order 
of breeder hens, hatching eggs, or poults not needed 
for the production of market turkeys; (10) providing 
for the payment by the person marketing market tur- 
keys of a market development and stabilization fee 
for each market turkey marketed in commerce; (11) 
providing for the withholding from the proceeds of 
sale of breeder hens, hatching eggs, etc., and 
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stabilization fees becoming due and owing by reason 
of marketing of same, and for the disposition of such 
fees in accordance with the terms of the marketing 


ed pursuant to the marketing order to encourage mar- 
keting, sale, export, diversion, etc., of market tur- 
keys and turkey products under the terms of the mar- 
keting order; (13) providing for the purchase from 
funds collected to facilitate marketing; promote 
consumption, or effectuate a better balance between 
supply and demand of turkeys in accordance with the 
terms of the order; (14) establishing or providing 
for the establishment of research, inlcuding disease 
control, etc., programs; (15) any term or condition 
incidental to, not inconsistent with, and necessary 
to effectuate any other terms and conditions of 

such order. 

Sets up certain consumer safeguards by permit- 
ting the Secretary to suspend the operation of cer- 
tain orders when the average price of the turkeys 
to growers equals or exceeds the parity price. 

Requires the Secretary to conduct a referendum 
among the producers to ascertain whether the issuance 
of an order is favorable to the producers; prohibits 
orders becoming effective unless the Secretary deter- 
mines such is favored or approved in the proper 
manner, 

Sets up eligibility requirements for voting in 
referendum, Vests the District Courts with juris- 
diction to review the Secretary's rulings. 

Permits the Secretary upon request of the 
marketing board, to institute suit against persons 
failing to pay fees required under marketing orders. 

Sets penalties for willful violation of any 
marketing order, 

Title VIII, Family Farm Credit. Family Farm 
Yardstick Credit Act - Directs the Secretary to 
reactivate the program of assisting farmers and 
creditors with voluntary farm debt-adjustment pro- 
cedures, and reinstitutes the policy of adjusting 
repayment schedules of loans to the net earnings of 
borrowers from year to year. Provides for long- 
term loans to farm tenants and part and full-time 
farm owners to buy farms or enlarge their units,as 
follows: (1) reduces the rate of interest charged 
to the borrower from 5 to 3 percent; (2) increases 
the authorization for annual appropriations for such 
loans from $50,000,000 to $200,000,000 to begin in 
fiscal year 1958; (3) increases mortgage insurance 
guaranty fund for insured private long-term farm 
loans from $25,000,000 to $50,000,000; (4) reduces 
the interest rate paid to insured private lenders 
from 4 to 3 percent; (5) eliminates the existing re- 
quirement that only farms smaller than average size 
in the county can be purchased with proceeds of 
these loans; and (6) eliminates the existing re- 
quirement that the borrower be charged initial serv- 
ice fees for inspection, appraisal, etc., including 
the one percent annual mortgage insurance charge. 

Raises the maximum permissible amount of an 
initial loan under the Bankhead-Jones Farm Tenant 
Act from $10,000 to $35,000 and the permissible 
Size of total indebtedness from $20,000 to $50,000, 
Reduces the rate of interest charged the farmer 
borrower from 5 to 3 percent. 

Family Farm Development Act — Authorizes the 
President of the United States to designate from 
time to time 500 counties of the highest concentra- 
tion of low rural incomes, Then the Department of 
Agriculture is authorized through established 


order; (12) providing for payments from funds collect- 
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agencies and farmer committees, to put personnel 
into those communities to deal with the low income 
problem, Provides for a study of problems of in- 
dividual farmers approved by the farmer committees 
and determine whether the cause of low income is 
health, lack of capital, land resources, lack of 
agricultural know-how or something else. Provides 
that these people be helped if at all possible 

to get credit, either through guaranteed private 

or direct teans. Directs that farm plans be 
developed for them and technical assistance provided 
in carrying out the farm plan. 

Authorizes direct or guaranteed 25 year loans 
for the development and enlargement of farming units 
that are too small, three to ten year loans or non- 
real estate capital requirements, such as live- 
stock and machinery, up to 50 year loans for the 
establishment of sustained yield forestry. 

Authorizes the Department of Health, Education, 
and Welfare to provide programs of vocations] adult 
training in the counties where low-income rural 
people are concentrated, as such programs are needed 
to train and retrain the people so as to maximize 
the income and productivity of the citizens within 
the area, 

Title IX. Agricultural Research and Industrial 
Utilization Act - Creates a 5-member Agricultural 
Research and Industrial Board to coordinate and expe- 
dite efforts to develop, through research, new in- 
dustrial uses, and increased use under existing 
processes, of agricultural products; to develop new 
replacement crops; and to reduce the stocks of 
commodities, owned by the Commodity Credit Corpora- 
tion, 

Title X, Federal Farm Income Improvement 
Board and Farm Committees - Redesignates the Commodity 
Credit Corporation as the Federal Farm Income Im- 
provement Corporation,

Motor Vehicle Carrier Mail Act of 1959 - Author- 
izes the Postmaster General to provide mail trans- 
portation by motor carriers without advertising for 
bids or under contract. 

Requires the Postmaster General to file with the 
Interstate Commerce Commission, and publish in the 
Federal Register, within 90 days after the enactment 
of this Act, an initial statement of services for the 
utilization of carriers for mail transportation. 

Sets forth the requirements of the statements 
of service. 





Upon the request of the Postmaster General, 
requires carriers to perform mail transportation in 
the manner, under the conditions, and with the serv- 
ices prescribed in accordance with applicable state- 
mnts of service. 

Makes it unlawful for any carrier to fail or 
refuse to perform the services, or furnish the infor- 
mation, set forth in the applicable statement of 
services unless such failure is caused by unavoid- 
able accident, or other circumstances beyond the con- 
trol of the carrier. 

Permits the Postmaster General to impose a pen- 
alty not in excess of $1,000 or the reasonable value 
of any material lost or damaged for all violations 
other than refusal to perform service, in which case 
the penalty imposed may be treble the compensation 
applying to the transportation with respect to the 
violation which occurred. 

Permits the Commission to hold hearings rela- 
tive to matters involved in this Act. 

Requires the Commission to give public notice 
once the Postmaster General has filed statements of 
service, Permits affected carriers to file what it 
believes to be fair and reasonable rates for the 
service with the Commission, within a specified time 
after publication of the statements of service. 

Empowers the Commission to determine the rates 
for such services, which shall become effective from 
the date of publication of the statement of services. 

For the purposes of determining rates, author- 
izes the Commission to make reasonable classifica- 
tions of carriers and, where just and equitable, fix 
rates applicable to all carriers in the same classi- 
fication, 

Permits carriers directly affected by a Commis- 
sion's rate fixing order to apply to the Commission 
for a redetermination of the rates applicable to the 
required services. 

Provides that no specific authority to transport 
the mail be required to be obtained by any carrier 
from the Commission, or from a regulatory body of 
any State, Territory, or possession of the United 
States. Limits control of rates solely to the pro- 
visions for same set forth in the Act. 

Permits the Postmaster General to enter into 
special contracts for periods up to 4 years with 
carriers when in his judgment conditions warrant the 
payment of rates different from those prescribed by 
the Commission.

Authorizes the Attorney General to admit after 
consultation with the Surgeon General the spouses, 
parents and minor children of United States citizens 
or of law-residents notwithstanding the fact that 
such person is afflicted with tuberculosis. 

Provides for the nonquota entry of wives, parents, 
and children of persons admitted previously provided 
such person applied for immigration and was approved 
by the Attorney General prior to March 1, 1957. 

Makes available to the Department of State cer- 
tain unused nonquota immigrant visas which remain 
unissued to those for whom intended. 

Provides that offenses committed by applicants 
for immigration be determined to be felonies or mis- 
demeanors by using the law of the United States as 
set forth in the United States Code. If no comparable 
offense is carried in the United States Code the 
District of Columbia Code shall be used in making 
such determination. 


H. R. 2904, Mr. Libonati; January 20, 1959 
(Judiciary). 


Revises the basic quota system of the Immigra- 
tion and Nationality Act of 1952. Makes the total 
annual quota of immigrants one-seventh of one percent 
of the population of the United States based upon 
the 1950 Federal census (now based on 1924 census). 
Increases the maximum allocation of the quota for 
colonies (Asia-Pacific triangle) from 100 to 200. 
Provides that the increase in the annual quota, less 
the amount needed for the minimum quota (the minimum 
quota before this Act plus 100) and less 5,000 numbers, 
be distributed among the several quota areas in pro- 
portions which would reflect the ratio of immigration 
between July 1, 1924 and July 1, 1955, into the 
United States from such areas to the total immigra- 
tion from all countries of the world. 

Adjusts some of the differences in the quota 
caused by the fact that some countries never exhaust 
their quotas and others are greatly oversubscribed. 
Makes 5,000 numbers available for assignment with- 
out regard to nationality or national origin, to 
aliens anywhere in the world if they are of the 
type whose services and skills are needed in the 
United States, Permits the use of unused quotas 
which are now lost if a country does not send its 
quota to the United States. Proposes to assign the 
unused quota numbers annually to four regions which 
are Europe, Asia, Africa, and Oceania. Makes this 
pool of quota numbers available only in the ensuing 
year. Proposes that the only persons eligible to 
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share in this pool will be classes of aliens who 

are entitled to a preference status in the quota 
under the existing law by reason of their special 
skills, or because of their relationship to citizens 
or resident aliens. 

Grants the President power to authorize the 
parole by the Attorney General into the United 
States of escapees from Communist tyranny, who have 
fled from their homelands and are in other, non- 
communist countries, Limits the number of such 
escapees to the average annual number of aliens who 
have been permitted to come into the United States 
each year since June 25, 1948, 

Sets up a procedure whereby the immigration 
status of parolees may be adjusted to that of a law- 
ful permanent resident, Permits the Attorney Gen- 
eral to grant such adjustment in his discretion 
after the alien has been in the United States for 
two years and if the applicant is of good character, 
and if the adjustment would not be contrary to the 
national interest. Requires a report of such adjust- 
ment to be submitted to the Congress and if Congress 
does not register disapproval then the alien's entry 
would be recorded as of the date of the alien's 
last arrival in the United States. 

Limits the number of aliens whose status may 
be adjusted in any fiscal year to the average number 
of aliens authorized to be admitted to the United 
States for permanent residence each fiscal year 
since June 25, 1948. Authorizes the issuance of not 
more than 2,500 non-quota immigrant visas annually 
to certain alien orphans, under the age of ten years, 
who are adopted or are to be adopted by a United 
States citizen. 

Vests in the Attorney General discretionary 
power to admit to the United States, regardless of 
statutory grounds of excludability, a limited number 
of aliens who are United States soldiers or war 
veterans, close relatives of citizens, or religious 
functionaries. Specifies an overall ceiling of 
5,000 annually. 

Makes numerous changes in the Immigration 
and Nationality Act: (1) gives the Secretary of 
State and the Attorney General discretionary power 
to waive fingerprinting of aliens seeking temporary 
admission to the United States; (2) enlarges the 
discretionary power to waive non-immigrant visas 
in the emergency cases; (3) eliminates the inspec- 
tion of aliens coming to the continental United 
States from Alaska and Hawaii; (4) gives the Attorney 
General clear and statutory authority to provide 
for an examining officer at exclusion hearings, and 
the authority to initiate deportation proceedings 
other than by a physical arrest; and (5) permits the 
passage of aliens through the United States, from 
one foreign country to another, in the discretion 
of the Attorney General without application of all 
the provisions of the immigration law, upon proper 
safeguards making certain of the departure of the 
aliens.

Provides that such assistance shall 
be extended only to applicants which have been ap- 
proved for such assistance by an agency or instru- 
mentality of the State or political subdivision in 
which the project to be financed is located, and 
which agency or instrumentality is directly con- 
cerned with problems of economic development in 
such State or subdivision. 

Authorizes the Commissioner to make loans or 
grants to assist in financing the purchase or develop- 
ment of land for public facility usage and allots 
$75,000,000 annually for grants.

Provides that in the case of this multiple trust 
provision a trustee shall not be held personally 
liable for taxes assessed against a trust to the 
extent he did not know such taxes were payable by 
such trust under this subsection, 

Sets up the following criteria in determining 
whether a trustee knows that taxes are payable here- 
under: (1) information received by an officer or 
employee of a corporate trustee in the course of 
carrying on the corporation's business other than 
that of administering trusts shall not be attributed 
to the trustee, and (2) except to the extent that 
a trustee is acting as trustee of two or more trusts 
created by the same grantor or testator under sub- 
stantially identical instruments, he shall not be 
treated as knowing that taxes are payable under this 
subsection until written notice to that effect is 
received from the Secretary. 

Authorizes the Secretary to require the grantor 
or his personal representative or a trustee under 
any trust to furnish information relative to the 
trusts and to require the trustees of separate trusts 
to exchange information relative to their respective 
trusts to the extent necessary in carrying out the 
purposes of this subsection. 

Makes the new multiple trusts subsection applic- 
able as to taxable years ending after the date of 
enactment of this Act with respect to trusts created 
after December 31, 1956, with exceptions. 

Provides in determining whether an estate or 
trust is entitled to the dividend exclusion under 
section 642, dealing with the special rules for 
credits and deductions in the case of estates and 
trusts, that any amount of dividends allocable to a 
beneficiary (under section 652, dealing with the 
inclusion of amounts in gross income of beneficiaries 
of trusts distributing current income only and sec- 
tion 662, dealing with the inclusion of amounts in 
gross income of beneficiaries of estates and trusts 
accumulating income or distributing corpus) shall 
be allocable first from the dividends which are 
not excluded from gross income, 

Permits an estate or trust deduction for chari- 
table contributions without regard to the percentage 
limitations applicable to individuals. 

Amends section 642(e) of the Code by substitut- 
ing the word "apportioned" for “allowable™ therein 
making it clear that a portion of any depreciation 
or depletion allowance to which a trust or estate 
is entitled must be allocated to a charitable bene- 
ficiary. 

Extends the deduction carryover provision of 
section 642(h) dealing with unused loss carryover 
and excess deductions on termination available to 
beneficiaries, to the termination of a single bene- 
ficiary's interest in an estate or trust having 
different beneficiaries. 

Makes other amendments relating to special 
rules for credits and deductions for estates and 
trusts. 
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Amends section 651(a) relating to the deduction 
for trusts distributing current income only, in order 
to reflect the aforementioned changes in the treat- 
ment of charitable beneficiaries. 

Amends sections 661 and 662 pertaining to de- 
ductions for estates and trusts accumulating income 
or distributing corpus to relieve beneficiaries of 
trusts and estates from inequities arising out of the 
present method of allocating the distributable net 
income of an estate or trust among beneficiaries who 
have received distributions of income or corpus there- 
from during the taxable year. 

Amends the special rules provision relating to 
permissive accumulative income by correcting the 
rules of existing law which in some instances attrib- 
ute income of an estate to persons receiving corpus 
distributions. Provides that amounts properly paid 
from and charged to corpus, as a bequest or as a 
statutory award or allowance to a spouse, would be 
excluded from gross income for a period of 3 years, 
However, where a spouse is entitled under State law to 
income of an estate as in the case of an election 
against a will, an amount paid by the surviving 
spouse which the fiduciary properly charged to income 
would be includible in the gross income of the spouse; 
such also would be true where the amounts paid to 
will contestants are properly payable out of and 
charged to income. 

Deletes the existing section 663(a)(2) which 
provides that distributions to charitable beneficiaries 
shall not be included as amounts for which a trust 
or estate is allowed a deduction from distributable 
net income for distributions to beneficiaries, as 
under the proposed allowance of deductions for charit- 
able distributions from distributable net income such 
provision would no longer be necessary and provides 
instead that taxable income be considered as divided 
proportionately between the charitable and non- 
charitable beneficiaries. Allows a deduction for 
corpus distributions to charitable beneficiaries to 
the extent that income of the current year is properly 
accumulated. 

Extends the separate share rule of section 663(c) 
to estates and also extends the carryover provisions 
of section 642(h) to the termination of a single 
beneficiary's interest in the estate or trust. 

Adds a new subsection to section 663 and provides 
that the deductions presently allowable under section 
642(c) which allows a deduction to an estate or trust 
both for amounts distributed, and for amounts per- 
manently set aside for charitable purposes be elim- 
inated and an estate or trust be allowed a deduction 
for amounts distributed to charitable beneficiaries 
under sections dealing with the deduction for trusts 
distributing current income only (section 651) and 
deductions for estates and trusts accumulating income 
or distributing corpus (section 661) in the same 
manner as deductions are allowed for distributions 
to other beneficiaries. 

Provides that amounts permanently set aside for 
charitable purposes be considered to be amounts 
credited to a charitable beneficiary. Limits the 
credits to amounts set aside out of gross income 
of the current year; and, except in the case of 
income allocated to corpus which is not included in 
the definition of income in section 643(b), limits 
the deduction for amounts set aside (but not dis- 
tributed) for charitable beneficiaries to the excess 
of the distributable net income of the estate or 
trust over deductions otherwise allowable for dis-

tributions to beneficiaries, thereby avoiding income 
taxes on distributions to noncharitable beneficiaries 
by the setting aside of income for future distribu- 
tion to charitable beneficiaries. 

Proposes the new subsection dealing with amounts 
permanently set aside for charitable beneficiaries 
or purposes, be applicable for taxable years ending 
after the enactment of this Act. 

Repeals section 678 relating to a person other 
than grantor treated as substantial owner, as to 
taxable years ending after the date of enactment of 
this Act. Adds a new section to subpart C of part I 
of chapter 1 which becomes a substitution for the 
existing section 678 thereby clarifying the intent 
of section 678 and causing the person who has a 
power to withdraw income to be taxed in the same way 
as the person to whom income is required to be dis- 
tributed. Provides that the substituted section 
be applicable to existing trusts as well as to future 
trusts but only as to taxable years ending after the 
enactment of this Act. 

Amends section 665 dealing with definitions 
applicable to the treatment of excess distributions 
by trusts, for the purpose of computing undistributed 
net income of a prior year, which determines the ex- 
tent to which an accumulation distribution in 1 year 
may be treated as a distribution of income of such 
prior year, and also for the purpose of computing 
distributable net income of the current year, which 
measures the amount of an accumulation distribution, 
the excluded corpus deductions being applied first 
against accumulated income or income credited to 
corpus which is not otherwise excluded from dis- 
tributable net income. 

Makes changes in section 668(a) dealing with 
the treatment of amounts deemed distributed in pre- 
ceding years and in 671 relating to trust income, 
deductions, and credits attributable to grantors as 
substantial owners. 

Changes section 674(b)(3) dealing with the 
power to control beneficial enjoyment wherein such 
power is exercisable only by will by excepting a 
power to appoint by deed as well as a power to appoint 
by will where the power to appoint by deed, if exer- 
cised, will not be immediately operative to confer 
beneficial enjoyment of the trust property on any- 
one, but such enjoyment will be postponed until after 
the death of the donee of the power. 

Makes other major changes in the existing trust 
and estate provisions of the Internal Revenue Code 
of 1954, relating to the power to control beneficial 
enjoyment, administrative powers, income for benefit 
of grantor, limitation on charitable deduction, etc.

Title VII. Provides that the District Courts 
shall have jurisdiction of proceedings instituted 
under this Act.

H. R, 3311. Mr. Holtzman; January 26, 1959 
(Ways and Means). 


Defines “firearms" for purposes of internal 
revenue provisions relative to importation of same 
as “pistols and revolvers" and permits their impor- 
tation into the United States by dealers or importers 
of same and by persons bringing same out of the 
United States after having taken same out of the 
United States [amending U. S. C. 26:5845]. 


H, R. 3312. Mr. Horan; January 26, 1959 
(Public Works). 


Directs the Chief of Engineers to investigate 
areas of water supply shortages and to prepare 
reports and recommendations thereon for the allevia- 
tion of such shortages. 


H. R. 3313. Mr. Hosmer; January 26, 1959 
(Armed Services). 


Permits the use of a declaration under penalty 
of perjury in lieu of an affidavit to establish cer- 
tain facts required to be set forth by affidavit 
under the Soldiers and Sailors Relief Act of 1940 
when such use is authorized by the laws applicable 
to the court concerned [amending U. S. C. 50: 
app. 520]. 


H. R. 3314, Mr. Huddleston; January 26, 1959 
(Post Office and Civil Service). 


Provides for the issuance of a special postage 
stamp in honor of the memory of Father Abram Joseph 
Ryan, the "Poet-Priest of the Confederacy". 


H. R. 3315. Mr. Johnson of California; 
January 26, 1959 (Agriculture). 


Exempts the production of durum wheat (class 
II) in the Tulelake division of the Klamath project 
in California from acreage allotments and marketing 
quotas. 


H. R. 3316. Mr. Johnson of California; 
January 26, 1959 (Public Works). 


Requires the Chief of Engineers to acquire 
title to lands needed to preserve recreational 
potentials created by reservoir projects constructed 
with Federal funds, and to provide certain basic 
public facilities thereon, 


H. R. 3317. Mr. Johnson of Colorado; January 26, 
1959 (Government Operations). 


Amends the Employment Act of 1946 to make maxi- 
mum purchasing power and stability of prices an 
explicit aim of Federal economic policy [amending 
U. S. C. 15:1021, 1023(c)(4)]. 


H. R. 3318. Mr. Keogh; January 26, 1959 
(Ways and Means). 


Restricts application of a portion of the trade 
agreement with the Republic of the Philippines, 
relating to duty-free imports of tobacco, to such 
goods as are certified by the Philippine government 
to have been allocated for exportation to the United 
States free of duty under the agreement. 


H. R. 3319. Mr. Kilburn (by request); 
January 26, 1959 (Banking and Currency). 


Housing Act of 1959 - Extends indefinitely the 
Federal Housing Agency home repair and improvement 
program (now expires September 30, 1959). Removes 
the ceiling on insurance authorization for the FHA 
insurance programs, 

Increases the maximum mortgage amount on single- 
family and two-family homes from $20,000 to $25,000, 
retaining the present maximum for three and four- 
family homes, 

Permits non-occupant owners to obtain the same 
maximum mortgage amounts as an occupant owner (now 
limited to 85 percent) by assuming responsibility 
for the reduction of the mortgage by at least 15 
percent in the event the mortgaged property is not 
sold to purchaser who assumes the mortgage within 
18 months. 

Permits certain costs to be included as a part 
of the debentures in cases where the property is 
conveyed to the Commissioner. 

Increases the statutory maximum interest rate 
on rental housing mortgages insured under the Rental 
Housing Program from 4% to 5% percent. Permits the 
Commissioner to assess certain service charges 
against the mortgagors in cases of default. 

Subjects rental projects to the same prevailing 
wage requirements as projects under other sections 
of the National Housing Act. 

Increases the maximum interest rate on coopera- 
tive housing projects from 4% to 5% percent for 
management-type cooperatives and from 5 to 6 percent 
for sales type projects. 





Permits the Commissioner to make mortgage 
ceilings 50 percent higher for Alaska, Guam, and 
Hawaii. 

Leaves to the Commissioners' discretion the 
maximum mortgage amounts for projects of between 
3. and 11 units in urban renewal areas. 

Eliminates certain discrimination now found in 
the law against investor-redevelopers sponsoring 
new rental housing and those sponsoring rehabilita- 
tion projects. Simplifies and clarifies the re- 
quirements pertaining to the inclusion within 
mortgage costs of certain commumity facilities. 

Increases the dollar limit on mortgages pur- 
chased under the secondary market operations of the 
Federal National Mortgage Association from $15,000 
to $20,000. Removes the statutory controls on fees 
and charges of the FNMA so that the functions of the 
agency may be more nearly self supporting.

Increases the amount of obligational authority 
available to the Administrator for capital grants 
to urban renewal projects by $250 million annually 
on July 1, 1959, 1960, and 1961 and by $200 million 
on July 1, 1962, 1963, and 1964, 

Authorizes the use of appropriated grant funds 
for repaying the Secretary of the Treasury for 
advances made to local public agencies for urban 
renewal planning where such projects are not 
undertaken, 

Authorizes grants of up to two-thirds of the 
cost for preparing community renewal programs. 
Provides for the automatic gradual reduction of the 


Federal share to 50 percent on and after July 1, 1962. 


Revises the method, effective July 1, 1960, 
whereby planning grants are made instead of planning 
advances so that local participation will be required 
from the beginning of a project thereby increasing 
local responsibility during the planning stage, 

Provides clear authority for Federal agencies 
to enter into statutory requirements applicable to 
redevelopers when such agencies purchase urban 
renewal land.

Such study is to be under the 
direction of the Secretary of the Army. Requires 
a report on the study to be sent to the Congress 
by the Secretary of the Army and the Secretary of

Provides three-year staggered terms for agricul- 
turel stabilization and conservation community com- 
mittemen, who shall in turn elect county committee- 
men with similar terms, and who shall in their turn 
elect State committeemen with similar terms, Sets 
forth notice and election requirements. 


H. R. 3335. Mrs. May; January 26, 1959 (Interior 
and Insular Affairs). 


Directs the Secretary of the Interior to ap- 
portion the cost of constructing the water supply 





works of the Yakima Federal reclamation project 
which is properly assignable to furnish water to the 
Wapato Indian irrigation project, 


H, R. 3336, Mrs, May; January 26, 1959 (Interior 
and Insular Affairs). 


Provides for certain reductions in the reimburs- 
able construction cost of the Kittitas division of 
the Yakima reclamation project, Washington, 


H. R, 3337, Mr. Merrow; January 26, 1959 (Ways 
and Means). 


Removes the limitations upon the amount of

Amends provision of the Social Security Act 
relating to grants to States for Administration of 
State unemployment compensation laws by providing 
that all collections under the Federal Unemployment 
Tax Act be earmarked in the Federal unemployment 
account in the unemployment trust fund. 

Provides that all funds for administration of 
State laws, including contingency amounts which are 
to be expended only in the event of unforeseen 
changes in economic conditions, be charged against 
the Federal unemployment account, Further, provides 
that unemployment compensation administrative expen-

Repeals provisions of the law inconsistent with 
the changes. 

Provides that a State whose accumulated funds 
for unemployment compensation have reached a pre- 
cariously low condition will be entitled to a re- 
insurance grant from the Federal unemployment account, 
such grant to be limited to 3/4 of the excess by 
which compensation payable under the State law 
exceeds 2 percent of the State taxable payroll.

Provides that the Administrator shall designate 
as "rural redevelopment areas" those rural areas 
within the United States in which he determines that 
there exist the largest number and percentage of low- 
income families, and a condition of substantial and 
persistent unemployment or underemployment. 

Authorizes the Administrator to purchase evi- 
dences of indebtedness and to make loans to aid in 
financing any project within a redevelopment area 
for the purchase or development of land and facili- 
ties for industrial usage, for the construction of 
new factory buildings, for rehabilitation of aban- 
doned or unoccupied factory buildings, or for the 
alteration, conversion, or enlargement of any exist- 
ing buildings for industrial use. Prohibits the 
extension of financial assistance for working capital, 
or to assist establishments relocating from one area 
to another when such assistance will result in sub- 
stantial detriment to the area of original location 
by increasing unemployment. Limits loans with re- 
spect to both industrial redevelopment areas and 
rural redevelopment areas to $100,000,000 each at 
any one time. Provides that such assistance shall 
be extended only to applicants which have been ap- 
proved for such assistance by an agency or instru- 
mentality of the State or political subdivision in 
which the project to be financed is located, and 
which agency or instrumentality is directly concerned 
with problems of economic development in such State 
or subdivision, Conditions Federal assistance on 
the unavailability of assistance from private lenders 
or other Federal agencies on reasonable terms. De- 
clares that no loans shall be made unless it is deter- 
mined that an immediate participation is not avail- 
able, Provides that no evidences of indebtedness 
shall be purchased and no loans shall be made unless 
it is determined that there is reasonable assurance 
of repayment. Provides that no loan may be made or 
evidence of indebtedness shall be purchased maturing 
more than 40 years from date. Limits such assistance 
to 65 percent of the cost*to the applicant and that 
not less than 10 percent of such aggregate cost be 
supplied by the State or agency, instrumentality, or 
political subdivision thereof, or by a community or 
area organization, as equity capital or as a loan. 

Authorizes the Administrator to make loans or 
grants to assist in financing the purchase or devel- 
opment of land for public, facility usage and allots 
$75,000,000 annually for grants.

Provides that for purposes of the Civil Service 
Retirement Act and the Federal Employees Group Life 
Insurance Act of 1954 employees of the Agricultural 
Stabilization and Conservation county committees 
shall be considered employees of the Government of 
the United States, The Secretary of Agriculture is 
directed to prescribe regulations for effecting the 
application of such Acts. Civil Service Retirement 
Act annuity benefits shall be paid from the civil 
service retirement and disability fund,

Abolishes the position of Chaplain at the 
United States Military Academy. 


H, R, 3540, Mr. Kearns; January 29, 1959 (Education 
and Labor). 


Labor-Management Practices Act of 1959 - Pro- 
vides that persons who are required to file reports 
under the provisions of this Act shall (1) file such 
reports in the manner prescribed by the Secretary of 
Labor, (2) maintain records necessary to explain and 
verify them, and (3) keep such record available for 
not less than 5 years. 

Requires labor organizations to file with the 
Secretary copies of its constitution, by-laws, and 
other basic documents and a detailed report of its 
major internal structure and procedures, including 
procedures for the discipline and removal of officers 
and the procedure for disciplinary action against 
members, Provides that changes of such documents 
and procedures are to be shown by amendments filed 
with the annual financial reports. 

Requires the constitution and by-laws of labor 
organizations to contain provisions for the election 
and removal of officers which meet certain minimum 
Standards set forth in the Act. 

Provides that every labor organization exercis- 
ing or assuming control over a subordinate organiza- 
tion must file within 30 days and semiannually there- 
after a report certifying that certain requirements 
contained in the Act are being observed and contain- 
ing the steps being taken to reestablish autonomy of 
the subordinate union, 

Requires labor organizations to file annual 
Teports with respect to its financial affairs and 
indicating the method by which the report is made 
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available to the members. Provides that these 
reports must show, among other things, the assets 
and liabilities of the organization; the amounts 
paid in compensation, expenses, and allowances to 
each employee or officer where the aggregate amount 
of such payments to an individual exceeded $10,000 
for the year; and all receipts by the organization, 
or any officer, of anything of value from an employer 
having employees who are or may be represented by 
such organization. Requires the above reports and 
information and data used for their compilation be 
made available to the members. 

Requires officers or representatives of labor 
organizations to file reports with respect to all 
direct and indirect payments to or from employers 
having employees who are or might be represented by 
the union, Also requires information on investments 
and business transactions so related to such employe 
as to possibly involve a conflict of interest. Ex- 
cludes from such requirement payments allowable 
under the Labor Management Realtions Act, regular 
remuneration as an employee, sales and purchases in 
the regular course of business at regular prices, 
and bona fide investments in traded securities. 
Requires employers who participated in any transac- 
tion required to be reported or who paid employees 
or others for the performance of any act whereby 
employees may be interfered with in the exercise of 
rights secured by the National Labor Relations Act 
or the Railroad Labor Act to file a report identify- 
ing the persons involved; explaining the circum- 
stances; and specifying the property, sum or benefit 
involved, 

Sets forth the time in which reports must be 
filed and requires them to be filed annually there- 
after. Authorizes the Secretary to prescribe stan- 
dards, etc., for such reports and the disclosure of 
information as may be necessary to prevent evasion 
of the provisions of the Act, 

Provides that reports and documents filed are 
made public information and authorizes the publica- 
tion and use of same. Authorizes the Secretary. to 
prescribe regulations whereby such information will 
be made available to the public, 

Amends certain provisions of the National Labor 
Relations Act of substitute compliance with the filing 
requirements of this act for the present require- 
ments of that Act. Makes compliance herewith a pre- 
requisite to the use of the National Labor Relations 
Board facilities by either unions or employers, 

Places personal responsibility for the filing, 
accuracy, and completeness of statements in any 
report on the individuals required to sign them, 

Imposes a duty upon union officers or agents 
having possession of union funds or property to 
hold such funds or property for the benefit of the 
members and for furthering the purpose of the union. 
Requires such individuals to handle such funds and 
property only as authorized by the union's governing 
rules. Confers upon union members or principal 
officers a right of action in any court to obtain 
relief for the disregard of such duty. 

Requires union constitutions and by-laws to 
state the qualifications and procedures for the 
nomination, election, and removal of officers, Sets 
forth certain minimum standards for such require- 
ments including (1) the limitation on the term of 
office to 5 years for national or international 
unions and 3 years for locals, (2) the assurance of 
the right of any member to seek and hold office, 
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(3) reasonable opportunity to nominate condidates, 
(4) secret balots, (5) preservation of election 
records for at least one year, and (6) a method for 
the recall of any elected officer by majority vote 
of the members. 

Confers upon members the right to bring suit 
in any court for the enforcement of the election 
provisions or to restrain the use of union or 
employer funds for the promotion of any candidate 
for election to a union office. Prohibits the use 
of such funds for the promotion of any candidate 
and makes it unlawful for a person convicted thereof 
to hold office within a period of 5 years after 
conviction, 

Provides that supervisory control over a sub- 
ordinate union shall be exercised only in accordance 
with the governing rules of the organization involved 
and for the purpose of insuring democratic, respon- 
sible, and honest administration of the subordinate 
body, Limits such control to the period reasonably 
necessary to correct the evil. Creates a presump- 
tion that such evils can be corrected within a period 
of 18 months. Permits such period to be extended 
for an additional year under certain conditions. 
Places certain limitations on the supervisory union 
as to the counting of votes of the subordinate union 
and the transfer of funds from such subordinate 
union, 

Prohibits Jisciplinary action against members 
for the initiation of actions hereunder and preserves 
existing rights and remedies under union constitu- 
tions and by-laws and under State or local law. 

Provides for the appointment of a Commissioner 
of Labor Reports by the President, confirmed by the 
Senate, to perform such duties as may be delegated 
by the Secretary. 

Authorizes the Secretary to investigate alleged 
violations, to publish information with respect to 
violations, to make investigations with respect to 
the accuracy and completeness of required reports, 
and to receive and take action upon complaints of 
violations, Provides that complaints are not to be 
made public without the consent of the complainant. 

Authorizes the establishment of Union Procedure 
Examining Boards to inquire into certain cases; to 
conduct hearings; and to make findings, conclusions 
and recommendations. Subpena powers provided by the 
Federal Power Act are made applicable to the Secre- 
tary or his authorized representative. 

Authorizes the Secretary to bring actions to 
restrain or prevent violations and confers juris- 
diction on Federal courts over such actions. 

Directs the Secretary, upon reasonable cause to 
believe that there has been a willful violation, to 
initiate proceedings conforming to the Administra- 
tive Procedure Act to effect compliance. Provides 
that final orders of the Secretary may direct the 
necessary corrective action and impose sanctions 
for a period not in excess of 5 years. Sets forth 
such sanctions as the loss of certain rights under 
any Federal-management relations statute or the loss 
of income tax exemption status under the Internal 
Revenue Code. 

Provides that decisions of the Secretary shall 
be conclusive with respect to the withdrawal of 
rights but are subject to judicial review and 
enforcement. 

Permits parties aggrieved by any decision of 
the Secretary to petition for judicial review of 
such decision. 
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Sets forth penalties for violations, false 
statements, etc,; prohibits the offer or acceptance 
of payments in the nature of bribes; requires indi- 
viduals to testify irrespective of self-incrimination 
and provides immunity from prosecution of such 
individuals. 

Extends coverage of the Labor Management Rela- 
tions Act to include payments (1) by any person 
acting in the interest of an employer to unions 
having members employed in the same trade and (2) 
to any employee or group for the purpose of coercing 
other employees with respect to their self-organiza- 
tion rights, 

Provides that not more than 3 members of the 
National Labor Relations Board shall be members of 
the same political party. Makes clear the authority 
of the President to designate the individual to 
serve as acting general counsel of the Board when 
such office is vacant, 

Permits the Board to decline jurisdiction over 
a labor dispute when the effect of such dispute on 
interstate commerce is not substantial, Permits 
State agencies to assume jurisdiction over disputes 
where the Board declines to assert jurisdiction, 

rxtends the secondary boycott provisions of the 
National Labor Relations Act to (1) direct coersion 
of employers to cease doing business with another, 
(2) inducement of employees individually to refuse 
to perform services, and (3) certain "employers" 
who do not now come within the Act's definition of 
"employers", 

Makes it an unfair labor practice for a union to 
engage in organizational or recognition picketing 
where (1) the employer has recognized a labor organ- 
ization and a question of representation may not be 
raised, (2) a valid election has been held within 
the preceding 12 months, (3) the union cannot estab- 
lish the existence of sufficient interest on the 
part of the employees in having it represent them, 
or (4) picketing has been engaged in for a reasonable 
time and an election has not been conducted, 

Authorizes the Board upon joint petition of an 
employer in the construction industry and a labor 
organization to certify such union as the bargaining 
representative of the employees without an election 
if a collective bargaining relationship has existed 
between the employer and the union prior thereto 
and there is no substantial challenge by the employees 
to the representative status of the union, 

Removes the provision of the National Labor 
Relations Act which bars strikers not entitled to 
reinstatement from voting in a representation 
election, 

Permits the Board to conduct representation 
elections prior to hearing where no substantial 
objection is made to such proceeding. 

Extends the non-Communist affidavit provisions 
to employers as well as unions; to require affidavits 
to relate to activities during the preceding 12 
month period; and to require such affidavits not to 
have been found false in any court.

Unemployment Compensation Act of 1959 - De- 
clares it to be the purpose of the Congress in order 
to achieve the goals of employment stabilization and 
security against unemployment, and in order to 
strengthen the economy and provide for the general 
welfare of the Nation, to extend to certain new 
categories of workers the benefits of unemployment 
compensation, to prescribe certain minimum standards 
with respect to the terms and conditions under which 
unemployment compensation will be paid, as well as 
to the amounts and the length of time for which such 
compensation will be payable, and to otherwise ex- 
tend, revise, and improve the unemployment compensa- 
tion program, 

Establishes the following additional standards 
a State law must adopt, under the Federal Unemploy- 
ment Tax Act, in order to be certified by the Secre- 
tary of Labor for the purpose of permitting credit 
against the Federal Unemployment tax; (1) benefits 
must be equal to not less than 50 percent of weekly 
wages so long as that amount is not more than 2/3 of 
the average weekly wage in the State; and (2) a uni- 
form benefit period of 39 weeks. 

Extends the coverage of the Federal Unemploy- 
ment Tax Act to employers of one or more individuals, 
except for domestic and agricultural employees, 

Permits States to provide for uniform rate 
reductions to employers as well as individual expe- 
rience-rated reductions, 

Amends provision of the Social Security Act 
relating to grants to States for Administration of 
State unemployment compensation laws by providing 
that all collections under the Federal Unemployment 
Tax Act be earmarked in the Federal unemployment 
account in the unemployment trust fund, 

Provides that all funds for administration of 
State laws, including contingency amounts which are 
to be expended only in the event of unforeseen 
changes in economic conditions, be charged against 
the Federal unemployment account. Further, provides 
that unemployment compensation administrative expen- 
ditures of the Department of Labor be charged to the 
Federal unemployment account, 

Repeals provisions of the law inconsistent with 
the changes, 

Provides that a State whose accumulated funds 
for unemployment compensation have reached a pre- 
cariously low condition will be entitled to a re-

insurance grant from the Federal unemployment account, 
such grant to be limited to 3/4 of the excess by 
which compensation payable under the State law 
exceeds 2 percent of the State taxable payroll. 

Makes certain technical changes in the existing 
unemployment tax law. 

Sets July 1, 1960, as the effective date of 
this Act.

Provides that the Com- 
missioner may (1) make loans to public housing 
agencies to assist the development, acquisition, or 
administration of low-rent housing projects reserved 
for occupancy by elderly persons; and (2) make annual 
contributions to public housing agencies to assist 
in achieving and maintaining the low-rent character 
of housing projects which are reserved for occupancy 
by elderly persons. Requires that low-rent housing 
projects assisted under these provisions shall be 
designed specifically for occupancy by elderly per- 
sons, and shall be conveniently located, so as to 
provide to the maximum extent practicable for their 
comfort and welfare and to aid in alleviating the 
infirmities characteristic of the elderly.

Under the Internal Revenue Code of 1954 provides 
for personal and corporate income tax reductions, In 
the case of an individual's income sets forth sched- 
ules for tax reductions to run over a 5-year period 
beginning January 1, 1959. 

The progressive schedule would tax income over 
$2,000 at a rate of 19 percent (now 20 percent), 
while, at the top of the schedule, the tax on 
$200,000 would be $138,640 plus 82 percent of the 
excess over $200,000 (present rate is $156,820 
plus 91 percent of excess over $200,000). At the 
end of the 5-year period in 1963, the tax would 
level off to 15 percent of income over $2,000 and 
on $200,000 to $11,880, plus 47 percent of the ex- 
cess over $200,000. 

Provides for a decrease in the tax on personal 
income paid by the head of a household, also to 
run over a 5-year period, and sets forth the progres- 
Sive schedules for this period. In conformance with 
the new tax schedules substitutes new optional tax 
tables to be used by taxpayer in computing personal 
income tax if adjusted gross income is less than 
$5,000. The present normal tax rate of 25 percent 
of taxable income to be paid by corporations shall 
be reduced as follows: for the taxable year begin- 
ning December 31, 1958, the rate shall be 28 percent 
of taxable income; 1959, 26 percent of taxable in- 
come; 1960, 24 percent of taxable income; 1961, 23 
percent of taxable income; 1962, 22 percent of tax- 
able income. 

Permits the President or Congress to postpone 
these tax reductions for periods not to exceed one 
year, and if such postponements occur, the tax which 
rate reduction date has been so postponed, the rate 
reduction dates not affected by such further post- 
ponement shall be deferred for 1 year upon the 
occurrence of each such further postponement. Sub- 
stitutes new withholding tax tables to conform with 
the proposed tax reductions [amending U. S. C. 26: 
2. 3, 11, 3402].

Charges the Secretary of Health, Education, 
and Welfare to exercise general administrative 
authority, consistent with the provisions of this 
Act, as he deems necessary in order to effect the 
purpose of this Act in the best interests of the 
public. 

Requires the Commissioner to submit a written 
report to Congress on the activities and future 
plans of the water pollution control program,

June 30, 1960, a State, to be eligible for more than 
$5 per school child of Federal aid, must spend at 
least 2 percent of its annual income payments from 
State and local sources for schools. 

Federal funds shall be available only for (1) 
salaries of duly certified teachers; (2) salaries 
of professional administrative personnel; and (3) 
building operations and maintenance costs for public 
elementary and secondary schools.

Provides that bonds issued by these institutions 
to finance construction of these facilities would be 
backed by the credit of the United States through 
the medium of debt service guarantee contracts 
pursuant to which the Commissioner of Education 
would guarantee payment of the debt service as long 
as they remained outstanding. Limits the aggregate 
amount of such guaranteed bonds at any one time to 
$1, 000,000,000. 

Establishes a revolving college facilities 
guarantee fund which would be used by the Commissioner 
to finance the program, Authorizes the Commissioner 
to charge and collect a guarantee fee to cover all 
expenses of the program and to establish a reserve 
for possible losses. 

Establishes a debt retirement program of Federal 
payments to assist educational institutions in re- 
tiring long-term bonds issued by them to finance 
the construction of housing, academic, or other 
educational facilities in improving and expanding 
teaching and research in the sciences or engineering 
at such institutions. 

The loans in respect to Federal commitments 
must be repayable in not less than 20 or more than 
SO years, Sets a ceiling of $500 million on the 
aggregate Federal payments which may be made with a 
ceiling of $5 million to any one institution. 

Limits Federal assistance to construction which 
will substantially increase the student enrollment 
capacity of the institution and limits Federal pay- 
ments to institutions which certify that they do not 
have cash or other resources which they could use to 
finance all or any portion of the construction in 
lieu of borrowing on a long-term, level debt service. 

Requires labor standards on such projects to 
payment of prevailing wages and overtime pay for work 
in excess of 40 hours per week or 8 hours per day. 
Authorizes necessary appropriations. 


H. R 4268. Mr. Frelinghuysen; February 9, 1959 
(Education and Labor). 


School Construction Assistance Act of 1959 - 
Authorizes a five-year program of assistance to 
needy school districts in meeting debt service on 
bonds or other obligations issued to finance con- 
struction of urgently needed elementary or secondary 
public school facilities. Provides this assistance 
in the form of Federal advances to pay one-half the 
annual debt service on such bonds, with the State's 
advancing the other half. 

Prohibits Federal interference in the adminis- 
tration of the Act, with the personnel, curriculum, 
or program of any school. 

Limits the total allocation among the States to 
$600,000,000 a year. Allocates the assistance to 
the States on the basis of the following factors; 
(1) relative State income per child of school age; 
(2) relative number of public school children; and 
(3) relative State effort for school purposes. 
Requires the allocations to be promulgated as soon 
as possible after this enactment and again in the 
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third calendar quarter of 1961. Provides special 
provisions for Alaska prior to the time satisfactory 
per capita income data are available for it, 

For participation, requires a State to submit 
a plan which provides for administration of the 
program by the State educational agency. Requires 
the plan to provide for limiting the Federal advances 
to local agencies which undertake to exert a reason- 
able tax effort in financing their school construc- 
tion needs, and which would then be unable to finance 
the buildings they need. Federal advances must also 
be limited to bonds issued to finance the construc- 
tion of urgently needed schools. 

Requires the plan to set forth standards and 
procedures for determining a reasonable tax effort 
for each applicant local educational agency. Such 
plans would provide for the establishment of State 
standards for planning and construction of school 
facilities, for affording an opportunity for a 
hearing to unsuccessful project applicants, and for 
the making of the reports to the Commissioner of 
Education which he needs to administer the Act. 

Requires the Federal obligations in such pro- 
gram to mature in 20 to 30 years with the first 
payment due before the end of the third year after 
issuance, 

Prohibits a Federal debt service commitment 
unless the State makes an equal commitment. Gives 
the States exclusive responsibility for school con- 
struction financing, 

Prohibits the Commissioner from making a Federal 
debt service commitment for financing the construc- 
tion of school facilities except upon the assurance 
that labor standards, relating to payment of pre- 
vailing wages and overtime pay for work in excess of 
40 hours per week or 8 hours per day, would be ob- 
served in such construction. Authorizes the Com- 
missioner of education to waive or compromise claims 
under the Act. Gives Federal courts jurisdiction to 
enforce undertakings of the Commissioner under the Act,

case of any quarter beginning after October 1, 1959, 
the average monthly expenditure from State funds per 
recipient under the State plan for the second quarter 
immediately preceding such quarter has not been less 
than the average monthly expenditure from State funds 
per recipient under such plan for the calendar year 
commencing January 1, 1958. 

Disregards (1) the first $50 per month of earned

personal property in determining need with respect 
to old-age assistance benefits, aid to the blind, 
and aid to the permanently and totally disabled.

Limits the work day of Federal officers and employees 
to an 6 hour day or 40 hour work week (presently 
limited to a 40 hour work week only) and raises the 
minimum hours for which an officer or employee shall 
be compensated when recalled to “emergency"™ duty 
between regular periods of duty or outside their 
regularly scheduled shift from 2 hours to 4 hours.

Wheat Stabilization Act of 1959 ~ Amends the 
Agricultural Adjustment Act of 1938 by setting up a 
marketing quota and income stabilization plan for 
wheat. 

Requires the Secrétary of Agriculture, no later 
than May 15 of each year, to proclaim a national 
marketing quota for wheat, such quota to be a number 
of bushels equal to the sum of the number of bushels 
which is determined will be consumed as human food 
in the United States, or outside the continental 
United States by members of the Armed Forces, during 
such marketing year and the number of bushels which 
is determined will be exported during such marketing 
year, less 75 million bushels. 

Requires the marketing quota to be apportioned 
among the States in such manner that the quota of 
any State will bear the same ratio to the national 
quota as a figure determined by multiplying the base 
acreage of such State by its average yield bears to 
the corresponding figure for all of the States. 

Provides that the base acreage of a State shall 
be the average number of acres planted to wheat in 
such State for the 1952 and 1953 crops, and the 
average yield of a State shall be the average, 
weighted by the county base acres, of the average 
yields of the counties in the State as determined 
hereunder, Provides that the reserve set aside 
herein for apportionment by the Secretary shall be 
used to make increases in quotas apportioned to 
counties on the basis of the relative needs of counties 
for additional quota because of reclamation and 
other new areas coming into the production of wheat 
after 1953. Makes other provisions relative to the 
wheat marketing quotas. 

Requires the Secretary to prepare yearly stabili- 
zation certificates to be issued for each farm to 
which a farm marketing quota has been assigned 
hereunder, 

Authorizes the Secretary, through the Commodity 
Credit Corporation, to buy and sell stabilization 
certificates issued for any marketing year at a value 
equal to 35 percent of the estimated parity price of 
the wheat with respect to which issued, computed to 
the nearest cent. Provides that unused certificates 
be redeemed by the Secretary at the price established 
for such certificates. 

Prohibits the following in excess of the quantity 
for which stabilization certificates have been issued: 
(1) processing of wheat into food products; and (2) 
importation of wheat food products, 

In the case of exportation of wheat food products, 
requires the Secretary to pay the exporter an amount 
equal to the value of the certificates for the quantity 
of wheat so exported in the food product.

Permits the Secretary, after notice and oppor- 
tunity for hearing, to issue an order if he finds 
from the evidence introduced at the hearing that the 
issuance of such order and all of the terms and 
conditions thereof will tend to effectuate the 
declared policy of this Act. 

Requires that orders issued shall contain one 
or more of the following terms and conditions and 
(except as further provided in the Act) no other: 
(1) registration of name and address of persons 
maintaining breeder hens for production for commerce 
of hatching eggs, poults, or market turkeys and 
registration of each breeder hen and issuance of an 
official band therefor; (2) payment of fees for the 
registration of breeder hens; (3) prohibiting the 
marketing in commerce of breeder hens not registered 
and issued an official band; (4) prohibiting the 
marketing of unregistered breeding hens; (5) provid- 
ing for payments from funds collected pursuant to 
the marketing order for marketing breeder hens for 
Slaughter in accordance with the terms of the market- 
ing order; (6) providing for payment of a stabiliza- 
tion fee for each hatching egg hatched or marketed 
under terms of the order (7);providing for payment 
of stabilization fee for each poult marketed in com- 
merce or retained for the production of turkeys for 
market in commerce; (8) providing for payments from 
funds collected pursuant to the marketing order for 





diverting hatching eggs or poults from the channels 

of commerce; (9) providing for the purchase from 

funds collected pursuant to the marketing order of 
breeder hens, hatching eggs, or poults not needed 

for the production of market turkeys; (10) providing 
for the payment by the person marketing market turkeys 
of a market development and stabilization fee for each 
market turkey marketed in commerce; (11) providing 

for the withholding from the proceeds of sale of 
breeder hens, hatching eggs, etc., and stabilization 
fees becoming due and owing by reason of marketing 

of same, and for the disposition of such fees in 
accordance with the terms of the marketing order; 

(12) providing for payments from funds collected 
pursuant to the marketing order to encourage market- 
ing, sale, export, diversion, etc., of market turkeys 
and turkey products under the terms of the marketing 
order; (13) providing for the purchase from funds 
collected to facilitate marketing, promote consump- 
tion, or effectuate a better balance between supply 
and demand of turkeys in accordance with the terms 

of the order; (14) establishing or providing for the 
establishment of research, including disease control, 
etc,, programs; and (15) any term or condition inci- 
dental to, not inconsistent with, and necessary to ef- 
fectuate any other terms and conditions of such order. 

Enumerates certain terms to be common to all 
orders such as requiring each order to provide a 
method for the selection of a marketing board to 
administer the order, adequate representation on the 
board of each class of producer, approval or any 
order by majority of board members before promulga- 
tion, etc, 

Requires each order to define the powers and 
duties of the marketing board. Sets out the powers 
to be included therein, 

Sets up certain consumer safeguards by permitting 
the Secretary to suspend the operation of certain 
orders when the average price of the turkeys to growers 
equals or exceeds the parity price.

Sets penalties for willful violation of any 
marketing order to be civilly liable in an action 
brought in the name of the United States for an 
amount not exceeding $1,000 for each separate viola-

Requires persons subject to a marketing order 
to maintain books and records of their operations

that necessary oral or written discussions be con- 
ducted to resolve any uncertainties relating to the 
purchase, including the price to be paid, provided 
that offerors connected with the discussion be af- 
forded equal opportunity to revise their proposals.

(3) receipt in commerce of any misbranded package 
of a hazardous substance and the delivery or prof- 
fered delivery thereof for pay or otherwise; (4) 
falsely guaranteeing that the package of hazardous 
substance was not misbranded; (5) refusal to permit 
entry or inspection by proper officials of factories, 
warehouses, etc., where hazardous substances are held 
for introduction into commerce; (6) re-use of food, 
drug or cosmetic containers still bearing original 
labels, etc., for hazardous substances. 

Sets penalties for violation of the aforenamed 
acts as follows: (1) $500 fine for Ist offense; 

(2) $3,000 fine and/or 1 year imprisonment for 2nd 
and subsequent offenses. 

Permits Government officials to seize misbrand- 
ed hazardous substances. Sets forth the method of 
seizure. 

Authorizes the Secretary of the Treasury and 
the Secretary of Health, Education, and Welfare to 
jointly prescribe regulations for the efficient 
enforcement of the section of this Act dealing with 
the importation of hazardous substances; otherwise 
authorizes the Secretary of Health, Education and 
Welfare to enforce the Act. 

Requires persons engaged in interstate commerce 
dealing with hazardous substances to maintain certain 
records of shipment, such records to be made avail- 
able to proper officials at reasonable times for 
inspection, 

Directs the Secretary of the Treasury to deliver 
to the Secretary of Health, Education, and Welfare, 
samples of hazardous substances being imported into 
the United States - notice to be given to the owner 
or consignee thereof, who may appear before the 
Secretary of Health, Education, and Welfare and 
introduce testimony. 

If it appears that the hazardous substance is 
misbranded, requires the admission of same into the 
United States to be refused. 

Makes other provisions relative to possible 
relabeling of the substance and to expenses permitted 
Government officers, etc., in connection with the 
destruction and supervision provisions of the Act.

ment programs, thereby assisting, improving and 
promoting the marketing and distribution in commerce 
of turkeys and turkey products. 

Provides that the Secretary of Agriculture shall 
issue orders applicable to persons engaged in the 
marketing in commerce of breeder hens, hatching eggs, 
poults or market turkeys, and to buyers of turkeys 
for slaughter. 

Requires the Secretary to give due notice and 
an opportunity for a hearing upon proposed orders. 
Provides that terms formulated under such orders 
shall not be deemed to be unlawful under the anti- 
trust laws. 

Permits the Secretary, after notice and oppor- 
tunity for hearing, to issue an order if he finds 
from the evidence introduced at the hearing that the 
issuance of such order and all of the terms and 
conditions thereof will tend to effectuate the de- 
clared policy of this Act. 

Requires that orders issued shall contain one 
or more of the following terms and conditions and 
(except as further provided in the Act) no other: 
(1) registration of name and address of persons 
maintaining breeder hens for production for commerce 
of hatching eggs, poults, or market turkeys and 
registration of each breeder hen and issuance of an 
official band therefor; (2) payment of fees for the 
registration of breeder hens; (3) prohibiting the 
marketing in commerce of breeder hens not registered 
and issued an official band; (4) prohibiting the 
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marketing of unregistered breeding hens; (5) provid- 
ing for payments from funds collected pursuant to 
the marketing order for marketing breeder hens for 
slaughter in accordance with the terms of the market- 
ing order; (6) providing for payment of a stabiliza- 
tion fee for each hatching egg hatched or marketed 
under terms of the order; (7) providing for payment 
of stabilization fee for each poult marketed in 
commerce or retained for the production of turkeys 
for market in commerce; (8) providing for payments 
from funds collected pursuant to the marketing order 
for diverting hatching eggs or poults from the 
channels of commerce; (9) providing for the purchase 
from funds collected pursuant to the marketing order 
of breeder hens, hatching eggs, or poults not needed 
for the production of market turkeys; (10) providing 
for the payment by the person marketing market tur- 
keys of a market development and stabilization fee 
for each market turkey marketed in commerce; (11) 
providing for the withholding from the proceeds of 
sale of breeder hens, hatching eggs, etc., and 
stabilization fees becoming due and owing by reason 
of marketing of same, and for the disposition of 
such fees in accordance with the terms of the mar- 
keting order; (12) providing for payments from funds 
collected pursuant to the marketing order to encour- 
age marketing, sale, export, diversion, etc., of 
market turkeys and turkey products under the terms 
of the marketing order; (13) providing for the pur- 
chase from funds collected to facilitate marketing, 
promote consumption, or effectuate a better balance 
between supply and demand of turkeys in accordance 
with the terms of the order; (14) establishing or 
providing for the establishment of research, includ- 
ing disease control, etc., programs; and (15) any 
term or condition incidental to, not inconsistent 
with, and necesSary to effectuate any other terms 
and conditions of such order. 

Knumerates certain terms to be common to all 
orders such as requiring each order to provide a 
method for the selection of a marketing board to 
administer the order, adequate representation on the 
board of each class of producer, approval or any 
order by majority of board members before promulga- 
tion, etc. 

Requires each order to define the powers and 
duties of the marketing board. Sets out the powers 
to be included therein, 

Sets up certain consumer safeguards by permit- 
ting the Secretary to suspend the operation of 
certain orders when the average price of the turkeys 
to growers equals or exceeds the parity price. 

Requires the Secretary to conduct a referendum 
among the producers to ascertain whether the issu- 
ance of an order is favorable to the producers; 
prohibits orders becoming effective unless the 
Secretary determines such is favored or approved in 
the proper manner. 

Requires the Secretary to call for a referendum 
on any amendment, and/or suspension, termination, or 
abolishment of any marketing order whenever 25 per- 
cent by volume of the commodity involved as repre- 
sented by the producer or producers who would have 
a right to vote in such referendum shall call for 
such, 

Permits the Secretary to amend, suspend, or 
terminate an order when such obstructs or does not 
tend to effectuate the declared policy of this Act. 
Makes other provisions relative to the suspension 
or termination of the orders.

Veterans Readjustment Assistance Act of 1959 - 
Proposes to establish a balanced program of readjust- 
Ment assistance for the benefit of post-Korean vet- 
erans, i.e., persons who entered active military 
duty in the Armed Forces between January 31, 1955 
and July 1, 1963, 

Makes the following types of readjustment 
assistance available: (1) education or vocational 
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training assistance; (2) vocational rehabilitation 
training for veterans with service-connected dis- 
abilities; (3) guarantee and direct loan assistance 
for the purchase of (a) homes, including homes on 
farms, and (b) farmlands, livestock, machinery, etc., 
to be used in farming operations conducted by the 
veteran; (4) mustering-out payments. 

Education and Vorational Training - Eligibility: 
To be eligible for educational or vocational train- 
ing assistance, the.veteran must have served on 
active duty between January 31, 1955, and July 1, 
1963, for 90 days or more, and must have been dis- 
charged under conditions other than dishonorable. 

In the case of a veteran discharged from service for 
a disability incurred on active duty, the 90-day 
service requirement would not apply. 

Length of education or training: The education 
or vocational training period would be calculated by 
multiplying one and one-half times each day of the 
veteran's active military service between January 31, 
1955, and July 1, 1963, and with respect to a veteran 
on active duty on June 30, 1963, active military 
service after such date until his first discharge or 
release from active service succeeding such date, 
The maximum education or training period to which a 
veteran could become entitled is 36 months, In 
computing a veteran's period of active military 
service, for purposes of determining his period of 
education or training, there would be an exclusion 
of time spent in certain courses of education spon- 
sored by the Armed Forces. 

Kind of training: Eligible veterans may use 
their educational entitlements to pursue the follow- 
ing kinds of training: (1) school courses, both at 
college and below college level. These courses may 
be pursued full time, three-fourths time, one-half 
time, or less than one-half time; (2) cooperative 
courses, combining school and on-the-job training 
in alternating cycles. All cooperative courses 
must be pursued on full-time basis; (3) correspond- 
ence courses and flight training; (4) on-the-job 
training; all job training must be pursued on full- 
time basis; (5) institutional on-farm training: all 
farm training courses must be on full-time basis, 

Educational allowances: A monthly allowance, 
paid directly to the veteran by the Veterans Admin- 
istration, is the means by which the veteran is 
assisted in the pursuit of a program of education, 
For a veteran pursuing a full-time program in an 
educational institution, the education or training 
allowance would be as follows: for a veteran with- 
out dependents, $110 @ month; for a veteran with one 
dependent, $135 a month; and for a veteran with more 
than one dependent, $160 a month. Proportionate 
rates are fixed for allowances concerning less than 
full-time courses, as well as on-the-job and on-the- 
farm training. From the education and training 
allowance, the veteran must meet all of the costs 
incident to his education - tuition, subsistence, 
books, supplies, fees, etc. 

Expiration dates: Veterans must commence educea- 
tion or training under the bill within 3 years after 
their separation from service and complete their 
training within 8 years after separation; however, 
with respect to persons separated from service prior 
to the date of enactment of the bill, the 3-year 
delimiting period respecting commencement of training 
shall begin with the date of enactment of the bill. 
All education or training under the bill would end on 
June 30, 1963.

Vocational Rehabilitation for Disabled Veteran 
- Eligibility: To be eligible for vocational rehab- 
ilitation training, a veteran must have need of such 
training, as determined by the Administrator of 
Veterans' Affairs, to overcome the handicap of a 
physical or mental disability, which is rated at 
10 percent or more of total disability, and which 
is incurred in or aggravated by active military 
service subsequent to January 31, 1955. The general 
requirement for a discharge under conditions other 
than dishonorable would apply. 

Length of;training: The length of training is 
dependent upon the needs of the veteran, In general, 
the period is limited to 4 years; however, upon 
appropriate findings by the Administrator of Veter- 
ans’ Affairs, additional time may be granted. 

Kind of training: The veteran may enroll in 
an institution offering college training, in an 
institution below the college level, or in any other 
type of training which, in the view of the Adminis- 
trator of Veterans' Affairs, is designed to lead to 
the veteran's vocational rehabilitation. 

Expiration dates: While there is no overall 
termination date with respect to the vocational 
rehabilitation program, there are dates beyond 
which individual veterans may not receive training. 
Generally veterans may not reveive training more 
than 9 years after discharge or release from active 
military service. However, with respect to veterans 
who become eligible for vocational rehabilitation 
by virtue of the enactment of this bill, training 
may be afforded such persons until 9 years after 
the enactment of the bill or 9 years after discharge 
or release from service, whichever is latter. In 
addition, in certain hardship situations, the gener- 
ally applicable expiration dates would be extended 
for 4 years, The additional 4-year period would be 
accorded in cases where (1) severe disability pre- 
vents training; (2) subsequent changes in discharge 
provide eligibility for training; and (3) service- 
connected disabilities are not established in time 
to begin and complete training before the general 
expiration dates. 

Subsistence: A vocation rehabilitation 
trainee would receive a minimum subsistence allow- 
ance of $65 a month if he has no dependents, or 
$90 a month if he has one or.more dependents; a 
full-time institutional trainee would reveive $75 a 
month if he has no dependents, $105 a month if he 
has one dependent, and $120 a month if he has more 
than one dependent. Operative along with these 
rates is the following "floor" on combined compen- 
sation under the veterans disability laws and the 
subsistence allowance under this bill: where the 
service-connected disability is less than 30 percent, 
the rate, if the veteran has no dependents, is $105 
a month, if he has one dependent, $115 a month, plus 
$10 for one child and $7 for each additional child, 
and $15 for a dependent parent. Where the disabil- 
ity is rated at 30 percent or more, the rates for 
the above classifications would be $115, $135, $20 
for one child and $15 for each additional child, 
and $15 for a dependent. parent, 

Loans - General statement: This section would 
make post-Korean veterans eligible for Veterans’ 
Administration guaranteed loans and direct loans 
Similar in type to those available to Korean veter- 
ams under existing law. There are, however, several 
notable distinctions between the proposed loans for 
post-Korean veterans and those already available to 
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Korean veterans: first, the loan rights of post- 
Korean veterans would not extend to the business 
loans and insured loans which are available to 
Korean veterans under sections 1813 and 1615, 
respectively, of title 38 of the United States Code; 
second, there would not be a special direct loan 
program for post-Korean veterans. Direct loans 
authorized by this bill for post-Korean veterans 
would be subject to the present direct loan laws 
under which no direct loan may be made after 

July 25, 1960; finally, unlike the loans available 
to Korean veterans, the proposed loans for post- 
Korean veterans would be subject to a guarantee fee 
in a sum not to exceed one-half of 1 percent of the 
amount of the loan. The guarantee fee is intended 
to be used in the accumulation of a reserve fund 
sufficient to cover any losses that might arise un- 
der the program, the goal being to make the post- 
Korean loan program altogether self-sustaining. 

The amount of the fee may be included in the loan 
to the veteran and paid from the proceeds thereof, 
The fee would be deposited in a mortgage guarantee 
fund which would be used by the Administrator of 
Veterans' Affairs to carry out the purposes indi- 
cated above. 

Eligibility: To be eligible under the loan 
provisions of the bill, a veteran must have served 
on active duty between January 31, 1955, and July 1, 
1963, for 90 days or more, and must have been dis- 
charged under conditions other than dishonorable. 

In the case of a veteran discharged from service for 
a disability incurred on active duty, the 90 day 
service requirement would not apply. The widow of 
a deceased veteran whose death resulted from active 
service would also be eligible. 

Purpose and conditions of loans: The loans are 
for the purpose of assisting eligible veterans to 
purchase (a) homes, including homes on farms, and 
(b) farm lands, livestock, machinery, etc., to be 
used in farming operations conducted by veterans. 
Banks or other lending institutions would make the 
loans, with the Government guaranteeing 60 percent 
of a loan for residential real estate, or 50 percent 
of other real estate loans. The Government's 
guaranty with respect to a real estate home loan 
could not exceed $7,500, and with respect to other 
real estate loans could not exceed $4,000, or a 
pro-rated portion thereof. Loans of both types, or 
combinations thereof, would be guaranteed with inter- 
est at the rate generally applicable under the loan 
program for Korean veterans, (Presently, the inter- 
est rate may not exceed 4 3/4 percent per annum. 

If the proposed Housing Act of 1959 is enacted by 
the Congress, there would be a new interest rate not 
to exceed 5 1/4 percent per annum). The loans 
would have maturities of not more than 30 years, 
except in the case of farm realty, the maturities 
could be for 40 years. Under certain conditions, 
and in certain rural areas, the Veterans’ Administra- 
tion is authorized to lend up to $13,500 directly to 
the veteran when private capital is not available 
for a guaranty loan. 

Expiration dates: Loans may be guaranteed if 
made before July 1, 1973. If a, loan report or 
application for loan guaranty is received by the 
Administrator of Veterans Affairs before such date, 
an additional period not to exceed one year will be 
allowed for disbursement of the loan and issuance of 
evidence of guaranty, 
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Mustering-out Payments - Eligibility: To be 
eligible for mustering-out payments a person must 
have served on active duty between January 31, 1955

Sets forth procedures for the enrollment of 
employees including authorization for deductions 
from the employees' pay for the employers' share of 
the premium. 

Requires plans to provide for transferring 
from one plan to another and sets forth certain re- 
quirements therefor. 

Authorizes the Civil Service Commission to 
enter into contracts with carriers for such coverage 
for periods not to exceed 1 year. Sets forth the 
benefits required to be included as follows: (1) 
benefits equivalent to the full cost of hospital 
care in semiprivate accomodations for 120 days; (2) 
benefits found to be reasonable and desirable with 
Tespect to medical and surgical services during 
periods of hospitalization; (3) outpatient services 
found to be reasonable and desirable; (4) major

For each 1 percent of the 
marketing base by which the Board does not reduce 
marketing quotas to the extend provided, the Secre- 
tary may lower the level of price support by 2 
percent of the parity price. In no event may the 
Secretary establish the support level for milk and 
butterfat at less than 75 percent of the parity price. 
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Provides that the price supports for manufacturing 
milk and butterfat shall be carried out through a 
combination of deficiency payments to qualifying pro- 
ducers and purchases; or in certain circumstances 
by purchases alone. 

During each marketing year to which the new 
program applies, the Secretary is directed to make, 
from Commodity Credit Corporation funds, price 
Supports available to each qualifying producer who 
during the marketing year sold 10,000 pounds or more 
of milk or milk equivalent, by means of a deficiency 
payment with respect to all manufacturing milk and 
butterfat sold by him during the year. Deficiency 
payments for any producer for any marketing year is 
calculated as the amount equal to the difference be- 
tween the price support level and the domestic 
market price per unit of such commodity for that 
year multiplied by the number of units of the com- 
modity marketed by the producer during that marketing 
year. 

Deficiency payments must be made to producers 
entitled thereto before July 1 of the year immediately 
following the marketing year in question, The domes- 
tic market price per unit used in calculating the 
amount of the deficiency payment shall be the average 
national average net price received by producers 
on sales of such commodity. A qualifying producer 
who sells milk under terms of a Federal milk order 
shall be eligible for a deficiency payment on so 
much of his milk as is used for manufacturing milk 
or butter, 

The forfeited compliance deposits of producers 
and such other funds as may be required by the Secre- 
tary to reimburse the Commodity Credit Corporation 
for such of its funds as may be expended in the new 
program are authorized to be appropriated to the 
Secretary of Agriculture. 

Requires the Secretary, to make price support avail- 
able through purchase of products of milk to the ex- 
tent necessary to: (1) fulfill Government dairy prod- 
uct distribution program requirements; and (2) corre- 
late the relative prices of the various products of 
manufacturing milk and butterfat in such a manner 
that prices to producers for manufacturing milk and 
butterfat used in the different manufactured dairy 
products will be maintained in the average relation- 
ship they bore to each other during the immediately 
preceding 5 years, Such purchases, in so far as 
practicable, must be made in the States or areas 
where prices received by producers are most depressed, 

Price support may be made available through 
purchases alone, unaccompanied by deficiency payments, 
where the Dairy Board and the Secretary. determine 
that a price support level of 90 percent of the parity 
price can be obtained by the purchase of dairy prod- 
ucts representing the milk equivalent of not more 
than 2 percent of the total expected farm marketings 
of manufacturing milk and butterfat during the mar- 
keting year, 

Provides for establishment and operation of a 
system of marketing quotas for milk and butterfat 
sold in cream, 

Provides that not later than March 1 of each 
calendar year, the Dairy Board shall make a determina- 
tion of the average price per unit it estimates would 
be received by producers throughout the United States 
for manufacturing milk and butterfat, in the absence 
of Federal price support operations, during the fext 
marketing year, based on the assumption that the 
number of unemployed will not exceed 3 percent of 
the civilian labor force, 
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If the estimated price so determined is less 
than 90 percent of the parity price, the Board shall 
impose marketing quotas for the next marketing year, 
unless it and the Secretary determine to provide the 
Support operations solely through product purchases. 
The Board may suspend marketing quotas at any time 
within a marketing year when in its judgment the 
market price will be above 90 percent of the parity 
price if no quotas are in effect. 

Provides for determination of the national and 
farm marketing bases for milk and butterfat sold in 
cream, The national marketing base for milk and 
milk equivalent for a marketing year shall be the 
average annual marketings of milk and milk equiva- 
lent in the United States during the first 3 of the 
immediately preceding 4 marketing years. 

The national marketing base shall be distributed 
by the Secretary, in accordance with regulations estab- 
lished by the Board, to States, counties, and pro- 
ducers, Marketing bases must be established for 
each marketing year for all producers who desire to 
market -milk or butterfat. Marketing bases shall be 
assigned to single producers (including partnerships, 
corporations, and other business entities) rather 
than to herds or farms, In establishing and adjust- 
ing marketing bases of producers, the Secretary is 
required to take into consideration historical pro- 
duction, trends in production, abnormal production 
during historical period, and such other factors as 
may be appropriate to establish such bases in an 
equitable and practical manner, In establishing 
and adjusting market bases, the Secretary would be 
required to use the services of the State, county, 
and local farmer committees, 

Requires the Secretary to provide, by regulations 
approved by the Board, for (A) the transfer of mar- 
keting bases, in whole or in part, from one pro- 
ducer to another during the course of the marketing 
year; (B) assignment of bases to new producers, (C) 
adjustment of bases to avoid hardship; (D) such 
other adjustments including adjustments for deficit 
areas, as he deems appropriate; and (E) such other 
matters as may be necessary or appropriate to set 
up and operate the new program effectively, fairly, 
and efficiently. 

When a producer releases his marketing base, 
it may not be reassigned outside the county during 
a period of 3 months after release by the original 
holder, and during such period marketing bases so 
released shall be utilized to fill applications for 
additional bases within the county. After expiration 
of such 3-month period, any released bases not 
assigned to producers within the same county of the 
original holder may be reassigned to other counties 
within the State. For a period of 3 additional 
months, bases may not be reassigned outside the 
State, and during such period released bases may be 
utilized to fulfill applications for additional 
bases within the State. After expiration of such 
6-month period, any released bases not reassigned to 
producers within the State may be reassigned any- 
where in the United States. 

An adjustment from year to year in an area by 
reason of deficit production shall be made only upon 
a finding by the Secretary that the area does not 
produce sufficient milk to meet the market require- 
ments for fluid milk for consumers in the area and 
has no reasonably satisfactory alternative source of 
supply available to it, except that an area which 
limits or restricts the entry of milk of suitable 
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quality, as determined by the Surgeon General of the 
Public Health Service, from other areas shall not be 
eligible for adjustment of bases by reason of deficit 
production. 

Provides that each year when marketing quotas 
are required, the marketing quota for each producer 
shall be his marketing base, reduced by not more 
than 1 percent thereof for each 5 percent of the 
estimated average price per unit received by pro- 
ducers that such price is expected to be below 90 
percent of the parity price. The original marketing 
quota for each year would be established by the Board, 
However, in the event the Board has not done so, 
the Secretary is empowered to reduce the marketing 
quota of each producer by not to exceed 1 percent of 
his marketing base for each 5 percent of the esti- 
mated market price that such price is expected to 
be less than 75 percent of the parity price, 

Provides for the publication and review of the 
marketing quotas in accordance with applicable pro- 
visions of the Agricultural Adjustment Act of 1938, 
as amended, 

Establishes a system of dairy marketing com- 
pliance deposits to encourage the maximum compliance 
with marketing quotas. 

Provides that during each marketing year in 
which marketing quotas are in effect, compliance 
deposits shall be withheld and collected from each 
producer who sells milk, butterfat, or M&iry products. 
The amount of the compliance deposits shall be the 
amount determined by the Board at not less than 25 
cents nor more than 50 cents per hundredweight of 
milk or milk equivalent, which the Board determines 
is required to encourage maximum compliance with 
marketing quotas. 

Provides for the collection of compliance deposits 
by the Secretary of Treasury from every person who 
buys milk, butterfat or dairy products from a producer 
(except consumers for other than commercial use) 
who shall in turn withhold the amount of the com- 
pliance deposit from the purchase price, In the 
case of milk, butterfat, or dairy products delivered 
to a cooperative association of producers, the com- 
pliance deposit shall be withheld at the time of 
delivery and remitted to the Secretary of Treasury. 

The compliance deposits shall be credited to a 
special account in the Treasury, from which refunds 
may be made on drafts issued by the Secretary of 
Agriculture, 

Provides for the refund of the entire compliance 
deposit to each producer who during the marketing 
year complied with his marketing quota, and to each 
producer who sold less than 10,000 pounds of milk 
or milk equivalent during the marketing year. This 
section provides for safeguard against the division 
of herds in order to qualify for the 10,000 pound 
exemption, The 10,000-pound exemption of a producer 
who joins in a milking pool is protected. 

The forfeited refunds will be deposited in the 
general fund of the Treasury. 

Sets up a Federal Dairy Board to carry out cer- 
tain functions prescribed in the new dairy program. 

Provides for the establishment of the Board 
in the Department of Agriculture as an independent 
agency, Members of the Board shall be elected by 
producers, Only milk producers who obtain the major 
share of their income from farming are eligible to 
be elected as members of the Board. Appropriation 
is authorized to the Board of such sums as it may 
require to carry out its functions and duties. 
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Assures appropriate regional representation 
on tne Board, the United States is divided into 15 
Federal dairy districts to be designated by the Sec- 
retary. Requires the Secretary to designate dis- 
tricts in such a manner that districts will be areas 
having equal annual sales of milk, butterfat, or 
dairy products, as nearly as possible without divid- 
ing any county into two or more districts. 

Each Federal dairy district is assigned one 
place on the Board, The milk producers in each dis- 
trict shall elect one Board member and one alternate 
Board member by ballot. Such election shall be con- 
ducted in accordance with rules and regulations pre- 
scribed by the Secretary not later than February 15, 
1961, The Secretary, or an official of the Department 
designated by him, shall be an ex officio member of 
the Board without compensation or vote, 

Provides that the terms of the members of the 
Board shall expire on the termination date of the 
program: March 31, 1964, If a vacancy on the Board 
occurs, the alternate member elected for such place 
shall serve the unexpired term, 

Provision is made for traveling expenses, sub- 
sistence, and per diem compensation of the Board 
members for each day's attendance at meetings of 
the Board, Meetings of the Board shall begin as 
soon aS practicable following the election of the 
members, and thereafter annually on the second Mon- 
day in December, and at least once in each calendar 
quarter, and at any other time upon call of the 
Chairman, a majority of the members, or by the 
Secretary. 

Requires the Chairman of the Board to be elected 
by the Board from among its own members, 

The Board is empowered to employ such personnel 
as it deems necessary to carry out its functions, 
subject to the civil service laws and the 1949 
Classification Act. 

Provides that, in addition to its other functions, 
the Federal Dairy Board shall cause to be made a 
comprehensive study of the production and marketing 
of manufacturing milk, butterfat, and dairy products, 
including producer's costs of production, prices re- 
ceived by producers, areas of production, the re- 
lationship between changes in national income and 
changes in volume of consumption of manufacturing 
milk and butterfat and their products, marketing 
and processing spreads, relationships between prices 
received by farmers for milk used for fluid purposes 
and that used for manufacturing, returns to milk 
producers on capital investment and labor relative 
to those of other farmers and of other segments 
of the national economy, and trends in these factors. 
The costs of production shall be determined through 
an audited cost accounting survey of typical dairy 
farms in each region covering all costs of produc- 
tion on the farm attributable to milk production, 
with hired and family labor assigned a cost computed 
on the basis of wage rates for comparable work in 
milk manufacturing and processing plants in the area 
and return on invested capital equal to the average 
return on net worth earned by milk handlers and man- 
ufacturers during the preceding 5-year period, The 
Board is directed to submit to Congress a detailed 
Teport not later than January 3, 1963 covering 
the results of the study and making recommendations 
for improving the dairy marketing program, 

Provides for a review and amendment of Federal 
milk orders for the purpose of computing fluid class 
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prices to take into account the payments made under 
the new program in accordance with the criteria es- 
tablished in the Agricultural Marketing Agreements 
Act of 1937, The purpose of this section is to 
protect the pricing structure of Federal milk orders 
where fluid prices are based upon the market prices 
of manufacturing milk. 

Provides that the new program shall not go into 
effect until approved by majority vote of milk pro- 
ducers in a referednum called for that purpose. The 
section also specifies the form of ballot to be used,

Labor-Management Reporting and Disclosure Act of 
1959 - Declares it to be the responsibility of the 
Federal Government to protect employees' rights 
to organize, choose their own representatives, and 
engage in concerted activities for their mutual aid; 
that the relations between employers and labor have 
a substantial impact on the commerce of the nation; 
and that it is essential for labor, employers, and 
their officials to adhere to the highest standards 
of responsibility and ethical conduct, 

Sets forth certain basic rights of members of 
labor organization to include (1) the equal right 
and privilege to nominate candidates, to vote in 
elections, to attend meetings, and to participate in 
the business of meetings; (2) the right to meet 
with other members and express views; (3) freedom 
from arbitrary financial exactions (prohibits charg- 
ing of rates of dues except by majority vote by 
secret ballot or by majority vote at a convention); 
(4) protection of the right to sue; and (5) pro- 
tection against improper disciplinary action, Per- 
mits action in Federal district courts where such 
rights are violated. 

Requires labor organizations to file with the 
Secretary of Labor copies of its constitution and 
by-laws and a report setting forth the name and 
address of the organization and its officers; the 
fees and/or dues for membership; and a detailed 
statement concerning membership, assessments, bene- 
fit plans, disbursement of union funds, auditing 
for such funds, calling of meetings, selection of 
officers, authorizations for bargaining demands, etc. 
Requires annual reports be filed concerning assets 
and liabilities, receipts, salaries, loans aggregat- 
ing in excess of $250 to any officer or employee, 
loans to any business enterprise, and other disburse- 
ments from union funds. Requires copies of such 
reports be made available to members. 

Permits the Secretary to exempt organizations 
having less than 200 members and gross annual re- 
ceipts of less than $20,000 from filing such reports. 

Repeals provisions of the National Labor Re- 
lations Act which require labor unions to file cer- 
tain material with the Secretary of Labor. 

Requires officers or employees of labor organi- 
zations who received wages, etc., in excess of 
$5,000 during the preceding year to file with the 
Secretary a full and complete listing of financial 
transactions which might give rise to conflicts of 
interest. 
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Requires employers engaged in an industry af- 
fecting commerce to file with the Secretary reports 
listing and describing all expenditures to persuade 
employees to or not to exercise their right to or- 
ganize and bargain collectively and any payment to an 
official of a labor organization who is required to 
file a report hereunder. Requires employers to file 
within 30 days reports of agreements with labor 
relations consultants and payments to any labor or- 
ganization or officer thereof pursuant to any agree- 
ment where the terms have not been fully disclosed 
to the employees. 

Requires persons who undertake activities to 
persuade employees to or not to exercise their rights 
to organize and bargain collectively or to supply 
an employer with information concerning the activities 
of labor organizations in connection with a labor 
dispute to file a detailed statement of the terms of 
any such arrangement with the Secretary within 30 
days. 

Provides for reports to be available for public 
inspection, Sets forth penalties for failure to 
comply, etc. Sets forth criminal penalties for em- 
bezzling, etc., funds or property belonging to a 
labor organization, 

Establishes in the Department of Labor a Com- 
missioner of Labor Reports to perform functions as 
delegated to him by the Secretary. 

Requires national or international labor organi- 
zations which have or assumes trusteeship over any 
subordinate organization to file with the Secretary 
within 30 days and semiannually thereafter a de- 
tailed report of such trusteeship including the date 
such trusteeship was established, reason therefor, 
the nature and extent of participation by the mem- 
bership in the selection of delegates, and the finan- 
cial condition of such organization, Sets forth 
certain limitations on the establishment and adminis- 
tration of trusteeships. 

Imposes a trust responsibility on individuals 
who handle funds of labor organizations, 

Requires national or international labor or- 
ganizations to elect officers at least every five 
years by secret ballot or by delegates chosen by 
secret ballots. Requires local organizations to 
elect officers every three years and intermediate 
bodies to elect such officers every 4 years, Pro- 
vides that reasonable opportunity for the nomination 
of candidates be given all members. Prohibits use 
of union funds to promote the candidacy of any per- 
son, Sets forth procedures whereby such election 
requirements may be enforced. 

Prohibits persons convicted or serving a prison 
term resulting from a conviction of certain crimes 
within the five preceding years from serving as an 
official of a labor organization, 

Declares it to be in the national interest for 
labor organizations to voluntarily adopt codes of 
ethical practies. 

Establishes an advisory committee on ethical 
practices of 15 members representing labor, employers, 
and the public in general to advise the Secretary 
in the administration hereof, 

Amends the Labor-Management Relations Act of 
1947 to permit a State to exercise jurisdiction over 
cases where the National Labor Relations Board has 
declined to assert jurisdiction, Provides that it 
shall not be an unfair labor practice for an employer 
engaged in the building and construction industry to 
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make an agreement with a labor organization composed 
of building and construction workers under certain 
conditions, 

Makes certain secondary boycotts unfair labor 
practices.

Makes 5,000 numbers available for assignment without 
regard to nationality or national origin, to aliens 
anywhere in the world if they are of the type whose 
services and skills are needed in the United States, 
Permits the use of unused quotas which are now lost 
if a country does not send its quota to the United 
States. Proposes to assign the unused quota numbers 
annually to four regions which are Europe, Asia, 
Africa, and Oceania, Makes this pool of quota 
numbers available only in the ensuing year. Pro- 
poses that the only persons eligible to share in 
this pool will be classes of aliens who are entitled 
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H, R. 6827 


to a preference status in the quota under the exist- 
ing law by reason of their special skills, or becuase 
of their relationship to citizens or resident aliens. 

Grants the President power to authorize the 
parole by the Attorney General into the United 
States of escapees from Communist tyranny, who have 
fled from their homelands and are in other, non- 
communist countries. Limits the number of such 
escapees to the average annual number of aliens who 
have been permitted to come into the United States 
each year between June 25, 1948 and July 1, 1957. 

Sets up a procedure whereby the immigration 
Status of parolees may be adjusted to that of a law- 
ful permanent resident, Permits the Attorney Gen- 
eral to grant such adjustment in his discretion 
after the alien has been in the United States for 
two years and if the applicant is of good character, 
and if the adjustment would not be contrary to the 
national interest. Requires a report of such adjust- 
ment to be submitted to the Congress and if Congress 
does not register disapproval then the alien's entry 
would be recorded as of the date of the alien's 
last arrival in the United States. 

Limits the number cf aliens whose status may 
be adjusted in any fiscal year to the average number 
of aliens authorized to be admitted to the United 
States for permanent residence each fiscal year 
between June 25, 1948 and July 1, 1957. 

Vests in the Attorney General discretionary 
power to admit to the United States, regardless of 
Statutory grounds of excludability, a limited number 
of aliens who are United States soldiers or war 
veterans, close relatives of citizens, or religious 
functionaries. Specifies an overall ceiling of 
5,000 annually. 

Makes numerous changes in the Immigration and 
Nationality Act: gives the Attorney General clear 
and statutory authority to provide for an examining

yields of the counties in the State as determined 
hereunder. Provides that the reserve set aside 
herein for apportionment by the Secretary shall be 
used to make increases in quotas apportioned to 
counties on the basis of the relative needs of counties 
for additional quota because of reclamation and 
other new areas coming into the production of wheat 
after 1953, Makes other provisions relative to the 
wheat marketing quotas. 

Requires the Secretary to prepare yearly stabili- 
zation certificates to be issued for each farm to 
which a farm marketing quota has been assigned 
hereunder, 

Sets civil penalties for violations of this Act 
at a forfeiture of a sum 3 times the market value,

agencies, 

Transfers to the Office of Federal Administra- 
tive Practice all functions of the Administrator. of 
General Services under the Federal Register Act, 
including the Federal Register Division. 

Upon the effective date of Title II of this Act, 
all positions classified by the Civil Service Com- 
mission under Section 1] of the Adminstrative Pro- 
cedure Act as trial examiner positions or hearing 
examiner positions shall be designated hearing 
commissioner positions, and these positions, by 
virtue of this Act, shall be transferred to the 
Office of Federal Administrative Practice and shall 
come under the purview of the Director of this office,

Legal Career Service Act - Establishes a legal 
career service which shall include all civilian 
attorney positions in the Government (with certain 
exceptions).

tarian dictatorship or have belonged to totalitarian 
organizations, 

Section 106 amends section 244(a)(1)(2)(3) (4) 
and (5) by eliminating the standards of “exceptional 
and extremely unusual hardship" in granting suspen- 
Sion of deportation, and substituting therefor 
“serious hardship". 
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Section 107 repeals section 3(c) of the Dis- 
placed Persons Act of 1948 which relates largely 
to the future mortgaging of quotas. 

Section 108 amends section 201](e) by eliminat- 
ing requirement for certain deductions from annual 
quotas of quota areas proclaimed under the Dis- 
placed Persons Act of 1948, 

Section 109 repeals section 202(b), (c) and 
(d) providing quotas for the Asia-Pacific triangle; 
amends sections 202(a)(5), and 202(e). As amended, 
an alien born in a colony or other component or 
dependent area of a governing country for which no 
separate or specific quota has been established shall 
be chargeable to the quota of the governing country, 

Section 202 amends section 212(9) and (10) to 
permit entry of an alien who has received a pardon 
for a crime. 

Section 203 amends section 212(c). As amended 
the Attorney General would have discretionary power 
to admit an alien who is returning to an unrelin- 
quished American residence of at least 7 years, with 
no requirement that the alien was originally admitted 
to this country for permanent residence. 

Section 204 repeals section 235(c) which permits 
exclusion without hearing. 

Section 205 repeals section 241(d), the retro- 
active provision concerning deportation, 

Section 206 amends section 245 which permits 
the Attorney General to adjust the status of an alien 
temporarily here to that of an alien admitted for 
permanent residence, by modifying the requirements 
which an alien must meet, 

Section 207 permits judicial review in exclu- 
sion and deportation cases; establishes a statute 
of limitations whereby no alien may be deported by 
reason of conduct occurring more than 10 years prior 
to the institution of deportation proceedings. 

Section 208 amends section 360(a) relating to 
proceedings for declaration of United States nation- 
ality in event of denial of rights and privileges 
as national, by substituting therefor the provision 
that any person claiming American citizenship who 
has been denied such right may seek judicial review 
under section 10 of the Administrative Procedure 
Act or under the Declaratory Judgment Act.

Authorizes the payment by the Secretary of op- 
tional payments in lieu of the aforementioned cash 
payments, such optional payments to be an amount

period not less than 5 years, Affected parties may 
appeal to the Commission for hearing,

Permits the Commission to readjust established 
charges on its own motion or the motion of any in- 
terested party at any time that changed conditions 
sO warrant, after proper notice and opportunity for 
hearing, 

Provides that monies collected by the United 
States under this Act be revenues of the facility 
providing the benefits and such revenues be disposed 
of in accordance with any provisions of law 
applicable thereto, 

Requires affected parties to pay their reason- 
able share of the Commission's costs in making its 
determinations and that a reasonable portion of such

costs be allocated to the United States if it be 
an affected party. 

Provides that funds available for the operation 
of any affected Federal facility shall be available 
to pay such costs or charges as may be assessed

Labor-Management Performance Act of 1959 - In

Requires independently audited union financial 
reports, Provides that such reports be given to 
members only. Places enforcement procedure in the 
hands of the National Labor Relations Board. Re- 
quires a member charging a violation of the bill of 
rights to file such charge with the NLRB, and vests 
the responsibility of investigation and prosecution 
of the case with the Board. Includes changes in 
Board structure to speed up case handling. 

Prevents picketing after a union loss of an 
NLRB election and speeds up NLRB election procedure.

Requires officers of labor organizations who 
receive wages, etc., in excess of $5,000 annually to 
report (1) any interest held in a business of an em- 
ployer whose employees are represented by such labor 
organization; (2) any transaction or interest in any 
business of any employer whose employees the labor 
organization is seeking to represent; (3) any in- 
terest in a business dealing with such labor organi- 


zation; and (4) any payment received from any employer. 


Requires employers or persons engaged in pro- 
viding labor relations consultant service to file at 
the close of each fiscal year a statement of any 
payment made to any labor organization or employee 
of a labor organization, or any payment made to in- 
fluence any employee of such employer in the exercise 
of bargaining and other rights. 

Provides that such reports and documents shall 
be public information. Requires the Secretary to 
make provision, on request of any person, for the 
inspection and examination of information contained 
in such reports, Requires individuals and organiza- 
tions required to file reports to maintain records 
verifying such reports. 

Directs the Secretary to investigate any failure 
to furnish information as required. Authorizes the 
Secretary to make investigations deemed necessary to 
determine whether a violation has occurred. 

Sets forth criminal penalties for violations, 
false statements, destruction of documents, embezzle- 
ment, theft, etc. Permits civil actions for appro- 
priate relief by any member of the labor organiza- 
tion, 

Creates the office of Commissioner of Labor Re-

Prohibits payment of bribes by employers or 
consultants, and acceptance by any representative, 
union, officer, or employee.

Directs the Comptroller General, as of June 30, 
1960, to furnish relevant information to the States 
from time to time, but not more frequently than 
annually, upon request of the State officers in the 
event that the Governor certifies and the Comptroller 
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General is satisfied that the State law provides 
means whereby the Government shall be (a) reimbursed 
for the actual costs of the record research and 

(b) held harmless against the claim of any owner 
following delivery to a State. 

Declares that unclaimed property is subject to 
escheat or custodial taking by the State or an 
authorized representative, or to collection by a 
court appointed fiduciary where the property will be 
escheated or taken into custody by a State if the 
owner or his successors do not claim the property. 
Sets forth presumptions concerning residence, 

Provides that where a State has paid its pro- 
portionate share of record costs, the appropriate 
officer is directed to deliver possession of un- 
claimed property to the representative of a State 
or to a fiduciary upon request therefor accompanied 
by certified copy of court order declaring the right 
to escheat, acquire custody, or obtain possession,

Title I - Definitions, 

Title II - Changes the status of the District 
of Columbia. Declares the District to be a body 
politic and corporate in perpetuity for governmental 
purposes and as such grants to it the powers to sue 
and be sued, contract, and possess a corporate seal. 
Transfers all existing powers, rights, privileges, 
immunities, duties, obligations, assets, and liabili- 
ties of the District of Columbia to the body politic 
and corporate herein created, 

Title III - Creates a 9 member elected Council 
for the District of Columbia. Sets forth the quali- 
fications of holding office as a member of the 
District Council; fixes compensation for Council 
members at $8,000 per annum ($10,000 per annum for 
the Chairman), 

Grants power to the Council to make changes in 
its membership and compensation; provided there has 
been assets to a change by a majority of the quali- 
fied electors of the District voting at an election 
on the proposition set forth in any such act. 

Transfers to the Council all functions hereto- 
fore exercised by the Board of Commissioners of the 
District of Columbia. Vests complete legislative 
power over the District in the District Council with 
respect to all rightful subjects of legislation not 
inconsistent with the Constitution or with the laws 
of the United States, 

However, prohibits the Council from legislating 
in the following instances: (1) imposing any tax 
on United States' property; (2) granting any exclu- 
sive privilege, immunity, or franchise; (3) authoriz- 
ing any lottery or other form of gambling: (4) 
authorizing the use of public money in support of 
sectarian, denominational, or private schools; (5) 
lending the public credit for support of any private 
undertaking; (6) issuing bonds except as provided 
for in this Act; (7) enacting any act inconsistent 
with certain specified acts. 

Provides, generally, that laws enacted by the 
Council become effective within 30 days of passage. 

Reserves unto the Congress of the United States 
power to enact legislation for the District, whether 
within or without the scope of legislative power 
granted herein to the District Council, including 
the power to amend or repeal laws in force in the 
District prior to or after the enactment of this Act. 

Vests jurisdiction over the Municipal Courts of 
the District of Columbia in the District Council in 
all matters pertaining to their organization, com- 
position, and to the appointment or selection, 
qualification, tenure and compensation of the judges 
thereof. Prohibits any change in the tenure of any 
judge serving at the time of enactment of this Act 
but permits a compensation increase. 

Sets forth the organization and procedure for 
the District Council. Requires the Council to hold 


public meetings each odd-numbered year commencing 
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with 1961; such meetings to be weekly except that 
during July and August meetings are to be held twice 
amonth. Grants to citizens of the District of 
Columbia the right to petition and be heard by the 
Council at any of its meetings. 

Grants investigatory power to the Council, in- 
cluding power to subpoena witnesses and documents 
and refer contumacious persons to the Federal Dis- 
trict Court, 

Title IV - Provides for the election of a Mayor 
who shall receive an annual salary of $15,000 and 
up to $2,500 a year for office expenses. Sets forth 
the powers and duties of the Mayor among which are: 
(1) the designation of District officials to act in 
his absence; (2) being the official head of the Dis- 
trict for ceremonial purposes; (3) administering laws 
relating to personnel matters in his office, the 
executive department of the District, and the boards, 
commissions and agencies of the District; (4) prepa- 
ration of annual fiscal reports; and (5) keeping the 
Council advised of the financial condition and future 
needs of the District and make recommendations to 
the Council. 

Title V - Provides that the fiscal year for the 
District run from July through June 30th of the 
succeeding calendar year. 

Directs the Council to fix budgetary details 
after receipt of the annual budget prepared by the 
Mayor. Permits the District to borrow, through the 
issuance of bonds, for capital improvements. Makes 
provisions relative to the issuance of these bonds, 
their interest rate, redemption, sale, debt limita- 
tion, tax exemption, etc. 

Title VII - Sets forth the financial duties of 
the Mayor, i.e. his preparation and submission of 
the budget; responsibility for all financial trans- 
actions to insure adequate control of revenues and 
resources and to insure that appropriations are not 
exceeded; maintenance of accounting systems; etc. 

Title VIII - Creates a 9 member Board of Educa- 
tion to determine policies with respect to the 
maintenance and operation of public schools. Makes 
provisions relative to membership qualifications; 
compensation of members; officers; records; meetings; 
etc. 

Title IX - Sets forth the manner in which elec- 
tions shall be held in the District. Directs the 
Board of Elections to maintain a permanent registry; 
conduct registrations and elections; operate polling 
places; and generally be responsible for matters 
pertaining to and connected with District elections. 

Requires the Board to conduct a general election 
in any even-numbered calendar year commencing with 
1960; and (2) in any odd-numbered calendar year 
commencing with 1961, if an act authorizing the 
issuance of bonds required hereunder be submitted 
for a referendum at an election is enacted at least 
40 days prior to the date for conducting the elec- 
tion in such year. Fixes as the general election 
day the 4th Tuesday before the first Tuesday after 
the first Monday in November. 


Provides that the following be elective officers: 


(1) Members of the District Council - 2 year term; 
(2) Members of the Board of Education - 2 year term; 
(3) Mayor - 4 year term; (4) District Delegate - 2 
year term. 

Makes provisions relative to vacancies; what 
candidates are elected; qualified electors; regis- 
tration; qualification of candidates; nominations; 
and nonpartisan elections. 
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Requires the use of secret ballot - either by 
paper ballot or voting maching. Makes other provi- 
sions relative to recounting and contesting votes; 
interference with registration or voting; violations 
of the voting provisions. 

Title X - Makes miscellaneous provisions rela- 
tive to agreements with the United States; District 
officials conflict of interest in contracts or other 
governmental transactions; etc. 

Title XI - Makes provisions relative to the 
succession of the government in connections with the 
transfer of personnel, property, and funds in accord- 
ance with the requirements under this Act. 

Title XII - Provides that if any provision of 
this Act is rendered invalid, the remainder of the 
Act shall not be affected thereby. 

Title XIII - Grants temporary power to the Presi- 
dent with respect to the administration of the func- 
tions of the District of Columbia government in order 
that the Board of Elections may properly perform 
these functions under this Act. Authorizes the ap- 
propriation of $500,000 to the District for use in 
paying the expenses of the Board of Elections and in 
otherwise effecting this Act. 

Title XIV - Fixes the effective dates under 
this Act. 

Title XV - Provides for a referendum within 9 
months after the enactment of this Act to determine 
whether the registered qualified electors of the 
District of Columbia accept the charter herein 
provided (i.e. Titles I - XII). 

Title XVI - Provides for the representation of 
the District uf Columbia in the House vf Represent- 
atives by a Delegate to be known as the ‘Delegate 
from the District of Columbia"; such delegate to 
be elected as heretofore provided. 

Title XVII - Empowers the qualified electors 
to approve or reject in a referendum any act of the 
District Council, vr part or parts thereof, which 
has become law, whether or not such act is yet 
operative, Exempts from this power acts authorizing 
the issuance of bonds,

(Public Works), 


Authorizes the Secretary of the Army to provide 
for the disposition of certain lands above the 320 
foot contour of the John H, Kerr Dam and Reservoir 
to the Former owners. 
H, R. 8088, Mr. Collier; July 2, 1959 (Rules). 

Requires the yeas and nays on the final action 
by the Senate and House of Representatives on ap- 
propriation bills. 


H. R. 6089, Mr. Mailliard; July 2, 1959 
(Merchant Marine and Fisheries), 


Permits vessels of not less than 12,500 gross 
tons which were built in the United States by a } 
citizen and placed under foreign registry to engage 
in coastwise trade of the United States under certain 
conditions [amending U. S. C. 46:883]. 


H, R. 8090. Mr. Alger; July 6, 1959 
(Ways and Means), 


Allows as an additional deduction for income 
tax purposes any individual engaged in a trade or 
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business an amount equal to the additional invest- 
ment for the taxable year not to exceed $30,000 or 
20 percent of the net income of the trade or busi- 
ness. Defines additional investment as the amount 
by which the aggregate at the end of the year of 
(1) all property used in the trade or business of 
a character Which is subject to depreciation allow- 
ances, (2) stock in trade, and (3) open accounts 
receivable exceeds such aggregate at the end of the 
previous year. 


H, R, 8091, Mr. Brewster; July 6, 1959 
(Agriculture). 


Provides for the termination of the conserva- 
tion reserve program under the Soil Bank Act, 


H, R. 8092, Mr. Budge; July 6, 1959 
(Interstate and Foreign Commerce). 


Changes the provisions of Section 315(a) of the 
Communications Act of 1934, requiring the granting 
of equal time by radio and television stations to 
opposing political candidates, by providing that 
such requirement shall not apply to news and other 
Similar programs, 


H, R, 8093. Mr. Colmer; July 6, 1959 
(Merchant Marine and Fisheries). 


Eliminates the 6 percent differential which 
applies to certain bids of Pacific Coast ship 
builders. 


H. R. 8094, Mr. Colmer; July 6, 1959 
(Ways and Means), 


Excludes from coverage under the Social Security 
system service performed by individuals in connection 
with certain fishing and related activities. 


H, R. 8095. Mr. Colmer; July 6, 1959 
(Ways and Means), 


Provides that the tax imposed by the Federal 
Unemployment Tax Act shall not apply with respect to 
service performed by individuals in connection with 
certain fishing and related activities [amending 
U. S. C. 26:3306(c) J. 


H. R. 8096. Mr. Evins; July 6, 1959 
(Banking and Currency). 


Small Business Investment Act Amendments of 
1959 - Extends the definition of "State" under the 
Small Business Investment Act of 1958 to include 
possessions of the United States. Repeals authority 
for Small Business Investment Companies to act as 
depositors or fiscal agents of the United States. 
Liberalizes the provisions dealing with authority 
for providing equity capital for small business 
concerns and places the rule making authority for 
Such loans with the Small Business Administration. 


H. R, 8097, Mr. Fascell; July 6, 1959 
(Interstate and Foreign Commerce). 


Authorizes the transportation by air carriers 
of certain additional persons at reduced rates under 
the Federal Aviation Act of 1958.

Amends the service requirement provisions for 
non-service-connected disability pensions for vet- 
erans so as to include veterans who served an aggre- 
gate of 90 days in two or more separate periods of 
service during World War I or II or during the Korean 
conflict [amending U. S. C. 38:521]. 


H. R, 8099, Mr. Fogarty; July 6, 1959 
(Ways and Means). 


Removes the limitation on the amount of outside 
income which an individual may earn while receiving 
benefits under the old age and survivors' insurance 
provisions of the Social Security Act [amending 
U. S. C. 42:402, 403]. 


H, R. 8100, Mr. Foley; July 6, 1959 
(Post Office and Civil Service). 


Clarifies the provisions of the Civil Service 
Retirement Act with regard to rates of retirement 
annuities and the election of reduced annuities. 
Provides for the automatic increase of annuities 
when there is a general adjustment of salaries or 
when the formula for computing the annuities of re- 
tiring employees is liberalized.

(Education and Labor). 


General Extension Act - Authorizes an appropria- 
tion of $2,040,000 annually for the extension of edu- 
cational resources and facilities of the land-grant 
colleges and State universities through general ex- 
tension programs.

Authorizes the Commissioner of Education to 
enter into contracts or jointly financed cooperative 
arrangements with interstate educational agencies 
for the conduct of research, etc., in the field of 
education, 


H. R. 8104, Mr. Johnson of Wisconsin; July 6, 1959 
(Education and Labor). 


Transfers the administration of the National 
School Lunch Act from the Secretary of Agriculture 
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H. R. 8105 


to the Secretary of Health, Education, and Welfare, 
Authorizes $125 million each fiscal year beginning 
with fiscal 1962. 


H. R. 8105. Mr. King of Utah; July 6, 1959 
(Government Operations), 


Sets forth the Congressional Policy of (1) 
retaining only that jurisdiction over Federal land 
located in a State which is necessary for the proper 
performance of functions as are performed upon such 
areas and (2) avoiding concurrent jurisdiction or 
exclusive jurisdiction over such areas. Authorizes 
heads of Federal agencies to acquire or relinquish 
jurisdiction to the States over lands therein. 


H, R, 8106. Mr. Lane; July 6, 1959 (Judiciary). 


Validates the payment and provides for the re- 
turn of moneys collected for the temporary storage in 
commercial facilities of household effects of members 
of the Navy after April 20, 1949, 


H. R. 8107, Mr, Multer; July 6, 1959 (Judiciary). 


Prohibits the use of United States savings 
stamps for sales promotion, 


H, R, 8108. Mr. Rodino; July 6, 1959 
(Ways and Means), 


Removes the limitation on the amount of outside 
income which an individual may earn while receiving 
benefits under the old age and survivors' insurance 
provisions of the Social Security Act [amending 
U. S. C. 42:402, 403]. 


H. R. 8109. Mr. Simpson of Pennsylvania; July 6, 
1959 (Ways and Means), 


Provides, with respect to taxable years beginning 
after December 31, 1953, and ending after August 16, 
1954, an exemption from Federal income taxes for 
trusts providing supplemental unemployment benefits 
to employees [amending U. S. C. 26:501(c)].

(Interstate and Foreign Commerce).

H, R. 6117. Mrs. Kee; July 7, 1959 
(Banking and Currency). 


Provides for the striking of medals in com- 
memoration of the one hundredth anniversary of the 
admission of West Virginia into the Union as a State, 


H, R, 8118. Mr. McGovern; July 7, 1959 
(Government Operations), 


Makes certain surplus property available to 
Indian Tribes under the Federal Property and Admin- 
istrative Services Act. 


H. R. 8119, Mr. Mack of Illinois; July 7, 1959 
(Interstate and Foreign Commerce). 


Extends the Federal Aviation Act of 1958 so as 
to include flight attendants within the definition 
of "airman", 


H. R. 6120. Mr. Patman; July 7, 1959 
(Banking and Currency), 


Provides for Federal Reserve support of Govern- 
ment bonds when market yields equal or exceed 4% per- 
cent [amending U. S. C. 12:263(c)]. 


H, R. 8121. Mr. Walter; July 7, 1959 
(Un-American Activities). 


Authorizes the Secretary of Defense to prescribe 
uniform standards and criteria for determining the

(District of Columbia). 


Provides for the depositing of 1 mill out of 
each $1 of the tax revenues of the District of 
Columbia to be used to advance the National Cultural 
Center and to provide financial assistance to the 
nonprofit art programs of the District of Columbia. 


H. R. 8144, Mr. Morris of New Mexico; July 8, 1959 
(Post Office and Civil Service). 


Provides for the issuance of a special postage 
stamp in commemoration of the three hundred and 
fiftieth anniversary of the founding of the city of 
Santa Fe, New Mexico,

H. R. 6145. Mr. Morris of New Mexico; 
July 8, 1959 (Interior and Insular Affairs). 


Grants to the city of Farmington, New Mexico, 
all right, title, and interest of the United States 
in and to the sand and gravel in or on certain real 
property. 


H, R, 6146. Mr. Nix; July 8, 1959 
(Merchant Marine and Fisheries). 


Reduces to 2 years (now 3) the service require-

H. R. 8147. Mr. Osmers; July 8, 1959 
(Ways and Means), 


Increases to $1,800 (now $1,200) annually and 
$150 (now $100) monthly the permitted outside earn- 
ings under the Old-Age and Survivors' Insurance pro- 
gram without deductions in benefits [amending U, S. C. 
42:403], 


H, R. 8148. Mr. Ostertag; July 8, 1959 (Judiciary). 


Limits during the taxable years 1959 and 1960 
States or political subdivisions thereof from im- 
posing taxes on the income of a business engaged in 
interstate commerce unless such business maintains 
a place of business in such State. 

Establishes a Commission on State taxation of 
Interstate Commerce composed of five members ap- 
pointed by the President with the advise and consent

Requires only that sufficient information be 
contained in a passport application to identify the 
applicant, comply with certain statutes and regula- 
tions, and provide an oath of allegiance and affir- 
mation of nonexpatriation, 

Prohibits the Secretary from requiring that any 
application disclose the purpose or length of travel, 
or membership in any subversive or other organiza- 
tion other than a registered ‘Communist organiza- 
tion", Provides for the duration of passposts, and 
collection and refunds of fees. Sets forth exten- 
Sive procedures for administrative and judicial re- 
view of actions on passport applications and revoca- 
tions, and sets forth in detail the rights of the 
applicant, Provide for private hearings. Sets up 
geographical limitations of general validity, and 
penalties for violation,

Labor-Management Reporting and Disclosure Act 
of 1959 - Sets forth congressional findings, pur- 
poses, and policies with regard to Federal responsi- 
bilities toward employees' rights to organize, 
failures of labor and management to observe high 
Standards of responsibility, and declares that en- 
actment is necessary to prevent further improper 
practices that have the tendency to burden or ob- 
Struct commerce, 

Specifies certain rights of members of labor 
organization, Provides that members shall be ac- 
corded, subject to reasonable qualification, all the 
rights and privileges pertaining to membership in- 
cluding the right to participate in the determina- 


tion of union policies, attend meetings, and vote in 


elections conducted by the union, Sets forth other 
rights pertaining to freedom of speech and assembly, 
the right to sue the union under certain conditions, 
the right to participate in deciding upon dues, and 
the right to be protected against improper discipli- 
nary actions, 

Permits a member to bring a civil action in a 
Federal district court to prevent or restrain a 
violation of the rights set forth in the Act. 
Authorizes the court to restrain violations and grant 
other appropriate relief. 

Requires labor organizations to file copies of 
their constitution and bylaws and certain other 
specific information concerning the internal organi- 
zation and functioning with the Secretary of Labor. 

Requires Labor organizations to make annual 
financial reports to disclose its financial condi- 
tion and operations for its preceding fiscal year. 

Provides that unions shall make such informa- 
tion available to the members and places a duty on 
the union or its officersto permit a member to ex- 
amine any records or accounts to verify such reports, 

Exempts unions having less than 200 members 
and a gross amount receipt of less than $20,000 from 
the requirement of filing annual financial reports. 

Repeals portions of the National Labor Relations 
Act which now, under certain conditions, require 
Similar reports. 

Requires officers and employees of unions (other 
than those performing clerical or custodial services 
exclusively) to file with the Secretary of Labor a 
report listing and describing six specified types of 


financial transactions presenting conflicts of in- 
terest situations, 

Requires employers who during any fiscal year 
make payments or loans to a labor organization or 
officers thereof; makes payments to any employee for 
the purpose of causing such employee to interfere 
with certain rights of other employees; makes any 
payment to a labor relations consultant for the pur- 
pose having such consultant make payments to an em- 
ployee to interfere with rights of employees to or- 
ganize or procuring confidential information from 
Other employees; or making any payment pursuant to 
an agreement by which another person seeks to provide 
such employer with the services of a person engaged 
in the business of coercing employees in the exercise 
of certain rights, to report such facts to the Sec- 
retary. 

Provides for labor relations consultants re- 
ceiving payments required to be reported by employers 
to submit reports thereof to the Secretary. 

Exempts from the reporting requirement informa- 
tion which is confidential between an attorney and a 
client in the course of a legitimate attorney-client 
relationship, 

Provides that the contents of reports filed 
with the Secretary shall be public information and 
requires such information to be made available to 
State agencies without cost or to individuals upon 
payment of a charge based upon the cost of the serv- 
ice. 

Requires records to be maintained for not less 
than 5 years, 

Authorizes the Secretary to issue rules and 
regulations as necessary to prevent circumvention 
or evasion, Sets forth criminal penalties for viola- 
tions and/or false statements, false entries, con- 
cealment, or destruction of records, etc, Permits 
civil suits in Federal courts to enforce compliance. 

Requires a labor organization which has assumed 
or assumes trusteeship over a subordinate unit to 
report certain information to the Secretary. Sets 
forth criminal sanction for violations, lists the 
purposes for which a trusteeship may be initiated or 
continued, makes certain acts during trusteeships 
unlawful, and provides for the enforcement of the 
provisions pertaining to trusteeships. 

Requires national and international ynions to 
elect officers not less often than once every 5 years, 
locals not less often than every 3 years, and inter- 
mediate bodies not less often than once every 4 
years, Requires such elections to be secret ballot 
or, if by convention, the delegates to be chosen by 
secret ballot. Permits civil action by members to 
enforce election requirements, 

Specifies certain fiduciary responsibilities 
of union officers and requires such officers to be 
bonded, 

Prohibits communists or persons convicted of

Clarifies certain provisions of the Labor 
Management Relations Act to forbid any payment or 
bribe by an employer or anyone acting on behalf of 
an employer and prohibits the demand or acceptance 
of such payment. 

Permits the Secretary to conduct investigations 
when he has probable cause to believe that any person 
has violated any provision of this Act. 

Makes it unlawful to carry on extortionate 
picketing, Establishes criminal penalties for viola- 
tion, 





Specifies that the National Labor Relations Board 
shall assert jurisdiction over all labor disputes 
arising under the National Labor Relations Act. In- 
creases the membership of the Board from 5 to 7, 
Authorizes the Board to delegate certain powers to 
regional directors, Directs the Board to delegate 
functions to the General Counsel. 

Authorizes the President to designate an Acting 
General Counsel when a vacancy in the office occurs 
pending appointment of a new General Counsel.

Labor-Management Reporting and Disclosure Act of 
1959 - Establishes by statute certain rights of mem- 
bers of unions concerning access to the constitution 
and bylaws, financial conditions, and operations; safe- 
guarding of union funds and property; establishing of 
trusteeships; democratic procedures in elections, and 
the removal of officers guilty of serious misconduct, 
Specifies that provisions of constitutions and bylaws 
inconsistent herewith shall be of no force or effect. 

Requires labor organizations engaged in an 
industry affecting commerce to adopt a constitution 
and bylaws and file a copy with the Secretary of 
Labor. Requires such organizations to file a report 
containing (1) the name and address and principal 
place of business, (2) the names and titles of its 
officers, (3) initiation and other fees, and (4) 
certain other specified information pertaining to 
the operation of the union, Requires annual finan- 
cial reports containing specific information, Re- 
quires such reports to be made available to members. 
Exempts organizations having less than 200 members 
and less than $20,000 gross annual receipts from 
filing annual financial reports. Repeals the pro- 
visions of the National Labor Relations Act which 
now require similar reports, 

Requires officers of unions who received an 
agyregate in excess of $5,000 for the preceding 
fiscal year from labor organizations to file reports 
listing and describing for such year certain trans- 
actions which might give rise to conflicts of interest.

Requires employers to file with the Secretary 
a report of any expenditure to persuade employees 
with respect to their rights to organize or bargain 
collectively or any payment made which might give 
rise to a conflict of interest or any agreement or 
payment made by which a person undertakes activi- 
ties to persuade employees as to their rights, etc.

Provides for reports to be public information 
and for the Secretary to make reasonable provision 
for the inspection and examination of such reports 
or request, Copies of such reports are to be made 
available upon payment of costs, and copies are to 
be furnished without cost to State agencies upon 
request of the Governor. 

Provides that no person shall be required to 
furnish any State agency any information contained 
in such reports. 

Requires records and amounts to be preserved 
for such period as the Secretary may prescribe. 

Prohibits any labor organization or employer to 
pay the fine of any one convicted of willful viola- 
tion, Sets criminal penalties for violations, 

Permits the Secretary to initiate court action 
in a Federal district court to restrain violations 
and compel compliance, 

Makes it unlawful under the Labor-Management 
Relations Act for any employer or any person acting 
in the interest of any employer to pay anything of 
value to his employees' representatives; to any labor 
organization or officer thereof; to any employee, 
in excess of their normal compensation, for the pur- 
pose of causing such employee to influence other em- 
ployees with respect to their rights to organize and 
bargain collectively; or to any officer of a union 
with the intent to influence him with respect to 
his actions or dutes. Makes it unlawful, to request, 
or accept anything prohibited under this provision. 

Specifically excludes from such prohibition 
certain payments now authorized such as payments to 
recognized labor relations consultants, etc. 

Requires a labor organization which has assumed 
or assumes a trusteeship over a subordinate body to 
file reports within 30 days and semi-annually there- 
after which contain certain specific information, 
Makes such information available to the members of 
the union and establishes criminal sanction for 
violations. 

Sets forth the purposes for which a trusteeship 
may be established, Permits suit in Federal district 
courts for violations, 

Requires election of officers of national or 
international unions every 5 years, of locals every 
3 years, and of intermediate bodies every 4 years. 
Requires such elections to be by secret ballot or 
by delegates chosen by secret ballot. Requires 
reasonable opportunities for the nomination of can- 
didates, makes every member eligible to be a can- 
didate and to hold office (subject to reasonable 
qualifications) and to vote or support the candidate 
of his choice. Requires election records to be pre- 
served for 1 year. Prohibits the use of union mon- 
eys to promote the candidacy of any person, 

Permits the removal of union officers guilty 
of serious misconduct by court action on petition 
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where the constitution and bylaws of such union fail 
to provide an adequate remedy. 

Prohibits a person convicted of certain crimes 
from serving as an officer in a union for 5 years 
after such conviction, 

Declares that it is in the national interest 
for employer associations and unions to voluntarily 
adopt and subscribe to codes of ethical practices, 

Establishes an Advisory Committee on Ethical 
Practices composed of 15 members, 5 chosen from nomi- 
nees of unions, 5 from nominees of employer associa- 
tions, and 5 to represent the public. 

Provides that nothing contained herein shall 
affect the provisions of the Railway Labor Act or 
the rights, immunities, etc., of the National Labor 
Relations Act.

Requires such organizations to file annual financial 
reports with the Secretary. Requires such informa- 
tion to be made available to members, 

Repeals portions of the National Labor Relations 
Act which now, under certain conditions, require 
similar reports, 

Requires officers and employees of unions (other 
than those performing clerical or custodial services 
exclusively) to file with the Secretary a report 
listing and describing six specific types of finan- 
cial transactions presenting conflicts of interest 
situations, 

Requires employers who during any fiscal year 
make payments or loans to labor organizations or of- 
ficers thereof; make payments to any employee, to 
cause such employee to interfere with certain rights 
of other employees; makes payment to a labor rela- 
tions consultant to have such consultant make pay- 
ments to an employee to interfere with the rights of 


other employees or to furnish information from other - 


employees concerning organizational activities, etc., 
or make payment pursuant to an agreement by which 
another person seeks to provide such employer with 
the services of a person engaged in the business of 
coercing employees in the exercise of their rights, 
to report such facts to the Secretary. 

Provides for labor relations consultants re= 
ceiving payments required to be reported by employ- 
ees to submit reports thereof to the Secretary. 

Exempts attorney-client privileged communica- 
tions from the reporting requirement, 

Provides that reports filed with the Secretary 
Shall be public, shall be furnished to individuals 
on request and payment of costs, and shall be 
furnished without costs to the States at the request 
of the Governor, 

Requires records to be retained for 5 years. 

Authorizes the Secretary to issue orders and 
regulations as are necessary to prevent circum- 
vention or evasion, Sets forth criminal penalties 
and permits civil suits by the Secretary to enforce 
compliance, 

Requires a labor organization which has 
assumed or assumes trusteeship over a subordinate 
union to report certain information to the Secre- 
tary. Sets forth criminal sanctions for violation, 
lists the purposes for which a trusteeship may be 
initiated or continued, makes certain acts during 
trusteeships unlawful, and provides for the en- 
forcement of the provisions dealing with trustee- 
Ships.

Makes it unlawful enforceable by the Secretary 
for any labor organization or officer to discipline 
any member for exercising his rights under this 
Act, Makes it unlawful to use force or threat to 
coerce any member of a union with respect to his 
rights hereunder, 

Permits the National Labor Relations Board 
to decline jurisdiction in certain cases, Authorizes 
State agencies to assert jurisdiction in such cases. 

Authorizes the President to designate an 
acting General Counsel when a vacancy in the office 
occurs, 

Permits an employer in the building and 
construction industry to recognize a labor organiza- 
tion without first requiring a majority status 
showing under certain conditions. 

Makes it an unfair labor practice for an 
employer to enter into an agreement whereby such 
employer ceases to deal in the products of another 
employer, Makes it an unfair labor practice to 
picket an employer for the purpose of requiring 
such employer or his employees to recognize a 
particular union, unless such union is certified. 
Nakes it unlawful to engage in hot cargo activities.

the development and operation of the ship; (4) assist- 
ance in training the crew; (5) making available cer- 
tain classified information; (6) conduct studies and 
aid in appropriate shore facilities; (7) provide 
research and development in Government laboratories; 
(8) provide, without charge, design review services, 
ship construction inspection services, and ship 
operational advisory services; and (9) with AEC 
approval, consent to insuring the interest on and 
the unpaid balance of the principal amount of the 
loan and mortgage on the ship. Sets forth criteria 
to be followed in determining loan eligibility.

grant programs; to make technical assistance avail- 
able in the review of proposed legislation; and to 
recommend the most desirable allocation of govern- 
mental functions and responsibilities among the 
several levels of Government, 

Provides for the creation in the Library of 
Congress an “Intergovernmental Reference Service" 
to collect and service a comprehensive collection 
of State and local materials and to advise and 
assist the Congress in the analysis and appraisal 
of problems, etc. 

Establishes a Joint Committee on Intergovern- 
mental Relations to make a continuing study of 
matters relating to the policies of this Act.

Authorizes the Secretary of Commerce to fix 
the rates of basic compensation of examiners-in- 
chief in the Patent Office not to exceed the maxi- 
mum schedule for grade 17 of the General Schedule.

National Poultry Stabilization Act - Declares it 
to be the policy of Congress to stabilize the poultry 
industry and otherwise assist poultry producers in 
maintaining a reasonable and adequate standard of 
living, as well as providing an adequate and depend- 
able supply of poultry for consumers at reasonable 
prices, 

Authorizes and directs the Secretary of Agri- 
culture to establish the following: (1) a Chicken 
Marketing Program Formulation Committee; (2) an 
Egg Marketing Program Formulation Committee, and (3) 
a Turkey Marketing Program Formulation Committee 
composed of the producers of such commodities. Sets 
forth the manner of selecting committee members, the 
State minimum production figure in each instance for 
committee representation, and the internal organiza- 
tion, etc., of each committee. 

Requires each program formulation committee to 
submit to the Secretary a marketing program relative 
to the type of program concerned, i.e., chicken, egg, 
or turkey, providing for (1) the number, qualifica- 
tions, manner of selection, and terms of office of 
members of the advisory board; (2) that at least 65 
percent of the members of the advisory board be pro- 
ducers of the commodity to which such program re- 
lates; (3) that members of the advisory board be 
appointed by the Secretary from nominations made by 
producers; (4) for the payment of expenses of ad- 
ministration of such program; (5) for the assessment 
of producers to pay the expenses of carrying out such 
program; (6) specifying the maximum assessment rates 
which may be levied upon producers; (7) directing 
the advisory board to receive assessments, penalties, 
and any other lawful income, to pay expenses incurred 
by it, and to account for all receipts and expendi- 
tures; (8) applying equally to all producers coming 
within its terms; (9) setting forth, with respect to 
any program for restriction of production or market- 
ing, provisions governing the allocation, increase, 
reduction and transfer of quotas of individual pro- 
ducers; (10) provides, with respect to any program 
for restriction of production or marketing, for the 
creation of local committees of producers to aid in 
the administration of the provisions set forth in 
such program; and (11) provides that the advisory 
board administer such marketing program in accordance 
with its terms and in accordance with such rules 
and regulations as may be promulgated by the Sec- 
retary. 

Prohibits marketing programs from containing cer- 
tain provisions as, for example, providing for 
assessments in any one marketing year reasonably 
calculated to produce revenues aggregating more than 
4 percent of the average annual farm value of the 
products to which the program applies during the 
three preceding marketing years, as determined by 
the Secretary. 

However, permits marketing programs to, among 
other things, require, or permit the advisory board 
to withhold certain assessments from the payments 
due producers; provides for the dissemination 


of information and educational matter relating to 
nutritional values and methods of preparation; pro- 
vides for the carrying on of research and survey 
studies related to production, processing, distribu- 
tion and promotion of poultry, etc. 

Sets forth the procedure to be followed in the 
adoption of marketing programs and their amendment, 

Outlines the powers and duties of the Secretary 
of Agriculture with regard to the programs. 

Provides for judicial review of the Secretary's 
ruling on a hearing petition brought in connection 
with a marketing program, 

Provides for civil remedies for (1) the enforce- 
ment of assessments and penalties impcesed by the pro- 
grams or producers and (2) the enforcement of contract 
and tort liabilities with respect to an advisory 
board. 

Imposes a criminal penalty of $1,000 fine for 
disclosure of information deemed under the Act to be 
of a confidential nature - in the case of a govern- 
ment employee or a member of the advisory board im- 
poses the additional penalty of removal from office. 
Other violations of the Act are deemed punishable by 
a $500 fine for each, separate violation.

Labor-Management Reporting and Disclosure Act 
of 1959, 

Sets forth the congressional findings, purpose 
and policy as follows: 

Declares it to be the responsibility of the 
Government to protect employees' rights; declares 
that the relations between employees and labor have 
impact on the commerce of the nation; and declares 
that it is essential for union officials to adhere 
to the highest standards of ethical conduct. 

Finds that there have been a number of instances 
of breach of trust, etc., on the part of union 
officials. 

Finds and declares enactment as necessary to 
prevent improper practices on the part of labor 
officials, etc. 

Further declares it to be the National policy 
to correct improper practices by defining certain 
rights; requiring union officials and employees to 
render certain reports; regulating trusteeships; 
providing for periodic elections in unions; and es- 
tablishing procedure for preventing certain acts, 

Defines terms of the Act, 

Title I. Rights of Members of Labor Organiza- 
tion, Asserts that every member of a labor organiza- 
tion be accorded equal rights pertaining to member- 
ship including the right to participate in determin- 
ing union policies, attending membership meetings, 
and voting in elections or referendums. 

Asserts that every union member shall have the 
right to meet and assemble freely with other members 





and to express views, etc., including views on can- 
didates in any union election or other business be~ 
fore a union meeting. 

Stipulates that rates of dues, general or special 
assessment may not be increased except by majority 
vote of the members, by majority vote of delegates at 
a convention, or by majority vote of the union ex- 
ecutive board in which case such increase shall be 
effective only until the next regular convention 
of the union, 

Asserts that the right of a member to institute 
action in any court or administrative agency against 
his union or officer of such union shall not be 
limited or impaired; nor shall any member be denied 
the right to appear as a witness or petition any 
legislature or legislator provided such member 
has exhausted the reasonable remedies available to 
him under the union constitution and bylaws and no 
employer shall interfere or attempt to interfere 
with the internal affairs of a union, 

Declares that union members who are disciplined 
by his union, except for nonpayment of dues, shall 
be afforded a fair hearing on written charges and the 
procedural safeguards as provided in the union con- 
stitution and bylaws. 

Asserts that, insofar as the member's right to 
institute court actions, nothing shall impair the 
authority of the union to adopt and enforce discipli- 
nary sanctions in conformance therewith and to adopt 
and enforce rules for insuring proper and orderly 
conduct of meetings, requiring loyal observance of 
members' responsibility to the union, or restraining 
conduct which interferes with the performance of 
legal obligations; nor shall a union member be re- 
lieved of his responsibility where there has been 
an abuse of such rights. 

Voids any provisions of a union constitution or 
bylaws which are inconsistent with the provisions 
of this section, 

Permits an aggrieved person, who has exhausted 
the reasonable remedies available to him or failed 
to obtain a final determination within 6 months, to 
bring an action in a Federal district court to pre- 
vent or restrain such violations, Permits such suits 
to be brought in the district court where the viola- 
tion occurred or where the principal office of the 
labor organization is located. 

Declares that if the court finds upon a preponder- 
ance of the evidence that a violation has occurred, 
the court shall have jurisdiction to restrain such 
violation, 

Asserts that nothing in this Act shall impair the 
rights or remedies of any member of a labor organiza- 
tion under the constitution and bylaws of such organi- 
zation or in any way limit the authority of the labor 
organization with respect to internal affairs, except 
as explicitly provided in this Act. 

Declares it to be the duty of the secretary of a 
labor organization to forward a copy of each collec- 
tive bargaining agreement to any employee who re- 
quests a copy and whose rights as an employee are 
directly affected by such agreement; to forward 
copies to constituent unions; and to maintain copies 
of such agreements at the principal office of the 
labor organization, Permits action by the Secretary 
of Labor in Federal district courts to compel com- 
pliance with this provision, 

Requires every labor organization to advise its 
members of the provisions of this Act. 
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Title II. Reporting by Labor Organizations, 
Officers and Employees of Labor Organizations, and 
Employers. 

Requires every labor organization to adopt a 
constitution and bylaws and file a copy with the 
Secretary of Labor, together with a report contain- 
ing specific information with respect to its name 
and mailing address where it maintains its principal 
office or where it keeps the records required by 
this title; the names and titles of its officers; 
the initiation fee or fees required from new or 
transferred members and fees for work permits; the 
regular dues or fees required of a member; and a 
detailed account of internal procedures. Requires 
changes in such information to be reported to the 
Secretary of Labor at the time the reporting organi- 
zation files its annual financial report as herein 
required or, if exempt from filing such report, with- 
in 90 days after the end of the fiscal year. 

Requires labor organizations to file annually 
with the Secretary of Labor a financial report con- 
taining certain specific information in such detail 
as is necessary to disclose its financial condition 
and operations for the preceding year. Such reports 
are required to contain (1) a statement of assets 
and liabilities at the beginning and end of the fiscal 
year; (2) receipts and sources thereof; (3) salary, 
allowances, and other disbursements to each officer 
or employee of such labor organization who received 
as aggregate of $10,000 from such organization or 
any other affiliated organization; (4) loans to any 
officer, employee or member which aggregate more 
than $250 together with a statement of the purpose, 
security, and provisions for repayment; (5) loans 
to any business enterprise, together with statement 
of purpose, security, and arrangements for repayment; 
and (6) other disbursements, 

Provides that labor organizations required to 
submit annual reports shall make such information 
available to all of its members. Places a duty, en- 
forceable in any court of competent jurisdiction, 
on officers of the labor organization to permit mem- 
bers to examine books, etc. Authorizes the court to 
allow reasonable attorney fees and costs against the 
defendant in cases involving violation thereof, 

Exempts labor organizations having at the end 
of a fiscal year less than 200 members and gross 
receipts of less than $20,000 from filing the annual 
financial report. 

Repeals provisions of the National Labor re- 
lations Act which require labor organizations desir- 
ing to use the processes of the National Labor Re- 
lations Board (1) to file reports of internal pro- 
cedures and financial status with the Secretary of 
Labor and (2) to file non-communist affidavits of 
officers. 

Repeals the provisions of the National Labor 
Relations Act which made compliances with the afore- 
mentioned provisions a condition precedent to a col- 
lective bargaining contract. 

Requires every officer or employee, except 
clerical or custodial, of a labor organization to 
file with the Secretary of Labor a signed report 
listing and describing for the preceding fiscal year 
any of six specified types of conflicts of interest 
transactions in which he was involved: (1) any in- 
terest which he, his spouse or minor child derived 
from an employer whose employees the labor organiza- 
tion represents or is actively seeking to represent; 
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(2) any interest or benefit derived from a business 
which dealt substantially with an employer whose em- 
ployees are represented by such labor organization 
or such organization is actively seeking to repre- 
sent; (3) any interest which was derived from a 
business, any part of which consists of dealing 
with such labor organization; (4) any transaction 
between him and any employer whose employees his 
organization represents or is actively seeking to 
represent; and (5) any payment received from any 
employer or labor relations consultant except those 
referred to in section 302(c) of the Labor Manage- 
ment Relations Act of 1947. 

Provides that nothing shall be construed to re- 
quire an officer or employee of a labor organiza- 
tion to report bona fide investments in securities 
registered under the Securities Exchange Act of 
1934, the Investment Company Act of 1940, or the 
Public Utility Holding Company Act of 1935. 

Requires employers to file with the Secretary 
of Labor a report listing and describing for the pre- 
ceding year (1) any expenditure to persuade employees 
with respect to their right to organize and bargain 
collectively or to obtain information of such ac- 
tivities, (2) any expenditure which requires a 
report from the officer or employee of a labor or- 
ganization under the provisions of section 202(a)(1), 
(2), (5S), and (6). 

Requires employers who make or agree to make 
(1) arrangements for any person to undertake activi- 
ties to persuade employees as to their rights to 
organize and bargain collectively or (2) payments 
to any labor organization, except pursuant to col- 
lective bargaining agreement for actual services 
rendered, payments to certain credit institutions, 
or payments referred to in section 302(c) of the 
Labor Management Relations Act of 1947, to file a 
detailed report thereof with the Secretary of Labor. 

Requires persons making agreements with em- 
ployers to file within 30 days reports with the 
Secretary of Labor where the object of such agree- 
ment is (A) to persuade employees with respect to 
their rights to organize and bargain collectively 
or (B) to supply information to the empioyer con- 
cerning the organizing and bargaining activities 
of the employees. 

Asserts that nothing in this section shail be 
construed to require reports to be filed where the 
services are for giving advice or for representing 
the employer before a court or other tribunal. 

Asserts that this section shall not be construed 
to require reports unless expenditures or payments 
as described are made. 

Asserts that nothing in the Act shall be con- 
Strued to require an attorney to include in any re- 
port any privileged information lawfully communi- 
cated in the course of a legitimate attorney-client 
relationship. 

Specifies that the contents of reports and 
documents filed with the Secretary of Labor shall 
be public information. 

Requires the Secretary by regulation to make 
such reports and documents available on the request 
of any person, 

Authorizes copies of reports to be furnished 
upon payment of charges based on the cost of such 
service. Provides for copies of such reports to be 
made available to State agencies without costs and 
prohibits States from requiring like reports to be 
furnished to any person. 
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Requires persons filing reports hereunder to 
maintain records and data for the verification of 
such reports for 5 years. 

Requires labor organizations to file initial 
reports within 90 days after becoming subject to 
this Act, 

Requires individuals to file reports within 90 
days (except where such person is subject to the Act 
for only a portion of the year) after the end of 
the fiscal year. Permits a person to consider a 
portion of a year as a full fiscal year. 

Authorizes the Secretary of Labor to issue, 
amend, and rescind rules and regulations as may be 
necessary to prevent circumvention or evasion of 
reporting requirements, Permits the use of simpli- 
fied reports where by virtue of size a detailed re- 
port would be unduly burdensome, Authorizes the 
Secretary to revoke permits to use simplified forms 
after notice and hearing. 

Provides criminal penalties of a maximum fine of 
$10,000 and/or imprisonment for 1 year for willful 
violations of title II. 

Provides criminal penalties of a maximum fine of 
$10,000 and/or imprisonment for 1 year for knowingly 
making a false statement of a material fact or 
failure to disclose a material fact, 

Provides criminal penalties of a maximum fine of 
$10,000 and/or imprisonment for 1 year for willful 
false entries or willful concealment or destruction 
of records which are required to be kept. 

Makes individuals required to sign reports 
personally responsible for filing such reports and 
for any statement contained therein which he knows 
to be false. 

Authorizes the Secretary of Labor to bring action 
for appropriate relief where it appears that a viola- 
tion has or is about to occur. Permits such suits in 
the Federal district court for the district where 
the violation occurred or in the United States Dist- 
rict Court for the District of Columbia. 

Title III. Trusteeships, Requires reports by 
labor organizations to the Secretary of Labor within 
30 days of the establishment of trusteeships over 
subordinate unions (within 30 days after enactment 
for trusteeships now established) and semi-annually 
thereafter. Requires such reports to contain (1) the 
name and address of the subordinate union, (2) the 
date the trusteeship was established, (3) a detailed 
statement of the reasons for establishing or continu- 
ing the trusteeship, and (4) the nature and extent of 
participation by members of the subordinate union in 
the selection of delegates to represent the union in 
conventions. Requires the initial report to include 
a full and complete account of the financial condition 
of the subordinate union as of the time trusteeship 
was assumed, Requires labor organizations assuming 
trusteeships over subordinate unions to file on be- 
half of such subordinate union the annual financial 
report required herein; such report to be signed 
by the prsident and treasurer of the labor organi- 
zation which assumed such trusteeship and the 
trustees of the subordinate union, 

Provides that these provisions be applicable to 
trusteeship reports, i.e., public disclosure, reten- 
tion of records, rules and regulations; information 
required, 

Makes willful violations hereof punishable by 
a maximum fine of $10,000 and/or imprisonment for 
l year. 





Makes known false statements of a material fact, 
knowingly failing to disclose a material fact, or 
willful entry in or destruction of any record punish- 
able by a maximum fine of $10,000 and/or imprisonment 
for 1 year. 

Makes each individual required to sign a report 
under this section personally responsible for the 
filing of such report and for any statement con- 
tained therein which he knows to be false, 

Provides that the establishment and administra- 
tion of a trusteeship shall be in accordance with the 
constitution and bylaws of the union and for the pur- 
pose of correcting malpractice, assuring the per- 
formance of collective-bargaining agreements, re- 
storing democratic procedures, or carrying out 
legitimate union objectives. 

Makes it unlawful during trusteeship (1) to 
count members' votes for delegate or for national or 
international officers unless such votes are by 
secret ballot in which all members could partici- 
pate or (2) to transfer to the parent organization 
any funds of the trusteed union except regular 
assessments payable by nontrusteed unions, 

Makes violations of subsection (a) punishable 
by a maximum fine of $10,000 and/or imprisonment 
for 1 year. 

Requires the Secretary of Labor to make an in- 
vestigation whenever a written complaint is filed by 
a member of a trusteed union, and, if he finds prob- 
able cause to believe a violation has occurred, to 
bring a civil action in a Federal district court to 
restrain such violation, Permits a member of a 
subordinate body affected by a trusteeship to file 
(except in cases of violations under section 301) a 
civil action in a Federal district court to restrain 
a violation of this title. 

Deems, for purposes of this section, district 
courts to have jurisdiction of a labor organiza- 
tion in the district where the principal office is 
located or in any district where duly authorized 
officers conduct affairs of the trusteeship. 

Provides that trusteeships established in con- 
formity with the procedural requirements of the 
parent organization's constitution and bylaws and 
authorized after a fair hearing shall be presumed 
valid for a period of 18 months, After the expira- 
tion of 18 months there will be a presumption that 
the trusteeship is invalid. 

Requires the Secretary of Labor to submit a 
report to Congress within 3 years on the operation 
of title III. 

Asserts that the rights and remedies of title 
III shall be in addition to any other right or remedy 
except that upon the filing of a complaint by the 
Secretary of Labor the jurisdictions of the Federal 
court shall be exclusive and the final judgment 
Shall be res judicata. 

: Title IV. Elections - Requires the national or 
international labor organizations (except federation 
of national or international organizations) to elect 
officers not less often than once every 5 years by 
Secret ballot among members or at a convention of 
delegates chosen by secret ballot. 

Provides that every local labor organization 
Shall elect its officers not less often than once 
every 3 years. Places a duty on the organization 
and officers thereof, enforceable in a Federal dist- 
rict court, to comply with reasonable requests of 
any candidate to distribute at the candidate's ex- 
pense campaign literature and to refrain from dis- 
crimination in favor of or against any candidate. 
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Whenever authorization for the distribution of lit- 
erature on the behalf of any candidate is made similar 
distribution shall be made on behalf of any other 
Requires 


bona fide candidate who requests same, 
safeguards to insure fair elections, 

Provides that officers of intermediate bodies 
shall be elected not less often than once every 4 
years by secret ballot or by representatives of the 
members chosen by secret ballot. 

Requires reasonable opportunity to be given to 
all members to nominate candidates, Gives a member 
the right to vote for and support the candidate of 
his choice without being subject to penalty or re- 
prisal of any kind, Requires notice reasonably 
calculated to inform all members eligible to vote be 
given not more than 45 days or less than 15 days 
prior to the closing of nominations and that notice 
of the time, place and date of the election be given, 
Provides that a member whose dues have been withheld 
by an employer pursuant to a voluntary authorization 
provided for in a collective-bargaining agreement 
shall not be denied the right to vote or be a can- 
didate by reason of delay or default in the payment 
of dues, Requires elections to be conducted in 
accordance with the constitution and bylaws of the 
organization, unless inconsistent herewith, Requires 
ballots and other election records to be preserved 
for 1 year. 

Requires conventions for the election of officers 
to be conducted in accordance with the constitution 
and bylaws of the organization insofar as they are 
not inconsistent with the provision hereof, Re- 
quires records of such convention to be preserved 
for 1 year, 

Provides that no moneys received by a labor 
union by way of dues, etc., and no moneys of an em- 
ployer shall be applied to promote the candidacy of 
any person, Permits use of moneys of the labor 
organization for notices, factual statements of 
issues, and expenses of an election, 

Permits a district court, upon petition of a 
member of a labor organization, if it finds inade- 
quate procedures in the constitution and bylaws of 
such labor organization for the removal of elected 
officers guilty of serious misconduct, to order, for 
cause shown after due notice and an opportunity for 
a hearing, an election to be conducted among the 
members in good standing. Authorizes such courts to 
allow reasonable attorneys' fees and costs to be paid 
by the defendant, 

Permits a member of a labor organization who is 
aggrieved by an aforementioned violation and who has 
exhausted the reasonable remedies available or has 
failed to receive a final decision within 6 months 
after pursuing available remedies for such period, 
to bring a civil action against the organization in 
a Federal district court to prevent and restrain 
such violations. 

For the purposes of such an action district 
courts in the district where the principal offices 
of the labor organization is located are deemed to 
have jurisdiction, 

Provides that if upon a preponderance of the 
evidence after a trial upon the merits, the court 
finds (1) that an election has not been held within 
the prescribed time or (2) that a violation of 
section 40] affected the outcome of an election,it 
shall declare the election void and direct the 
conduct of a new election under the supervision of 
the Secretary of Labor. 
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Makes a court order, pertaining to an election, 
appealable in the same manner as a final judgment 

in a civil action. Permits the court, in its dis- 
cretion, to refuse to stay an order directing an 
election pending an appeal. 

Provides that no labor organization shall be 
required to conduct elections with greater frequency 
or in a different manner than is required by its own 
constitution or bylaws, except as otherwise provided 
by this title. Asserts that existing rights to en- 
force the constitution and bylaws of a labor organiza- 
tion with respect to elections prior to the conduct 
thereof are not affected by this title. Makes the 
remedy herein for challenging elections already 
conducted exclusive. 

Makes this title effective 90 days after enact- 
ment for labor organizations whose constitutions 
and bylaws may be amended by its governing body or, 
when such amendment may be made only by a constitu- 
tional convention, not later than the next constitu- 
tional convention after enactment hereof, or 2 years 
after such date, whichever is sooner. Empowers the 
governing bodies of labor organizations to make in- 
terim modifications as are necessary to carry out 
provisions of this title where a constitutional 
convention is not held within such 2-year period. 

Title V. Safeguards for Labor Organizations. 
Makes a person who embezzles, converts to his own 
use, etc., moneys, or property of a labor organiza- 
tion of which he is an officer punishable by a maxi- 
mum fine of $10,000 and/or imprisonment for 1 year. 

Provides that officers or employees of a labor 
organization subject hereto shall be accountable in 
a fiduciary capacity to the organization and its 
members for funds and property of the organization, 
notwithstanding any exemplatory clause or action 
purporting to exempt them from such responsibility. 

Permits suits in State or Federal courts by 
members of labor organizations when the governing 
body of the union fails to initiate action to recover 
funds or property wrongfully converted. 

Requires officers, agents or other representa- 
tives of a labor organization subject thereto, who 
handle funds of such organization, to be bonded in 
an amount not less than 10 percent of the gross in- 
come of such organization for the preceding fiscal 
year or for $250,000, whichever is the lesser. 

Requires bonding of union officials who handle 
funds of a trust in which such union has an interest. 
Such bonds to be 25 percent of the amount of such 
trust or for $250,000, whichever is the lesser. 

Provides that bonds not be placed with agents, 
brokers Or companies in which a labor organization 
or officers of a labor organization has an interest. 

Provides that the provisions of section 210 
shall apply to this section. (Permits action by the 
Secretary of Labor to obtain relief.) 

Prohibits unions from making loans to an officer 
or employee aggregating in excess of $2,500. 

Prohibits employers of unions from paying the 
fine of any officer or employee convicted of willful 
violation of this Act. 

Makes it punishable by a maximum fine of 
$10,000 and/or imprisonment for 1 year for violation 
of this section. 

Bars persons who are members of the Communist 
Party or who have been convicted of committing cer- 
tain specified crimes from serving as a responsible 
union officer or employee or from serving as a labor 
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relations consultant for a period of 5 years after 
such conviction, Permits persons who have their 
citizenship restored or it is found by the Board 

of Parole that the service of such person is not 
inconsistent with the purposes of this bill to serve 
as officers or employees of unions or labor relations 
consultants, 

Makes a willful violation of section 504 punish- 
able by a maximum fine of $10,000 and/or imprison- 
ment for 1 year. 

Specifies that a person is deemed convicted for 
purposes of section 504 from the date of judgment of 
a trial court or the date of the final sustaining of 
the judgment on appeal, whichever is later. 

Amends subsections (a), (b), and (c) of section 
302 (relating to restrictions on payments to employee 
representatives) of the Labor Management Relations 
Act, 1947, to clarify certain ambiguities, This 
amendment forbids any payment, loan, or bribe by an 
employer or anyone acting on behalf of such employer 
(labor relations consultant), The demand or accept- 
ance of such payment is made unlawful. This section 
also makes it unlawful for any union or representa- 
tive thereof to demand or accept improper unloading 
fees from interstate truckers, Specifically pro- 
vides that the prohibitions in section 302 shall not 
apply to exempted payments. 

Title VI. Miscellaneous Provisions. Directs 
the Secretary of Labor on probable cause to believe 
that a violation of this act has occurred (except 
Title I) to make an investigation thereof. Author- 
izes the inspection of such records as may be nec- 
essary for him to determine the facts, 

Empowers the Secretary of Labor to compel by 
court action the attendance of witness and/or produc- 
tion of documents in connection with investigations, 
Extends criminal provision for failure to appear 
or produce records, 

Makes it unlawful to carry on picketing for the 
extortionate purpose of obtaining any thing of value 
from any employer. 

Establishes criminal penalties with a maximum 
fine of $10,000 and/or imprisonment for 20 years for 
willful violation, 

Asserts that nothing contained in Titles I, II, 
III, IV, V (except section 505) or VI of the Act 
shall be construed to supersede or affect the pro- 
visions of the Railway Labor Act or the immunities of 
persons subject thereto; nor shall said titles be 
construed to confer rights or defenses upon employers 
or to impair the rights of any person under the 
National Labor Relations Act, 

Asserts that nothing in this Act shall impair 
the authority of any State to enact and enforce general 
criminal laws with respect to robbery, bribery and 
other specified crimes, 

Provides that service of legal processes upon an 
officer or agent of a labor organization in his ca- 
pacity as such shall constitute service upon the 
organization, 

Extends the provisions of the Administrative 
Procedures Act to rules and regulations authorized 
pursuant hereto, 

Authorizes the Secretary of Labor to make 
assignments and/or agreements with other Government 
agencies to prevent duplication of functions and to 
utilize service of other Federal, State, or local 
agencies with their lawful consent. Directs Federal 
agencies to cooperate. Directs the Attorney General 
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to receive from the Secretary of Labor for appropriate 
action such evidence as may warrant consideration for 
criminal prosecution hereunder. 

Guarantees trial by jury in Federal district 
courts for alleged contempt of court committed out- 
side the immediate presence of the court. 

Provides that if any provision of the Act is 
held invalid the remainder of the Act shall not be 
affected thereby. 

Title VII. Amendments to the Labor Management 
Relations Act, 1947, as amended, Specifies that the 
National Labor Relations Board shall assert juris- 
diction over all labor disputes arising under the 
National Labor Relations Act, 

Repeals the provision of the National Labor 
Relations Act which empowers the Board to cede cer- 
tain cases to State agencies, 

Increases the membership of the National Labor 
Relations Board from 5 to 7. 

Authorizes the Board to delegate certain powers 
to regional directors, Provides for the review of 
such actions by the Board on request, Asserts that 
a vacancy’ in the Board shall not impair its authority. 
Provides that 4 members of the Board (in certain 
cases 2 members may constitute a quorum of a group) 
shall constitute a quorum, 

Authorizes the President to designate an Acting 
General Counsel when a vacancy in the office occurs 
pending appointment of a new General Counsel, 

Asserts that it is not an unfair labor practice 
for an employer in the building and construction in- 
dustry to enter into agreements with appropriate 
labor organizations without the unions' majority 
status having been established. Permits union shop 
provisions of such a contract to take effect within 
7 days of hiring. 

Asserts that nothing contained in the amendment 
made by section 702{a) shall authorize agreements 
requiring membership in a union in any State where 
such agreements are prohibited by State Law, 

Amends the National Labor Relations Act to per- 
mit picketing in the building and construction in- 
dustry at the sites of labor dispute without regard 
to the effect upon neutral employers or employees. 

Amends section 303(a) of the Labor-Management 
Relations Act, 1947, so as to exempt from section 
303(b) damage suits against these unions which picket 
a building or construction project as permitted 
under the amendment in subsection (c), above. 

Repeals the provision of section 9(C)(3) of 
the National Labor Relations Act which bars "economic 
strikers" (strikers unless the strike was actually 
caused by the employer's unfair labor practice) from 
voting in a representative election conducted by the 
National Labor Relations Board, 

Authorizes prehearing elections in union rep- 
resentation cases under a procedure whereby the 
National Labor Relations Board (where there are no 
Substantial issues and the appropriate bargaining 
unit is not in dispute) is authorized to hold an 
election 30 days following the receipt of notice of 
the filing of the petition. Aggrieved parties are 
assured a hearing if requested. 

Makes it an unfair labor practice to carry on 
picketing for the personal profit of any individual. 

Gives priorities to cases involving discrimina- 
tion with regard to employment when alleged to be an 
unfair labor practice.

Removes the requirements that the Federal Mari- 
time Board shall approve, and that the Secretary 
of Commerce shall construct a vessel on the basis of 
a Pacific coast shipbuilder's low bid for construc- 
tion differential subsidy purposes if it does not 
exceed the bid of an Atlantic coast shipbuilder 
by more than 6 percent [repealing U. S. C. 46: 
1152(d); amending U. S, C. 46:1159). 


H. R. 8563. Mr. Rivers of South Carolina;

White House Conference on Mental Health Act - 
Sets forth certain findings relating to the desira- 
bility of curing mental illness, and declares it to 
be the policy of Congress that the Federal Govern- 
ment shall work jointly with the States to further 
research, information exchange, increased treatment 
facilities, etc. 

Directs the Secretary of Health, Education, and 
Welfare to plan and conduct a White House Conference 
on Mental Health, to be called by the President 
in June of 1960 for the purpose of bringing together 
representatives of Federal, State and local govern- 
ments to find facts and make recommendations on 
using the skills, experience and energies of the 
mentally ill and improving facilities for their aid. 
Requires a report to the President within 90 days, 
for publication. 

Authorizes grants, from $5,000 to $15,000 to 
States for the exclusive use of State conferences 
on mental health and payment of State delegates’ 
costs. Authorizes the Secretary to request coopera-

He is further authorized to establish an Advisory 
Committee to the White House Conference on Mental 
Health from professional and public members. 
Authorizes necessary appropriations.

Authorizes the San Benito International Bridge 
Company to construct, maintain, and operate a toll 
bridge across the Rio Grande near Los Indios, Texas. 


H. R. 8583, Mr. Metcalf; August 10, 1959 
(Ways and Means), 


Permits charitable contributions, bequests, 
transfers, and gifts to the United Nations Children's 
Fund (UNICEF) to be deductible for Federal income, 
estate and gift tax purposes [amending U. S. C. 26: 
170(c); 2055(a), 2106(a)(2)(A), 2522(a) and (b)]. 


H. R, 8584, Mr. George P. Miller; August 10, 1959 
(Merchant Marine and Fisheries). 


Authorizes the Secretary of the Department in 
which the Coast Guard is operating to make 
regulations relating to the disposal at sea of cer- 
tain explosives and other dangerous articles, in- 
cluding radioactive, biological, and chemical sub- 
stances, Prohibits transportation or stowage of such 
materials on any vessel except in accordance with 
regulations of the Secretary [amending U, S, C. 46: 
170]. 


H, R, 8585. Mr. Rogers of Florida; August 10, 1959 
(Interior and Insular Affairs). 


Authorizes the exchange of certain lands, and 
the acceptance of other donated lands, for addition 
to the Everglades National Park. 


H, R. 8586. Mr. Rogers of Florida; August 10, 1959 
(Veterans' Affairs). 


Provides veterans benefits for female members 
of Telephone Operating Units, Signal Corps, who 
served overseas during World War I [amending U. S.C. 
38: 106]. 


H. R, 8587. Mr. Saund; August 10, 1959 
(Interior and Insular Affairs). 


Directs the Secretary of the Interior to equal- 
ize the values of all allotments of land on the Agua 
Caliente (Palm Springs) Reservation in California. 


H. R. 8588, Mr. Schwengel; August 10, 1959 
(Public Works). 


Requires an annual audit of bridge commissions 
and authorities created by Act of Congress to be 
Submitted to the Governors of the States concerned 
and to the Secretary of Commerce. 

Provides that where provision is made in the 
Act creating a bridge commission or authority for 
membership therein without limitation as to length 
of term of office, the Secretary of Commerce, shall, 
within 90 days after the enactment of this Act, 
reappoint not more than % of members for a term of 
2 years; 4% for a term of 4 years; and the remaining 
% of the members for a 6 year term, 

Makes other provisions relative to the term of 
office of the Commission or authority members as 
well as the manner, etc., in which annual audits are

Provides a program for an “Operation Bootstrap" 
for the American Indian in order to improve condi- 
tions among Indians on reservations and in other 
communities, 


H, R. 8591, Mr. Spence; August 10, 1959 
(Banking and Currency). 


Authorizes the Federal Home Loan Bank Board to 
increase by regulation the number of elective di- 
rectors of any Federal home loan bank in a district 
which includes five or more states, to a number not 
exceeding thirteen, with at least one and no more 
than three to be from any one State, Authorizes an 
increase in the number of appointive directors, not 
to exceed half the number of elective directors. 


H. R. 8592, Mr. Clark; August 10, 1959 
(Ways and Means), 


Provides a procedure whereby dealers in personal 
property may exclude from gross income under the 
Internal Revenue Code of 1954 amounts withheld by 
banks and finance companies on notes purchased from 
such dealers employing the accrual method of account- 
ing, until such time as such amounts are paid or 
credited to the dealer, 


H, R. 8593, Mr. Friedel; August 10, 1959 
(House Administration). 


Increases the amount of telephone and telegraph 
service furnished Members of the House of Representa- 
tives, and permits a Member to use up to 16,000 
minutes of telephone service or 80,000 words of 
telegraph service, or any combination thereof, at 
a ratio of five telegraph words to one minute of 
telephone time, by computing such service on a unit 
basis [amending U. S. C. 2:46F, 46g]. 


H. R. 8594. Mr. Hagen; August 10, 1959 
(Agriculture).

H, R. 8595. Mr. Hagen; August 10, 1959 
(Agriculture). 


Directs the Secretary of Agriculture to formu- 
late and put into operation a food stamp program, 
utilizing normal channels of trade, Directs the 
Secretary to issue regulations for such operation, 
including a method of certifying eligible households. 
Directs the Secretary to issue food stamps to State 
agencies at a price equal to that charged eligible 
households, restricts the distribution of the stamps 
to eligible households, and restricts the use of 
such stamps to the purchase of food in retail stores 
approved by the State distributing agency. Authori- 
zes a charge for such part of the face value of the 
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food stamps as the Secretary determines will assure 
continued food expenditures by the eligible house- 
holds. Requires agreements between food retailers 
and State agencies. Provides for redemption of 
Stamps by the Secretary at face value, without re- 
gard to laws governing the expenditure of public 
funds. 

Authorizes State agencies to use service of 
local welfare agencies, Requires such State agencies 
to submit to the Secretary a plan of operations, and 
to keep accounts and records for inspection and audit 
by the Secretary to determine compliance with the 
terms herein. Directs the Secretary to provide for 
the suspension from participation of violators of 
this Act, and authorizes him to determine, adjust, 
or compromise any claim hereunder without review by 
any other officer or agency. 

Prohibits counterfeiting of or transfer of 
cgunterfeit food stamps, under penalty of fine to 
$5,000 and/or imprisonment to ten years. Prohibits 
unauthorized possession or use of food stamps under 
penalty of fine to $5,000 and/or imprisonment to 
one year.

(Ways and Means). 


Directs the Secretary of the Treasury to make 
requlations pertaining to the separate determina- 
tion of the taxable gross weight of motor vehicles 
used exclusively in combination with semitrailers 
equipped with furniture van or automobile transport 
bodies. Specifically excludes from such tax vehi- 
cles having an actual gross weight not in excess 
of 26,000 pounds.

Family Farm Program Development Act - Provides 
for the orderly development of a comprehensive family 
farm income and supply stabilization program, 

Authorizes and directs the Secretary of Agri- 
culture to submit annually to the Congress a domestic 
food and fiber program for the United States, in- 
cluding provisions for the national school lunch 
program; a food allotment program for low income and 
needy persons; and a national security reserve pro- 
gram. 

Further,authorizes the Secretary to formulate 
an international food and fiber program governing 
the United States position insofar as deficiencies 
exist in the world's food and fiber supply. 

Empowers the Secretary to establish farm com- 
modity program development committees to help govern 
and adjust supply and demand problems, by recom- 
mending national marketing quotas for the commodity 
concerned, 

Authorizes the Secretary of Agriculture to 
formulate and submit to Congress, within 6 months 
after enactment of this Act, a comprehensive pro- 
graa dealing with long-term adjustments in agri- 
culture in the United States, together with a long- 
term budget setting out the estimated costs of 
carrying out such program, 
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Authorizes and directs the Secretary to review 
and report to Congress on rural development progress, 


H, R. 8598. Mr. Meyer; August 10, 1959 
(Agriculture). 


Requires that prices stated in milk orders un- 
der marketing agreements be expressed on a per quart 
basis. 


8599, Mr. Patman; August 10, 1959 
(Banking and Currency). 


H, R, 


Small Business Act Amendments of 1959 - Increases 
from $900 million to $1,100 million the amount in 
which funds are authorized to be appropriated to a 
revolving fund in the Treasury for use by the Admin- 
istration in the performance of the duties imposed 
upon it by the Act. Increases from $500 million to 
$700 million the amount of the revolving fund which 
may be outstanding at any one time for the purpose of 
making business loans pursuant to subsection 7(a) of 
the Act. 

Adds a new paragraph to subsection 5(b) of the 
Act, the effect of which is to authorize the Adminis- 
tration to make prepayments of rentals on safety de- 
posit boxes used by it for the safeguarding of in- 
struments and other documents held as security for 
loans made to small business concerns and others, 

Provides that section 3648 of the Revised 
Statutes shall not apply to prepayments of rentals 
made by Small Business Act on safety deposit boxes, 

Places the reports which the Administration is 
required to file under the Act, on an annual basis 
instead of a semi-annual basis. Eliminates the 
surveys and reports which the Attorney General is 
now required to make. 

Provides that the Administration shall make a 
report every 6 months of operations under the Act to 
the President, the President of the Senate, and the 
Speaker of the House of Representatives, containing 
the names of the business concerns to whom contracts 
are let and for whom financing is arranged by the 
Administration, together with the amounts involved, 
and containing such other information, comments, and 
recommendations as the Administration may deem 
appropriate. 

Provides that, on June 30 and December 31 of 
each year, the Administration shall make a report 
to the President, the President of the Senate, and 
the Speaker of the House of Representatives, to the 
Senate Select Committee on Small Business, and the 
House Select Committee to Conduct a Study and Inves- 
tigation of the Problems of Small Business, showing 
as accurately as possible for each such period the 
amount of the funds appropriated to the Administra- 
tion that it has expended in the conduct of each of 
its principal activities such as lending, procure- 
ment, contracting, and providing technical and 
managerial aids. 

Directs the Attorney General to make, or 
request the Federal Trade Commission to make for 
him, surveys for the purpose of determining any 
factors which may tend to eliminate competition, 
create, or strengthen monopolies, injure small 
business, or otherwise promote undue concentration 
of economic power in the course of the administra- 
t'on of the Act. He is required to submit to the 
Congress and the President, at such times as he 
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deems desirable, reports setting forth the results 
of such surveys and including such recommendations 
as he may deem desirable. 


H, R. 8600. Mr. Walter; August 10, 1959 
(Education and Labor). 


Eliminates double liability under the Long- 
shoremen's and Harbor workers' Compensation Act in 
certain cases where an employers liability for medi- 
cal treatment of an employee has been paid by 
another pursuant to a contract [amending U,. S. C. 
33:907]. 


H, R. 8601. Mr. Celler; August 10, 1959 
(Judiciary). 


Civil Rights Act of 1959 - Penalizes by $1,000 
fine and/or 60 days imprisonment the obstruction or 
attempt to obstruct certain court orders enforcing 
school integration. Penalizes by a $5,000 fine 
and/or five years imprisonment the flight to avoid 
prosecution for damaging or destroying any building 
or other real or personal property. Requires the 
preservation of Federal election records for a 
period of two years from the date of such election 
under penalty of $1,000 fine and/or one year im- 
prisonment, 

Extends the life of the Civil Rights Commission 
for two years, 

Provides for education of children of members 
of the armed forces where the schools in which such 
free public education is usually provided for such 
children is made unavailable to them as a result of 
official State or local governmental authority. 

H. R. 8602, Mr. Lane; August 10, 1959 
(Judiciary). 


Increases the travel allowance for United States 
Marshals [amending U, S. C. 28:553]. 


H. R. 8603, Mr. Reuss; August 10, 1959 
(Post Office and Civil Service). 


Places annual limitations on publishers' second- 
class mail subsidies. Prohibits the Post Office De- 
partment from handling any publication if the annual 
postage paid by such publication is exceeded by the 
annual cost of handling, by more than $5,000,000 the 
first year after enactment hereof, $3,000,000 the 
second year, $1,000,000 the third year, $500,000 
the fourth year and $100,000 each year thereafter. 

H. R. 8604, Mr. Steed; August 10, 1959 
(Ways and Means). 


Allows as an additional deduction for income 
tax purposes any individual engaged in a trade or 
business an amount equal to the additional invest- 
ment for the taxable year not to exceed $30,000 or 
20 percent of the net income of the trade or busi- 
ness, Defines additional investment as the amount 
by which the aggregate at the end of the year of 
(1) all property used in the trade or business of 
a character which is subject to depreciation allow- 
ances, (2) stock in trade, and (3) open accounts 
receivable exceeds such aggregate at the end of the 
previous year.

H. R. 8609, Mr. Cooley; August 11, 1959 
(Agriculture). 


Food for Peace Act of 1959 - Authorizes 
$1,500,000,000, (now $2,250,000,000) plus amounts 
called for by prior agreement, in calendar 1960 to 
reimburse the Commodity Credit Corporation for 
furnishing agricultural commodities under the sale 
for foreign currency and famine relief programs 
of the Agricultural Trade Development and Assistance 
Act of 1954, Extends the sale for foreign currency 
program for one year, Expressly reserves at least 
5 percent of the proceeds of such program for the 
development of new foreign markets. Authorizes 
agreements for such sales, notwithstanding existing 
law, if insufficient foreign currencies are available 
for the development of new markets. 

Liberalizes the provisions under which the 
President may use foreign currencies to purchase 
strategic and critical materials for stockpiling. 
Provides that interest and principal payments on 
loans under such program shall remain with and be 
available to the Export-Import Bank for additional 
loans, Requires that loans be denominated in 
dollars, and be repaid at the rate of exchange cur- 
rent at the time of repayment. Authorizes expendi- 
tures of such currencies for emergency foreign re- 
lief other than food, up to the equivalent of 
$2,000,000. 

Authorizes transfer of surplus commodities to 
underdeveloped countries on a grant basis, for the 
purpose of establishing therein national food re- 
serves. Requires that payment be made when such 
commodities are withdrawn from the reserve. Ex- 
empts from payment any grant for famine relief. 
Increases the authorization for famine relief from 
$800,000,000 to $1,100,000, 000, 

Requires the Secretary of Agriculture to barter 
agricultural commodities for (1) material in the 
national stockpile established by 50 U. S, C. 98- 
98h which are less perishable or bulky; (2) raw 
materials in insufficient domestic production, or 
goods material, and equipment requested by the Atomic 
Energy Commission and the Department of Defense, 
among others; (3) items required for economic and 
military aid and assistance programs; and (4) items 
required for offshore construction programs, 

Requires the use of the appropriate foreign 
language when marking food packages or containers 
to show origin in the United States. 

Authorizes the President to enter long term 
supply contracts to assure friendly nations of a 
stable supply of commodities on credit. Limits such 
contracts to ten years and provides for payment in 
dollars within twenty years after the last delivery 
of commodities. 


H. R, 8610, Mr. Anfuso; August 11, 1959 
(Science and Astronautics). 


Authorizes the Space Administration to pay 
survivors of astronauts who die as a result of space 
flight, $50,000, 


H. R. 8611. Mr. Bonner; August 11, 1959 
(Merchant Marine and Fisheries). 


Removes geographical limitations on activities 
of the Coast and Geodetic Survey [amending U. S, C. 
33: 883a-883i J. 
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H. R. 8612. Mr. Bonner; August 11, 1959 
(Merchant Marine and Fisheries). 


Authorizes the Secretary of Commerce to pay 
extra compensation to members of crews of vessels 
when assigned duties as instrument observer or re- 
corder, and to employees of other Federal agencies 
while observing tides or currents, or tending seismo- 
graphs or magnetographs,at such rates as may be 
specified from time to time by him. 

Further, authorizes the Secretary to appoint 
employees for the conduct of meteorological investi- 
gations in the Arctic region without regard to the 
civil service laws [amending U, S, C. 33:873, and 
15:327]. 


H. R. 8613. Mr. Bonner; August 11, 1959 
(Merchant Marine and Fisheries), 


Permits the Secretary of the Interior to exer- 
cise authority, comparable to that of the Secretary 
of Commerce under the Merchant Marine Act of 1936, 
in order that he may efficiently execute the func- 
tions relating to fishing vessels transferred to him 
pursuant to the Fish and Wildlife Act of 1956. Such 
authority shall include, but is not limited to, the 
power to issue notes or other obligations to be pur- 
chased by the Treasury, in the event of certain 
deficiencies in the Federal Ship Mortgage Insurance 
Fund,

(Armed Services). 


Authorizes the Secretary of the Army to lease 
a portion of the Kingsbury Ordnance Plant at Kingsford 
Heights, Indiana, to Union Township of La Porte, 
Indiana. 


H. R. 8615. Mr. Brademas; August 11, 1959 
(Banking and Currency). 
Authorizes the Housing and Home Finance adminis- 
trator to consent to the modification of the terms 
of any contractsor other agreements relating to the 
Southmore Mutual Housing Corporation project of 


South Bend, Indiana. 
H. R. 8616. Mr. Brooks of Louisiana 
August 11, 1959 (Ways and Means). 


Exempts gasoline used for nonfuel] purposes 
from Federal excise taxes [amending U. S. C. 26: 
4082, 4083]. 
H. R. 8617. Mr. Flood; August 11, 1959 
(Ways and Means). 


Increases to 27% percent (now 10 percent) the 
depletion allowance under the Internal Revenue Code 
for coal and lignite, if from deposits within the 
United States [amending U. S. C. 26:613].

to matters of Federal resource policy and legisla- 
tion as the President may request, 

Requires the Council to make an annual report 
to the President in December of each year. 

Establishes a Joint Congressional Committee on 
Resources and Conservation, to be composed of 8 mem- 
bers of the Senate and 8 members of the House of 
Representatives, whose function it shall be to make 
a continuing study of matters relating to the 
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Resources and Conservation Report; study means of 
coordinating programs to further the policy of this 
Act; and to file a report with the Senate and the 
House containing its findings and recommendations 
made by the President in the Resources and Conserva- 
tion Report.

Establishes an Immigration 
and Naturalization Commission, composed of 3 members 
to be appointed by the President with Senate approval, 
to administer and enforce the immigration and citizen- 
ship laws tenure of the Commission to be at the 
pleasure of the President, Fixes the annual compen- 
sation of the Chairman of the Commission at $21,000 
and the other members at $20,500, 

Provides that the Commission be responsible for 
the issuance of visas, admission of aliens, preven- 
tion of illegal entries, deportations, adjustments 
of status of aliens, investigation of petitions for 
citizenship, and institution of proceedings with 
respect to various aspects of citizenship, including 
hearing and subpoena power, 

With regard to immigration and nationality prob- 
lems requires the Commission to act in accordance 
with the Administrative Procedure Act, thereby elimi- 
nating certain arbitrary immigration procedures, 

Creates a 9-member Board of Immigration and 
Visa Appeals, appointed for 9-year terms by the 
President with Senate approval, to review all petitions 
for determination relating to visas, rules and regula- 
tions of the Commission, and provisions and regula- 
tions of this Act. Fixes the annual compensation 
for the Board Chairman at $20,000 and the other 
members at $19,500. 

Provides for judicial review by the Federal 
district courts of final orders issued by the Board, 

Authorizes the Commission to establish offices 
in foreign countries. 

Permits the Commission to apply to the Federal 
district courts for enforcement proceedings of the 
Commission's rules, regulations, orders, etc. 

Title II - Quota System. Special Provisions 
for Emergency Immigration Quota. 

Modernizes the quota system and establishes a 
numerical limitation upon the basis of 1/6 of 1 per- 
cent of the most recent population census, Provides 
for the allocation of the quota without regard to 
race, national origin, color, or creed. Directs 
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that the quota be allocated so as to reunite families, 
to bring needed skills to the United States, and to 
accord asylum to refugees. 

Eliminates a limitation on orphans quota, Pro- 
vides that on December 31 of any calendar year, any 
number of quota immigrant visas allocated to any 
group or assigned to any nation which remains unused 
shall be allocated to the Newcomer Group, i.e., the 
group including immigrants which do not come within 
any preference groups, 

Title III - Immigration and Deportation, 
Broadens the list of excludible aliens to include an 
alien who is seeking entry to engage in activities 
prejudicial to the United States, who has been con- 
victed of violating narcotic laws; who would actually 
displace an American worker; who has been convicted 
of a crime involving moral turpitude, or against whom 
there remains open and undisposed of a charge of 
such crime; who has advocated or taught, or been 
affiliated with any organization which advocates 
or teaches subversive doctrine, unless such activi- 
ties were terminated at least 5 years prior to the 
application for admission and the admission would not 
be against the public interest; and who has aided 
illegal entries. 

Prohibits the exclusion of an alien without an 
opportunity for a hearing. Permits the Commission 
to exempt certain aliens for deportation notwith- 
standing their ineligibility for admission, Permits 
the Commission to admit nonimmigrant aliens into the 
United States for a temporary period, unless other- 
wise becoming eligible for admission, 

Prohibits the deportation of an alien (1) law- 
fully admitted for residence prior to his 14th birth- 
day, (2) who has lived in the United States for 15 
years or more, other than as a nonimmigrant or as 
a fugitive from a criminal charge, the conviction 
on which would be a ground for deportation; or (3) 
for an act or omission to act or a criminal convic- 
tion which occurred more than 7 years prior to the 
issuance of the warrant for his arrest in a deporta- 
tion proceedings. 

Permits aliens who are to be deported to select 
the country to which they wish to go, if the country 
in question will receive them, unless the choice be 
prejudicial to the interests of the United States. 
Where the alien cannot produce his acceptance by a 
country of his own choosing, requires the Commission 
to arrange the deportation, 

Title IV - Citizenship and Naturalization, 
Broadens the category of citizens at birth and abol- 
ishes the distinction between citizens and nationals. 

Provides general requirements for naturalization 
and requires that the petitioner have an understand- 
ing of the English language, including the ability 
to read and speak it; have a knowledge and under- 
standing of the fundamental history, principles, 
and form of government of the United States; have 
been a resident of the United States for 5 years 
prior to filing petition; and to be a person of good 
moral character, attached to the principles of the 
Constitution, and well disposed to the good order 
and happiness of the United States. 

Permits, among other categories, the following 
groups of persons to be naturalized; (1) spouses 
of American citizens; (2) alien child under 18 years 
of age, where one or both parents are citizens; (3) 
alien child of naturalized parents; (4) alien child- 
ren adopted by United States citizens; (5) certain 
former citizens of the United States who lost 
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citizenship by marriage to an alien may regain citizen- 
ship by naturalization under certain conditions; (6) 
former citizens of the United States who lost their 
citizenship because of military service in a foreign 
country, 

Establishes statutory review procedure in all 
cases involving loss of citizenship, deportation, 
exclusion, and denial of visas. Provides reasonable 
standards for exclusion and deportation of aliens 
and for loss of: citizenship. 

Eliminates the statutory discriminations between 
native-born and naturalized citizens. Provides that 
a naturalized person acquiring citizenship in good 
faith shall have the same right to travel and stay 
abroad as a native-born citizen. 

Provides reasonable standards for exclusion and 
deportation of aliens and for loss of citizenship. 

Title V - Miscellaneous, Establishes a joint 
congressional committee to be known as the Joint 
Committee on Immigration and Citizenship Policy, com- 
posed of 14 members, whose duty it shall be to make 
a continuous study of (1) the administration of this 
Act, and its effect on the foreign policy, national 
security, the economy and the social welfare of, and 
labor condition in, the United States, and (2) such 
conditions within or without the United States which 
in the opinion of the committee might have any bear- 
ing on the immigration and citizenship policy of the 
United States. Requires the Committee to make peri- 
odic reports to the Congress concerning the results 
of its studies. 

Authorizes the Secretary of State to provide for 
interchanges on a reciprocal basis between the United 
States and other countries of students, trainees, 
teachers, guest instructors, etc.; such persons to be 
admitted as nonimmigrants for such time and under 
such conditions as may be prescribed by regulations 
promulgated by the Secretary and the Immigration and 
Naturalization Commission,

Permits the granting, for one year after en- 
actment, of national service life insurance to 
veterans whose policies had been lapsed for less 
than one year when the granting of such insurance 
was terminated in 1951. 


H. R, 8688, Mr. Riehlman; August 14,, 1959 
(Ways and Means). 
Authorizes, under certain conditions, the de- 


ferment for income tax purposes of income from pre- 
paid service contracts (which may include furnishing 
parts and materials) over the term of such contact, 
at the election of the taxpayers and according to 
— accounting methods [adding U, S. C. 26: 
456 }. 


H, R. 8689, Mr. Wilson; August 14, 1959 
(Armed Services). 


Continues until July 2, 1960, the authority to 
promote on retirement certain officers of the Navy, 
Marine Corps, and Coast Guard who have been specially 
commended for performance of duty in actual combat 
[amending Public Law 85-155]. 

H, R. 8693. Mr. Foley; August 17, 1959 
(District of Columbia). 


Extends the jurisdiction of the domestic rela- 
tions branch of the municipal court for the District 
of Columbia to cover the adjudication of the in- 
terests of husband and wife in real and personal 
property in the District, irrespective of prior 
jurisdictional limitations on such court. 


H. R, 8694, Mr. Kilgore; August 17, 1959 
(Foreign Affairs). 


Authorizes the Starr-Camargo Bridge Company to 
construct, maintain, and operate a toll bridge across 
the Rio Grande, at or near Rio Grande City, Texas, 


H, R. 8695. Mr. Pucinski; August 17, 1959 
(Ways and Means). 


Allows an employer a credit against income 
taxes (in addition to existing deductions) equal to 
the increase in his cost of doing business resulting 
from the employment of older persons, 

H. R. 8696. Mr. Kearns; August 17, 1959 
(District of Columbia). 


Revises the method of assignment of policemen 
and firemen to salary schedules in the District of 
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Columbia. Liberalizes the provisions relating to 
crediting of satisfactory service for advancement 
[amending Public Law 85-584], 

H, R, 8697, Mr. Rabaut; August 17, 1959 
(District of Columbia). 


Requires the District of Columbia Redevelop- 
ment Land Agency, in acquiring or disposing of realty 
for a project area, to submit to the Commissioners 
a proposed redevelopment survey area, with a certifi- 
cation that more than 20 percent thereof is blighted. 
Requires the Commissioners to hold a public hearing 
on such area, with notice to all included and ad- 
joining landowners, and authorizes the Commissioners 
to adopt a project area within the proposed rede- 
velopment survey area, after such hearing. Requires 
the Commissioners to prepare a complete plan for 
such project area, and to hold a public hearing there- 
on, Authorizes the adoption of such plan, in whole 
or in part, Eliminates the National Capital Park

Directs the Secretary of Agriculture to pro- 
vide 750,000 bales of surplus cotton during fiscal 
1960 and the four succeeding years to domestic tex- 
til2 mills at such prices as he determines will 
allow the domestic textile industry to regain the 
level of cotton product exports maintained in the 
period from 1947 through 1952, Provides penalties 
for domestic sale of products made from such cotton 
sold for manufacture solely for export, 


H. R. 8707. Mr. Bentley; August 18, 1959 
(Foreign Affairs). 


Sets forth certain Congressional findings in 
regard to the danger of the international Communist 
movement, Authorizes the Secretary of State to re- 
fuse to issue, or to revoke a passport already issued, 
to any person who knowingly engages in activities 
which further the international Communist movement, 

Permits the Secretary to require an applicant 
to subscribe to and submit a written statement under 
oath as to whether he is or has been a member of the 
Communist party within the prior 10 year period, 
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Establishes procedures for the review of denials 
of passports by a Passport Hearing Board established 
in the Department of State. Requires the Board to 
hold hearings where a hearing is requested, Requires 
proceedings before the Board to accord the individual 
the right (1) to appear in person and be represented 
by counsel; (2) to testify in his own behalf, present 
witnesses, and offer other evidence; (3) to cross- 
examine witnesses appearing against him; and (4) to 
examine a copy of the transcript.

Limits to 2 percent per annum the interest rate 
on obligations issued under the Second Liberty Bond 
Act and excludes such interest from gross income, 


H. R. 8711. Mr. Hiestand; August 18, 1959 
(Education and Labor). 


Makes it unlawful for a labor organization in 
concert with another labor organization to conspire 
to reach a common understanding with respect to wages, 
etc.; to strike for the purpose of compelling any 
employer to accede to or grant any demand for wages 
declared unlawful hereunder where the effect thereof 
may be to affect commerce; or to engage in any com- 
bination in restraint of trade or tend to create a 
monopoly. 
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H, R. 8712. Mr. Rogers of Florida; August 18, 1959 
(Interior and Insular Affairs). 


Authorizes 99-year term leases of Indian lands 
on the Agua Caliente Reservation and the Seminole 
Reservations in Florida. 


H, R. 8713. Mr. Teague of California; 
August 18, 1959 (Armed Services). 


Authorizes the Secretary of the Navy to convey 
to Oxnard Harbor District, Port Hueneme, California 
certain land in the United States Naval Construction 
Battalion Center. 


H, R, 8714. Mr, Walter; August 18, 1959 
(Judiciary). 


Permits the Attorney General to parole into 
the United States for a period not to exceed sixty 
days an alien who is the fiancee or fiance of a 
citizen of the United States if the Attorney General 
finds that: (a) such alien is coming to the United 
States with a bona fide intention of being married 
to such citizen of the United States; (b) the United 
States citizen concerned in each case has personally 
met her or his fiancee or fiance; (c) such alien is 
not subject’ to exclusion from the United States on 
grounds other than those relating to the possession 
of a valid immigrant or nonimmigrant visa; and (d) 
the parties to the proposed marriage are able and 
intend to contract a valid marriage within the period 
for which the alien fiancee or fiance is paroled in 
the United States. Provides for immediate deporta- 
tion in the event the marriage paroled pursuant here- 
to and the citizen of the United States shall not 
marry, Provides admission for permanent residence 
after the expiration of 12 months if marriage is 
contracted within the parole period,

Provides that the permanent membership of 
the House of Representatives shall be four hundred 
thirty-eight Members in the Eighty-eighth Congress 
and each Congress thereafter.

Provides that where an individual serving 
during the Korean conflict has been honorably dis- 
charged from the period of service as a member of 
the Armed Forces during which he was held a prisoner 
of war by hostile force, he shall be considered as 
not having given aid to or collaborated with or in 
any manner served such hostile force. Directs re- 
consideration of claims disallowed if benefits would 
have been paid had this provision been in effect.

Domestic Fluorspar Production Act of 1959 - 
Provides for the establishment of quotas for foreign 
countries and for the prorating of such quotas among 
countries on the basis of 80 percent for countries 
exporting fluorspar to the United States during 
1956, 1957, and 1958 and 20 percent for other

countries on such basis as the Secretary may deter- 
mine, Permits the Secretary to increase the quota

Permits the Commodity Credit Corporation to 
enter into barter contracts under the Agricultural 
Trade Development and Assistance Act of 1954 to 
bring imports from a particular country up to the 
average rate for such country for the years 1956, 
1957, and 1958, 

Sets forth certain penalites for violation of 
regulations, etc,, promulgated with respect to the 
program, etc. 

Permits the suspension of the program whenever 
the President finds and proclaims that a national 
emergency exists with respect to fluorspar. 

Limits to 135,000 tons the total quantity of 
fluorspar containing more than 97 percent calcium 
fluoride entered or withdrawn from the warehouse for 
consumption in the calendar year 1959, and limits to 
200,000 tons fluorspar containing not more than 97 
percent of calcium fluoride, Provides that the 
total quantity after 1959 shall be the quantities 
herein mentioned plus in each case a quantity equal 
to 75 percent of any increase in comsumption for the 
preceding calendar year over the average rate of con- 
sumption for years 1956-1958, with a 60 percent in- 
crease after such imports have equaled the average 
rate for such years.

(Ways and Means).

Permits donations of surplus property to

H. R. 8721. Mr. Stubblefield; August 18, 1959

Extends to any subsequent date (now on August 1, 
1958) the basis of entitlement to receive the ten 
percent increase in civil service annuity based upon 
eligibility to receive such annuity on such date, 
Provides an election to name the spouse of any such 
eligible person to receive as widow or widower a 
survivor annuity equal to one-half of his annuity 
[amending Public Law 85-465]. 


H, R. 8725, Mr. Harrison; August 19, 1959 
(Ways and Means). 


Makes numerous technical amendments to the 
excise tax laws. Exempts coral from the tax on 
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jewelry. Defines "sold at retail", excluding an 
isolated or occasional sale or certain sales for 
further manufacture therefrom, Defines "nonprofit 
educational organization" for purposes of exemption 
from retailers excise taxes and certain facilities 

and service taxes. Includes in the tax on calculating 
or computing machines all such machines regardless 

of size or design, 

Revises the exemption of assessments for capi- 
ta] improvements under the tax on club dues, re- 
quiring expenditure of such dues on such improve- 
ments within three years. Exempts from the communi- 
cations tax any telephone line used by a common 
carrier, telephone or telegraph company, or radio 
Station in the conduct of business if such line con- 
nects stations between which there would otherwise 
be a toll charge.

Exempts from the $250 slot machine tax a claw 
machine, non-coin operated, which delivers a prize 
under $1, charges no more than 10 cents, is non- 
electric, and is used solely in carnivals, or county 
or State fairs.

Authorizes the Secretary of the Interior to

H. R. 8727. Mr. Barr; August 19, 1959 
(Public Works). 


Adds one member to the five member Advisory 
Board of the Saint Lawrence Seaway Development Corp- 
oration [amending U. S. C. 33:982(c)]. 


H. R. 8728. Mr. Bonner; August 19, 1959 
(Merchant Marine and Fisheries). 


Extends for one year the provisions of the 
Federal Boating Act of 1958 relating to State recog- 
nition of Federal boat numbers, the effective date 
of authorization of such numbers, and the repeal of 
certain prior legislation [amending Public Law 85- 
911: 3(c)(8), 11(b), 12). 


H, R. 8729. Mr. Chelf; August 19, 1959 
(Judiciary). 


Specifically protects Members of Congress from 
homicide, and penalizes assault on such Members by 
the use of acid, chemicals, or otherwise by a fine to 
$10,000 and/or imprisonment to twenty years [amend- 


ing U. S. C. 18:111, 1114). 


H. R. 8730, Mr. Dent; August 19, 1959 
(Agirculture). 


Requires the Commodity Credit Corporation to 
set aside 2,000,000 hundredweight peanuts, 5,500,000 
hundredweight red beans, and 8,000,000 bushels of 
oats, for processing into peanut butter, packaged 
beans, and rolled oats, for home use. Directs the 
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donation of such processed commodities to State 
agencies for distribution to needy persons, 


H, R. 8731. Mr. Fogarty; August 19, 1959 
(Ways and Means). 


Permits as a deduction under the Internal Reve- 
nue Code transportation expenses to and from work 
(not to exceed $600) of physically handicapped in- 
dividuals who are unable to use public transporta- 
tion, 

Provides an additional exemption of $600 for 
a taxpayer or dependent who is blind or permanently 
incapacitated, 


H. R, 8732, Mr. Forand; August 19, 1959 
(Ways and Means). 


Provides annuities for the widows and dependents 
of judges of the Federal tax court where there has 
been an election for such coverage by a judge within 
6 months after taking office, Sets salary deductions 
to be withheld at 3 percent of the judge's salary 
such amount to be deposited in a Survivors' Annuity 
Fund, Requires judges to have served a minimum of 
5 years before annuity entitlement accrues to his 
survivors. 

Fixes manner of computation and schedule of 
payments to widows and/or dependents [amending 
U. S. C. 26:subch. C of ch. 76). 


H, R. 8733. Mr. Simpson of Pennsylvania; 
August 19, 1959 (Ways and Means).

District of Columbia Act Against Age Discrimi- 
nation in Employment - Declares it to be an unlaw- 
ful employment practice within the District of 
Columbia for any employer or labor organization to 
discriminate against any individual on account of 
age. Directs the Chairman of the Minimum Wage and 
Industrial Safety Board to report annually to the 
Board of Commissioners of the District of Columbia 
on the cause of and means of eliminating age dis- 
crimination and make such recommendations for fur- 
ther legislation as he may deem desirable, Pro- 
vides for a hearing in the case of allegations of 
unlawful employment practices and for judicial 
review of the same. 


H, R. 8735. Mr. Harris; August 19, 1959 
(Interstate and Foreign Commerce). 


National Capital Airports Corporation Act of 
1959 - Creates the National Capital Airports Cor- 
poration, to provide for operation of the federally 
owned civil airports in the District of Columbia. 
Sets forth corporate powers, 

Establishes the Advisory Board of the National 
Capital Airports Corporation to be composed of five 
members appointed by the administrator without re- 
gard to the civil service laws. 

Establishes a National Capital Airports Fund, 
and sets forth the amounts comprising the fund's 
capital. 
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Directs the corporation to pay into the Treasury 
as miscellaneous receipts interest on the capital 
fund as follows: (1) amounts determined to be equi- 
valent to the local share supplied by the project 
sponsor had the airports been built subsequent to 
the enactment of the Federal Airport Act by a public 
agency with maximum Federal grants-in-aid; (2) in- 
terest rate to be determined by the Secretary of the 
Treasury at the time the fund is established; and 
(3) interest rate on the subsequent portion of 
capital advances to the fund on which interest is to 
be paid to be determined by the Secretary at the 
time the advance is made, 

Makes other provisions relative to administra- 
tion of the fund, 

Authorizes the corporation to use the funds 
from whatever sources derived, in the exercise of 
its corporate powers and functions, 

Transfers all property operated by the Adminis 
trator as the Washington National Airport to the 
corporation, 

Authorizes the corporation to make payments to 
State and local governments in lieu of property 
taxes upon real property which was subject to State 
and local taxation before acquisition by the corpora- 
tion. 

Makes other provisions relative to the rules 
and regulations necessary for carrying out the pro- 
visions of the Act, violations of these rules, 
arrests, police patrol of the airports, etc. 


H, R. 8736. Mr. Holland; August 19, 1959 
(Agriculture), 


Requires the Commodity Credit Corporation to 
set aside 2,000,000 hundredweight peanuts, 5,500,000 
hundredweight red beans, and 8,000,000 bushels of 
oats, for processing into peanut butter, packaged 
beans, and rolled oats, for home use, Directs the 
donation of such processed commodities to State 
agencies for distribution to needy persons. 


H, R. 8737. Mr. Judd; August 19, 1959 
(Ways and Means). 


Permits a State or local employee who left a 
position in a coverage group and who returns to the 
same position after it has been extended Old Age and 
Survivors' Insurance under the Social Security program 
to make an election as to coverage. 


H, R. 8738. Mr. Murray; August 19, 1959 
(Post Office and Civil Service). 


Changes the name of the Performance Rating Act 
of 1950, to the Performance Evaluation Act. Estab- 
lishes work performance evaluation plans in order to 
improve the work of Federal employees. 

Requires plans to provide that (1) an employee 
be informed of the duties expected of him; (2) the 
performance of the employee be fairly appraised in 
relation to what is expected of him in the performance 
of his duties; (3) the employee be kept advised of 
the quality of his performance; and (4) written 
records of performance evaluation of each employee 
be maintained. 

Permits, but does not require, plans to provide 
for performance ratings specifying rating levels of 
"satisfactory" or "good"; where no performance rating 
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is provided, provides that an employee will be deemed 
to have a "satisfactory" performance rating. 

Provides for impartial review of an employee's 
performance rating. 

Places the performance evaluation systems under 
the United States Civil Service Commission, subject 
to the supervision and control of the President, 


H. R. 8739. Mr. Rees of Kansas; August 19, 1959 
(Post Office and Civil Service).

H,. R. 8740, Mr. Rogers of Texas; 
August 19, 1959 (Interior and Insular 
Affairs). 


Provides for the leasing of oil and gas in- 
terests in certain lands owned by the United States 
in the State of Texas. 

H, R. 8741. Mr. Tuck; August 19, 1959 
(Education and Labor), 


Amends the Federal Coal Mine Safety Act in 
order to remove the exemption with respect to certain 
mines employing no more than 14 persons; thereby 
making the provisions of the Act applicable to all 
coal mines, i.e. authorizing a Federal mine inspector 
to order the withdrawal of all miners from a mine 
when he finds danger that a mine explosion, mine 
fire, mine inundation, or man-trip or man-hoist 
accident will occur in such mine immediately or 
before the imminence of such danger can be eliminated, 
and to prohibit reentry into the mine until the 
danger has been eliminated. 

Provides speedy and fair procedure for deter- 
mining whether conditions of imminent danger in a 
closed mine have been corrected. 

Directs the Bureau of Mines to make a study of 
safety conditions for all mines. 

Directs that hearings be held in the major 
coal-producing States, so that State mine-safety 
officials, miners, unions representing miners, and 
mine operators in each of said States would have 
the opportunity to testify about conditions in the 
mires of their State, and to make recommendations 
to improve mine safety. 

Requires the Bureau to make a study of educa- 
tional and training programs for mine employees on 
safety measures. 


H. R. 8742, Mr. Fulton; August 19, 1959 
(Judiciary). 


Prohibits a State from imposing a tax on net 
income, or a tax measured by net income, on income 
derived within the State by a company (whether it be 
an individual proprietorship, partnership, or cor- 
poration) from interstate commerce if the only busi- 
ness activities within the State by or on behalf of 
such company are such minimum activities as (1) 
the solicitation of orders within the State for 
tangible personal property and (2) the maintenance 
and operation within the State of a sales office, 
i.e., an office, the primary purpose and use of 
which is to serve representatives of the company 
engaged in the solicitation of such orders. 
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Provides that no State or political subdivision 
thereof may impose such a tax merely because a com- 
pany uses one or more “independent contractors" 
making sales in such State, or soliciting orders in 
such State, for tangible personal property on its 
behalf.

Revises, codifies, and enacts into law title 
5 of the United States Code, entitled 'Government 
Organization and Personnel", 
H, R. 8749. Mr. Brock; August 20, 1959 
(Public Works). 


Federal Aid Highway Act of 1959 - Reduces the 
additional sum authorized for construction of the 
Interstate System for the fiscal year ending June 30, 
1961 from $2,500,000,000 to $2,000,000,000. De- 
clares it to be the intent of Congress to reimburse 
each State for Interstate System construction, and 
to carry out such intent on the basis of the revised 
estimate of cost submitted to it according to law, 
Extends for another year (to June 30, 1962) approval 
of such estimate. Increases authorization for 
bridges on Federal dams from $10,000,000 to 
$15,000,000. 

Provides for a temporary decrease in depletion 
allowance for oil and gas wells, equal to 5 percent 
of the gross income from such property if on a cost 
depletion basis, or an allowance computed on the 
reduced rate of 22.5 percent in lieu of the existing 
rate, if on a percentage basis. Transfers such in- 
creased revenues to the Highway Trust Fund. 


H. R. 8750. Mr. Halpern; August 20, 1959 
(House Administration). 


Directs the Secretary of the Interior (the 
Director of the National Park Service is now author- 
ized to permit) to erect a monument or memorial to 
the memory of Theodore Roosevelt. Gives the Theo- 
dore Roosevelt Association a voice in the approval 
thereof, and appropriates necessary sums [amend- 
ing U. S. C. 40:126]. 


H. R. 8751. Mr. Perkins; August 20, 1959 
(Post Office and Civil Service). 


Includes the holders of star route, water 
route, mail messenger, panel body, screen panel, or 
screen wagon contract for carrying the mail, or 
contract for the operation of a contract station or 
branch, under the provisions of the Civil Service 
Retirement Act [amending U. S. C. 5:2252].
